May it pleafe your GRACE, 

O Pardon the Prefumption 
of fending abroad the fol¬ 
lowing Papers under the Pa¬ 
tronage of your Name. Not 
that by the advantage of 
your Graces Authority I de- 
fign to cover any Miftakes or Failures that 
are in them j or that I think any Authori¬ 
ty, how great foever, can protect even the 
moft ufefull and innocent Undertaking 
from the Cenfures of the Envious and the 
Malicious: But that I lhould efteem it a lin¬ 
gular Honour and Privilege to have them 
own’d by a Perfon, who by his excellent: 
Learning is as able, as by his Place he is 
oblig’d to defend thofe Great Catholic and 
Apofolic Truths, whofe hard lot and por¬ 
tion is Hiftorically reprefented in the fol¬ 
lowing 
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lowin' 1 Book. The Doctrines, I mean, of 
the holy and undivided Trinity, and the 
Divinity of our bleffed Saviour, together 
with the appendant Articles, lo vigoroully 
perlecuted in the Age we write of, and 
now again oppos’d in the Age we live in. 

Nor is this the only inltance, wherein 
the Church needs your Graces Learning, 
and wife Conduct ; no lefs now, than it did 
that of Atbanafm, Bafil , or Ambrofe of old. 
Our Times, like theirs, are troublefom 
and unquiet, full of dilorder and diltra- 
&ion on every lide. The common Laws of 
Charity are broken down ; and Religion, 
in it lelf the ftrongeft Principle of Peace 
and Unity, is made the Inittument of 
Feud and Fadion, and of a bitter and in¬ 
temperate Zeal. The Church of England, 
incomperably the belt Part of the Catho¬ 
lic Church at this day vilible upon Earth, 
is mifcrably torn in pieces, hated and ma¬ 
ligned ; lecretly undermin’d by Enemies 
from abroad, and openly aflaulted by pre- 
tended Friends at home. Altar is eretted 
againft Altar , and private Congregations 
kept up in oppofition to the publick Con- 
ftitutions. Her Liturgy and Forms of Di¬ 
vine Adminiftration derided, odioufly tra¬ 
duc’d , and run down with nothing but 
Noile and Clamour. Her Rites and In- 
Ititutions, though the lame that were ufed 
in the Primitive Ages of Chriftianity, de¬ 
cried as Antichrilf ian. Her Difcipline and

Authority weakned, and by the obltina- 
cy and perverfenefs of Men made inef¬ 
fectual. The lmall remains of Her En¬ 
dowments (the Monuments of the Eoun- 
tv and Piety of elder Times) envied, and 
oreedily gap’d at by thole who again ex- 
ped and watch for a lucky Revolution of 
Affairs Her Governors and regular Cler- 
ev reproach’d, belibell’d, and affronted 
upon all Occalions, though generally for 
no better reafon than doing of their Duty, 
and daring to be honeft in an evil time. 
And in perfuance of thele ill defigns, Ca¬ 
lumnies are fram’d without any regard to 
truth and juftice; and no arts, how bad 
or unwarrantable foever , Icrupled, that 
may lerve to wound either Her Interelt, 
or Reputation. And as bchifm in the 
Church feldom fails to draw on Faction in 
the State, we find the fame evil Spirit ei- 
menting, and mixing it felf with Civil Af¬ 
fairs, and that Character which the A- 
pollle fixt upon the Schifmaticks of old, 
too notoriouily reviv’d amongft us, tode- 
fpife dominion, and [peak evil of dignities. Lie- 
(mptuout are they, and [elf-willed , and leem 
difpos’d quite contrary to the mild and 
eentle Spirit of the Golpel, to heat their 
Elimgb-fhares into Swords, and their Eruning- 

hookes into Spears, . 

This is our cafe ; and as fad was theirs in 
the Age we are fpeaking of. HheEaub 
once delivered to the Saints, as the noblelt De- 
poftnm that could be committed^to^ the 
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Church, and which was lecur’d and fettled 
with all the Care, which the Piety of the 
Great Conftantine could bellow upon it, was 
yet not only lhaken, but attempted to be 
pluckt up by the roots, and though Truth 
can be but one, was broken into a thou- 
fand Blalphemies, and lewd Opinions. The 
Ark of God was tols’d and driven from 
place to place, and the honour and intereft 
of the Catholic Church run down with all 
the force, which an infolent and powerful 
Fa£tion could raife againft it. But I had 
rather your Grace lhould take the account 
of their deplorable ftate from Nafian^cns 
pijj*™' l >en than Mine. Arianifm (fays he) though 
14 it began like a little Spark at Alexandria, yet 
like Wild-fire it quickly overran the World; and 
howeverfor the prefent ft opt and quench'd by the de- 
cifions of the Nicene Council, yet it broke out 
again in the next Reign, like a Wound flight ly curd, 
that opens and runs afrejb ; when grievous Wolves 
from feveral quarters invaded us, and made havock 
of the Church. Priefts were up in Arms againft 
Friefts,and one part of the People furioufly engaged 
againft another, and under the countenance of the 
Imperial Authority Laws were made againft the Ca¬ 
tholic Doblrine, and that too by the procurement of 
thofe who were neither Men nor Women, a Genera¬ 
tion that govern d all in that Court. Who can fuffi- 
ciently reprefent theTragicalface of things at that 
time ? the BanifimentsjConfifcations, Difgraces, the 
Affemblies kept in the Deferts, the vaft Multitudes 
ofPerfons, yea whole Cities forc'd to fojourn in the 
Fields, and open Air, and there to contend with

not (ecure there, the very Wildernefs not affording 
them Safety and Protection 5 and what is yet more 
lamentable, the Torments, Deaths, and triumphs iif 
BifJjops, contemplative Afcetics, of Men and Wo- 
men,and thofe both young and old. Who canfet forth 
the mat Mini ft ers that contnvd tbefe horrible 
Ablings and Sufferings, and thofe who ftudied in 
this kind to out Jo one another, and who had this ad¬ 
dition to the honour of their Enterprm, that they 
far outwent in Cruelty the defign of the Prince that 
employ'd them. And then lightly paffing over 
the Reign of Julian (whereof he had fum- 
ciently lpoken elfewhere) he proceeds^ to 
defence the Miferies which the Catholics 
endured in the time of Valens, which I ihall 
not here reprefent. In ihort, fo Calami¬ 
tous was the ftate of thofe Times, tha$ Re¬ 
ligion muft have funk under its 1 remnes, 
or been ftifled in a crowd of Herene and 
Prophanefs, had not God rais d up an ex¬ 
traordinary race of Men, whofet them- 
felves to oppofe that Impiety and Licen- 
cioufnefs that was become Epidemical,who 
by their diligent Preaching refeued the 
Minds of Men from Errour, and by the 
Learnednefs of their Writings, and their 
great Acumen and dexterity in Difputing 
contended earneftly for theEaith, baffled and con¬ 
vinc’d Gainfayers ; who by the exemplan- 
nefs of their Lives ballanc’d the iniquity of 
the Age, and by their Prayers to Heaven 
arrefted that Vengeance that was ready to 
overtake the World. ’Twas the Patience 

and 
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and Conltancy of Athanafius, the Vigour and 
Activity of i>. Hilary, the Prudence and 
Temper of S. Bafil, the Learning and Elo¬ 
quence of the Gregorios, the Courage and 
Impartiality of S. Ambrofe, the Zeal and Ve- 
hemency of S. Chryfoftom, that fupported the 
Catholic Caufe, while they liv’d, and ever 
lince rend reck their Names Venerable to 
Polferity. 

Of all thefe Matters I have endeavored 
to give lome competent Account in the 
following Lives; but with what Succefs and 
Satisfaction, I know not. May the Work 
prove fo happy, as- in any meafure to gain 
your Graces Approbation, (fo great a Ma¬ 
iler in Church-Antiquity) and I lhall be 
Ids felicitous about others; being well al- 
fur’dy I may much trulier fay in this cafe 
what Socmen told the younger Tbeodofius, (to 
whom he dedicated his Ecclefiallic Hillo- 
ry) Whatever JJjall feem right and acceptable to 
cicf.p.js tfjon, will certainly appear good and ufeful to all 
other Readers ; nor will any venture to find fault 
with what has once pa ft your Graces judgment and 
examination. But whatever becomes of the 
Book it lelf, if it lhall ferve to no other 
purpofe, ’twill at lead to this, to convey to 
the World a gratefull Sence of thofe Fa¬ 
vours, wherewith your Grace is pleas’d to 
oblige

PREFACE 

T O T H E 

READER. 


WO Things there arc, whereof ’tis like 
the Reader will expett fome Account in 
reference to the following Papers; Firft, 
Concerning the Work it felf; and next, 
The Materials out of which it is fram’d 
and built. 

The Work contains the Nobleft Portion of Church 
Hiftory, this being in many refpedts the mod confider- 
ablc Age of the Church. For befides what concerns 
particular Perfons, whofc Lives and Aftions are here re¬ 
lated, lie will here find an Account of the Fall and Sup- 
preflion of Paganifm , the Antient and Univcrfally recei¬ 
ved Religion of the World ; of the Converfion of Prin¬ 
ces to the Faith, the Adopting Chriftianity to be the Re¬ 
ligion of the Empire, the A<5ts and Proceedings of the 
Two Firft General Councils, the Advancement of the 
Church to its greateft height of Splendour, and thofe 
lamentable Ruptures, that foon after were made in it by 
Schifm and Faction, bv Covetoufnefs and Ambition, 
and the cunning Craftinefs of thofe that lay in wait to De- 
ceive. 

It had pleas’d the DivineWifdom and Providence, 
now at length to refeue Chriftianity from the Cruelties 
of thofe Heathen Perfections, which for fome Ages 
had quartered fo heavily upon it, and to raife up a Prince 
to be a Nurfing Father to the Church, whofe Piety made 

c him 
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him as willing, as his Power made him ablc 3 to protect 
and defend it. He guarded it with Wife and Prudent 
Laws, enrich’d it with an immenfe Bounty and Muni¬ 
ficence, honour’d and rever’d its Bilhops, encourag'd 
and nobly provided for its Clergy 3 demolifht Churches 
were repair’d, and new ones were ereded with all the 
Pomp and Magnificence, which Colt or Art could be¬ 
llow upon them 3 the Solemn Alfemblies were mightily 
frequented, and encreas'd by the daily acceffion of New 
Converts 5 the Holy Offices were perform’d with all due 
Reverence and Devotion, and days of Jubilee were kept 
in every place, in thankfulnefs to Heaven for fo happy 
a Change and Revolution of Affairs, fo bleflcd a Scene 
of Profperity and Safety. It added to the joys of the 
common triumph, to fee Pagan Idolatry and Superffi- 
tion going fo fa ft down the Wind, and every where 
driven into Holes and Corners. All this the Devil, the 
great Adverfary of Mankind, beheld with an Envious 
and an Evil eye 5 and bccaufe no longer able to aflauic 
the Church by Force and Violence, he refolv’d to at- 
taque it by more Secret and Deftrudive Councils. 
Hereupon the Envious Man betook himfelf to his old 
trade of Sowing Tares, ftirring up fit Agents and Emif- 
fari.s to poyfon Mens minds with Errour, intending 
thereby to break the Church into Parties and Factions, 
and to introduce irreconcilable Feuds and Quarrels* 
which produc'd Fatal and Mifchievous effeds, beyond 
the rage of all the Heathen Perfecutions. Nor did thefe 
Agents make their onfet upon the Out-works of the Faith, 
but fet themfelves to undermine the main and Founda¬ 
tion Articles of Chriftianity 3 and whereas hitherto the 
Gentiles had exalted Creatures into the place of God,thefe 
Fadors endeavour'd to dethrone God into die rank of 
Creatures. 

The firif that enter'd on the Publick Stage, to fet on 
foot this Defign, was Arius , a Presbyter of Alexandria , 
who being a Man of nimble Parts, and a daring Spirit, 
openly call'd in Queffion the Catholic Dodrine concer¬ 
ning the Divinity, Eternity, and CoefTcntiality, of the 
Son of God, and in oppofition thereunto advanc'd quite 

contrary

auiuTcontrarv Proportions of liis own”, which not- 
withftanding his IhulHmg Compliances at every turn to 
ferve his Caufe, heftiffly maintain d while he hvd, and 
his Difciples and Followers improv’d and carried on after 
hisdeceafc. The growth and progrefs of whofe perni¬ 
cious Hercfie, we have with fome Care and Diligence 
trac’d from its very firft Originals, remark d the fevcral 
Heps and advances which it made, and the evil arts 
which that fubtle and potent Faction made ufe of to 
promote and further ir. The Account whereof we have 
chiefly lodg’d in the Life of Marntfm (the proper Scat 
of the Arian Story ) where if any paflages feem but hin¬ 
ted at or brieflv related, they will be found more at 
large in fome of the other Lives, where they more pro¬ 
perly fall in. And becaufc from this root of bitternefs 
many poyfonous Branches fptang up 5 we have taken 
Notice, as they came in our way, of the feveral fuboi- 
dinate Sefts and Herefies, that infeftecl the Church with¬ 
in this Period. , ■ 

But though all along we have kept an eye to the ge¬ 
neral Story, yet we have ftill remember d what we had 
more particularly in defign, the Lives of the Learned 
and Excellent Perfons of this Age, whofe Story we have 
drawn together, as far as the Records of thofc Times 
would enable us, with ufeful Reflexions upon thofe Di¬ 
vine Graces and Vertues, which rendered them foExcrn- 
plarv and Confpicuous in their feveral Stations: Nor 
have we forgotten, what conduces not a little to clear 
the Learned part of their Story, to obferve the particular 
Times and Occafions, upon which many ot thofc Books 
which they have left behind them, were written. If we 
have not made fo particular a Crifts and Cenfure of eve¬ 
ry finale TraCt, as fome Men perhaps may expect, it was 
becaufethe thing has been done fo often,and to far better 
purpofes by others, than I can pretend to do it. And I 
had no mind to write Cburcb-Hiftories out of Bimm, or 
to prefent the World with a View of Antiquity , by tran- 
fcribing what S cult el us. Cook, Rivet, &c. what Pofevine, 
BeHarmin, Labbee, See. have faid upon thofe Arguments. 
However I hope enough is here faid to clear th^molt 
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material Cafes, and that their Works arc fet in fuch a 
Light, as will let the World fee,'how unjuft and unfcho- 
r lar-like that Genfure is, which a Hater of falje Hijtory 
has pa ft upon the Primitive Fathers, and ufher’d in with 
a, 'I is pajl all doubt , that the Number of Learned Bijhops 
among them was very rare , and that there are many Poor 
men "among us , divers Weavers and Plough-men of his own 
Church at Kiddcr-minfter, who are able not only to Pray 
and leach, as well as moft of thofe, who are by Eufebius ex¬

And it could not but ■ 
fcem ftrange to me,as I fuppofc it will do to others,that the 
the Church Hidorians, Socrates, &c. who trade fo much in 
Jus Writings, have yet fo wofuily pcrplext and entangled 
his AHairs,even in thofe things which in Athanafim himfelf 
are very plain and cade. And here by the way, I can¬ 
not but bew ail the unhappy Fate of this Great mans Wri¬ 
tings, (and indeed of mod of the Grce^FatheiSy that 
they arc generally fo ill tranflated, as mud veiy often 
unavoidably miflead thofe that arc forc’d to depend up- . 
on them. Of the truth whereof, were there no other, 

Baronins is a notorious indance. Next, I betook my felt 
to thofe who liv'd at the fame time with them, or at no 
great didance from them, and from them pickt up fuch 
Hidorical Remarks as might be mod ufefull to my pur- 
pofc 5 efpecially fuch who had written the Lives of any 
of the Anticnts, that liv'd not long before them. Lad 
of all, I apply’d my felf to the Ecclefiadical Hidoriansj 
the chief whereof ( fetting afide Eufebim , of whomelfc- 

where, and a fmall part ofwhofe Hidory relates to this 

period ) are Four, all Writing much about the fame 
time, 7 rig. Socrates , Sozomen , Theodor it , and Philo- 
Jl or gins. 

Socrates was born at Confiantinople , probably about 
the beginning of the Reign of Theodofim , educated un¬ 
der two Famous Madcrs, Helladim and Ammonim , who 
Jlaving ded from Alexandria , had open d a Grammar- 
School in the Imperial City. Being grown up, he turn’d 
Advocate , (thence term'd Scholajiicus ) and pleaded 
Caufcs. In his declining Age, he fet himfelf to write 
the Hidory of the Church, which he difpatcht in Seven 
Books, beginning where Eufebins left, and ending A?tno 
CCCCXXX 1 X. A Work designedly written in a plain 
dyle , but with fingular Indudry and Fidelity , and 
which he review'd and corroded more than once. Nor 
did he trade in flying Reports, the Accounts he gives .j 
being either of fuch things as himfelf had fecn, or had : : 

receiv'd m 
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receiv’d from credible Eye-witnefles, or transcribed from 
Records of unquedionable Authority. As to his Reli¬ 
gion he was a Catholic, for though fomePaffagcs in his 
Hidory look favourably upon the Novatians , yet they 
are not diffident to evince him to have been of that 
fide 

1 Sozomen was ddccnded of Anceftors that were of Pa- 
Idtjiine extraction, he ftudied the Law at Berytm, the 
Univerfitv of the Roman Laws. And thence betook him¬ 
felf to the pradick pare of them, viz. to plead Caufcs 
at Conftantinople , During this employment he fet upon 
Writing an Ecclcfiadical Hidory, which he began from 
the Birth of Chrid, and brought down to the depofing 
of Licinim. But this ’tis like was nothing but a Compen- 
dium of Eufebins s Hidory, and is long fince lod. Hence 
he carried it on through the Reigns of the feveral Empc- 
rours, 'till the times of the younger Theodofim , to whom 
he Dedicated it. His Style is even, and very agreeable 
to his Subjed, wherein he goes as far beyond Socrates , 
as he falls ihort of him in judgment and accuracy. They 
both liv’d at the dime time, and it admits of fome de¬ 
bate which of them Wrote fird; but there are fome 
circumdanccs that adjudge the precedency to Socrates r, 
and this not the lead , that Sozomen frequently adds 
to, and enlarges the others Relations and Accounts of 
things. 

The next that fucceeds is Theodor it, born at or near 
Antioch in Syria , devoted by his Parents to a very dricb 
and devout Life 5 and accordingly brought up under 
great Severity of Difcipline, efpeciallv under the Care 
and Tutorage of Theodor ns Bifhop of Mopfuefiia. Pre¬ 
ferred afterwards to the Bifhop rick or Cyru^s, a City built 
by the Jews in honour of Cyrus, the great Perfian Prince. 
A Man of excellent Learning, and admirable Parts, a- 
mong the many Monuments whereof, which he has 
tranfmitted to Poderity, his Ecclcfiadical Hidory is not 
lead confiderablc 3 confiding of Five Books ( though 
there are that fay he writ as many more) which he 
publilht not till fome time after thofe that had writ 
before him, whofe Dcfccds and Omidions he defign d 

to 
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uf fupply, efpccially as to the Church Affairs of the 
Eajlern parts, where himfelf liv’d. His Style and way 
of Writing is highly commended by the incomparable 
Photius , as more polifht, clear, and equal, and every 
ways adapted to an Hiftorical drain. 

Contemporary with the reft was Philoftorgius , a Cap¬ 
padocian, the Son of Car terms, and Eulampia ,, born about 
the Year CCCLXV 1 II. At twenty Years of Age he came 
to Conftantinople , toaccompliih his Studies, and attain d 
to a great Proficiency in all the polite, as well as ufefull 
parts" both of Secular and Sacred Learning. As to his 
Religion he was an Arian, and that of the word ftamp, 
an Eunomian , as alfo his Parents were before him. He 
wrote an Hiftory of the Church from the rife of Arms, 
till about the Year CCCCXXV. which he digefted into 
XII. Books, with this peculiar contrivance, that the firft 
Letter of every Book, being taken in order, and put 
together , ingenioufty expreffes the Author’s Name. 
Though his Style be generally very neat and good, yet 
his Accounts arc intolerably partial 3 hisdefign through¬ 
out the whole being to expofe the Catholics, and to 
vindicate the Arians , efpccially Aetim and Eunomius , 
making all his Relations look in favour of them. So 
that as Phot ins well obferves, his Book feems rather a 
Panegvriek upon Hercfic, than an Ecclcfiaftical Hiftory. 
For which reafon lie cannot lately be trufted in thofc 
things, wherein the intcrefts of Arianifm , but especially 
Eunomianifm , are particularly concern’d. His Hiftory 
has either mifearried, or has not yet fecn the light 3 
only the large excerpta , which Photius long fincc made 
out of it, are dill preferv’d, and were firft publifhtwith 
an ufefull Comment by that Learned French Lawyer 
Jacobus Got ho] red us , whom we mention’d before. In 
Ihort, the Authorities of the Antients, which we rely 
upon, are generally Authentick , and unqueftionable, 
and need no fuftrages to fupport their Credit. 

As for Writers of a modern and later date, we have 
made little ufc of them, efpecially fuch as have parti¬ 
cularly dealt in this way of writing Lives. I know the 
Lives of feveral of thefe Fathers have of late times been 

written 
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written in French. But befidcs that, my unacquainted- 
nefs with that Language had kept me from knowing 
what thev had done in that kind, their laxe and diftufc 
way of writing Lives made me lefs curious and folici- 
tous in enquiring after it. Whether herein I have done 
Well or Ill, I know not 3 furc I am, I have gratified 
my own Inclinations. For it being my defign to de¬ 
rive the notices of things immediately from the Foun¬ 
tain head, I thought it to little purpofe to go fo great 
awaV about, for what I muft come to at laft. I have 
but one thing more, and that is to requeft the Learned 
Reader, that if he chance to meet with any material 
Mistakes, bclides tliofc that lie at the Printers door, he 
would pleafe to drop a foft and favorable Cenfure, 
confidering that the Work is large, and the (catches 
that were to be made Diffufe andVatious, and which 
neceffarily drew fuch an hurry of thoughts along with 
them, as perhaps might not always leave Confideration 
at home, minutely to weigh every thing in an exadt 
ballance. Not that I am confcious to my felt of having 
been wanting in any Point, either of Fidelity or Cate, 
but that after all, I dare not confidently fecure my felt 
from Error. If the Reader fliall beat any time at a 
lofs in Circumftanccs that relate to time, I defire him to 
confult the Chronological 1 able , which I have added at 
the end of the Book.

Y what means and methods the Chriftian 
Religion made its own way into the world, 
and unaffifted by any Secular Power or 
Intereft, triumpht over all the oppolition 
that was made againft it, has been confi- 
dered in another place. The fubjeft of 
this Difcourfe will be to obferve by what 
degrees Paganifm , that part of it espe¬ 
cially that was the public and {landing 
Religion of the Roman Empire, a Reli¬ 
gion that for fo many Ages had influenc’d the Minds of Men, and 
feem’d firmly rooted by Cuftom, Laws, and an inveterate preferi- 
ption, was driven into corners, and in effect bam fht out of the World. 
The main of the Story lies within the compafs of the Age we write 
of, and being a Subjeft both plealant in it felf, and that which will 
reflea no mean Light upon feveral paffages in the following Lives, it 
will not, I conceive, be unufeful here to lay it all together. The ac¬ 
count whereof we {hall briefly deduce from the time that the Empire 

became Chriftian. . „ . . tl . 

II. CO NSTAN 11 NE th eGreat was born in Britain , as all impartial 
Writers,not biafs’d either by Envy at ours,or by a Concernment for the 
Honour of their own Country, are willing to allow. A thing own d

im.&conftant. H ; s father Conftantius , a wife, merciful, and vertuous Prince, died 
m. P . 3. at York on the fyh 0 f Ann. Chr. CCCVI. Mis Son Conftantine 
had for fome years refiaea in the Court of Diocletian , and after in that 
of Galcrim Maxtmun in the Eaft, where he was kept as an honou¬ 
rable 
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Table Pledge, and as a check and reftraint upon his Father. G«ler„u 
hated b the Father, and was jealous of the Son whom he would have 
taken off by a violent death, had he not fear d the Army, to whom he , 24.^47. 
knew Conjunct was very dear. He fought therefore under pretence Bin.o ,««.

but the Divine Providence ftill brought lum off. His Father had often £ ™°' o dl 
Pent for him, and had as oft been delay’d And now again in his 
Sicknels had renew’d his Importunity, till Qdtrm afliam d any longer 
to deny fo reafonable a requeft, gave him a Warrant under Seal to be 
eone intending nothing lefs, but that by tome device he would Hop 
his Tourney and therefore willed him to come to him again the next 
Morning to receive his final Inftruftiom and Commands. But no 
fooner was the Emperour gone to bed, but Conftantine immediately 
took Horle, and at every Stage where he came, befides thofe few he 
made ufe of, he ham-ftring’d all the Poft-Horfes that he left behind 
him The next day Galerius call’d for him, but was told, That he 
was gone the night before : He gave order to go after him, and when 
he underftood that all the Poft-Horfes were dilabled, he burft out into 
an equal paflion of Rage and Grief. Conftantine in the mean while 
made haft, and arriv’d at York four days before his Father died. Upon 
whole deceafe, and by whofe Laft-Will he fucceedcd m the Weftern 
Empire, unanimoufly fduted by the joyful Acclamations of the Army, 
and readily fubmitted to by the Weftern Provinces. His Image, 'as 
was cuftomary upon the advancement of a new Emperour, being ' * 
publicly exhibited at Rome, provok’d the Ambition of Maxentius, Son 
of Maximianus Herculius, who had refign’d the Empire to Conftantius, 
who looking upon himlelf as having a better Right, and every way as 
fit for Govenment, by the help of fome great Officers, whom he 
gain’d to his Party, ufurp’d the Empire, tho he paid dear for it a tew 

^III CONSTANTINE having folemniz’d his Father’s Funerals,and 
fetled his Affairs in Britain , pafs’d over with his Army into GW,where 
he refided the fix fir ft years of his Reign,all which time he continued in 
the Gentile Religion ; but that, as %$nar<u ^ adds, he fhould at the fol- * Annul Tow. 
licitation of his WikFaufta , Daughter of the Emperour Maximian, M- 
who ftirr’d him up to a zealous Vindication of Pagan Idolatry, perfe- 
cute the Chriftians, is, I believe, meerly a conje&ure of his own, 
unwarranted by the Authority of any ancient Writer. He contented 
himlelf as yet with the name of Ctfar ,' not prefently affuming the •JfJJ-jjW 
Title of Auguftus or Emperour, expe&ing the Senior Emperour mould ^ * 

have lent him that Title; but in vain : For no fooner was his Image 
wreath’d with the Imperial Laurel prelented to Galerius, but he was 
refolv’d to have thrown both it and the Meffenger into the Fire, had 
not his Friends upon wife confiderations over-rul’d his Anger. That 
therefore he might feem to do voluntarily what he could not help, he 
fent him the Purple, but withall made Sever us Emperour,and gave him 
only the Title of Cwfar. But Conftantine ftood in no need of hts Appro¬ 
bation to confirm his Title; his Fathers declar’d Will f for his Succef- 'viLtumu 
fion, and the Univerfal Confent, both of the Army, and the whole 
Weft, put his Right beyond difpute. Befides, Maximianus Herculius, w . 94 . 
who, together with Diocletian , had fome years fince laid down the 
Purple, did now again endeavour to refume it, and upon fome ill fuc- 
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' cer s of his Affairs fled into Go#/ to Conpatme, to whom he gave the 

Title of Awnllm, together with his Daughter Fa*/?* to Wife into 
the bargain. Here Cgovern’d with great fuccels, till hearing 
g r.ufeb. de vit. f rom a iJ hands of the intolerable Outrages g and Infolencics committed 
by Maxentius at Rome, and follicited» by an Embafly fent to him for 
Vc M that purpofe from the Senate and People of that City, he took up a 
'zour.HU. refolution worthy of fo great a mind, to march againft him, andfree 
the City from the Tyranny and Extravagancies of that Ufurper. No 
fooner was he engaged in this Expedition, but like a prudent and good 
Man he began to think of Tome afliftance beyond the meer ftrength 
and courage of his Army, and knowing there was great variety of 
Deities at that time worfhip’d in the World, his firft care was, which 
of thefe to pitch upon, and implore as his Proteftor and tutelar 
Guardian. He obferv’d the fatal mifearriages of his Predeceffors, that 
had tickled hard for a multiplicity of Gods, had repos’d entire confi¬ 
dence in their afliftance, and courted their favour by all the formal and 
fond Rites of Worfhip; notwithftanding all which, their Wars had 
been generally improfperous, and they themfelves brought to unfortu¬ 
nate and untimely ends: On the contrary,that his Father had acknow¬ 
ledg’d and ador’d one only God, and him the fupreme Governour of 
the World, who had ftrangely fucceeded his Undertakings and given 
him many illuftrious Inftances of a Divine Power and Goodnefs 
through the whole Series of his Life; fo thereupon he grew to this 
Refolution, to lay afide the vulgar Deities, who ’us plain did but pre¬ 
tend to Divinity, and cheat the World, and to adhere only to the 
God of his Father; to whom therefore he addreircd himfelf, beleech- 
ing him to make himfelf known to him, and effectually to auift him 
in this expedition. And Heaven heard his Prayer, and anfwered it 
in a moft miraculous manner, fo wonderful, that Eufebtus, who re¬ 
ports it, grants, it would not have been credible, if he had not had it 
from Conflantine' s own mouth, who folemnly ratified the truth of it f 
with his Oath. The Army was upon their march, and the Emperour 
taken up with thefe devout Ejaculations, when the Sun declining, 

( about three of the Clock, as ’tis probable, in the Afternoon ) there 
fuddenly appear’d a Pillar of Light in the Heavens in the falhion of a 
Crofs, whereon (or as others, about it) was this Infcription (in Laun l 
fay fome, but Eufebius mentions not that) expreft in Letters form d by f 
//. Ecci.i. i. a configuration of Stars, (if what Ehiloflorgiusj and fome others re- 
port, be true) Tom nika, In this Overcome. Conpntine\ yas 
’ not a little ftartled at this fight, and fo was the whole Army that be- ; 
held it; and ’tis plain, the Commanders and Officers, prompted by j 
their Arufpices , look’d upon it as an inaufpicious Omen , portending a 
very unfortunate Expedition. The Emperour himfelf knew not 
what to make of it, mufing upon it all that Evening: At Night our 
vti. earn lu Lord appeared to him in a Dream with the Crofs in his hand, which : 
rtiw.iw.f.f. 44 . he had fhew’d him the day before, commanding him to make a Royal : 
F ‘ 79 ‘ Standard like that which he had feen in the Heavens, and caufe it to j 
be born before him in his Wars as an Enfign of Viftoryand Safety. ; 
Early the next Morning he got up, and told his Friends what had hap¬ 
pen’d, and fending immediately for Workmen, fat down by them, 
and deferib’d to them the form of the thing, which he commanded 
them to make with the moft exquifite Artifice and Magnificence, and 
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they made it accordingly after this manner: A long Spear plated over 
with Gold, with a Traverfe piece at the top a little Oblique, in the 
falhion of a Crofs; to this Crofs-piece was faften’d a four-fquare 
Curtain of purple, embroider’d and befet with Gold and preci¬ 
ous Stones, which refle&cd a moft amazing luftre, and towards 
the top of it were pi&ur’d the Emperour in the midft of his 
Sons. On the top of the lhaft above the Crofs ftood a Crown over¬ 
laid with Gold ana Jewels, within which were plac’d tile facred Sym¬ 
bol, viz. the two firft Letters of Chrift’s name ill Greek , X and P, 
the one being ftruck through the other as in the Margin. This De¬ 
vice he afterwards wore in his Shields, as not only Eufebius tells us, 
but is evident by fome of his Coins extant at this day. This Impe¬ 
rial Standard in all his Wars was carried before him ; and my Author 
affures us, he had often feen it. And in imitation of this ne caufed 
Banners (which they call’d Labara ) to be made for the reft of the 
Army, continued by his Chriftian Succcffors, tho not always keeping 
exaftly to the fame form. ’Tis true, the Gentile Writers make no 
exprefs mention of this apparition of the Crofs, nor is it reafonable 
to expe£t they fhould: But this they confefs, which they fay was a 
currant and uncontraditted report in the mouth of all, that before 
this Engagement an Army in the Air was feen to come down from 
Heaven, perfons of great ftrength and ftaturc, with vigorous and 
chearful looks, and bright flaming Armour, who were heard to fay,

IV. CONSTANTINE had a mighty curiofity t6 be farther infttu&ed “ * f 7U 
in thefe Divine fignifications, and therefore calling for fome Chriftian 
Bifhops,ask’d them, who this God was,and what he meant by this figm 
They told him, the perfon that had done this was the only-begotten 
Son of the one only God ; the Sign that had appear’d to him was the 
Symbol of Immortality, and the Trophy of that Viaory, which this 
God while he was upon Earth, had gain’d over Death: They explain’d 
to him the reafons of his coming down from Heaven, and the ftate of 
his Incarnation, and undertaking the caufe of Mankind. He heard 
their Difcourfes with great pleafure and fatisfa&ioti, but kept himfelf 
upon the referve, like a wary and prudent Man, not giving too much 
way at firft ; he oft compar’d the heavenly Vifion with what tliey had 
difeourfed to him upon that Argument,and the more he did fo,the more 
he was fatisfied, not doubting but that in due time God would more 
perfectly difeover thefe things to him ; in order whereuntoliercfolv’d 
at leafure hours to perufe the Holy Scriptures. But herein he kept 
his thoughts to himfelf, nor indeed for the prefent was it fafe for him 1 Eufeb.ibii 
to declare them.

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Imperial Palace) they ere&ed a triumphal Arch, whereon they 
acknowledg’d the great Deliverance he had wrought to be done 
INSTINCTU DIVINITATIS as well as MENTIS 
MAGNITUDINE, by the impulfe and affiftance of God, no 
lei's than by his own Courage and Puiflancc. 

VI. HAVING fotled Affairs at Rome, and endear’d himfelf to 
all forts of nerfons, he began by little and little more openly to de¬ 
clare himfelr in favour of tne Chriftians, tho (b as not to fall prefontly 
upon the Gentiles.

them in their Profeffion, or their way of Worfhip, nor hinder any 
that had a mind to embrace Chriftianity, and that their Churches and 
places of Affembly, and all the Incomes and Revenues belonging to 
them that had been confifcated and taken from them, Ihould forth¬ 
with be freely and entirely reftor’d to them,and the prefont Purchafors 
or Poffeffors be repair’d out of the Exchequer. A Copy of this Edi£l 
they font to Maximinus, who govern’d in the Eaftern Parts, requefting 
him to do the like. He was an obftinate and fturdy Pagan, and being 
neither willing to grant, nor yet daring to deny their Defires, fup- 
preft their Edi£t , and direfted a Refoript r to Sabinus, fetting forth r E xUb.l 9 , 
what care and pains his Prcdeceflors Diocletian and Maximian had us’d c - ?• P- 3^ 
to fecure their Religion againft the incroachments of Chriftianity, 
that at his coming the lalt year to Nicomedia, he had been earneftly 
follicited both there and in other places, that no Chriftian might be 
fuller’d to inhabit their City ; however his pleafure was, that the Go¬ 
vernors of the Provinces fliould ufo no leverity againft the Chri- 
flians, but treat them with all raildnefs and moderation, and rather 
try by clemency and kind per fuafions to reduce them to the worfhip 
or the Gods,which if any or them would hearken to,they fhould moft 
readily receive them; but if they had rather perfiftin their own Reli¬ 
gion, they fhould be left to the freedom of their own choice. This 
Refoript as it was extorted,fo was it fo ftraighten’d,as it did little good. 

The Chriftians knew the Man too well, and the zeal and fiercenefs of 
his temper, to truft him, no provifion being made in it for their Chur¬ 
ches, but only a general indemnity from trouble, they durft neither . u, dc v f t :

VII. ALL this the Gentiles beheld with an envious ahdmalicious 
Fve as what certainly prophefied the fatal declenfion, if final 

overthrow of their Religion ; and were ^Zth^Celebmbnrf 
, c , nirinns when they faw the Hmperour neglected * the Celebration or 

Sports, which no won alive ever faw before, W ^a///ee a«/». The^e- 
' nod of the laft Century was now run out, and fell in with An. 
Chr. CCCXIII. But the Emnerour took no 'Is an 

theG entiles fevcrcly cenliir’d him, not only looking upon “ 
Argument of his aVerfion to their Religion, but crying out againft it 
as Sous to the State, and that wlTich drew down the vengeance 
of the Gods upon it. And it added not a little to their Trouble, when 
they found that Maximinm himlelf, upon v^rom^y rch^ lo mudi,

feveral of them to death as Cheats and Impoftors, and Traitors to his 
Life alid Crown And cither in fpite to them or in this declining 
ftate of his Affairs to keep in with fo numerous a I‘arty, he publifh d 
»• r or, PriiA a in hphalf of tne Chriftians, wherein he confirm d the Re- 
i 7 *at 7 ' " ' feript which he had fent to Satinas the year before, and lupphed now 
what was defeftive in it, vU. the reftitut.on of thcir Churches wnh 
all thole Revenues and Poffeflions which had been leiz d into the hx- 
chequer, and either fold, or beftow’d upon any public Corporations, 
or private perfons. Not long after, juft as he was refolv’d to trv h s 
fortunes in a fecond Battel, he was ftruck with inhn.te pains aiid tor- 
ments all over his Body, fo that in a little time he wafted to nothing. 
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and his very Eye-fight failing, he became ftark blind, and died at 
Tarfus, confefling upon his Death-bed, that all this was but a juft pu- 
nilhment upon him for his fpiteful and virulent proceedings againft 
Chrift, and his Religion. The Churches hereupon in thofe parts be¬ 
gan exceedingly to flourilh, and the Chriftians for the prefent enjoy’d 
a very ferene and prolperous Seafon. 

VIII. BUT alas ! this peace and fecurity lafted not long; for Li- 
ciniusy who had hitherto dillemblcd with Confiantine and the'World, 
having now the whole Eafiern Empire at his Command, began to 
fhew himlelf in his own Colours; he heartily elpous’dtheeaufeof 
the Gentiles, which he fought every where to relieve and fiipport, and 
by a Law b exprefly forbad the Chriftian Bilhops to go to the Houles 'socr.i. r.c.j. 
of the Gentiles, left by their intimate Converfe with them they might r ‘ 8 * 
have an opportunity of propagating Chriftianity among them. Nor 
content with this, betook all occanons of venting his Spleen and Ma¬ 
lice, railing one of the hotteft Perlecutions againft the Chriftians, 
whom he every where purfued with all poflible Cruelties; fo that (as 
Eufebius c oblerves) the Eafl and the Wefi leem’d like night and day, • Dcvit.covft. 
a dreadful Darknefs overfpread all the Eafiern Parts, while th zWefi L i^.4 9 .&e. 
fate under the warm and benign Sun-fhine of Profperity and Peace. 

In companion to whofe deplorable cale, and to chaftile this Man’s p- 433.’ uf/ue 
monftrous Inconftancy and Ingratitude, (whom no ties of Blood, ad -j ,i z 9 f+]* 
Friendship, or Intereft, could oblige) and his horrible Pcrfidioulnels ]>. 6 tf! 5 c;' 2% 
and Hypocrifie, Confiantine refolv’d upon an Expedition againft him. 

The Armies firft met at Cybalis in Panonia, where Licinius was worfted, 
but afterwards recolle&'ing his Forces, engag’d again in Thrace, at 
what time Confiantine, in the midft of his Bilhops and Chaplains, was 
earneftly engaging Heaven by Prayer to be on his fide, while Liciniu* 
on the other Jiand laugh’d at him, and calling for his Priefts and For¬ 
tune-tellers, his Aruffices or Diviners, fell to focrificing, enquiring 
what Judgment they made by inlpefting the Intrails of the Beafts ; 
the Expounders of Dreams likewife were at hand,and the Aufpices that 
divin’d by the flight of Birds, who unanimoufly agreed, that Succels 
would wait upon him. Whereupon he took the chief Officers of his 
Army into a private Grove, thick let with the Images of their Gods, 
where having lighted Torches, and perform’d the accuftomM Sacri¬ 
fices, he made this Oration to them, which my Author had from the 
mouth of thofe that heard it. “ Gentlemen, /aidhe, and Fellow-Sol- 
u jers, thcle arc the Gods of our Country, whom we worlhip accor- 
“ dmg to immemorial Cuftorn and Tradition deriv’d from our Ance- 
“ ftors. The Enemy that fights againft us, is one that has renounc’d 
“ the Religion of his Country, ana join’d himlelf to an impious Se£I, 

<( and being thus impos’d on, has cholen I know not whatftrange 
Deity for his God,with whole infamous fign he dilhonours his Army, 

“ and in confidence of it is come forth not fo much againft us, as 
“ againft the Gods themfelves, whom he has thus vilified arid rejected. 

“ To day will fhew which of us is in the right, and whether ours or 
“ theirs be the true Gods. For either theVi&ory which we lhall obtain, 

“ will evidently declare our Gods to be the Saviours and Deliverers, or 
“ if notwithstanding their number this ftrange and .obfeure God of 
** Confiantine lhall get the better, no Man will then any longer doubt 
which God he ought to worlhip,but will go over to the moftpower- 
C *fblf 
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“ full Deity, and afcribe to him the honour of the Viftory. And if 
“ this ftrange God, whom we now lo much delpile, fhall appear to be 
“ the more powerful Being, we our (elves alio ought to embrace and 
“ adore him, and bid adieu to thole, to whom we have lighted our Ta¬ 
ft pers to fo little purpole. But if ours carry the day, which no Man 
“ can doubt, after fuch a fignal Vittory, we may lecurely go on in our 
“ attempts againft thele impious Contemners of the Gods. The Ar¬ 
mies now fac’d each other,and Conjlantine having pioufly recommended 
his Caule to God, gave the Signal, the Imperial Standard of the Crols 
was born before him, fifty Men being peculiarly deputed to guard it, 
and to carry it by turns; which way loever it turn’d, the Enemy fled, 
lb that when the Emperour law any part of the Army prels’d hard 
upon, he Call’d for the Crols to that place, and it turn’d the Scale. 
The Engagement was renew’d in leveral Encounters, ’till the Enemies 
Forces being wholly broken, the created: part threw down their Arms, 
and yielded, and Licinins himlelf fled the Field; who finding his 
Adairs delperate, betook himlelf to his old arts of Treachery and 
Diflimulation, begging Peace with Conjlantine , w ho readily accepted 
the motion, the other ratifying it with his Oath. But what Obliga¬ 
tions can hold a bad Man ? All is loon forgotten, and Licinins raites 
another Army, but charges his Soldiers to offer no violence to the Stan¬ 
dard of the Crols, nor to engage near it. The Battel, tho bloody, 
went againft him, wlio fled thereupon to Nicomedia , whither Conflan - 
tine follow’d, and bedeg’d him. But he furrender’d himlelf upon 
condition of life, which he promifed to lead private and obfeure, and 
which fomc fay Conjlantine granted, and confirm’d with his Oath. 
However that was, lie lent him to Thejfalonica, and there, upon his at¬ 
tempting new Seditions, put him to death. 

IX. B Y the death of Licinius the whole Government of theEm- 
<* Fjifeb. de pire devolv’d upon Conftantine, who immediately reftor’d J Peace and 
vit c. i. 2. Tranquility to the Chriftians, and dire&ed leveral Orders to the Pro- 
r 4S2 vincial Govcrnours, whereby they recall’d the banilh’d, releas’d thole 

' f that had been put upon Ofhces, reftor’d Eftates to thole that had loft 

them, fet at liberty the imprilon’d, and thole who had been condemn’d 
to the Mines, or any other flavery, all whom he bountifully rewarded; 
and for them that had fuffer’d Martyrdom, he commanded their 
Goods and Lands to be reftor’d to them that were next a kin, or where 
they had no Relations, to be appropriated tothculesof the Church. 
•Ext. lb. c. 24. Of all which his prolix Edift e fentttoYhe Provincial Govcrnours of 
VHl-b 4?5* Pal?/tine, (and the lame no doubt to other places) is a fufticicnt Evi¬ 
dence. Great Encouragement'the Gent ties , even in the Weft cm 1-arts, 
had taken from the Patronage of Licinius, w hom they hop’d to lee 
the prevailing Conquerour, and perhaps might by lome iecrct and 
myftie Rites of their Religion endeavour to promote his liiccels ; fo 
that even during thole Wars Conftantine was forc’d to lay fome check 
tc. Tb. lib. 9. upon them. By two Laws, f Ann. CCCXIX. the one directed to M.txi- 
Tit.xru. 1. nms frovoft of the City, the other to the People of Rome, he forbad 
^ 2> t ' 1 u* the Arufbices or South-foyers, and all the reft of that divining Tribe, 
to exercile their Skill within any private Houle under any pretence 
whatloever, adjudging the Soutnlayer lo offending,to be burnt, and 
the per Ion that conliiltcd him and receiv’d him into his Houle, tocon- 
fifeation of Eftatc, and banifliment into lome remote Illand; but 

withal I, 
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withall, perifiitting them to exercile their Art at the public Altars and 
Temples, and in the open light, where every one might lee and hear 
what was done or laid. Two years after by another Relcript»to the * ib. lib. 16. 
lame Provoft he gave leave, in cafe of milchief done by Lightning, Tiu x : l - »• 
publicly to confult thele Arujpkes, but with this limitation, which M57i 
laid no fmall Reftraint upon them, That their Anlwers and Interpre¬ 
tations fhould be lent to the Emperour in writing : Not that he ap¬ 
prov’d thele Diabolical Rites, but to try what Principles they fugge- 
fted to the People, and to keep them in awe, well knowing how apt 
the Gentiles , who were vext at his elpoufing Chriftianity, would be 
under thele pretences to confult and carry on Defigns againft the peace 
and lafety of the Empire. About fix Months after lie prohibited h all h ib.m 9 ubl 
Sorceries and Magic Charms, that were us’d either againft the health /¥*• l- 3« 
and lives of jperlons, or to inveigle Men’s Afle&ions to unchaft Love, 
permitting luch only as were accounted harmlefs, either for the curing 
or alleviating of Diftempers,or the driving away pernicious Storms and 
Tempefts. The fame year he provided, 1 that Slaves (heretofore emanci- 1 lb.iib 4; Tin 
pa ted in the Pagan Temples) might be made free in the Chriftian vlL lt & unic - 
Churches in the prelence of the Bilhop; and that Clergy-men might 
do it alone, and by word of mouth, without any formal Writing. 

That this Solemnity k might be perform’d upon a Sunday,tho all Con- k ib. lib. 2 . Tit. 
tentions,' Controverfies, and Law-Suits, were utterly forbid upon that L *• 
day. Indeed this good Emperonr took all imaginable careto lecure 
the honour and oblervation of the Lord’s day,he commanded 1 it to be 1 Euf.de vit.c. 
let apart for Prayer and Holy Exercifes, that Priefts and Deacons £ * c * ,8, 
fhould conftantly attend upon them, that all perfons Ihould, as far as zom.Lu'c. ^ 

* might be, be drawn to it, and that his great Officers and Comman- M»& 
ders fliould let them a good Example, and accompany the Emperour 
in his Devotions on that day. And that none might be then unem- 
ploy’d, he took care that his Pagan Army Ihould be buffed in Prayer 
to Heaven, as the only giver of all Victory, and upon every Lord’s 
day Ihould go out in the open Fields, and there, upon a Signal given, 
fall down, and offer up their Requefts in a form of Prayer, which him¬ 
lelf compos’d, and commanded them to learn by heart,in thele words : 

We do acknowledge thee to be the only God t we confefs thee to be Kjng, upon 
thee do we call for help . By thee it is, that we have at any time got the Vi - 
llory, and fubdifd our Enemies . To thee we thankfully afcribe all our pafi 
Blejfmgs , and from thee we expect all for the time to come. We btfeech thee 
topreferve to tu our Emperour Conftantine, together with hit hopeful Pro¬ 
geny, with long Life, Health, and Viflory. The like proportionable 
care he took for Friday, both as to the Ceflation from Courts of Judi¬ 
cature, and other Civil Affairs, in memory of our Saviour’s Paflion* 
as he had done for the other in honour of his Refiirre&ion. 

X. THE Gentiles vext at this profperity of the Chriftians, omit¬ 
ted no opportunity of venting their Spleen againft them. In many 
places, and at Rome elpecially, they forc’d them to joyn in the Cele¬ 
bration of their Lufira > their lolemn Procelfions, attended with Sacri¬ 
fices, Hymns, and Feftival Entertainments, and lometimes with inlpe- 
fting the Sibylline Books, which was done in cafes of any public necefc 
fity, or of Invafion by a Foreign Enemy, or any extream danger to 
the State. And perhaps they might pretend the Chriftians could not 
relufe it, without declaring themlelves Enemies to the Peace of the 
C 2 State, 
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State, and the Safety of the Emperour, efpecially at this time, when 
the Goths had made a violent irruption into Thrace , and the Empire 
was difquietted with inteftine Wars, I mean, the laft attempts of the 
Emperour Licinius. But this was complain’d of to Conjlantine, who 
•> c.rh.iib.16. by a Law, m bearing date May the $oth,Ann.CCCXXlll. exprefly forbad 
Tit. u. u <>. ail y fjj C h compullion to be us’d towards Chriftians, under the penalty 
v ' of being publicly beaten with Clubs, if the perfon offending was of 
Plebeian rank, but if of better quality, of being feverely fin’d. And 
in this Edift, as he ftyles Chriftianity The mo(l holy Law , fo he calls 
Gentilifin Alienam Superjlitionem, a ftrange Superftition. Next he 
took care, that none fliould be Governours or Frefidents, but who 
were Chriftians ; or if Gentiles , that they fliould not offer Sacrifices, 
and this to extend even to the Pratorian Prafetfs,the higheft Officers in 
■ Euf.de vit.c. the Empire. He publifh’d a Law n likewife, which he lent to the Go- 
/.2. f.44,45. vernours of Provinces, for the erefting, enlarging, and beautifying 
464. t j le chriftians Churches at his own Charge, notice whereof he gave 
by Letters to theBifhopsof the feveral Cnurches. That to Eufebius, 
being the firft that was written,is ftill extant,written Ann . CCCXX 1 V. 
loon after the final Defeat of Licinins , whom he ftyles in it that great 
Dragon , which by his Miniftry God had remov’d from the Govern¬ 
ment. Befides this, he wrote a large exhortatory Epiftle to the Pro¬ 
vincial Governours of the Eafi , wherein with great Wifdom and Piety 
he perfuades all his Subjefts to embrace Chriftianity, a Religion atte- 
fted by the Heathen Deities themfelves, whereof he aflures them him- 
felf was an Ear-witnefs, Apollo's Oracle confefling, that certain righ¬ 
teous perfons were the caufe why he could no longer deliver out true 
Oracles. And when Diocletian (whom he then attended) ask’d, who 
thefe Men were ? One of the Priefts anfwer’d, They were the Chri¬ 
ftians : Which lo enrag’d the bloody Emperour, that he immediately 
publifh’d the moft fevere mercilefsEdifts againft theChriftians, com¬ 
manding the Judges to contrive more exquifite Inftruments of Tor¬ 
ment, than what the Law had hitherto provided for them. But tho 
lie endeavour’d both by Prayers and Arguments to bring them over to 
the Truth, yet he ftill left them to the freedom of their own choice. 
He would not, he tells them, force them to change their Religion, nor 
that one Party fhould offer any injury or violence to the other upon 
that account: If they would ftill obftinately perfift in their old way, 
let them enjoy their Temples fluff’d with nothing but Lies and FaL 
flioods; affuring them it was not true, what fbme reported, that he 
had abolifh’d the Rites of their Temples, and their Religious Solem¬ 
nities : He wiflied indeed they would ftecr the lame Courfe that he 
had done, and doubted not to have perfuaded the World to it, if* the 
power and efficacy of an inveterate Errour, deep rooted in the minds 
of Men, had not prejudic’d the defign’d Reformation of Mankind. 
• sozom. 1. 1. About the lame time he repeal’d 0 the Edifts of his Predecelfors,which 
8.p.410. in maintenance of the Pagan Superftitions in the times of Perfecu- 
tion, they had put out againft tne Chriftians, and particularly the 
vc.rb.ub .!<;. cruel ana unjuft Laws p and Conftitutions of Licinius, as loon after 
T 2 % Xlr ' l 'o’ did t ^ le Afts and Decrees of his Judges, tho this was not to extend 
2, 3* p- 4 ° 4 - tQ an y t jjj n g w hjch cither he or they had warrantably done according 
to Law. 
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I XI. CONS TA NT IN E having now reftor’d perfect peace 
1 and tranquility to the Roman World, took up a refolution of transfer- 
U ring the Scat of the Empire to fbme other place: Whether it was, 

I becaufe he was offended with the people of Rome lor the rudeRefle- 
I ftions wherewith they affronted him, when on a Fcftival day going 
I up with his Retinue to the Capitol he fpake contemptibly of thole la- 
| cred Rites (as Zoftmus 1 reports it), or whether bccaufe he would not « Lib.2.p,6$6. 
| honour that place with his Court, that for fo many Ages had been the 

| chief Stage of Idolatry, and the Scene of Martyrdom and Pcrfecu- 

tion ; or whether becaufc he thought the Eajlern Parts did more im¬ 
mediately require his Prefence to defend them, not only againft the 
| Incroachments of the Perfans , but againft the Inroads of the Nor¬ 
thern Nations, which at that time did ufually thereabouts break ill 
upon them ; or whatever clfe the occafion was, ’twas certainly a Po¬ 
licy very fatal and unfortunate to the Empire. After many Defign- 
ments he pitch’d upon Byzantium, a City of Thrace, fituate upon the 
Jfthmtu , or neck of the Hellefpont, a place which Nature Teem’d to 
have form’d, on propole to command the World. Here-edified and 
enlarg’d it, beautified it with the moft ftately and magnificent 
Buildings, and all the Ornaments which Art could contrive, or 
Wealth could purchale, or any curious pieces of Antiquity, which 
Rome or any other Parts could furnifh it with. He endow’d it with 
vaft Privileges and Immunities, peopled it with the belt Families he 
could draw from Rome, or other places, and by a Law (engraven 
upon a Stone-Pillar, and plac’d in the Strategium , near the Empe- 
rour’s Statue on Horle-back) commanded, it fliould be call’d New. 

Rome, tho in defpite of his Edift it retain’d the honour of his 
Name, and keeps it to this day. He laid the Foundations November 
the 26 th, Ann. CCCXXVIII. finilh’d and dedicated it about two 
ears after. But what is moft proper to be here obferv’d is, that he 
uilt r many noble Churches and Oratories both in the City and Su- r 
burbs, wherein he fuffer’d no Gentile Altars or Images to be plac’d, C A P '. 
nor any Pagan Feftivities to be Tolemniz’d, nay, fuffer’d the follies, m$.‘ 
impofturc, and vanities of them to be expos’d in the open Streets. I 
know Zfjtmtu f tells another ftory, That Conjlantine fet up the Statues ( ibid. p. <587. 
of the Heathen Deities in feveral public places of the City, and that 
at one end of the four-lquare Portico that encompafs’d the forum, he 
crofted two Chappels on purpofe, in one whereof he plac’d the Image 
of Rhea the Mother of the Gods, in the other that of the Genius or 
Fortune of Rome. But his known partiality in matters of this na¬ 
ture abates his Credit, efpecially when let againft the exprefs Tefti- 
mony of thofe, who liv’d at that time, and faw what was done. 

And probable it is, that to make the beft of a bad Caufe, he laid hold 
of any Twig which he could bend the contrary way, and reprefented 
that as done in honour of their Gods, which was done only by way 
of Derifion and Contempt. But tho Conjlantine thus routed the Mo¬ 
numents of Pagan Idolatry, yet did he not demolifli or deface the 
Temples, Tome of which were here Branding 1 ’till the times of Tko* \ Llbin ' 0TiU 
dojius. Indeed he took away their Sacred Treafurcs, 0 and feiz’d the 9 1 

Rents apd Revenues belonging to them, which he employ’d in buil- p.^.'dorat. 
ding thofe noble and magnificent Struftures, wherewith he adorn’d xxn.p.^u 
that Imperial City. Nor did the barbarous Countries go without 

their 
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* Ruf>n.L\.t.<>. their fliare in thele happy influences of Chriftianity. The Indians* 
I"- were brought over to the Chriftian Faith by the miniftry of Frumentius , 
;i2. f.24* ’ who had been brought up the greatcft part of his time there, and 
M 77 * whom Athanafius having ordain’d Bifliop, was font again amongfl: 

them. The lberi, fince call’d Georgians , a People near the Cafptan 

* Huf!*. c. io. Sea, were converted y by means of a Woman-Slave, who being a 
soar.c.19. s °z. Chriftian, was become famous among them for the incomparable 

• ft r j& ne fs anc j piety of her Life, and her miraculous Cures; among 

others, flie cur’d the Queen of the Country, and thereby converted 
her, and by her follicitations, the King himlelf, who convening his 
Subjefts, preach’d to them, and perfuaded them to embrace the Faith. 
Hereupon a Church is ere&ed, and an Embafly lent to Confiantine to 
requelt, that Bilhops and Preachers might be lent amongfl: them to 
carry on and compleat the work. Which was done accordingly, and 
the Emperour to give an additional honour to their King Bacurius, 
created him Comes Domefiicorum , or Comptroller of his Houfliould, 

* nufi«. he. from whole own mouth my Author z receiv’d this Relation, with 

Cl1 ’ many more particulars, which he lets down at large. The like luccels 

* soz ib. c.6. the Chriftian Religion had in other a Countries, for by reafon of the 

* 450, freqi^nt Wars which the Romans had with the Barbarians , many Cliri- 

flian Priefts were taken Captive, who imploy’d all their time and 
pains to lubdue thole Countries to the Faith of Chrift. And by this 
means were the Inhabitants of the Rhine , the Celtas, and the remoteft 
parts of Gaul, the Goths , and thofe who dwelt upon the Danotv , brought 
to embrace and entertain the Golpel. 

XII. THE Emperour had hitherto tried by patience and per- 
fuafion, and by all the Arts of Lenity and Gentlenefs to reclaim the 
Gentile World : But finding the greateft part perverfe and obftinate, 
he proceeded to rout Idolatry by rougher methods. To which pur- 
pole he gave out Dilpatches, which the Chriftians that were about 
tuf. devit.c, the Court greedily caught, and readily tranfmitted into the feve- 
ra ^ Countries, and put them into prelent Execution. The Commit 
/.2.C.5. p.449. fioners enter’d every where into the Temples, and threw open the 
Doors of their moft fecret Revefiries ,lo that thofe Myfteries,which be¬ 
fore-time none but the Priefts might behold,were now publicly expos’d 
to the Eyes of the People, and many of the Temples untiled, and laid 
open to all Storms and Weather. The common people were afraid, 
and durft make no refiftance, and the Priefts and Flamens being left 
alone, quietlyTiibmitted, and did themfelves bring forth their moft 
venerable Deities, which being ftript of their external Pageantry and 
Ornament, were fhewn in their own colours to every vulgar Eye. 
The Statues of Gold, and like precious Materials, were melted down, 
and coin’d into Money, the belt of thole that were curioufly wrought 
in Brals were brougnt up to Confiantinofile, where they were drawn 
with Ropes up and down the Streets,and let up for the people to behold 
and laugh at. Here might you have feen the Pythian , there the Smin - 
thian Apollo \ in the Circus were plac’d the famous Trtpodes brought 
from Delphos, in the Palace the Mufes of Heltcon , in another place the 
great God Pan , fo lolemnly and univerlally worfliip’d in Greece , plan¬ 
ted there as Handing Monuments to Poftenty of the folly and madnels 
of Pagan Superftition. At Aphaca in Phanicia near the top of Mount 
LibantHf flood a famous Temple in thamidftof a Grove, dedicated 

to 
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to Venus, where the Men bufied themlelves in performing the Rites of 
Worfliip, while the Women proftituted themlelves to all manner of 
Lewdnels in every corner. This Temple the Emperour commanded 
to be pull’d down to the ground, and all its rich Gifts and Ornaments 
to be difpoled of, and that lewd Society to be dilpers’d and Icatter’di 
There was another dedicated to her at Heliopolis in the lame Country, 
where the Men gave leave to their Wives and Daughters to proftitute 
themlelves in honour of theGoddels ; this he abolifh’d, and built a 
Church in the room of it, and furnifh’d it with a Bifliop and other 
Minifters of Religion. Abraham's Oak at Mature, which for lo many 
Ages had been annually dcril’d with Jewifli and Heathenifh Solemni¬ 
ties, he remov’d, and eroded a Chriftian Church there. Hedemo- 
lifli’d the celebrated Temple of yp.fculapius at sF.ga in Cilicia , where 
that pretended God was worfliip’d for his eminent Cures, and frequent 
appearances in Dreams to his Votaries. At Alexandria he dilpers’d 
and banifli’d the Androgynt, b or Priefts of Nile , who us’d to perform b Fifth ib. 1.4 
ridiculous Cerem nies to that River, accounted by them a Deity, and j V ? s 
caus’d the Nilometrinm , or famous Cubit, wherewith they wont every p.43. 1 * 1 
year to meafure the height of the River, to be remov’d out of the 
Temple of Scrapis (where it was Religioufly kept) into the Chriftian 
Church at Alexandria : And when the people cried out hereupon, that 
the Goddefs would be angry, and the Nile no longer overflow its 
Banks, the event fliew’d the prediction to be fiille and foolilh, the River 
overflowing the Country the next year in larger mealiires and propor¬ 
tions than it had done before. In fliort, by leveral Laws he forbad 
to ofter Sacrifices, or to ereCt any Images totheGod*, ortoconlult 
their Priefts and Oracles, or to exercile any of their Myfterious Rites. 

And tho Libanins more than once aflirms, c that their Temples were c or.deTcmpu 
left open, and Sacrifices permitted at Rome and Alexandria, yet was it f* 20 * 21, 
no otherwile true, than as they could do it by Health,or by c. nnivance, 
not by any public allowance or conftitution of the Empire. I will 
not deny but that Rome and Alexandria being the capital Cities of the 
Empire, and places where Gentililin had taken the deepeft Root, and 
whence it could not be eafily pluck’d up, a more particular permiflion 
or connivance might be allow’d there. But when my Author li aflirms, d ne Tempi. 
that Confiantine, tho he took away their Revenues, made no alteration P^’ 22 - 
in the ancient ufages of their Worfliip, he rnuft be underftood of the 
former part bf his Reign, it being unqueftionably evident from the 
Teftimony both of Chriftian and Gentile Writers, 0 that in his latter ' muon. ckr. 
times lie flint up all, and demolifli’d. fome of their Temples, and for- cctxxxit 
bad their Sacrifices and Superftitions. Indeed, that he might not alto- orn'inp. l.j. 
gether lean to exafperatc and provoke them, he lufler’d the people, at 22.- 

leaft in fome places, ftill to cliufe their Priefts and Flamens, and thofe fS'/p"™* 

Priefts to enjoy the Temporal Honours and Immunities belonging to c.rb.'iib 16. 
their Office, as appears by a Law f which he made Ann. CCCXXXV. r "' A ' l ' 2, 
and dirc&ed to Falix the Pr.etorian Prefect of Afric to that purpofc. rtuuui 
By thele linart and vigorous proceedings againft the Idolatry and Im- 1.364.'" ‘ 
pieties of the Heathen World ,Satan every day vifibly fell as Lightning 
from Heaven, and the great Dragon, that old Serpent, which had lo 
long deceiv’d the World, fled before, and fell under the power of the 
Crols. In memory whereof, this good Emperour caus’d fome of his 
Coins, ftiil extant, to be rtamp’d on the Reverie with the figure of a 
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Serpent bowing under, and ftruck through with the Banner of the 
e Eufeb.de vit. Crofs. And in the Portico* before his Palace he caus’d his Pi&ure 
c. i. 3 . c. 3. to be drawn at full length with the Croft over his head, and a Dragon 
p.484. under his feet ftruck through with Darts, and thrown into the Sea, to 
denote by what afliftance he had routed and ruin’d the old Enemy of 
Mankind, and had caft him down to Hell. All which, my Author 
fays, was foretold by that of the Prophet, lfa. 27. 1. That the Lord 
with his fore , and great, and jlrottg Sword, fbould pun if? Leviathan, that 
crooked Serpent, and flay the Dragon that is in the Sea. 

XIII. AND now God having brought about fo great a Change 
and Reformation, and advanc’d CJhriftianity, which had lately been 
fo much delpis’d and trampled on, to be the Religion of the Empire, 
took this excellent Prince into a better World. He died at Nicomedia 
May the 22 thy Ann. CCCXXXVII. to the irrcpairable Iofs of the 
Church, and the grief of all good Men. I (hall conclude his Reign 
with the comparilon, which Euftbi/ss, in an Oration deliver’d at the 
Solemnization of his Tricennalia, about a year before his Death,makes 
between this and the preceding Times, the fum of whole Difcourfe 
»> out. deJaud. upon that Argument h we fhall here reprefent. “ The former Empe- 
Conft. c. 9. “ rours, fays he, were paflionate Admirers of their Gods, and the peo- 

r<S2 * “ pie every where honour’d them with Statues and Images, wliich 

“ they erected to them in Fields and Houfes, yea in their very But- 
“ tries and Bed-chambers ; Chapjpelsand Portico’s , Groves and Tem- 
“ pies were with infinite pains and charge fet apart for their Worfhip, 
“ and enrich’d with the moft coftly Ornament - and Oblations. The 
“ fruit of all which Devotion was nothing elfe but War and Fighting, 
“ Mutinies and Seditions,which fill’d the World with blood and flaugh- 
“ ters: Their Gods by their feigned Anfwers and Oracles vainly flatte- 
“ ring them into hopes of Profperity and Succeft, when, alas ! they 
“ could not forefee that fad Fate that did attend thcmfelves. Encou- 
“ rag’d with this afturance, and carrying the Statues of their fond 
“and fenfelefs Deities at the head of their Army, they march’d into 
“ the Field : Whereas Confianttne arm’d with no other Breaft-plate but 
“ that of Piety, nor carrying any other Banner than that of the Crofs, 
“ at once triumph’d both over his Enemies, and their Gods. In a 
“ grateful fence of fo fignal a Mercy he openly own’d the power of that 
“ triumphal Sign, a Monument whereof he fet up in the midftof Rome, 
“ and commanded that all fhould look upon it as the tutelar and guar- 
“ dian Power of the Roman Empire. He tauaht the Myftery or it to 
“ all, and efpecially his Soldiers, and train’d them up both in the 
“ Principles and Prattice of true Prayer, and holy Adoration, and 
“ and that they muft not depend upon the ftrength of their Arms, the 
“ greatnefs or their Courage, the multitude of their Number, but 
“look up to God as the only Fountain of all Power and Vi&ory, and 
“ obferve the Lord’s day as moft proper for their Devotions. His own 
“ Vacant time he fpent in Prayer, reading the Scriptures, and other 
“divine Exercifes and Employments, and he form’d his wholeCourt 
“ after his Example. He paid a juft Reverence to the vi&orious 
“ Croft, and ereaed triumphal Arches to it in every place, and with 
“ a noble and magnificent bounty commanded Churches and Orato- 
“ ries to be built,and thofe to be re-edified which had been demolifh’d 
V by the rage and madnefs of his PredecefTors, who taking upon them 
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“ to fight againft God, had all come to untimely ends, and both they 
“ an ^ their Families been fwept away as in a moment. While this 
“ Emperour, guarded by the falutary Standard, carried Vi&ory about 
u him, and had founded newer and more ftately Churches,and re-built 
“the old ohes Into greater Magnificence than before ; confpicubiis 
“ In fiances whereof were to be feen at Confiantinople , Nicomedia , An- 
“ tioch, and in Palefine , where at Jerufdlehi he rais’d an immenfe and 
“ admirable Strufture over the place of our Saviour’s Sepulcher,which 
“ he enrich’d and adorn’d with the moft exquifite Artifice. Three 
“ other incomparable Churches he built, the one over the place of our 
“ Lord’s Birth, another at the place of his Afcenfwn, and a third at 
“ the place of his Paffion . So illuftrious a Piety God was pleas’d to 
“ reward with the enlargement of his Empire, and the profperity 
“and fecurity of his Family, befides thofe eminent Bleffings which 
“ were referv’d for his Pofterity. A fignal Evidence of that Divine 
“ Power that fuperintended the happinefs of the Empire, that could 
“ fo equally diftribute Recompences fuitable to each party: For all 
“ thofe that had ruin’d and laid waft the Churches,had quickly reap’d 
“ the Wages of their Impiety, and had been fwept away without 
“ leaving either Houfe or Pofterity behind them. But this good Em- 
“ perour having endear’d himfelf to Heaven by an unufual Piety and 
“ Bounty, had accordingly engag’d God to be the Saviour and Prote- 
[ «or of his Empire, his Family, and his Pofterity.

That Treafon how brought to light. ConRantine’/ jealoufie of his Coufin 
Julian, for his fecret Dealings with Magicians. Several in the Eajlern 
parts puniflj'd and put to Death upon pretence of confulting with Oracles. 
Conftafltius’/ lafl Law to exempt the Clergy from Civil Offices. His 
Death . 
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0 NS TA NT IN E upon his Death-bed 
divided the Empire among his three Sons, 
to Conflanttne his eldeR, he aflign’d Bri¬ 
tain , Spain, Gauly and part of Proconfi¬ 
lar Afric y to Conflans the youngeft, Italy, 

Illyricum , Macedonia , Greece , the parts 
that border upon the Euxiney and the re¬ 
mainder of Afric ; to Conftantius the mid- 
die Son, Myfia, Thrace, Afia , the Eafl , and 
Egypt. The firft of thefe Princes liv’d 
but a little while,. aind, the Reigns of. the two other were do taken up 
with the Arian and other Controverfies, which unhappily divided 
the Chriftian World, and diftrafted the State as well as the Church, 
that we meet not with much relating to the Gentiles within this pe¬ 
riod. Sozomen'in the general gives us this account of the Rate of things, 3 . c. 17. 
that the Emperours trod in their Fathers Reps in their care of, and f, 5 29 * 
kindnefs to the Church, inveRing the Clergy, their Children, and Ser¬ 
vants , with many peculiar Priviledges and Immunities; they not 
only confirm’d their Father’s Laws, but ena&ed new ones, prohibi¬ 
ting any either to offer Sacrifices, or to pay any Adoration to the 
Images of the Gdds, or to exercife any part of Pagan SuperRition : 

The Temples that Rood either in the Cities or Fields, they commanded 
to be Riutup, or beRow’d them upon Churches, where they wanted 
either room or materials to build with ; for ’twas their great care ei¬ 
ther to repair ruinated Churches,. or to ereft new ones more iplendid 
and magnificent. Conflantine had reign’d fcarce three years, when 
quarrelling with his Brother Conflans about the divifion of the Empire, 
he march’d with his Army as far as Aqtiileia to encounter him," where 
he was flain about the latter end of April, Ann. CCCXL. but whether 
by Treachery (as fome report) or in open Fight, is not eafie to deter- * tU 
mine. His Death was no lefs paffionately than elegantly bewail’d Kwwrfp.or. 
by a Grecian SophiR of that time, in a Funeral Oration * Rill extant, edit. \6i6. e * 
II. THE firR thing that occurs after his Death, is a Law 1 of 1 rb. Ub. 9 . 
Conflans publifh’d two Months after, di refled to Titian Pr'afefl of Tii.xmi. i.u 
Rome, againR thofc that violated and demolifli’d the Tombs and Se¬ 
pulchers of the Dead, and took thence the Materials to any other ufe, 
with a Penalty upon the perfon that did it, of being condemn’d to 
the Mines, if lie did it of his own head ; and of banilhment, if done 
at the command of his Lord: And that wherever any of thofe Mate¬ 
rials Riould be found, that Houfe or Edificefhould be forfeited to the 
Crown. ’Twas occafion’d, as is probabN^by the forward Zeal of 
fome ChriRians, who refolding to deRroy all Monuments of Gentile 
SuperRition, wherever they met with them, flew upon, rifled, and • 

defaqjid Tombs and Burying-places, which were wont to be confecra- 
ted with Heathen Rites, and adorn’d many times with Altars and 
Images. And not content to fpoil and pull down the Sepulchers them- 
felves, they often took the Stones and other Materials to their own 
ufe. The Penalty provided was fevere enough, but did not, it feems, 
wholly cure the DiRemper; fo that about nine years after, he was fain 
to reinforce it by a fecond Law m more punctual and particular, where- ■ ibid. 1.7. 
in provifion is made, both againR the Offenders in time paR, whether 
D 2 ‘ Defa- 
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Defacers, Demolifhers, Conveyers, Converters, Buyers, or Con¬ 
cealers of any part or parcel of tnem, as aKo againft the like Offences 
for the time to come, and that the Officers to wham it appertain’d 
fhould from time to time infpeft the Monuments, and lee to the necef 
fary Reparations of them, and if any of them riegte&cd their Duties 
herein, they fhould not only incurr the Penalties inflitted upon the 
tranfgrelfors of this Law, but the known ordinary punilhment of 
fuch Offenders, which was that of Death. Th« like care herein Con - 
• n>id. /. 3 .<y 4 . ftantiu* took afterwards, by two Laws n very etprefs in this matter.

This was follow’d with another»the next year, (for the date of the 
cotbofr. bloc. Confulfftips as now extant is plainly miftaken) concerning the Tem¬ 
ples at Rom , that altho all Idolatrous Superftition fhould be rooted 
up, yet ’twas his Ma'jeftws pleafure, that the Temples that flood in 
the Fields and Highways (for of thofe within the Walls there feems to 
have been no queftiofl, they being fpar’d as highly conducing to the 
fptendour and ornament of the City) fhould not be pull’d down or 
defac’d, many of the folemn Sports and Games, wherewith the people 
were wont to be entertain’d, depending upon, and having taken their 
Rife and Original from thefe Temples: So that the Structures were 
left ftanding either for Delight or Ornament,only the Abufe and Idola¬ 
try of them was quite removed. Encourag’d with thefe Laws, Julius 
Ftrmiats Mater nut wrote about this time his Bodk De Errore prof,ana- 
rttm Religion «*», which he dedicated to the two Brother*Emperours, 
wherein after he had run down and expos’d the notorious follies and 
™ r P ro f- abfurdities of Paganifm, Jte addrefles«to thofe Emperours, that they 
a? u. W0U yg 0 qh t0 ma fc e a jfRea Reformation, and by very fevere Laws 
cut oft what did yet remain, that the Roman World might be no lon¬ 
ger infe&ed with fuch pernicious Errors and Impieties, and Wicked- 
nefs gain ground by Cuftom and Connivance. He knew thereVart- 
ted not thole that oppos’d'lt, Men fond of their own Ruine; but God 
had committed the Government of the World to their Majefties for 
this end, that they might be Phyficians to heal the wounds that were 
made upon the Soulsof Men, and they mull not in this cafe ftand to ha 
motir every P*ht; inveterate Difeales were not to be cur’d but by un- 
pleafing Phvfic, which mull be taken, how bitter foever it feem to the 
Patient, left by eoo much indulgence the Diftemper grow worfe, and 

call 
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call for fharper methods, and it come at laft to the Knife and the 
Cauftic. A little more r to what they had already done, would lay the tJbid ' P- u- 
Devil fully proftrate, and make the Contagion of Idolatry (the Venom 
whereof grew weaker every day) wholly to evaporate and expire; 
they fhould therefore exalt and advance the Banner of the Crols, 
which would be a certain forerunner of Succefe and Vi&ory; they 
fhould quite remove r the Deities that were accounted the Safety and ( ibid. p. i 9 .ctf 
Ornament of their Temples, and either melt them down into Money, 2 °* 
or feme other ufe, and transfer all their Gifts and Treasures to the 
profit of the Empire. Great things God had already done for them 
as the reward of a well-begun Zeal and Piety, and greater Tltdiings 
were referv’d when they fhould havefinifh’d and crown’d the Work. 

All which fliould oblige them with a pure Mind, and a pious Con- 
fcience, fincerely to look up to Heaven, to follicit the Divine Alfo 
fiance, and implore the help of our Bldfed Saviour, and worfhip him 
only with Spiritual Sacrifices. By which means titty might allure 
themfelves of Peace and Plenty, Vi&ory and Triumph, that they 
themfelves fhould rule quietly and fectirely, and the W<*ld enjoy 
the hanpinels and prosperity of their Government. Confirm bring 
about this time inform’d,that many Gentile Mailers, 1 to put the greater 1 atUkt f. 
affront and difhonour upon the Clirifihut Profelfion, us’d to fell their 
female Slaves that were Chriftians to be proltitWttd at the Stows, re- M79 ‘ 
ftrain’d it, ordering that none but Chrifiians fliould have leave to buy 
them, and that they might pay their Ranfem, and fat them free. 

I V. Ann. CCCL. Mogncntius, a great Commander in the Army, 
having treacheroufly murder’d the Empertwir Cto/mt, *u(urp®d the 
Empire, as upon notice ofhis Death, Varmrno alio did in Pummiafi nd 
Nepotun, Nephew to Confiantint the Great, at Rome. But thefe two 
Were foon cut off, the former by Gonfimim, the latter by Anicetm, 
whom Magnentim had oonfiituted Prt ^&of fom*. MagteMku him- 
felf made fhift to holdoutafewyeaii,aii>dlibeapro(pew>usUfurper 
went on widioutconcroll,mifingTa»esatplea(itt-e,trrofenbing, nay kil¬ 
ling any that ftood in hifc way^od Confifcatiag attd feifcing theirEwates; 

Where it made for his irttereffdie canmiv’d at the Qentfles ,and perieCuted 
the Chriftians,many of whom he caus’d to be put to Death. But after 
three years and fix months Tyranny, he M as finally routed by 'Coujhtn- 
tuu and equally debiting of Pardon and Succefs,ran himfelf through 
and died.

night, Confiantitts immediately aboiifli’ddiofe NodbutnalSacrifices^nd Tiu x ' L 5* 
took away tlieLiceofe that had been granted them : Nay, ; by another 
Law, 2 he exprefly forbad all manner of Sacrifices, and commanded ’ ibid. 1. 4. 
that every where, both in City and Country, -efpecially witSintliC 
I r«fcCture of Italy , (for which the Edift feems more immediately cal- - Sozm . 1. 
cuiated) the Temples fhould be fliut up, and none fufferM .f6 go into ^ 
them (agreeable to what is related/by other Writers * cflf fhis rime); i ibafl :

V. CONS 7 A NT I US was an utter Enemy to Magic, and all 
curious and unlawful Arts, than which nothing more common among 
the Gentiles , and indeed were the very Life and Spirit of their decli¬ 
ning Superftition. And therefore the next year, Ann. CCCLVII. 

d c.rh. tib. 9. he put out a Law* 1 againft all Curiofity in this kind, that no Man, un- 
iJli vid.fJm-' ^ er t ^ le Head, fliould dare to confult any of thele Ma- 

ment'aotbofr. fters of Divination. who in the body of the Relcript are reckon’d up 
by their feveral Titles ; Harujpices, who made a judgment concerning 
future Events from Sacrifices, and infpe&ing the Entrails of Bealls 
flain to that purpofe ; Mathematics, who judg’d of things bythecourfe 
and pofition of the Stars ; Hartolt, who attended the Altars, offer’d 
up Sacrifices and Supplications to the Deity, and receiy’d the Anfwer 
the Demon return’d ; Augures, who divin’d by the flight or chattering 
of Birds; Tates , who were more immediate Chaplains to the Deity, 
and being fill’d, as they gave out, with an Entnufiafticlnfpiration, 
gave out Oracles to the Votaries that requir’d them ; Chaldeans , or 
Fortune-tellers, were much the fame with the Mathematici, who read 
Men’s Doom by calculating their Nativities, and finding what Con- 
ftcllations govern’d at the time of their Birth ; Magi, were properly 
fuch as dealt in Charms and Conjurations, fram’d into odd and un¬ 
couth Schemes of words; Malejfci , in a llri£l lenfe, were thole that 
traded in Necromancy , but are here us’d in a more general way, as com¬ 
prehending all the other Profeflbrs of thefe Diabolic Arts. This was 
at the beginning, and about the end of the lame year out comes ano- 
• ibid. 1. 5. tjier L aw < againft them that exercis’d Arts of Magic, by which they 
undertook to dilordcr the courfe of Nature, and do milchief to the 
> Lives of innocent Perfons, and by peculiar Charms to dilquietand 
conjure up Spirits, and the Souls of the Departed, that they might be¬ 
come Inftruments of Revenge upon their Enemies, Rich perlons, as 
being contrary to Nature, he commands to be delfroy’d Feralipefle , 
that is, as lome think, by being burnt alive, the ordinary punifhment 
of Magicians among the Romans, or as others more probably, by being 
thrown to wild Bealls. Either of them levere enough, and yet not 
exceeding the merits of fuch enormous Villanies. 

VI. ABOUT the end of April this year Conftantim came to 
Rome , where he took care to Regulate feveral things that were amils 
there. And now probably it was, that he took away the famous Al¬ 
tar, and Image of Victory, which being plac’d upon a triumphal Cha¬ 
riot,

riot, (food in the Entrance or Portico of the Capitol. It was the only 
Idol left there, for tho it had been remov’d by Conftans, yet was it 
again relfor’d by Magnentius, and now taken away a fecond time, to 
the infinite grief and refentment of the Gentiles, who heavily com¬ 
plain’d f of it, efpecially Symmachm, who rais’d no little ftir and buftle f f'id.S)mmck 
about it afterwards. After a month’s ftay at Rome, the Emperour re- j&A-g 
turn’d back to Milan, where finding that notwithftanding ail the Pro- 
vifion he could make, the Trade of Divination ftill went on, and 
crept into his very Court, to the hazard of his Perlon and Govern¬ 
ment, he publilh’d a moll levere Law * the year following againft this c -fh. 
fort of Men, letting forth, that altho in any part of the World they 7 p "^ 1, L 6 ’ 
were to be accounted Enemies of Mankind, yet when they prefum’d Y 
to intrude into his Court or Prefence, they offer’d a more immediate 
violence to Majefty. If therefore any Magician or Diviner, or any 
pra&ifing that way, Ihould be found either in his Court, or in that of 
Cnfar, be he of what rank or condition foever, he fliould not eleape 
being tortur’d, tho in other cafes the Law exempted perlons of Honour 
and Dignity from that Penalty; lo that if upon proof he ftill perfi- 
fted to deny the Faff, notwithftanding the privilege of his Place and 
Quality, he fhould, as in ordinary cafes of High-Treafon, be put upon 
the Rack, and have his flefh rak’d off his fides with UngnU, or Iron 
Hooks, made on purpofe to torment the Malefafror. And indeed 
’twas but time for Conftantim to look about him, both with relpeft to 
himlelf and Julian. As to himfelf, he had a frefh inftance at hand. 

Barbatio, e General of the Foot, had a fwarm of Bees fetled in his 8 Am. mwU. 
Houle; the Man was infinitely concern’d at the Accident, and pre- /,i 8, M522. 
lently went to confult the Southfayers, who told him, it portended 
fome extraordinary Events, and gave him intimation of an advance¬ 
ment to the Empire. This the Man kept lecret, and march’d out with 
the Army ; but his Wife, jealous of her own Intereft, wrote to him, 
to beg, that after Conftantitrfs Death, which was then at hand, and 
himlelf, according to his expettations, advanc’d to the Empire, he 
would not delpile her, nor prefer Eufebia, the Queen-Dowager that 
was to be, a Woman of exquifite Beauty, before her. A Copy of 
this Letter her Maid carried privily to Court, whereby the whole De- 
lign came to light, for which both Barbatio and his Wife died, and 
feveral others were rack’d as accomplices in the Treafon. And then 
for Julian, Conftantius had for fome time fu!pe£ted him of hatching 
ill Defigns, and knew that his chief Converle was with this lort of 
Men, who, by all the little infinuations of their Art, endeavour’d to 
pufh forward his youthful Ambition. He always kept a company of 
Magicians about him, who went in the habit, and under the notion, of 
Philolophers, and lent for a famous Pagan Prieft out of Greece, with 
whom alone he uled to Ipend fome time, and tranfaQ: lome Aflairs in 
private, juft before he broke out into an open Rebellion againft Con - 
ftantius. Thele things every day more and more alarm’d the Empe- 
rours lufpicions, and awaken’d his leverity againft thele Men, elpe- 
cially after he underftood that there was a mighty concourleto h Abyatts, h Am. Atwell. 
a Town in Thebais, famous for a Temple of Bera, the topical God of 11 * M 555 * 
that Country, and he as much celebrated for his Oracles, and thole 
who could not come themlelves, lent their Queftions in writing. 

This was reprelented to the Emperour as a thing of dangerous conle- 

quence, 
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quence, who immediately difpatch’d away Paulus and fome others 
into the Eaft to examine the matter, and call perfons to account 
Among others, Simplicius was accus’d for having put Queftions to the 
Oracle about his obtaining the Empire, and tho commanded to be tor¬ 
tur’d, was only banifh’d ; many more were banifh’d, or rack’d, or tor¬ 
mented, and their Eftates confifcated. And fo rigorous were the Pro¬ 
ceedings, (if my Author fay true) that if a Man wore but an Amulet 
about his Neck for the cure of a Quartan Ague, or any other Diftem- 
per, or walk’d but at night among the Tombs and Monuments, he was 
forthwith challeng’d for a Conjurer, and as aperfon trading in Necro- 
mtney , and was put to Death as guilty of High-Treafon. The laft 
» c.rb.nb.\6 . thing confiderable that Conftantius did, was a Law 1 (if not the laft, 
Tit.//. 1. 1 6. the laft of this nature) he made to exempt the Clergy in every place, 
p ' 44> whether in City or Country, from all Civil Offices, which he did the 
rather, he fays, becaufe he rejoye’d and gloried in nothing more, than 
in his munificence to the Church, well knowing, that the Empire 
was better preferv’d and kept in order by Religion, than by any ex¬ 
ternal Offices, or corporal Labours whatfbever. This Law bears date 
March the 1 7 th, Ann. CCCLXI. at Antioch , whither he had retir’d 
from the Perfian Expedition for his Winter-Quarters, and whence he 
fet out to go againft Julian , but died in his march at Mopfucnn <e, Oft a - 
her the 5 th> others fay November the ^d, partly wearied out with Trou¬ 
bles, partly Heart-broken with the Ingratitude and Rebellion of his 
Coufin Julian , wherein, now it was too late, he was fufficiently fenfible 
of his Error, it being one of the three things he folemnly repented of 
upon his Death bed, that he had taken him into a Partnerlhip of the 
Empire.

Julian’.* Parentage , and Education under feveral Majlers . Mis inclina¬ 
tions to Paganifm nourifil’d by Libanius and others , who blew him up 
with hopes of the Empire. His fubtle difpmulation of Chrifiianity con - 
fefs'd by his greateft admirers . His taking upon him the place of a Rea¬ 

der , and eretfing an Oratory to S. Mamas the Martyr . His repdence at 
Athens, and frequent confulting with Pagan Prie/ts. His driving away 
the Daemons at a Confult , by an undepgn'd making thefign of the Crops.

His taking all 
occapons of expopng Chrifiians, and making them and their Religion 
appear ridiculous. His iVit mainly tmplo/d that way. The Title of 

Galileans by Law fix'd upon them. The blajphemous Speeches and Pra-

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tfifes of others after his Example , and their fatal and miferable Ends. 
His traducing the Emjkrdur Conftantine, its sperfon dear to Chnjlians. 
His attempts to br 'tn^ Chriflians tow , and to weaken their Power and Inte- 
refl , by banifljiw them from all places of Honour and Trufl , by unreafo- 
naftk Eines and Taxations^and by fitting the federal Parties of thrijhans 
at variance with each other. Inflames given- of all thefe. His conni¬ 
ving at the Perfection rais'd againfl the Chriflians by his Commanders 
and Governours. His abjlaining from open Perfection , why ; tho it 
fell heavy upon particular perfons and places. His difeouraging and dri¬ 
ving away the Bifhops and Clergy; apd abolijhing their Revenues Arid Pri¬ 
vileges. The policy of that attempt. His encouraging (hej&frs, and 
refloring their Temple and Religion, in oppoption to the Chriflians. 
The advantages which he propounded to himfelf therein. His endea¬ 
vour to extin^niflj all Humane Learning among the Chriflians , there¬ 
by to make them more pliable to „,Gen tile -//?fin nations. The folly of 
that attempt. The inpnite encouragement he gave to Philofophers , and 
.all that appear'd able and zealous againft Chriflians. His projell to en- 
flnare unwary Chriflians into a compliance with Pa^an Superflition. Some 
Inflames given of it. The Hifloricalpart of the remainder of his time 
briefly profecuted. His expedttion againfl Perfia. The Orations he com¬ 
pos'd in his march in honour of the Pagan Deities. His coming to Antioch, 
and reproaching thtfn with the notorious neqleft of the Gentile Rites. 
The fcurrilotis Reflections cafl upon him by the people of that City. His 
writing his Mifopogon, a Satyrical Difcourfe , to be reveng'd of them.

Several Reports concerning it ; charg'd by LibahiUS upon the Chri¬ 
flians. Some extraordinaryjpaffages relating- to his Death. His Chara¬ 
cter. The feafonabtenefs of his Death to the Chriflians. Nazianzcn’x 
triumphant Difcourfe upon it. 

II LI A N was the youngeft of the three 
Sons of Conflantius , Brother by the Fa¬ 
thers fide to Conftantine the Great. He 
was born at Conflantinoplr,An. CCCXXXI. 
His Mother Baplina died foon after, and 
his Father was taken oft'in the firft of Con¬ 
flantius. At (even years of Age he was 
committed to the tutorage k of Mardnnius 
the Eunuch, who read to him, and form’d 
his tender years to a ftrift courfe of Ver- 
f * 2, >93- tile, and an utter averfion to all tliofe Pleafures and Divcrtilements 
that are apt to debauch the Minds and Manners of young Gentlemen : 
'A.Ur.n.i 37. And therefore ’tis a great miftake in Baronius , 1 when from Julian's 
n. Lyii. aecount 0 f his Education under this Man, he makes him to have in¬ 
fill’d into him the firft Principles of Paganifm , when, as ’tis plain, 
Julian reprefents it only as an ironical Accusation of his Mafter for trai¬ 
ning him up to fiich lour Manners, and fo great an hatred of Luxury 
and Effeminacy ; an humour fo ingrateful and difplcafing to the people 
*ui t nec P \&2 Antioch. And Libanius m puts the cafe paft adventure, when he 
2, te jj s us ^ t jjj s E unuc h was an excellent Guardian of Temperance and 

Sobriety, 
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Sobriety, but withall, a bitter and open Eriemy to the Gods. Under 
the conduct of this Mardonius he attended Tome other Mailers, famous 
Profelfors at that time : Nicodes the Laconian for Grammar, and for 
Rhetoric Ecebolius the Sophift. But Conflantius thought it not fafe to 
continue him in the Imperial City, and therefore lent him and his 
Brother Callus to Macellus, a Mannor belonging to the Crown, at the 
foot of the Mountain Argaus, not far from Cafarea in Cappadocia , where 
there was a magnificent Palace, pleafant Gardens, adorn’d with Baths 
and Fountains, and other noble Entertainments: Tho Julian him¬ 
felf Teems to fpeak 11 of it under a worfe Character, and look’d upon R flpd-ad A* 
their confinement there as a better fort of Imprifonment, not being 
allow’d to go thence upon any occafion, and being refrain’d from all 
other Company but that of their own Servants. Six years they re¬ 
main’d in this place, during which time they were educated in all 
Arts and Excrciles fiiitable to their Age and Birth. After which, GaL 
lus being call’d to Court, Julian was lutfer’d to return to Conflantinopfi 
where lie frequented the Schools of the mof celebrated Proi'dfors, and 
became lb famous for his proficiency in Learning, his plain Garb, and 
familiar Carriage, that lie began to be talk’d of as a perlon fit to fuc- 
ceed in the Empire. To (Hence 0 the fpreading of fuch Rumours, 

Conflantius remov’d him to Nicodemia , and recommended him to the t * 

care and fuperintendency of Eufebius , Bifliop of that place, who by p-rfy. socr. 
the Mother’s fide was fomewhat of kin to him. The Emperour began 
to fufpeft his Inclinations, and therefore gave particular Charge, that p. 1622. 
lie flioitld hold no Correfpondence with Libanius, a famous Orator, but 
a profefs’d zealous Pagan, who having been forc’d to quit Conflanti - 
noplc, had open’d a School at Nicomedia. But ’tis hard to chain up 
natural Inclinations, tho the Emperour had commanded, and his Tu¬ 
tor Mardonius had engag’d him by Oaths to have nothing to do with 
Libaniusy he could not wholly contain himfelf. He did not indeed 
perfonally Convcrfe with him, but a way was found out, whereby 
his Orations and Speeches were by afecret Mefienger convey’d to him 
every day, which he read with infinite greedinefs and delight, and 
laid before him as a Copy for his imitation. The news of his coming 
to Nicomedia brought thither Maximus , one of the greatef Philofo- 
phers of that Age, who, linear pretence of teaching him Philofophy, 
confirm’d him in his love of Paganifm, and his fpleen againft Chri- 
f ianity : And being a Man famous for Magic, blew him up into a 
belief of the common report, that he fhould one day be Emperour, 
which fb endear’d the Man to him, that he took him into his moft 


intimate friendfhip, and accounted him one of the moft valuable BleP 
fings of his Life. 

II. ALL this he manag’d with great artifice and fubtlety: For 4 
knowing how jealous his Coulin Conflantius was of his afte£lion to¬ 
wards the Heathen Religion, he profefs’d himfelf a zealous p Chriftian, 9 SozoA.gbi^ 
and to caft the greater blind upon it, he took upon him the Ton fare, onu*?n$ui; 
enter’d into a Monadic life, and fiitfer’d himfelf to be ordain’d Reader M8. rkedi 
of that Church, where he read the Scriptures in the public Congre- / ' 3 * c,2, E ,2 ?' f 
gation. Nay, fb far did his difguis’d Zeal extend, that he pretended 
a paflionate Honour and Reverence for the Martyrs, and joyn’d with 
his Brother Callus to ered a ftately Oratory to the memory of S. Ma¬ 
mas the Martyr, the one undertaking one part of the Work, and the 

B 2 other 
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other the other. But God difdain’d that either himfelf or his Servants 
iliould be honour’d with fuch thick and damnable Hypocrify, and ac¬ 
cordingly gave teftimony from Heaven againft it: For when that part 
of the Church which Gatins had undertaken went up apace, and prof- 
per’d, that of Julian could take no effeft; in fome places the Foun¬ 
dations could not be laid, the Earth throwing up the Stones again ; in 
others, where ’twas built up to any height, it was immediately fhat- 
ter’d, and tumbled to the ground. An accident that adminiftred great 
variety of Difcourfe, and made many prefage what would be the 
event and ifTue of things. However, he kept himfelf upon hi. Guard, 
tho he could not forbear,where he knew his Company, to open and difl 
i mz. ibid, dole the Secrets of his Mind; and many times in difcourfe s with his 
t* 6 '- Brother Gallus t he would take upon him very eagerlv to defend the 
caufe of fiipprell Paganifm, wherein tho he pretended to manage the 
caule only by way of deputation, yet the warmth of his Temper, and 
the ftrengrh and 'ferioufnefs of his Arguments, fufficiemly fhew’d he 
did it ex animo , what colour loever he otherwife put upon it. And 
his Pra&ice was accordingly: For whatever he made the World be¬ 
lieve, he equally divided his time between Study and Idolatry, ftudy- 
ing all day, and facrificing at night. And the thing is confcfs’d by 
* Libia fpi- one of his deareft friends, r than whom none knew him better, that it 
u f b. in jui. being dangerous for him to appear in his own Colours, he feem’dto 
nec.p.2 5. ^ another Man than what he really was, and in public hid himfelf 

under another Drefs; he was not the Afs in the Lion’s skin, but a Lion 
clad with the skin of an Afs, (as my Author expreffes it, fcoffingly 
rcfle&ing upon his Chriftian Profeflion:) He well underftood the befl 
way, ehvM 0 Ttii dayxXtnzpL) but he thought good to diffemblc, and 
for the prefent to fteer the fafeftCourfe. While in truth it almoft 
f id.ib. p.266. broke his Heart f to fee the Temples defolate, the Sacrifices forbidden 
and negletted, the Altars and Vi&ims taken away,the Priefts banifh’d, 
and the Revenues of the Temples fhar’d among the Impure and Pro- 
phane. And, if we may believe Libanius , it was not Pleafure or 
l ower, Grandeur and Dominion, made him affeft the Empire, but 
only to have an opportunity to reftorethe Worfhip of the Gods. But 
this, as yet, he kept to himfelf, waiting a more favourable feafori 
wherein to declare himfelf. This hypocritical Garb he wore aboiit 
him ’till he was twenty years old, when he put it off’ by degrees. He 
left Nicodmeia , and retir’d to fome little part of his paternal Eftatc in 
j 4 fn y for the far greateft part had been confifcated by Conftantius. But 
finding the Times growing trowblefom and dangerous, by mediation 
of the Emprefs, who always Rood his friend, he got leave to go to 
Athens, under pretence to perfeft his Studies, but indeed to enjoy the 
Company of Philofophers and Pagan Priefts, and to confult more fe- 
curely about future Events. And he wanted not enough of that 
' rkeod. 1. 3. Tribe to attend him, nay he frequented the moft celebrated 1 Oracles 
c. 3 .p.i2t. j n Qrecce. Among the reft he met with a Prieft, whp feem’d more 
peculiarly for his turn : The Prieft brought him to the Temple, and 
carrying him into the innermoft Retirements, began to conjure up the 
Demons about him. Julian was affrighted at the hidden and horrid 
Appearance, and in that amazement fign’d himfelf with thefignof 
. the Crofs, whereat the Damons immediately vanifh’d. The Prieft 
was angry, and feverely chid him, and withall told him, that the 

Damons 
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Damons had fled not becaufe they were afraid of the Crofs, but becaufe 
they were angry at his making ufe of that deteftable Sign. And fo 
the Conteft ended, and the Prieft initiated him in thole folemn Rites 
and Myfteries. 

III. HIS Brother Gallus , who had been fome years Cafar, was 
now for fome treafonable Innovations depos’d, and put to Death. But 
things going to rack in Gatd and Germany , Conjlantirts was necefficated 
to think of another Partner, and none could be thought of fo proper 
as Julian ; the Emprefs Eufebia « whifpering it into Conjlantius his 
Ears, that he was a young Man, of a fimple undefigning temper, 
wholly addi&ed to his Books, and unacquainted with the tricks of 
Ambition, and the intrigues of Government: If Succefs attended his 
Enterprizes, the Glory of them would redound to the Emperour ; if 
he mifcarried, and was cut off', they fhould be rid of him, and there 
would be none left of the Royal Family to hatch any dangerous De- 
figns againft the Empire. H.reupon he was fent for to Court. Be¬ 
fore he left Aihens , w with Prayers and Tears he folemnly recommended 
himfelf to the care and protection of Minerva , the tutelar Goddefs of 
that place. He pretends he went to Court upon this Errand with a 
mighty Relu£tancy, and when he came to Milan , drew up a Letter to 
the Emprefs to be excus’d from it, which the Gods, he tells us, whom 
he confulted upon this occafion, did by a Vifion at night forbid him 
to fend upon pain of Death. So he was invefted with thoTitle and 
Ornaments of Cafar , and fent into Gaul, but with a Train and Retinue 
altogether Strangers to him, and fome perfons joyn’d with him, and 
let as fo many Spies about him, cfpecially Marcellm and Sallujlins, with¬ 
out whofe privity no Perfons nor Difpatches could be brought to him. 
He had only two intimate Confidents along with him, the one his 
Library-keeper, who alone was privy to, and affifted him in the Se¬ 
crets of his Religion; the other his Phyfician, who was his familiar 
Friend and Companion, whom I fiippofe to have been Oribafiua , x one 
of the moft eminent Phyficians of that time. He complains lie was 
fent thither in the midftof Winter with but three hundred and fixty 
Men, and himfelf in a manner fubjefted to the Officers, being fo limi¬ 
ted in his Commiffion, that he could attempt nothing without their 
Concurrence, and they charg’d to keep as quick an Eye upon him, as 
upon the Enemy. However, > encouraging himfelf in the prefence 
and affiftance of the Gods, which he promis’d himfelf would go 
along with him,he undertook the Expedition. At his arrival at z Vitn 
in Gaul, when the whole City ran out to fee him, and to give him an 
honourable Reception, an old blind Woman being told who ’twas that 
was coming, cried, out, That he was the perfon that fhould repair and 
reftore the Temples: And at his entrance into another City, adorn’d 
( as the cuftom was ) for the reception of fo great a perfon, a Crown 
that hung between two Pillars, aropt full upon his Head as he pafs’d 
under it; look’d upon by all as a plain Omen of his fudden fucceeding 
in the Empire. Five or fix years he manag’d this Province with admi¬ 
rable fuccefs, all which time he publicly profefs’d himfelf a 8 Chriftian, 
and would fometimes, efpecially upon the Feaft of the Epipbania , go 
to Church, and offer up his Prayers to God. W hat he did otherwife 
was by Health, riling at Midnight, b and doing his Devotions to Afer- 
cury. And finding now by Auguries and Divinations c that Oonjlantim 
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was not like to live long, Defigns were feton foot with all [peed to 
advance him to the Empire. And to haden the matter, and inflame 
d -fill. F.p. ad the Army, Papers d were leatter’d abroad among the feveral Regi- 
Vc'zofiml 9 ' n1cnts > containing an account of the milchievous Defigns that were 
f.po. /jhn. hatchingagainft Julian, and that the Emperour intended to withdraw 
Hbifnpr.p.2^2. ]fl s Forces, and leave him expos’d to the utmod danger; as indeed 
Conjlantius had lent to recall part of the Army, which he had occa- 
fion to make ule of in his Wars with Perfia. Upon this the Army 
began to mutiny, and refus’d to march, and coming to the Palace, 
clamoroufly requir’d him to take the Empire upon him, wlio went 
prelently apart and made his Addrcls to Jupiter, and having receiv’d 
a favourable and benign AnKver, comply^ with their Importunity, 
who lifting him up upon a Shield, and in want of a better Crown, a 
Soldier’s Wreath being put about his Head,they lalutcd and proclaim’d 
him Emperour. He had now thrown the Dye, and was neceflitated 
to maintain what he had done. But that he might proceed with the 
greater fairnels and plaulibility, he flrftdi(patch’d an Embalfy to Qon- 
ftantins, to let him know, that his alfuming the Imperial Power was a 
force put upon him by others, more than his own voluntary choice; 
and that if he pleas’d, he was ready to lay it down again, and return 
to the dation and capacity of Cyfar. Conjlantius told the Ambaffa- 
dor, That if he would lecurc his Head from the Vengeance due to lb 
great an Inlolence, he fhould not only quit the Empire, but refigri the 
Cafarean Dignity, and returning to a private Station, refer himfelf 
to him. Upon the declaration of which Mcflage, Julian openly affir¬ 
med, He would much rather commit himfelf and his Fortunes to the 
Gods, than trull his Life with C 'onjlantius. And in order whereunto, 
he prepar’d to march into the Ealtern Parts, giving out, he did it only 
to latislie Conjlantius in the truercalonof what had pals’d. He had 
•zonjr.Amii. long fince among his Confidents abjur’d Chrillianity, but his Army 
Tomjn.p.i 9 . b c j n g m 0 (l what made up of Chridians, he durll not yet publicly 
renounce it, and therefore came into the Church upon Cbri(tm,is-day, 
and did his Devotions among the red. But the more lie lecur’d his 
Iuterell in the Soldiery, the more he open’d his Inclinations to Paga- 
1 ijb. rjns&r. nifin every day. All along his march he wrote f to moll of the great 
pot'rijhpk' Cicics > accommodating himfelf to their feveral Humours or Inte- 
f. 217. vid. rells. That to the Senate and People of Athens is Hill extant, wherein 
Mm'u'i'll 2 ' I ! c ^ ivcs t * lcm a large and accurate account of his Affairs, what De-

him bv Conjlantius, and how the Army had forc’d him, contrary to 
his inclinations, to take the Empire upon him. In his Letters to his

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in the Porch of Conftanti»e\ Palace in that City; and Demophilut, 
Commander of the Soldiers, a brgotted Gentile , cre&ed a Porphyry 
Pillar to him, with this Infcription, m iff as ©eosebhs niAPxnN 
iotaianos, The Great ana the Religions Julian. 

IV. HE arriv’d upon the Borders of lllyricum about Autumn, 
when the Vintage was over, and yet on a Hidden k the Vines put out kSo ^ m -i- 
afrefh, and appear’d laden with lour Grapes, and at the lame time c,I,p '‘ i9g * 
certain drops of Dew fell upon his and his Soldiers Coats, every drop 
forming it lelf into the falliion of a Crofs; both which he made a 
fliift to interpret, the one as an efte&of Chance, the other as a fore¬ 
runner of good Fortune. In Thrace he heard the news of Conftant/ns 7 s 
death, who died in Cilicia as he was coming with a great Army to 
encounter him. Thus deliver’d from his fears, and all llivalty and 
Partncrfhip in the Empire, he march’d with all Ipeed to Conflantinople, 
which he enter’d December the nth, Ann. CCCLXI. and havingfo- 
lemniz’d the Funerals of Conjlantius , began to let the World lee, what 
Religion he intended to efpoule. He order’d the Temples 1 to be let 1 Libi*. Epi- 
open, thole that were decay’d, to be repair’d, and where new ones ne d j^f' 
were wanting, to be built: The Privileges and Endowments whereof fu! 9 p. ^\!“‘ 
he rellor’d ; where any Temples had been demoli/h’d, and the Mate- ^zom.ib.c.j. 
rials converted to private tiles, he fin’d the perfons that had made ule fjVfupr/p^o. 
of them in a certain linn of Money, which he commanded fhould go Am. 
towards the building new ones. Altars were every where let up, and l ' 22 * f ‘ 1<5 ‘ 2 ’ 
the whole train of Gentile-Rites, Ceremonies, and Sacrifices, 
brought again into ule. So that, as Lihanius tells us, you could go no 
where, but you might behold Altars and Fires, Blood, Perfumes, and 
Smoak, and Priells attending their Sacrifices withput fear or interrup¬ 
tion ; the tons of Hills had their Oblations, and lacrificial Fealls,and the 
Imperial Palace its Temple and lacred Furniture. The Emperour 
affum’d m the Title and Office of Pontifex Maximus , and valu’d it as m slb/tn. ow. 
equal to that of Emperour; he renounc’d hisBaptifm, and profan’d ym ' |,24S * 
it by polluting himfelf with their bloody Rites, which he oppos’d to 
the Chriftian method of Initiation. The fird thing he did every mor¬ 
ning as loon as out of his Bed, was to facrifice to the Gods: He went 
up and down in perfon, and was both prelent, and affided at public 
Sacrifices, and gave encouragement to all that did lo, writing to thole 
Cities which he knew moll devoted to Gentilifm, and promifing to 
grant whatfbever they fhould ask. The warrant of fo great an Ex¬ 
ample made the Gentiles unmeaHirably inlolent in every place, fo that 
not content with leave to celebrate their impious Myderies, they be¬ 
gan "in their wild curfitations up and down the Streets to feoff and "Tbcod. /.?. 
deride the Chridians, and by all imaginable ways of fcorn and re- c ’ 6,f 12 ®‘ 
proacli to expofe them and their Religion. And when with much 
greater advantage the Chridians paietthem home in their own kind, 
they burd out into a rage, and with blows and wounds fell foul upon 
them, the Emperour in the mean time conniving at what was done. 

In fhort, he recall’d the Laws lately made againd Pagan Super- 
dition, and confirm’d the ancient Edi£ls of his Predecclfors that 
had been made in favour of them. And here perhaps ’twill be no un¬ 
acceptable entertainment to the Reader, toprefent him with lome of 
the principal methods Julian made ule of tor the fupporting Paga- 
nifm, and the fuppreffing Chridianity. 


V. AND 
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V. AND firft, he fet himfelf to reform Paganifm, and the Pro- 
feflfors of it, from the more grofs Corruptions, and to introduce many 
wife and excellent Inftitutions, which he obferv’d among the Chri- 
ftians. The faults and follies of the Gentile World were fo confpi- 
cuous in themfelves, and had been fo often expos’d by Chriftians, that 
they lay open to every Eye. And he had no way to recovei his Reli-- 
nion into any credit, but by retrenching what was fo very lcandalous 
and offenfive, and planting what was more ufeful and excellent in the 
room of it. Earneftly therefore, and with great importunity, he 
• Frsgm. Epi/i, prefs’d , 0 that Magiftrates would take care, that Men liv d jultly and 
t. 529- »*. accor ding to the Laws, and exprefs’d a great Piety towards the 
Gods, and Humanity towards Men, that they would corred Men only 
in order to their Reformation, and relieve the Necelfities they lie un¬ 
der as the Gods do ours; that this was the beft and noblcft quality, 
and' that which did moft recommend us to the favour of the Gods, 
who could not but be pleafed with what was moft agreeable to their 
ov/n nature, and would certainly reward it, feeing no Man was ever 
made poor by his Charity ; and he himfelf had often found, that the 
more he had given this way, the more he had receiv’d from Heaven; 
that our bounty to the Poor ought not to be ftinted or limited, all Man¬ 
kind is a kin to us, whether we will or no, and we derive our Pedigree 
from one common Original, and accordingly ought liberally to com- 
municate to the needs of all, even to the worft of Men, and our grea- 
teft Enemies, (it being the Men we are to relieve, and not their Vices) 
t ib.p.&Vt. but more efpecially to the Good and Vertuous. That p being train’d up 
in,and a£led by thefe generous Principles,every Man fhould ftrive to be 
pious towards the Gods, kind to Men, chaft and regular in their own 
Perfons,and converfant in all the duties and offices of Religion, efpeci¬ 
ally that he fhould always entertain in his Mind facred and venerable ap- 
prehenfions of the Gods, and with fanftity and honour approach their 
Temples, and adore their Statues and Images, as if we beheld them¬ 
felves prefent before our Eyes: For we were not to look upon Altars 
and Images as Gods, (the Gods being incorporeal, and in themfelves 
needing no Sacrifices) but as Symbols and Reprefentations of the 
Divine Prefence, and as means and inftruments by which we might 
pay our Adoration to them. And becaufe nothing tended more im¬ 
mediately to fecure the Honour and Intereft of Religion,than a juft Re- 
fpeft and Reverence towards thofe who attend the Minifteries and So- 
•nb.p.wvc. lemnities of it, he thought it highly reafonable, i that the Priefts fhould 
be honour’d equally with, or rather above the Civil Magiftrates, as 
being the Domeftics of Heaven, our common IntercelTors with the 
Gods, and the means of deriving down their BlefTmgs upon the World. 
And fo long as they retain’d this Relation, they were to be treated 
with a reverence due to their Function, but if debauch d and vicious, 
they fhould be depos’d, and turn’d out. Perfons invefted with this 
'/*p.547C*. Office, were to undertakers Sureties for the honour of the Gods, 
and fhould behave themfelves fo, that their Lives might be a Copy 
and Pattern of what they were to preach to Men: That to this end, 
they fhould engage in all a£ts of Worfhip with a mighty awe and 
dread, and abftain not only from all vile and wicked A&ions, but 
Words alfo, yea, from liftning to any fuch Difcourfes, from all feur- 
rilous and abufive Jefts, all filthy and impure Converfe ; that they 
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fhould read no idle Books, trifling Pamphlets, or loofe wanton Plays, 
but ferioully apply themfelves to the ftudy of that divine Philofophy, 
which was moft apt to beget a great fenfe of God upon Mens Minds, 
and to learn by heart the Hymns that were to be fung in praife of the 
Gods, to whom they were both publicly and privately to put up their 
Supplications at leaft thrice a day, however, that nothing lefs than 
Morning and Evening fhould ferve the turn, that every Prieft in the 
courfe of his waiting fhould intirely attend upon it, and never depart 
out of the Temple, but give himfelr up to I hilofophic Thoughts,and a 
careful difeharge of the Duties of that place; and when his time ex¬ 
pir’d, and he was to return home, he converfe with none but the beft 
and moft fele£t Company, feldom go into the Forum, or approach the 
Houfes of great Men, unlefs in cafes that concern’d his Office, and 
when he might be helpful to the Poor and Indigent; to be habited 
when he went abroad in a plain decent Garb, and different from what 
he wears in his Miniftration in the Temple, that in no cafe they fhould 
frequent the theaters , or exhibit any obfeene Sports or Shows in their 
own Houfes, which he wifh’d were reform’d, or quite taken away, 
butfince there was little hopes of that, that the Priefts at leaft fhould 
abftain from all fuch Theatrical Impurities, and leave them to the 
people, and be fo careful of their Converfe, as not to be feen in the 
company and familiarity of a Charioteer , or any Player or Dancer be¬ 
longing to the theater . Laftly, that in every City they ought to be 
chofen out of the beft, the moft religious and cnaritable Perlons, with¬ 
out any confideration whether they be rich or poor, external circum- 
ftances not being to be regarded in this matter. ’Twas enough if the 
perfon was endu’d with Piety to God, and Humanity to Men. An 
evidence of the firft whereof it would be, if he train’d up his Dome¬ 
ftics and Relatives in the fame paths of Piety: Of the latter, if out 
of that little which he has, he freely diftributes to the Indigent, and 
does good to as many as he can. And the negleft of this, he tells 
them, was that which gave opportunity to the wicked GaliUans by 
their lingular Humanity and Charity, to ftrengthen and eftablifh their 
pernicious Party, and pervert honeft-minded Gentiles to their Impiety. 

VI. T HIS is the fum of that excellent Difcourfe, (fe much of 
it as is now extant) wherein he lays down Rules for reforming Paga¬ 
nifm, which indeed he fought to bring as near as might be to thofe 
admirable methods and forms of Difcipline, by which he faw Chri- 
ftianity had mainly prevail’d in the World.. In imitation f whereof, r Mz-om.r. 
he defign’d and endeavour’d to introduce Schools for the Educaion of 
Youth in every City, Churches and Altars of different degrees and p.6i 7 . ’ 
privileges, Lectures both of moral and fpeculative Theology, ftated 
times, and forms of alternate Prayer, the ufe of Anathematifm and 
Pennance, Monafteries for devout and philofophic Perfons of either 
Sex, Alms-houfes and Hofpitals for the Poor and Cripple, and the 
reception of Strangers, and what he moft admir’d, the commendatory 
Ecclefiaftic Epiftles, or Letters teftimonial, from the Bifhop or Gover- 
nour of the Church, whereby perfons travelling from one Country 
to another were upon the producing thefe Letters lure to meet, when¬ 
ever they came, with a very kind and ready Entertainment. All which * 
he heartily recommends in his Letter r to Arfacit*s i which, bccaufe fe xux • P- 
exprefs to the cafe in hand, we fhall here infert, soz ' **•

perfuabe tljem therefore, if the? bertte 31 (boulb take an? care 
of them, unibcrfall? to make tbeir public supplications to tlje 
•pother of tlje ®obs. 

By this defign’d Reformation, and which, had he liv’d, he would 
no aoubt in a great meafure have accompli fil’d, he hop’d to render his 
Religion fo amiable in the Eves of Chriftians, as eaflly to bring them 
over to it, at lcaft he fhould throw out of the way thofe popular Ob¬ 
jections that were commonly made againft it. 

VII. SECONDLY, he took all occaflons of etfpofing Chri¬ 
ftians, and making them and their Religion appear ridiculous to the 
World. He was a Man of great Wit, and his Wit particularly fet 
to a fharp and farcaftic Edge, and he principally turn’d it this way. 
He read the Scriptures for no other end but to cavil or confute them, 
to pick out, as lie thought, the moft obnoxious paflages, which lie 
firft drefs’d up according to his own humour, and then derided them, 
and fet them up for others to laugh at. If he met with a (eeming con¬ 
tradiction, he made it real; if with an hyperbolical expreflion, lie 
improv’d it into Blafphemy, and would run it down as inconflftent 
• F F *. with 
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with the Di&atcs of infinite Wifdom. He fcorn’d the fimplicity of the 
Apoftles and Prophets, whom he reprcfented as a pack of ignorant 
and illiterate fellows, that had no Breeding and Education, and under- 
ftood little beyond the Shop, or a Trade* He carp’d at them almoft 
in every Epiftlc, and in his Perjian Expedition wrote (even whole 
Books in confutation of Chriftianity, which were afterwards lolidly 
and fully anfwer’d by S. Cyrill of Alexandria. When he fpake at any 
time of our Saviour, he would give him no other Title than the Son 
of Mary , or the Galilean, and by a particular Law u commanded, That 
the Followers of our Lord Ihould not be called Chriftians, but Gali¬ 
leans, foolifiily thinking to render them odious to the World by clap- 
|. ping an infamous Name upon them. The Imperial Standard x of the 
'• Crofs, which his’Incle had made with fo pious an Intention, and with 
filch cxquifite Artifice, he took down, and in the room of it put up 
another, in all his Pictures and Statues reprefenting Jupiter near him 
as coming down from Heaven, and delivering him a Crown and the 
Purple, the two Infignia of the Empire; fometimes he had Mars and 
Mercury looking upon him, and feeming to give Teftimony, one to his 
Valour, the otner to his Eloquence. And his great Officers walk’d 
t. apace after his Example. His Uncle Julian , y who was Governour of 
* tne Eaft, entring into a Church of the Chriftians at Antioch , pifs’d 
againft the Holy Table, and when Euzoi/ss reprov’d him for it, he took 
him a box on the Ear. And his Collegue Felix, Keeper of the Impe¬ 
rial Trcalures, and who in compliance with the Emperour, had re¬ 
nounc’d his Chriftianity, taking un the noble and magnificent Com¬ 
munion Plate, which the Piety of tne former Emperours had beftow’d 
upon the Church, See (Paid he in a fcorn) in ivhat brave Cups and Vef- 
fels the Son of Mary is ferv'd, But behold the Juftice of the Divine 
Providence, that immediately overtook thefe blafphemous Mifcreants. 
Julian was feiz’d with a mifcrable Diftemper, his Bowels rotted with¬ 
in him, and his very Excrements flow’d out of his prephane Mouth, 
and after having lien forty days together under the moft unconcei¬ 
vable torments of the Bowels, he breath’d out his milerable Soul; tho 
before his Death his Lady, a pious and vertuous Chriftian, had brought 
him to fo great a Fence of his Sin, that he petition’d the Emperour in 
the behalrof the Chriftians. Felix had a quicker Execution/or one of 
the Mafter-Veins breaking, all the Blood in his Body emptied it felf 
out at his Mouth, to the horrour and amazement of all that faw it, 
and in lefs than a days time he vomited up his Blood and his Soul toge¬ 
ther. But to return to the Emperour, who catch’d at all advantages 
of deriding whatever had any relation to Chriftianity: Andbecaufe 
he knew how juft a Reverence the Chriftians paid to the memory of 
the great Conjlantine for being the firft open Patron of Chriftianity, 
he traduc’d him at every turn, and in the conclufion of his Cefars, re- 
prefents him as a perfon notorioufly guilty of the moft fcandalous Effe¬ 
minacy and Debauchery,with other Vices as falfly as fpitefully charg’d 
upon him; and indeed hooks in all occafions to befpattcr and reproach 
him. And in the fame place he proclaims the Chriftian Religion to 
be little elfe but a Receptacle and Sanftuary for Rogues and Villains, 
where the vileft of Men might Ihelter themfelves, and tho guilty of 
the moft enormous Crimes, might upon a little trifling Pennanee be 
tones quotiesy in a moment made pure and dean. This he thought 
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muft needs render it cheap and ridiculous to all wife and confidering 
Men, and if he did not laugh Chriftians out of their Religion, he 
Ihould however confirm the Gentiles in his own. 

VIII. T HIR D L Y, he fought by all ways to bring Chriftians 
low r , and to weaken and deftroy their Power andlntereft: To this 
end, Firjl y He banilh’d them out of all places 1 of Honour and Autho- *soz.u^c.it. 
rity, reducing them to this Dilemma , either to do Sacrifice, or to quit chr) " 
their Employment, and become incapable of all Civil Offices. If ?uvcnt°. m &* 
they complied with the firft, he had his ends, and they fell under the Max - r - u 
reproachful Character of perfons, who lov’d their Places better than M8d ‘ 
their Confciences, and preferr’d an empty Honour before their Reli* 
gion; if they laid them down, he was rid of Ib many potent and 
dangerous Enemies, who might head a Party to oppofehis Defigns 
or at leaft encourage the common fort of Chriftians to ftand to their 
Religion with a firmer conftancy and refolution. Thus among others, 

Valentinian, who was afterwards Emperour, generoufly threw up his 
place of Collonel of one part of the Guards of the Palace, and fubrnit- 
ted to the fentence of Banifliment, rather than he would come under 
the leaft lhadow of an Idolatrous Compliance, whereof more in its 
proper place. And not content with this, where any had been em¬ 
ploy’d in the Reigns of the preceding Emperours, in demolifhing Pa¬ 
gan Altars, pulling down Temples, taking away their Ornaments, or 
the like, he not only ftript them of their Honours and Priviledges 
but fuffer’d them to be inditted, condemned, and executed, where a 
bare Accufation, was many times proof enough. Secondly , He ex¬ 
acted unreafonable fums of Money from them on all occafions, that 
being impoverifii’d, they might either lie under a ftrong temptation 
to Anoftacy, or be fecur’d from attempting any thing againft the 
Civil[ State. Hence the Fines, Penalties, and Confifcations, that 
filld his Reign, any pretence ferving to ftart a Title to their Eftates. 

If a Man was but fufpefted to have enrich’d himfelf by any Reve¬ 
nues formerly belonging to Heathen Temples, he was prefently 
brought into the Exchequer, and right or wrong forc’d to refund : If 
guilty of the leaft Mutiny or Riot, their Purfes were fure to fmart for 
2t ; 7 t ,1us . wll , en the Ariaus a at Edc P had fallen foul upon the Valenti* «?«/. Epifi . 
man Heretics,he prefently feiz’d the Treafures of that Church, which XLUl * '* 6 ‘ 
he beftow d upon his Soldiers, and the Lands, which he appropriated 
to Ills own ufc, jeering them into the bargain, that he did but herein 
deal with them according to the admirable Raw of their own Reli- 
gion, eafe them of their Burden, that they might go fo much the 
lighter unto the Kingdom of Heaven, and that being made poor, they 
might become wife, and not fall fhort of that heavenly Kingdom 
they 10 greedily expe&ed. But nothing lerv’d him to better purpofe 
than his War againft Perfia, under pretence whereof he amals’d infi- b weepb. hio. 
nite Treafures, impofing a heavy pecuniary Muld upon the Heads of c ‘ 24 ' f4 * 
all thole that refund to offer Sacrifice to the Gods. The Edi& was 
executed with mercilefs feverity,yea even upon thofe who had nothing 
to pay ; Nay, the Commanders and Officers ftretch’d it beyond its 
natural intention, extorting greater fums than the Editt had impos’d, 
beating and abufing them that refus’d to pay. And when the Chri- 
ltians complain’d to him of the Oppreffions and Injuries which in this 
cale the Governours of Provinces put upon them, all the Redrefs they 
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could get, was a Sarcafm tart enough, TonrChrifl (laid he) has given 
yon a Law, that when yon fnjfer nnjnjt/y, yon (houldbear it refolntely ; and 
when opprefs'd and injur'd, jbould not anfwer again. Thirdly, He ftudied 
to let them a clafhing and quarrelling with one another, that he might 
do his work with their hands. The politic Prince remember’d the 
old Maxim , Divide, and govern ; ’twas but letting them together by 
the Ears, and they would ruine themfclves. He was not ignorant 
what powerful Fattions there were among them, what implacable 
Feuds and Animofities had been exercis’d between feveral Parties in 
the times of his Predecelfors ; he knew thefe bitter Contentions were 
not forgotten, and that they would return to them with frefh, and 
perhaps more eager Appetites. To which end he no fooner came to 

* sozom. i ■>. the Crown, but he recall’d the banifh’d Bifhops, c whom he gave leave 
f-V p-6 n. tp return t o their Sees, polfels’d by thole, who he knew would not 

eafily part with them. And tho to gain himfclf the Reputation 
1 ^ of a wile and merciful Prince, he fent for the Bilhops and their people 

to Court, and prels’d them to concord, and that every one would 
peaceably enjoy the freedom of his own way, yet the defigii at the 
bottom was plainly this, that he might let them a wrangling more 
effe£fually, and that the liberty he gave them might widen and en- 
creafe their Dilfcntions, that lb they might be incapable of confedera¬ 
ting into any dangerous and formidable Combinations, as is confels’d

/. 22. p. 1612. y < n g b y CX p er ience found (lays mine Author, with reproach enough if 

it was true) that no kind of wild beafts were fo outragious to Mankind, 
as fome Chriftians were to one another. At the lame time, and for* 
the fame purpofe, he gave the like Indulgence to all forts of Heretics, 
•Epifl.xxxi. and wrote particularly to Aetius, 'the Patron and Ringleader of the 
f- l64 ' Eunomian Se&, whom he not only permitted to return home, but lent 
for to Court at his own charge; who(that I may note this by the way) 

' rhiio/i. 1 . 7 . was no fooner return’d, f but his Party gather’d about him,and ordain’d 
f . 5,6. p. 504. b| m gifhop ? and Eudoxins Bilhop of Confiantinople wrote in his behalf 
to Euzoius Bilhop of Antioch, who getting together a convention of 
nine Bilhops, lynodically canccll’d all the Atts that had been made 
againft Aetins, particularly thofe that had pals’d in the late Council 
at Confiantinople. Befides this favour to Aetius, at Cyzicum the Empe- 
t sect. 1. 3. rour commanded e Eleufius Bilhop of that place to rebuild the Church 
f. 11. p. ‘83. 0 f t j le j\jovatians, which he had formerly pull’d down, at his own 
charge, placing a heavy Fine upon his head, if he did not within two 

* vu. c. tl Months let upon it. He publifh’d likewife an Edi& h in favour of the 
r’ 'Vi '*' Donatifis, a Sefb of Men peculiarly difpos’d to Quarrels andConten- 
Cormm. tions, whom he reftor’d to their Liberties, Revenues, and the Polfef- 

lion of their Churches. What fatal and mifehievous effetts this licen¬ 
tious Toleration produc’d in the Chriftian World,they who have read 
the Church Hiftory of that time, need not be told. 

IX. FOURTHLY, tho he himfelf abftain’d from open Per¬ 
fection, yet he conniv’d at thole that did perlecute the Chriftians. 
He palTionately affe&ed the chara&er of Juft ice and Clemency, and 
knew no readier way to do it, than by treating his declared Adverfa- 
1 Efi/i. vi 1. rics with fome kind of Gentlenefs and Lenity. Hence he glories 5 once 
p. 120. /. 11. anc j a g a i n> how kind he had been to the GaliUans, beyond the rate of 
f ul7, that ulage they had met with in the time of his PredecelTors, inftead 

of 
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of Banilhment, they had been lent for home; inftead of a Prifen, 
they enjoy’d Liberty; inftead of being plunder’d, their confifcated 
'Goods had been by Edifft reftor’d to tnem; that he had commanded 
none of them to be beaten, abided, or put to death without Law, 
and beyond the Rules of Juftioe. And notwithftanding their madnefs 
and folly had almoft ruin’d all, yet the worft he had done them was, 
that in his efteem and choice of Perfbns, he had preferr’d pious and 
good Men before them; And one of his greateft Advocates k triumphs k iMm 
in this, that he did not profecute the untrue Religion (meaning the ,a f h - $ nL t- 
Chriftian) with Fire ana Sword, nOr drive Men over by Cruelty and 2? °' 
Torment; which yet muft be underftood of his general carriage, and 
what he did above-board, and of negative rather than pofitive Favours. 

Befides, he confidered, that all the methods of Rage and Fiercenefs 
would never compafs or attain his ends; he might put the World into 
a Flame and a Combuftion, but he could never drive theChriftians out ** 
of it, nor force them to be of his mind; their Religion might be 
lhaken, but it would take deeper Root. He had obferv’d 1 the un- 1 cbryf.ioc.fupt. 
happy milcarriages of his Pagan Predecelfors, who by fanguinary Sozom ‘ 
Laws, and rigorous Proceedings, had been fo far from etfinguilhing mzXbljupu 
Chriftianity, that they had fpread it through the World, and that the f- 72. 
Churches Field was never more fruitful, than when water’d with the 
Blood of Martyrs, who grew up thicker the fafter they were mow’d 
down. Great and generous Minds are not eafily daunted With oppo- 
fition,but grow up thereby into a more manly Courage and Relblution. 

; In the midft of all their fpite and cruelty Chriftians could court the 
I Stake and the Flames, the Sword and the Rack, and their Perfecutots 
I fometimes had enough to do to keep them from prefling on to an Exe- 
I cution, and people could not but enquire into, ddtiiite, and embrace 
I that Religion, which (imported and invigorated the Minds of its PrO- 
felfors, and made them triumph in the midft of thole Sufferings, which 
were beyond all the Lowers of humane Nature to bear Up under. 

The fame Spirit he faw continued ftill, and Chriftians were as ready 
as their Enemies, and to ufe his own expreflion, Give them but ccca- 
fion , and they 1 1 crowd as fafi to Martyrdom , as Bees /warm to their Hives. 

But he would not gratifie them in that,tho it had been fo dearly to their 
coft; he envied them the honour of Martyrdom, a thing lie foUnd 
they fo eagerly defired, and valued beyond all the conveniencles Of 
Life, or the enjoyments and advantages of this World. And if any 
died in defence of their Religion, he commanded they fhould not be 
accounted Martyrs, and that they fhould be thought to dye for any 
Crimes, rather than upon the account of Religion, For thefe regions 
he laid afide all thoughts of a public and general Perfection, which 
would have made him and his Party fo much the more odious, and’ 
them more great and venerable. But tho no public Warrants Were 
i Ailed out, he left his Commanders and Governotfrs to ufe their di'fcre- 
tion, efoecially in thofe places that were far from Court, Who were 
not backward to improve their Authority and Power. They Well Un- 
derftood their Mafter’s mind, and from one inftartce among others 
might take meafures from all the reft, when upon occafton or a com¬ 
plaint m made to him of a miferable outrage the Gentiles had commit- kjz. ibid, 
ted upon the Chriftians at Cafarea, he replied, What gteat matter is if, P' 9 * 
if one Gentile-hand di/patch ten GaliUans. This made it sc hot jfeafbn, 

not- 
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notwit hftanding the general Indulgence among the poor Provincials, 
efpecially in feme Parts, where the Governours proceeded with all the 
cruelty which Men’s Bodies or Eftates were capable of, and with all ’ 
manner of violence againft their Churches, and the Rites of their Reli¬ 
gion. A particular account whereof I could eafily give, but that it 
would require a Martyrology , rather than an incidental mention in 
" an Introduction. Some few of the mod confiderable Theodorit n has

X. FIFTHLY, he endeavour’d efpecially to difeourage and 
weary out their Bilhops and Clergy. This had been an old trick, and 
vigoroufly attempted in all Ages by the great Enemy of Mankind; 
’twas but for the Wolf to perluade the Flock they had no need of a 
Shepherd, and his work was done. The Clergy have always been the 
great Eye-fore to Men of pernicious and atheiftical Principles, whole 
defperate Defigns they have ftrenuoufly oppos’d and countermin’d, 
and could never be brought to be content, that the World Ihould be 
over-run with Atheifm and Impiety, and the people moulded into any 
fhape, and thereby betray the Souls committed to their charge. This, 
whatever may be pretended, is the true fource and original of all that 
Spite and Malice they are encounter’d with by Men of bad Minds, and 
of all thole hard Names and characters of Reproach to this day fix’d 
% upon them by an ingrateful and degenerate World. Julian preten- 

t Soz. 1. ded, p the realon of his hard ufage of them, was, left they Ihould ftir 
e. I *. Mi 6 . U p t { le people to Sedition, but in truth it was to be rid of them, that 
W.Ep. L.u. by their ab (e nce t he people might be deftitute of all means of Inftru- 
ftion and Information, and the divine Efficacy and Obligation of the 
Sacraments, and be by degrees brought into ignorance of, or an un- 
concernednefs for their own Religion, and then they were fit to receive 
any impreffion ; take but away the Candle, and dfarknels will enfue; 
ib. e. if the Shepherd be fmitten, the Sheep will be fcatter’d. To compafs 
Moo. ruioff. t hj s more effectually, he firft feiz’d their Incomes, and took away their 
cJn.'m.it allowances of Corn; next, he abrogated their Immunities; and 
Tit. 1. /. yo. whereas by the favour of former Princes they had been exempt from 
w. 13. rit. 1. being the cur tales y he repeal’d thefeLaws, and made them liable 
8 4 * to the burdens and offices of the Civil Courts, efpecially where any 

of them had been ordain’d out of that Body: And when this would 
not do, he endeavour’d to remove and drive them away by fraud or 
•force. At Antioch the Churches were fhut up, the Plate and Treafures 
feiz’d into the Exchequer, and the Clergy forc’d to fly. So ’twas at 
Cyzicum , where there was not the leaft lhadow of Sedition. At Bo- 
" soz.ib.p.616 . ftra s he threaten’d Titus the Bifhop, that if any Mutiny happen’d, he 
w ?«/. E M' would lay all the blame upon him and his Clergy; and when the Bi- 
Jhop to clear himfclf lent his Apology to Court, to allure him, that 
tho the Chriftians were the far greater number, yet they liv’d peace- 
ably under his ConduCt,the Emperour wrote back to the City, making 
a fpiteful and difingenuous reprefentation of the Bifbop’s Letter, as 
if it had contain’d nothing but malicious and fcurrilous reflections 

upon 
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upon them, exciting the Commonalty to expell him as a common 
Enemy and Calumniator out of the City. And in feme places pro¬ 
ceeded to that extremity/ as to caft them into Prifon, and expofe them •sozS.p. 6 be. 
to great pains and tortures. 

XL SIXTH LY, he gave all manner of affiftance and encou¬ 
ragement to the jfen>j,raeerly in fpiteand oppofition to the Chriftians: 

And herein we have a notorious Inftance how far Malice will ftoop to 
ferve its ends. Julian hated the .Jews almoft equally with the Chri¬ 
ftians, and yet when he found they were likely to be proper Inftru- 
ments to his purpofe, he fpake tenderly of them, pittied their mife- 
rable and affli&ed State, defired their Prayers , in his Perfian Wars 
releasd the Tribute put them upon, and prefs’d them to the rebuil¬ 
ding their Temple, re-edifying their Altar, and reftoring their Sacri¬ 
fices, and the Solemnities of tlieir Worlhip. In order whereunto he 
font them a Commiffion, allow’d the charges of the Work out of his 
own Exchequer and appointed Officers to fuperintend it, and that 
the Governour of the Province mould aid and affift them in it Two’ 
things efpecially he propounded to.himfelf in this: Firft, That by thus 
obliging the Jews , he Ihould be the better able to bring them over to 
his own Religion ; or however that went, Ihould thruft an incurable 
Thorn into the fides of Chriftians. He was not to be told what an 
inveterate and implacable Enmity the Jews bare to Chriftians, and 
that being now back’d with the RoyaLAuthority, they would not 
only reproach and belpatter, bnt opprels and trample upon them, and 
pur ue them with the utmoft violence.of a fierce and ungovernable 
Zeal. Secondly, He hop’d by reftoring the Temple and legal Worlhip ■ 
to evidence to the World, that our Saviour was an Impoftor and falfe 
Prophet, who had fe exprefly foretold the final.and irrevocable dilfe- 
lutmn of that Church and State. So the work was carried on with 
all poflible brisknels and aftivity, and nothing was thought of but 
Feafts and Triumphs, when Heaven on a hidden baffled the whole 
Enterprize, and many illuftrious and miraculous Appearances of the 
Divine Vengeance forc’d the Workmen to lit down, and give over in 
Delpair ; and what the Emperour defign’d as a way to fupprefs, be¬ 
came a means to advance Chriftianity, no inconfiderable number beinc 
hereby brought over to the Chriftian Faith. Of all which particulars, 
an account is given at large in the Life of S. Cyril of Jerusalem. 

Tt? ^11L S E v E t N T P L Y > Ile endeavour’d to fupprefs and extin- 
guilh all humane Learning amongft the Chriftians, well knowing how 
naturally Ignorance opens the way to Barbarilm and Impiety? To 
bring this about, he pubhfh’d a Law, r that no Profellbr of any Art or r c.Th.Hb.i-. 
Science Ihould fet up in any place,’till by long exercife he was fitted 
or it, and after mature deliberation, had gain’d the approbation and r 3 
decree of the Court of that City, with the confentor the Optimates , 
and that this Decree Ihould be lent firft to him for his allowance. Next 
he forbad 1 Chriftian School-Maftcrs to teach any Gentile-Learnins, * ms. 
to lnltruct and educate Children in their Arts, or to read their Books \ ^ 

tothem ; which his own Hiftorian “ more than once cenliires as a chur- 1.3. c.l. 
hlh and cruel Edift, worthy to be cover’d with Eternal filence. By u ffm. aw. 
this means he defign’d to let in Rudenefs and Ignorance among the 
Chriftians,and thereby difpofe them to any impreffions he might make ' 25 ‘ p ‘ 1 y ’ 
Upon them, to prevent the Youth’s being perverted by going to the 
G Chri- 
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Chriftian Schools, to render them of his own Party more able to dit 
pure with and baffle Cliriffians, at leaft that Chriftiansmight be left 
able to encounter tliem, and to difeern their fonhiftical Reafon- 
. ing thcir f a ir ca nd fallacious Infinuations, L'Jl etbtrmft ( aid he*) 

htcii. sicr. „ ot lh , mth our ow „ Arrom> , ni they bewgfhrnijh d with our 

p . 1*84. ‘ Armour y make War upon ui with our own Weapons. He challengd t the 
1 snz. /i/i. Learning and Writings of the Gentiles as their own proper Goods,who 
r 97 ' alone embrac’d the Religion , and worfhip’d the Gods, which they 
treated of; thatthefe were unneceflary to Chriftians, who were train d 
up to an illiterate Oownifhnefs, and the fum of whofe Dottr-me lay 
in ™ Believe, and’tis enough ; and that by this Prohibition 

lie did but retrieve ftollen Goods, and reftore them to their tight o\Vv 
ners But befides the folly of the attempt it felf, feeing ’tho he might 
hinder them from fpeaking elegantly and genteely, he could not hin¬ 
der them from fpeaking truth, which was mighty, and would prevail 
and make its way, notwithftanding all their Plots and Devices to the 
contrary ; befides this, it did but whet on Nazianzen and the two 
Apollinares. who by their acute Poems, and elegant Orations, abun¬ 
dantly lupply’d the defeft of all Heathen Authors, as we have elfe- 

whereoblcrv’d. „ ,, 

XIII. EIGHTHLY, above all Men he highly honour d, 
embrac’d, and rewarded Philofophers, and thofe who were likely 
moll vigoroufly to oppofe and refute Chriftianity. It griev d him to 
lee the Chriftian Faith lb largely fpread, fo firmly rooted, and fo many 
excellent I’ooks written, either in defence, or explication of it; antt 
< tpi/i. / a*, he fticks not to tell * us, he heartily wifh’d all Writings that concern d 
p . 122. t i le Do&rinc of the wicked G ahUans, were quite bamfh d out or the 
World. But becaufe there were no hopes of that, he encourag d all 
the Sophifts, Philoiophers, and Orators, that he could meet with, to 
bend their Wits and Studies this way; whom he refetled in their own 
Countries and PolTeflions, allow’d them Penfions, and peculiar Privi¬ 
leges and indeed whatever they could reafonablv defire or expeft from 
him/ This fill’d all Schools and Colleges, all Courts and Corners 
with Lectures, Inve&ives, and Declamations againft Chriftians. This 
made the philofophifing Trade go on apace,every one defiring to com¬ 
ply with the Emperour’s humour, though a great part of them had 
nJ.socr.i. 3. fittle more of the Philofopher in them, befides the Habit and the 
#.i.p 169. £j oa k . This brought fo many of them to Court, that the Palace 
feem’d a kind of Academy, where all places were crowded With Phi- 
lolophcrs, Arufpces, and Magicians; Jamblicus, Libanius, Maximus, 
Eccboliusy Oribafius, and great numbers more; whom betook into his 
Bofom, aad made privy to his greateft Intrigues, fteer’d Affairs by 
their Councils, and in their company fpent his leafure-hours, and in¬ 
deed was impatient at any time when they were wanting. And 
thefe being the Men that were generally intruded with the education 
of Youth, and who govern’d and dire&ed the Minds and Confidences 
of the people, hewasfureof fo many (worn Enemies to Chrifrianity, 
who would not fail to lay out all their Talents and Abilities that way. 
And the truth is, if Wit, or Learning, or Eloauence, could have 
done it, he had certainly driven it out of the World. But the foolijh- 
nefs of God is wifer than Men, and his weaknefs firongtr than Men , who 
baffled all their tricks of Artifice and Subtlety, and made foolijh the 
Wifdom of this Wor Id. XIV. NINTH- 
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XIV. NIN T H L Y, he tried by feveral fecret and fiubtle Arti¬ 
fices toenfiiare unwary Chriftians into compliance with Pagan Super- 
ftitions, that having once drawn them in, he might either wholly 
bring them over, or, by the reflexion upon what they had done, dif- 
ouiet their Confidences, as the very report of it might undermine 
their Reputations. Of this, a few Inftances Ihall fuffice. He ufed to 
place the Images a of the Heathen Gods next to, or behind his own 'Soz.ib.c.i 7 . 
Statues, that when the people came according to cuftom to do obey- \' b 6 f u £i z ' 
lance to the one, they might do it alfo to the other: Thofe that did P ’ 74 3 ‘ 

it, he perfiuaded to venture a little farther ; thofe that diicover’d the 
Cheat, and refus’d, he charg’d with Treafon, and proceeded againft; 
tl>em as Delinquents againft the Laws and Cuftoms of the Empire. 

When the Soldiers came at the fblomn times to receive their Dona- 
tive, the ancient ufage was at the lame time to throw a piece of Fran- 
kincenfe into the Fire in honour of the Gods,which tho the Chriftians 
generally detefted, yet fome few, fur priz’d thereinto by an inveterate 
cuftom, did it. But being minded afterwards of what they had done, 
luch an honour feiz’d upon their Confidences, that they run up and 
down like mad Men, went to the Emperour, and threw back their 
Donatives, publicly profefflng themfielves Chriftians, and defiring 
they might dye to give teftimony to their Religion. At other times 
he would dehle b the Springs and Fountains with Gentile-Sacrilices, b Theoii. i : 
and fprinlde all the Fiefh-mcat, or whatfbever fort of Food was aim one 
brought to Market, with halic wed Water offer’d to their Gods, that fo er 
fo they could neither eat nor drink, but they muft feem at leaft to etitcr f r L \ * 
into a Partnerfhip with Idolatry. The Chriftians relented it with a f ’ 4 1% 
juft indignation, tho they knew withal!, S. Paul had long fince deter- 
min d this calc. Upon this occafion Juventinus and Maximus , two 
Officers in the Imperial Guards, exprefs’d a vehement diHike of the 
Emj^crour’s a&ion, with a tart reflection upon his Apoftacy. For 
which, being fummon’d and examin’d, they plainly told him, Sir, we 
have been educated in the true Religion,and having fubmitted to thofe excel¬ 
lent Laws efiabh/h'd by Conftantine and his Children , cannot but now 
bewatl the Abominations which we fee yon cafi about in every place, while 
you pollute both Meat and Drink with impure filthy Sacrifices. Thefe are 
the things we lament and comp lain of, both at home, and now again in your 
prefnee and mourn under as the great blemijh of your Raign . Julian, 
notwithftanding all his Gravity and Philofophical Attainments, was 
lo nctled at tins Anfwer, that lie could not pafs it over, but comman¬ 
ded them to be firft miferably tortured, and then put to death. Tho 
he would not have it thought that they Ibffier’d upon the account of 
Religion, but only for their bold and petulant carriage to himfelf. 

XV. HAVING thus view’d the methods by which Julian 
lought to extirpate Chriftianity, w r e proceed to the Hiftoricalremain- 
derot his Reign. Seven or eight (Zjfimn* by miftake makes it ten) 

Months he flay d at Conftantinople , when having fetled Affairs there, 
he conceiv d it high time to take care of the Eaftern Borders of the 
Empire: In order whereunto he crofs’d the Hellefpont , and parting 
through Bythima, came to PeJfinus Q , a City of Galatia , fituateinthe c Libsn.h Jut. 
Conhnes of the Greater Phrygia , where flood a very ancient Temple 
dedicated to Rhea or Ceres , the Mother of all Heathen Deities, the 
WorJhip whereof he reftor’d, and created Callixenes Pricft, and having 
.G a paid 
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• n.Etiufbu paid his Devotions to tlie Goddeft , publifh’d * an elegant Oration 
3ni.mc.p3c o. / t j le xvor k but of one night) in honour of the Mother of the Gods; 

as about the fiime time at another night he drew up a fmart Inveaive 
acainft an illiterate Philofoplicr, who pretend.ng lnmfe f a Cyme, and 
o? Diooenes his Tribe, did yet condemn the find and fevere Pnnci- 
pies of that Inftitution by a loofe and vicious Life. Thence he pafs d 
the PyU, and through Cilicia, andcameto ^«/^, where he arnv d 
about the latter encf of July , Ann. CCCLXII. He found the City 
almoft wholly Chriftian , and the Pagan Rites generally neglefted. 
' 7 */. Mifopng. He went into the famous Temple c of Apollo in the Daphne, on its great 
# • 96 ’ C5 ' ^, annual Feftival, whereinfteadof great Crowds and magmheent Ob¬ 

lations which heexpefted, he found neither the one nor the other, 
whereat he wondred thinking the People Raid without and waited 
his leave to come in : But the Prieft told him, the City had provided 
no manner of Sacrifices, and that he had only there one poorGoofe, 
which he had brought from home, to make an Offering to the God. 
The Emperour was highly offended, and expostulated Jharply with 
the Senate, that in fuch a City there fhould be found fo much Irreve¬ 
rence to the Gods , beyond what waste be met with in the moft bar¬ 
barous Corner of the Empire; and that being fo rich, they fhould 
not afford one little Bird for facrifice, when every Ward might have 
brought an Oxe, much more the whole City joyn d together; that 
thev {par’d no coft in their private Feafts and Entertainments, while 
they gave not a penny to any public or private Sacrifice, but suffered 
their Wives to enrich the GaliUans , and throw away their Eftates 
upon their Poor ; there was none of them but would celebrate their 
own Birth-days with all imaginable pomp and plenty, when they 
would not beftow a little Oyl for the Lamps, not a piece of Frankin- 
cenfe nor the fmalleft Oblation upon the Solemnities of the Gods. 
'socr.i. 3 . f .i8. He intended f it feems to confult this Oracle about the Succelsot his 
p.i9i. soz. Aff a j rs but by its own confeflion found it was tongue-tyed in thole 
; 6«. matters by Vatylas his Grave that was near it, and who had fometimes 
Mirt. i. n. k een Bilhop of that place. He caus d the Chriftians therefore to 
*• ,6 *>' rcmo ve his Bones, which they did in a triumphant manner, and foon 
after, viz. October xxij. that famous Temple was burnt to the ground. 
And though ’twas highly probable it was fired by Light mng, yet 
muff it be charg’d upon the Chriftians, many of whom were put to 
the Rack, and the great Church at Antioch commanded to be fhut up. 
But the ftory hereof we have more fully related in another place. 1 
.Thiio/t. i. 7 . fliall here only add,sthat St. Babylas his Bones being tranllated from 
t.it f. 507. .he Daphne, the Oracle there, and in other places, recovered its 
fpeechf and gave forth its Anfwers; God permitting the Gentiles to 
be enlhared in their ownerrours, and what they accounted the ho¬ 
nour of their Religion, through thcfalfenefsand vanity of their Pre- 
diftions, turn’d to their difgrace. A great Inftance whereof hap ned 
about this time. The Emperour’s Uncle lay fick of a moft nuferable 
and incurable Diftemper; all the Oracles were confuked about his 
I ife which all with one Mouth pronounc’d, that he Ihould recover. 
The Anfwers were taken and brought in writing, and while they were 
reading them to him , that very minute he died. 

XVI BUT that which further rais’d Julian's fpleen againft the 
Men oi Antioch was this: The mighty Train he had brought along 
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with him was likely enough to caufe a fcarcity, and he out of a vain 
affe&ation of Popularity h cried down the price of all vendible Com¬ 
modities below what they could be afforded at. Hereupon the Tra¬ 
ders withdrew, and brought nothing to Market, and foa real Fa¬ 
mine enfued. This put the people into a Mutiny, who charg d the 
fault upon the Emperour , and according to the humour of that place 
pelted him with fatyrical llefieftions, Specially playing upon Ins long 
rough and ill-fhap’d Beard ; for .which they call’d him a Goat, and 
ufually (aid, ’twas good for nothing but to be (hav’d off, and to make 
Ropes of it. And whereas out of his immoderate vein of fuper- 
ftitton he did not only offer up daily facrificcs, but had caus’d a Bull 
{landing before the Altar to be ftampt upon the Reverie of his Coins, 
it fi(mined (they Laid) how much he had tofs’d and overturn’d the 
World. Julian was fufticiently fenfibleof the Affront, and atfirft 
vow’d Revenge, and that he would leave their City, and remove to 
Tarfus But he foon alter’d his Refolution, and chofe rather to repay 
them in their own coin, telling them, > he would by no means have 
his Beard made into Ropes, left the roughnefs of it fhould offend 
their tender and delicate hands, reflecting upon their nice and effe¬ 
minate manners. And indeed he abundantly reveng’d himfelf upon 
them by a tart Satyr, which he called Mifopogon , or the Beard- hater, 
wherein befides Lome hiftorical paflages of note and value, he does 
very farcaftically, and in an ironical way, expo fe the Vices of that 
People, efpecially charging them with Luxury and Intemperance, 
Softnefs and Effeminacy, that they did little but fpend their time in 
Sports, and the Entertainments of the Theater, with Apoftacy from 
the Religion of their Anceftors , and an over-fond Reverence for Cht 
and Kappa, that is, Chrtft and Conpntine, and with an ifl-order’d 
Magiftracy, that neglected the public Weal, and complied with the 
Rich and Covetous, to the oppreflion of the common people. Winter 
being over, he departed with his Army from Antioch the firft of 
March , and at his going out, to let them underftand how much he 
r^fented the Affronts they had put upon him, told them, by a fatal 
prognoftication, that he would never lee them more: And the k ftory 
is commonly known, that when Julian march’d out with a great 
pomp and train , and had fpoken big words of what he would do to 
the Chriftians at his return , Libanius , to add the greater Icorn and 
reproach to them, ask’d a Chriftian School-man of his acquaintance 
at Antioch , what the Carpenter's Son was now doing ? meaning our ever 
blefled Saviour. The Man replied with tartnefs enough, ne's making 
a Coffin for your Majler Julian. But to proceed : The Emperour march¬ 
ing on pafs’d by Edejfa , which he would not enter, becaufc fo popu- 
loufly inhabited by Chriftians, (though Zyzimus fays the People of 
that place came generally out to meet him, prefented him with a 
Crown, and courteoufly invited him into the City, which he accepted 
of and went accordingly ; ) and on the xviiif h ot April came to Carr a 
a City of Mefopotamia , where he entred 1 into a Pagan Temple, and 
performed many fecret and execrable Rites, which being finifh’d, he 
Jeal’d up the doors, and fet a Guard upon them, giving order, that 
none fhould open them ’till his return. But being broken open, upon 
the News of his Death, there was found a Woman hanging by the 
Hair of her Head, her Hands extended , and her Belly riptup> that' 
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a prefage of future fuccels might be made by the infpettion of her 
Liver. And the like it leems he had done at Antioch , where many | 
Cherts were found in the Pallace filled with dead Mens Skulls, and 
(everal dead Bodies hid in Wells, no doubt the unhappy Engins and 
Monuments of his diabolical Divinations, (if the Story be not made 
worfe, than perhaps it was.) 

XVII. IT was about the midft of Summer when they came 
within fight of the Perfian Army, where after leveral Skirmilhes he 
was within a hopeful profpeft of a final Vi&ory, (the Perfian Affairs 
being brought to that low ebb, that Embafifadors ,n were appointed, 
and Prelents prepar’d, which were to be font next day, to beg a 
Treaty in order to Peace,) when venturing too far" in the purfiiit, he 
was on a fudden ftruck with a Horleman’s Lance, which grazing upon 
his Arm, pafs’d in at his fide, and went to the very lower lap or fillet 
of the Liver, with which as being two-edg’d he cut his fingers while 
he drove to pull it out, and fainting with lols of fpiritsliinkdown 
upon his Horfe’s neck. There went a Report, 0 that finding himfclf 
. mortally wounded, he took a handfull of his Blood, and throwing it 
up into the Air, cried out, Galilean , thou baflgot the better! Though 
others conceiv’d he did it in contempt of the Sun , for having aftifted 
the Perfians more than him, efpecially the Sun having been the pre¬ 
dominant Planet that govern’d his Nativity. We are told by an Au- 
* thorp of good credit, that being laid down for a while upon the 
‘ Bank of a River, lie had perlwaded fome of his mod inward Confi. 
dents lecretly to convey him into, and drown him in the River, that 
fo the fuddennels of his dilappearing might take od’ the ignominy of 
Ids Death, and give him (as it had done (brae others in the likeCafes) 
the Reputation of a Deity. And the Plot had been accomplifh’d, 
had not fome of the Imperial Eunuchs dilcovered and prevented it. 
But of this there are no intimations in any other Writer. However 
’tis certain fome Dcfigns were laid that way, to create in the peoples 
minds a Belief of his Divinity. For Libanius 1 tells us, that the Mef- 
lengers that brought the firdNewsof his being fiain, werealmoft 
don’d to death, lor bringing up a danderous and lying Report con¬ 
cerning a Pcrlon who was fuppofed to be a God, and conlcquently 
immortal. His wounds being perceiv’d to be dangerous , he was laid 
upon a Target, and carried into his Tent, where he died at Midnight. 
Various were the Reports r that went about how he came by his deaths- 
wound : Some fay, ’twas given by an Angel; Calliftus , an Officer 
of his Guards, and who wrote his A&s in an Heroic Poem, that 
’twas done by a Damon: Some fay,’twas a revolted Per fan that did it; 
others,a Saracen ; others,a Jeder,that ufed to go freely up and down the 
Army ; and fome,that ’twas one of his own Soldiers,out of revenge,that 
he had unadviledly brought the Army into fo great diftrefs and dan¬ 
ger. Libanius does not only affirm , f that he was kill’d by fraud and 
treachery, but without any other warrant than his own prefiimption, 
confidently charges'it upon the Chriftians, who took this oppor¬ 
tunity (he fays) to be reveng’d of him, and to rid him out of the 
world ; and lupports his conjc&ure with no wifer and ftrongcr a 
probability, than than none of the Perfians would confefs who did it, 
no not, though the King proclaimed a great Reward to the pcrlon who 
fhould appear to demand and challenge it. But Ammianns “ Mara /- 
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more grave and fober Wfitef, ahd ptfefeht! afe th <5 Fight, feys, 

’twas* uncertain who did it; and Entfopita , * a lagan too, ahjldt ^ ,I0 * 
that time upon the fpot, that ’twks done hofiili mam , by the haHd of 
the Enemy. Among the various extraordinary palfages relating to 
his Death that reported by Sozme» x muft net be omitted; Who fells mb. 6. c.i< 
us that a certain intimate Acquaintance of Julia *'s following ate 
him in his Perfian Expedition, came to a place, wliSre finding n6 
convenient Inn to entertain him, he lodg’d that itight in tile GliurCn, 
and in his fleep he had a Vifiort, wherein he beheld ftveral Apoftles 
and Prophets, who alTembiing themfelves into one company , began 
to complain of thfeextream Injuries the Emperout did to the GliUf-eh, 
and to ad vife what was to be done in that tale. The Cofifult Was long; 
and when they could Come to no COnclufiort, two of the company 
rofe up, and bad the reft be of good cheer, and as rclolving to put i 
fudden period to Julian's Life and Reign, immediately departed the 
a (Tenthly. The Mart hereupon was afraid, and refold’d to go no 
farther, but there to await the Iflue of things. The next night taking 
his reft in the fame place, he beheld the Very lame Convention*, 
whereinto the two perlbns, who the night before had gone out againft 
7 ulian. liiddenly return’d from their Expedition, and gaVef an ac¬ 
count to the company of his being (lain ; as the very fame da? his 
Death was proclaim’d by Horfemen in the Air to Didymus at Alexan¬ 
dria And when Julian 1 the Monk, whom the Syrians call’d Sabba, m^od. Hb. 3: 
or The Aged , and who had his Cell on the EaJletH Bafik Of the RiVet * 2 * * 
Euphrates , in the Province of Ofmna , had heard of the great feve- 
rities wherewith the Emperour had thffiat’ned the Chriftians, he 
applied himfelf with continual tears and prayers to Heaven, when 
on a fudden he ftarted up, wip’d his Eyes, and put on a moft pkas’d 
and chearful look. Thole that were neat him were lurpriz’d at it, 
and ask’d the reafon of lb fudden a change ? He told them, that the 
Wild-Boar that had wafted the Lord’s Vineyard had riOW paid for all 
the Injuries he had done to it, that he lay dead upon the ground, 
incapable of doing It any farther harm. Whereat they all role up, 
and fang a gratulatory Hymn to God. And loOn after they undOr- 
ftood, that the very lame day and liOur Julia* had been flain in the 
Battel. To all which let me add what Z$n*r<u »relates on thisocca- 
lion, that a certain Judge at Antifoh, and hOtOOa Gentik, watching 
all night at the Prat or turn , fawan unufual CortftellatiOn ill thd Hea¬ 
vens, the Stars forming themfelves intOfhefe Words, Sdi/Mepv or tlepoifo 
I«A lavof dvaperrcuy This day id Julian fiainih Perfia. Which accordingly 
prov’d true, and became the means of the Man’s converfion to the 
ChriftianFaith.He died June xxvi.^//#.CCCLXIII.in theThirty lecond 
Year of his Age, when he had reigned not full two Years. A Prince 
truly of great Virtues, prudent f cortfiderative, impartial, ftri&ly 
juft, chart, and temperate, patient of hardfhip, unwearied in his 
labours, valorous in his attempts, even to rafhnels and precipitancy. 

He had a quick Wit, but too much inclin’d to Satpiftn , a: nimble 
Apprehenfion, and Learning beyond moft Princes; but with all, Was 
a palfionate affetter of praile and popularity, one that lov’d to talk 
much, and not feldom vain-glonoufly enough in his own commen- 
dation. He was, even in the Chara&er of his own Writers, fuper- 
{Vicious rather than religious, art immoderate lover of the Rites, 
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Ceremonies, and Ufages of Paganilm, which he reviv’d, and de. 
fended both with his Sword and Pen, and in the Exercife whereof h« 
(pent no inconfidcrable portions of his time, and profels’d himfelf an I 
hearty Enemy to all that oppos’d them. In fhort, to give him his| 
due , had not his Memory been Rain’d with an Apoftacy from the bell 
Religion that ever was, and lo bitter and incurable a Spleen againR the 
Chriftians, he might have pafs’d for one of the beft Princes that ever 
manag’d the Roman Empire. 

XVIII. BUT his Death hap’ned opportunely to the poor Chri. 
Rians, ’twas Trhyy* ugae/a, uyfcus,^ 7 tclvIi'ttS •wqjLCf) aturn^/^^ a truly feafo 
nable wound; fays Nazianzen*, that reRored health and fafety to the 
Chriftian World, who otherwife were Pure to have felt (and ’twa$ 
but what he had thrcat’ned) the utmoR effe&s of his feverity and 
difpleafure, had he return’d vittorious from the Perfian Expedition 
And the truth is , had his Reign been extended to any great number 
of years, lie would have mightily diRreR ChriRianity, and have re- 
duc’d it perhaps to a lower ebb , than ever it had been at in the times 
of any ol his moR fierce and violent PredeceRors. No body there- 
lore can blame them, if they entertain’d the News of his Death with 
joy and triumph ; the Churches b were filled with Hymns and Thankf- 
givings, their Houles with Feafis and Merriments, and the very 
Theaters chanted out the Glories of the Crofs, and derided the Va- 
nity ol the Heathen Oracles : And at Antioch, the People infulted 
over Maximus) the great Philolopher and Magician, that had blown up 
Julian into all this Folly and Cruelty, and unanimoufly cried out, 
What's now become, 0 thou fooliflj Maximus! of all thy Oracles and Divi¬ 
nations? God and his Chrtjt have overcome. I conclude this fhort, but 
famous Period, with the Words of ^Nazianzen in his lecond Inve&ivj 
againR Julian, publilh’d not long after his death,which when he had at 
large dilcours’d of,“ Thele (fays he c ) are the accounts that are given by 
“ us poor contemptible GaliUans , who worlhip a crucified Saviour, and 
“ profels our lelves the Dilciples and Followers of Filhermen , and 
“ illiterate Tradefmen, as they are pleas’d to phrafe it. Thefeare 
“the things which we fit down and ling iu the company of our old 
“Women; we that have half Rarv’d our lelves with long fafiingand 
“ abRinence; that watch it feems to little purpole, and play the fool 
“ in our Night devotions; and yet have made Ibift to lay you flat 
“ upon your back. Where are now your Grammarians and Orators? 
“ where are your Privy-councillors , (that I may begin my 
“ in the words of one of our unlearned and delpiled Party ?) what 
“are become of your Sacrifices, your Rites audMyfieries ? where are 
“your public and your lecret Vittims ? where are your Arts of In* 
“ ipetting Entrails, lo much talk’d of ? your prognoRic Divi¬ 
nations, and Spirits that gave Anfwers out of tne Belly? what’*

Wit were the peculiar humour of that Place. 

I ft H E began bis Reign, as became a wife and good Prince, with 
the Care of Religion. Warn'd with the unhappy Fate of his Prc- 
decefibr, he wrote c immediately to the Governours of Provinces to « soz.ib.rkcod. 
open the Churches, aild diligently attend the .Solemnities of Divine ib \ c A•vkiioft'. 
Worttiip, and let the Subjeds know, that the Chrittian Religion 
was the only true way of Worttiip. He rettor’d to the feveral 
Churches the Gilts and Revenues, and to the Clergy , and thole who 
liv’d within thc verge of it, the Privileges and Immunities which 
Julian had taken from them , particularly he rettor’d the Corn-Canon y 
(as they call’d it) the yearly Allowance of Corn , which Conjlnntinc 
the Great had fettled upon the Church , and which the late Emperour 
had abolifil’d. But hccaufe a great Dearth rag’d at that time, lie was 
forc’d for the prefent to cut ott* two thirds of that Tribute, promiling 
to rettorc it intire as loon as the Famine was over, and would no 
doubt have made good his w ord, had God fpar’d his Life. He alio 
recall’d all thole, both eccleliattic and lecular Perfons, that in the 
late times had been banifli’d for their Religion. The Pagan Temples 
he commanded to he ttiut up, and the public Sacrifices to be trfken 
away; whereupon the Prictts crept into Corners, and the very Phi- 
lofophcrs were lo frighted that they laid alkie the Pallmm , and ha- 
hited themlelyes accoriling to the common Garb. But this I con¬ 
ceive they did more out ol fear of the Chrittians upon this great 
Turn of Allairs , than any politive Conttitution of the Emperour to 
that purpole. l or wherc-cycr lie came, he kindly receiv’d , and ho¬ 
nourably entertain’d tile Pliilofoplicrs, and by an Edi£t f gave every r rU.Tbemi/i, 
man leave to lerveGod in his own way, which I underftand not of the 0u !‘ - Y// * H?* 
pubhc hut private Exereile of Religion. By this time lie was entred 2?S * 
upon his Conliilttiip, and being arriv’d at Ancyra in Galatia , was met 
by Ihcrntjlius the Philolopher, with fome others of thc Senatorian 
Order , where limnijltm in an elegant Oration g congratulated hint « om.fypr.cit; 
for his new Honour and Dignity, and at large gives him his jull com¬ 
mendation , clpecially lor his eompalFion to the afflifted and hanillied, 

?nd his admirable care of Religion, his great Indulgence towards all, 

111 leaving every one to thc ireedomof his own choice, and herein 
imitating God, who having planted in Mens Minds a natural Inclina¬ 
tion to Religion, has left every Man free to elude that way and means 
whereni he may belt exprels it : Princes might compel to the outward 
Att, hut the Mind was above all Warrants or Thrcat’nings; Force 
may make Men Hypocrites, hut not Religious; and to worttiip the 
Imperial Purple, not the Deity. Thence that untteadinels and in- 
conttancy that is in Rich Mens profeflion, for the force being taken o!f, 
they ttuauate to this or that, and change their Religion oft’ner than 
hurtt^us Ehbs and Flows. An Argument, w hich he there manages h ., ;/ . ..

But whatever 
might be laid for the thing it fell', they forgot when this would not 
pals with tliemlelves for currant DocW and how milcrably in 
former times they had treated the poor Chriftians, whom they had 
not only tempted to Apoftacy by prormfes and perlvvafions, but had 
endeavoured to force tliem to abandon their Religion by all the Me¬ 
thods of the molt barbarous and mcrcilefs Seventies. But tins only by 
■c. Tb. ub. 9 . the by. Befides this, the Emperour put out a Law 'to make it Ca- 
Pital for any toravilh, or but to attempt to marry the confccrated 
/.'4. 9 ^. f .64cs Virgins, (which we now call Nuns) occafioned by the loo enels and 
iniquity of the late times, wherein many had either bee by flattery 
courted into Marriages, or by force had been compeU’d to lewd 
Embraces. This Law is dated February xix. CCCLXIV. and 
himlelf liirvived not long after, dying at Dadaftant, a Village in 
the Coniines of G ahtia and Bithytua, of poifonous Mufhrooms 
whereof feme fay he had plentifully luppd ; more probably he was 
choak’d with the fmokc of Coals; or, as others, with the damp of 
a new plaifter’d Chamber , and perhaps both concurred to give him 
his death. However ’twas, he was found dead in Ins Bed, “fter lic 
had reign’d not full eight months. A valuable I rince, whole Reign 
’iis like, had it been longer, would have rend red the Condition both 

of Church and State very happy and prolpcrous. .

fault with him for negligence in his Office, and turn d lum ou > < 
baniffi’d him, lome Iky, to bbtttuu. a delolate 1 own in A,n,tm , 
or, as others affirm, to 71 Wait in Egypt, whence lie return tin the 
beginning of Reign. Meffengers were immediately dd- 

patch’d to Antyn , tocarry him the welcome Nevvs and oonduft 
io Nice where the Soldiers letting linn upon a Shield, ffiew d lira 
openly, and proclaim’d him Emperour, but withallrequir d that li 
would take to him a Partner in the Empire and the node was lontl 
and clamorous, whereupon beckoning with his hand to make iilcnce, 
lie replied, with a Rclolution that became a Prince,

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power, Gentlemen , to nuke me Emperour , but being fo , ’tis not yours , 
but my part to command: Submiffion is your Duty as Subjects , mine as Em - 
perour , to take care of the Commonwealth. An Anfwer, that ftruck 
them dumb ; liowever within a month he a (fum’d his Brother Valens 
to be his Collegue in the Empire, to whom he allotted the Eajlern 
Parts, having referv’d the Weflcrn to himfelf. 

IV. TO render their Government, at their firft Petting out, 
more grateful and acceptable to the People , they endeavoured to ob¬ 
lige all Parties by a general Toleration, enaftingm, That every one 
nmdit worfliip God according to the Rites of that Religion wherein Amm. Mured. 
he had been educated ; that no Man fhould be compcll’d to this or that !• ?o.p. 1S32. 
way of Worfliip, nor Subjefts be forc’d to profefs the fame Religion 
with their Prince, but all be left to a free and uncondrain’d choice. 5^9,543? 
An Aft, for which they are fiifiiciently cried up by Pagan-Writers. 

The Heathens were not to be taught what ufc to make of this Indul¬ 
gence, which they wound up to the liighed peg, fo that not con- 
tent n with the private cxcrcife of their Superdition, in many places "MeoJ. lib. 4. 
they fet it up publicity, lolemniz’d their accudomed Fedivals, cele- 
brated their impious Myderies, and made their wild and extravagant 
Proceflions through the open dreets. This general Liberty the Em- 
perours by degrees began to redrain ; by a Law 0 publifh’d this fird 
year of their Reign, they feiz’d the Farms and Revenues belonging ‘ 

to the Heathen Temples, taken away by Confiantine and his Sons, and 
either given or fold to private perfons, but refum’d and relTor’d by 
Julian , which they now annext as an additional Revenue to their own 
private Patrimony. By another r, they forbad all Night-facrilices, 

Charms, and Magic-Divinations, tilde being accounted mod ma- /. 4 f .'735. 
lignant and dangerous, and the Night fitted: to cover fuch black and 
bellifli Rites. But upon a Rcprefcntation made by Pratextats/s , Pro-! 
confiilof Greece , how intolerable this Conftitution would be to that 
people, if it took away their (acred My fie ries , fo univcrfally enter¬ 
tain’d and reverenc’d by all Mankind , Achaia had the favour to be 
exempt from it, provided they afted nothing herein but what was 
agreeable to the ancient Ullages of their ow r n Country. They took 
care 1 that no Chridian , upon pretence of any Crime w’hatfoever , 9 » 

fhould be condemn’d to the glad iatory Sports, as being didionourable ' ' 
to the Chridian Name ; and whereas the Gentile Temples were fain 
to be guarded by Soldiers , to defend them from the aifaults of Chri- 
dians, who could not well brook the Liberty lately indulg’d them , 
w’here-cvcr they had power and opportunity (a>s they now had 
at Rome, the eider Symmachm , a zealous Pagan, being Provod of 
that Cut' ) they forc’d Chridians upon that Service: Winch being 
complain’d of, Valentinian commanded r , That no Judge or Officer */b Hb.16.ri:. 
fliould prefume to do it, upon pain of the lofs both of Edateand LL 1 ‘ 

Life. Both the(e Laws are directed to Symmachtis , and bear Date 
Ann. CCCLXV. By thele proceedings the Gentiles perceiv’d the 
vanity of their own Prcdiftions; for finding that Cliridianity r had ^f hit - 
gain’d ground under the fierced perlecutions, and that their own * u }.\\ 3 ’o.-m. 
Religion funk and declin’d apace, to keep upthelpiritsof their Party, t./q. 
they produc’d a Prophecy, pretended to have been diftated by one 
of the Oracles of Greece , wherein they declar’d, that though Chrid 
himfelf was no Magician , yet that St. Peter had procur’d by Art 

Magic, 
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Magic, that the Chriftian Religion fhould laft CCCLXV. Years, 
and then immediately vanilhoutof the World. This Period was 
now run out, and St. Angnjlin , who wrote feveral years after, does 
fufticiently deride and expofb their folly , the Event having fo palpa¬ 
bly confuted their Prediction. 

V. BUT the infolent Carriage of the Gentiles was not eafily taken 
down, they improv’d the public Toleration , and feeing Valens hear¬ 
tily efpoufing the Arian Caufe, and fpending the main of his feverity 
upon the Catholicks, began every day to grow more bold and impu¬ 
dent , ’till he was forc’d to make it Capital for any, cither in public 
or private, either by night or day, to exercife any Art of Divina¬ 
tion , -or to confult them that did fo. The occafion of this Law was 
*sozom. lib. 6. this: Several of the moft eminent Philofophers 1 of that time were 
C.3-5.P. 693. inwardly griev’d at the flourifhing Rate of Chriftiamty, they grew 
TwVhllo/i. weary of Valens his Government, and long’d for anotherEmperour 
h 9 .c . 0 f t h c i r own Religion. And that this Delign might have both greater 
fZ'tTiU encouragement and reputation , they fecretly confederated with fome 
icTzofiJ) 4. Great Perfons at Court, and Officers in the Army , and tried by all 
P 743* viitf* met hods of Divination, to know who was likely to fucceed Valens 
lZ r Z in the Empire. At laft a Tripos made of Lawrcl was artificially pre- 
Aihtr ttirran- par ’ c | j anc i confecrated with certain Magic Charms and Invocations, 
TmJ/fZs it was plac’d in the middle of a Room perfum’d with Arabian Spices, 
the Charger upon which ’twas fet had upon its utmoft brim the xxiv. 
Letters of the Alphabet neatly engrav’d, and fet at due diftances from 
each other. Then a Perfon clad in Linnen Vcffments came in with 
Laurel Branches in his hand, and after fome Charms performed, 
(link’d a Magical Ring hanging at a Curtain about the edge of the 
Charger, ’till by jumping up and down it fell upon fuch or fuch 
Letters of the Alphabet, where it feem’d to flay, the Prieft there¬ 
upon compofing certain Heroic Verfes in anfwcr to the Interrogatories 
that had been put. The Letters which the Ring pointed out in this 
cafe were thefe four, ©. E. O. A. which being put together compos’d 
thele two fyllables THEO D; whereupon one that Rood by pre- 
fently cried out, that the Oracle plainly intended Theodoras, who was 
indeed a Man of Birth and Quality, and famous for his Learning, 
Wifdom , Modcfty, and Humanity , but a Gentile , and one who they 
all pallionately defil’d might be promoted to the Empire. But it was 
not long before the whole Conlpiracy was difeovered to the Empe¬ 
rour, who divided bet ween afionifiiment and anger commanded the 
bulinefs to be brought under a thorough ferutiny and examination. 
Theodor us was beheaded, the Maker ot the Tripos burnt alive, and 
all the reft that were any ways concern’d in the fatal Confult exquifitly 
tortur’d , and then put to death , whole arraignments, racks, and 
fevere ufages, may be read at large in Ammtanus Marcellinus. All 
Philofophers that came to hand were Pure to be executed, and the 
Emperour, who was always cruel, was in this cafe outragious, not 
fparing any that did but go habited like Philofophers , though they 
addicted not themfelves to thofe ftudies; a fring’d Cloke being then 
taken for a fuflicicnt evidence of a Magician and a Conjurer. Among 
thefe Philofophers was Maximus , Julian’s great Mafter, the moft 
celebrated Philofbpher of that Age : Valins ow’d him an old grudge, 
for an affront he had done him and his Brother in Julian’s time, and 

there-

therefore in the beginning of hislleign had treated him with thofe 
exquifite feverities, which Eunafius To tragically complains of; and 
being now charg’d with being privy to the Plot, though he only knew 
of it and told the Confpirators they would all come to an untimely 
end ’was carried to Ephefus, the place of his Nativity, and there 
beheaded. But above all others, the Emperour’s fury rag’d againft 
thofe whole Names began with thofe four Letters, whether Theodo* 
rus Theodotus , Tkeodofi*, Theodulu* or the like , whom he put to 
death where-ever he found them , by the fame bloody Policy where¬ 
with Herod once butchered the Infants at Bethlehem , hoping that 111 
the number he fihould make away the new-born Meffiah , and King of 
the Jews, And this profecuted with fo much rigour, that many, to 
avoid the danger , chang’d their Names, as not being willing to lofe 
their Lives for a malignant Name. And yet God, who delights many 
times to defeat Mens malicious curiofity, fuftered the Great Theodojius 
toefcape, and hi defpite of all his care and cruelty to fucceed him 
in the Eaflern Empire; and ’tisfaid, that his Parents were parti¬ 
cularly warn’d in a Dream to give him that Name, as an Omen it 
feems of his after Greatnefs. Nor did Valens perfecute Men only, 
but Books upon this occafion , commanding a fearch to be made for 
all Books of Magic , or any other curious or unlawful Art, which 
•being piled upon heaps were publickly burnt. And at this time it 
was, that Chryfojlom , then a Youth, was in fome danger: For as he ^ 

was going one day to Church, he took up a Book, which a lufpetted 
perfon had thrown into the River, and upon perufal found it a Book 
of Magic, and was efpied by a Soldier that pafs’d by, and law him 
and his companion take it up. They knew not well what to do with 
it, it being almoft equally dangerous to keep or part with it : But 
they threw it away, and efcap’d the danger. 

VI. IN the Wejl things were carried towards the Gentiles with 
a more eafie hand. Several u of the Senatorian Order at Rome had 
been accus’d of prattifing in unlawful Divination , and the Judge, to 
whom the examination of the Caufe was referr’d, had proceeded in ' 
it with an over-rigorous partiality, and had made a very ill represen¬ 
tation of it to the Emperour, who had begun to profecute fmartly: 

But the Senate fent a Committee to Valentinian , to befeech him that 
perfons might not be punifh’d above the Merits of their Crimes, nor 
any Senator extrajudicially put upon the Rack. The Emperour re¬ 
plied , he had given no fuch order, and that thefe were Reports 
fram’d on purpofe to throw ill Reflexions upon him ; and in his Rc- 
feript w to the Senate declar’d, That he look’d upon Soothfaying as *c.rh. louit 
not a kin to Magic, and fo long as innocently pra&is’d, he found no 
fault with it, but permitted both it and the other Parts of the Reli¬ 
gion of their Anceftors to be us’d, as the Laws which lie had made 
to that purpofe in the beginning of his Reign could fufficiently wit- 
nefs. And for the Charge * brought againft the Senators, he had re- * m /. 10. 
ferr’d the debate of it to the Provoft of the City, who if he could 
not determin it, then he commanded, that the perfons concern’d, 
with an account of all Proceedings in the Cafe, fhould be fent to 
him. By another Law, about the fame time, he granted to the Pro¬ 
vincial Priefts y (they were thofe that fuperintended a whole Province, vb.Ub.12.Tti. 
and were ufually chofe out of the Body of the Ouriales , their bufineft • 

was 
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was to take care of the Temples and facred Rites, the Pomps and 
Proccffions upon Feftivals, and at their own charge to provide for 
and manage the public Shews and Spettacles ; to thefc he granted) 
that they fhould be free from the burden of all civil Offices, and enjoy 
the fame priviledge with Perfonsof Honour and Quality, not to be 
rack’d and tortur’d,and have the Comitative Honour,or the fame Place 
and Diguity which the Comitts who had well difeharg’d their trull,had 
conferr d upon them as the reward of their pains and care. At this 
r«.V/A t 1,nealfo he took order about the Players z who afted at the public 
p.361. Theaters, (a Trade exprefly forbidden by the Canons of 

the Church) that in cafe of imminent danger of Death, they might 
upon their repentance and earned defire, be admitted to the Sacra! 
ments, (that is, both Baptifm and the Eucharill) provided it was 
done with the allowance of the Biffiop, and the infpeftion of the 
Civil Magi Urate: And that if fuch perfons fhould recover they 
fhould be no longer forc’d to attend the Service of the Theater * 1 

„ VIL r I J 0 was now about i th e Year CCCLXXII. when Mavia>, 
I. 6 .c.tf.p. 6 99 . QL ,ccn Ot theo<ir<fce»x, a People inhabiting the Parts of Arabia that lav 
l! 7 d 6^:2 ncKt JW ’ £ nt Mofes (who liv’d a Monadic Life in the neighbour- 
1.2.C. 6 . p.216. J,1 S Wdderncfs, a Man no lefs famous for his Miracles than his Piety) 
to Alexandria to be ordain’d Biffiop, who refilling to be confecratcd 
by Lucius, whom the Arians hadthrudup into that See, newly va-' 
cant by the death of Athanaftus, betook himfelf to the Catholic Biffiops 
that hv d in exile, and having from their Hands receiv’d his Ordina¬ 
tion, return’d back into his own Country, thegreated part whereof 
he converted to the Chridian Faith. And the work was afterwards 
carried on to great perfection, when Zocomus, Head of one of the 
princma! Tnbes, upon the birth of a Son (which a religious Monk 
ahur d him he fhould have, if he would embrace Chridianity) was 
baptiz. d, and brought over his People to the fame Faith. Chridanity 
hccr.iu 33. ma « ca further progrefs among the Northern Nations, efpe- 

f.j 7 . ciallv the Goths b that dwelt upon the Danow: For Phritfrernns one 
of the Princes of that Nation, having by the affidancc which Valens 
had lent him, gain d a confiderablc Victory again ft Athanaricu* , ano¬ 
ther otthofe Princes, did in gratitude to theEmperour, and as a 
inn aflurance of his Fncndffiip, entertain the Chridian Religion into 
ins Cduntry , and the Arians being at this time the only powerful 
Faction at Court , took this opportunity to introduce Arianifm a- 
mong mzGotbs , though it had taken root there lbme time before bv 
4 Lii>. i.ap, 5. ,°f MMulas t heir Biffiop, who coming on an Embafly in 

p.4 7 ,, the Reign of Conjlantius , ( Philoftorgius c places it in the time of 
Lonjtantine) had fall n in with Eudoxiw, Acaciw , and others of that 
J ] rt y.\ b y hc was perverted to their pernicious Principles 
which lie carried back with him, and drenuoufly propagated in his 
own Country. He was the fird that found out th eGotbic Letters 
and having done fo, tranflated the Bible into their native Language’ 
which mightdy conduc’d to the further fpeedy fiiccefs of Chriffianitv 
in thofe Parts. And one thing efpecialfy is memorable in this cafe, 
that in this Tranflation he omitted the Books of Kjngs (which took 
m alfo thofe of Samuel and the Chronicles) becaufe thefe contain- 
mg little but an Account of Wars, would be apt to inflame the 
Minds of that People, who being naturally a fierce warlike Nation, 

needed 
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needed rather a Bridle, th in a Spur to quicken them to martial Under¬ 
takings. Valens in the mean while milerably harafs’d the poor Catho- 
licks, whom he purfued witlnhat rage and violence, that 7 hemiftiuft, * So *' ib ' c f 7t 
the Philofbphfer, undertook their Caufe, which he pleaded in a fet f* 

Oration before the Empcrour, ffiewing him, that ’twas rid wonder if 
there was fuch difference of Opinions among!* them, which was yet 
but incohfiderable, if compar’d with thofe numerous and vaftlv di- 
ftant Opinions that were among the Greeks , which mult neceflarily 
breed fome difguft and difagreement; and that perhaps God was de¬ 
lighted with this variety of Sentiments, feeing it tended to beget in 
Mens Minds a profounder Reverence towards the Divine Majefty, 
when they found the Knowledge of him fo deep, that no humane 
capacity could fathom or comprehend it. And thus while he pleaded 
for the Catholicks, he cunningly infinuated the Caufe of the Gentiles , 
which elfewhere he defends upon the fame grounds; Tliis Oration, 
tranflated by Dudithius , is Hill eXtant in Latine, which Petavius , to 
fupply the defe£t, has turn’d into Greek , but denies (though upon very 
weak Reafons) that ’twas the fame pronounc’d by that Orator upon 
this occafion j not to fay , that the Paffages cited out of it by Socrates 
and Sozomen , are exactly to be found in it. And it feems an Argu¬ 
ment he much delighted in, this being much what the fame both for 
words and matter, with that ConfuUr Oration, which he delivered 
before "Jovian at his entrance upon the Confulffiip. Little clfe is me¬ 
morable in the Time of thefe Emperours: Valentinian died the xvii tb of 
November, Anno CCCLXXV. whom Valens furviv’d fcarce three 
Years, whofe Reign in the general was more indulgent to Pagans, 
and more fevere to Catholic Chriftians, than that of any Chriftiari 
Emperour either before or fmce. .

The State of Pagan Religion under the 
Reigns of Gratian, Theodosius 
the Great, and his Succellors. 



TheOdofius advanc’d by Gratian to the Eaftern Empire. His retraining 
the boldnefs and liberty of the Pagans, by ftvere Laws againft Apoftacy, 
Sacrifices, Divinations, &rc. Gen tillfm hereby reduc’d to a low ebb. 
Particular provifion about the Temple at Asdefth. Gratian re fifes the 
Sacerdotal Stole, and the Title of Pontifex Maximus , hitherto worn by 
Chriftian Emperours. Proceedings againft Paganifm reviv’d , and more 
briskly carried on in the Eaft. The famous Temple of Sara pis at Alex¬ 
andria defac’d , and the ridiculous Pollies of Gentile-Idolatry publtckly 
expos’d. Sedition and Tumult hereupon rais’d by the Gentiles , and grest 
mifchief done to Chriftians. The Reformation carried on by Theopnilus 
Bifljop of Alexandria. The celebrated Image of Sarapis openly burnt. 
The Ruin of this Temple foretold by the Gentiles themfelves. The reft 
of the Temples at Alexandria demoliflj’d. The lewdnefs and debaucheries 
nfually committed in thofc places j,hewn by a particular inftanee. Chri¬ 
ftian Churches eretted ever thofc places. The River Nilus not flowing 
fo plentifully as formerly. This charg’d by the Gentiles as apunifljment 
from the Gods for the deftruffion of their Temples ; but prov’d falft by a 
contrary Event. The fame Reformation carried on in the Eaftern 
Parts. The miraculous demolifhing a Temple at Apamea by Marcellus 

Bifbop 
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Bifljop of that place. Theodofius at Rome perfvades the Gentile-part 
of the Senate to become Chriftians , but is obftinately rejected. Sym- 
machus/ar his infolence and importunity bamflj’d Rome. The Gentile 
Laufe undertaken , and ex proteflo pleaded by Libanius: The Sum of 
his Oration dc Templis prefented to the Emperour , but nothing gain’d 
from him. Attempts of the Gentiles againft his Life. Several Edicts 
for the Suppreflion of Pagan Rites. Theodofius his laft Law againft the 
whole Body of their Religion , and the feveral Parts and Branches of it 
The Death of that good Emperour. 'The fame work purfied by Area* 
dius , his Son and Succeffor. The remaining Temples pull’d down and 
the Materials difpos’d of to publick Buildings. The Council of Carthage 
petitions Honorius/^ the abolifljing the Remainders of Idolatrous Rites 
in Afric, with the Emperour’s Anfwer. Several Laws of Honorius 
r Theodofius, in pur fiance of the fame Deftgn thorough 
all Parts of the Empire, briefly noted. Paganifm afraid to /bow its head 
and generally driven into Corners. The whole concluded with a ftjort Re¬ 
capitulation out of Theoderit. 

HE InipericM Brothers dying, the Govern¬ 
ment refted in the hands of the two Sons 
of Valentinian ; Gratian , who had already 
reign’d twelve, and Valentinian junior y 
who had reign’d three Years. Gratian 
found work enough on all hands, the 
Empire labouring under great Incum¬ 
brances, and having little affiftance from 
his Brother, who was but young, was 
„ n „ . , . t ncceflitated to take in a Partner for the 

Eaftern Empire, to defend thofc Parts, at this time miferably infefted 
•7 7 j The Perfon he pitch’d on was beyond all exception , 

1 hcodofms , a Spaniard , who from the Renown of his Aftions J|fervedJy 
bears the Sirname of Great. The Gentiles for the main had enjoyed 
the peaceable Lxercife of their Religion for many years, having met 
with little or no interruption in it fince the Times of Conftantius. And 
for tlie two hrft Years of 1 hcodoftus , almoft wholly taken up with 
Wars, their Temples were opcn% and they had the freedom of their 'viLzof*. 
old Rites and Ceremonies. So that many began to look kindly upon 1 4- P 755* 
their former Superftitions, and others, meeting with fiich cruel 
ulage in the Reign of Valens (when the Perfecution was carried on bv 
a jomt-concurrence of Arlans, jews, and Gentiles,) took ftielter in 
the okl Religion. In fo much, that the Emperour found it ncccflarv 
to rcftrain it by a Law f dated April xxvi. Ann. CCCLXXXI. That 'c.rh. nb 
tiny who apoftatized from Chriftianity to Paganifm fhould lofe all rn.ru. i. f

I rivilcgc of a Roman) fo that none of his Friends or Kindred fhould 
be the better for any Mate which he left behind him. Which lie and 
explain d and ratified by many fubfequent Edifts, feveral 
Uauics being added rcipefting both Perfons and Tilings.

„ vU !mr , try Vas Zsfimut h complains) being alTaulted, and the Pagans not able 
758. f to^lift up their Eyes to Heaven, and pay their Devotions to the Planets, 
withom danger of their Heads. Among the reft, there was a famous 
Pantheon, curioullv adorn’d with abundance of exqudite Statues and 
Imaces of the Gods, in the Province of Ofrboene , (at Aldejja, as Gotbo- 
Telnoc improbably conjeftures: ) This was flint up, but upon the 
Gentiles complaint at Court, representing that theiCity was thereby 
greatly prejudic’d, who were wont here to hold tlieir public Meetings, 
fnd to keep their common Pcftivals, Specially thole wherein they 
offer’d up their Prayers for the life and lately ot the Emperour, it was 
‘ mil. 8. granted,‘that it fliould ftand open for thele tiles, that the Images 
fliould remain by way of Ornament, but that no Sacrtfices fliould be 
offer’d in it. In the IVeftem Parts Grattan kept fomewhat a levcre 
hand upon the Pagans. He had given them a tail ot what they might: 
V, r exnefll'rom him when he refus’d k the Sacerdotal Robe. The Roman 

t ' 4 ‘ Empcrours had all along born the Oflicc and Title of Pontifex Maxi¬ 
ma/ or Chief Head of the Pontifical Colledge: Nay, none of the 
Chriftian Emperours had hitherto fcrupled to accept ot it as anhonou- 
rarv Title but when the Priefts came to confer it upon G rattan, and 
offer'd him the Pontifical Robe, he plainly refus’d it accounting it 
unlawful for him who was aChriftian to wear that Habit. The Stole 
being deliver’d back to the Priefts, the chief of their Company cried 
out If the Emperour will not be ftyl’d Pontifex Maximus, it will not 
be long before Maxim,is be Pontifex, refkaing upon Maximus, who 
was then ready to invade the Empire, and who ftiortly after treache- 
roufly murder’d G ration, and became a great Friend and Patron to 
d the Gentiles. But laving the authorityof Zofimtu who 
Imp. c/ES. GRATIANUS reports it, plain it is both from tome ancient Inlcriptions, 
Pius, ff.lix. — Pont. . r m t | le teftimony of An font us, Gm/Ws Tutor, that 
‘tilnZrl this Title was frequently conferr’d upon him, tho perhaps 
tunm, fotefljic impewor — j t mifflit be only by Connivance, and not by the Aiiow- 
romifex religion:. Mon. cm. t h c E mper0 ur. But whatever intimations of 

Mm.sdi»,.oum* t . 7 i«. d . mke Gratim mi ^ ht makC) thc GentUes W ere not difeou- 

rae’d from attempting fomething in the Caufe of their Religion, 
for finding the public Adairs embroil’d, they began to take heart, 
at Rome Specially, where a fmall part of the Senate took upon 
themfelves in thc name of the whole, to fend an Addrefs to the Em¬ 
perour Valent,man, to beg favour in behalf of their Religion, but 
were countermin’d and quafh’d by Pope Damafus and S. Ambrofe as 
we have ellewhcrc obferv’d. And when a great Famine loon after 
rag’d at Rome, ’twas faid to proceed from the difpleature of the Gods 
for thc negleft and fupprelftonof their Religious Rites, and that the 
Punilhment had a vilible fignature of the Sin upon it, it being but 
lull, that they fliould wantBrcad themfelves, who had taken away 
from the Priefts and Vefial Virgins that little Maintenance which the 
munificence of former times had bellow’d upon them. The follow¬ 
ing year Symmachus was made Provoft of Rome, who immediately 
drew up a large Addrefs to the Emperour, wherein with all the mb- 
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tleties of Wit and Eloquence he pleaded the Caufe of his Religion. 

But was happily cncountred, anfwer’d, and baffled, by the great and 
learned Bilhop of Milan. An account whereof we have given at 
large in the Life of S. Ambrofe. 

II. THE Gentiles in the Eaft , notwitllftanding the ProVifioii 
that had been made againft it four years fince, could not be taken off 
from tampering with Arufpices , Augures , Magicians, and the reft of 
that Tribe, which forc’d Theodofius to quicken the execution of thole 
Laws, making it Capital" for any, either upon any prelcnt Emergency, 
or for die knowing any future Event, to confult divinatory Sacrificed 
This Relcript is directed to Cymgins, the Praetorian Prafeft of tile Eafi, 
a perlon honourable both for his Greatnels and his Piety, and em¬ 
ploy’d by the Emperour upon the molt important Services : To him 
he committed 1 the care of reforming Paganifm in the Eafiern Farts, 1 zofim. 1. <: 
cfpecially in Egypt, whither he Pent him, Ann. CCCLXXXVIL irii- 
powering him to fhut up or demolifii the Gentile-Temples, and extir¬ 
pate their Superftitions. Upon his arrival at Alexandria , m Informers IC * 

accus’d feveral of the Senate, and brought both their Pcrfons and 
Eftates in danger, upon pretence, ’tis like, that they were Church- 
Lands, Revenues belonging to the Pagan Temples. Cynegius upon 
examination punifh’d the Informers, and freed their Eftates, whole 
judgment herein upon tlieir Petition at Court, the Emperour himlelf 
confirm’d. But, alas! Cynegius left the main Work imperfett, dying 
the next year, and was honourably buried at ConJlAntinopki But the 
Work went on however, Tbeophilus Bilhop til Alexandria being zea¬ 
lous in it. The firft attempt in it was thus: There was at Alexandria 
an ancient and famous Temple, "dedicated to Sarapis, delcribed by " Pefcript. 
Rufina, °and affirm’d by a Geographer of that Age to have been a ^/rVis. 
piece of exquifite Artifice, and for the ftatelinefs of the Building, con- „ Ru p H ’,' f 
trivance of the Stru&ure, and folemnity of the Worfhip, to have c.22.p.2^. 
carried away the Glory from all other places, and to have been the . 

almoft only admirable Spe&aclc in the whole World. This place 17^.274.**- 
Theophilut had begg’d or the Emperour, dcligning to enlarge it into zo,n - 1 ■ 7- 
a Church. Workmen were let on to clear the Rubbilh, who found c ' I? ‘ p ' 723 ‘ 
many dark Vaults and Cellers, the lecret Receptacles of the Pagans 
moft hidden Rites and Myfteries, out of which they brought many 
deteftable and obfeene Images and Utenfils, which they publicly ex¬ 
pos’d to the fcorn and derifion of the People. This provok’d the 
Gentiles beyond meafure, who immediately gathered into a Body, and 
tho the far lelTer number, yet being arm’d with Rage and Fury, 
broke in upon the Chriftians, wounded many of them, others they 
kill’d out right, and flying to the Temple, engarrilon’d themfelves 
in it. Some Chriftians they had taken Priloners, and brought along, 
with them, whom they forc’d to do Sacrifice, or upon their refufal, 
put to Death with the mod exquifite and unheard-of Tortures; 

The Party was headed by one Olymptts a Philolopher, who perfiiaded 
them not to delert the Religion of their Country, but if need was, 
valiantly to dye for it. And when he (aw them deje&ed for the lofs 
of their Images, he told them, They fhould not be troubled at this, 
they were indeed no other than what they law, things material, and 
liable to violence and corruption, but were inhabited by certain Di¬ 
vine Powers, which upon their defacing wece retir’d into Heaven,. 

Several 
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Several Eflays were made by the Magiftrates to bring them to reafoii, 
and make them give account of what they had done ; but in vain: 
They defpis’d all Arguments and Threatnings, whereupon the Magi¬ 
ftrates w ere forc’d to lend and acquaint the Emperour with what had 
happen'd, who, according to the fweetnefs ol his Nature, rcply’d, 
That for the Chriftians that had been flain, they were happy, having 
been honour’d with the Crown of Martyrdom; and for their Murde- 
rers, he rclolv’d to pardon them, in hopes, that lo much Grace and 
Clemency might become an efte&ual Argument for their Conver- 
fion: But however, that the Temples, that had been the caufc of all 
this, fhould be pull’d down to the ground. . The Letter w-as no fooner 
read, but the Chriftians entertain’d it with infinite Acclamations, and 
the Gentiles dilpers’d and fled; which done, Theophilus, accompanied 
with the Monks, and aflifted by Evagrius the Augnjlal Prxfett, and 
Romatws Commander of the Army,again let upon the Work,the Tem- 
p socr. so- pic it felf they wholly demolifh’d, in the Walls p whereof they found 
Tufa!i6.c.2o. Stone* with Hieroglyphics engraven upon them, refembling a Crofs, 
f. 25S. ’ * * w hich the Chriftians interpreted of the honourable Enflgn of their 
Religion, and w r crc therein the more confirm’d, when one skill’d in 
thole mv(fie Letters, and lately turn’d Chriftian, allur’d them, thole 
Hieroglyphic Notes flgnilied the Lite to come, and that others of thole 
Hieroglyphics did impart, that the Temple of Serapis lliould have an 
end, when thole Notes were brought to light. Within the circumfe- 
Rufn. Mi. rencc of this great Building ftood a 1 Chappel, fupported by rich 
c Marble Pillars, the Walls overlaid with Gold, and that cover’d as a 

Shield with Silver, and that defended by a Cover of Brafs; in this 
flood the Image of Sarapis, lo large, that with one hand he touch’d 
one fide, and with the other the other fide of the Temple, with many 
quaint Devices to abule and delude the people. They had a Tradi¬ 
tion, that if any Man did but touch this Image, the Earth would im¬ 
mediately open, the Heavens be diifolv’d, and all things run into a 
Chaos and Confulion. But a Chriftian Soldier that ftood by, anima¬ 
ted thereto by Theophilus the Bifbop, w'as refolv’d to make the Experi¬ 
ment : For taking a Bill in his hand, he cleft him down the Jaws, and 
finding no other dreadful Efle&s cnlue, but an Army of Mice, which 
fled out at the breach he had made, they cut him Limb from Limb; 
Ids Head, Feet, and the reft of Ids Parts, w'ere faften’d to Ropes, and 
having been dragg’d up and clown the Streets, w'ere burnt in feveral 
places of the City, the Trunk or Body of the Image being referv’d 
For a more lolemn Fire in the Amphitheater. The utter ruine of this 
* iiinup. in vit. Temple w r as, it leems, foretold by Antoninus r the Philofopher, who 
,AJ:s. p. 6c, a (p ur \j ] 1 { s Scholars, it would happen loon after his death; nay, w'c 
tlozom. 1 . 7 arc t0 ^> * that Olympus himlelf, while he kept his Garrilon in it, the 
r. 1 5 . f. 725. ’ very night before the Empcrour’s Order did arrive, it being a very 
dark and tempeftuous Night, heard a voice in the Temple, tinging 
Alleluia. He w'as not a little fiirpriz’d, know ing the Doors W'ere fail 
flint, and all the Company fa ft aflcep, and feeing no body, and plainly 
and diftinttly hearing the Voice, and the Mufical Note, began to fuf- 
pett what it portended, and departing privately out of the Temple, 
Cook Ship immediately, and went for Italy. 

I V. THE Mother-Temple and Patron-Deity being thus rid 
out of the way, the reft follow’d with an ealier hand, all the Pagan- 

Temples 
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Temples and Images <* in that City being overturn’d, the Follies, r *«/&»• 
Lewdnedes, and. Impieties whereof, w'ere laid open before the people. < ’’ 24 ’ 

One Inftance whereof muft not be forgotten. Tyrannus a Prieft of 
the Temple of Sa'urn, famous for giving Oracles, had his Temple 
frequented by perfbns of the beft Quality about that City. When he 
had a mind to corrupt any of their Wives, he would tell the Nobleman, 

’tu'as the Gods pleafure that his Wife lliould come and fpend that 
nights Devotions in the Temple. The Lady was clrefs’d up wfith all 
advantages, and night being come, the Doors W'ere lock’d faft upon 
her, and while Ihc was intent upon her Devotions, the Prieft by fecret 
conveyances crept into the old Wormeaten Image of Saturn, through 
which lie fpake to her, as if it had been the God himfelf, and having 
thus prepar’d her, by unfeen Cords fiiddcnly put out the Lights, anci 
then coming forth, and feizing upon the affrighted Lady, eafily drew' 
her into lewd Embraces. 'I his Trade he had follow’d many years, 

’till meeting with one that would not be for his turn, and who knew 
him by his voice, fhe complain’dI of the affront to her Husband, who 
difeover’d the Villany, brought Tyr annus to condign Punifhment, and 
both Temple and Idol to a ihameful end. Thefe ruinated 1 Temples . Ru r in ili{ 
W'ere generally turn’d into Churches; out of that of Sarapis was built * 27. yj so*. 
on the one fide a Martyrium, (wherein were repos’d the remains of loc ‘ c,u 
\John the Baptift ;) on the other,a Church called after the name of Area- 
dius the Emperour. It happen’d upon this Revolution, that the River 
Ntlc u did not fo plentifully overflow as it was wont to do. The people «* sozom. 1. 7 . 
hereupon began to mutiny, and laid, It was,becaufe they w'ere not fuf- f- .}• 73*- 
fer’d according to their ancient ufage to do Sacrifice to the River. The 3<> 

Governour w r as troubled, and fearing an open Sedition, fent to ac¬ 
quaint the Emperour, who return’d this anfwcr, That ’tw-as better 
to preferve our Duty to God, than to prefer the Streams of Nile, or 
the Plenty of the Country before Piety and Religion. Let the River 
(laid he) never flow again, if it muft be drawn out with Charms, 
appeas’d with Sacrifices, and its Waters defil’d with Blood. But the 
Controverfy w’as foon ended, for the River return’d to its ancient 
courfc, and riling above thehigheft mark (which yet it feldomor 
never reach’d) put them into a quite contrary Paflion, fearing it 
would inevitably drown the Country. And now the Pagans chang’d 
their Tune, and turn’d their Scene into Droll and Ridicule , crying 
out in their Theaters, That the old doting Nile had loft his retentive 
faculty, and could no longer hold his Water. While others made a 
more grave and jferious ufe of it,being thereby convinc’d of the vanity 
of their native Supcrftition, and going over to Chriftianity. As 
indeed, throughout the whole progrefs of thefe Affairs, incredible 
numbers were gain’d over to the Chriftian Faith. Thefe Proceedings 
alarm d tile G entiles w in other Parts, in Arabia , PaUJline, Phamcia y &c. * sozem, ibid, 
where they ftood upon their Guard, and hir’d Country-men to come <*• l s-p. 725- 
in and defend their Temples. At Apamca ftood a celebrated Temple I2UP.2I7. 
dedicated to Jupiter, a vaft and ftrongly-compa&ed Stru&ure ; this 
Marcellus Brfhop of that place refolv’dfto pull dowm, but could get no 
Man to undertake it, fo diflicult a tiling w'as it look’d upon to demo- 
Inh it. And indeed fo ftrongly were the Pagan Temples generally 
built, and the Stones fo faft cramp’d together with Irons, that Lila - 
n/us x tells us, it coft the Chriftians no lefs pains to take them dowm, p 0 ™, etemf> ’ 

than 
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than it had done the Gentiles at firft to build them up. At length 
comes a common Labourer who ventur’d upon it, and undermining 
the Foundation of the Portico's that upheld it, put Fire to them, but 
a Dxrnon appearing in a black Drefs, drove away the Fire. After fe- 
veral attempts to no purpole, Marcella took a Pot of Water, which 
he carried into the Church, and falling down before the holy Tabic, 
heartily recommended the Caule to God ; then he deliver’d the Pot to 
Equities his Deacon, who went and threw it upon the Fire, which, 
like lo much Oyl, immediately blew up the Flames, which fpread 
without conti oil, 16 that within a few hours, to the admiration of all 
that (aw it, that ftrong and ftately Building lay level with the Ground. 
But the good Biflhop iped not 16 well in all his attempts; for going to 
do the hke Execution upon a great Temple 2xAulon t y a City in that 
Country, while his Company were bulie about the work, certain 
Pagans came behind him, and catching him up, threw him into the 
Fire, and burnt him to death. And when afterwards upon the dif- 
covery of the Murder, his Sons would have profecuted and revenged 
his Death, the Provincial Synod would not liiftcr it, affirming, that 
both he and they, and all his Friends, had caule rather to blefs God, 
who had counted him worthy to dye in 16 good a Caule. 

IV. THIS great and general waft committed upon Paganifm in 
the Eaflern Parts, made the Gentiles look about them, in 16 much, that 
their great Advocate Libanius> one in 16 great favour with the Eirlpe* 
rour, that he made him Pratortan Prafetf, about this time publiffi’d 
an Oration pro Templis , prefented to Theodofius , wherein he boldly 
pleads the caufe of their Temples, which he fhews originally Iprartg 
from that Encouragement which the Gods gave to the plain but early 
Piety and Devotion of Mankind, and were enlarg’d and beautified 
according as they gain’d footing in Towns and Cities. His main bufi- 
nefs was to encounter the popular Arguments which the Chriftians 
uled for the taking down their Temples. As, that the Gentiles made 
ule of them for the celebration of their Sacrifices exprefly contrary 
to the Laws. This he flatly denies, and challenges any to make it 
good. And whereas ’twas pretended, that in their Feftival Enter¬ 
tainments they flew Oxen, he anfwers, ’Twas no fucli matter. They 
met indeed upon their Feftival Solemnities In the open Fields, where 
he confclTes they kill’d, dreft, and eat a Calf oraSneep, ahd perfor¬ 
med it with Incenle, Hymns , and Invocation of their Gods, but 
this he fays was not forbid by any Law, nor was this pulling down the 
Temples, as was plaufibly given out, a rational means of bringing 
over Pagans to Cnriftianity. He grants, it made lome Hypocrites, 
none true Converts. Many through fear might go to the Chriftian 
Churches, and compofe them lei ves after their Forms and Geftures, 
but when they did lo, either worlhip’d their own Gods, or noneat 
all. Befldcs, that Religion was to be planted in Men’s minds by Rea- 
Ion and Perfuaflon, not by Force or Fear. And whereas ’twas com¬ 
monly urg’d, that this dcftru&ion tended plainly to the advantage 
and benefit of the World, he endeavours to/hew, that the favouring 
and prote&ing that Religion had in all Ages entail’d thegreateft Blel- 
fings from Heaven upon the Civil State, and moft immediately con¬ 
tributed to the Grandeur and Majefty of the Roman Empire. Nor hac) 
the Chriftians, he fay9, any reafon to pretend, they did this in com¬ 
pliance

pliance with the Zeal of Conftantine and Conjlantiw, thole two Empe- 
rours having been 16 lignally punilh’d for their attempts in this kind : 
Conjlantim's Pofterity being loon cut oft’} Lome of his Children came 
to untimely ends, and Conftantius himfelf liv’d perpetually in a flavilh 
fear of the Perfians , and moft of his Adherents (who reap’d the 
Spoils of the Temples) had met with lome remarkable Vengeance 
that had overtaken them. Having urg’d this, he further back’d his 
Pica with two Arguments. Firft, that next to the Imperial Palaces, 

Temples were the great Glory and Ornaments of Cities, and there¬ 
fore in all good reafon and policy ought not to be deftroy’d. Secondly, 

That however that might be, yet a coufiderable Intereft and Advan¬ 
tage might be rais’d by them ; for they might be let out, and conver¬ 
ted to other ufes, and the Rents of them be return’d into the Exche¬ 
quer; which was better however than pulling of them down. And 
becaule the Monks had been of all others the moft a&ive and buficin 
demolilhing the Pagan Temples, clpecially thole that ftood in the 
Fields, he falls very levcrely upon them, traducing * them (and in the 1 De T(m $* 
fame fpiteful reprefentation concur moft of the Gentile-Writers of ©>2” z«* 
that Age) as a Pack of idle Drones, and lewd Impoftors, who under fin'h'px 00. 
a grave and demure habit, and by a pretended mortification, colour’d fS in V J U 
over with a procur’d artificial, palene/s,and by all the little Arts of Flat- <55. *' P 4 * 
tcry and Infinuation, cheated the World into a good opinion of them, 
while they were really guilty of Gluttony and Excels. And that 
their work might be done more effe£hially, they had Military Offices 
call’d Sophronijta or Correctors to attend tiiem, whole bulinefs it was 
to leize the Temples and Pofleffions, and who were no looner Ihcw’d 
by the Monks where to Quarry, but like Harpy's immediately flew 
upon it, to the utter dilcouragcment of the Husband-men and Coun¬ 
try-people, who plac’d all their hopes and expectations of the fuccels 
and prolperity of their Labours in tliele opportunities of Devotion, 
and pledges of the favour of their Gods. And tho they had oft com¬ 
plain’d to the Bifhops of thele Irregularities, yet could they find no 
redrefs, the Bilhops always taking part with the Monks. Tnis is the 
fum of his Difcourfe, and, but that Theodofius was a Prince renown’d 
for his Clemency, it had been prodigious impudence to have talk’d 
at that rate to a Chriftian Emperour. However it did them little 
good, the Procefs againft them went on ftill, and the total ruine both 
of their Temples and Worlhip follow’d not long after: Which 16 far 
enrag’d that Party, that they made leveral attempts againft the 
Life of that great Prince; particularly Lucius Commander of the 
Forces at Conft anti nop le came into the prefence, and thrice endeavour’d 
to draw out his Sword, with an intent to dilpatch the Emperour, but 
efpying on a fudden (as lie thought) a Woman of a mighty ftature, 
and a terrible afpeft ftanding behind and guarding the Emperour, he 
departed in a great fright. The next that undertook it was the General 
of the Forces in the Eaft, who riding upon this errand, fell from his 
Horle and broke his Thigh, and died. Succeeded in the like Con- 
lpiracy by Stverian, Marjus y lllus , and many more. All which is • invit. ifidor. 
confefs’d by Damafidus a the Philolopher, a bitter Enemy to Chri- a Kl b .°'!: Cod ;

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— y WHILE tliele things were tranfafted in the Eaft, leal 

aaainft 1’aganifin did not freeze in the I Vefiern Parts, where (it we 
may take mcaiures of what was done in other places, from what we 
S s„, Hill done by S. Martin' Bilhop of Tors) the Gentde-Temples with 
a- m>. Mr- |i t | ic | r p omp a nd Retinue, went down the wind apace, and Chrijtia- 
VwHr nitv reap’d * very plentiful Harveft. fhodofm* was now in thefe 
Parts^and having routed Maxim*. came with his Son Honortm to 
■ zo/im. i. 4. Rome, where he fummon’d c the Senate, whom in a let Oratioii he 
perliiaded to renounce their ancient Errors, and to embrace theChri- 
fiian Faith, as the only Religion that held forth the true method of 
Pardon and Expiation ot Sin, of purity and hohnels of Lift. But the 
Gentile part of them were (lift and intraftable, aflirming, they would 
not prefer a fencelets and unreafonable Belief before an old warranted 
way of Worfliip, and that under the influences of this Religion their 
City had proliier’d for near 1200 years together and if they fliould 
now change it for any other, they knew not what Fate might enfue 
upon it. ibtodojiut reply’d, That if they were thus obilmate, lie 
knew norealon why he fliould be at the charge to maintain them in it, 
and would therefore withdraw the public allowances made out of the 
Exchequer, nay, would abolifli the things themfeIves which he ut¬ 
terly d,Hik'd, and the charges whereof he thought it much more 
realonable fliould be tranflated to cncreafe the Pay and Salary of the 
Army. The Senators rcply’d. Their Sacrifices could not be duly cele¬ 
brated unlels Charges were allow’d out of the public Stock, and that 
for want hereof, and for the negleft and reftraint of their ancient and 
paternal Rites and Ceremonies, it was, that the Roman Empire d 1C d 
bv piece-meal, and was Limb after Limb pull’d in pieces, and become 
a prey and a polfcflion to the barbarous Nations, and indeed its Inhabi¬ 
tants lb generally wafted, that it was reduc’d to ameer Sceleton, and 
the very Ruincs of its Cities were fcarcc to be feen. In this Cornell:, 
the caule of C.entilifm was manag’d, I doubt not, by Symmacm, a Man 
of greateft Note and Ability at that time,who partly upon the account 
- sort. 1 .,. of a flattering ditcourle J which he had written in praile ot Maxmut, 
<■ i 4 - 1- 2 73 * partly for the inlolcnce and importunity of his Addrcfles in pchalt ot 
Paganilin, fell lb deep under the Emperours difpleafure, that lie was 
forc’d to take lan&uary in a Chriftian Church, and foon after in lome 
di(grace banifli’d out of Rome, and the Snburbicary Countries. But 
upon his fubmiflion, he was retaken into favour, and pubhfti d an 
Apologetic to the Empcrour, who advanc’d him to the honour of being 
Confni, Ann. CCCXCI. But withall, to render him incapable of 
* c.Tb. lib.16. doing any great forvice to his Caufe, hepubhfli’d a Law'before his 
n. .V. /. 10. departure out of Italy, exprefly prohibiting all manner of Sacrifices, 
going into Temples, or worfliipping Images, infhaing fevera Fines 
upon delinquent perlons according to their refpc£hve Places and Qua- 
f Ml /.11. litics. Some Months after being at Aquileia, he direaed a Relcript to 
Evavnm August d Prefect of Egypt , and to Roman us Commander ot 
the Horfe, commanding, that none under penalty of his Head mould 
SacriHce, frequent the Temples, or celebrate any Pagan Rites, Idola¬ 
try, it Teems, notwithftanding all the late care ftill fprouting up in 
thole Parts, unlefs we will fay, it was not’till this time that Theodo^im 
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lent Orders to thefe two great Officers to be atfiltent toTheophitus in 
that memorable .Reformation. The next year the Senate at Rome 
again petition’d the Emperour Vdentinian for the liberty of their Reli¬ 
gion, but were denied. Valenttnian was then in Gad , where he was 
murder’d by the treachery of Arbogajtes General of the Army who 
thereupon advanc’d Eugeni,us, a mean Sclioolmafter, to be Emperour 
who was courted by the Gentiles on all hands, and flatter’d by their 
Auguries and Divinations into a confidence of Succefs and Stability 
in Ins Ufurpation. Upon which account lie was prevail’d with to grant 
them the famous Altar of Viltory, lb much, and fb often contended 
lor, and public allowances out of the Exchequer to defray the charges 
of its Solemnities. Theodofttu was at this time at Conftantinople , and 
relented the murder of Vdentiman with that indignation that became 
a generous Prince, and to let the Gentiles feel the ctfefts of his difplea- 

fure, he forbad the whole ExerciTe of their Religion, Temples, SW 
fices,and all the particular train of their Rites ancl Ceremonies Which 
being the laftLaw he made, that is extant, of this nature, we fhall here 
mlert 8 it. ... .

This Law ftruck down Paganifm Root and. Branch, lo that it never 
recover’d it felf into , any tolerable degree of Life and Power, they 
being now reftrain’d not only from the grofler kinds of Sacrifice, but 
from what had hitherto been permitted, as LiUnirn h tells us, the very 
burning Incenfe, and perfuming their Temples and Altars. Theoda- 
f tm liv’d about two years after this, and having routed and kill d the 
Tyrant Eiigemut near Jquilcia, died at Milan Etbruary the xxiv 1 . 
Ann. CCCXCV. leaving the Empire to his two Sons Arcadius and 
Honor ins, the former at feventecn years of Age fucceeding in thp 
Eaft, the other at eleven in the Weft. 

VI TOGETHER with the Death of this great- Prince I 
might have fliut up this Saculum, and indeed put a period to the whole 
Dilcourfe, but that upon his Death the Gentiles kem to have refuind 
new hopes, whom therefore Arcadius about fix Months after. * debar*: d 
all ufe of Temples or Sacrifices, in any place, or at any time what¬ 
ever, reviving all former Penalties made againft them, and making 
it Capital for the Officers to neglea their Duties in this matter: As 
the next year he canceled > all Priviledges anciently granted to Pagan 
Pricfts, of any Order, or under any Name or Title whatloever, 
adding, ’twas not reafonable they fhould enjoy the Pnviledge, whole 
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very Profeffion was condemn’d by Law. And now Temples, the 
’Nells of Idolatry and Superilition, went down apaCe in all places of 
the Eaft , the Materials whereof Arcadius the year following gave 1 to- 
wards repairing the Highways, Bridges, Aquedu&s, and public 
Walls ahd Buildings. And whereas in Tome places Temples were left 
(landing in the Fields for the encouragement and conveniency of the 
Country-people, he commanded m even tliefe to be quietly, taken *ibil lib.ic. 
down, that fo all Foundation of Superftition might be aboiifh’d. A Til • A * 1 
Law particularly procur’d by S. Chryfoftom , with refpeft to the Tem¬ 
ples and Idolatry of the Heathens in Phwnicia^ as we have noted in 
his Life.

and Entertainments, attended with prophane and fcandalouS Dan- c0 ‘ l 
cings, and whereat they lometimes conftrain’d Chrillians to bepre- 
fent, and that upon the Solemnities of the Martyrs, might be prohi¬ 
bited, that their Sports and Shews exhibited in their Theaters, might 
not be on the Lords day, or on any Chriftian Solemnity, and that no' 

Chriflian might be compell’d to be there. In anfwer hereunto, the 
Bmperour ena£led, by Orders fent to Apollodorus Proconful of Afric , 
that as for Temples, p if not ufed to any unlawful purpoles, they wbifufr.i. i 3 . 
fhould Rand entire, but if any Man fhould do Sacrifice in them, he 
fhouki be punifh’d according to Law; and all Idols that were abus’d 
to vain and foolifil Superftition, fhould by public Officers be taken 
down : That as to their public Feafts and Meetings, s the Law had al- q nil 1. 17. 
ready forbidden all prophane Rite9, but that their common Meetings, 
their fhews and entertainments of the people, fhould, according to 
ancient Cuftom, be ftill FufFer’d, provided it was dorie without Sacri¬ 
fices, or any damnable Superftition, as the words of the Law are.

^ 23 ’ perfunt , qtianquam jam nullos effe ere damns, &c. and that if there were 
the former Laws fliould be reviv’d agaiuft them; and if any of them 
fhould be caught at their accurfed Sacrifices, tho the Law made it 
Capital, it fliould be punifh’d however with Banifhment and Confif- 
y ibid. /, 25. cation. Ann. CCCCXXVI. he once more forbad y all Pagan Obla¬ 
tions, Sacrifices, with all their Rites and Myfteries, and Jf any of 
their Temples, Chappels, or confederated Places were yet (landing 
the Magiftrate fliould take care to flrip them of their fuperftitious* 
ufe, and expiate them by placing a Crofs, the venerable Enfign of 
the Chriftian Religion in them; and that if any were prov’d guilty of 
haying thus facrihc’d before a competent Judge, he fliould forfeit his 
Life. This it teems was a parting blow, nor do we meet with any 
thing farther concerning thefg matters in the Imperial Laws of tliefe 
times, nor indeed is anything confiderable to be found in Hiftory: 
For partly by the clear light and convi&ion of the Chriflian Do&rine* 
every where plainly and conftantly preach’d, partly by the force and 
feverity of the Laws of the Empire, Heathenifm dwindled into no¬ 
thing, and that little that was left, crept into holes and corners to 
hide its Head, according to the predi&ion Jong fince of' the Prophet 
Ifaiab , that the Idols fhould utterly be abohflj'd y and fljould go into the 
Holes of the Rocks , and into the Caves of the Earth , and that Men fljould 
cajl their Idols of Silver and of Gold f which they made each one for himfelf 
to worfljip, to the Moles , and to the Rats) (It company for filch blind 
Idolaters. And thus we have teen how Paganifin ebb’d and flow’d 
in the Reigns of the feveraf Princes, after Chriflianity became the 
Religion of the Empire, ’till it was quite beaten out of Doors. The 
effects of which whole account, I fliall Turn up in the words of Thco -

“ ebus , clad in Goats Skins, ran up and down, tearing Dogs in pieces,* 
« howling and making dreadful noites, and behaving themtelves in

“Deity. All which, the moft religious Prince TbeodojiuSy when I10

10 NT SIV S Bifhop of Alexandria . (that we 
may thence commence our defign in this, where 
wc concluded the foregoing fxculum ) died Ann, 
Imp. Gallieni. XII. Cbr. CCLXVI. immedi¬ 
ately after the firft Council held at Antioch, where* 
in the irregular Dottrines and Practices of Pai- 
Ins Samofatenm Bifhop of that Church, were dil- 
cufs’d and cenfur’d. About this time Eufebius was born, whence en- 
tring upon the Affairs of that Council, he calls a it ™-^0 
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h/s own age, and elfewhere affirms b that Dionyftus liv’d in his time. * L ib. 3 .c.s8. 
That he was born in Pa'refine there can be nadoubt,the Ancients ge- P- lo °- 
nerally giving him that Title, and himfelf calling c it his own, or his conflffu. 
native home. The particular place of his nativity, though it cannot p.tf?2. 
certainly, may with greateft probability be affign’d to Cxfarea, where 
we meet with the firft notice of him, and to which he maintain’d a 
conftant Relation to his dying day. Who, or what his Parents and 
Relations were, is unknown. Nicephoms d makes him Sifters Son to *' 
Pamphilns the Martyr, I believe upon no other warrant, than the great 
intimacy that was between them. They e who conceive him to nave 
been Brother to Eufebius Bifhop of Nicomedia , do it upon the Autho¬ 
rity of Arius; who fo ftyles him in his Letter f to that Bifhop. This 'uf' 
conjetture (were the Evidence fufficient) Ifhould be inclinable e- dfp.iu 
nough to embrace, as what would give us a probable account, how 
he came to be fo favourable to that party. But who ever impartially 
confiders the matter, will fee reafon to think, that Arius intended no 
more than that he was his Brother in the Epifcopal Order, or in fome 
other collateral refpeft. Sure I am, the Nicomedian Eufebius in his 
Letter c to Paulinas of Tyre, written immediately upon the receit of * b 
that of Arius, gives him no other Title than that of AeoWw my ‘ ' F ' 2 *‘ 

Lord, or Mafter: Befides that I believe it unprefidented in the Records 
of thofe times, for two own Brothers to have only one and the fame 
name. His younger years were intirely confecrated to Arts and 
Learning, to Philofophy and feverer Studies, wherein he became as 
great a Mafter, as any of the age he liv’d in. What Tutors he had 
in the rudiments of the Chriftian Faitli we find not, more than that 
he was fomedmes an Auditor h of Dorotheas Presbyter of Antioch (he h R(ct - 7- 
flourilhed under Cyril, who entred upon that See Ann.Chr.

!•• «■ ra l ot hers beheaded at C.efarea. And now it was that Diocletian , ci¬ 

ther weary of the pompous Cares of Grcatnefs, or vex’d to fee him- 
fllf baffled by the conffancy of Chriftians, laid down his Purple, and 
betook himfelf to the retirements of a private life. But alas the 
Scene hereby did not lofe, but only fhift its Aftor. For Maximinus, 
who fiiccccdcd in that part of the Empire , carried on the fame defign 
with a Frefli but more violent rage and cruelty, iffuing out orders the 
following year to quicken the Govcrnours of Provinces,in putting the 
Taws in ftrilt execution againff thofe, that refus’d to comply with 
the publick Rites and Ceremonies of their Religion. To which pur-

doors, (unknown to us, fays Eufebius, who liv’d in the fame houfc 
w ith him) and preffing through the crowds and guards, caught hold 
on the hand of Vrbanus the Prefident, then ready to offer Sacrifice, 
which he grafp’d fo hard as forc’d him to let it fall, gravely repro¬ 
ving him lor thofe Impieties. Whereupon (as we may imagine) the 
fevered torments became his portion, after all which lie was thrown 
half dead into the Sea, his Brother Mdefu/s for the fame fad differing 
the fame kind of Martyrdom, and almoft at the fame time at Alex¬ 
andria, not to mention what hapned in other places. 

IV. IT was now the fourth year of the Perfecution, when Maxi- 
mi n ns r the Emperor came in Pcrlon to C.efarea, there to fblemnize r H.i.i.p.y.c. 
his Birth-day, which was accordingly celebrated with infinite variety 
of Pomps and Shews. But all had been nothing, if fbme Chriftian 
had not horn part in the Triumphs of that day. Accordingly Agapius , 
who had been lometime fince fentenc’d to wild Bcafts, was brought 
forth into the Amphitheater, and nothing prevail’d with by the Em¬ 
peror’s promiles,w^as delivered over to the mercy of a She-Bear, who 
only left him fo much life, as to he able furvive till the next day, when 
great (tones being tied to his feet, he was thrown into the Sea. Not 
long alter Eufebius his dear friend Pampbilus was apprehended r , and • n>N. c. 7. 
brought before Vrbanus the Prefident, who endeavoured-by all the /,,52y ' 
arts both of infinuation and terror to bring him over. But all in vain, 
the Martyr remain’d immoveable, and gencroufiy defpis’d his threat- 
nings, which fo enrag’d the Governour, that lie commanded him to 
he rack’d with the acuteft tortures; and when they had more than 
once rak’d his fides, and torn off his flelh with Iron-pincers, and yet 
that all this did not lliake the firmnefs of his mind, he was lent to 
keep company with the other Confeffors in Prilbn, the Prefident him- 
fclf being immediately after difgracefully turn’d out of his office, and 
with ftiame enough condemn’d by the Emperor to dye. But it was 
not at all the di(grace and torment Pampbilus endur’d, could fright 
Eufebius from his friend; he vifited him in Prilbn, and diligently mi- 
niftred to his oecafions, and there they mutually imploy’d their time 
and pains to excellent and uflful purpoles. Anti as heretofore u they “ Hum.pr*f. 
had publifh’d the Greek Tranfiation of the Septuagint, taken out of 
Ori^e/As Hexapla for the ule of the PaUflin Churches lo now they com¬ 
pos’d an Elaborate Apology in defence of Origen, to vindicate him front 
thole rude Ccnfurcs and Reflexions, which the hafty and indifereet 
zeal of fbme had made upon his memory. ’Tis true S. Jerom (for¬ 
getting what he had elfewhere faid * concerning this matter) more h 

than once peremptorily denies x that Pampbilus either wrote this or * “dPam.p .. 
any other Book. But Eufebius himfelf, who knew be ft, cxprefly tells j^.T.2.apot. 

> lis, that it was the rcfult of their joynt-endcavours *, and Phot ins 
» more particularly, that the whole Work confifted of fix Books, the p. 22? . 
five firft whereof were finifh’d by Pampbilus in Prifon with Eufebius ih. Reel. 1.6. 
his affiftancc, the fixth added by Eufebius after the other’s Martyrdom, c fcotcxm. 
and that it wasdefign’d for the confolation of the Martyrs who la- 001.296,297. 
boured in the Mines, the chief of whom was Patermuthius , who 
lliortly after was burnt at the Stake. 


V. TWO 
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V. TWO full years Pamphilus continued in Prifon, when EirmilUn 
. dtMart. Pal. 3 Vrbans SuccefTor brought him to his fatal Trial. It hapned that 
c.u.p.^ 6 . five Chridians of Egypt out of a great reverence to the Martyrs, had 
accompanied fome Confeffors that were condemn’d to the Mines in 
C'/7/c/4;and being nowupon their return,tookC^/ire/t in their way,where 
they were apprehended by the Watch that flood Sentinel at the Gates, 
to whom freely confeffing what they were, they were immediately 
carried before the Governor, and by his command laid in Irons. The 
next day they were again brought before him, and Pamphiltis alio 

with his companions commanded to attend the Tribunal. What be¬ 
came of the Egyptian Martyrs, we are not now concerned to enquire .-It 
came at lad to Pamphiltu his turn, whom the Judge knowing to be 
of an invincible Conflancy and Refolution, only ask’d of him, whe¬ 
ther he would yet comply. And having receiv’d both from him and his 
fellows nothing but a flat denial, the laft doom was pafsd upon them. 
But between Sentence and Execution in Heps Porphyrins , Pamphilus 
his fervant, a young man of good parts and learning, not above eigh¬ 
teen years of age, and boldly requefts that the bodies of the dead might 
receive decent Sepulture. But he paid dear for his forward zeal, the 
Tormentors being commanded to exercife all their faculties upon him, 
who rak’d off his flefh, till they had laid bare the mofl inward recedes 
of his body, all which he endur’d with a mofl imcomparable pati¬ 
ence; after which being ordered to be burnt, he fuck’d in the flames 
at a didance, entertaining his friends during the whole Scene of his 
Tragedy, with a mofl ferene undiflurb’d mind, till his Soul mounted 
up,. leading his Mafler the way to Heaven, who fhortly followed after 
lum. But the rage of their enemies died not with them, the Prefi- 
dent commanding their dead bodies to be kept by a Military Guard 
four days and nignts together, that none daring to fetch them off, 
they might remain a Prey to wild Bealls. But when beyond all ex¬ 
pedition neither Bird nor Bead of Prey came near to touch them, 
(the providence of God defeating the malice of men) they were per¬ 
mitted to be decently interr’d. Thus have we brought Pamphilus to 
his Grave, a man of great Learning, but far greater Piety. He was 
's.Metjpbr. a Phoenician b , of no inconfidcrable birth and fortunes, bom at Bery- 
in Mart.pamp. tus ^ a City famous for the dudy of the Rowan Laws, where he bore 
fo me Ocular offices in his younger years, and where being educated 
f.r under all the advantages of humane Arts, he next applied himfelf to 

the dudy of divine things, and was then made Presbyter of Cxfana. 
He was indefatigable in the purfuit of all parts of Learning, 
efpecially the knowledge of the Scriptures, for which end he 
« nitnn.de erefted a Library c at Cxjarca, and replcnifh’d it with Books from all 
Script.inMatt. p arts> y e a, j n a g re at fneafiire of his own writing, tranferibing the 
VadPrincip. far greateft part of Origens Works with his own hand,which he there 
inpfai. 126. laicfup, and which were extant in S.JeronSs time, which lie tells us 
vH.Euf.H.E*. ^ 1C va ^ ucc ^ as a m °ft inedimable treafiire. His life was truly drift and 
i.6.c.i2.p.2ii Philolophical, A his Soul humble and mortified, eminent his contempt 
3 Enf.dtvit . of the World, and his charity to the Poor, whom he reliev’d where 
^Sapof'ldv. cvt>r he met, and by the trued fort of Charity provided for their Souls, 
Ruff.fm.Tom. 2. that they might not be deditute of the bread of life. And for this 
*purpole lie caus’d great numbers of Bibles to be copied out, which 
he always kept by him, and freely bedow’d upon any, whole piety 

made 
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made them as willing to read them, as their Purfes made them un¬ 
able to procure them. 

VI. E V S E BIV S thus depriv’d of his dear Companion, either 
to mitigate the fenfe of 16 great a lofs, or to withdraw from the pre- 
fent heat of the Perfecution, or it may be difpatch’d upon fome affairs 
of the Church, left C.efarea , and about this time, (for I cannot well 
place it fboner) retir’d into Egypt c , where he found the Perfecution 
lb far from abating, that it encreafed together with the heats of the 
Clinv-ir, efpecially in the parts about Thebais , where he tells us he 
daily beheld the mod fad and difmal fpeftacles; many were rak’d 
to death with iharp Shells indead of Pincers to tear off* the flefh, wo¬ 
men n iked tied by one of their Legs and hoifed up on high by En¬ 
gines prepared for that purpole; others tied by the feet to great boughs 
of Trees, violently wrefled and forc’d together, which being let go, 
in a moment rent the bodies of the Martyrs all in pieces. Nor were 
the numbers lefs confiderable, than the cruelties of their execution, 
twenty, thirty, fixty, fometimes a hundred in a day, fome behead¬ 
ed, others burnt, till the very edges of their Swords were dull’d, 
and the Tormentors themfelves, though relieving one another, tir’d 
out. All which time the)/ difeovered not only the highed conflancy, 
hut the mod impatient delire of Martyrdom, Sentence being no fooner 
pafs’d upon the fird, but others immediately crowded up to the Tri¬ 
bunal, conlcffing they were Chridians, During his refidence in theft; 
parts, Eufibites was feized and thrown into Prifon : But how long he 
remained there, or by what means he was delivered thence, v/e no 
where find. Which has created a fufpicion with many, improv’d by 
others into a confident affiertion, that he offered Sacrifice, and bafely 
complied with his Perfecutors to procure his efcape. This indeed 
was charg’d f upon him by the Egyptian C onfeffors, and particularly 
by Pot.two Bifliop of He rack a, his fellow-prifoner. But then it is to 
be confidercd, that they who fuggeded this were his avowed ene¬ 
mies, who looking upon him as a Champion of the Jrian party, were 
willing to improve all rumours and jealoufies, though never fo flight 
and groundlefs, to his di fad vantage; and that there feems to have 
been no other foundation for this fufpicion (as Potawo plainly cort- 
fe(fcs) than meerly his being releas’d out of Prifon without* thofe 
badges of ignominy and cruelty upon his body, which fome other of 
the ConfefTors underwent. Not to fay, that had it been as they Jfug- 
geded, it would have been an infuperable bar to his after-preferment 
in the Church, it being the fevere difeipline of thofe days not to ad¬ 
mit any of the Iapfed to places of dignity and authority in the Church, 
and where any fuch had done Sacrifice, they were immediately 
dripp’d of their Ecclefiadical capacities, and though penitent were 
receiv’d to no more than a meer Lay-communion ; and Athanafius 
himfelf tells G us of Aflcrius the Cappadocian Sophijl, that having fa- 
crilie’d to Idols under this very Perfecution, he could not for that rea- 
fon be admitted into the order of the Clergy. Whence I cannot but 
note the difingenuous and uncharitable cenfiire of Baronius h , who 
as he falls upon Eufebins at every turn, fo in this pofitively affirms not 
only that he did aftually Sacrifice, and was interdicted the communion 
of the faithful, but that its highly probable that he procur’d 1 the 
Prefidcncyof fo noble a Church as C.efarea> by finider and evil arts, 
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as to which he could not be regularly admitted by the conflitutieus 
of t hc Church. In which malicious infmuation had there btenany 
nuth? we fhould not have fail’d to have heard of «t 

of thole times, when the zealous contentions of he lev ual 1 ait.es 

ripp’d up whatever might make to the dilgrace o citliu.

prefly ftiles him ; where he carried it with fohigh ap liant lc 

Chriftians, and profecuted the Martyrs with luch intolleiable laui- 
ties that AJ.de/ias k in a fit of indifereet and immoderate zeal not only 
remov’d but ftroke him on the Face. A man lie was oi wit and 
parts above the ordinary ftandard, but poy toned with ^etaji c pre- 
iudices acainft the Chriftians, whom he perfecuted both with hi 
, Sword and Pen. For he wrote two hooks > which m imitation ol 
• Cel fas his \iy®. dhotis he intitled A«yu aw, as it 

. notfomuchwrittenagainft,asaddrelt to theCIm hans that ya y 

infinuation he might the eafilier recommend hmilclfdo them ,u here¬ 
in he attempted to prove the Scriptures to be guilty 
contradiftion, fo particularly examining every minute punfliho that 
halt an,las was ready to fufpfe him to have been an Apollate Ch.ifti- 
an ; the Apoftles he endeavoured to fhew to have be< jn Gheats and 
Impofters, rude and illiterate Perfons, and our Saviour himlelf a pub- 
lick Robber, that his Miracles were the EffeAs of Mag e not | com¬ 
parable with thofeof Apollonius Trane,is whom he cquall d wi , and 
preferr’d before him. This Book Eufebius took to task,and w at ing all 
other parts of it, as himfelf tells "> us, partly becaufe being tranlcib d 
to a tittle of other mens writings (I fuppofe he means Cel/ns oi l or- 
pbyry ) they had been already anftvered by Or,pen, partly becauto lie 
himfelf defign’d to examine them elletvhere, as lie did in his Books 
againft Porphyry afterwards,) he now only attaqu d that part ot the 
®?A«.A>i 3 a, wherein H, erodes had compa/d Apollonius with our Savi¬ 
our, which he refuted by no other method thanby making fome 
ftrift reflections upon the Lite of Apollon,us, delcnbd by Phyloftrains 
in VIIIBooks, all which he runs through with Ihort remarques,lhew- 
ing Apollonius to be (b unfit to be compar’d with our bluffed Saviour, 
that he fcarce deferv’d the name of a true Philolopher, or an honed 
man. I confefs I find "one (a man orherways Learned and Judici¬ 
ous) Handing alone in this matter, peremptory denying,. that it was 
our Eufebius that wrote this Confutation ol Hierocles, but rather one 
of a later date, as feems evident from Hierocles his Books concerning 
hate, which were not written till near a whole age after. Butt 
objection would have eafily vanifh’d, had he considered, what to me 
is moft plain and evident, that our Hierocles could not be the Autho 
of thofe feven Books concerning Vase and Providence as wherein men 
lion is made of Plutarch ° the Athenian, whoflouriftld about thebe- 
ginning of the fifth Century, and was contemporary 
rus, to whofe judgment and cenfure t he fubmitted thole Books,and 
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who dedicated i his Romtn Hiftory (for that it was thc fame Olym- ' l }\ c f l , 
piodorns I make no Queftion) to the younger Tbeodofms , who began ^ XXX ' colm 
not his Reign till thc year CCCCVIII. Thofe Books therefore be¬ 
long to a younger Hierocles mention’d by Saidas r and others, to r -svrf. hi 
whom he alcribcs them, as alio the moft excellent Commem vtr * a. 
tary upon the golden I'crfes of Pythagoras . That which betray’d 
the man into the miftake, was plainly" this : He fuppos’d*' Eufebius T vhifnpr. 
his diflertation againft Hierocles concerning Fate, to have been in an- P- 3 C2, 
lwer to thole VII upon that Subject, mention’d by Pbotius. When 
as Eufebius in that dilcourfe has not the-lead relation to thole Books, 
but only makes lome briefanhnadverfions upon Apollonius his princi¬ 
ples concerning Fate , which he annexes as a luitable Appendage to 
the preceding Confutation, as is evident at firft fight beyond aU ex¬ 
ception to any one that cafts his eye upon that Dilcourle. After all 
which it were eafic to juftifieour Eufebius his title to this Book from 
the exprefs Teftimony of Pbotius, 1 and the Faith of all ancient Copies, 'coA.xxxix 
which bear his name in the Front of them. But of this enough. 

VIII. IT’S now high timeto return with Eufbins into PaUflin, where 
the perfecution ceas’d, AnnoCbr. CCX. eight year? after it began,as 
within two years after the weather clear’d u up in all thc Provinces 
of the Eafly Conjlantine the Great , after his memorable Vi£lory over 
Maxcntius at the Milvian Bridge, declaring himfelf in favour of the 
Chriftians, and writing in their behalfto Maximirm r, who not daring 
to control the requeftof 16 potent a Colleague, IfTued out his Let¬ 
ters to the Governors of Provinces, forbidding all rigorous profecuti- 
onof them. About this time dyed Agapius Bifhop of Cafarea , in whole 
| room none was thought 16 lit to fucceed as Eufebius , whole admirable 
| learning, eminent fervices, and peculiar relation to that Church re- 

t commended him to the Government of 16 famous and renown’d a See. 

;i Etftrca, 16 called by Herod the Great, who beautified and enlarg’d it\ 
in honour of Auguflus C.efir, had ever fince been one of the greateft 
| Cities in thofe parts, and from the fall of Jerusalem, it had been the 
feat of the Proconftl, and the Metropolis of thc Province; a place not 
v more celebrated * for its abundance and plenty, than for the neatnels * viddijhrif. 
and elegancy of its buildings. And as the fortunes of the Church in 0Yk Gutbo ^ 
fuch Calcs uliiallyarife with the Iplendor and greatneft of thc civil p ' I2,

vo ur and kin ci¬ 
ne fs to the Chriftians, it was not the lead, that the Houles ot God, 
which the impiety of the late times had demoliih’d, began to rile 
lip out of their duft and ruins, and to grow up into fairer and more 
magnificent l abricks than before; and this not only by the Emperors 
lieve, but by their particular encouragement and affiftance. Nor 
were Churches more cheerfully built by the bounty ot Chriftians, then 
with an equal piety they were folcmnly dedicated to God s honour 
and fervice, theConfecrations being ufually celebrated with Prayers 
and Sermons, Hymns and Sacraments, and all polTible expreffion of 
mutual Love and Charity, the prefence of the Governors of the 
Church, and retort ot ftrangers from all parts. In which number 
Paul mm of Tyre , partly by his own, partly by the contribution of his 
Friends, had eretted a beautiful and ftately Church, the faireft in all 
thole parts, at the dedication whereof, there being a general conflu¬ 
ence of the neighbour Bifhops, Eufbim had the honour to make that 
1 large and elegant Oration, yet extant a in the body of his Hiftory * 

wherein alter a grateful commemoration ot the care and good nets 
of the divine Providence, that had fo ftrangely turn’d their Tears and 
Sorrows, into Mufick and Triumphs, and elpccia 1 ly that the folcmni- 
ties of their Religion, and the places of divine Worfhip had been with 
advantage reftored to them ; and had therein recommended the piety 
and diligence of the Bifhop of that place ; lie particularly deferibes 
the feveral parts and ornaments of that magnificent ftrudhirc, toge¬ 
ther, with their myfticalafpe&s and flgnifications, concluding, as he 
begm, with a pafltonate aadrefs to all, to joyn unanimoufly in a hear¬ 
ty love and admiration of the divine Goodnels ; an Honour and Vene¬ 
ration fuitablcto thofe mighty bleffings that had been heap’d upon 
them. This was done Ann. CCCXIV. Or at moft the following year. 
But alas, this pleafant ferenity of affairs lafted not long. Licinius the 
b ibid, c . 8. Eafhrn F.mperor laying aflde b the Mask of his diflembl’d kindnefsto 
t -the Chriftians, by which he had hitherto impos’d upon Conjhtntim , 
fell now with great feverity upon them, not only banifhing them 
from Court, and all Offices ofTruft and Power, but purluing them 
with cruel Edi&s, proceeding againft their Eftates and Perfons, by 
Oppreffion and Violence, by Rapine and Confifcation, by Exile and 
Imprifonmcnt, and by the moft bloody and barbarous kinds of Death 
and Torment. The Gentile-religion he induftrioufly reviv’d, and en¬ 
deavoured to reftore it not only to Life, but to its ancient Power and 
• Profit. He Splendor. This opportunity Valeftus fuppofes e Eufibins took to write 
^nfet I*”**' bis Eooks, de Pr.ep.irat/onc & Demon/} ratione Evangelic* ; as indeed 
the Occaflon was very fit and proper. But that they could not be 
written till feveral years after this, we fhall fhew afterwards. 

X. BUT though the Licinian Tempeft was fierce and boiftrous, 
yet arofe there at this time a ftorm of another nature, that in fome 
rcfpeUs was more troublefome to the Church, than all the Pagan 
perfecutions. I mean the Arian controverfie, whereof we fhall (peak 
more particularly in the Life of yithanaftus , the proper feat of that fto* 
ry, confidering it here no farther, than as Euftbius was concern’d in 
it. Arias like a fubtle and defining man, had by couching his mind 
in ambiguous terms, and denying at one time, what he affirm’d at 
another, fo conceal’d the venom of his Propofitions,thathe fo far im¬ 
pose! 
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pos’d upon feveral Bifhops of the £.</?, and particularly upon our 
Euftbius , as to write to Alexander Bifhop of Alexandria, Arius his Di- 
ocefan, by whom he had been excommunicated, to readmit him to 
Communion. What ufe the crafty Heretick made of tliefe Letters is 
eafieto imagine, infbmuch that Alexander look’t upon himfelf, as un¬ 
der a neceflity bypublick Letters to reprefent the true ftateof the 
Cafe, and in one to Alexander d of Byzantium, he charges the three J 4 7 W- 
Syrian Bifhops (meaning, no queftion, Eufibins of C.eftrea, Theodotns fff. 
of Laodiceitf and Paulinas of Tyre ) as giving too much countenance and 
encouragement to the Arian party, declaring that Arius and all his 
followers were expell’d the Church, and that no man ought to re¬ 
ceive or entertain them. This, Arius in his Epiftle 1 to the Nicorne- 'MH. c. $. 
dian Euft bius interprets, as particularly putting our Euftbius and fevc- p ‘ 2l * 
ral others under an Anathema , as whom he fuppos’d of the fame Opi¬ 
nion with himfelf. Eufibins netled hereat, writes f to Alexander , t nxt. }r Jimt 
telling him, “ that his Letters had wrong’d Arius and his followers, 

“ when they charg’d them with affirming, that the Sun like other ^ 

“ things was made out of things that were not; when as they pro- T»m. vn. * 

“ duc’d their own Letters written to himfelf, containing an account 
“of their Faith, wherein they exprcfly declare, that the God of the 
“ Old and New Teftament, had from eternal ages begotten his only 
“ begotten Son; by whom he made the World and all things there- 
“ in; and that he begot him not fecmingly, but truly and really, un- 
“ changeable, immutable, the perfett produ&ion of God (for fo I 
“ prefume to render TUopuy but not as one of the Creatures. 

More he has there to the fame purpofe, to fhew how much Alexander 
had mifreprefented them, and poflibly the cafe had been much clear¬ 
er, had the Epiftle been intire ; though by what of it is now extant, 
one would think, either that the Arian principles were not fb thick 
and grofs as their Enemies reprefented them, or that they rendred 
them more fpecious and plaufible at firft fight, in which 
lome men of moderate and unprejudic’d minds were willing to un¬ 
derhand them. This I fhould be ready enough to believe, but that 
in the clofe of that Epiftle, (here mentioned by Eufibins , but extant 
intirc both in Athanafi/s and Epipbanins) they feem plainly to retrafr 
what before they had granted : Which it may be Eufibins never fuv ; 
if he did, he had kinder thoughts of them than they did deferve. A- 
texander nothing mollified, r- kept firm to his refolutions, whereupon B n- 
Arius di (patch’d away Meffengers to our Enfebius , Pan linns of Tyre, Eccl ff- c ' 1 * 
and Patropbilns Bifhop of Ssvthopolis , begging, that by their Counte- ? ^ * 
nance and Affiftancc, he, and thofe of his party, might as they had 
been wont alTemble their People, and exercife their Minifterics in 
their feveial Parilh-Churches. The matter being canvafs’d in a 
meeting of the Pauflinp Bifhops, they agreed to rherequeft, affirm¬ 
ing,^ that they might do fo, but that withal they fhould yield fiih- 
million to their Bilhop, and umveariedly follicit and importune him, 
that they might be received to Peace and Communion with him. 

XL 1 HE Controverfie being grown beyond all private Methods of 
compofurc, Lonjlantine , AnnXhr. CCCXXV. futnmon’d a General 
Council ot Bifhops from moft parts of the Chriftian World for the de- \ ne 
cifion ot it, which accordingly met at Nice, where our Eufibins had />’ 489. 'sf*,. 
the firft feat ' on rile right Wing of the Benches near the Emperor, ^ Eccl ' L »• 
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and the honour to entertain him with an Oration in the name of the 
Synod at his coming thither. This was that Oration that he made

Conqueror compafs’d round with the lervants ot God, and d,Inlay 
the goodneK of Heaven, and the greatnefe of the tmperor, wuhut 
Prailcs and Commendations. A piece of ervice not more acceptable 
to that Prince, than honourable to lunilcll. Indeed how conlidira- 
hie a part he bore in that great Affembly, may appear by whattl,, 
iCii.CK.il. Hiftorian ‘ of that Council reports ('though 1 conlels not mtnt.ond 
cone. avt..'. 2. |,y any other) that when one ot the 1 hilofopheis whci ' ,m had 
c. ti.coi. ,8 8. b > f lt along with him to dilpute on his fide, prels d that place, 
Kv'er®. m m Lord created me the kgimwg of hu trw, as plain- 
ly deftruftive of our Lord’s Divinity, E,if bins was commanded by the 
Synod to undertake him upon that argument, who waving the ufral 
explications ofthat place, he infills upon this, that this is not pob 
in the perfon ofihe Son of God,but of that Asyf *» at 

and rational wifdom,which God at firft planted in man * hen lie cre¬ 
ated him after his own Image. And bccaufe lie forelaw it i ould < 
objeded, that the wifdom here fpoken ofwas befoic thc left of tht 
Creation, he affirms, that the material W orld was indeed adii* 
made before it, but that this wifdom and man as the .Aibjcfl ofli 
were firft in thepurpole and tlefign ot God. The particulars of tlj 
di finite arc too tedious to be here inferted, he concludes with an ad- 
drefs to the Philofopher, not to fuffer himfelf to be led afide out ofth 
common road of the Apolloliclt Faith, toapply h.s mrnd totrut , 
without relpea to hatred or parties, by which means lie would quid 
ly underftand that the Son of God was not a Creature, but the vcif 
maker and founder of the whole Creation.

XII ’ G R E AT were the pains which the Fathers of the Council 
took to convince Arias and his Party, and to fatisfie the doubtful and 
the fcrupulous, the moderate endeavouring to find out fome expedi¬ 
ent to heal the breach. To which end Eufebius brought in a Confef- 
fion of Faith, wherein he hop’d both parties might agree, which 
though well approv’d of, yet not being thought explicite enough in 
the main Article, was with forae little alteration and addition, efpeci- 
ally of the rn ou&nw or word Confubftantial, drawn up into a finding 
Creed. This form Eufebius at firft diflik’d, and very minutely can- 
vafs’d and debated the matter, but confidering how much the Peace ™ nthan. dt 
of the Church ought to over-rule all private ientiments, and niceties demt.fyn.Nic . 
about words, he the next day fubferib’d m the common Creed. Of 
all which he gave an account in a Letter to the People of his Charge, *Exup.soa . 
(though, as 7 heodoret thinks, it was more particularly defign’d, to 
give fotisfa&ion to fome Perfonsin that City, deeply leaven’d with mod.i.i. 
Arian principles, and who leem’d to challenge him as having betray’d £ f; 
and given up their caufe. The Letter is fomewhat larger thanordt- 
nary and confifts of exprefTions not very capable of being properly col. 252. n/-

T HOUGH 1 doubt not, dear Brethren i but that before this yon 
have heard by fome other hand, what things have been debated con¬ 
cerning the Faith of the Church in the great Council of Nice, fwce report i ; s 
wont to out-run the true account of things ; yet to the end that fitch reports 
may not reprejent things otherwife to you than indeed they are, we have 
thought it necejfary to 'fend you, firft, the Confefftonof Faith, which we pro¬ 
pounded, and next the other, which with feme addition to ours the Synod 
tftabliflj'd. The form propos'd by us, and which wns read in the prefence of 
the mo ft ftcred Emperor , and feem’d to be lik'd and approv'd by all, was ip 
this manner. The expofition of our Faith. As we have receiv'd it from 
the Bi/hops , who were our predeccffors, both when we were firft inftrufled 
in the rudiments of the Faith, and when afterwards baptized into it; as 
we have learn t from the holy Scriptures,and both believed and taught, not 
only when we fuftain'd the Office of Presbyter, but ftnee we came to the Epif 
copal Station, fo do we ft ill believe, and produce this ns the account of our 
Faith .

Hivin'* thus declared onr Faith, it met with no contradtJton , yea the 
rnofl holyf.wpcror hirnfelf fir(l pronounc'd it to be found and right, affirm¬ 
in'’ that hirnfelf was of the fame mind,and exhorting all others tmammmt fly 
to affent and fubferibe to this Doctrine , adding only the word Comubitail- 
tial to it, which alfo he expounded, affirming, that the Son was not fad to 
he Confubftantial according to corporeal affections, or that he did Jimp ft of 
• his Father by any kind of Seel ion or Divifion ; it being impofjihlc that an 
immaterial ,, intellectual and incorporeal Nature fljonld admit any corporeal 
paffion : but that thefe things were to he under food in a divine and Jecret 
way. And fo did the moft wife and religious Emperor difourje about theje 
matters . The Bijhops taking advantage of the Emperor s pr»poj.il concern-

No fo oner was the matter dige fled into this form, but we were especially 
careful to examine thof Phraf s, of the lubftance of the Father, and 
conliibftantial with the Father. This begat various Qn (lions and An¬ 
swers, and an accurate weichin^ the true importance of them. J ln y c ‘ 



know Edg'd that thefe words fof the SubftanceJ did imply,that the Son was 
of the Father , but not as a part of him. Which notion it feomed very rea- 
fonable to us to embrace, feeing the true DoCirine teaches, that the Son is 
of the Father, but yet no part of his Subfiance. W here fore we alfo gave 

our affent to it, not rejecting the very word Conlubftantial for peace fake; 
and that we might not decline from the right fence of things. Vpon the 
fame account we approv'd thofe terms, begotten, not made ; where they 
told us that (madej was a word common to all other Creatures that were 
made by the Sou, with which the Son hirnfelf had no refemblance ; that 
therefore he was no Creature, like to any thing made by him , but of a Sub- 
fiance far more excellent than any created Being ; which the divine Oracles 
teach to be of the Father, by an ineffable manner of Generation , which 
can n Aik r be exprefs'd , no nor comprehended by any created Under (landing. 
So libewife for this, that the Son is Confubftantial, or of the fameejfence 
with the Father, upon debate it was agreed, that this was not to be under- 
flood after any corporeal Mode , or the manner of mortal Creatures, it not 
bang capable of Jo being either by divifion of the Subjlance, or by abfeifton, 
or by change of the ejjence and power of the Father, his unbegotten nature 
Ling Utterly inconfijlent with any one of thefe : But that this , that he is 
Confubftantial with the Father, fignifled no more, than that the Son of 
God had no kind of fimilitude with any Creatures , but was only, and in 
all things like unto this Father that begat him , not of any other (ubfiflence 
or efence, but of the Father. Which being fo explain'd, it feem'd very 
juft and reafonable we jhould affent to it. Forafmuch as we know that 
feme of the learned and famous Bi(hops and Writers of ancient times, in 
explaining the divinity of the Father and the Son , have us'd this wordj 
Confubftantial. And fo much for the Faith here ejlablijhed y to which 
we all confented, not rajfhly and inconpderately , but in the fences alledged, 
diffus'd before the mojl religious Emperor, and for the reafons above men¬ 
tion'd approv'd by all. And for the Anathema affix'd by them at the end 
of the Creed, we readily own it, as what prohibits men to ufe unfcriptural 
terms, from whence, has arijen all the confupon and diflurbance in the 
Church. For feeing the Divinely infpired Scripture no where makes ufe of 
thefe exprefftons, eg gU qv'twv of things not exiftent, and, there was a 
time, when he was not, and the refl there mentioned, itfeems irratio¬ 
nal and abfurd , that they jhould be us'd or taught. Fo which ivijely con¬ 
triv'd fentence we readily gave our fuffrage, having never heretofore ac - 
cuflom'd our felves to fuel) exprefftons. [Nor do we think it unfit to rejeft 
this, that, he was not before he was begotten, it being confefs'd by all, that 
the Son of God was preexijlent to his Incarnation: Tea,onr mojl Religious 
Emperor has fbewn y that as to his divine Generation , he was before all 
Worlds. For before he was in A ft, he was potentially in the Father by a 
certain unbegotten way, the Father being always a Father, as always a ffjng 
and a Saviour, being all things in refpeft of Power, always and as to all 
things the fame. ] Thefe things, beloved, we thought neceJJdry to acquaint 
you with, that yon might know with how much caution we firfl flood off,and 
then yielded our affenty and how not without reafon, we reflfted till the lafl 
minute , fo long as there was any thing other wife written that might give! 
offenet; but afterwards quietly embrac'd what was inaffenfive , after that, 
having candidly examin'd the meaning of what was faid y it appear'd 
that they were confonant to that confeffion of Faith which we hadfirfl propos'd* 
We falut e youyvith the Brother-hood together with you ywifbing you, honour'd 
Brethren, to farewell in the Lord. Suobr 
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Sucli was the Letter which Eufbins Cent to his C.ejareans, to let 
them know how affairs went in the Council, to prevent mifreports 
concerning himfelf, and to affure them lie had fubferib’d no other 
Do&rine, than what he had always delivered to them. I fhall make 
no other reflections upon the Epiftle it felf, than that hence ’tis evi¬ 
dent, that whatever the Arians pretended concerning the novelty of 
the terms in the Nicene. Creed, the word opyvm®* whereat they moft 
boggled was of a more ancient date, us’d by the Fathers in the prece¬ 
dent ages of the Church : And that when ever Eufbins (peaks of 
Chrift as in any fence created, he always means it of a divine pro¬ 
duction, to wit, his eternal Generation ; that he never denies him 
to be of the fame fubftance with the Father in any other fence, than 
as the divine nature is incapable of divifion or feparation after the 
manner of corporeal Beings. The Reader may farther remark, that 
that paflage in the clofe of the Epiftle concerning Chrift’s being aAu, 
ally and potentially in the Father , is confus’d and obfeure, and indeed 
the whole Period, which we have included within Breaks, is not ex¬ 
tant in this Epiftle as ’tis in Socrates, nor in that tranflated by the an¬ 
cient compiler of the 7 ripartite Hiftory. Whence one of thefe two 
things plainly follows, either that they left it out as a dangerous ,and 
unaccountable paflage, or (which to me feems more probable ) that 
not being in the Original Copy of this Epiftle, it was fhuffled in by 
fome other hand. For I cannot think Socrates would have been guil¬ 
ty of fo much both imprudence and unfaithfulnefs, as when he pre¬ 
tends to give the whole, to cut off, and conceal part of fo confide- 
rable a Letter, and which being almoft in every hand, muft needs 
foon difeover the Fraud.

XIII. This great Aflembly being ended fonflantine went on in his de- 
figns for the Efhblifliment and Propagation of the Chriftian Religi¬ 
on. He had not long before the Synod upon his Vittory over Lid- 
nius; written 0 to the Bifhops in every Province to take care for the re¬ 
pairing and re-edifying of Churches,and the erefHng others more large 
and beautiful,commanaingCharges to that end to be allowed out of his 
own Exchequer.His Letter to Enfebins is ftill extant;** wherein he tells 
him,lie could not but fuppofe that the Impiety and Tyranny of the late 
times had made ftrange havock and devaluation of Churches, and 
that the divine Providence by his Miuiftry having overcome the Dra¬ 
gon, and reftor’d liberty and fafety, it could nor H.t hiwz a mighty 
force upon the moft prejudic’d and incredulous, to bring them into 
the way of truth : That therefore he fliould take care of what Churches 


were within his jurifdi&ion, and give the fame notice to all Bilhops, 
Presbyters and Deacons of his acquaintance, to ufe ; ?c:!iar diligence 
in this matter, that what Churches were yet Handing might be re¬ 
paired, or enlarged, and where need was, new ones erefted ; and 
that what was neceflary to this purpofe, he, and others by his means, 
fliould require of the Governors of Provinces, and the Praetorian Prac- 
fe&, to whom he had given Orders to be afliftant to him in any thing 
he fliould demand of them. Nor was he more careful to advance 


, r r the true Religion, than to deprefsthe falfe, especially to deftroy the 
Cwjl. /.5.C.5I. Monuments of Pagan Idolatry and Superftition. There flood s in Pa- 
l^jUne an aged Oak call’d Mamre , which conftant Tradition avow’d 
sJovJ^cf to have remain’d fince the time of Abraham, who dwelt there, and 
?■ 447- under 
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under it entertain’d the Angels that appear’d to him. Here was 
annually holden a famoi*Mart, frequented by a numerous concourfe 
of Chriftians, Jews mdXscntiles from all the neighbouring Nations 
partly to vend their feveral Commodities, partly to exercife the feve- 
ral Rites of their Religions. For which purpofe there were Statues 
and Altars, and Sacrifices continually made upon them. Notice 
whereof being given to Conftantine, by the pious Princefs his Mother 
Helen, he immediately fent chfpatches to Acacias the Governour about 
it, and wrote r to Etjebius , Macarius , and the reft of the PaU(H»» 
Bifhops, letting them know how much he refented the Profanation 
of fo venerable a Place ; that a Place that had been honoured with 
fb many divine Apparitions and Tcftimonies from Heaven fliould be 
proftituted to Inch lewd Idolatry ; a thing unfit in it felf, and unbe¬ 
coming the Piety of his Reign: That therefore he had ordered the 
Images to be burnt the Akar to be demolifhed, the Sacrifices to be 
abolilhed, and a Church to be built in the Place; where nothin* but 
the pure Worfhip of God might be performed Which if any ftfould 
rare to oppofe, upon their Intimation to him, lie fliould bepunifhed 
according to the juft Demerit of his Impiety and Folly About this 
time I fuppofe it was (though I cannot certainly adjuft the particular 
year; that Conflantia, ConftantinPs Sifter, and rclttt of the late Em- 
perour Liunius, wrote to Enfebins as Metropolitan of PaUfline , de- 
firing him to Fend her the Image or Pifture of our Saviour To which

0UiHtT ' 
cond, an Alphabetical account of the Cities, Towns, Villages, 

Mountains and Rivers mentioned in Scripture, either under their anci¬ 
ent, or more modern Names, and this has efcap’d the Ruins of Time. 

In the interval between his Lhronicon, and his Ecclefia flick Hifiory , he 
feems to have penn’d his Books, de Praparatione , & Demonfiratione 
Evangelical wherein with incomparable Learning and Induftry, he 
has, out of their own Writings, fo baffled the main Principles of’the 
Pagan Caufe; and fo ftrongly afterted theTruthofChriftianityagainft 
the pretences both of ^ews and Gentiles , that the Chriftian World can 
never think it felf fufficiently indebted to his Memory. The former 
Work confifts of fifteen Books, which he dedicated to 7 heodotus Bi- 
fhop of Laodicea, the latter of Twenty, extant intire in Phot ins 2 his 'colJX.col.it 
Time, now reduc’d to half the number.. In both which he has fhew- 
ed himlelf a man ofdiffufe and infinite Reading,and though there were 
nothing elfe in them, the World ifc greatly obliged to him for many 
Fragments of ancient Learning, which had otherwife never arrived 
to us. That they could not be written before this time (notwith- 
ftanding what VaUfius fuppofes, that they were written about ten 
years fboncr) is plain, becaufe in them he cites, h and appeals to his 
Canones Chrofticiy as a Work already extant : Now thefe being brought 
down to the Twentieth year of Confiantine , Anno CCCXXV. the 
other muff be written at leaft fome time after. Though I no way 
doubt, but the Licinian Pcrfecution wherein the Gentiles carried tliem- 
iblvcs high, which ended not wholly, but with the death of that 
Prince (which hapned towards the latter end of the foregoing year) 
gave birth and occafion to his undertaking of that Subjed. And that 
they w re written before his Church-Hiftory is evident, becaufc in 
it c he cites his onteo. his pecular Commentaries, where- « H.F.ccitf.t*u 

in he had colle&ed all the Prophetical Paffages and Predictions that a’p.-io. 
concerned our blefted Saviour, and had thence demonftratively en¬ 
forced the truth of all thofe things that related to him. Which 
can properly be applied to nothing but his Books of Evangelical D - 
iHonflratioity which are little elfe but a Colle&ion of the Paffages 
of the ancient Prophets, and ail Application of them to our Sa¬ 
viour.

'Jfl'cf. tioX the City hereupon running into great Fadion and Drfo.tier, 
M, f .s,cr.& gothMagilfrates and People,SouliTiers and lradetmen,betaking them- 
snfn.!x.at. p e i vcs t0 & Arms, and things had come to downright Blows and Blood, 
had not great care been ufed to prevent it. 1 or hcfidcs the bmpe- 
rours frequent difpatches from Court, by Perfons of Honour and 
Authority to compote the Tumults, moderate men thought no ex¬ 
pedient tetter to allay the Diforders , than to choole fome Perfon 
Learning and Eminency to fucceed in that Chair, m whom both 
Parties migltt meet and Center. Hereupon the Synod pitcht upo 
our F.«frHus , then prelent in the Council, a man of unqueftlOUable 
Learning, and one whom they knew to be highly in favour w> 
the Emperor, to whom they lent an account of their Lleftion. But 
the fierce Animofities and Divifions Hill continued in the City, a great 
part both of the Clergy and People paflionatcly contending for £«• 
fybius his Tranflation thither, as others were importunate lor k«g 
thius his Reftitution to that Place. But EMus not caring to fiflia 
troubled Waters, nor liking the Sec ever the better, out of which 
a Famous man had been fo indireftly thrown, but efpeciaUv behold 
ing it as againft the Rules and Conftitutions of the Church, which 
ordinarily allow’d not a Bifhop to he Mandated from one See to ano. 
. c, m ther, and this ratified by a Canon h of the late A 7 /«»e Synod, obftl- 
c M . xv. natcly declin’d the Elcaion, whereof by Letter he certified ti c Era- 
neror who was infinitely pleas’d with Ins Prudence and I lety in that 
Affair. Upon his refuftt, his dear Friend iW«w of A yrc was tran. 
flared thither. But he had not held it above fix Months, when the 
See became again vacant by his Death. Thei Emperor upon the rece 
n f Frfdius his Letter, wrote 5 back to the People of Antioch o tins 
effect That he very well knew the Perfon whom they had ch.afen, 
and recommended to him with fuch honourable Charters, and 
that he was one whom he had a long time had in great Veneration 
for his Learning and Modcfty, and that in this Competition no ^ V 
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might be found equal to him: But yet that it was not fit that one 
Church fhould- be provided for to the prejudice of another, that 
every one fhould be content with his own Bounds, and reft fatisfted 
with their peculiar Allotments, that the Souls of men inafmaljeras 
well as in a greater Church were equally dear to Heaven, and 
therefore fhouid not have their Guide and Paftor ravifti’d from them, 
ai> Aft of greater Violence than Juftice : That they fhould do well to 
unite in Love and Concord, and laying afide all ftditious apd immo- 
tleft Clamours, prudently make chpice of fuch a Perfon as mig^t be 
moft proper and convenient for them. To tho fome purpofo He wrote 
k to the Bilhops in the Synod, letting them know ho\y much, he ap- k£rur. ibid. 
prov’d Eitfibitts his prudent Refolution to wave the Ele&ion , f -* 2 - P- 5 ‘* 
as a thing highly confonant; to the Laws of the Church ; th^t 
he underftood that Euphronius Presbyter of Cafarea in Cappadocia , 
and George the Arethufian Presbyter of Alexandria were men of ap¬ 
prov’d Integrity in the Faith, whom together with fuch others as 
they fhould think fit for that Epifcopal Station, they fhould fet be¬ 
fore them, and proceed in the Eleftion as the rules of the Church, 
and Apoftolical Tradition did require. Together with theft, he 
wrote particularly to Enfibins himfelf, this following Letter. 1 • Ext.ubifupr. 


Constantine the Great, the Angvtjl. } the Con- 
querour to Eusebius, 

J Have often read your Letter , and perceive how exactly you obferve 
the Rule of Ecclefuflick Di/crpline. For to perfevere in thoft things 
that are both accept able to God, and agreeable to Apoftolical'. Tradition, is, 
highly Pious ; herein may yon account your felf happy, that by the Te- 
fiimony almofl of all the World, you have been thought worthy to beBifhop 
of the whole Church. For fince all have been ambitious to injoy you, it 
unqucftionably makes a great Addition to your Happinefs. Rut your w{f- 
dom, whereby yon have been taught to keep the Commands of God, and 
the Apoftolical Canon of the Church , has done very well in refufmg the 
charge of the Church of Antioch , and in defiring to continue in that 
Ep/fcopal Station, wherein, by the Will of God, you were plac'd from the 
very firfi. But concerning this Affair J have written to the People, as 
afj to your Collogues, who had written tome about this Matter. Which 
Letters, when your Holinefs fhall pernfe , you will eafily under ft and, that 
it being but juft that 1 floonld deny their requeft , what 1 wrofe to them 
about /t, was by immediate guidance and direction from God. It tyilf 
become your Wifdom to joyn in Confutation with them , that fo this Affair 
of the Church of Antioch may be Jetled. God have you in his keeping, dear 
Brother. 

The Iflue of the bufinefs was, that Eufebius remain’d where he 
was, and liuphronins was choftn to the See of Antioch, being 
one of the two whom the Emperor had nominated in his fetter 
to them. 


XVI. THUS 
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XVI. THUS ended the Troubles of Antioch , and the Synod 
there held Anno CCCXXX. A year memorable for the Dedication 
Gjiiicano & of Conftantinople , whither Confiantine having tranflated the Seat of 
%7con Ch dedi- t ^ le Empire, and enriched it with all the Ornaments of State and 
au Hi con- Grandeur, which the Power of fo great a Prince was capable to confer 
jUnrinopoHs U po n j t> folemnly dedicated it May the XI th. imprelfing his own 
JthiM. IdZ name upon it, an Honour which of all the Fortunes of that mighty 
fa. canfui. Empire, is the only furviving Monument of his Greatnefs at this day, 
cccLxvnL Nor was he unmindful of Acts of Piety, Erefting feveral fair Churches 
and Oratories for the Affemblies of Divine Worfliip, and that they 
might not be unfurnifh’d of Bibles for their holy Offices, he wrote 
to Eufebius (whom he knew moil capable of this Affair, both for his 
Learning, and the incomparable Library at Cxjareaj to provide him 
- Ext.n?. Euf. fifty Copies tranferib’d for that ule. The Copy of the Letter m we

' ' 4S C o n s t a n t 1 n e the Great, the Augujl , the Con¬ 
queror to Eusebius Bifliop of C fared. 

I N the City that hears our name, by the Bleff'ng and Providence of God 
our Saviour, there are great numbers of men gathered to the hoi) 
Church. Since then all things there are mightily improv'd, it feems 
above all things convenient, that feveral Churches (Jjould be ere fled there, 
Vndtrjland therefore what I am mofl readily rtfe/lv'd to do. It feeen'l 
good to me to intimate to your Wifedom, that you caufe fifty Copies of tht 
holy Scriptures, the ufe whereof you know to be abfolutely neceffary to tht 
Church, to be fairly tranferibed in Parchment by Antiquaries accurately 
dexterous in that Art, fetch as may be eafily read , and carried up and down 
upon any occafion. To this end we have gracioufiy written to the Treafmr 
of the Diocefs, to take care that all neceffary charges be allowed for the pro¬ 
viding thofe Booh. Tour part it is, diligently to fee that they be pre¬ 
par'd with all (peed that may be ; for the tranfmitting whereof, yon jball 
by vertue of thefe Letters , receive the command of two publick Carriages , 
that fo the Copies fairly tranferibed, may be the more conveniently brought 
to our prefence, attended by one of the Deacons of your Church , who at 
his arrival, fljall not fail to ta/le of our Grace and Kjndmfs. God prefervt 
you, dear Brother. 

No looner had Eufebius receiv’d the Commands, but he iinmcdi- 
* 1-4 7 . ately caus’d n the Books to be copied out, which in Parcels richly 

?> 544* and elegantly Bound, he tranfmitted to the Emperor; who in his an- 
fwer fignified his Approbation of them ; as alfo, how well he was 
pleas’d with what he had been told, that Gaza a Town in Pale(lim 
had renounc’d Idolatry, and embrac’d the true Religion : For which 
he endow’d it with great Priviledges, advancing it to the Honour of 
a City, and gracing it with the Title of Conjlantia, the name of his 
own Sifter. Together with this Letter concerning the Bibles, he 
lent alio an anfwer to Eufebius, about his Book concerning the Palchal 
Solemnity, which he had lately dedicated to him, wherein he had 

explain’d 
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explain’d the Original, and all the Myftcries of the Feftival: In which 
anfwer 0 he tells him, how diligently he read his Book, how great- 0 Ext.Fwifl.ap. 
ly he admir’d his excellent Learning, and indefatigable Studies, and E ^ ubi ^ r ‘ c ‘ 
how ddirous he was, frequently to receive fuch Difcourfes from 35/ ’’ 543 ’ 
him, that he was refolv’d by publifhing his Book, to make it uni- 
verlally ule fill, and that in order thereunto, he had caus’d it to be ele¬ 
gantly tranflated into the Latin Tongue. 

XVII. T H E Arian Party by fubtle Artifices and Infinuations at 
Court, dayly gain ground of the Orthodox, whom they laboured by 
all wayes poffible to fupprefs. The main Stickler in defence of the 
Nicene Creed was Athanafius, whom not being able to rout by force 
of Argument, they loaded with all the black and infamous Calumnies, 
which Wit or Malice could invent, and thefe reprefented with all 
Advantages to the Emperor. Who incens’d hereat, commanded p a 1 'Soym. /. 3 . 
Synod to be conven’d at Cxfearca in PaUfiine, Eufebius his Epifcopal 47 2 a 
See, whereafter a tedious Expectation nothing was done, the party />.X. ,l,f ' 2 
accufed refilling to appear. Which the Emperor 16 far refentea, 
that lome time after, Anno CCCXXXV. he commanded another 
Synod to be held at Tyre, impowering our Eufebius and lome others 
to enquire into the Merits of the Caufe, charging Athanafius under 
leverc Penalties to appear. Who came 1 accordingly, attended with q Epipb. sunt. 
feveral Egyptian Bifhops, his Suffragans, who appeared in his behalf. LxrilL H c ?< 
AmongfV which was Potamo Bifliop of Heraclea, who had been Eu¬ 
febius his Fellow-prifoner under the Diocletian Perfecution: A mail 
of a blunt and rugged Temper, who beholding Eufebius upon the 
Bench, tranfported with an ungovernable Zeal, rudely accoftcd him 
in this manner. And muft yon , Eufebius, fit upon the Bench, whilefi 
innocent Athanafius (lands to be judged by you at the Bari Who can en¬ 
dure finch Proceedings? Tell me, were not you in Prifeon with me in the 
time of the Perfecution ? I for my part lofe an Eye in defence of the Truth ; 
you have neither Wounds to J,hew in any part of your Body, neither fife 
fered any kind of Martyrdom, but are alive and whole . How got you out 
of Prifen, unlefs yon either engag'd to the Perfecutors to offer Sacrifice , 
or it may be actually did it. The improbability of which uncharitable 
Suggeft ion we fhew’d before. Eufebius offended with fo infolent a 
Rcflcdion, and thinking fuch carriages ill befeeming Pcrfons accus’d 
towards the Emperor’s Commiffioners, rofe up and diffolved the 
Meeting for that time, faying, If when yon are come hither, yon take 
tk Liberty to talk at this rate againfl ns, the things may be true which 
your Acer firs lay to your Charge: For ifyou exercife (b much Tyranny here, 
wh it will you do in your own Country ? 

XVIII. WHILE things were thus debating at Tyre, the Bifhops 
were fiimmoned by the Emperor’s Letters, to go forthwith to Jeru- 
ftlem, to celebrate the Dedication of that famous Church which he 
had e rafted there. For Conjlantine had fome time fince, by a Letter 
[directed to Macarius Bifliop of femfalem, given order for the build- * e-oM sp. 
mg amoft ftately Church, over’the Place of our Lord’s Relurrefti- rff 'd! lit. 
on, or as others, the Place of his Paffion; or as fome, one in each, w* 
commanding that it fliould he done with all the Advantages of P ‘ 4 ^‘ 
Splendor and Greatnefs, and that neither Coft nor Pains fhouId be 
Ipar’d about it. And the Work was done accordingly, the Porch be- 
lore it large and open, pav’d with Ihining Stone, and encompaffed 

on 
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on three Odes with large Portico’s, the Church it fclf large and high, 
the Walls on the out-iide of polifli’d Stone, on the in fide let with va¬ 
riegated Marble, the Hoof adorn’d with the choiceft carv’d Work, 
all overlay’d with Gold, at the upper end a Semicircle, furrounded 
with twelve Columns, after the number of the Twelve Apoftles, the 
tops whereof were crown’d with Chapiters of Silver. But I fhall 
not undertake to deferibe Particulars, it may fiiffice, that it wanted 
nothing of Ornament or Magnificence which Art or Cod could con¬ 
fer upon it ; not to mention the Princely Gifts, efpecially the rich 
Carpet and Hangings for the Altar, curioufly wrought with Gold 
and Jewels, and luchlike noble Prelents, which lie beftowed upon 

<r:,r.ib. i .j. it. Hither came r the Bifhops from lyre, where they were met by 
multitudes from other Provinces, who flock’d to this Solemnity, anil 
were receivd with great State by Perfons of Honour and Quality lent 
from Court to entertain them at the Emperor’s coft; the chief of 
whom was Miniums the Emperor’s Secretary, a Pious and Religious 
man, who having been a Confeflor in the late Times, was the htteft 
to be employ’d upon this Errand. The Solemnity was manag’d with 
all imaginable Expreflions of Feftivity and Rejoycing, magnificent 
Feafb and Entertainments, mighty Charity to the Poor, but efpecially 
AXs of great Piety towards God, the Bifliopsimployingthemfelvesin 
the Offices of Religion, in Prayers and Sermons, fome celebrating the 
Emperor’s Piety towards our Saviour, and the magnificence of the 
Structure ; otliers difeourfing upon fome divine SubjeX, accommo¬ 
dated to the prefent Occafion.Some expounding the Portion appointed 
to be read out of the holy Scriptures, explaining the myftical and 
hidden fence ; others not fo well qualified for that, being taken up 
in the Celebration of the Eucharift, and in Prayers and Praifes, in¬ 
terceding with God for the common Peace, for the good of the 
Church, for the Emperor and his happy Ifliic. But herein none bore 
a greater Part than our Enfebins, honouring the Solemnity with fe- 
veral pnblick Difcourfes, fometimes by writing, fetting forth the 
greatnds of the royal Edifice; other whiles reprefenting the Pro* 
phetick Scriptures, and adapting them to the prefent State of tilings; 
and after all, drawing up a particular Defcription of this famous 
Church, the fafhion of our Saviour’s Sepulchre, the beauty and ele¬ 
gancy of the Building, the leveral Gifts wrought with Gold, Silver, 
and precious Stones ; in a Book on purpofe of this SubjeX, which he 
dedicated to the Emperor, and annexed to his Books, DevitaC on- 
ffantini, hut ’tis long fince loft. 

XIX. DURING the Celebration of this great Solemnity, Atha- 

* Tmi.ior.cit. m f, us | iac | ma de his ' Addrefs at Court, complaining of the unjuft 

Proceedings againft him in the late Council of Tyre ; whereupon the 
Emperor fummon’d fome of thofe Bifhops to Court, to give an ac¬ 
count of the Tranfaftions of that Synod. Who came accordingly to 
Conflantinopk, and our Enfebins amongft the reft ; and it being now 
near the Thirtieth year of Confeantints reign, he folemniz’d his Tri- 

* mu!-, c. 4<r. cenmhd ; at that time Enfebins made that famous Encomiaftick u in 

55 °‘ praife o\'Con flan tine yet extant, which the Emperor honour’d with 

liis Prefence ; and how well he lik’d it, he fhew’d by the chearful- 
nefs of his looks, and thofe peculiar Honours and Entertainments 
wherewith he treated the Bifhops at the end of it. This being, as 

he 
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lie tells us, the fecond Oration, which he had made before the Em¬ 
peror in his Palace ; tiie former w haying been a Panegyrick upon * ibid. c. 33. 
our Saviour’s Sepulchre, which the pious Emperor, though in his p ' S42 ‘ 
own Houfe, heard (landing, although Enfebins importun’d him to take 
his Chair. And. when fearing to tire him with the length of his 
Difcourfe, lie offered in civility to break off, the Emperor bad him 
to proceed unto the End, at which he again prefs’d him to fit down, 
but the Emperor refus’d, faying, ’twas not fit at any time, much 
lefs ar this, to hear Difcourfes concerning God in poftures of eafe 
and Ibfrnels, and that it was very Pious to ftand while we were hear¬ 
ing Difcourfes about Divine things. Amongft others that abfented 
then.'ielves both from the Synod at Tyre 3 and the dedicatory Solemni¬ 
ty at fern/alem, was Mar cell us Bifhop of Ancyra the Metropolis of 
Ua/at/a , who became the Author of fome difturbance in the Church 
upon this occafion. A (hr ins a Sophifter of Cappadocia had lately pu- 
blilli’d fome Books in Syria, in defence of the Arian Tenets 5. which 
M.v-r H //s reading, undertook to anfwcr, wherein either defignedly, or 
by furprize, he fell into another extream, running into the Opinion 
of Paulas Samofttentts , that our blefled Saviour was but a meer man, 
that he took his x exiftence from the time of his Incarnation, be- * vid. Fjf.i, r. 
fore which he had no proper Hypoflafis, but lay quiefeent in the Mind Mamit. 
and Will of the Father, as a Word does in man, till aXual fpeaking 
brings it forth, and that at laft his Kingdom fhould ceale, and his hu- pajfm. 
mane Nature being put off,he fhould be again refolv’d into the exiftence 
of the Father; together with fuchlikc grofs and impious AlTertions, 
fluffing his Book with tart Reflexions, y bitter and fevere InveXives r Euftb. mtr. 
againft thofe that differed from him, fearing neither living nor dead, Aiaraii. 1. 1. 
Iieaping loads of Calumnies and Reproaches upon them. This Book he 2 ‘ 
had prelaited,with a great many flattering Addrefles,and Infiriuations to 
the Emperor,hoping he would efjioufe and undertake his Caufe,but the 
Emperor referr’d the Examination and Determination of the Matter to 
the Bifhops now aflembled in Synod z at Conftantinople , the Procefs was * sozom. /. 2. 
begun againft him in the Council at Jer/fetlem , during which he had £ H U' 
engag’d he would bum his Book. But that Aflembly being liidden- p^fesiaph.H. 
ly broke up by the haftyMeflage they received from the Emperor, *«/••'• 8 * c 
the bufinels for that time was laid afide. But being now at better 
lcafiire, they refum’d the Procefs, and finding the man would not 
comply with his former promife, they proceeded to his cenfure, and 
depos’d him from his Bilhoprick, fubftituting one Bafil a learned and 
eloquent Perfon in his room, and wrote to the Churches in thofe 
Parts to hunt out his Book, and burn it where-ever they found it, 
and to recover thofe who had been infeXed with it; annexing to their 
Epiftle fome ExtraXs ou£ of it, containing thole Peftilent Dogmata 
that were in it. Which done, they commanded a our Enfebins to * Enftb. loci 
undertake the Confutation of it, which he accordingly performed in ciuu 
live Books; the two firft exprefly written againft Marcellas , wherein 
he expofes his Opinions out of his own Writings, with Ibrne brief 
RcfleXions upon them: In the other three intitled, de Eccleftaflica 
Tbeologia , dedicated to Flaccillns Bifliop of Antioch , lie lets himfelf to 
a more flriX and accurate Refutation of them, and in both plainly 
evinces him to have been guilty of Sabellianifm and the Samofeatenian 
Errors. As for Marcellas himfelf he made a fhift a long time to bear 
up his Reputation by his adhering to the Orthodox, fheftring himfelf 
E efpecially 
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specially under the wing of Athanafttu, who pleaded ftrongly f or 
him at every turn, and recommended his Caufe at Rome, whither 
he fled, and was entertain’d by Pope "Julius^ where he publifhed an 
Apology for himfelf, and finally was acquitted, and reftor’d to his See 
h nd. rjip. by the Synod at Sardica, who declar’d b that what he had written 
ntldj.iS. been propounded only by way of Qucftion, not delivered as 
p. 78. C pofitive and dogmatical Alfertions; that he did not maintain (what 
was charged upon him) that God the Word, took his beginning 
from his Incarnation, nor that his Kingdom fhould have an end; but 
on the contrary he affirm’d,that his Kingdom neither had a beginning, 
nor fhould cvef have an end. And yet after all he prov’d a fubtle 
e tyijl. lit. Heretick, and was condemn’d and reje&ed not only by S. Bafil c , but 
t'sn.suip.i, 2. by Athtw/ifiiu himfelf. d And Epiphnniua tells c us, that when him- 
p. 149,1 < 0 . felf once ask’d Athanafins, what he thought of him, as he did not 
* H ‘ v "l’ LXm pafllonately exclaim againft him, fo neither would he acquit him, 
F ' 37 ' only fmiling at the mention of him. And evident it is, that Epiphl 
nius himfelf thought him guilty of very Heretical Notions and Pro* 
pofitions, and that the very Apologies which he was forc’d to make 
for himfelf, fhew’d that there lay fomething at the bottom. 

XX. IT was now the year CCCXXXVII. when the Great CW 
ftantine left the World: His Diftemper at firft, was only a light In- 
f Eif. divit. difpofition, f which foon grew up into an incurafile Sicknefs, for 
p!fi7.&cf U vv bich caufe he was firft carriecf to the Baths, thence remov’d 
to Helenople , and lo to Achyrom , a place within the Suburbs of 
A T icomedia , where he immediately caus’d himfelf to be bap¬ 
tis’d ; and being, as the cuftom in fuch Cafes was, cloath’d in 
White, he would thenceforth fuffer no Purple to come near him. 
Having made his Will, and difpofed the Affairs of the Empire, with 
a mind infinitely fatisfied in what he had done, and impatiently de- 
firous of that State whither he was going ; he expir’d in nis Palace at 
Nicomedia M.tythc XXII. about Noon, being the laft day of the Pen- 
tecofi Solemnity, after he had reign’d thirty years and ten months. 
iA.nn.tdiu His Death was ufher’d * in by a blazing Star, and exceedingly la- 
f ’ 4 ‘ * mented by the Souldiers and Officers of the Army, by all the Minifters 
of State, and univerfally by all the Subjetts of the Empire, the Sc* 
nate and People of Rome fhutting up their Baths, and the Fora , pro* 
hibiting all publick Spe&acles and delightful Entertainments, and 
dedicating Statues to him; and all the wnile his Body lay in State at 
Nicomedia , all the great Officers at Court, the Senators and Magi- 
ftrates of the City dayly came and paid the fame Reverence and Obey* 
fence to him, which they were wont to do while he was alive. Con- 
ftjuitiu* being arriv’d, the Corps was with all the Pomp and Solem¬ 
nity that was befitting the funerals of fo great a Prince, tranflated 
from Nicomedia to Constantinople, and there with univerfel Sorrow, 
filter’d in the Ftflibnlnm of the great Church, which he himfelf had 
ere&ed and dedicated to the holy Apoftles. A Prince of a generous 
Mind, and undaunted Courage, and an indefatigable InduffryJ where¬ 
to he was greatly animated by an unfatisfied defire of Praife, efpeci- 
ally military Glory. Admirable Laws he fram’d for the common 
Good, which lie Impartially executed. The Embaffies and Com¬ 
plaints from the Provinces he heard patiently, and did them Juftice. 
He was powerful and profperous, a great Patron of Learning in 
others, and himfelf very learned and ft ucuous; and which is above all, 

* devout 
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devout and pious, having from his firft Converfion to Chriftianity, 
exprefs’d a mighty Zeal and Paflion for the Honour of God, and the 
Interefts of Religion. Zpfimna a Pagan Writer afperfes his Memory, 
with a very odious, but withall unjuft Reprefentation of the Reafon 
of his turning Chriftian. He tells us, h that being haunted with h «*/*• lib - *i 
the Conference of his notorious Crimes in the Death of his Son <58s * 
Crifptu, and his Lady Faujla, and his perfidious dealing with Licinius , 
he applied himfelf to the Gentile Priefts for Purgation and Abfolution, 
who told him, their Religion allow’d no methods of Expiation for 
fuch great Offences; that hereupon he was brought into acquaintance 
with an Egyptian newly arriv’d from Spain, who affur’d him that 
the Chriftian Religion was able to do away any Crimes whatfo- 
ever, and that no fooner did the moft profligate Wretch dole with 
it, but he fhould be immediately deliver’d from the Guilt of all his 
Sins; upon which affurance he renounc’d the Religion of his Ance- 
ftors, and went over to the Chriftians. This is the Tale as told by 
my Author. But bcfidcs the known Spite and Malice of the man 
in Matters relating to Chriftianity, there needs no more to Confute 
the Story, than that the account is inconfiftent with it felf, it being 
plain beyond all denial, that Confiantine had embrac’d the Chriftian 
Religion no lefs than ten or eleven years before thofe unhappy ac¬ 
cidents of the Death of Crifpu* and Faufta fell out, which this Author 
makes the immediate occafion of his Converfion to it. Another 
Gentile Hiftorian ‘ is more favourable to his Memory, he commends 1 auu nd. 
him for his Learning, Eloquence, and Courteoufhefs, and the reft of Schott - c * 4 oi 
thofe Vertues, for which he was celebrated and cry’d up to the Skyes; f ' ?I2, 
and affirms, that had he but put fome bounds to his Bounty and 
Ambition, and thofe Arts wherewith great Minds are ufually carried 
away in an over eager perfuit of Glory, he had come nearer to a God 
than a man. He was modeft and humble, and notwithlianding fome 
aQs of Severity and perhaps Cruelty, which the reafons and neceffi- 
tics of State might put him upon, and whereof we at thisdiftance 
can make no true Judgment, tender and compaflionate, of a courte¬ 
ous and obliging Temper, kind to all, and charitable to the Poor, 
large and even profufe in his Gifts, magnificent in his Expences, 
which made him fbmetimes grate hard upon the Subject in Taxes 
and Tributes, but efpecially bountiful to Admiration totheBifhops 
and Guides of Religion, to whom he thought he could never enough 
exprefsan honourable Regard, tender of the State of the Empire, 
but moft incomparably folficitous of the Peace of the Church. But 
it is not for me to attempt his Chara&er, the thing is done by a much 
better Hand, one who knew him beft, and was moft familiarly Con- 
verfant with him, I mean our Eufbius, who not long after his Death 
drew up.an account of his Life and A&ions, notin the way of a ftrift 
Hiftory, but more like an Orator and Encomiaft, not defigning (as 
himfelf allures k 11s) to fill up all the Particularities of his Life, but to “ m vit.au *fi< 
draw the more conliderablc Lineaments and Proportions, in fome of '* , *«» , M , < 
the greater lines and ftrokes of his Piety and Vertue, which was all 4 ‘ 2 ‘ 
he propounded to himfelf in that Work. Which may ferve as an 
Anfwer to the great Exception which Phot tut 1 makes againft it, that x cod.cxmi< 
in it he gives no larger an account concerning the Affairs of Aritts, co1, 
and the Tranfa£Uons of the Council of Nice, his defign being more 
L 2 immediately 
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immediately retrain’d to the perfonal Affairs of Conjhntim ; and that 
too in an Encomiaftick, rather than in a ftritt Hiftorical way, which 
M.M.p.5. Socrates m aligns as the Reafon of this OmifTion. This he has done 
in four Books, or, as in Robert Stef hens his Edition they are reckoned, 

* rxiif.Annot. five, which a learned man n wonders whence he deriv’d. But plain 
>' cl' tog* ^ is, that long before him Nicephoros © had exprefly mention’d five 

* //. Ecci. 1.6. Books, under the laft no doubt comprehending his Defcription of 
f. 37- the Church of our Saviour’s Sepulchre, or it may be Confl.intm'% 

Oration, ad Cat am Sanflorutn, both which Eufebius himfelf had an¬ 
nexed as an Appendix to them; for that he could not mean his Orati¬ 
on dc landibus Conftantini, is evident, in that immediately after he 
p u'oi fcpr.c.to reckons it as diftinft from it. This work he tells us p he undertook 
p. 410,411. a$a pi e ce of gratitude to his great Mafter, thinking it very fhame- 
ful and indecent, that when /Verb’s and Caligula $ had found thole 
who cloath’d their bad A&ions in large and elegant Relations, he 
fhould be filent in the Caule of fo good and incomparable a Prince, 
who had had the Honour to ftand before him, and familiarly to con- 
verie with him. And for this reaion perhaps he ufes iomewhat 1 
more neat and florid ftyle, than in his other Writings. Which hath 
given occafion to iome to call in queftion the genuinenefs of the Book 
it felf. But ’tis a wonder to me, any learned man iliould doubt of 
it; when not to infill: upon other Arguments, and the unanimous 
1 i.a.f.454 5 * Authority of the Ancients $ Eufebius s himfelf does more than once 
a nd a S a ^ n exprefly own himfelf to be the Author of it. j 

543 ’ XXI. NOR did Eufebius himfelf long furvive his great Patron,dying 

* r j nn0 CCCXL. a little before the Death of the younger Conftantini 
Succeeded in his See by Acacius one of his Schollars, a man oi con- 
fiderable learning, who amongft many other Books wrote the l ife 
of his Mafter Eufebius , which had it been extant, would have enabled 
us to prefent his Affairs with a better Face, without being fo much 
beholden to the Pens of thofe who had no great kindnefs for him. 
He was a man fober and ferrous, of a very ftri£t and Philofopfiick 
courfe of Life, infinitely zealous for the Honour and Intercft of the 
Chriftian Religion, which he readily defended againft all Oppofers. 
His Parts were great, and his Learning incomparable, for which the 
Age he liv’d in, and all Ages ever fince have rifen up before him 
with a juft Veneration. So uncontroulable his Reputation herein, 
even in thofe early Times, that when Sabinus the Macedonian Bilhop 
(who colle&ed the A£ls of feveral Synods) charg’d the Fathers of 
the Nicene Council, for a Company of rude and illiterate Perfons, 

tL.vc.z.p.22. Socrates f thought it Exception enough to that flander, to fay, that 
c-PT- 9 1 - he involv’d Eufebius in that Charge, whofe Learning was above all 

* Exception. Nay one of his greateft Adverfaries * is forc’d to give 
ip’olfp' oorig ! him this Teftimony, that he was a man of Angular Learning, one 
in synod. NU. tjhat had run thorough and fearch’d into all the Books and Writings of 
V<S8 f emtit the Ancients, and laid open their feveral Sentiments and Opinions; 
Tom. vu. * Evidences whereof he tells us, are thofe many excellent Writings 

which he left behind him for the benefit of Pofterity. He wrote 
»vt serif t.in fayes S. Jerom, u infinite Volums, many whereof are long fince 
loft, and fome, the notice whereof never arriv’d at us. His Books 
againft Porphyry (not now extant) and of the Preparation and Demon- 
ftmion of the Gofpel , fhew how great a Defender he was of the 

Chriftian 
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Chriftian Caufe, and how able to baffle both Jew and Gentile at their 
own Weapon. Nor was he lefs vers’d in the Antiquities of the 
Church, and the A&s and Sufferings of the Martyrs, the Memoires 
whereof he drew together, wherein he was furnifh’d with an in¬ 
comparable Advantage, if it be true, what S. Jeront y or the Author 
under his name probably enough reports, w that when Conftantine the 
Great came to C.eftrea y and bad Eufebius ask whatever might be ad¬ 
vantageous and beneficial to his Church, he told the Emperor, his 
Church was well enough endow’d already, but that there was one 
thing which he moft paffionately defir’d, that the Proceedings of the 
fudges and Governours fucccmvely againft the Martyrs and Con- 
jeffors through all Parts of the Roman Empire might be diligently 
fought out, and the Records and Monuments fearch’d, and that 
what Martyrs fuftered under fuch Judges, in what City or Province, 
upon what day, and by what kind of Martyrdom, all thefe notices 
being extracted out of the publick Archives and Regifters, might 
by His Majcfties Order be tranfinitted to him. Which was done 
accordingly, and out of thefe Materials he principally compil’d his 
Ecclcliaftick Hiftory, and made up that fjeapTu^cav cwucty^yn 

he fb often mentions, theColleftion of ancient Martyrdoms, which 
the A£Ls of S. Silvefler affure * us, confifted of eleven Books, where¬ 
in he clelcrib’d the Sufferings which Perfons of all forts underwent 
in all t.ie Parts and Provinces of the World. A vaft Work, and which 
is /aid > (how truly I know not) to be ftill extant in the King’s Li¬ 
brary at the If atrial in Spain. His ftyle in all his Writings, (as Pho- 
tius 7 obferves) is neither pure nor pleafant, neither elegant nor jperfpt- 
cuous,though in his Books de vita Conftantini,more neat and florid than 
the reft. And this roughnefs of Phrafe Theodore Metochita a fuppofes he 
contrafted by living a good while in Egypt ,affirming that all who were 
educated there, were infefted with fuch a harih and rugged Style. 

XXIL BUT that which has rais’d a loud outcry againft his 
Name and Memory, is his fiding with the Arians in their Councils 
againft the Cathoiicks, and his at beft doubtful and ambiguous Ex- 
prefiions in thoie controverted Doftrines, upon which account 
S. Jerom h at every turn makes no feruple to ftyle him the Head, 
the Champion, the Standard-bearer of the Party. And the Charge 
is generally taken for granted, and in moft Cafes Tis put in as a barr 
to his Authority; and a late learned man c to help on the Matter,makes 
the Enfebian Faftion to have been denominated and deriv’d from him, 
when ’tis notorioufly evident they were fo call’d from the other Eu¬ 
febius, Bifhop of Nicomedia. It muft be confefs’d, he maintain’d a 
great Correfpondence with the Chief of the Art an Party. His fre¬ 
quent attendance at Court, and in all Ecclefiaftical Aflemblies, en¬ 
gaging him in their Society, whofe Principles it’s like he did not 
believe to be fb bad, as others apprehended them; and plain it is, by 
his Letter to the Bifhop of Alexandria , that Anus by fluffing and 
drefiing up his Notions, and by other Arts of Diffimulation, had 
impos’d upon him. Nor, can it be denied, but that there are many 
unwary and dangerous Expreffions to be found in his Writings : Ana 
what wonder, if one that had fb long convers’d with the feveral Books 
and Principles of Philofophers, efpecially the Writings of the Plato- 
nifts, that had fb throughly canvafs’d the Books of Origen, fhould 
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exprefs himfelf in fuch fublimc and intricate Qucftions, in a way 
fdmewhat different from others of that Age, Specially while as yet 
the Church had made no explicitc Determination in thole Points, 
confidering withall, how loolely and uncautioufly many others 
Nicene Fathers, as well as he, exprefs themfelves in thefc Matters? 
But not to reft in a general Apology, let us confider a little, what 
Materials he himfelf can furnifh out to one that would undertake his 
Plea. And whoever impartially confiders the Calc, will hnd enough, 
I doubt not, in his own Writings, thofe Specially of Ins latter time, 
to vindicate him from the Charge of downright Arhmfm, to be lure 
extreamly to mitigate the feverity of the Cenlurcs that are pafsd 
upon him. Amongft many, a few Inftances fliall fuffice ; can we 
. fiippofe him an Arian, that confeffes d the Dignity, the Nature and 
Effence of the Son of God to be ineffable, that he was a Light before 
the World was; the intellectual and effential Wifdom that was be¬ 
fore all Ages * the living Word that was with the Father in the be- 
ginning, and was God r That not only Styles c him t? « 
©d« ytoiov the natural Son of that God that is over all, but 
God of himfelf (then which nothing could be faid more 
exprefly to affert his felf-lubfifting independent Deity, it being a 
Word, which I am lure no Arian in the World can ufe;) and a little

~bvmany, that h 7 did this with a fraudulent and deceitful Mind, un 
demanding the Terms in his own Sence, yet nothing can be plainer 
than that he freely andfolemnly proteftsin his Letter to the l eople o 
C.farea, that he took them in that very Sence and Lxplication of 
them, which the l athers ot that Counci had themfelvcs fixed upon 
them. Nor did he fublcribe raftfiy, and haiid over head, but with 
mature deliberation, and after a moft fina Examination ot every 
word, anda being fully Satisfied in the Sence of every Article, as m 
that Letter is declar’d at large.

Sine lam, the io- 
pofition, as’tis reprefented by Athanafins, is plainly contrary to and 
inconfifient with the moft mature and deliberate Declarations of his 
mind in all his Writings extant at this day. All tnat can oe gueis d 
at this diftanceis, what arifes from the Ags of the fecond AW 
Council (where this * and another fhort PalTage is cited out of that 
Letter) that the Son is inferior to the Father, for which lie quotes 
thofe words of our Saviour, my Father tintlent me is greater tInn /. 
Which whether he underftood of Chrift’s mediatory Capacity, or 
extended alfoto his filial Relation, and that too in rcfpefifc of hffcnce 
and Power, is not fufficiently plain from that place. And then for 
the other Expreffion, that the Son himfelf is God indeed but not 
the true God, ’tis barely repeated ; though we may rationally fuppole, 
he dircQly referr’d in it to that faying of Chrift, 7 hat they may bm 
thee the only true God , and Jefis Chrift , whom thou fnfl font. And him- 
felf abundantly clears this matter, when he tells us tlutMarceJns 
charg’d him with holding, not that there was only one God but 
that there was only one true God; as if he allowed other Gods that 
were not truly and properly fo. But he denies the Charge, that ever 
he affirm’d the Father to be the only true God, and appeals to his 
own words; and aflures us, he had only quoted that foremcntiond 
Text. And he complains c of the fame Perfon, that he accus d him 
of holding Chrift to be ameer man, for no other caufe, than that in

lie frequently ules words relating to his Oeconomy or Difpenfatiori 
Thus Gelaftus Bifhop of Cyzdcum pofitively acquits « him of this . m CQ , c 
Charge, and affirms, that if he Laid or wrote any thing, that in the a v"/! Tcf 
leaft borders upon Arianifm, he did it not with a bad intent but coi ‘ u°- 
meerly through heedlefnefs and Incircumfpe&ion, and that EMius 
himfelf made good all this in an Af>olo<retici Difcourfe, which he 
publifil’d and direded to all the Orthodox Bilhops of the Church 
As for the fecond Council of Nice, that layes the Charge fo home 
and downright upon him, it’s the lefs to be wond’red at, when ’tis 
remembred, that the great bufinefi of that Council being to eftabliffi 
the Worfhip of Images, and being prefs’d by their Adverfaries, with 
the Authority o fEufibuu his Letter to the Emprefs Conftmtia , fo full 
ogainftit, they knew no better way to decline the blow, than by 
directly charging him to have been an Arian ,(though had he been fo,it 
had in that Cafe made nothing againft his Teftimony; producing 
only fome few Fragments to that purpofe, and thofe out of Letters 
written before the Determinations of the Council of Nice. In the 
Weftern Church he far’d better, fcarce any of them (S. from ex¬ 
cepted, whole Zeal and Paffion in this, as in many other Cafes over- 
f^vay d his Judgment; fpeaking of him without great Honour and Re¬ 
verence: Infomuch that he was taken into their Calendars and Marty- 
and the higheft Eulogies f and Commendations heap’d upon < 
mm, honour d with the title of 6tixt, and a moft bleiTed I>ricft of holy ">" d 
Memory. And in their Miff.tls and Breviaries had particular Leftbns 
and divine Offices appointed for the Celebration of his Memory’

But let us lee what foundation 
there is for all this Out-cry. Eufchiiis liv’d at that time, no man of 
his Order greater at Court, and was near enough to know the I ruth 
of what was done nay probably was himfelf upon the fpo amongft 
thole Bifhops he fpeaks of, that were call’d to Court, and thereby 
enabled to give fo ready an account of the Difcourfes, and all the 
particular Circumftances of that dying Emperor. And lunpofe him 
fo have had a defign to forge fuch a Report , it was not confident with 
a man of ordinary cither Piety or Prudence to have publifh d it 
when the thing was frelh, and lb many Perfons of Quality and Credit 
ranable to dilnrovc him. Befidcs he has all Antiquity herein on Ins 
fide; not to mention particular Writers, the Catholick Bilhopsmet 
in the Synod at Anmmnm not much above twenty years after, atteft 
the fame thing in their Letter ' to CmfiaxMs, that _of 

c. 37 - m i 6 - hapnv Memory being baptiz’d, went to that ftate of Reft and Peace 
1^66 nil* that was referv’d for him. Baronins found himlelf exceedingly gra- 
^ vel’d with this Teftimony, and inftead of untying, dovvnright cuts

For that fo it fhouldbe 
he proves (and after Io much confidence his evidence had need be 
weighty and powerful) from the Copy of that Synodical Epiftle, ; as

wuLAtUn. Of it, but had he lookt into the Greet, k he would have found ima 
Synod, caufe to rejoyce fo much in his Invention, it being no onj ans, 

Arim - * Conftantine there, as well as in all other Copies of that Epiftle, and 
'* 616 ' even in the original Draught extant in S. Hilary : Not to fay that the 
fence of the Place ncceflarily determines it to l on ft ant me the Great. 
To contend fo zealoufiy for a Matter (as they account it,; of fo much 
importance to their Church, one would imagine, that befides en- 
devouring to difable the Authorities that are againft it, they fhould 
have fornc very ftrong pofitive Teftimomes to confirm it. And yet 
after all, the whole Story is built upon no better Foundation tte 
the fabulous Arts of S. Silvefler, which have no juft Ground or Pi 
of Truth or Probability to fupport them.

The Life of S. Athanasius. 


Alexandria bis Birth-place . Thegrcatne/s of that City . His perfuming 
a Bifhop, and adminifiring Baptifm when a Child. The care taken of 
his Education, and being plac'd under Peter Bifljop of that See. Tbt 
breach between Peter and Meletius under the Dioclefian Perfection, 
1 he rife and occafion of the Meletian Schifm.

Con• 
downed by a Synod at Alexandria. 


H E City of Alexandria plcafantly fituated in a 
clear and a wholfom Air, not far from the Delt^ 
or We(lern Canal of the Nile, having the Pbms 
on a Promontory on the one fide, and the Mam- 
tick Lake on the other; had during the Line of 
the Ptolomies been the Regal Seat of the Kings of 
Egypt, as afterwards the Metropolis of the King¬ 
dom, and the Refidence of the Prafettus Anguftalis , when brougnt 
tinder the Roman Power. A City not more ennobled by the greatnefi 
of its Founder, than proud in the Riches of its Traffick, theconflu- 
4 ence of all Nations reforting thither, the Fame of its Schools, and 
the Learning and Eminency of its Profelfors, in which refped it 
out-vied Rome, and rival’d the Glory of Athens it (elf. Nor was it 
the leaft Addition to its Honour, that amongft many other Fathers 
of the Church, illuftrious for Learning and Piety, it gave Birth to 
Athanafms, a Perfon fo renown’d in the Hiftories of the Church. 
For here was he born about the clofe of the third Century, as is 
evident from (ome other Periods and PaflTagesof his Life. His Pa¬ 
rents (though the filence of Antiquity has conceal’d their Names) 
• rit. a than, are (aid a to have been peculiarly eminent for Piety and Vertue, who 

r- !■ left no other Child but him, as if Heaven defign’d him on purpofeto

a Youth, and had not out-grown the cares and tutorage ofdomeftick

allick College. Athanaflur , the ripeft probably both in Parts and 
Years peribnated the Bifhop, Lome were Presbyters,, others Dea¬ 
cons others reprefented Catechumens and Competentes , who (uedto 
be initiated with the holy Rites. Hitherto Alexander was well enough 
contented with the Childrens (port, but when he faw them talce 
upon them to adminifter what he thought refembled the facred and 
folemn Rites of the Church, and the moft: hidden and concealed My- 
fteries of Religion, he fent Tome of the Clergy (who by this time 
were come) to enquire into the meaning of the Action. The Chil¬ 
dren affrighted at hrft, began to deny what they had done, affirming 
that there was no more in it than common Sport, but being levercly 
prefs’d confefs’d the Myftery of the whole childifh Scene, that Atha - 
nafias had fuftain’d the place of a Bifhop, and had baptizd Lome 
Children whom they prefented to him, who had not been baptizd 
before. This put him upon enquiring farther into the Manner and 
Circumftances of that Affair, and whether it had been managdby 
the ufiial way of Interrogations and Anfwers, and finding that every 
thing had been exactly done according to the Cuftom and Conftitu- 
tions of the Church, upon advice with his Clergy it was concluded, 
that the Children fo initiated fhould not be re-baptiz’d, but on y con- 
fummated by Confirmation. And having fent for Athanaflus Ins Pa¬ 
rents, and thofe of the reft,who had wantonly ufurp’d the Place of the 
Clergy, he deliver’d them to them with a folemn Charge to give 
them fuch Education, as might fit them for the Miniftry of the 
Church, andthedifehargeof that Office, which in fport they had 
taken upon them. Athanaflus hereupon was confignd to Matters 
and Tutors, and being fufficiently perfe&ed in humane Arts and 
Studies, his Parents return’d him to the Bifhop, who took him into 
his Family, us’d him as his Secretary and Amamenfis to read to him, 
and write for him; and when maturity of Age had qualified him for 
it, ordain’d him Deacon; and finding his Parts brisk and pregnant, 
and his Zeal vigorous and fincere, tooh c him into his moft private 
Councels, us’d his affiftance in his moft important Controverfies and 
Affairs, carried him along with him to the Council of Nice, where 
in all his Contefts with Arius , and his conftant Conflicts with that 
Party afterwards, he fhew’d himfclf a ftouc and able Champion of 
the Catholick Caufe. For the clearer underftanding of which Affair, 
it being the great Tranfadion of his whole Life, we muft ftep back a 
nohrpe nf rliinac frnm the Fountaill- 
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HV^dV.1« , - 

III. PETER Bifhop of Alexandria fucceeded Tbeon.ts in that 
See, Ann. Chr. CCC. or at moft but the year before. And fcarce 
had he fitten three years quietly in the Chair, when the Diocletian 
Perfecution overtook the Church, wherein he with many more ot 
Note and Quality were apprehended and caft: into Prifbn, in which 
number was Meletius Bifhop of Lycus in Thebais, a Perfon, next Pe¬ 
ter, of greateft Authority and Power, and under him Director gene¬ 
ral of al l the Affairs of the Church. The feverity of the Perfecution 
(fb Epipb.wins a relates the Story, though nowhere moreconfusd 
and carelefs than in the Meletian and Arian Relations, and in this p. 306. 
cafe reporting things not very confiftently with other Writers of 
thofe Times,) tempted many of all Orders of men, to renounce the 

Faith, 
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Faith, and comply with the Gentile Rites, who repenting afterwards 
of what they had done, apply’d themfelves to the Martyrs and Con. 
fcllors in Prifon for Abfolution, that they might be reftor’d to Peace 
and Communion with the Church. This, Me let ms and others would 
by no means yield to, affirming it would fet open the door to Ap* 
ftacy from the Chriftian Faith, if when men had laps’d into Idolatry, 
they might at their return find fo ready entertainment. Peter a&ed with 
the refentments and companion ofa common Father, was for the nio^ 
mild and moderate Opinion, that a time of Pcnnance being alfign’d, 
they might be readmitted into the Church, left Affli&ion be added 
totheaflTi&ed, and men being put upon a dcfperate Iffuc, might be 
tempted to a total and final Apoftacy from Chriftianity. But not 
being able to prevail either by Arguments or Intreaties, lie hung 
up his Mantle crofs the Prilbn, crying out, they that are of my fide, 
let them come hither; they that are for Meletius , let them go to him, 
Whereupon a few Bifhops and others came over to him, the great- 
eft part remaining with Meletius, Which widened the difference 
into fuch a Breach, that ever after they parted Companies, and in all 
A&s of divine Worfhip, kept their (eparate Affemblies. But it was 
not long before Meletius himfelf flood in need of that Mercy, which 
he had fo rigidly denied to others, being through the infirmity of his 
Faith, betray’d to offer Sacrifice to Idols. Which though not men¬ 
tion’d by Epiphamus y (who doubtlefs tranferib’d his Reports out of 
theAftsof the Meletiiv/jy which may juftly be prefum’d partial in 
their own Caufe) is yet by a much better Author, I mean Ath.w.tjht 
c himfelf, who adds, that for this, and fome other Crimes, whereof 
he flood convift, (meaning, I fiippofe, his fchifmatical Proceedings) 
Peter in a common meeting of Bifhops, depos’d him from his Order. 
The IfFue was, Peter receiv’d the Crown of Martyrdom, Meletm 
being got out of Prifon, ftill bore up himfelf with the Power and 
Reputation of a Bifhop, ordaining Bifhops, Presbyters and Deacons 
whomever he came, erasing Churches for his own Party, and re¬ 
filling to communicate with the other; each Party diftinguilbing 
their Affemblies by an Infcription over their Church doors; thole 
who belong’d to Peter , and poflefs’d the Churches of the old Foun¬ 
dations, entitling themfelves, the Catholick Church ; tliofe of Aide- 
tins , the Church of the Martyrs, This Schifm commenc’d Arm. CCCVI. 
Meletius vomiting up nothing but railings and reproaches againft: 
Peter and his Succeffors, complaining how much he had been injur’d 
by them. How far lie and his Party were cenfur’d in the Nicene Synod, 
and what were their Confpiracies and Combinations againft Atbanafuu, 
we may hear more afterwards. 

IV. AMONGST others that went along with the Meletius 
Schifm, was Arius, the Son of Amoniusy a Libyan by Birth, (a Coun¬ 
try fruitful in monftrous and unnatural Productions) though Photim 
f and fome others exprefly make him an Alexandrian. A man ofa 
fiibtle and verfatil Wit, of a turbulent and unquiet Head, but which 
he vail’d with a fpecious Mask of SanCtity. Upon his deferring * the 
Mclctian Party, he was made Deacon by Peter ; but difliking after¬ 
wards the Bi(hop’s fevere Proceedings againft Meletius , wasreje&ed 
and expell’d the Church. A little before Peter's Suffering, he 
mightily follicited to be again reftor’d to his Place. But Peter knew 
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t he temper of the man too well to hearken to it; and if the Acts 
g of his Martyrdom,of no inconfiderable Antiquity,be of any Credit,he 
was exprefly forbidden it by a Vifion from Heaven; our Lord appearing fcmbfbu. 
to him in the form of a beautiful Youth, with a bright fhining Coun- psyvfn-iu 
tenance, clad in a Linnen Coat, torn all in pieces from top to bottom, of'ff) 
And when the good Bifhop askt who had thus rent his Garment, c.xffft 
lieanfwered, ’twas Arius had done it; andwithall, charg’d him not if ffW. 
to admit him to Communion. Great and powerful Intercellion would 
be made for him to that end, but he fhould not do it, but fhould give 
the like charge to and Alexander his Presbyters, who were to 

be his Succeffors. Thenextday h came a great crowd of Presbyters h Jb.p.ipj.fkc. 
and Deacons to the Prifon (whom Arms had engag d to (peak for 
him,) earneftly importuning the Bifhop for his Abfolution. No fooner 
had they mention’d his name, but he interrupted them; Arius (Paid 
he) jhall be feparated from the glory of God , both in this IVorldy and in 
that which is to come, even as he himfelf feparated the Son of God from 
the Glory and Co-effentiality of the Father . (Though he did not 
actually do this till afterwards.) And taking Achillas and Alex¬ 
ander alide, he acquainted them with his Vifion, and imparted to 
them the fame Charge that had been delivered to him. Peter being 
confummated by Martyrdom, Achillas one of the Presbyters of that 
Church fucceedcd him; a man Grave and Pious, but of a more calm 
and eafie Difpofition than his Predeceffor. An advantage which Arius 
knew how to improve, and accordingly upon the Profeffion of his 
Repentance was reftord, yea and advanc’d to the Order of a Presbyter, 
one of the Churches of Alexandria call’d Baucalis, being aflign'd to 
him for his Cure; for it was the ! Conftitution of that place, that * E ? t P b - mtr - 
every Presbyter in that Church fhould have a particular Pari 111- lxix. pfit 
Church in the City allotted him, where he communicated and taught So\o>n.ubifipr. 
the People. Bcfides all which (if an ancient Writer k may be be- Jjb Ardrft 
liev’d) Achillas made him Regent of the Catechetick School at Alexan - liCmunMii 
dria. But Achillas liv’d not long in that honourable Place, but three in synodic.#. 
Months, (ayes Epiphanius f 1 though miftaking the Order of his Sue- ‘ff p ‘ iatc ' 
ceffion, five, fayes Gelaftus Cyzicenus 9 m but a little while, EoTheo- 1 ioc'cit.p.7, 14 
dorit ; 11 and certainly it could not well be above a year at moft, ™

Though I believe the Reader will think what the Author of the Ori¬ 
ental Chronicon fayes, 0 in this Cafe to favour of more Zeal than 0 A ?\ combtf. 
Truth, that the Reafon why God took away Achillas in fo fhort a time, in 
ffix Months he allows him) was for his imprudent re-admitting Arias * ' 22 * 

into the Church. And here I cannot but remark the Ignorant, or 
rather willful Miftake of a late Author, the hiftorical Advocate p for rsand.H.Ecch 
the Arian Caufe; who makes this venerable Bifhop the fame with 8 ‘ 
that Achillas that fided with Arius in his Innovations; which he con¬ 
fidently puts beyond all doubt. And becaufe he could not but. fee 
that Arias never vented his Opinion, till after Alexander was come 
intothe Chair of that Church ; he adds, that Alexander depos’d and 
thruftout Achillas. Apiece of Confidence, for which he offers not 
tile Ieaft fliadow of probability, as indeed ’tis moft plainly repugnant 
to all the Writers of that Time; not once intimatea, that I know of, 
by any Author, except only the Arabian Hiftorian, s whole accounts q Eutycb. An- 
of things, when differing from more ancient Writers, are generally **!• p- S4«* 
too idle and trifling, for any Prudent mail to rely upon them. Not Tom,l ‘ 
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to fay, that Theodor it r mikes the Arian Achill.tt to hate been of nb 
higher order than a Deacon ; aftd admit him with others to have 
been a Presbyter, yet incredible is it, that there fliould be no tidings 
of his Depohtiori,, efpecially when in the fame Lift with him and 
others condemned by Alexander, Sectindns , and Theon.a , are reckon’d 
up, f and particularly laid to have been Bifhops heretofore. Befides, 
that Athanaftas * ftyfes our Bilhop the Greit Achillas ; a Title which 
he would not have beftow’d upon him, had he either joyn’d with 
Arias, or done any thing thait might make him obnoxious to be de. 
pos’d from his Epifcopal Station. But the Error is too grofs, to de- 
ferve a Confutation. 

V. TO AchilUs fucceeded Alexander, one whom for h^ Piety, 
Juftice, Candor and Courtefic, Kindnefs to all, and Charity to the* 
Poor, both Clergy and People had in great Veneration. But irripofli. 
ble it is to pleafe all, Arias fecretly ftomach’d the Election, thaton^ 
to whom he thought himfelf no whit Inferior, fhould be prefer’d be¬ 
fore him. And this is u generally fuppos’d to have given the firft 
occalion to his ftarting afide, and to his after-Innovations in the 
Church. ’Tis true the Aria# Hiftoriah * gives quite another ac¬ 
count of it, that at the Elc&ibn, when the greater number of Suffri- 
ges were for Arias, he modeftly gave Alexander the Precedence* and 
transfer’d his Votes over to him. A thing fo contrary to the proud 
and turbulent Spirit of the man, that it needs no more to make it 
feem improbable, MPhiloftorgius his known Partiality to the Caufe 
did not render it fufpe&ed. Alexander for fbme time had Arias ill 
goodefteem, who in the mean while went on in his Parilh-cure, 
where he began to vent x his heretical Notions, as did alio Colly 
thus , Carpoms , and Sarmatds, Presbyters of particular Churches in 
the fame City ; who by difperfing different Do&rines amongft their 
People, drew them feveral wayes, each Party ftyling it felf after the 
name of its Teacher; fbme Collythians , others Arians. Of all which 
Alexander is laid to have been Ignorant, till Meletins (who though 
Schifmatical in Pra&Ice, was found in the Faith) came to him and 
gave him notice of it, defiring a fpeedy ftop might be put to it: Ac¬ 
cordingly Arias was fent for, and being examin'd concerning the Mat¬ 
ter, at hr ft fight confefs'd it, and flood to it. A Paffage I am apt 
to think, told by the Meletians in favour of their Biflhop, and from 
them borrowed by Epiphanias. Indeed the firft occafion of Arm 
his difeovery of himfelf, is fomewhat differently related. Moft pro¬ 
bable it is, that Arias not knowing whence elfe to pick a Quarrel 
with his Dioceian, took occafion to cenfure and impugn his Dottrine. 
For Alexander y on a time, in the prefence of his Presbyters, and 
the reft of his Clergy, fomewhat boldly difeours'd concerning the 
holy Trinity, affirming, that fn the Trinity there was an Unity. 
This Arias prefcntly laid hold on, and fuppofing the Bifhop to have 
meant it in th zS&bellian Sence, run himfelf into the contrary extream, 
eagerly diluting againft it to this effett; that if the Father begat 
the Son, then the Son had a Beginning of fiibfiftence, and confe* 
qucntly that there was a time, when he was not a Son, and therefore 
proceeded out of nothing. TheControverfie thus unhappily ftarted 
quickly engag’d many on either fide, for the allaying whereof, Alex¬ 
ander caus'd ieveral Meetings, wherein the Matter might be debated. 
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himfelf moderating in the feveral Deputations. In one of which it 
was, f if there was any Foundation for what Philo(l or gins * and Ni- * Pbiiojl.ha 
cephoras » report) that Alexander fur-nam’d Pane alls or Crook-back'd , [% ctph l9 
an Alexandrian Presbyter, being vex'd that Arias had fometime been c. 5 . p-'w- 
prefer’d before him, charg’d him home for an Innovator in the Faith. ^nfsoy>m.i.u 
For the ending of which conteft, Alexander invited them tocanvafs c ‘ iy 
the Matter by fair and amicable Difcourfes, which being done in fe¬ 
veral Difputcs according to the Circumftances of their Difputation, 
he fometimes inclin’d to one, and fometimes to another, till at laft 
he pofitively determin’d againft thofe Dottrines which Arias had 
maintain’d. Hence it is, that Conftantine the Great, in a Letter 
b joyntly written to Alexander and Arias, blames them both, the one b Ap. eh[. A 
for propounding nice and fubtle Queftions to his Presbyters, the viu Con ^ l,2 ‘ 
other for returning Anfwers concerning things never to be thought c '* 9 ‘ p ‘ 474 ’ 
of, or if once thought of, to be immediately ftifled in the profoundeft 
Silence. 

VI. BEFORE we proceed any farther in the Courfe of the 
Story, it will not be amifs to enquire into the true State of the Con- 
troverfie, and to fix the Notion of the Arlan Principles, wherein we 
fhall not take our Meafures meerly from the account of his Adversaries, 
who may be fufpe&ed fometimes more partially to reprelent them ; 
but from what of his own Epiftles and Writings is yet extant, which, 
as well as the Nature of fuch things will bear, we will endeavour 
to deferibe in his own Words. And firft for the Principles which 
he was charged to oppofe; he tells c us they were thefe, viz. that * Epifi.ad naf. 
God was alwayes, the Son alwayes; the Father together, the Son Nicom. ap. The - 
together; that the Son in an unbegotten way does co-exift with od ' l ’ l ' c 'M' 2S 
God, being ever-begotten ; that God docs not precede the Son in 
one minute, no nor lo much as in a thought; and that the Son is of 
God himfelf. And then for his own Principles which he affeited, 
he declares, that the Son is not unbegotten, nor any wayes any part 
of the unbegotten, that by Council and Decree he did before all Times 
and Ages fubfift perfect God, the only begotten, and immutable ; 
and that before he was begotten, or created, or determin’d, or found¬ 
ed, he was not; that the Son had a beginning, but that God was 
without all beginning; and that he therefore affirm’d him to proceed 
out of a State of Non-exiftence, as being no part of God, nor of any 
fiibi’efl; Matter: That d when he ftyl’d God unbegotten, it was to 6 Excerpts ex 
diltinguifh him from that Nature that was begotten ; when without AtU natu 
begmning, from him that had a beginning; wBen Eternal, from him 
that did exiit in time: That he who is without beginning, has fet siim.p. 69i. 
his Son as the beginning of the things that are made, having made or 
adopted him to be his Son, who has of himfelf nothing of the pecu¬ 
liar fubfiftence of God, being neither equal to him, nor co-effential 
with him: That c God was not alwayes a Father, but there was a • li.con.Ariaru 
time, when he was only God, and was not yet a Father; that after- 0rat - ll HW 
wards he became a Father, and that the Son was not alwayes fiich; 
for fmee all things were made of nothing, and that all things are 
created and made, the Word of God it felr muft be made out of no¬ 
thing, and was not before he was made, but had a beginning, when 
he was created ; there being a time when there was nothing but God, 
and afterwards the Word and Wildom; and that when at length 
G 2 God 
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God was refolv’d to create us, he then made one, whom he call'd 
ut.,. , 4 ,.a Word, ion, and Wifdom, by whom he did create us: That the 
Son has not line peculiar of the Father’s fubltance, but that he is a 
Wotkmanfliip anS a Creature, and not true God but only by Pani. 
cipation, and as he is made God : That«there is a Trinity, but not 
e- iiUbijufr. a i[ alike in Maiefty, whole fubfiftcnces are unmingled with one ano¬ 
ther one being more immenfly Glorious than another and that the 
Father, as being Without beginning, is as to hisEffence different from 
the Son: That in lliort, the Father is invif.ble, ineffable, incoitiptt. 
henfible to the Son; and that ’tis evident, that that which has a be, 
ginning, can never throughly underftand or comprehend he Natum 
1 am m,i and Quality of that whieft is without beginning: That there are 
three Subfiftences, and that God, as being the Caufc of all is alone 
h without beginning ; that the Son was begotten of the Father with¬ 

out time, and made and felled before time but was not before he 
was begotten, and as fuch did alone fubfift with the Father, that 
he is not eternal, nor co-eternal, nor begotten together with the 
Father, nor has the Tame Being with him as feme affirm, introdu¬ 
cing two unbegotten Principles; but as God is Unity and the Prin- 
cipfe of all things, lb he is before them, and confcqucutly before the 
Son. From all which it appears, what afferted, viz. that God 
was, before he was a Father; that he was before the Son, not only 
in order of Nature, butofTime; that the Son, though begotten of 
him, has not the fame Effence, Power, and Glory with him; not 
made of his Subftance, or at all partaking of lus Nature, or exifting 
in his Effcnce, but altogether different both m Nature and Power, 
though form’d to the perfeff likeliefs of it; as Efi.m <£N£mk 
. (peaks out in his Letter ' to Pvtmm Biffiop.of Tyn: Thai wh 

c.lf.22. fubfiffance he had from Eternity, was SreAwU & / 3 »a>i by tile Will 
and Council of God ; that he is a God by Conftitution, and as tlie 
Father imparts (bme Divinity to him ; and that he was made ere- 
ated, and eftablilh’d, though in a more fublimeand myfteriousWay, 
TH Plstonico • than any part of the Creation. If it Hiall be askt, whence Arim 
r>m . T r fini ! it l l . deriv’d thefe Notions, probable it is, lie took the bint from the Do- 
flrineoftlie later PUmifts, who at tins tmie govern d the Schoob 
fimili," & at Akxanirh. For although the ancient DoAnne of the PtmmA 
Aottiff’ diff 1- • afferting three divine Hyfojhfes, the rmy^ficr, the N« or 

^©.fandthe|i^, all eternal, neceffarily exiftent, undeftroyable, 
and in a manner infinite, andwhichhada common uo 9 w>r, or Deity, 
though this Scheme rightly ftated, gave little, if any, encourage¬ 
ment to the Principles of Arim, yet th e Junior Plmmfis ot that 
time, out of fpite to Chriftianity, (to which the old Scheme did 
too near approach; began to depart from the ancient Doarme of 
PUto in this Matter, ftretching the Differences, and gradual Subor¬ 
dination, which the Elder PUtonilh had made amongft the ■.Hypoftfi, 
into too wide a diftance, particularly they made the third Hypo^ 
to be 4^ h-*V©., the immediate Soul of the World, inform g 
and afting all parts of the Creation, thereby blending God and the 
Creature together, or rather debafing the Deny into the rank of Crea¬ 
tures. Now Arim having been brought up in the Schools ot Aex- 
A»driA, and being a Perfon of a quick fubtle Wit, eafily caught up 
thefe Notions, and adapting them to the Chriftian Trinity, beg^.^ 
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4(Tert fo wide a diftance between the firft and fecond Perfon (for as 
yet nothing was laid concerning the third; as plainly to degrade it 
into the form of created Beings, though Bill fheltring himfeif under 
ambiguous ExprefTions. And for this attempt he was not a Jittlc 
prepar’d by the Principles which he had fuckt in from Lucian of 
Antioch (though whether at the firft or fecond hand it is hard to fay) 
concerning the Perfon of our bleffed Saviour, whom he maintain’d 
to be no more than ameer man, which Lucian himfeif had deriv’d 
from Paul of Samojata. For that Arias was one of that Tribe, we Jhall 
lee by and by. 

VII. THESE impious and pernicious Principles, which Arius 
propagated both by word and writing, were greedily entertain’d by 
Perlons ofloofe and inftable Minds, as indeeefthe minds of men are 
naturally difpos’d to novel and curious Opinions, and men arc moll 
apt to admire what they do not underftand. Arius like a man that 
was refolv’d to go on with what he had begun, preach’d •< diligently k T.nt-i. t. u 
at his Church, and liberally fcatter’d his Notions amongft the Peo- 2 ’ pl 7# 
pie, and not there only, but diffus’d the Venom in all publick Meet¬ 
ings and Conferences where he came, and that no method of a fubtle 
Heretick might be left unattempted, went home to their Houfcs, and 
by crafty Inlinuations, gain’d Profelytes to his Dottrine. By which 
means he foon made himfeif a confiderable Intereft amongft the com¬ 
mon People, and had drawn 1 over to him DCC. Women that pro- « n/,b . 
fefs’d Virginity, and gain’d footing amongft the Guides themfelves, Lx1x.f-.3u. 
and thofe both of the inferior and fuperior Order, not only in 
Alexandria , but Pentapolis , and the Parts thereabouts. It was high 
time for Alexander to have his Eyes about him, while the envious 
man thus fowed the Tares. He had treated the man by all prudent 
and gentle Methods, by wife Counlels, and friendly Admonition, 
if by any means he might reduce him to a right Mind. But the ftub- 
born Heretick was not to be wrought upon by arts of Kindnefs, and 
was therefore to be cut off by publick Cenlures. In order whereunto 
n Alexander fummon’d a Synod of all the Billions under his Jurif- «, E?i?h . Htr , 
ai£Hon,who met at Alexandria, and having examin’d the Matter, con- i-xmi.% 307. 
deim’dhisDo&rine, depriv’d him of his minifterial Station, and ex- LSUlt 3I2 ' 
peii’d him, with nine more of his adherents out of the Church. 
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SECT. II. 

His Afts from Anus bis firft Condemnation, till the Council of 

Nice. 

Arius bis great endeavours to recommend and fupport his Caufe . Thefum 
of Alexander’/ Letter to Alexander of Byzantium, concerning Arius, 
his Principles , Abetters , and Condemnation, Eufebius Bifljop of Ni- 
comedia, Arius’/ great Patron. Collucianifts, who, and whyfo called. 
Arius his Letter of complaint to Eufebius, who writes Letters in his 
■lehalf The Jnterceffion of the Synod of Bithynia. He is admitted 
by the Pateftine Bifbops, Condemned a fecond time at Alexandria, 
Alexander’/ Encyclical Epiftle about his Proceedings againfl Arius. 
The ill Efftfts of the Difputes about thefe Matters. Arius his flight 
into Palacftine, and Reception there, and at Nicomedia. Elis attempt 
to reconcile himfelf to his own Bifljop. Conftantine’/ trouble at theft 
Diviflons of the Church : His Letter to Alexander and Arius. Hofius 
fent by him to Alexandria, not imphyd in thefe Affairs as the Pope's 
Legat , fljen'd again ft Baroilius. A Synod kldcn by him at Alexan 
dria, but without any good EffeH. 

I. A RJVS though deprefs’d by the publick Sentence of the 
Synod, yet vvasfo far from being difeourag’d in the Profe- 
J- cution of his Caufe, that he purlued it with more Life and 
Vigor than before. What he could no longer do by his publick 
Miniftry in the Church, he carried " on by clancular and private 
Arts, fetting up Conventicles for his Party, mingling himfelf with 
every Company, and ftarting opportunities of Difcourfe, running up 
and down both in City and Country, and filling all places with 
Clamours againft Alexander , and the Synodical Cenfurcs. Nay the 
very Women whom he had inveigled over to his Party, immodcftly 
ran up and down the Streets and High-waycs, to tell Tales for him 
in every Corner, to plead his Caufe, and promote his InterefL ; fome 
of them taking upon them to follicit the Juftice of the publick Tri¬ 
bunals, to take Cognizance of his Cafe, and to refeind the Sentence 
of his Diocefan, creating the aged and venerable Bilhop all imagin¬ 
able trouble and difturbance. By thefe and fuch-like Artifices he 
dayly increas’d and got ground at home, himfelf all the while fuc- 
cefsfully fifiling in the troubled Waters. Abroad he fupported and 
advanc’d his Reputation by frequent Meflages and Difpatches, by 
writing to feveral of the moft noted and eminent Bifhons of the Eafl t 
to whom he fo drefs’d up his Notions, difguis’d his Affairs, put fo 
fpecious and plaufible a colour upon his Caufe, that fome of them 
openly appear’d in his behalf, anci moft lent to Alexander to mediate 
a Peace and Reconciliation, the thing which Arius pretended he moft 
defir’d. By this means Alexander found it necefTary to make publick, 
what he had hitherto fiipprcfs’d and ftiffled, the true State of the 
Cafe, writing to moft of the Eaftcrn Bifbops. His Letter to 
der Bilhop of Byzantium (for to him Theodor it exprefly fayes it was 
written, otherwife I fhould for fome Rcaloiis have gueft it to have 
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been AleStander Bifhop of 7 heffafonica) is yet extant, 0 “ Wherein 
« he firft complains that Arius and his Party, had upon ill Defigns, 
« and by ill Arts, advanc’d and introduc’d an impious Her^fie into 
« the Church, a DoXride as deftruXive to the Deity of the Son of 
« God, as that of either Jews or Gentiles , which they fecurely vent- 
(t ed in thofe Dens of Thieves to which they had betaken themfelves, 
« and wherein they skulkt day and night: And not content with 
“this, began to promote an open Schilin and Sedition, making ufe 
« of the diforderly Women, whom they had feduc’d over to-their 
“Side, to propagate their FaXion in every Corner, yea, and topre- 
« f cr IndiXmcnts againft him before the civil Magiftrates. And 
11 though by reafon of their clancular AXings he had fomewhat late 
“ difeovered them, yet had he Synodically condemned, and caft them 
“ out of the Catholick Church; but fo far were they from acquiefcing 
“ in that Sentence, that they difpers’d themfelves abroad, and by 
“ Flattery and Diffimulation had fo far impos’d upon foreign Bifbops, 
“ as to procure large Letters of Commendation from them, which 
“ they made ufe ofto great Advantage; nay, by fome they had been 
“ admitted to Communion, whofe rafhnefs herein was to be blamed. 
“ Next, he expofes the Impiety of their Principles, concerning the 
11 divine Nature, and eternal exiftence of the Son of God ; and file ws 
tl at what places of Scripture they took SanXuary to defend them- 
“felves; all which he refutes at large with admirable clearnefs and 
“ dexterity, and withall ftates the Catholick DoXrine in this Mat’ 
“ ter. Tnen he proceeds to enquire into the Original of thefe mens 
“ Principles, which he fhews to have been firft Brooded and hatcht 
“ by Ebion and Artemas , afterwards nourifhed by Paul of Samofata 9 
H then by Lucian of Antioch , the very dregs of whofe Opinion had 
“ been drank in, and vomited up by Arius, Achillas , and the reft ; 
“ wherein they had received but too much encouragement from the 
“ three Syrian Bifbops (lie means Eufebius of Cxfarea , Paulinus of 
“ Tyre , and fheodotus of Laodicea) whole Cafe he wifli’d might be 
“ canvafs’d and examin’d. Tliat for himfelf, it was no wonder if af- 
“ ter fb many bold Reflexions upon the Son of God, and the deveft- 
“ ing him of his Divinity, they lhould liberally beftow their Scorn, 
“ their Slanders and Calumnies upon him and his Party, and decry 
“ them as a Company of ignorant and illiterate Fellows, boafting that 
“ all Wifdom dwelt with them, and that they had difeovered Truths 
“ that had been hidden from Ages and Generations, and which had 
“ never fb much as entred into the thoughts of any but of themfelves 
a alone. This he cryes out upon as a moft impious Arrogance, and 
“ an unnienfurable madnefs, a piece of Pride kindled by the Devil, 
“ which neither the divine Demonftration of Scripture, nor the una- 
u nimons Content of Bifliops in the DoXrine of Chrift, was able to 
u refh^in; nay, that herein they out did the Impiety of the Devil, 
t( who durft not utter one word to blafpheme the Son of God. Hence 
“ lie goes oil to declare his belief in all the great Articles o'f the Creed, 
“ both concerning God the Father, the Son, and the holy Ghoft; 
the one Catholick and Apoftolick Church, the RefarreXion df the 
Dead, founded in that of our Lord Jefus Chrift , who truly, and 
0 pot in appearance, took our Flefti upon him, and \Vasborn of Mary 
u ’the Mother of God (6k ©coTojcb MtteJutt) and in the end of the 
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« World came hither for the Expiation of fin, who was crucified, 
“and died (though without any impairing, or difparagement to his 
“Godhead)'toreagain from the Dead was taken up into Heaven, 
“ and fee down at The right Hand of the divine Majefty This was 
“ the Doftrine he taught and preach d, this the Apoftohck Faith of 
“the Church, for which he was ready to lay down his Life, little 
“ regardingthe Oppof.tion that was made againft it by and his 
“ Accomplices, Enemies of the Truth, who were therefore exnell’d 
“ the Church, according to S. Pa/i/’s fentence in the Cafe, that if 
“ 0»e, yea though pretending himfeIf, m Angel from Heaven 

“ fboM feacb *», other Go/pel thann,U they Ltd rtcctv d, beflmli 
“ k mcIrfA. In Conclufion he advifes him, that lie would keep 
“ a vigilant Eye upon them, who under a pretence of Peace and Piety, 
“labour’d to infinuate themfelves in all Parts that he would give 
“ them no entertainment, who had been regularly expell d and call 
“out of the Church, but by Letters would teftifie his agreement in 
“ the Apoftohck DoCtrine, and his Approbation of what he had 
“ afted againft thole Gain-fayers, as great numbers had done in all 
“ Provinces, as he might fee by the account which by Appwn his 
“ Deacon he then Ibnt to him. This is the fum of that very prolix 
Letter, which though particularly direftecl to the Bilhop of Byzw- 
tin „, y et (as is plain from feveral Paflagcs in it) was intended to be 
of a more general Concernment, and that Copies ot it (as no doubt 
they were; fhould be communicated to all the neighbour Bifhops. 
To the tame Effett he wrote r to Philo^onms Bifhop of Antioch, L* 
Lwo.uoif.fr. n athm of Bcr.ea, and many more, to. the number in all from hrlt to 
-Jaft-of L XX. Epiftles, which together with their Anfwers, were 
* 5 ' carefully colleaed and kept together; as were alto thofc of Arms and 
his fide, and laid up in the feveral Repofitories of each Party,whence 
the Writers of thofe times furnifh’d themfelves with Materials for the 

1 ranfaftions of that Age. ji rin ’ nr -i._ 

II. AMONGST thote to whom Arms addrefs d himlelf, the 
chief was Enfebius Bilhop of Nicomvdi.i , the Head and Champion of 
theCaufe He had tometime been Bifliop of Berytus in Syria, and 
thence tranflated to i\ r i come dirt, Which being at that time the Seat ol 
the Eafhm Emperors, gave him a fair Opportunity to .ingratiate him- 
felf with the great Minifters of State, and to render himlelf confider- 
able for Power and Intereft at Court. He was a man of Parts and 
Learning, of a tubtle and a daring Temper, but of a Head deeply 
infefted with thofc Principles, which Arms had newly broach d to 
the World For which we arc to know, that Paul ot Samofata Bilhop 
of Antioch '\n the declining Part of the foregoing Age, had been by a 
Synod depos’d for Tome heretical Doftrines, concerning the trinity, 
and the Perfon of the Son of God. Thcfc Principles with Lome Im¬ 
provements and Alterations, Lucia;;, who was born at the fame Town 
of Samofata, and about the fame time Presbyter alfo of the Church 
of Antioch, took up, and fo ftiffly maintain d that for many yean, 
i AUx. Biff, during the in the prefidency * of the three fiicceeding Billions, Ji 
af. If)tod. xbi wit lime w himlelf from the Communion of the Church j t iougb 
W- P - 1 * towards the end of his Life, he probably retraftedi his Errors, and 
fuffered Martyrdom under the late Perfecution. Difciples he Had 
many, whom he had train’d up in his erroneous Opinion, wno

held r together in (o ftriflt a Fraternity, that they diftinguifh’d them- r phi W l - 7 * 
felves by the name of Si>M«xian<ra}, Fellow-Lttcianifts, by which title C,I 4 »* Wn 
ylrius ftiles Enfebius in his Letter to him. For indeed Enfebius was 
one of Lucians principal Schollars, who fo ftrenuoufly defended his 
Matter’s Principles, that he made all his Intereft fubfervient to it. 

To him therefore Arias directs a Letter, f which he fent by his f Ext. ay. n>- 

Father Ammonias , wherein he falutes him with the Titles of the 

jnoft dtfir able Lord, the man of God, the faithful and orthodox Enfebius. loc.cit. 

In it he complains of Alexander’s levere and unjuft Proceedings againft 
him, meerly for his defence of Truth, that he turn’d every Stone to 
do him mifehief, and had expell’d him for not fubferibing to Princi¬ 
ples which he could not owh, and not him only, but had denounc’d 
an Anathema againft Enfebius of Cxfarca , Theodotns , Paulinas , Grego¬ 
rius, and other Eafern Bithops, (not that Alexander had particularly 
condemn’d any of thefe, but only under the general name of Friends ~ 
and Favourers of the Arian Caufe,) defiring his favour, and to be 
mindful of thofe Troubles, which his Zeal for Truth had brought 
upon him. Enfebius, forward enough to undertake the Patronage 
oftheCaufc, writes 1 feveral times to Alexander about this Matter, * Socr. i.i.c. 6 * 
Magifterially requiring him to loofe the band of Excommunication, P' 1 *' 1 *' 
and reftore Arias to Communion, as one whole Sentiments were 
iound and orthodox. And not content with this, he prefently writes 
" to Paulinas of Tyre , chiding him for his Silence and Negligence; « ExU Efi p t 
and prefling him to write to Alexander ;, as hoping his Interceflion «y. Tbtod. ib. 
might prevail. Vex’d to fee that nothing Was done by all this im- ^ ^ aa * 
portunity, he fummon’d w a Synod of the Bithynian Bithops, where *, soxom. i.u 
Letters were written to the Bifhops of other Parts, that, they would c* *$ M 38, 
communicate with Arias and his Adherents, as Perfons found in the 
Faith, and u(e their endeavours with Alexander to receive them again 
into the Church. But the good Bifhop flood firm and immovable 
as a Rock, deaf to all fuch Importunities. Which Arias perceiving, 
fent Agents to the Bithops of PaUJline, defiring that by their Sentence 
he might be allow’d to affemble his Congregation, as aforetime he 
had done. The Bifhops being met, atfented to his Petition, but with- 
all, charg’d him and his Fellows to behave themfelves with all due 
Reverence andSubmitTionto their own Bifhop. 

11 f E L A T E D with the Letters arid Interpolate of fo many 
and fiich potent IntercefTors; Arias behav’d himfelf with greater 
Arrogance than before. He boafted of his great Alliances, and the 
numbers of thofe that contented with him, mewed the Letters that 
had been written to him, and in his behalf, proceeded confidently 
in his feditious Meetings, and defpis’d his Advcrfaries as fimple ana 
illiterate. 1 o reprefs whole Infolencc, Alexander found it neceffary 
to convene a fecond Synod at Alexandria ; for that it was diftina: 
from the former, feems evident from the number of the Perfons fen- 
tenc’d, ten only being condemn’d in the firft, fourteen in this iatter 
Synod, two of which, viz. Secandus and Thconas were Lybian Bi¬ 
fhops, who having joyn’d themfelves to the Arian Party, were now 
condemn’d with them. In this Synod met near an hundred Bifhops 
out of Egypt and Lybia, who folemnly excommunicated the man and 
all his Partners, declaring them to be fallen from the Catholick 
Faith, and cut of! from the Church of Chrift. Accordingly Epipha- 
H nias 
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»Lo .j^r.cit. nilH tells * us, that Arias after his fil'd Condemnation, having ftaid 
along time at Alexandria, was at length apprehended, and brought 
OS fAiywv cv Ip m A«, <£ UwyuK^ yiytrmuj, to a Conviction or 
Confutation in the City, and by publick Proclamation profenb d and 
ban idl’d. Of thefe Proceedings Alexander prelently publiilidIan ac¬ 
count, and as before he had written to particular Billions, lonow 
7 Exup.Socr. lie wrote a more general and Encyclical Epiftle, > dircQed to all tile 
i.i.c.6.?.io.6- BifiiopsandGovernours of the Church, calling upon them as Mem 
bers of the fame Body, to entertain a compaflionatc Sympathy with 
f>3 . col. m. t h c State of his Church. 

This Epidlc is much fliorter than that heretofore written to Alex 
under, and containing a brief, but true State of the Controverhe 
then on foot, we fliall here fet it down. 

T O our dear and venerable Brethren, our Colleagues in the Minify 
of the Catholick Church wherefoever differs'd , Alexander in the 
Lord greeting. For as much as the Body of the Catholick Church t< but 

onQ %d that we are commanded in the holy Scriptures to keep the bond of 
Peace and Concord , it is very fit that we fhould write to you, and that 
whatever paffes amongft us, fhould be mutually communicated to one ano¬ 
ther, fo that whether one Member foffer, we alfo may Joffer with it; or 
one Member rejoyce, we may rejoyce with it. Kjtow therefore that within 
our Diocefs, certain bad men, Enemies to Chrift arc rifen up, who Propa¬ 
gate an Apoflacy ; which a man may very truly judge and flyle the* fore¬ 
runner p/Anti-cIll id. Defirous I was to have Jhfjled and conceal d this 
Matter, that the Venom might have been kept only within theft Apoflates, 
and fo have expir'd , and not fpread it f If abroad into other Parts, and 
infett the Minds if the Simple . But flnee Eulebius now Bifhop < Nico- 
media (who prefumes that the difpofal of all Eccleflaflick Aflans is lodged 
with him, efpecial/y flnee having defer ted BerytUS, he has pojjijs d htmfelf 
of the Sec of Nicomedia, without being prof cutcd for it as a Isolator of 
the Canons ; flnee he) hath undertaken the Patronage of tbcfl Apoflates , 
and has written Letters in their Commendation into all Parts , to/educe 
unwary and tindifcerning Pcrfins to this execrable and Antichriltian 
Hereflc ; I thought it necejfary , confclcring what is written in the Law, 
to be no longer ftlcnt, but to acquaint you all with the State of things, 
that you may both know the Apoflates them fives, and underfland the un¬ 
happy Perms and Exprcj/ions of this Herefie, and that if Eufcbius have 
written to any of you, you may give no heed to it. By the/e I efforts 
he endeavours to broach and bring to light that corrupt and perverfe Mttid, 
which he has a long time conceal'd, and though he pretends he only writes 
in their behalf yet he fufficiently declares he does it upon his own account. 
The Names oftbofi who have thus apoftatizfd, are thefe, Arius, Achilla?, 
Aithales, Carpones, another Arius, Sarmates, Euzoius, Lucius, Tu* 
lianus, Menas, Helladius, Gaius ; and together with them , Sccundus 
and Theonas, heretofore accounted Biffoops. 7 he Doctrines which they 
have flarted without any ground from Scripture, and which theyfubliMi 
vent, are thefi. God (fay they) was not alwajes a Father but there 
was a time, when he was God, but not Father : The word of God was not 
alwayes, but/prang out of nothing . For he that was God, made him that 
was not, out of that which was not ; and therefore there was a time, when 
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he was not. For the Son is a Creature, and the Worhnanfljip of God; 
wither in Ejfence like to the Father, nor the true and natural Word , or 
Wifdom of the Father, but one of t he Creatures that were wade, and is 
only improperly fly I'd the Word and Wifdom : For as much as he himf If 
was made by the genuine word of God, and by that Wifdom that is in Grid, 
by which God made him as well as all other things. Vpon this account he. 
ts in his own nature mutable and alterable, as all rational Creatures are. 

He is a word Foreign, and fiparated from the Ejfence of God. The Fa¬ 
ther is incomprehensible and ineffable to the Son ; who neither perfi illy and 
accurately knows him , nor is able perfectly to behold him. Nay the Son 
nndcrftands not his own Subjlancc , of what kind it is. For he was nude 
/or our Sakes, that by him as by an lnflrument God might create us : Nor 
had he ever had any Being, had not God deflgnd to create us. And when 
thtywere ash, whether the Word of God might change, as the Devil did, 
theyblufljd not to reply, lie might do fo ; for being made and created, he 
miifl be of a mutable Nature. While therefore Arius and his Party dif 
co/trs'd at this rate , and impudently preach'd the/e things up and down , 
we with the Biffjops of Egypt and Libya, to the number of near an hun¬ 
dred, met in a Synod, where we anathematize d them, and all that adher'd 
to them. Notwithflanding which, Eufcbius and his Followers gave them 
entertainment, endeavouring to blend Falfhood with I ruth, and to confound 
Impiety and Religion. But they (hall be able to do nothing. For I ruth 
is Mighty, and will overcome ; neither is there any Communion of light 
with darknefs, or any Concord of Chrift with Belial ; who ever heard 
of fuch things as thefe before ? Or who is there that hears them now, and 
does not ft and amav'd, and flop his ears, that they may not be defil'd with 
fuch wretched and infections Difcourfes ? Who can hear S. John fay, In 
the beginning was the Word, and not prefently condemn thofe that 
offert, that there was a time when he was not ? Or who can hear thofe Ex- 
pnffions in the Goffel, the only begotten Son ; and, by him all things 
were made, but he muft abominate thofe that affirm, that the Son is one 
of the Creatures ? For how can he be one of thofe things which him/elfmade ? 

Or how can he be the only begotten, who according to them is levelled with 
the rank of all created Beings ? How can he arife out of nothing , when 
the Father affnres us, * my heart hath lent forth a good Word ; and « pf,i»i mv. 
elfewhere , b from the Womb before the day-lpring have I begotten thee ? »• i“ x / Sl P tu ' 
Or how is he in Sub fiance unlike the Father, when he is the perfect Image smuag!' 
and brightnefs of his Father, and has htmfelf told ns, he that hath feen 4 ’ 
me, hath feen the Father ? How can the. Son be the Word and Wifdom 
of God, if there was a time , when he was not ? For y tis as if they fhould 
jay, there was a time, when God was without Wi/dom and Reafon, How 
can he be liable to Change ancl Alteration, when he tells ns of him/elf, I 
am in the Father, and the Father in me ? And , I and the Father am 
one; and by the Prophet, behold, I am, and I change not. And 
though fome may refer this Expreffion to the Father, yet may it now be 
more conveniently undvr/lood of the Son; for that being become man, he 
is not changed, but as the Apoflle fayes, Jefus Chrift, the fame to day, 
yefterday, and for ever. But what was it induc'd them to affirm , that he 
was made for us; when S. Paul teflifies, for whom, and by whom are all 
things .? As for their blaffhemous averting, that the Son does not perfectly 
know the Father, no man ought to wonder at it. For having once pro¬ 
claim'd War againfl Chrift, they eafily fet at nought his words,that tell ns, a s' 
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the Father knows me, lb know I the Father. If therefore the Father 
knows the San in part, plain it is, that the Son alfo in part knows the 
Fathir. Hat if it be unlawful to affirm that, and if the Father per . 
(cAly knows tin <S on, ’lismoft evident, that in the fame manner that the 
Father knows his Word, in the fame does the Word know his Father, whofi 
Word he is. With tU fe Arguments, and the frequent urging of the holy 
Scriptures, we have often convinc'd and filenced them. But they Chame- 
lion-///r, prefentlv again chang'd colour, waking good in thtmjelves, //;,/* 
which is written ; that when the wicked is come to the bottom of evil, he 
will fill defpij. Many Ucrefies have arifen before thefe, which attempt im 
more than was meet, have fallen into folly and rnadnefs. But theft men, 
by their attempts to deflroy the Divinity of the Word, which is the /cope 
and defign of all their Dijcourfes, have jufifed all thofe ancient HerefLs, 
and do them fives much nearer approach to Anti-clirift. For which caufe thy 
are anathematiz'd, and cut off from the Church. We are indeed heartily 
griev d for the l)cf ruction of thefe men, and efpecially for that ha ving 
heretofore receiv'd the Doctrine and Communion of the. Church, they are 
now departed from it. Which yet we ought not to think J/range. ' Far 
thus did Hynienaius and PhiletUS, and Judas before them both, who 
having been a Di/cipie of our Saviour, became afterwards a 7 ray tor and 
an Apofate. Nor have we been left without warning of thefe things. For 
our Lord foretold, Beware, left any man feducc you. For many fliall 
come in my name, laying, I am he, and the time is at hand, and 
lhall deceive many: but go not after them, And Paul, who harm 
thefe things from our Saviour, writes thus: In the latter times Ionic 
lhall depart From the Faith, giving heed to feducing Spirits, and 
Doarincs of Devils, that turn away men from the Truth. Since 
therefore our Lord and Saviour Jefus Chrift h./s both himf If forewarn'd, 
and by his A oof le given ns notice of thefe Matters, we who were Far - 
w/tmjfes of thfe mens Impiety, have jtt fly condemn'd them, and declar'd 
them f parte from the Catholick Church and Faith. 'I his, dear and how 
ound Brethren, we have thought good to fignife to your Piety, that yon 
may neither entertain any of them, if they fhall have the Confidence to 
come to yon, nor give any credit to Eufebius or any man elf: that jhall 
write in their behalf For it becomes us, as we are. Chriflians, to turn 
away from all thofe that either opine , or fbeak againfl Chrif, as Em mies 
to God, and Corrupters of mens Souls, and not jb much as bid them God 
Ipecd, left we be partakers of their evil Deeds, as S. Juhn has charg'd 
ns. Salute the Brethren that arc with yon. '1 hey that are with me filnte 

you. J 

'riih;,;pri?t. This Eniftlc was fubferib’d z by fevcntccn Presbyters of Alex an- 
•f^’fu^dria, and thirteen Deacons, whereof one was Athanafius, and by 
^.^...4 • lixteen Presbyters, and as many Deacons of the Province of Mar.eot/s. 
And indeed it was time for Alexander thus to beftir liimfelf; for the 
Flame had not only kindled in his own Quarters, but began to Iprcad 
* lit. it fclfintomoft other Churches. All places * were full of Sehilins 
Factions, of Fewds and Quarrels, and that not with open Ene- 
wies, but among ft Friends and Neighbours; nothing but Difputes 
and Controvcrfies heard in every Company ; and the common Peo¬ 
ple, w ho were leaft capable to underftand them, were made, not 
only Sncdators of the Differences, but Judges of the molt abftrule

and intricate Doctrines of Religion; Nay the very Gentiles thcmfelvCs 
were furnifil’d with matter of Scorn and Laughter, and the liiblimeft 
Articles of the Chriftian Faith, made lport for the 7 heater. 

I V. Vi Y this time Arias had left b Alexandria , which the Sen- '* i?/)J <bt 
tence of the hite Synod had now made too hot for him. He fivft re- 
tir’d into PaUfine, to try what Reception lie could find amongft the 
Bilhops there, to whom he addrefs’d liimfelf with all the Arts of 
Courtfhip and Inlinuation, that might beget in them a good Opinion 
of him and his Caufe, and oblige them to ftand his Friends. By 
many he was kindly entertain’d, but rcje£ted by others. Which 
Alexander no fooner underftood, but he wrote to the PaUfine Bilhops, 
to Eufbius of Cajarea, Macarius of [fernfalem,Afoulip/t/s of Gaza, Lon¬ 
ginus of Afcxlon, and levcval others, reproving thole that had us’d 
him with 16 much kindnefs and civility ; who all by their leveral 
Anfwers, return’d him an account of what had been done; fom 6 
protefting that they had not receiv’d him, others that they had 
done it through ignorance and furprize, not knowing the State of 
his Cafe; others that they did not conceive him to be fo bad as his 
Adverfarics rcprclented him, and others, that they had done it in 
order to the reducing and reclaiming of him. However the Efteft 
was, that men generally became more fhy of bis acquaintance and 
Company. Wliereupon finding his entertainment grow colder in 
thefe Parts, he betook liimfelf to his great Patron at Nicomedia ; 
with whom lie found a hearty Welcome, being receiv’d with all the 
Demonftrations of Affe&ion and Friendlhip. While he continued 
here, he again attempted to reconcile liimfelf to his ownBifhop, by 
explaining his Principles, and avoiding what lie thought might be 
charg’d upon them, though he rendred them not one Syllabic bettef 
than he had done before, which he did in a Letter c directed to Alex- « Ext. ay. A- 
amlcr after this manner. To the blejfed Pope Alexander, our Bifboo fm.'d/'sya. 
the Presbyters and Deacons in our Lord greeting. The Faith which itr>hh 

have received from our Ancefors, and which we learnt even from yon ibify.f'f 
blejfed Father, is this. We acknowledge one God, See. Tile whole Let¬ 
ter contains nothing elfe but an Explication of their Do&rines; 
wherein, though at firft they feetn to finooth over things with a 
plaufiblc Glols, and terms contriv’d on purpofe to difguife their 
Meaning ; yet in fine, they plainly declar’d that the Son is neither 
Eternal nor Co-eternal, nor Co-eftential with the Father, but that 
God is before the Son ; and this they confidently tell him is no more 
than what they learnt from his own publick Sermons in the Church.’ 

This Letter was fubferib’d by Arias and his Company, being the 
whole number of thofe who Iiad been condemn’d in the late Synod, 
excepting only the other Arias, who was either abfent at this time 
upon fbmc occafion, or his name it may be left out by Tran- 
feribers, as Fippofing it the fame with the former. A long time 
Arius remain’d AtN/com-’d/a, though with what fucccfs to his Affairs 
is not known; after which lie leems to have return’d back to Alex¬ 
andria. 

V. THUS things flood till the year CCCXXIV. when Con- 
ftantwe. having vanquifhed Licinius, was come to Nicomedia, (1 in- d canfl. r.yUt. 
tending a farther Journey into th oEaf, into 6>r/<*,and PaUfine and a L lv4 ' dt viti 
thence into Egypt, when he was advertis’d of the Diffentions at 

Alexandria , 
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Abxwdria, cither by /vz/Tfe I’ifhop of Nicomedia, or by Letters 
from-•// ! -.v.«w/-r, for that lie wrote to the Emperor about this Affair, 
Epipfunins * exprefly tells us. The good Emperor was infinitely 
forpriz’d and troubled at this unhappy News, and flopping his Jour¬ 
ney wrote 1 joyntly to Alexander and Arias, the two Heads of the 
dilTenting Parties: In which Letter he tells them, that two things 
he had chiefly ddign’d with himlclf, to reduce all Pcrfonsto an Unity 
and Agreement in matters of Religion, and to deliver the World from 
that Yoke of Tyranny thar was upon it; and that having happily 
eflefted the latter by his late Triumph and Vidory, he was reloliitely 
bent upon the other, when the lad Tidings of their woful Differences 
overtook him : Differences which he underflood arole from nice and 
curious Qucftions, and which ought not to be bandied in fruitlels and 
fiibtle Imputations; that therefore they lhould forbear Inch unpro¬ 
fitable Problems, and mutually accord and joyn together; and when 
they were agreed in the main duties and principles of Religion, lhould 
not for little things go on by foch pertinacious Contentions, to diflrad 
the Minds or the People, and tear in pieces the Peace of the Church ; 
paflionatcly concluding, that they would return to mutual Love and 
Charity, and let the People enjoy their proper Kindncls and l riend- 
fhip and laying alkie all quarrellbme Feuds and Ammofities, would 
receive and embrace each other, elpecially that at leaf! they would 
have fomc regaid to his cafe and quiet. “ Rcftorc me ((ayes he) my 
“ calm and peaceable dayes,and my nights void of Cares, that fo here¬ 
after I may enjoy comforts of pure Light, and the plealure of a 
“quiet Lite may be my Portion; otherwile I fliall ravel out my 
“ dayes in Tears and Sorrow, and bid adieu for the future to repole 
“ and calc. For how fhall I be able to lupport my mind, while my 
“Brethren, the People of God are rent afondcr by foch pernicious 
“ and leandaIons Schilins and Diffentions ? By your Concord open 
“ my fourney into the Eaft, which you have block d up by \our 
« Feuds and Quarrels} grant me thus much, that as foon as is pofTiblc, 
“ I may lee you and all other People rejoycing together, and that 
“ we may unanimoufly celebrate the due Praifes of God for the com* 
“ mon Liberty, Peace and Concord. This Letter he lent by H fins 
Bilhop of Cordoba in Spain , who had been an eminent Conk (Tor 
under the late Perlccutjon, one for whom C 'mftantine had a_gie.it 
Honour and Reverence, and whom he now deputed as Umpire to 
decide thele Differences. Indeed Baronins, s true to the Iincrcfl ot 
his Delign, will needs have Hofins to have been lent as a Lrc.it from 
Pope Stive ft or upon this errand, that fo the Honour ol this great 
Affair might be deriv’d upon the See of Rome. But for this there s 
no Foundation appears in Story, not one Syllable of the Pope’s being 
concern’d in it: All the account Enfibins 11 gives of it is, that when 
the Emperor heard the News, he was palfionately concern’d at it, 
and looking upon it as a thing necrly touching him, immediately 
dilpatch’d away one of the Servants of Cod, that were then vVith 
him at Court, one Famous for the fobricty and excellency of his 
Faith, and his conflancy in Religion in the late Times, to compole 
the Diffentions at Alexandria , turnilhing him with ncccffary Letters 
to the Authors of them. Whereas Baronins fuggefts, what errand 
clfc ecu Id bring Hofins to Court ? As if an hundred Occafions might 
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not bring him thither, that arc to us unknown. But if a Rcafon muft 
be alfign’d, why might not Conftantine. (wlio ever lov’d to have 
eminent Bilhops in his Company) bring him along with him out of 
the Weft ? Or if he came upon publick buffnefs, I Jhould rather think 
it was upon the account of the Contcfls of the Donatijls in Africk, 
whole caufe had been lb often heard and canvafs’d in Synods, both 
there, and in France, and at Row, and that by the Emperor’s own 
Order and Direction, to whom thole Hereticks frequently appeal’d: 
And this lam the rathcrinclin’d to believe, bccaule C 'onjhntine in this 
very Epiftle 1 tells us, that upon his Viftorv over Liciniu* , he de- 
fign'dto convene Synods for the compofing thofe African DilTcntions, 
which had fb milerably diflurb’d and over-run the Church, which lie 
had effectually done, had not thele new Alexandrian Differences in¬ 
terven’d. As for Hofins his fublcribing firft in t he Council of Nice, 
implying him thereby to have been the Papal Legat ; admitting this 
to have been fb, yet this was not till afterwards, and might be done 
time enough, when Silvefter and the reft of the Bilhops receiv’d the 
Imperial Summons for that Synod. Nor could the Pope derive his 
Proxy upon a fitter Perfon, a man of great Name and Note, already 
convcrlnnt in thole Parts, and that had been concern’d and bulled in 
thole Affairs. But the beft of it is, there was no fiich thing, nor is 
there any ground in Story for afierting it. And accordingly we find 
men of Learning, k and zealous enough for the Intercftsof tlie Church 
of Rom, who deny Hofins to have been the Pope’s Legat in that 
Council, and affirm him to have fublcrib’d only in the name of the 
Province for which he ferv’d, and that whatever Prefidency or Au¬ 
thority he had in that Synod, it was deriv’d upon him by the Fathers 
of the Council, and that only upon account of liis excellent Learning, 
and eminent Confeflbrlhip in the times of Perlecution. 

VI. HOSIDS thus furnifh’d with the imperial Commilfion, 
takes his Journey (ox Alexandria, where being arriv’d, he delivered 
the Emperor’s Letters, and it was determin’d, that the Matter lhould 
be again examin’d in a publick Convention. Hereupon a Synod 1 of 
the Bilhops of thole Parts was affembled, which Baronins *(who traded 
no farther than in Latin Trafiliations) calls a general Council, and 
that for this Reafon, bccaule it was held by the Legat oftheApo- 
ftolick Sec. Both certainly true alike. For neither did Hofins pre¬ 
lute in this Synod as the Papal Legat, nor is this Synod in Atbanafius 
ftyl’d a general Council, tilings being only faid to be manag’d \cn 
ww <wvo(u, in a common Alfembly of the Egyptian Bilhops. What 
was particularly tranfa£bcd in this Synod, we no where find, more 
than that Colluthns was depos’d, who having been Presbyter of one of 
the Parifh-Churchcs in Alexandria, had arrogantly affiim’d to himlelf 
the place and Title of a Bilhop, and as foch had conlecmted many into 
holy Orders, for which he was here ccnlur’d and reduc’d to his former 
Station, and the Ordination of thole who had been conlecrated by 
him, declar’d null and void. As for the Art an Controverfies, we may 
guels by the Event what was the Iffuc of this Meeting, no good being 
done in it, neither the Care and Authority of the Emperor, nor the 
Prefence and Pcrfwafions of Hop ns being able to prevail, the full de¬ 
ciding of the Cafe being referv’d to a more publick and fblernn De¬ 
termination.

Eufcbius tf/’Nicomedia, ad 
Tlicognis of Nice recant their Suffer ip t ion to the Decrees of the Synody 
and are banifb'd by the Emperor ; their Boldnefs and Impiety. The true 
account of that Matter. 

I, AFTER Hofius had in vain attempted to make up the breach, 
AX he return’d back to the Court at Nicomedia, to give the 
A- A. Emperor an account of his unfiiccefsful Tranfa&ion at Alex¬ 
andria. But Confiantine defiring, if poflible, to ftop the Grangreu 
from fpreading farther, and finding that no private Method would 
effect the Cure, relolv’d for the fuppreffing this and fome other Con- 
troverfies then on foot, to call in the afliftance of the whole Chrifti- 
an Church. To which purpofe he prefendy iftucd out his Letters 
ra Euftb.dtvit. m into all parts of the Chriftian World, commanding the Bifiiops 
conft.i.^.c.6, and Clergy to meet together by a day appointed. Who noiooner 
7 - c.p. 48$. rcce j vec i t | ie Summons, but flock’d out of all Provinces, from Syria, 
Cilicia , Phoenicia, Arabia , Pont us, Galatia , Pamphylia , Cappadocia , 
Afia, Phrygia , Perfia , Scythia , Egypt, Lybia , Thracia , Macedonia, 
Epirus , Italy, and whence not ? So that Enfebins compares this Coun¬ 
cil, to the great Apoftolical Aflembly that met together upon the d.iv 
of Pentecofl , where there were Partisans, Modes , Elamites , and the 
dwellers in Mefopotarnia, and in Judea, and Cappadocia , in Pontus and 
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/jfia, Phrygia and Pamphilia , in Egypt ; and in the part of Lybia about 
Tyrone, Strangers of Rome, Jews and Profelytes , Crctes and Arabians, 
men out of every Nation under Heaven. Only herein (as he obferves) 
this had the advantage of the other, that in that the greateft part 
wereLaicks, and they but Profelytes; in this they were the Guides 
and Minifters of Religion * men venerable for their Age, and their 
Confelfions, and conftancy in the Faith ; for the gravity of their 
Manners; the Wifdom, Learning, and Reafon of their Arguments 
and Dit'courfes, who meeting together out of the remoteft and mod 
diftant Parts, made up a variegated Garland (as he Styles it) of the 
niofl: beautiful and curious Flowers, which the Chriftian World ever 
beheld either before or fince. The place appointed for the Aflembly 
was Nice , the Metropolis of Bithynia (as Strabo " calls it) fituate n 1.12. 
upon the Banks of the Afcanian Lake, in the fame Province with 
Nicomedia, where the Emperor then kept his Court. ’TwasaCity large 
and exactly four-fquarc, and feated in a pleafant Champion, highly 
commended by an old Geographer ° for the neatnefs, elegancy, even- °y it ,orb,d<fcr. 
nefs and regularity of its Buildings, fo as fcarce any other place £/•]• j Gotbo ' 
could equal it. Hither came CCCXVIII. Bifiiops, befides aninnu- ^ 
merable Company of Presbyters, Deacons and inferior Orders. In¬ 
deed the number of the Ntcme Fathers is uncertainly delivered by the 
Ancients. Eufbius p makes them more than CCL. Eufiathins pUuduc. 8 . 
‘1 Bilhop of Antioch CCLXX. (but withal 1 tells us, that by reafon 1^.7 btod.1.1. 
of the greatnefsof the number, he could give no certain account, nor ^s.p.26.

more or lefs, Sozomen f about CCCXX. A Manufcript Colledion of 
Synodical Afts, which Mr. Selden 1 conje&ures to have been written 
about the time of the Council of Chalcedon, makes the Bifliops to * comment, in 
have been CCXXXII. the Priefts, Deacons, and Monks LXXXVI. Eutycl) ‘ 72> 
in all CCCXVIII. With him concurs a Modern Greek Hiftorian, 

«who adds, that the Reafon why juft fo many met, was becaufe* “wi;. m- 
thcrc were juft fo many years expir’d from the Birth of Chrift, to the \ re¬ 
convening of that Syriod, which he makes to have been called pffft,.'™' 
Ann. CCCXVIII. On the other hand Eutychius the Arabick Hifto¬ 
rian, and Ifmael Ibn All, a Mahometan Hiftorian, mention’d by Mr. Sol¬ 
do n, w enlarge the number to MMXLVfIL Out of which they tell w loc. dut. 
11s, the Emperor fele&ed CCCXVIII. Though whence this variety 
of Reports fiiould arife, whether from the great numbers of inferior 
Clergy that came thither, but had no Votes in the Council, or from 
the dilTenting Parties in the Synod, not taken into account, is hard to- 
fay. The firft is moft probable, efpecially fince Enfebins tells us, 
that the number of Presbyters, Deacons, Acolythi , and others that 
attended the Bifliops thither was fo great, that they could not well 
be reckon’d up. Nicetas Choniates x gives this Reafon, why no more * J 4 - Orth. 
Bifiiops met in fo venerable an Aflembly, becaufe Age andSicknefs f'f f 
detain’d many at home, and that Biftiopricks were then but thin 
low’d, every little City not being then advanc’d into an Epifcopal 
See, as it was afterwards, fome whole Countries having no more 
than one Bifiiop to prefide over them. The number that has gain’d 
the general Suffrage in all Ages of the Church, is that there were 
CCCXVIII. Bifiiops, and with this Athanafius himfelf elfewhere y con- 7 fP'd- ad 
curs. And to make it the more (acred and venerable, Liberius /t f rlcan ’W l 
I z with 
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z with his Council of IVeflern Bifhops, has found out a Myftery in it, 
it being exaftly the lame number, wherewith the Patriarcli Ain.1 
ham went out and overcame the vaft Army of the Infidels. Of this 
number there were that efpous’d the Caufc of Arms in the Council, 
nine (fay fome ;l ) thirteen (fay others b ) fifteen 0 , or feventeen 
(as others J ) PbiLfhrgius e reckons up XXII. whole names he lets 
down, together with the Provinces from whence they came. They 
were all together with their Attendants and followers, tranfported 
thither by publick Conveyances at the Emperor’s Charge, as they 
were maintain’d at his Coft during their being there. 

11. TI IIS venerable Synod began upon the XX. day of AL>, 
or, as others more probably, on the XIX. of Jane, Anno Chr. CCCXXV. 
They met (as the Ecclefiaftick Hiftorians generally affirm) in the 
great Hall of the Palace; though a learned man f thinks it highly 
improbable, that fucli fublime and facred Matters lhould be debated 
any where, but in the Church ; and that it was only on the final and 
conclufivc day that they affembled in the Palace. But where-ever 
it was, it was a place which this great Tranfa&ion recommended to 
the relpett and reverence of Pofterity, fome part of it yet handing in 
the la ft Age, and which Bnsbecftuns the Emperor’s EmbalTador iup- 
poles« to be the place he lodg’d in in his Amafian Journey to the 
Grand Seignior's Court. The Bifliops before they formally met in a 
lolemn Council, fpent fome dayes in preliminary Difcourfes '> and 
Deputations, wherein they were fir ft attack’d by certain Philolophers, 
men vers’d in Subtilties and the Arts of Kealoning, whom cither Cu- 
riofity had drawn hither, or as fome fufpeft:, Arias had brought along 
with him to plead his Caufc, and to retard and intangle the Pro¬ 
ceedings of the Synod. One of which priding himfelf in the ncat- 
nels and elegancy of his Dilcourfes, reflected with Icorn upon the 
fathers of the Council. A piece of inlblcnce lo intolerable, that an 
ancient Confclfor then in the Company, a man plain, andunskilld 
in the Tricks and Methods of deputing, not being able to bear it, 
o.Tered himfelf to undertake him. For which he was laugh’d at by 
fome, while others more modelt and ferious, fear’d what would be 
the liiecels of his entring the Lifts with lo able and fam’d i Lilputant. 
The good man however went on with his Relolution, "ml bluntly ac- 
cofted his Advcrfary in this manner. “ In the name of ft:Jits thrift, 
il Philolopher, give car. There is one God, maker of Heaven and 
“Earth, and of all things vifible and invifible, who cren ed ail thefe 
tl things by the Power of his Word, and ratifies them by the Sanftity 
11 of his holy Spirit. This word which wc call the Son of God, pitty- 
" ing the Apoftacy andbrutilh State of Mankind, condcfcended to be 
“ born of a Woman, to dwell amongft men, and to dye for them, 
“ wlio Ihall come again to fit as Judge upon whatever we do in this 
“ Life. Thefe things wc plainly believe. Strive not therefore to no 
“ purpofe, to endeavour the Confutation of what wc entertain by 
“Faith, or to find out how thefe things may, or may not be ; but 
il anfwer me, if thou doft believe. The Philolopher aftonifh’d and 
thundcr-ftruck with the Zeal and plainnefs of the old man’s Dif- 
courfe, anlwcrcd that he did believe; and thanking that Conqueror 
that had overcome him, yielded up himfelf to his Sentiments and 
Opinions, pcrlwading his Companions to do the like, lolemnly 

affirming, 
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affirming, that it was by an unfpeakable Power, and not without 
immediate Dircftion from Heaven, that he was thus brought over to 
be a Chriftian. This paffage, for fubftance the fame both in Raftmes, 

Socrates and Sozomen, Gelajins Cyzicentts, has improv’d into many ela¬ 
borate Stories, havinggiven us at large the particular Difputations of 
thefe Philofophers, with the Replies of the feveral Fathers of the 
Synod about the Arian Do&rines ; which being in all likclyiiood no 
better than the IfTue of his own brain, we here omit. 

III. BUT to proceed, that which they were moft intent upon 
was the Examination of thofe Opinions, that had created fo much 
noifeand buftlc in the Church. For which purpofe they frequently 
i called for Arms before them, debated his Propofitions, confidered i r ..*< »u 
what might be laid on either fide, weigh’d every thing with infinite i»c. 
Care and Deliberation, that nothing might be rafhly determin’d in titm & c * 18 * 
fo weighty and important an Affair. This freedom of debate foon *' 45, ‘ 
multiplied infinite Queftions, and produc’d various and different 
Counfels and Perfwafions about the Matter. Some advis’d that no 
Innovations fhould be made in Matters of Faith, but that it fliould 
be ftill entertain’d with the fame naked Simplicity, wherewith from 
the beginning it had been delivered to the Church; men of fimple 
and honeft Minds not thinking it fit that Articles concerning God 
fhould be made the Subjett of fubtle and over-curious Difputes. 

Others contending that Times and Circumftanccs altered the decency 
of things, and that we ought not implicitly to follow the Opinions 
of the Ancients, without due trial and Examination. Thefe Difpu¬ 
tations were manag’d with great heat and brisknefs, both by them 
of the Epifcopal, and by others of inferior Orders, amongft which, 
in the former capacity none appear’d with more warmth and zeal 
than Alexander, as being moft immediately concern’d in the Contro- 
verfic, as amongft the latter none behav’d himfelf with more fmart- 
nels and accuracy than Athanaftus , at that time Deacon of the . 

Church of Alexandria, whom Alexander had brought along with him 
to the Synod, where with all boldnefs and vehemency he affaultcd 
and oppos’d the Arian Principles, for which (as the Egyptian Bifhops 
in their Synodical Epiftle tells k us) that Party never forgave him, k Atl Atl 
transferring their Pique againft Alexander upon him; a Quarrel,which Apn(.ii!pJt 
they never ceas’d to profecute to his dying day. vw. soa. i.u 

IV. HITHERTO the Fathers had been exercis’d only with f,8,p,2 °* 
private and preparatory Difquifitions, like light Skirmifhes to the 
main Battel: But now they were to a& more folemnly in a Syno¬ 
dical way to bring the thing to a final Iffue; at which Affembly, pro¬ 
bably, none were prelent of the inferior Clergy, at leaft none gave 
their Votes. The Bifliops being met 1 in the Palace, where all things * r.uf.dtvit . 
were made ready to receive them, the Emperor came attended not °» 

with his ufual Guards, but Perfbns eminent for their Faith and Piety. M88 ‘ 

He entred the Council with all imaginable Pomp and State, cloatlrd 
with the richcft and moft fplendid Robes, but with a mind humble 
and pious in the midft of all his greatnefs. He paft’d through the 
Ranks on each fide, to the upper end of the Hall, where he plac’d 
himfelf in the midft, and having receiv’d an Intimation from the Bi¬ 
fhops that all things were ready, fat down in the Chair that was 
plac’d for him, after which the Fathers took their Places, and fome 
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of them having a while entertain’d him with Speeches in the name 
of the Synod, filencc was made, and in the Latin Tongue (which by 
the Interpreter was loon rendred into Greek') he difeours’d to them to 
this Effect. “ That there was nothing which he had more paffio- 
“ nately defir’d, then to behold this venerable Affembly, for which 
“ being now met. lie return’d hearty thanks to the iiipream Go- 
“ vernour of the World ; that he deftrd no envious man might here- 
“ alter interrupt their Profperity, and that when the divine Power 
“ of our Saviour had delivered them from the Oppositions of impious 
“ and atheiffical Tyrants, the mifehievous Enemy of Mankind might 
“ not be fiiffercd to Thift the Scene, and attempt it by another way; 
<c That he look’d upon the inteftine Divifions of the Church of God, 
“ as the molt pernicious and dangerous Commotions, nothing creating 
“ lo erreat a trouble to his mind; That when God had bleffcd him 
“ with Rich happy fuccefsagainft his Enemies, he had well hop’d lie 
“ had had nothing to do, but to celebrate the divine Goodncfs, and 
“ rcjoyce in the common Safety ; but being unexpectedly arrefted 
“ with the unwelcome News of their Diffentions, he thought himfelf 
“ oblig’d immediately to take care about it, and had for that endfo 
“ liiddenly call’d them together, as the mod proper and efteftual 
“ Remedy in this Matter, and Ihould then think he had done it to 
“ good purpofc, when he fliould fee them joyn hearts and hands to- 
“ gether, and promote the publick Peace and Concord, which as 
“ Perfons confecrated to God, they were above all others bound to 
“ procure and further; That therefore, as Minifters of God, as faithful 
“ Servants of the common Lord and Saviour, they fliould endeavour, 
“ that all occafions of Difference being thrown out of the way, and 
“ the noife of Contention being diffolv’d, they might prelervc things 
“ in the bond of Peace, by which means (laid lie) you will at once 
“do what is highly acceptable to the great God, and infinitely gra- 
“ tide me your Fellow-Servant. And certainly it was not without 
realon, that this pious Prince fo pathetically prefs’d tliem to Peace and 
Unity. For amongff other Artifices to obffruft the Proceedings of 
the Council, this was not the leaft, to exafperate the minds ot the 
Bifhops againft each other, by which means they had charg’d and 
"Sovm.i. i. impeach’d ,n one another, and had prefented Libels of Accufation 
vw/’ 4,c * to the Emperor: Which lie receiving at their Hands, had tied togc- 
tlier in a Bundle, and let his own Seal upon them. And having af- 
terwardsmade Peaceamongft them, produced the Bundle, and grave¬ 
ly chiding them for their mutual Recriminations, told them ; “ That 
“ thcle things were referv’d for the Decifions of the great day, 
<c and were not fo proper for tile Cognizance of humane Judicatures, 
“ both Plaintiff and Defendant being Perfons in holy Offices, who 
“ ought to do nothing that may make them liable to thofe Tribunals: 
“ That fetting before them the divine Clemency and Indulgence , 
“ they fliould forbear and forgive one another; and laying afidc their 
“ Quarrels, agree, and mind the tilings that concern’d the Faith, 
“ the end for which they were there met together. And with that 
lie threw the Papers into the Fire, ferioufly protefting, that lie had 
not read one word of them; that it was not fit the Faults of Priefts 
fliould he publifil’d to the Scandal of the People, who might thence 
derive a Warrant to themfelves to fin with more freedom and bold- 
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nefs; that for his own part, if lie fhould chance to clpy a Bilhop 
overtaken in a wanton and immodeft Attion, he would cover him 
with his own imperial Cloak, rather than it Ihould be expos’d to the 
offence and fcandal of Spectators. But to proceed. 

V. N O fooner had the Emperor given the Synod leave to debate 
their Matters, but they prefently fell upon the Arian Controverfies. 

And firft they examin’d " the ACls of the Synod at Alexandria, that 
fo they might proceed with all poffible Care and Caution, and the o9.Aiban.AfoU 
Parties Criminal know that they had not been fentenc’d without IL F ' s?6, 
juft Caufe. Next they canvafs’d the Doftrines of Arim, wliofe Pro¬ 
positions were extracted and read out of his own Writings, at the 
nearing whereof, the holy Fathers ftop’d their Ears, ° declaring • AtUn , ewr 
them Heretical, and Alien from the Faith of the Church. The Calc Arian.Urat. I. 
at firft was argued with heat on both fides, with great Contention l2s * 
and Oppolition, there being Seventeen of the Bifhops that appear’d 
in favour of the Art an Caufe, and fomc few more it may be, that did 
not openly declare themfelves. In tlicfc Cornells the good Emperor 
fat r as a publick Moderator, hearing the Debates with an unwearied l ’ H- dtvit. 
Patience, and weighing the Arguments with an intent and judicious Con ^ L ^ 

Mind: To what appear’d juft and reafbnable, lie gave a ready Affent; * 49 °’ 
where any were Refractory and Pertinacious, he fought to reclaim 
them by mild and gentle Means; fome he conquered by Reafonand 
Argument; others he prevail’d with by Importunity and Pcrfwafion; 
endeavouring to reduce all to Love ana Peace. The Arians by Eufe - 
bins of Nicomcditi brought a Writing into the Synod, containing an 
account of their Faith; which Eufiathim r of Antioch one of the * Ap.neod.hu 
Council calls Vile and Impious, and a moft evident Argument of c - *■ P- 26 - 
Blafphemy ; and tells us, ’twas no fooner read, but ’twas infinitely 
relented, and torn in pieces before them all. I know Monftenr Valois 
f will have this Libel brought in not by the Nicomedian , but C.efirean r ^ut. ad 
Ettfebim ; and that it was that formula or Confeffion of Faith, which 
Euftbitts brought into the Synod, and of which himfelf has given us P ' l °' 
a particular account in his Letter 1 to the People of Cxfarta. But x . 4 f.Htoii.u 
this certainly without any Reafbn , there being nothing in that f * ,2 *Mf* 
Confeffion, that deferves fo bad a Character; nothing that favours 
either ofHerefie o'rBlafphemy; *and which VheAuthor tells us was 
well approv’d, and both with the Emperor and the reft found a can¬ 
did and kind Reception. Moft probable therefore it is, that the A li- 
comedian Confeffion being rejefted by the Synod, another was pre- 
tented by Enjtbius of Cafarea, as a more found and fafe Expedient. 

VI. BUT though this of Eufebitss was confonant and agreeable 
enough to the Do&rine of the Church, yet was it not thought fuffi- 
ciently pun&ual and expreffive in the Minutes and Criticiffns of the 
Controverfie. For the Arians reprefented their Propofirions in fuch 
general Terms, u and were fo lubtle and deceitful in their Explica- u Athan. epiji. 
tions, that the Fathers thought they could never particularly enough ad ^ /f f‘ 7ao 
provide againft; them. When the Orthodox afferted Chrift to be Ip'od!'S*' 
God, the Arians allowed it, but then meant it in no other Scnce, P • 4«s» 4' <s . 
than as Angels and Holy men are ftyl’d Gods, and the Sons of God in odLi fiw 
Scripture: When they affirm’d him to be true God, the others 
affented, that he was truly made fo by God; if the Catholicks main¬ 
tain’d that the Son was naturally of God, the Arians would grant it; 

for 
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for even wc (fay they; are of God, there being one God, of whom are 
all thines Did the one hold, that the Son was the Power Wifdom, 
and Image of the Father ; the other never fowled to admit it, for 
that we alio arc Paid to be the Image and Glory of God, and even the 
meaneft Creatures arc fometimes call’d the great Power of God. 
Such being the Crafty and fraudulent fhift.ng of then Advcifanes, 
the Fathers found themfelves oblig’d to colled together the places 
of Scripture which reprefent the Divinity of the Sou of God which 
they more particularly declar’d to be meant of his being of the fime 
Sublfance with the Father, that Creatures were laid to be of God, 
bccaule not e xifting of themfelves, they had their Rifeand Beginning 
from him ; but the Son only was properly of the Sublfance of the 
father; this being the peculiar propriety of the only begotten, and 
the true Word oft he Father. All which they fum’d up into this one 
word onsim®., implying him to be Con-Jubfiantial, or Co-cflcntial 

"vYl'ie MATTERS having proceeded thus far, the refult of 
their Determination was ordered to be compriz’d in a (banding 
Creed or Coiifeffion of Faith, which was accordingly drawn up by 
, x Haines Bilbop of Cordoba, by him brought into the Synod, and lngli-

A Queftion controverted from the very Infancy or the Cliuicn, 
and manag’d even by good men with great Bitternels ami Anmiofity, 
and about this time reviv’d as hot as ever. The Bipprciting whercot 

, E:if . d< vit. was one of the Emperor's prime inducements 1 in calling this Occii- 
coniu+c. 5 , mcn i C al Alfembly, where it was firft concluded in the General, that 
,p * ’twas a thing highly lit and readable, that this great T'eftival lliould 
in all places be lolcmnizAl upon one and the fame day : Next, that it 
was as indecent and uncomly, that this Solemnity, wherein wc com¬ 
memorate our Saviour’s riling from the Dead, lhould depend upon 
the Cuftom of the 7 «w, who with execrable a Villany had im¬ 
brued their hands in his innocent Blood: Wherefore it was univcr- 
Tally agreed to follow the ulage of thole Churches, whole cuftom u 
had been from all Antiquity, to obfirve it on the Lord’s day nc« 

enfuing tile Peftival. And thus was this florin on a hidden

XI. AMONGST others whom the Emperor had fummon’d to 
the Synod, was Ac eft us » Bifliop ol the Novatian Party, who upon « , 
the account of the feverity of their Principles, kept Icparatc Allem- />•/ < 
blics, and did not communicate with other Churches ; The pious 
Prince, whole heart was fet upon abolilhing all Diflentions amongll 
Chriftians, hoping to reconcile and bring them in. The Creed being 
drawn up and ratified by common Sublcriptions, the Emperor de¬ 
manded of Acefius , whether he alio would lubferibe it, and ftand to 
the Determination about the Pafchal Peftival. Ace fins replied, that 
the Council had defin’d nothing new in this Matter, and that he had 
ever receiv’d the Faith as fuch, and the time of the Solemnity of 
Eafie/, as what had been fo delivered from the beginning, even from 
the very times of the Apoftles. But why then (laid Conjhntine) do 
youfeparate from the Communion of the Church? Hereupon the 
Bifliop began to open his Cafe, and acquaint him with the State of 
things under the Decian Perfecution, and what had hap’ned between 
Novatian and Cornelius Bifhop of Rome, and that it was the li-vcre 
Principle of their Party, that thole who after Baptifm fell into any fiich 
crime, which the Scripture calls, the (in unto death , were not to be 
admitted to the holy Communion; they were indeed to be invited 
and exhorted to Repentance, but might not expeft Remiflion or Ab- 
folutionfrom the Priefts, but muft look for it at the hands of GckI, 
who alone lias power and right to forgive Sin. The Emperor paus’d 
a little, and confidering the unmerciful ftrittnels of this Rule, replied, 
tffii then Acefius, fit up your Ladder , and go to Heaven by your fie If.

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To the holy and great Church by the grace of God 
fetled at Alexandria and to the dear Brethren 
through Egypt, Libya, and Pentaplis, the Bi- 
fliops aflembled at Nice , and there conflicting 
a great and holy Synod, in our Lord greeting, 


S INCE by the favour of God, and the mofi Religions Emperor Con- 
ftantine, who h# convettd* us out of divers Csties and 1 rovwees 
holy and treat Council is celebrated at Nice *, we have thought tt neceflary, 
that Letters (hould be fent to you from the whole facred Synod, that you 
may underfiand both what has been propounded and debated 
been agreed upon and decreed. Firjt then theimpious Caufi of Anus anl 
his Jkociates, was difeufs'd in the prefence of the most Religious Emperor 
and by univerfal fuffrage his ungodly Principles were condemned, yea ari 
the very blafphemous Words and Phrafes, that’he makes ufe of to exprefs 
them, when he affirms, that the Son of God fprang out of nothing, 
and that there was a time, when he was not, and that according to 
the freedom of his Will, he is capable of Vice and Vertue, not (cm 
flim to call him a Creature, and the Workmanjbip of God. MM 
the holy Synod, being no longer able to bear fuch Impiety and Madmfi , 
nor to hear fuch blafphemous Expreffions, has anathematized and cm 
demit d. And indeed what has been determin'd concerning him, yon hm 
either heard already, or will hear ffiortly', that we may not feem to uM 
over a man, who has received fuch a recompence as his Crimes defrwi 
Nay, fo venomous and malignant was his Impiety , as to draw Theonw 
Bilhopof Marmarica, and Secundus of Ptolcmais, along with him int o 
the fame mine. Vie fame Sentence that paffed upon him, being pajjed *lh 
azainft them. But forafmuch as when the grace of God, had delivered 
them from the blafphemy and impiety of this wretched Opinion, and from 
t hofe Per fans whofeared not to raife Diffentions and Divifions among} i 
People formerly living in Peace and Vnity ; the boldnefs and contumacy of 
Meletius, andthofe that had been ordained by him did fill continue, nv 
aive you to understand, dear Brethren, what the Synod has determined in 
this Matter. It feemed good then (the Council dealing more > tenderly 
with him, for in frill Jnfiice he deferved no pittyj that Meletius ffiould 
refide in his own City, 'but have no Power either of electing, or laying on 
of hands', nor {hould, upon that account, appear in any Townor City, and 
{hould only retain the venerable title of Biffiop. And as for thoje tin 
have been ordained by him, being confirmed by a more holy and warrant • 
able Ordination, they are to be admitted to Communion, with this conditb 
on, that they retain their Dignity, and their Office, but be ever placed 
after all thoje, whom our much honoured Collegue Alexander, has at any 
time before ordained, in what Church or Diocefs foever they be. And a 
to theft Perfons, they {hall have no Power to choofe whom they pleafi, or 
to propound any one's name in order to it, or indeed to do any thing at a 
without the con fent of the Bifisops of the Catholick Church, that are un f 
Alexander’/ jurifdiCtion. But where any by the grace if God, and"* 
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affifiance of your Prayers {hall be found not to have been guilty of any Schifm 
but to have continued unblamcable in the Catholick and Apofiolick Church 
let them have power of Jelling and propounding the names of fuch Per fans 
as are fit to be admitted into the Clergy, and of doing all other things accor¬ 
ding to the Rules and Canons of the Church. And if any of them that 
are in the Church chance to dye, let them who were lately taken in be ad¬ 
vanced into the Place and Dignity of the Perfon deccafed, alwayes pro¬ 
vided that they appear worthy, and that the People choofe ; but withall 
that the Bijhop of Alexandria confent to, and ratifie the Election. And 
the fame is to be granted to all others. As for Meletius himfelf, it has 
pleas'd the Synod, not to deal altogether fo favourably with him, that con- 
fidering his former Contumacy , and the rafh and precipitate Humour of 
the man, he (hould be intrujled with no Power or Authority, whereby he 
may again be capable to raife the fame Stirs and Tumults that he did before . 
Thefe are the things that peculiarly concern Egypt, and the ?nofi holy 
Church of Alexandria. If there be any thing el/e decreed or defired, while 
our Lord and reverend Colleague and Brother Alexander is prefent with us, 
he himfelf at his return fljall acquaint you with it more particularly, he 
being chief Author and Actor of what is tranfaCied here,. We give 'you 
hkewife to under(land, of the Agreement about the mofi holy Feaft of 
Eafter, that by the affifiance of your Prayers, this Affair is happily ended ; 
and that all the Brethren in the Eaft, who btforetime celebrated' it after 
the Jewifh Cuffom, will henceforth unanimoitfiy celebrate it agreeably to 
the ufage of the Roman Church, and to us, and to all that from all Anti¬ 
quity have kept it as we do. Rejoyce therefore for this happy fettlement 
of Affairs, and both for the common Peace and Agreement, and for that all 
Herefie is cut off, receive our Colleague, andyour Biffiop, Alexander with 
greater Demonfir at ions of Honour, Re/pelt, and Love, who has both by 
bis prefence added great Contentment and Satisfaction to us, and even at 
this Age has fufiained infinite and indefatigable Pains, that Peace and 
Unity might be refiored to you. Pray for fis all , that thofe things that 
have been well confiituted, may remain firm and intire through the bleffing 
of Almighty God, and our Lord Jefis Chrift, being ordained, as we verily 
believe, according to the good pleafure of God the Father in the holy Spirit* 

To whom be Glory for ever and ever. Amen. 


Tins Svnodical Epiftle was back’d with another <1 from the Em- 
peror, wherein he tells them, that he looked upon it as one of the ib -t' 3 °* 
greateft Bleffings of the divine Providence, that Truth had fo glori- 
ouhy triumphed over Error; that Schifms and Diffentions were ba- 
nuhed ; that the evil Dottrines which Arins (to whom he gives no 
ettcr a Charaffer, than nos dvccifys <-ns yscrapems, the (harne¬ 

ss Minifler of the Devil ) had Mattered up and down the Word, 
having been firft examined withall poffible Care and Accuracy, had’ 
been rejected, and the contrary Truth cftablifhed by the fathers of 
the Synod; whofe Sentence herein was to be embraced as the Judg¬ 
ment of God, as proceeding from Perfons inlightned and dire&ed by 
the holy Ghoft, which every one fhould fhew himfelf ready to en- * Ext. ap.nuf. 
tcrtain, and willing to return into the way of Truth. Befides this dt vit - Confl ' 
he wrote r alio to the Churches in general, to let them know, what 
pains he had taken for the compofure of the Pafchal Controverfie pentad, if. 
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and how unanimoufly the Council had decided it, and how infinitely 
rcafonable it was, that it lliould be kept at the fame time ill the whole 
Catholitk Church .- That therefore he defired they would acquida 
in the Decree, and receive it as a Bleffing from Heaven, <h Qc-lty 

c«"toA !w, and as truly a divine Command ; feeing what was 
determined by the Bilhops in holy Synods, was to be referred to the I 

Will of God. 1>n , . ^ 

XI It. ALL tilings thus fucccfsfully accomphfhed, the Emperor 
invited r the Bifliops (it being then the great Solemnity of his Vicm- 
ruiliii) to a publick Dinner, where all the Guards and Officers flood 
ready to receive them. The more eminent he entertained at his 
own Table, the reft in apartments prepared for them. And where 
he cfpyed any that had loft their right Eyes for their conftant ad- 
iierencc to the Faith in the times of Perfecution, he kifsd the Wounds, 
doing all imaginable reverence to the Perfons, and expeding to 
receive their Benedidion. After Dinner he loaded them with Gifts 
and Prefents anfwerable to their Merits, and the Dignity ot their 
Places, and fuitable to the Magnificence of fo great a Prince. Which 
done, he took his leave of them, again preffing them to maintain 
an Uniformity in the Faith, and Peace amongft themfelves \ withal! 
requefting, that every day they would earneftly follicit Heaven for 
him, his Children, and the Profperity of his Empire. After which, 
they mutually took leave of one another, each one preparing for his 
[ourney home. Thus ended this great and firft general Council, 
after it had fitten fomewhat more than two Months, beginning June 
the XI Xth. and breaking up about the latter end of Augujt. So pro- 
digioufly extravagant are the accounts of thofe, who extend it not 
only to more Months, but years. Some 1 make it to laft three 
years and fix Months, u Nicephorus three years and fomewhat better, 
Gvlafnts w from the fixteenth to the twentieth Year of Conflantmh 
Reign ; Phot ins x and the Author of the Synodicon y make it holden 
both under the Pontificats of Pope Silvejler and Julius, which ac¬ 
counting from the ufual Computation of its being called Ann. 
CCCXXV. can extend it to no lefs than thirteen vears. When as 
>tis moft evident, that it was holden under the Conftlfhip of Paulims 
and Julian, and ended when Conftantine celebrated his Vicennalia, or 
the twentieth year of his Reign \ which commencing Ann . Chr, 
CCCVI. fell in juft about this time. 

XIV. IT was but three Months * after the DifTolution ot the 
Synod, when Etfebins Bifhop of Nicomedia , and Theognis of Nice 
notwithstanding their politick Di(Emulation, were Pent the lame 
way with Arias, being banifh’d by the Emperor’s Command. What 
the particular Caufe was, is varioufly reported. Philo ft or gins, * who 
ftudies’all wayes to.- fecurc their Credit, tells us, that repenting ot 
what they had done, their fiibfcribing to the Nicene Decrees, they 
came to the Emperor, and told him, We have done ill , Sir. in that, 
for fear of you, ive have fubferib'd an impious Confcffton. Whereat the 
good Emperor was mov’d with a juft Paffion and Indignation. Others 
relate, '• that having corrupted tile imperial Regifter who kept the 
Ads of the Nicene Council, they raz/d out their Subfcriptions, and 
then began openly to aflert, that it was falfe Dodrinc, to teach that 
the Son was Co elTential with the Father. For which Enfebius being 
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complain’d of to the Emperor, carried himfelf before him w ith ari 
exceffive Confidence, and fliewing him his Garment, asked him, 
whether if he fhouid fee that Garment rent in two, he fhouid ever 
affirm, each part to be the lame Subftance. A piece of Impudence 
and Impiety which the Emperor relented with infinite trouble, and 
the more to fee thofe Controverfies again reviv’d, which he had well 
hop’d, by the care of the late Council, had been wholly fupprefs’d 
and ftiffled. Though tliefc Reports be no wayes unfuitable to the 
Temper and Humour of the men, yet is it fafeft to rely upon the 
account which the Emperor himfelfgives of it in his Letter c to the c Ex t.f r *gm • 
People of Nicomedia, written immediately upon the Sentence of their Tff'g.'/nl 
Banifliment; wherein after lie had afiferted the Catholick Dodrinc, ugra wn ap. 
and refleded upon the pernicioufnefs of the Arian Principles; he Gela f-cy\tc.i.i. 
comes more particularly to Enfebins their Bifhop, whom he charges vid. w c nf' 
withholding Correfpondencc with the Tyrant Licinius, and having TbtfM.Fid. 
been a caufe of the late Perfecution, with Treafons and ConfpH /, * ,C,8 *M47. 
racies againft his own Perfon, but efoecially with poyfbning them 
with heretical Dodrine, for which lie had now provided them a 
Remedy, by fending them a faithful and orthodox Bifhop, who would 
not fail to fet them in the right Way, did they but chearfully comply 
with him. That as for Eufebins , he had between fear and fhame re¬ 
nounc’d thofe impious Opinions in the late Council of Nice , fending 
frequent MefTages to himfelf to intercede for him, and to pray that 
he might not be expos’d to fhame, and thruft from the Honour of 
his place, by which means he had l^en circumvented and impos’d 
upon. And yet after all, he and Theognis had lately difeovered and 
betray’d themfelves. For that certain factious Hereticks of Alex¬ 
andria, whom he had fent for from thence, as the common i Route* 
feus and Incendiaries of the Place, and whom the Mercy of the Synod 
had fpar’d in hopes of their Repentance ; being there, thefe men had 
not only encourag’d and entertain’d, and taken them home to them, 
but communicated with them in all their wicked and ungodly Pra- ‘ 
dices. For which caufe he had ordered them to be baniffied into a 
remote Country ; and if any fhouid prefume to (peak in Commenda¬ 
tion, or make mention of thofe Pefts and Plagues, his boldnefs fhouid 
quickly find its juft Punifhment and Correction. Accordingly they 
were immediately banifhed into France, and their Sees fupplied by 
two worthy Perfons, Amphion at Nicomedia , and Chrejtns at Nice,

I- T T itH ERT° we have followed the courfe of the main 
»■ — -1 Story, we fhall now more particularly bring it down to 
A JL Athanafius his door, and prefent him upon the publick Stage 
of Aft ion ; to be Bifhop of Alexandria, being fas Naz.ianz.en ‘fpeaks 
in this very CaleJ in effe£t to be Bilhop of the whole World ; and 
fiich cfpecially he was, whole A£ts and Sufferings make up almoft 
the intirc Story of that Age, in which capacity he will now fall under 
our Pen. Alexander being return’d from the Council of Nice, and 
having received into his charge the Churches, which Mttetiup, who 
had uniuftly ufurp’d them, readily delivered up to him, died not 
long after. As if God had but fpar’d him, to let him tail the Fruit 
of his eminent Labours, and congratulate his Churches Settlement 
in Tranquility and Peace, and had only brought him home, that 
his Bones might be intomb’d with Honour amongll his own People. 
He died live Months after the riling of the Synod,and before his Death 
is laid to have defign’d Athanafius for his Succeffor. For To Atoll-nans 
the Syrian c (whole Father was born and bred at Alexandria) informs 
us, that Alexander lying upon his Death-bed, frequently call’d for 
Athanafius, who was then abfent, and fufpeaing him to have with¬ 
drawn himfelf to avoid the great charge that he meant to devolve 
upon him he cried out, Athanafius , thou thinkeft thou haft t/capd , but 
thou (halt riot eft ape. Fpiphanius , who ftrangel v confounds Times and 
Pcrfons, tells us, f that Alexander dying, and Athanafius , to whom 
he had bequeath’d that See, being then from home, lent upon a 
Mcffagc to Court, Achillas was clapt in to fill the Vacancy, and Tbeorm 
let up by the Me let i an Party, both which dying within three Months, 

1 J Athanafius 
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Athanafius came quietly into the place. But omitting this as fabulous 
and inconfiftent, no Iboner was Alexander dead, « but the People of e 
Alexandria became paffionately clamorous for Athanafius to fucceed, t‘Ti 
umvcrlally flocking to the Church, and publickly putting up their M '* 
Petitions to God in that behalf, continuing in thole Devotions day 
and niglit, yea and lolemnly adjuring the Bilhops (who were come 
to Town to fettle a new Bilhop in that See) to confecrate and ordairt 
him, till when they would neither leave the Church themfelves 
nor luffer the Miops to depart. Which was no fooner done but it 
was entertain’d with the univerfal Joy and Satisfaftion both’of the 
Clergy and People, manifefted by all open figns of Feftivity and 
Rejoycing, chearful Looks, general Confluences to behbld the man 
and common Gratulations and Thanks tq God for fp great a BIe^Iin^ , 

So fpiteful and groundlefs was the Calumny of the Arians (as the 

Egyptian Bilhops, fome of which were prelent, and did aflift at his 

Ordination, in their Synodical Epiftle do obferve; that, when upon 

Alexander's death, «’ both the Catholick and Meletian Bilhops una- "uc.cit.vidi 

iumoully agreed to choofe a Succeffor, and fQlemnly bound their s *Q"*U 09 ri 

Agreement by an Oath, fix or feven departing from the reft retir’d 

into an obicure place, and there made choice of Athanafius, of whom 

very little mention had been made; upon which account many both 

of the Clergy and People refus’d Communion with him. Philofor- 

gtusMs, > that while the Bilhops were confulting about the Elefti- * ub.i.c.a , 

on, Athanafius with Lome of his Party, in the Evening went to the * 473- 

Church of St. Denys, and finding there two Egyptian Bilhops, caus’d 

the Doors to be faft lock’d, and forced them to ordain him, for which 

the reft of the Bilhops denounc’d an Anathema againft him, but that 

he prelentlydifpatch’d away Letters to Court, in the name of the 

whole City ot Alexandria, as if the thing had been done by common 

conlentand by thatArtifice procur’d the Emperor toconfirm and ratifie 

the Election. But there needs no dilute, who are to be trufted in ■ 

this Matter, whether profefs’d and fvvorn Enemies, whofe cuftom 

was, to fupport their Caufe by arts of craft andfalfhood, or thole 

who were themfelves prefent at the ACtion, and made their publick 

Protection, while the thing was but lately done; yea, aridfolemnlv 

call din (as there they do) the whole City and Province to atteft it. 

Nottofay that * exprefly fayesofhim, that he came in 'x*m.Aito 

by the general Suffrage of the People, not as his intruding Succeffor XX! ‘ 
by Force and Slaughter, XvV Wa« „ 6 but after M77 ’ 

a Divine and Apoftohck manner. His Succeflion iiapned about the 
beginning of the year CCCXXVI. at which time he iriuft be verv 
young, not above XXVIII. years of Age. For his childilh perforat¬ 
ing the Office of a Bilhop (when we cannot well fuppofe him above 
thirteen or fourteen years old at moft) not hapning till Alexander was 
wunop of that Church; and Alexander not being advanc’d to that 
,» till towards the latter end of Ann. CCCXII. the remainder till 
tlie year after the Nicene Synod, will but barely make up the Account 
An Age not very confident with the ordinary Cuftohis and Conftitu- J 

ti°ns or the Church. But it was thought fit it feems for once, rather 
to dilpence with the Rules of Ecclefiaftick Difcipline, than that, at - 
tms time Specially, the Church fhould want fo extraordinary a Per 
ion, lo admirably fit and ufefui to the prefent State arid Exigencies of 
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that Church. All which is laid upon the liippolal that the Story of 
his chiklifh playing the Bifhop, is certain and unqueftionablc, which 
though tranlmitted to us by a great cloud of Witnellcs , yet is the 
whole Evidence founded upon the Tingle Authority of Rufinas, who 
’tis plain, was the firft reporter of the Story, a man infinitely carelds 
in his accounts of things, and who took up this only as a popular 
Traditional near an hundred years diftance from the thing it Ii-lf. 
And if that Story be fet afidc, then may Athanafius his Birth be carried 
back into part of the foregoing Stcalum, and a more competent Age 
allow’d him at the time of his Ordination. And indeed it lecms very 
ftrange, that the An.ins who narrowly ranfack d all the Callages of 
his Life, and particularly objected, or rather feigned other Irregu¬ 
larities of his Ordination, fhould never mention the Incompetcncy of 
his years for fb great and eminent a Station, elpecially when it feem’d 
to be againft the Apoftles own Canon, and the ordinary Rules and 
Pratt ice of the Church. But herein I determine nothing, but leave 
the Reader to the condutt of his own Judgment, not being willing 
needleffy to (hake the credit of any part of Church-Hiftory. 

II. A'l H AN AS IVS his advancement to the See of ALx.w- 
dria’ was not more to the joy and comfort of the Catholicks, than 
it was to the grief and vexation of the Arians. They knew the man, 
the aeutenefs of his Parts, and his indefatigable Zeal in defence of the 
Catholick Caufe; and if he (tickled (o hard both at home, and in 
the Synod of A'/><*, when but in a private Capacity ; what might they 
expett he would do, now he was plac’d in fb eminent a Station? 
Wherefore they relolv’d to unite all their Powers againfl: him. And 
to ftrengthen their Intcrcft, noway appear’d more fair and plaufible, 
than to'tlraw over the Mdetians to their Party ; a Body of men nu¬ 
merous, and by reafon of the Orthodoxy of their Principles, of no 
inconfiderable Reputation with the People. Them they endeavour by 
all means to gain, for which they were now furnifhed with a fit Oc- 
• Soxm. i. 2. cafion. Mdetius 1 upon Alexanders return from Nice, had refign’d 
c.2i. f. 471. U p t l lc Churches that were under his Superintendency and Care, him- 
felf quietly living at his own City of Lyctts. But a little before bis 
Death, which hap’ned not long after, befidcs Arfen'ws Bifhop ot'Hrp 
fAis , he ordained John, otherwile called Arcapb to lx; hisSuccefTor. 
'Which being lo exprefly contrary to the Nicene Decrees, gave a new 
Life and Rcfurrcttion to the Schifin. This the Arians quickly cfpyed, 
and began to fugged: how unjuftly the Mdetians had been dealt with 
in the Nicene Council, that the People generally flock’d after At bans- 
fius , and the Alexandrian Clergy, againfl: whom it was their joynt 
Intereft to combine, as againfl: a common Enemy. And though 
their Deflgns were vaftly different (the Mdetians being as yet un- 
» ont.Lcontr. tainted in their Principles; yet, as Athanaflus m oblerves, like Heroi 
/irian. p. 132. and Pontius Pilate, they both agreed againfl Chrift, and diflembling 
their particular Oppofltions, entred into a mutual Confederacy againft 
tlie Truth, the Mcletians being drawn by Covetoufnefs and Ambi¬ 
tion , the Arians by a defire to re-eftablifh and propagate their 
Impieties. 


III. ONE 
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III. O N E of the fir ft attempts, lecms to have been the recalling 
Arias front his Banifhment, which Siz-un.-n *> (if lie means it of his 2 r. 27. 
recalling from Exile, and not rather his calling to Court; againfl all ^ 
Reafon, makes not to be till many years alter, a little before the Synod 
at ''Jcrufaletn, when he and Hhz.wis prefented their Confeflion to the 
• Emperor. Certain it is, that Arms was recall’d from Banilhmcnt 
lomc time before Eufibius of Ni comedia ; as not only Sozomen liim- 
felf cllewherc confefles 0 , but Eufibius exprcfly affirms in his Peti- »//>.<•. 1 
tion or Declaration p to the Emperor, though forbidden to return 5 lu. 
to Alexandria , remaining, it’s like, among!! his Eriends and Favourers >4 

in the Eajl. Not long after his two great Patrons, Eufibius and h 44 ‘ 
Theopnis followed him. Three whole years s they had continued in 9 Phiioji. 1. 2. 
Banifhment, when betaking themfelves to their old Arts, they pre- f ' 7 ’ ?< 472 ' 
ferred a Bill by way of Petition and Retrattation r to the Emperor, ' r.xt.a?. s» ( r. 
wherein they reprefent, that they had hitherto fubmiffively acqui- & So v K - lvcu 
efeed in the Judgment which his Majefty had pafs’d upon them ; but Mdt ’ 
left their filence mould be thought an Argument of their Guilt, they 
declar’d that they did uiianimoufly agree in the Faith,and that having 
diligently examin’d the meaning of the Word Confubflantial , they had 
wholly given up themfelves to Peace, being additted tonoHercfie: 
that for the Qiiiet and Security of the Church, they had fuggefted 
the bed Councils they could think of, and had given all neceffary 
Satisfaction by fubfcribing the Faith, though they could not the Ana- 
tbematifm againft Arias , having from the Convcrfe they had had 
with him, both by Word and Writing, found him not guilty of what 
was charged upon him. And having done this, they did again ratifie 
their content by this prefent Libel, not (o much that they were weary 
of their Banifliment, as defirous to avoid the Sufpition ofHerefie; 
and that if but admitted into His Majcfties Prefence, he would find 
them cxattly to agree witli the Faith and Decrees of the Nicene 
Synod; which favour they the rather hop’d for, His Majefty having 
already fb gracioufly treated the Perfon accounted moft Criminal, and 
releafing him from his Banifhment, had fuffered him to vindicate him- 
felf from the things charg’d upon him. Hereupon the Sentence of 
their Banifliment was taken off', and they were permitted to return 
to their own Secs again. It mull not here be forgotten, that the 
Arians among!! the many Stories they coin’d to fupport their Caufe 
vented this; f that foon after the Synod at Nice, Con ft an tine h laving f Seim. 1. 3. 
banifh’d linfebitts, Theopnis and fbme others, for their obftinate re- c ‘ l9 ' 5i, ‘ 
jetting the Confubflantial Dottrine, his Sifter had a Villon or Revela¬ 
tion from Heaven, whereby (lie was advertis’d, that thofe men were 
Orthodox in their Opinions, and had thofe hard Meafures very un- 
juftly put upon them. That hereupon the Emperor recall’d them 
from Banifhment, and enquiring of them, why fince they had with 
the reft fiibfcrib’d the Nicene Creed, they diftented from it; receiv’d 
this anfwer, that they never heartily contented to it; but out of a 
fear, left His Majefty, but newly converted, and not as yet confirm’d 
by Baptifni, taking offence at the Differences among!! them, fhould 
throw up the Chrirtian Faith as doubtful and uncertain, returnback 
to Papanifm, and turn his refentment and difpleafure againft the 
Church. Upon this Apology he forgave them, and rcfolv’d (they 
lay) to call another Synod about this Matter. But his Death pre- 
E venting 
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Venting that he left the Execution of it to his Son Conftantius, with 
this remark, that his Empire would never profpcp if he did not bring 
all his Subie&s to an Agreement in Matters of Religion: And that 
in compliance herewith, Conflantins fummon’d the Council at An- 
to im J which ratified their Faith. A Story not very confident with 
it felf built only upon a flight and trifling Report, and repugnant to 
the unanimous account of all the Writers of thofe times. Moft cer¬ 
tain it is, that Conflantine the Great, who to his dying day, was molt 
conftant to the Nicene Faith, would never have cancell d the Sentence 
of their Banifhment upon any other Terms than their fubfcribing 
that Creed. Which We fee they accordingly did without any lcru- 
pie Of the fame Thread with this, is the Paflage related by Mih. 
O fionim, ■ that after the Nucm Council, and the Recantation of 
Enfbius and his Party (whom the Emperor pumfh d for their Preva¬ 
rication in their Subfcriptions) Con famine recall’d Sectmdus and his Ad- 
herents out of Banifhment, and fent Letters or Edifts into all Parts 
to fupprefs and ftifle the Confubftantial Dottrine, and to ratifie the 
contrary Opinion; that Alexander of Alexandria fubferib’d thefe Let¬ 
ters and thereupon communicated with Arius and his Party, but 
no fooner was the fear of the^^perorVdififleafmtl“6vtfr7‘ but lie 
return’d to his former* Sent Intents irrthis Matter, whereupon Arm 
and his Followers utterly deferted him. An account fo improbable 
in all its Circumftances, and fo direftlv contrary to all other Writers, 
that it needs no Confutation. Forg’d no doubt either b y Philo ft orgm 
himfelf (whom therefore Phot ins in the entrance upon it by a witty 
AUufion to his name cenfures, b ftAo>l*u 8 w vt<& ) or 

handed to him by the Arians of thofe times, who ipread abroad tins 
and many more like Relations, to give- life and credit to their 

IV.' AT HAN ASIVS in the mean time, like a Prudent anda 
faithful Paftor, took*an account of the State of his Flock, vifiting 
u M'y.ApiLU. u the Churches of his Diocefs, which confidering the State of that 
? .6o6. Epiph. t | me he knew, could not but be over-run with Irregularities, both 
m co LXVIir ‘ in Faith and Difcipline. Coming to the Province of Marnotis, which 
' ' was populous, and where Presbyters were fixed in every Parifh, who 

taught and governed the People in great Peace and Order, the Melt- 
tun Schifm not being able to fet its foot here, lie was told that one 
Ifchyrts, a man vicious in his Morals, and that had never been really 
taken into Ecclefiaftick Orders, did yet take upon him the Title and 
Ofhcc of a Presbyter, and draw away the People where he livd. 
Whereupon he difpatch’d away Macarius his Presbyter, and the Pres¬ 
byter of the Place, to enquire into the Matter, and to lumtnon the 
Perfon. Coming thither, they found the man Tick in Bed, fo that 
charging his Father to let him know, that lie fhould not dare to med¬ 
dle in the things reported ofhim,they returned to Atbanafms. Ifehff 
being recovered of his Diftemper, was advifed by his Father and bis 
Friends, to fhift for himfelf, who thereupon fled to the Mclcttm, 
and thence to Nicomedia, the iifual Refuge of difeontented Perfons, 
where what mifehief he hatch’d againfl Atbanafms , we fhall hear af¬ 
terwards. In this Vifltation Atbanafms is Laid to have taken in his 
way the Egyptian Monafteries, fo famous in the Stories of thole 

times, where he was received with all due Honour and R e fp. e “l 
’ Specially 
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efpecially he vifited the great S. Anthony, w the Father of all the w i. 2. 
Hermits of that Age, there being fo great * Dearnefs and Intimacy 17 ‘ 
between thefe two, that as oft as lent for, S. Anthony would leave 
his Solitudes, and come to Athanafius, meet him in Cities, accom¬ 
pany him to Church, give Teftimony to his Faith, oppofe and con¬ 
demn his Adverlaries, write to Princes and great men in his behalf 
which added no little Efleem and Reputation to him. Though con¬ 
fidering the Fa&ions and Artifices chat at this time were on foot 
againfl: him, he had need of all his Friends to ftand by him and flip- 
port him. 1 

V. FOR Eufebitu was no fooner return’d to Nicomedia, but he 
began to fet his Engines on work for the promoting the Arian Caufe 
His chief Defign was, to refettle Arms at Alexandra, where he knew 
the Venom would work moft efte&ually. To which end he wrote 
to Atbanafms, * finoothly courting him to receive Arms into Commu- 
mon, while at the fame time, by other hands, he threatned him 
if he did refufe. But the good man equally dif-regarded Lris irttreaties f ‘ 2 J ' p ' 57 ’ 
and his rhreatnings, he fent liim word, that Arms was an Heretick, 
and an Enemy to the Truth, that he had been condemn’d by a gene¬ 
ral Council, and that fuch could not be re-admitted. Failing in this, 
he went to work another way, by crafty Infinuations engaging the' 

F.mperor, who now look’d upon Arius, as conforming himfelf to the 
Church, to write in his behalf to Atbanafms, which lie did, y being r nxt. r arf 
directed by him, in a very pofitive and peremptory manner, com- l ‘ tn ' a? - A ' )u 
manding him to fet open tne Church-doors to any that were willing lbm p ' 604 ’ 
to enter in, telling him, that if he knew he excluded any, who were 
defirous to return to the Communion of the Church, he would im¬ 
mediately fend orders to difplace him, and fend him far enough off 
In which claufe of the Letter (for part of it only is fet down) no 
particular mention being made of Arms , probable it is, that Enfbius 
had couch’d the Defign only in general Terms, reprefenting Atha- 
n.xfus as an Enemy to the Peace and Union of the Church. How. * 
ever miffing in the goodnefs of his Caufe, lie was nothing ftartled 
at this quick and fevere Meflage of the Emperor, humbly iemon- 
ftrating by his Anfwer, that the Catholick Church could not poflibly 
hold Communion with that Heiefie, that plainly fubverted the Di¬ 
vinity of our Saviour. Enfbius difappointed in both thefe attempts, 
falls now to downright Methods of Fraud and Falfhood, refolving by 
right or wrong to remove him, who fo long as he flood in their 
way, would obftruft whatever they took in hand. And firft he fends 
to the Me let inns , that now was a fit time to put their confederate 
Councils into Pra&icc; who partly encourag’d by his Letters, partly 
to follicit their own Caufe, 'viz, . the Reftitution of their Churches, 
deputed three Bifliops of their Party, lfto , Eudemon, and CAlwicu, 
to go and manage their Affairs at Court, where, by Enfbius his 
advice, they forg’d an Accufation againfl Atbanafius, charging him 
before the Emperor, to have exa&ed Linnen for the ufo of his 
Church, and to have impos’d it as a Tribute upon the People. But 
Apis ind Macarius two Alexandrian Presbyters, hapning to be then 
at Court, quickly convinc’d the Emperor of the falkncfs of tile 
Charge; who condemning the Accufhrs, commanded Atbanafms , 
however to appear. Whicli when Eufibius underftood, heperfwaded 
L 2 the 
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the Mdetians to ftand to the Caufe, and to attack him with new 
Indictments at his Arrival. To take oft' Mic.wins his Evidence, they 
renew a Charge, which they had not long lince put in againll him, 
of breaking the Communion-Chalice; upon Ath.utafns they clap no 
Ms than an Indictment of high TreaIon, that he had privily lent a 
Cabinet of Gold to one Philumcms, to enable him to ulurp the Em¬ 
pire. Athanafius being come, his Caufe was heard at Pftmmathu, 
a part of the Suburbs of Nicomedia, where the Emperor had a Palace 
* M. e.i 6 . (not at Con ft an tin >j>L , as 7 Inodor it * makes it, which was lcarcefi- 
f. do. nifh’d, much Ids dedicated) where he fo fatisfied the Emperor in 
thelnnocency and Integrity of his Caufe, that his Adverfaries were 
condemn’d, liimlelf acquitted, and not only fuffered to depart, but 
'rxt.q.Atb. at his return the Emperor honour’d him with a Letter * to the 
loc. cit. Church of Alexandria, wherein after he had largely exclaim’d againll 
the Malice and Iniquity of the Age, he tells them, that the wicked 
Wretches had prevail’d nothing againll their Bifiiop, ftudying no¬ 
thing but vainly to fpend time, and render themlelves incapable of 
Pardon ; that they fhould alfill one another by mutual Concord, and 
refill thole that did oppofe it ; that as for Athanaftus their Bifiiop, 
j lc had kindly receiv’d him, and convers’d with him, as one whom 
he verily believ’d to be a man of God, and a moll venerable Perfon, 
and whom he knew to be a Miniller for his Equity and Diligence, and 
other Qualities every way neceffary for them. 

VI. MALICE like fire, mult have a vent, or ’twill be Hilled 
in its own Smoke. Eufbias prevailing nothing againll Athanafms, 
for the prefent diverts his Ipleen another way. Enflathius Bifiiop 
of Antioch was a flout Stickler againll the Asians, and being fet in 
lb eminent a See, was capable ot doing the greater dilfervice to the 
Caufe. Him lie Tingles out, and refolves to hunt him down. In order 

»’ 7 W. l - *• whereunto, he begs leave b of the Emperor (at whole charge alfo 
c. 21. 51. j le went t he Tourney) to go fee the magnificent Church which Cm- 

ftantine was then building at JeruJaUm. Accompanied with his old 
Friend Thecgnis of Nice, hecame to Antioch , where pretending 
Friendfhip, they were kindly and honourably treated by Enft.ithim, 
Thence palfing through PaLftine they laid the Defign, which they 
relolv’d to efteft at their return. For procuring a Synod to be call’d 
at Antioch, Enflathius is charg’d as Heterodox in the Faith ; but be- 
caufe they knew that too thin to hold Water, they back’d it with 
the Acculation of Adultery, which they procur’d to be depos’d upon 
Oath, though hut the Oath of a lewd infamous Woman. Where¬ 
upon the good man was condemn’d, and thrown out of his See. And 
though there were thole in the Council, who finelt the Knavery, 
and perfwaded Enflathius not to ftand to the Sentence of Dcpofition, 
yet were their Enemies too quick for them, having immediately con¬ 
veyed notice of it to the Emperor, to whom they reprefented the 
Scandal of the Crimes, and the great Juftice of the Sentence, per- 
fwading the Emperor to confirm it, who accordingly ordered him to 
be banim’d. 

VII. THOUGH let-alone for the prelent, Athanaftus was not 
forgotten. The bufinels at Antioch being over, they are now at lea- 
lure to bait him a Second time. For Iftchyras the uUirping Presbyter, 
who had lome while fince fled from Mar.eotis , having addrefsd 

c himfelf 
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c liimlelf to Enftbius of N't comedia, was readily entertain’d by him c rtth.apt. n. 

as a fit Inflruinent to promote their Defigns; and to oblige him fafter’ 

he is tycd with the Auurance of a Bilhoprick, which afterwards they 

made good, creating him Bilhop of Marmot is, and at prefent treating 

him in the capacity of a Presbyter. By his contrivance Acculations 

are fram’d, and brought into more formal and plaufible Stories; 

Athanaftus is charg’d with cruel and tyrannical Ablings, Macarius his 
Presbyter as lent by him with forcible rulhing into the Chancel, 
breaking the Communion-Cup, and tearing the Bible in pieces, Ath.1 
nft’ts indibled of Murder, for making away Adenitis a MdetUn Bi¬ 
lhop, and a dead man’s hand produc’d as evidence of the Fabl 
whereof more in their due place. All which were reprefented with 
their grcatell Aggravations to the Emperor. The firll he flighted, 
having himfelf heard it fufficiently baffled, when Athanaftus , no°t long 
fince, appear’d before him at Nicomedia. For that of Arftnius, which 
leern’d to be of moll moment, he fent to his Brother Dalmatia the 
Ccnfcr, then refiding at Antioch, to take the matter under Examinati¬ 
on. The Cenfor prefently writes to Athanaftus, commanding him to 
prepare himfelf for a Tryal, and to anfwer the things laid to his 
Charge. He, confcious of his own Innocency, and the, prodigious 
Malignity of the Fable, at firll made light ofit, but confidering that 
the Emperor had concern’d himfelf in it, he thought it not life to 
negletl it. Wherefore he wrote to the Bilhops of his Dioccfs to 
give them notice of it, and fent a Deacon to enquire after Arftnius, 
whom with much ado he found to be alive and well. Which was 
no looner done, but he difpatch’d away Macarius with Letters to 
the Emperor at Conftantinople, to give hm a true account of the 
State of things, to put him in mind of what had been tranfabled at 
Pfimmathia, and to allure him that Arftnius after all was alive and 
fife. The Emperor wondring at mens immoderate boldnefs and confi¬ 
dence, commanded Dalmatics to lurceale the Procefs, and the Ac- 
culers who had been fent into the Eaft to manage the Charge to * 
depart from Court, himfelf writing <i to Athanaftus, to let himlcnow - Ext. M 
now much lie made it his bufinefs to preferve Truth and Juftice and * ,bin • 

delighted above all others in pious and £ood men: In which Letter 
he falls upon the Mdetians with a very black Charabler, as themoft 
mercilefs, wicked and execrable Perfons, men hardned in Impiety 
.and who attempted tile grcatell Abfurdities meerly to gratifie Envy 
Emulation, and a feditious Mind, as was plain in their unjuft"Pro¬ 
ceedings againll him; commanding that his Letter fhould be read to 
the People,, that all might take notice ofit, efpecially thofe whom 
!t moll concern’d, whom he alTur’d, that if they Hill proceeded in 
tneleTratliccs, he would judge them not by EccfefiafticaI, but Civil 
Laws, and would make it appear, that they were open Invaders not 
only of humane, but of divine Conftitutions. 

VIII. THIS juft and neceflary Severity of the Emperor frighted 
f thcMe/etians at this time from any farther attempts again itAtha- . 

reproaches of their own Confidences, and the publick P ' 
lame caufing them to retire with lhame and filence. But Euftbim 
and Ins Party loth to loofe fuch uleful Inllruments, endeavoured to 
put new life into them, by alluring them that things fhould be tranf 
acted m a Synod, where there was no doubt but they Ihould have 

the 
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the predominant over-ruling ftroke. To eRea which they put it 
into the Emperor’s head, that his ftately Buildings at Jem/akm were 
now almoft finifhcd, and iipe for Dedication, for which the Bifhops 
of thole Parts muft be call’d together, that this opportunity might 
be taken firft to fettle and compofe thofe Differences, which of late 
had fo much difturb’d the Church, that fo they might more unani- 
mouflv carry on that great Solemnity. To this the Emperor at length 
( SK.i.2.c 2 y ie j dec j appointing a Synod f to be held at Cffarea mPaUftwe, 
vi here the Bifhops being met, Athanafius did not appear, fufpe£hng, 
F as fome think, the Partiality of his Judges, and liking the place ne¬ 
ver the better, becaufe Eu ft bites was Bifhop of it, whom he look’d 
upon as too favourable to the Arian Party. Though indeed Albany 
fms affigns no fuch Reafon, nor is this Synod fo much as once men¬ 
tion’d by him. Long time the Bifhops waited at C*fina, but Atb+ 
nnfius came not; which his Enemies knew well enough how to im¬ 
prove to his difadvantage, telling the Emperor, he might now fee 
what little account Athanafius made of his commands, who dark) 
thus contumacioufly to difobey the imperial Orders. The Emperor, 
though otherwife of a mild and eafie Temper, exafperated with tlicfe 
Suggeftions, appoints another Synod to affemble at Tyre, while things 
were making ready for the Solemnity at erufikm, commanding 
At h ana fms at his Peril to appear, and fummomng fuch Bifhops efpe- 
cially, as the Eufebians had recommended to him, intending the 
Cafe fliould be canvafs’d and determin’d in the moft publick and fo- 
lemn Manner. 
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SECT. V. 

The APIs and Proceedings of the Synod at Tyre, Tilth other con* 
fequent Affairs . 

A Synod fimmond at Tyre. The Emperor's Lieutenant appointed to 
prejide there.The fim ofCooBmtmQ'sLetter to the Co//w//.Athanafius’r 
Carriage before the Synod. A twofold Charge exhibited againfl him. 

Matters of Tice and Immorality in three Inflames ; Opprefjion, and 
how guilty of that ; Ravi (lament, the Villany whereof how discovered; 

Murder, his killing Arfenius, and cutting off his Hand. The wicked- 
nefs of this Story purfued and refuted at large, and evidently provd be¬ 
fore the Council. The fecond head of Accufation, Impiety and Pro¬ 
fanation. The Cafe of his Ordination enquir'd into. His Violation 
of Ifchyras’/ Church, breaking the Communion-Cup , See. Several An- 
fvers to that Charge* Commiffioners fent by the Synod into Egypt, to 
examine Matters upon the place. Athanafius his Exceptions Mnfl 
the Per fins. All Motions in his behalf over-ml'd. The partial and 
unjufl Proceedings tf the Commiffioners. 7 he Zgal of the Maraeotick 
Clergy for their Bifhop. Athanafius condemn'd and depos'd by the Sy¬ 
nod at. Tyre. The Synod adjourn'd by the Emperor to Jerufalem.

know what it was to dilbbey the imperial Summons; that nothin,

miniftring proper Remedies to all Irregularities, that fo at once they 
m ght free the Church from Reproach, eafe his Cares, rertorc Peace

becanfe he thought he fliould not have a fan equal Hearing or that 
he fear’d they would innovate fomething in the Nicene 1 aith. But 

confidering what peremptory Orders the Emperor had iffucdout, he 

came accompanied with a great number of the Bilhops of his own 
Province as VVitncffes of his Integrity, and Advocates of his Cuife; 
asTis Presbyter M*mm had a little before been brought thither 
in Chains from Akx*dru, with a Guard of Soldiers to conduit 

hl n JTHJN ASIVS being brought before the Council, had 
the Portion of a Criminal to ftand at the Bar which fo incensd Pc 
1 Amo,) one of the Egyptian Bilhops, that lie fell foul upon Eufdmsd 
c 2 ‘ one of theSynod, when lie efpv’d him fitting upon the Bench 
while Athm 4 »s flood below, reproaching hint with feme Sufpmons 
of idolatrous Compliance, while they had been Fellow-Pnfoners under 
the DiocletUn Perfecution. Atbaufuu at firft demur d,.‘hough1 no 
to the Jurifdiaion of the Court, yet to the competency and teT 
of his Judges; which Exception not being admitted his Indiftmcnt 
was read, 8 and his Crimes openly mention d. Now tile things laid to 
his charge, were efpecially of two lorts. Matters of Vice and Immo¬ 
rality and Matters of Impiety and Prophanatron; for as for the ftale 
Accufations of Trealbn and Sedition, the levying an Impofmonof 
Linnen Cloth upon the People, and confprring with P/«W«rto 
invade the Empire, they had been id notorioufly baffled in former 
attempts, that I find them not lo much as once mention d in the 
Synod though to add what colour they could to their Sentence, 
they charge k him with Contumacy,in refufing to obey the Emperors 
EdiEt, commanding him to appear the year before in the Synod at 
C,fra, and that he had now brought lo many Attendants withh m 
to •/-,«?’ as if he intended to offer force and violence to the Council 
We'{hall a little more particularly enquire into the things cliarg 
upon him, becaulc objected againft him, not only mthis, butinfomc 

aft Ilt y iN ’reference to Vice and Immorality, he flood indifted of 
three great Crimes, ' Oppreffion Ravifltment, and Muffler^ Un<k 
the firft he was charg’d with cruel and tyrannical Ullage of his B e 
thren, that he had often fetter’d MW and having accusdta 
before Il iv «ns Prafcft of Bgrft, for throwing Stones a he Emge 
tor’s Statues, had caus’d lum to be caft into Pnfon; that (“hadd* 
pos’d Callimms Bifltop of Pelufi/im for refufing to communicate wi 
him, and given his Church to one Marke, a degraded Presby > ^ 
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(if Philoft orpins m may be believ’d) that he had laid Catlmicus in " l. 2 . f .n. 
Irons, imprifon d him, and never left procuring him, till he had f '* n ' 
driven hnn out of the World: Thus Euplus, Pachomius, lfaac , Achillas 
and Hermann , MeletUn Bifhops, accus’d him for having caus’d them 
to be whip’d and beaten. But feeing thefe things in all likelyhood 
wanted proof, no more than the bare mention of them being record¬ 
ed, and that fomeof them depending upon other parts of tl?e Indict¬ 
ment, fell together with them, it would be needleis to inlift upon 
them. The next branch of the Charge concern’d Force and Ravilh- 
menr, that he had offered violence to a Woman, n whom they had n n. 
prevail’d with to come in to the Council, and to own and atteff the E(cl ' u - c -'i • 
fad; who accordingly declar’d, that for het felf, Hie had vow’d pX. 
Virginity, but that having entertain’d Athanafitss into her Houfe, he r»iod.ib.c.}o. 
had violently forc’d her into lewd Embraces. Athanafius who had p ‘ 
fmelt fomething of the Defign, being brought into Court, came at¬ 
tended with Timot bests one of his Presbyters, between whom it was 
agreed, that Timothms fhould take his part upon him. The Judges 
calling upon Athanafius to anfwcr the matter of Fad alledg’d againft 
he itood filent, but Timotheus turning to the Woman, Woman 
(laid he) was 1 ever iny.vir Houfe , did 1 ever, as you pretend, offer 
violence to you ? To which, with fbme quicknefs and vehemency /he 
replied, ftretching out her hand, and pointing to him with her fin¬ 
ger, yes, yes, you are the man, that forcibly prefs’d upon me, and 
itmdmy Chaftity and my Honour; adding, as in filch Cafes is 
uliial, both the time and place. The Cheat thus plainly difeovering 
it felf, put the Contrivers of it to the blufti; and when Athanafius 
remin d, that before the Woman was difmifs’d, file might be ask’d, 
who rvvas that had fram’d and laid the Plot, his juft requeft was 
over-rwl d by a clamorous Anfwer, that they had greater Matters 
againfl him to be examin’d, and for which they had Evidence beyond 
i kxjfpt* 011 - This Paffagc, Sozomen tells us, was not recorded in 
the Acts of the Council, as being thought too light and immodeft 
lor the Tranlactions of a grave Affembly. Nor is it to be forgotten,' 
that the Arian Hiftorian ° turns the Tale quite the other way, affirm- . vhihp. m 
ing tlm AthanaJIus complotted with the Woman, and that by his fo-r-m 
d^rettion file charg’d her great Belly upon Eufebius of Nicomedia. his 
clue! Enemy in the Synod, who by a much like Stratagem brought 
n to light. But how much ftrefs is to be laid upon his Relations, 
elpecially when levell’d againft the Catholick Party, the judicious 
Header needs not be told. And perhaps it might not be the leaft en¬ 
couragement to the Arian Fa&ion, to fhift the Scene, and turn it 
upon Athanafius y that they knew that thefe Proceedings were not 
entred amongft the Atts of the Synod, and that there was nothing 
extant upon Record to difprove them. 

IV. BUT that which of all others gave themoft pleafant Divcr- 
hon to the Synod (thofe only excepted who had contriv’d it) was 
the Tragv-Comick Scene of Arfenius the Meletian Bilhop, the Mur- 

was charg’d p upon Athanaftus , for proof whereof they *socr.i.i.c. 27. 
produeda Box, out of which they took a dead man’s Hand, dried 
mi fa r d ’, w , hich the y affirm’d to be the Hand of Arfenius whom 
^thanapus had made away; and to make the wickednefs ftill more 
ormous, added, that he had done it to Magical Purpofes, to make 
M ule 
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ute of it in Arts of diabolick Conjurations. The Truth and Validity 
of which Charge, will beft appear by a (liort Survey of the whole 
Matter Ar(mtus } who ftiles himfelf Bifliop of Hrpfcle, whereof 
MeUtius himfelf had been fometimes Bifliop, having fa I fen under fume 
<so X .ib.e.2,. great Irregularity, had to avoid * the Conviftion and Cenfure of his 
t- 47 S- Metropolitan, withdrawn himfelf. This opportunity John , the 
chief of the MektUn Party, thought fit to embrace, to taiten a. moft 
delix^rate Calumny upon Athanafius. For which end he and his Con- 
federates find out the Man, treat him with all kindnefs and courtefie, 
perfwadc him ftill to conceal himfelf, lodging him to that purpole 
with one Pinnes, one of their Confidents, Presbyter o a Monartery 

* 4th Aool II in Thtbais. This done, they give it out r in all publick places, that 
t 606, P Athanafius had privately murdered Arfinius , (hewing about a dead 

man’s Hand, which they affirm’d to be his. The News hereof was 
not long, before it was by the Eufebians convey d to the Emperor, 
who gave order to his Brother Dalmatius , to enquire into it. And 
though upon notice given him by the Cenfirfiic flighted the Matter, as 
a thing Efficiently improbable in it felf, yet knowing the Malice and 
Subtlety of his Enemies, and that the Emperor had taken Cognizance 
of it, he thought it not prudent to be unprepar’d for his own defence. 
Immediately therefore he fent one of his Deacons into Ihebats to 
(earch for Arfinius, whom he had not ieen in many yeais. The 
Deacon by the help of Pecyfius, Sylvanus , and Erne other Monks, un- 
derfiood at length where he lay conceal’d. But coming to Pinnes to 
Monaftery, andentring the Houfe, they found indeed that lie had 
been there, but that thc Bird was flown. For upon the firft News of 
their arrival in thofe Parts, Pimm had clapt him aboard, and by the 
afliftance of Heli.ts a Monk, had convey’d him down into the lower 
Egypt. Miffing the man, they however feiz’d upon Pinnes and 
He/iasy whom they brought to Alexandria, and prefented to the Go¬ 
vernor, before whom they freely confefs’d that Arfinius was alive 
and well, and that Athanafius was guiltlefs and Innocent, as Ptm 
r f Xt , i*. Atb. ’ himfelf tells John the MektUn Bilhop in his Letter r to him All 
Of. f. do8. which At hand fins prefently certified to the Emperor, who by hisanlwei 

teftified how ftvcrcly he relented the unjuft Proceedings of that tur¬ 
bulent and malicious Party. , . .. 

V AND thus ftood things till the Synod at fyre y when tnis 
wretched device was again drels’d up, and brought upon the Stage; 
at which time the Providence of God ftrangely furmfh’d him withan 
opportunity to filence the Malice of his A.dverfaries beyond all polU- 

• SKrJ.t-M9. bility of Evafion. The Medians had ftriftly charg’d 1 Arfinut to 
f.66.vid. Ath. fc eep dofc j buthe tempted with curiofity to fee how tilings went, 

had privately conveyd himfelf to Tyre, intending to lye there to- 
f. 2 j.; ija! nito all the time. It hapned that fome Servants belonging to Arc* 
Uhs the Governor being then at the Tavern, heard a rumor win - 
pered, that Arfinius was then in Town. Which they immediate^ 
told their Lord, who with equal fecrecy and diligence found mb 
out and apprehended him, giving notice of it to Athanafius. i« 
man unwilling to be falfcto thole that imploy’d him, and loth tna 
the whole frame of the Plot fhould be reveal’d and unravel’d in a Mo¬ 
ment, at firft denied himfelf to be Arfinius, till Paul Bilhop ot 
who had formerly known him, convinc’d him, and beat him oil 
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that refuge. The day of the Tryal being come, and the Cafe of the 
impudent Strumpet dilmifs*d, this of Arfinius was brought on the 
Profecutors boafting, that now they fhould make not their Ears' but 
their verv Eyes Judges in the Cafe, therewith producing the dead 
Hand, winch they laid Atbanafms had dilmembred. At which a great 
fliout was made in the Synod, many believing it to be true and 
others, that nothing could appear to the contrary. Silence being 
made, Atbanafms gravely ask’d the Judges, Whether any of them 
knew Arfinius ? which when leveral affirm’d, he commanded him to 
be brought into Court, and again ask’d, Whether this was the Per- 
Ion, the man whom he was charg’d to have kill’d, and cut off his 
Hand ? The Cafe being too notorious to be denied, wliile men were 
in a ftrange lurprize and fu(pence about it, Atbanafms turns back the 
man’s Cloak, and lliews them one of his Hands * and after a little 
paufe, to give them time to fufpeft it might be the other hand he 
puts back the other fide of the Cloak, and fhews the other; And now 
Gentlemen (laid he) Arfenius you fee has both his hands , but where a 
third hand is to be had that was cut off \ Hea ve to wy Accufrs to di[cover. 

Thus ended the Plot, not more to the Pleafure and Satisfaftion of 
the Innocent, than to the Shame and Confufion of the Guilty,amongft 
which John the Melctian Bilhop, the main Contriver of the whole 
Scheme, is faid to have flunk away in the Crowd, though others 
as 1 heodorit tells us, u ftood to it, railing upon 'Atbanafins for a Con- » vhi Cnpr 
jurer, and affirming that by Magick Arts he had caft a Mift before' /■« *4- * 

the Eyes of the Council, endeavouring to exafperate the Aflembly 
to tear him in pieces, infbmuch that had he not been refeued, the 
Comick Scene had been turn’d into a real Tragedy. While others 
ftudied to devife 'Something that might look like a plaufible ex- f/f , 

cufe, faying with equal Truth, that Ptufianus an Athanaftan Bifhop 
had by Ins command fet on fire Arfinius his Houle, tied him to a Pillar 
and whipped him, and then flint him up in Prifon ; but that efcaping 
out of a Window, he had a long time hid himfelf, which caus’d them 
to imagine him to be dead, and being a confiderable Pcrfon, they ' 
thought they could do no lefs than bring his Caufe before the Ma- 
giltrate, that it might be examin’d and lifted out. I arid no more 
concerning this, than that Arfinius himfelf, together with his Pres¬ 
byters and Deacons wrote x to Atbanafms to be receiv’d to the • r.n. 

I eacc and Unity of the Church, renouncing all Commerce with ^ 
Ichifmatical or heretical Perfons, andpromifing all Canonical Sub- p ' l °‘ 

* lection and Obedience to him as their lawful Metropolitan 5 defiriW 
him to write to them, and to give notice of their intire Agreement 
wuh the Catholick Church. Nay John himfelf repenting of what 
he had done, confefs’d the Injuries that had been done to Athanaff 
m » and reconcil’d himfelf to him, as himfelf wirnefled in his Letter 
to the Emperor, whereof Gonfiantine gives an account in his anfwer 
to him.

VI. WE have feen with what fuccefs the Charge of Vice and ? 
immorality was manag’d againft this good man; Ictus next fire how 
e iped in that of Impiety and Profanation, wherein two Articles 
infi ? cd / on * that he had procur'd himfelf* tb 

• c ’ cat; cd Bifliop of Alexandria by undue and unlawful means, that P- 4 8 °- 
the 1 erlons ordaining him, were in the very Aft guilty of Perjury 
M 2 all' 
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all the Bifhops-having bound themfelves, that no man (liould be or¬ 
dain’d, ’till he had clear’d himfelf of what could be objeded againft 
him; that being thus deceiv’d, they had renounc’d Communion with 
him ’ w ho yet was lb far from giving them Satisfaction, that he 
forcibly compell’d, and caft them into Prifon. To which purpofea 
Libel was read in the Synod, containing fome popular Exceptions, 
as if for his fake the People of Alexandria had forfaken the public!; 
Affemblies. The Falfehood of all which is fufficiently evident from 
the manner of his coming to that See, the Alexandrian Synod (many 
• Ap.Atb.Apo/. whereof affifted at his Confecration) declaring > befom the whole 
11.^6^66. World, that he was elected by common Suffrage and Content, and 
ordained at the unwearied inftance and importunity of the People, 
and that his entrance upon it was fo far from being entertained with 
Tumults and Murmuring, that it was celebrated with popular Tri¬ 
umphs and Thanks to God. But that which made a louder noife, 
b socr.ib.f. 6 *. was the other Branch of the Charge, b viz. that his Presbyter Ah- 
So\om. p. 479* carius at his command, and by his Authority, had forcibly broken into 
the Chancel, while Ifchyras was officiating in the holy Miniftrations, 
that he had overturn’d the Communion-Table, broken in pieces the 
Sacramental Chalice, and burnt the holy Books. All which lfehym 
was there prefent to atteft. In anfwer to which, befides fome gene- 
•Ath.ib.M7 o. ral Exceptions that were over-rul’d, we find it alledg’d, c that this 
Ifchyras, whom the Indidment prefented in the capacity of a Pried, 
was really no Presbyter, nor ever fo accounted by any, but his own 
Relations, that he pretended to no better Orders, than what Colin- 
thus had confer’d upon him, who was himfelf but a Presbyter, and 
who for ufurping the Office of a Bifhop, had been Synodically cen- 
lured, and the Perfons ordained by him reduced into the Order and 
ClafsofLaicks; that when Macarius came thither, Ifchyras was lick 
« AthM. ib. a i n Bed, and confequently incapable of miniftring at the holy Ta- 
f • 589,581. ble; that it wasnot then the Lord’s day, « the time of their publick

Farm-houfe, a parcel of an Eftate belonging to one Ifio an Orphan; 
'ibid, f.620. that by the Confeflion of their ownWitneffes f whom they had ex¬ 
amined, the Catechumens were then in the Church, and therefore 
the holy Eucharift could not then be adminiftred, who affirmed 
t ibid. p. 6i 4 . moreover, that Macarius had not burnt the Books, and that « what 
^ 581. vid. ifchyras laid was falfe; that the Presbyters and Deacons of that 
f ' 572, Country, who had accompanied Athanafius in his Vifitation, were 
his Compurgators, folemnly protefting that there was no fuch mat¬ 
ter, and that the whole of the Story was forged and fabulous; fi- 
'ib.M72,6i$ nally, that Ifchyras himfelf had confeffed h the whole Plot, for be¬ 
ing reproached by his own Party, and much more by his own Con- 
fcience, he had with tears addreffed himfelf to Athanafius , and plainly 
; Ext.ap.Ath. difeovered the whole Conspiracy, by a Writing 5 under his own Hand, 
ibid. p.6o6. delivered in the prefence of fix Presbyters, ancfeight Deacons, whole 
names are to it, declaring that he was let on, yea by ftripes forced 
to it by Heraclides , Ifaac, and the reft of their Affociates, and that 
he called God to witnefs, that he knew nothing of the things charg’d 
upon Athanafius , but that he had been compelled to give what 
Teftimony he had done, and that he thought himfelf obliged to 

make 
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make this Declaration, heartily wifhing he might be admitted to 
Communion with him. 

Vfl. THE Cafe being thus clear (moft of thefe things being no 
doubt then pleaded by Athanafius) his Accufers were at altand, and ^ 
knew not what courle to take, till tliofe k who were confederate k socr.i.i.e.}t. 
in the Council, put the Matter upon this Iffue, that the Determina- f* 6 t 
tion of the Cafe fliould be fufpenaed, and that Commiflioners fhould 
be fent into Egypt, to enquire into the true State of the Cafe, and 
to report it to the Synod, nominating to that end fuch as they could 
rruff, Theognis Bifhop of Nice , Maris of Calcedon , Theodore of Perin- 
thns , Macedonia of Mopfus in Cilicia , Vrfdcius of Singiduntim in Mafia, 
and Ifilens of Mur ft in Pannonia , who together with Ifchyras pre- 
fenrly betook themfelves to the Voyage. By this Athanafius perceiv’d 
which way things were like to go, but not to be wanting to his Caufe, 
he put in his Exceptions againft the Commiffion, which he affirm’d 
* to be altogether needlefs, things being plain enough already, that 1 Atb. ubifipr. 
the Defign of it was only to gain time, and that Twas in vain to f ‘ 6li ’ 
go Co far about to do what they had already refolv’d fhould be done. 

But this not being admitted, he next excepted againft the Perfons, 
alledging it to be highly unreafonable, that when Macarius was kept 
Prifoner at Tyre, Ifchyras fhould be taken along with the Delegates, 
who themfelves were all fworn Enemies, by which might beguefs’d 
what return was like to be made. And though this Exception was 
infinitely equitable, yet the Count Dionyfius fuffered them to depart. 

This procedure gave juft diftaft to all that were Friends to the Atha - 
mfian Caufe, the Egyptian Bifhops not long after prefenting a Prote¬ 
ction m to the Synod, fubferibed by XLVII. Bifhops, wherein they n xxt.n.y4i6 
fmartly complained of the fraudulent and mifehievous Defigns of 
the Eufibian Party in the Synod, their unjuft Proceedings againft 
Athanafius , their unfair Attempts to engage the reft of the Council 
to own and fubferibe their Tranfactions, againft which they 
thought it their Duty to proteft, and to befeech them by all that 
was lacred, not to concur with them, as they would anfwer the con¬ 
trary in the great day of their Accounts. This they back’d with an 
Addrefs n to the moft illuftrious Count Dionyfius, reprefenting, that m ExUb.p.iii 
the Eufibian and Meletian Plots and Combinations being now 6 noto¬ 
rious, they could not but offer him their Proteftation, befeeching 
and conjuring him for the hike of Almighty God, not to fuffer the 
Synod to proceed any farther in this, bufinefs, but to referve the Caufe 
to the Emperor’s own hearing, where they might freely difplay 
their Cafe, and where they did not doubt of a righteous Iffue. This 
flowed with a Letter 0 to Dionyfius, from Alexander Bifhop 0 Ext.ib.fA19 
°‘ Phefjalonica , a man of great name and note, and one of the Synod 
wherein lie complained, that by this Deputation, it was evident 
what they defigned againft Athanafius, that the thing had been aded 
without his privity, that he fliould advife them to do nothing rafh- 
ly, and take care that no inconvenience might arife, nor any thing 
be herein a&ed, that might refled upon them, and expofe the Juftice 
jv t,lc Synod to reproach. Dionyfius alarmed with all thefe Addreffes, 

! C 'V ^ 0t i P t0 .¥^ his Party, acquainting them, that things tBxt.bc. ctu 
.‘.P ^ i«ft l ] s he had foretold, that Athanafius would complain of 
injurious dealing, and the Perfons delegated, that he had advifed 

them 
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them that none (liould be Tent but by common Suffrage ; that there- 
fore they fliould take care, that what was done might not be liable 
to juft Exception, or give the leaft fliadow of occahon to any to be- 
fpatter their Proceedings, it being unfit that the Criminal Party 
jliould be fuppreired and kept under any more than that of the Plain- 
tiff; and that it would create a mighty Jealouhe m this cale, pjlex- 
andcr fliould refute to concur with them. Notwithstanding all which 
endeavours, Matins finding that he could not with falety remain 
ai lyre where all arts were ufed to enrage the People, inloinuch, 
that the fecular Arm was lometimcs forced to be called in to hisrefeue, 
that a righteous Caufe was not like there to take place,that there were 
fmall hopes either that the Delegates would be recalled, or his Cafe 
referred to the Emperor, thought it belt to Unit for himfeif in time, 
and to prefer his Petition to a higher Power, in order whereuntohe 
abfented i from the Synod, and privately withdrew himielf. 

VIII. THE Commifiioners in the mean while were arrived at 
Alexandria, ' where they carried themfeWes like men relolved to go 
1 through with their Work, endeavouring to extort Confe(lions by 
drawn Swords, Whips, Clubs, and all methods of Cruelty and Se- 
verity, not (paring even the devoted Virgins, whom they lutteredtne 
vexy' Gentiles to ft rip naked, drag to the Heathen Altars, and treat 
with all manner of extravagant Abufes, the Infidels petulantly ink) It* 
ing over the Church, and doing thefe tilings in the very Houfe 
wnerc the Commifiioners refided, who at the lame time were leaft- 
ing and making merry within, though it was then the time or a lo- 
lenuiFaft. The Clergy of Alexandria offered themlelvcs to attend 
the Commifiioners, defiring they might be admitted to give in evi¬ 
dence, or at leaft to be prelent at the Examinations that were taken, 
thatfo they might be able to credit and to juftifie the Proceedings, 
i but were refus’d, wheicupon not long after they prelented a lie- 
mon ft ranee fiiblcribed by fifteen Presbyters, and four Deacons, to 
the Delegates, wherein they tell them what fair and rcalonablc de¬ 
mands they had made, prorefiing that they looked for nothing but 
malicious Combinations from them, whereof tins their Letter (a 
Copy whereof they had delivered to Palladia the Emperor s Officer, 
that they might not fupprels itj would be a (landing Monument, 
whenever the Calc came to be canvafs’d over again in a lawful Sy- 
1 nod. From Alexandria ' accompanied with Philagrim Governour ot 
Eoypt they went into Mar.totes , the proper Scene where the Hot 
was laid, where they kept Court in Ifchyras his Houfe, the governor 
attending them all the while with a Guard of Souldiers, that they 
might ciTc whom they pleas’d, and terrifie whom they cited, clpe- 
cially keep out the Eccleflafticks; for the Clergy of the Country 
univerfally offered themfelves to Examination, defiring they might 
be allow’d to give in their Teflimonies, but were rejefted and ex¬ 
cluded, and inftead of them, Jews and Gentiles fummond, and an 
kind of evidence given and taken, and queftions openly asked abou 
the Sacraments and Myfteries of Religion, which ought not to ha e 
been propounded to Catechumens, much lefs to Pagans and Infideb. 
io. Bcfides their own WitncfTes contradifted u themfelves in their An- 
Evers, and fome of them openly denied part of the Charge, anfl 
gave Ifchyras the Lye. All which appear’d from the Afts and Recor J 5 , 
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taken and kept by themfelves, which though they fupprefs’d with 
all imaginable diligence, charging the Notaries that no Copies of 
them fliould come abroad, yet were they brought to light, Rufus, 
who drew them up, betraying them, and the Eufebians themfelves, 
afterwards tranfmicting them to Rowe. The Maratotick Clergy being 
not able to preval, prefented a Petition w however to PhUagriw , w zxtab.p.diS 
and the other great Officers, declaring the falfhood of the Crimes 
charged by Ifchyras , and praying that the Cafe might be heard be¬ 
fore the Emperor. They wrote alfo to the Synod at Tyre, in which 
Letter x (Tublcribed by fifteen Presbyters, and as many DeaconsJ *axc.ib.p.d 14, 
they truly reprefent the Cafe of Ifchyras , purge Athanaftus from the 
Charge both from their own knowledge, and Ifchyras his Confeffion 
extant under his own hand , and aflure them that not one word 
would have been fpoken againft Athanafm, had it not been extorted 
by the Governor’s threatnings, or drawn out by the Flattery and In- 
finuation of the Arians , whereby fome men had been tempted to lay 
whatever they had a mind fhould be attefted. All which they tell 
them they teflified as in the prelence of God, and for which they 
knew they mull be accountable at the divine Tribunal. 

IX. THE Delegates having patch’d y up what evidence they r seembifupr. 
could any wayes rake together, return’d to Tyre , where Athanafms So ^ 0 , f loc - ( J U 
being fled, it was no hard matter to procure his Condemnation, the U 0 f. A -f' 
Synod accordingly paffing Sentence upon him, cfepofing him from his * *• ?• 474- 
Biflioprick, ana ordering that he fliould no more inhabit at Alexan¬ 
dria. , left: his prelence there fliould create Tumults and Factions. John 

the MHetian Bilhop and his Party they rellor’d to Communion, and 
to the Rights of their Miniftery, lent an account of their Tranfadli- 
ons to the Emperor, and Letters to the Bilhops abroad, not to com¬ 
municate with Athanafius , whom they had convi&ed of leveral enor¬ 
mous Crimes, and or which he by his flight had confefs’d himielf 
guilty. Not but that there were many in the Synod that were will¬ 
ing to have done him right, but were over-powered by numbers, and 
particularly Paplmutius the Confefior is faid to have taken Maximus 
Bilhop of Jerufalem by the hand, Let's be gone (laid he) it not be- 
toming Confeffors , who have loft their Limbs in the Caufe of Religion , to 
go along with fuch pernicious Company. Tilings were tfius conceding 
at Tyre , when Marianus the Emperor’s Secretary came with Letters 
* commanding the Synod to adjourn to Jernfalem, to celebrate the * Socr. /. r. 
Dedication of a famous Church, which' he had bujlt to the honour 
of our Saviour. Where being met by feveral others, apd the great vmiH'.uu. 
Solemnity being over, a Meflage came from the Emperor, that they p. 6$. 
fliould take Anus his Cale into Consideration. For it leems fome 
Defigns had been of late on foot to bring Arius into favour at Court, 
at leaft fo far as to engage the Emperor to recommend him to the t 
Synod, which we are told, a was effe&ed in this manner.

ancfexprefling things in^oreolaufible Phrafes, and uchas weremo.

This faith we have received out of the holy Gofpel , if pec tally that com¬ 
mand of our Lord to his Apoftles, go ye, and teach all Nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the father, and of the Son , and of the holy Ghoft. 

And tliefe things they profefled they believed, and that they really 
owned the Father, Son, and holy Ghoft, according to the Dottrine 
oft he Scriptures, and the Faith of the whole Catholick Church ; 
which if we do not (’tis their own Anathema in their own Words; 

God be our Judge both in this World, and in that to come. Where¬ 
fore they pray that by his Mediation they might be united to the 
Church their Mother, and that all needlefs Queftions and Difputes 
laid afiefe, they might peaceably accord, and unanimoufly pray tor his 
Majefties Profpcrity and Safety. 

XI. THE good Emperor was infinitely pleas’d, that he thought 
Arm and his Party now reconciled to the Nicenc Faith. . Upon whofe 
leave granted, Socrates « (ayes (if he be not miftaken in his account, for g a. i. c. in. 
Ath via fins himfelfmentions it not) he return’d to Alexandria, where p c 6 f So7 '‘ l ' 9 V 
lie no fooncr arriv'd, but Jthanafus ftoutly oppos’d him. Hereof ’ 9 ’ P ' 4 
Pit (bins complained at Court, befeeching tne Emperor to write in 
his behalf. Notwithftanding whole powerful Interceflion Athan tfius 
abfolutely refus’d to admit the man to Communion, writing back to 
the Emperor, that they who had once violated and denied the Faith, 
and had been caftout of the Church, could not cafily be taken in 
again to an intire Communion. The Emperor was angry that his 
Mediation was not complied with, and lent back Athanafhts athreat- 
ningMeftage, h that unlefs upon the receit of this order he immedi- 6 a:U. 
ateiy fiibmitted to it, and readily received all that weredefirous to ^ eUl l 6 ° 4 * 
return to the Communion of the Church, he would fend one that 
fhould turn him out of his Station, and fend him far enough to fome 
other Place. But this not fuccccding, or the Emperor at leaftnot 
yet willing to proceed to liich extream Courfes, he recommended 
Arius and his Friends to the Synod at Jernfalem, to examine their 
-Confedion, and pafs a candid Judgment upon their Cafe. The Synod 
prclently fet the Cafe before them, and approving * the Declaration ‘ 33. 

of their Faitli, decreed, t lint Arius and his Adherents fhould be receiv’d p ' 
into Communion, which was done accordingly ; whereof they gave 
an account k both to the Emperor, and to the Church of Alexandria, k Ext.uttr.ap. 
perfivading them kindly to entertain them, whofe Faith the Emperor 
had pronounc’d to be found and orthodox, and whofe Judgment there- p. 686. 
in had been ratified by the Sentence of the whole Synod, who had sty*.ib.c.2d, 
received them to Communion; that therefore it would become them p ' 48 ' 
heartily to embrace them as Fellow-Members of the Church, and to 
live in Peace, efpecially fince by the Declaration of their Faith, they 
had made it evident, that they kept to the undoubted and approved 
Apoftolick Do&rine that had been delivered to the Church. The 
Council was not broken up, when the Wind feem’d to turn into ano¬ 
ther corner, a new Meftage arriving from the Emperor about the 
Caufe of Athanafms . For which we are to know, that Athanafms find¬ 
ing 1 the Malice of hisEncmies inflexible, and that the Count Dionyfms 1 Ath. .-/pi/.ir, 
was refblv cl to overrule all againft him, upon his retreat from Tyre, P- 
had made his addrefs at Court, where he met the Emperor on Horfe- 
hack, entering into Conflantinople , who at firft fight knew him not, 

N till 
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till told who he was, and what his Cafe ; nor after ieveral Addrcfles 
could he get any accefs, till he took the Confidence freely to tell the 
Emperor, that he defiredno more, than that he would not lufFer him 
to be ruin’d by Malice and Violence, that his Caule might be debated 
and determin’d in a lawful and impartial Synod, at lead that his 
judges at 7 v>v might be brought face to face, and he have the liberty 
to exhibit his Complaints againft them. Which the Emperor look- 
m F.xt.s\So-r. ing upon as a piece of common Juftice, difpatched away a Letter m t 0 
i ,: >5Synod at ^jerufalem, commanding thole or them that had afted 
f ;• 'ZJ-fJ; in the Council of r Iyre to appear before him and give an account of 
their Proceedings therein againft Athanafms. The Bi I hops were 
drangely ftartled at this Medage, the greated part of whom fear¬ 
ing what might be the Confluence of things, dole _ away and re¬ 
turn’d home. But Eafebius, Theognti, Marti, Patrophilns , Vrfum, 
and Valens, rcfolving, ifpoffible, to judifie what they had done, went 
to Conflantinople, where they boldly maintain’d that they had done 
nothing but according to rules of Juftice; but however wifely wav’d 
the infilling upon the old Calumnies of the Cup, and the Table, and 
the death Arfenins, which they knew were not defendable at a fair 
Ti-.Uth.HU and impartial Audit, and agreed to attack him with a frefh 11 Accu- 
fxjr.p. $ 58 . fation, charging him, that he had threat’ned to d'op the fleet, that 
yearly tranfported Corn from Alexandria to Confantinople , which 
they offered to make good by the Evidence of A Umax tins, Anubio,Ar. 
fat bio , and Peter , all Bifhops, who heard it from his own mouth, 
And when Athanafms urged this to be highly incredible, it being alto¬ 
gether improbable, that fo poor and inconfiderable a Perfon as lie 
was, fliould be able to do this; Emfebius replied, and confirmed It 
with an Oath, that Athanafms was Rich, and had Power and Tntereft 
enough to cheft what he had threatened. The Emperor giving ere- 
ditto the Reporters of the Story, exprefled a juft Refcntment at it, 

as Princes arc never more tender and jealous, than of the Rights and 
• $i:r. c>s„~. Priviledges of their Crowns, and forthwith commanded ° him to 
dt. r,wi. 5 C banifhed. Though there are that think, the Emperor did this as 
i.i. c.ji. p.6 5 . nn expedient for Peace, knowing that while the Heads remained, the 
two Parties would never be brought to any tolerable Union; others, 
more probably, that the Emperor took this opportunity, by fending 
Athanafms out of the way, to provide at prefent for his Security,whole 
life he knew to be perpetually in danger by the rcftlefs Attempts and 
Machinations of his Enemies; and this not only Athanafms himfelf 
nAP.sdSoUt. affirms, p hut the younger Conftantine (who,may be,prefumed to know 
Ms*. as much of his Father’s mind as any; exprefly fayes fo in his Letter 
, i to the Catholick Church of Alexandria. However the good man 

if p.624. looked upon it as a Mercy, that when his Advcrfarics defigned his 

ibid. p. 563. p eat j 1> t f le Goodnefs of God, and Clemency of the Emperor, turned 
it only into Baniffiment. Sentence being paft, he was prefently 
tranfported to Triers , an ancient and famous City of the Belgick Gallia, 
the place appointed for his Exile, after which he never faw the Em¬ 
peror more. 

XII. A THA N A SIV S being thus rid out of the wav, the Eu- 
febians carried all before them without controul; by the hefp of a few 
»f-3*. more Bijhops that were fummoned r to Court, they held a Synod, 
?• 7 «• wherein they condemned and depofed Marcellas Biftiop of Ancyra upon 

pretence 
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pretence of fomefalfe and heretical Do&rines, ordered his Books to 

be burnt, and placed another in his See. But their chief Eye was 

upon Arim, r who after his Reftitution in the Synod at [ferufilem , ‘ f lli 

had returned in Triumph unto Alexandria, where he met not with 

that welcome entertainment that he imagin'd, the People generally p!< * 33 . 

Rood off, refufing to communicate with him, which put them afrefli , 

into Diforder and Confufion, equally vexed at the return of Arias, 
and thcBanifhment of Athanafms. Notice whereof being conveyed 
to Constantinople, he was again fummoned thither to give an account 
of hiinfelfto the Emperor and the Synod. Alexander the aged Bifhop 
of that place, forefeeing what Defigns were in hand, laboured all 
that he could that the Synod might be diffolved, which when he 
could not obtain, he fet himfelf with an immovable Resolution to 
oppofe whatever might fubvert the Nicene Faith. No fboner was 
Arias arrived, but Euftbius openly appeared his Patron, telling Alex¬ 
ander to his face, that unlels he received Arias within fuch a tune, 
he would drive him out of the Church, and fend him into Baniffi¬ 
ment, and that the Glory of it ffiould be referved for his SuccefTor. 

To fatisfie the Emperor in his doubts, Eufbius introduces 1 him at 
Court, where lie again prefents an account of his Faith, and when 
the Emperor asked him whether he heartily believed what he pro- sff'i 
felled, without any fecret Refutation, he allured him he did, and 
ratified his affurance by an Oath, to whom the Emperor replied, if 
thy Faith be right, thou haft (worn well, but if otherwife, thou art 
forfworn, and God will revenge thy Perjury. Socrates adds, that the 
Tradition went, that having written his Opinions in a Paper, which 
he kept under his arm, when he came into the Emperor’s prefence, 
he fecretly laid his hand upon the Paper, and fworc that from his 
heart he believed as he had written. The Emperor fully fatisfied that 
the man meant honeftly as he profefled, lent command to Alexander 
to receive him to the Peace and Communion of the Church. 

XIII. THE good Bifhop was infinitely perplexed at what he faw 
was like to come upon him. But he armed himfelf with Patience and 
Courage, and by Prayers and Falling and all the Methods of holy 
Devotion, follicited Heaven to come in to his affiftance. And it was 
not without great Caufe, it being a potent and an infblent Fa&ioii 
that he had to deal with. Elated they were with the profperous 
fiiccefs of their Affairs, and were fcarce got out of the Court Gates, 
when they went direCtly to the u Church called Irene, where the ^Ath.iomfupr. 
Bifhop then was, demanding that Arias might be prefently brought cit.Socr.&So -j. 
into the Church. But Alexander plainly told them, he could not do 
it, that fo arch an Heretick could not be admitted to Communion. Epipb. n«uf. 
It was now Saturday, and in Expectation of the next dayes Solemni- 
ties they parted at prefent with this farewd, As againft your conjent 
we procured him to be called to Court , fo to morrow in this very Church he c. 51. f- 
flj'all joyn and affemble with us whether you will or no .. Thefe bold words 
made a deep Impreffion upon his mind, but {hutting to the Church- 
doors, attended with none but Macarius , he proftrated himfelf before 
the Altar, andfent up this Prayer to Heaven. If Lord, thou per- 
mitteft Arius to communicate to morrow , fufjer me thy Servant to depart , 
and deftroy not the Righteous with the Wicked. But if thou fpareft thy 
Church ) as I know thou wilt , have rcfpeB to the threatenings of the Eufe-

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bian Party, andgive not ovir thine Jfritao.- to ruin- and rtfra.rrh. Take 
Arius out of the way, lea ft entering into the Church, H.-nft < n't r toy. 
ther with him , and hereafter Piety and Impiety be account' d both alike. 
Thus lie pray’d, and Heaven heard his Prayer, and figned a Warrant 
for the Execution. For that very Evening, or as others report, th e 
\ next Morning, Arius going through the Streets with a pompous Train 

of his Friends and Followers, 1 welled with the hopes of to morrows 
Triumphs, was come to a place called Sigma in Lonft antin'* Poring 
famous for the Porphyry Pillar created there, (whereon Hood a Statue 
of Conftantine, called 'A&toi©., becaule placed oppolite to the rifing 
Sun,) when he found himfelf necdfitated to enquire for a place of 
Eafement, and being told there was one on the back Tide of the Mar¬ 
ket-place, he went thither, where his Spirits fiiddenly failing, the 
Fate of treacherous and apoftate Judas became his Portion, he fell 
head long, and burfting afiinder in the mid ft, immediately expired. 
Socrates and others fay, that the Bowels, and all the Intc/lina , with 
avaft Flux of blood illued out at the Poftern palhgc. His Friends 
impatiently expe& his return, till it leaning longer than ordinary, 
lome went to call him, and Eufibius more forward than the reft, re- 
proached his backwardness and negleft both of his Friends and him* 
felf, but hearing no anfwer, they went in, and there found the 
Wretch wallowing in his own Filtli and Blood. His Followers were 
ftrangely furprized with the Accident, which they could not but 
look upon as a fatal blow to their Caufe, though to cover as much 
as might be the fhame and terror of 16 infamous a Death, they fled 
to their old Refuge of Lyes and Falfhood, giving it out, that his 
death was procured by Sorcery and Magick Arts. But the Account 
we have given of it is, that which Athanafuis afTurcs us, he received 
from his own Presbyter Macarius , then prelent at Conjianti nop le> when 
the thing was done. He was buried by his own Party, who yet could 
not bury the dilhonourable Memory of his ruine, the very place of 
his Death being accounted execrable, till afterwards a wealthy Aim 
purchafed it of the State, and built an Houfe upon it. 

XIV. HIS Death hap’necl Ann. Chr. CCCXXXV 1 . though a 
* Vaitf.obfttv. learned man w will luve him to dye lome years before, but fixes no 
p“ d^Mnot certain time; and tells us, that the Arius who together with Euzoitts 
adsji a .f™o was reftored in the Synod at Jerufaletn , was not ours, the head of 
;• 11 3 - the Fa&ion, but another of the lame Name. But as all this is laid 
without any juft ground from Story, not affirmed, not intimated by 
any one Writer, 16 he makes the Writers of thole times, to proceed 
upon an unpardonable Miftake, who conftantly (peak of him as one 
* Annal. Tom. and the fame Perlon. As wide on the other extream is Zonarus, * who 
Hi.;. 2o. makes his Death, and the PafTages that immediately preceded it, to 
have happened fevcral years after, in the Reign of Conflantius . In- 
7 orof.tUfi.i.^. deed fevcral y there are that tell us, that Arius flourilhed and was in 
c. 29 .’foi. 323. great favour with Conflantius. A Report, which if it has anything 
c.n*&*!r. Truth and Solidity in it, mull be meant of the other Arius, his 
Ath. af. hot. Companion and Partner, who perhaps furvived ours, and gave occa- 
cod. cciriu. Hon to the Miftake. Thus died Arius, the great Incendiary of the 
ai/iquV * Church, and happy had it been, had his Schilm and his Principles 
died with him. He was a man whom Nature had furnilhed with 
acute Parts, and Induftry with no inconfiderable Learning, a quick 

iiibtle 
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fubrle Dilputant, d\fp <kfatevJtyA'v*7(& as they all conlefs, one that 
knew how to make the beft of a bad Caule, and where to take ad- 
vantage ofan Enemy. A man of a verlatil and mercurial Wit, and 
who could put himfelf into any lhape, and fteer any courfe, that 
might gain the Point lie aimed at. He was of a daring Temper’ who 
dm ft fpeak what he thought, and attempt what hedeligned; proud 
and conceited of himlelf, and as the natural Effect of that, fa&ious 
and unquiet, exalperated by Oppofition, and that ftuck the fafter to 
his Opinions, the more they were battered and affaulted. Books he 
wrote, but 16 ch only as miniftred to his purpoles, conipofing Poems 
* of Icveral forts, va.uTiy.ci, eonfidAia., cSbon&ycL, for Sea men, for 1 Pbiiofl. 1. 2. 
Millers, for Travellers, fitted both for Tune and Matter, as might c,2 -M7o. 
beft fuit with each man’s Genius and way of Life; thele he diverted 
amongft the People, great numbers whereof he by this means drew 
after him. But amongft all the reft, his Book intitled Thalia was a 1110ft a rid. Athan. 
eminent, 16 often cited by Athanafuts, and at leaft as to the Do&rinc cmtr ‘ ArUn ' 
contained in it, exprefiy condemned in the Synod of Nice, wherein 
he reprefented his Principles, and dilcourled of the molt grave and 
venerable Myfteries in a loofe and loft kind ofVerfes, in Imitation 
of Sotades, the Cretan Poet b , who treated of the moft filthy Subje&s b Suid. k voc. 
in wanton and obfeene Jambicks. If after all, any one delires to know 
in what kind of Tenement this odd Soul of his did inhabit, he was 
as to his outward lhape c , very Tall, Lean and Meager, of a pale, c rpipb.Hartf 
dcje&ed, and melancholly Countenance, carelefs in his Garb, his 
Hair long and fqualid, his Coat hanging only upon one fhoulder, ad ArSdf. 
and his whole Meen and Drels 16 deformed and uncomly, that he G “A*cy%.i.i. 
leemed S/juSm, as one altogether half dead as he went along; 

fo that Nature as well as Art had formed him to a great appearance orth. Fid.i. j. 
of Mortification, and contemjpt of the World, and they who looked c ' uf ' 437 * 
no farther than the outward fhape, would have taken him for a man 
of Angular Piety; whence Ruffnu* d layesofhim, that he was Vir * i..t.c.i.no» 
fpecie & forma mxgis, quamvirtute Religiofus. His Voice was fhrill longl ab init ' 
and lharp, but his Difcourfe plaufibleand infinuative, and his Addrels 
fuch, as whereby he knew how to win upon thole whom he had to 
I deal with; in Ihort, as Epiphanius Chara&ers him, he was lhaped 
1 like a Serpent, and like that too crafty and fubtle, and that could 
! eafily wind and skrew in himlelf. 

1 X V. G R E A T hopes were conceived, that upon Arius his death, 
the Schilm would have expired, at leaft the Stream have much abated! 

But the Spirits of the Party were ftill kept up, and the Controverlie 
fermented c as high as ever at Alexandria, where the Arlan and Me- *So^i.2.c, 
letian Party ftudied all wayes to undermine and liipplant theCatho- M 9 i* 
licks; the People of Alexandria on the other fide incelfantly exclaim¬ 
ing againft them, and offering up publick Supplications for Athanafius 
his Reftitution; the great S. Anthony the Hermit, frequently alfo by 
Letters interceding with the Emperor, not to hearken to the Mele- 
fans, but to efteem their Acculations as no better than Slanders and 
Reproaches. But no Sollicitations could prevail; the Emperor wrote 
back to the People of Alexandria , upbraiding their Wildnefs and 
D Borders, commanding the Clergy and religious Virgins to be quiet, 
alluring them that lie could not alter his mind, nor recall Athanafius , 
who in an Eccleliaftical Judicature had been condemned as Turbulent 

and 
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and Seditious. To S. Anthony he returned this anfwer, that he was 
not one that could make light of the Synodical Sentence : tor admit 
f(aid he) th.itfome few might judge for favour or hatred, yet it cannot 
be thought that fo great an Ajfcmb/y of good men, of wife and prudent 
Prelates ffjould do fo too, who bad condemned him for being arrogant and 
injurious f and the caufe of Difcord and Sedition* Thefe being the 
Crimes which his Advcrfaries'had chiefly infilled upon, as knowing 
that the Emperor had a particular Averfation to filch kind of men. 
But though he would not recede from his Rcfolution in this Cafe, yet 
to fhew himfelf Impartial, and take oft’what might be the Heats on 
both fidcs, he bartilhed John the Meletian Bilhop, the main Spring 
and Head of the faction, from which the Judgment and Decree of 
the late 'lyrian Synod could not reprieve and fave him. 

XVI. THE following year, Ann. CCCXXXVII. put a Period 
to the Life of Confiantine the Great. Finding himfelfill, he removed 
'soi'.i. i.f.39. f from Con ft anti nop le to Nicomedia , where he made his Will, and di- 
p. 75^./. 2. vided the Empire between his three Sons, Confiantine , Con/tans , and 
It nit. Conflantius ; to thefirft heafligned Brittain .Spain,Gaul, and the Alpes ; 
ap.‘rUt.coi. to the fccond,Italy yAfrick.Greece.and lllyricum ; to the third(his fecond 
CCLV/. col. Y/ jriU( , y Afia , Egypt, and the Eafl. His Will being (baled up, 

lulti'fcoi. he put it into the Cuftody of the Arian Presbyter (of whom before) 
cclvji'i. a . commanding him to deliver it to none, but into the hands of Con - 
,4 * 5, (l an tins, though ptftefs (ay Confiantine , but that the Prieft exprefly 

contrary to his order, delivered it to Conflantius. But it feems very 
unreafonable to fiippofe, that when he had fo many great Officers of 
State, fo many Bifhops of note about him, he fliould choole to intruft 
fo important an Affair with one obfeure (ingle Presbyter. More pro- 
t Lib 2. c. 16. bable is the account which Philoflorgjus c gives, that he delivered 
P’ 4 ' 5 ’ his Will to Ettfebius Bifliop of Nicomedia, by whom he is generally 
thought to have been baptized ; and adds moreover, that fearing 
left Con(lantin'* Brothers (who, he tells us, had -flattened his end 
by PoyfonJ fufpe&ing, (what indeed he had ordered,) that I116 Sue- 
ceffors fliould punifh the Procurers of his Death, might demand it 
of him, he put it into the deceafed Emperor’s hand, and covered it 
with his imperial Robe. And when the Confederates, as he fulpett- 
cd, came to require it of him ; he told them, that he did receive it 
indeed, hut had returned it back into Confiantine' s own hand. And 
having thus deluded them, delivered it to Conflantius, who being then 
in the Eafl, was the firft that arrived after his Father’s Death. An 
opportunity which no doubt he improv’d with that Prince to clpoufc 
the Patronage of the Arian Caufe. This report of Confiantine' s being 
poyfoned by his brothers, and his ordering his Son to revenge his 
Death, has very little warrant to fupport its Credit. ’Tis not once 
mention’d by any Gentile Writer of that age (whom we cannot (up- 
h phiififhrg. pofc willing to conceal it) and by few Chrittians, and tliofe h too 
? nfiL C C<dn ( Philo/lorgius excepted) of a latter date. Probable it is, that fuck 
m ' c ’ a rumor might be fpread abroad, and I am apt to think Conflantius 
was willing to believe it, at leaft to lay hold of this opportunity to 
rid himfelf of tliofe whom he was jealous of, in that we find him 
foon after his Fathers death, dilpatching his Uncle’s into another 
World. ’Fhe Death of this good Emperor was univerfally bewail’d, 
though certainly by none with greater Reafon than the Catholicks; 
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for though * the eafinefs of his Temper, and his paffionate defire ‘ Fid. Thiod. 
of Peace, made him liable to be impos’d upon by craftv Councils U - C W- 66 - 
and to be drawn to fome feyerity againft Man,fa, yet was he ever’

while he hv d, none durft openly appear, wherein he was more con 
firm’d, arter he had feen the ruine of Arius, and the remarkable 
Vengeance that from Heaven had immediately fallen upon him ■

1 r> UT ic ’ s time now t0 look hack, and fee what became of 
Athanafius. No fooner did he arrive at Triers, but he fat 
down under the Prote£tiou of the younger Confiantine, who 
govern d the Weftern parts of the Empire, and kept his Court in that 
City, to whofe Care as well as Jurifdiftion, he had been particular- 
ly confign’d by the Emperor, and who accordingly receiv’d him with 
all Demonftrations of kindnefs and Condefcention. But he was efpe- 
ciaily welcome to, and honourably entertain’d by Maximinus Bifhop 
or that See. Though S. Jerom k , who relates the Paflage, places k chmM drt> 
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it at leaft (even years after, and refers it to the times of his being per¬ 
fected by Conftantins. Which muft either be a miftake, or be un- 
derftood of iome other coming of his to this place, i'or I dare not 

• Ai Ann. w j t h Baronins 1 for Gonftantius read Con ft .mine, both becaule what 
cccxxm'i. s j erom fa of j L j s ^ing hunted out in order to his Punifliment, 

agrees not fo well with Con ft at? t inf* s carriage towaids him, andbe- 
caufe the date under which ’tis plac’d, is incapable of being recon¬ 
cil’d with the times of Conftantine. How Athanafius fpent his time 
in this place, is not certainly known, no doubt to the purpolcs ot 
Piety and Religion, and to the Comfort and Eftabliflimcnt of the 
Chriftians there. As for the Story of his being forc’d to hide himlelf 
in a Well (which Tradition points out at this day) to avoid the fury 

* TimnlRi- of the Arians, and that there he compos’d m the Creed that pafles under 
tionxi. i. 4. JiJ s name, they are Reports 16 groundlels and trilling, lucli thick 
f . 2$• p. 25'- and p a ipable miftakes, tfiat I think it not worth while to take notice 

of them. Nor indeed is Baronins and other grave Authors willing, 
that Triers Ihould carry away the Glory of that Creed, and there- 
n v . At]., r . i. fore ftiffly contend that it was drawn up at Rome ; while Poffevdue 11 
P I2 s* loth that any place Ihould lofe the Honour of it, thinks it probable 
tfiat Athanafius dilated and divulg’d it where ever he came. But 
of that Confeffion we lhall fpcak more afterwards. Here he comb 
nued till the Death of Conftasitine the Great, the News whereof no 
fooncr flew over hither, but Conftantine being eldeft Son, began to 
aft as Heir to his Father’s Power and Grcatnels; and amongft the 
firlt Cares of his Empire, took into Confideration the Cafe o f Atk- 
nafims, whole hard Fate he pitied. Indeed Conftantine himlelf de- 
fign’d his Relcalement before he died, yea, and took care for it 
they fay , by his laft Will and Teftamcnt ,* though Enf.bv.ts of 
Nicomedia , who then Rood by his Bed-lide, oppos’d it, and carncftly 
diEvaded him from it. Rut his Death hap’ning foon after, left it to 
his Son to perfett what he had defign’d, who according to his fa¬ 
ther’s Will, immediately gave him leave to return, and recom- 
» Etrf.jp. Atb. mended him to his People by this following Letter

I Suppofi you are not ignorant, that Athanafius, Preacher of the ve¬ 
nerable Law, was therefore for a time fent into Gaul, left the fierce - 
m fs of his bloody and inhumane Enemies, who (truck directly at his fixer el 
Pcrfon, might bring incurable mifehiefs upon him. To prevent which , ne 
was ft nt out of the reach of thofe who had Dcfigns upon his Life, and mis 
commanded to remain under my JnrifdiCtion, that fo in this City, wherein 
he has fojourn’d, he might befurnifh’d with all neceffary Accommodations', 
though fitch his incomparable Courage and Virtue, that being fupported by 
the Divine nffijlance, he made lignt of all the Burdens and Hardfhips of 
an afflictive Fortune. Now forajmitch as our Lord and Father of blejjed 
Memory , ConRantine the Auguft, was fully refolv’d to have reftor d 
the faid Bifljop both to your excellent Piety, and his proper Station, but 
being prevented by the Law of Mortality, before he could put this his 
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purpofi into Execution, it gone to the place of reft, I thought myfelf con¬ 
cern'd, in purfuance of the Will of this Prince of facred Memory, to make 
it good. With how much refpeCt and reverence we have treated, him, him - 
Jelf at his arrival will declare to you. Nor is it any wonder, that l(hould 
do this for him, ftnee both the Reflexion upon your earneft Expectation , 
and the fight of Jo excellent a Perfon mov'd and engag’d me to it. The 
divine Providence preferve you, dear Brethren.

TI. THIS Letter, dated July XVIIh/t. while Conflantine was yet 
Cafar, (the Divifion of the Empire between the three Brothers, at 
what time they took the title of Auguft i p upon them, not being p tru. idat. 
till the Wh. of September following) plainly (hews, that it was 
written wfrhin two months after his Father’s death, who departed - 
this Life May the XXII th. By which ’tis evident that Athanafius con¬ 
tinued not in his German Exile much above a year and a half, the Sen¬ 
tence of BaniRiment being denounc’d againft him not long after theSy- 
nod at Jenfalem( held towards the latter end of the year CCCXXXV.) 
and his Reftitution hap’ning July XVIII. CCCXXXVlI.Notwithftand- 
ing which, ft Theodor it I know not by what Computation makes * h.e. 1.2. c.i: 
the time of his BaniRiment to be two yeafs and four months; and M*" 
Efims 1, that it was fix years before his return to Alexandria, but « L ., 8 . 
then heedlefly confounds it with an after-Exile. But moft prodigious ?• m ' 
is the account of Epiphanius, who fpeaking of this Affair, tells r us, * Adv. mu' 
that he remain’d in the Parts of Italy more than XU. or XIV. years! um ' 
A miftake not capable of excufe any other way (and that too lame f 3 ‘°* 
and unfatisfaftory) than by laying, that he meant it of the leveral 
BaniRiments which Athanafius underwent from firft to laR. But we 
have formerly remark’d, that of all others, he is the moft loofe and 
carclefs Relator of thefe Matters. 

III. FURNISHED with this royal Warrant, Athanafius puts 
himfclf upon his Journey, pafling through Syria, and fo to Alexan¬ 
dria, welcome we may be lure to the People of his Charge, f all f ntoi - L *« 
Ranks and Orders of men, high and low, in City and Country, re- 7 °* 
ceivirfg him with all imaginable Expreffions of Joy and Gladnefs. 

All this the Arians beheld with an envious and evil Eye, and not be¬ 
ing able toprevent his coming back, were refolv’d to make it uneafie 
to him. To which end they endeavoured to fpoil the Triumphs of 
his return, by blowing up People into Tumults and Dilorders, on 
purpofe that hence they might have Iome pretext of improving it into 
a formal Charge and Acculation, whiclrthey did fhortly after, by 
means of their potent Friends above. Fo)r the Eufebian Faction at 
this time rul’d all in the Court of Conftdntins, to whole Ihare the 
Eafiem part of the Empire fell. Firft 1 they gain’d Enfebins the * Socr.1.2. e.21 
Eunuch, great Chamberlain of the Palace, to their fide, and by him p,8 I 1, s< *‘ L * 
the reft of til g Eunuchs, men of greateft note and favour with the c ' l,f ' 497 ’ 
Emperor. Next they recommended their Opinions, and the Merit 
of their Caufc to theEmprefs, and laftof all prevail’d with the Em¬ 
peror, who being a young Prince, and ofaneafie and credulous Tem¬ 
per, was without any difficulty brought over to them. And now 
the Caufe began to run fmooth, and to be freely vented without 
controul. The Emperor’s Guards were able to tell you how the 
O Cafe 
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Cafe flood between Athanafuis and his Adverfaries; the Eunuchs arid 
Court-Ladies held chat, and confidently difputed the moft profound 
Points of Faith, nayfcarce a corner in the City, where the meaneft 
^lechanick would not take upon him to argue Pro or Con in theft 
weighty Matters. And this Licenfe foon fpread it felf into other 
Parts, till from enquiring they fell to difputing, and that turn’d to 
Wrangling, which ended at length in more fatal Feuds and Quarrels. 

. IV. H A VIN G thus fuccefsfully fetled and fecurcd their Intcrcfts 
rit Court, they fall more dire&ly upon Athanapus, whom they accufe 
to the Emperor of all the Crimes that had been charg’d upon him in 
the time of Con/htntine^ with fome few Matters of later date, of 
tequaj Truth and Credit with tile reft. And not content to aflault 
him at home, they next attempt to ruine his Reputation abroad, 
-‘fytft. writing Letters. u to that purpofe to Confiantine and Conflans , 
the two other imp. eria l Brothers, wherein they Fet forth at large all 
&c liiihoi the Evils and Mi (chiefs which they could with any pretence heap 
71. upon him from hisfirft entrance upon the See of Alexandria, enu- 
mcrating thofe fevcral abfurd and foolifh Accufations that had been 
manag’d againft him with ft much heat in the Synod of Tyre; to 
which; they now add, that he had infolently taken upon him to re¬ 
turn without leave; that having been Synodically condemn’d, and 
thereupon banift’d by the Emperor, he had relum’d his Place with¬ 
out any Synodical Sentence of Abfolution; that his return vvasfo 
dtftaftful to the People, that it hurried all things into a general Tu¬ 
mult and Confufion, whence onfued blood and daughter, charging 
him with thing* done by the Governor of Alexandria , before he re¬ 
turn’d'thither, yea that lie himfelf had commanded feme to be beaten, 
others to be brought to Trial, and caft into Priftn ; and that not 
Egypt only, but Palxftine, Phoenicia, and the neighbour Provinces 
were likely to be involv’d in the fame Storm and Tempeft. The fame 
they writ to Bifhop of Rome, defiring that he would ratifie 
and confirm tlie Sentence which the Council of Tyre had given againft 
him. The chief A6lors in this Affair were Theognis Bifhop of Niit, 
Theodore of lfkraclea , and (who a£led all the reft) Eufcbius, tran- 
flated about this time from Nicomedia to the Sec of Confiantinople , in 
the room of Paulas, now again ejetted and banifh’d by the prevalency 
Of the Arian Party. 

V. OF all thefe Tranfa£lions Athanaftus had quick Intelligence, 
and finding from what Quarter the Wind blew, thought it high time 
to provide againft the Storm which he law coming upon him. To 
this end ho firft conven’d the Bifhops of Egypt, Ihebais , Libya , and 
PentapoliSy who met in Synod at Alexandria, to the number of near 
an hundred, unanimoufly agreeing to vindicate the Innocency of their 
Metropolitan, conceiving tliemfelves moft properly capable to give 
# TeftimOUy in this Cafe, as being neareft to the Stage of Aftion, and 
many of them Eyc-witneffcs of the moft material Paffages, whereof 
Atbanafms flood accus’d. Immediately therefore they write an Ency 
* Ext.ap. /itb. died Epiftle w to all the Bifhops of the Catholick Church, wherein 
ubijupta. they complain of the Fraud aod Malice of his Enemies, ftlemnly de¬ 
clare againft thofe Scandals and Calumnies whicli they had call 
upon him, particularly refute the feveral Mifdemeanors, wherewith 
in the late Letters to the Emperors, and the Bifhop of Rome, he had 

been 
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been charg’d, concluding with an earneft ImpoitunityThat thev 
would leceive this Teftimony, and Hand up lor the Caufe of Ad/ 
and not give credit to the wicked a.rd fraudulent Suggeftions 
ofh.sAdyerfar.es, who boggled at no wayes, how lend foever to 
advance their Caufe • but especially impos’d upon them in the ma’ttcr 
of.Subscriptions; the names of Egyptian Bilhops wherein thevih 
much gloried not being Catholicks, but A^aSchilinaticks, who 
notorioufly difturb d the Peace of the Church, and were Guiltv of 
worlc things than they were willing to commit to writing an ac¬ 
count whereof they might receive from thole who fhoufd deliver 
their Letter to them Thus prepar’d, he forthwith di(patch'd away 
Meffcngers « to the Courts of the Wefiern Emperors, where meei ■ <,, 
mg with thofe lent from the adverfe Party, they fo baffled their Re- f- <V“‘ 
ports, and plainly expos’d the Fallliood of their Accufitions that 
they were fore d to retire thence with fliame. At Rome y (whither , 
they went allb to carry the Svnodical Epiftle) they had frequent fT.T 
Meetings, where they found, that before their arrival, the PMh* 

Mcffengers had been prefling Julius to own what had been done in 
the Synod at lyre, defiring him for his Satisfaftion in the Truth of 
tilings t0 wnt . c t0 ° n ^ P r l f hiS at Alexandria , who would give him 
a faithful Relation of thefe Matters. Which they no fboiwr heard

THINGS being thus tranfa&ed at Rome, F/fbius and the 
rdl, who hadelpous’d t.ie Defence of the Arian Party againft Atha - 
tnfjls, not knowing what would he the event of things, rcfblvc to 
hold a Synod in the Eaf, which they knew well enough how to 
pack or at leaft to influence to their advantage ; and for this a conve¬ 
nient opportunity foon prclentcd it felt' upon this occafion. Coo.

As for matters of Do&rinc fthat we may difpatch this firft, 
though tranfatted laftj they proceeded herein with great Art and 
Subtlety, doing nothing that might openly clafh with the Synod of 
TrfAfoe. And firft they wrote a Synodical Epiftle h (which they (ent 
d, \wifM-, abroad to the Bifhops of the fcvcral Churches) wherein they drew 
&-so'r. i. 2. t ,p a brief Account of their Creed. The Letter (at lcaft fo much of 
c. io. p. Z6. ^ j s nQW cxtant ) rL]ns thus. IVe are riot the Difciples of Arius. For 

how can ivc that are Bifhops, be Followers of him that was but a Presbyter ? 
Nor have we entertain'd any other Faith , than that which has been j>u- 
blifh'd from the beginning* But be in« conjlitutcd Judges for the! rial 
and Examination of his belief we receiv'd him , rather than followed him , 
which you may under fl and from what follows. For from the beginning 
wc have been taught to believe in one God, the Maker and Preferver of 
all things both intelligible and fenfible, and in one. only begotten Son of 
God , fubflfling before all Worlds, and abiding together with the Father 
that begat him ; by whom all things were made, viftble and inviftblc ; who 
according to the Father's will , did in thefe la fl dayes come down from Hea- 
ven , and took fltftj of the Bluffed Virgin, and when in all things he had 
fulfill'd his Father's Will, ftrffercd, and roft again, and return'd to Hea¬ 
ven, and fits at the right hand of the Father. Fie will come again to 
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jnf : the. quick and the dead, and being Kjng and God, abides fo for ever.

And to gain the greater Cre¬ 
dit to this Confedion of Faith, they gave it out that they found it 
written with Lucian the Martyr’s own hand, a man eminently vers’d 
in all forts of Learning, elpccially the holy Scriptures, and who fuf- 
fered under the DmcUtian Pcrfecution at A /comrd/a. After this Ik. 
of hr omus Hilhop of Tyava, a man greatly reverenc’d by the Synod, 
1 jip.Ath.ubi drew up another fhort Confedion, 1 which was propounded and 
fu/r.p.6ts. a (f entc d t0 j wherein 1 find no material difference from tlie former, 
concluding only with an explicit stoat hew .i againd that man (or any 
that fhall communicate with him) that fhall teach, or privately 
maintain any thing contrary to this Faith, or that fhall favor of.l/.ir. 
cvll-is of A'/cyr.t , > Jm IIi.is, or Taut of Samaj.ua. Nor content with 
this, fome Months after the recefs of the Council, being re allcm- 
”£xt.ib.p.689 bled in another vScfTion, they drew up a fourth Confedion , though 
without any confiderablc Alteration in the fiibftanee of it, Concluding 
thofc, who affirm the Son of ( od to be b’x cv>my, of things not 
exiding, or of any other fiibftance (varo than that of God, and 
that there was any time, when he was not, to be feparatc from the 
Catholick Church. 1 his they fent to the Emperor Con ft ms then in 
France, clifpatch ing N arc iff ns Bifliop of Ncronias, Maris of C balcedon, 
Theodore of Fhracle.t, Marcus of Arc t bn fa, Members of their Synod, 
to that purpofe. Itmayfeem ftrange, that in one Council, fo many 
Creeds fliould be drawn up : But bolides that, they fat a long time, 
and fo had leafure enough to review and refine their Debates and 
Determinations, poffibly they might defign a Liberty to choofe 
which they pleas’d, as the Circumftances of after-times might make 

• LK.j»pr. tit. mofF convenient; or as Socrates * thinks, that by making way to in¬ 

troduce feveral Forms, they might in time bring down things to 
downright Ar Uni fen. Next to Matters of Faith, they took notice of 
the external State and Polity of the Church, compolmg XXV. Ca¬ 
nons concerning feveral Cafes of Order and Dilcipline, which have 
place in the body of the Councils at this day, and which, whatever 
might be the particular Occafions, or the Deligns of thofc that made 
them, are certainly excellent Rules of Church-Policy, and wifely 
contriv’d to prevent thofc ordinary Male Adminiftmtions that are 
wont to invade the Government of the Chinch. 

VII. BUT leaving thefe Matters, come we to what was the Sub¬ 
ject oftheirfirft Debates, and the prime Defign of the Meeting, viz. 
the Cafe of Atbanaftm. No fooncr was the Council fate, but heavy 
Complaints were brought in, all the Accufations being reviv’d and 
drefs’d up, which cither heretofore, or of late,had been made agaiidt 
him, which we may be fure, wanted neither Wit nor Artifice to let 
them off. And the thing took accordingly, it being rcfolvcl on, that 
he fhould be depos’d from his Charge, and another fiibftituted in his

clin’d it, upon whole rd’ufal, they pitch’d upon one Gregorius, an

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bbfcurePeifori borri in £afpadocti\ whom though ft nicer Stranger, 
altogether unknown both tb thd Clergy knd the People over 
whom he was Prefide,they did, arid at that efutahefc too, contrary to all 
the Rules and Cuftoms of the Church; confecriite Bifliop of Alexan- 
dm (in which Capacity he fubferib’d the Decrees of thfe Synod) fe- 
folving to implore the Imperial Afliftance, to give hirii PofTefTioti df 
the Place by force, and to fupprefs all Oppofitiori that might b 6 made 
againft it. The News hereof quickly flew to Alexandria, arid alarm’d 
Athanaftus timely to withdraw, and get into fheltfer, before tlioTerri- 
pefl could arifep; who accordingly fer Sail for Rome, tb Vindicate p Ath.adiolit. 
himfelfin open Synod, according to the Summons which he had l , 6 i t'A p0l,t - 
receiv’d from Julius to that purpofe; who fent alto Elpidius arid Phi- 
loxenas, Presbyters, with a Letter to Eufebiusb nd his Party, appoint- f -4- 
ing time and place, where he requir’d them as Plaintiffs to appear ; 
otherwife they muft leave the World to judge* whether the Caufc 
they defended was not unfound, and unable to abide the Tell.. The 
Menencers arriving in the Eajl y found Eufebitis and the reft in the 
Council at Antioch , where the Letters being delivered, they were 
ftrangely furpriz’d with the Summons to a Synod at Rome, a place ' 
where they knew very well they had neither Interefl not Authority; 
where they fliould have no great Minifter of Statfe to govern the 
Alterably, no Military Guard to keep the Doors, no Secular Powers 
foabett their Pra&ices, and execute their Commands. This made 
them while off the Matter with delayes, detaining the MefTeneers 
With Expectation of an Anfwer, till the time appointed for the Syhod 
was paflr, and then fairly excus’d themfelves, pretending they durft 
hot venture fo long a Journey, the Wars with Pert!a then growing 
on, but indeed privately agreeing amongft themfelves, that if they 
could not get the better bv Ecclefiaftical Sentence, they muft betake 
themfelves to their accuftomed Arts of Force and Powef. At laft 
the Roman ^Presbyters are difmifs’d with Letters to Rome, drawn up 
With all the exquifite Arts of Eloquence, but tar t and inve&ive 
. r 5 in r £ as a PP ears fr 0,111 Julius his Anfwer, and the fum of the Let¬ 
ter it felf fet down by Sozomen q) they complain’d that they fhould ' L i: c - ^ 
be cited to Rome, there being other Places more convenierit, that tififiH 
tliey acknowledgd the Church of Rome to be very venerable, ad 
having been the Seat of the Apoftles, and from the firft the Metro¬ 
polis of Piety, yet that it v^ias beholden to thd Eaft, for thofe great 
men who had p!anted and propagated Religion there; that the Dig¬ 
nity oFBifhops was not to be meafur’d by the greatnefs of Cities 
^herein if they were not equal,they were at leaft Superior in Virtue,in 
Keadinels arid Rcfolutioh; that the time appointed for the Synod wad 
too fhort for fo great art Affair, and for Perfons at that diftanfce; that 
ne ta ken upon him to examine the A&s of the Couritij of Tyre ' 

Which ought not again to be call’d inqueftiori; that lie had reflected 
onttmpt upon them, writing only tri Enfebius and fome others, and 
taking ho notice of all the reft; that he had in a manner prejudg’d 
, e ^ e > W holding it fridndly Correfpondence and Cofiimuniori 
With Athanaftus dnd Marcellas, Per foils, whom they had long fince 
craidemn d and depriv’d of Ecclefiaftical Communion; in fhbrt, they 
ottered to hold Peace and Communion with Julius , if he would ratide 
tile Deprivation of thofe whom they had deposed, arid own.the Ordi¬ 
nation 
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~~ nation of thofo whom they had fubftituted in their rooms; but if 
not, they refus’d to have any thing to do with him, putting him in 
mind, that their Predeceflors the Bi(hops of the Eaft, never medled 
with the Affairs of the We/t> when the Church of Rome had caff Ak 
vatian out of doors. As foon as the Meflengers were return’d, the 
* Ath.AfM.u. Synod met at Rome* , above fifty Bifhops aflembhng in the Church of 
p'$7i-tdSoii(, y tt0 ^ presbyter, where the Letter from the Council at Antioch 
being read, theCaufo of Athanaftus was brought before them, who 
opened his Cafe, and fo clear’d his Reputation from the malicious 
Imputations laid upon it, by the evidence of Witneffes, and the re- 
filial of his Adverfaries to make good the Charge ; that the Synod 
declar’d themfelves abundantly fatisfied in the Innocency of his Caufe, | 
and decreed that he(and together with him Marcellas oiAncyra,\\\\o had 
been condemn’d at the fame time with him by the Conventicle at Con. 
/?4/».f/Weinthetimeof Conftantint) fhouldbeheld acquitted of all Ac. | 

f m. Apol.u. cufations,and be admitted to the Communion of the Church. Hither f ^ 

?• 584* alfo at this time came feveral Bifhops out of lbrace 9 Ph(enicia } Palaftine } | 

and other Parts, many Presbyters from Alexandria and elfewherc, 
complaining of the mercilcfs Ufage they and their Churches met % 
with, from the Cruelty and Infolence of the prevailing Party in the g 
Eafl, and more had come out of Egypt and Alexandria , had not their 
Adverfaries detain’d them by force and violence. All which inipir’d | 
the good Biffiops with a holy Zeal and Indignation, and they accor- g! 
dinrny, before their Diffolution, ordered Julius to write in tne name $ 
of the Synod to the Eajlern Biffiops, in anfwer to the Letter which 
wju 575. they had font, which he did in a prolix Epiftle', wherein he ffnartly | 
checks their infolent and irregular Proceedings, fully aniwers all 
their vain Cavils and Pretences, refutes their Excufos for not coming i 
to the Synod, and gives them an account of their receiving Athm- 
(ms and Marcellas to Communion. This Letter he font by Count G* 
bian, before whofe arrival in the Eafl , Euftbius of Conftantinople (the * 
great Spring of Motion in thele A&ions) was dead, and the Synod, 
probably, broken up, fo that what became of it is uncertain. For ; 
'Antot.inSccr. though a learned man « tells us from the Authority of Sozomen, that I 
v.a.f.ij.^.22. upon the arrival of this Epiftle, th q Eaftern Biffiops again aflembled 
the next year, Ann. CCCXL 1 II. in Synod at Antioch y and wrote 
a fliarp ftinging Anfwer, yet is it plain, and as clear as the Sun, that 
this could not be no other than the Anfwer we mention’d before, lent 
•Anwtdnbx. by Elpidins and Philoxenus , and thishimfelfgrantselfowhere *, blatn- 
i+c.i. {.Hi. j Sozomen for making this Epiftle, to have been written not in the 
former, but in an aftcr-Synod at Antiochy but withall taking no no¬ 
tice of his own confident Miftake. f 

VIII. BUT it’s time we return to Alexandria, and fee how s; 
things were carried there fince Athanaftus his retirement, where we 
fhall find them bad enough. The Bifhops at Antioch having (as before \ 
was laid ) conferr’d the Government of that Church upon Gregory i 
the Cappadocian , and finding the Stream in the Weft to run ftrong 
againft them, were forc’d to call in the help of the fecular Arm, , 
which they had ever found the moft pofitive way of Confutation, I 

•At'i'.id Soiit. importuning Conflantius x to interpofo his Power for the fapport ot I 

f. 6 n.&c. t j ie j r tottering Caufo, otherwife likely to tumble to the Ground; I 

that now, if ever, was the time for him to fhew himfelf the Patron I 
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of their Call fc. and the Defender of their Faith, and that to this 
purpofe lie would caufe Gngny to be forthwith featedin the Chair 

Alexandria. And that the Work might be done effe&ually, they 
procure Philagrius to be again made Governor of Egypt. He had 
tame years fincc difeharg’d that place of Eminency, at what time lie 
liad done them confidcrable Service againft Athanaftus, when the 
Coiiimilfioners came from the Synod at lyre to examine the Cafe of 
Jichyras in the Province of Mir.eot.ts. A man every way fitted for 
their turn: He was Gregory's own Country-man, in his Nature fierce 
and cruel, for his Religion a Pagan-Idolater, and which was worfe, 
an Apollate from the Chrillian Faith. With him and Arfacias tile 
Eunuch, attended with a ftrong Military-guard, and forriifti’d like- 
vr j/;* with the Emperor’s Letters, Gregory lets forward for Alexan¬ 
dria where they no fboncr arriv’d, but they endeavoured to ftrengthen 
themfelves, by joyning to their Party all the moft rude and profligate 
Rabble about the City, men of mean Conditions, and defperate 
Fortunes; who arming themfelves with Clubs and Swords, broke 
into the Church dedicated to Quit-inns (where great numbers of Ca- 
tholicks were aflembletU killing fome, and trampling others under 
foot, others were firft beaten and wounded, and then banifhed; no vu • ltim 
Order, Sex, or Age cfcap’d their Savage hands, they offered violence A P l,1L 
to Presbyters, and thole who had more immediately devoted them- 
felves to the Service of Religion, abus’d Virgins beyond all bounds of 
Modefty, dragg’d Matrons before publick Judicatures, treating them 
with the highelt Inftances of rudenefs and incivility; nay, fo far did 
they pcrlccute the Aunt of Athanafhs ('ll we may fo underftand his 
nix, th Imayy-nt Srcmv ; of fome Bifliop howeverj that their Malice 
reached beyond her Life, not permitting her, when dead, to have 
theConveniency of a Grave, which fhe had wanted, had notthofe 
who undertook to bury her, carried her out, as if it had been their 
own Relation. Some mens Eftates were foiz’d, others had their 
food and Proviflons taken from them, nay, the holy Sacrament 
it felfwas prophan’d by Pagans , and foornfully thrown to the ground. 

The Biffiops w ere fpoil’d, beaten, imprifon’d or banifh d, and us’d 
without any reverence either to their Age or Order; andamongft 
the reft, Sarapammon an ancient Confeflor, after all other hardfhips, 
wasfent into Banifhment, and Pots wo the aged Bifliop of Heraclea , 
who had fuffbred Imprifbnment, and loft an Eye for his conftancy to 
the Truth under the Diocletian Perfecution, w-as now fb miferably 
fcourg’d and beaten, that they gave not over, till they left him for 
dead; and though, by the means that were us’d, he after fome time 
recovered life, yet he died fhortly after of his Wounds and Pains, car¬ 
rying to his Grave the honour or a fecond Martyrdom. 

IX. THESE bloody and violent Proceedings, fb diftaftful to all 
peaceable and fober Minds, Gregory knew well could not hold long, 
uulefs ftrongly back’d by the civil Pow'er. Accordingly' he fot him- 
felf by all plaufible Inlinuations, to court the favour or thofe in Au¬ 
thority, without any regard to Perlons of his ow n Rank and Order, 
ft a Letter came from a great man. the MdTengcr fihould be carefs’d 
and difinifs’d with a Reward ; if from a Clergy-man, it lhould be 
korn’d and flighted. Among ft others whom Tie oblig’d to his fide 
was lltlamt, General of the Egyptian Forces, who efpous’d and pur- 
P fued 
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fued his Caufo with a furious Zeal, and fitting with him upon tht 
Bench of Juftice, would command the Bifhops, and fometimes the 
Profofiors of Mon a Pick life, to be brought, and to be unmerciful! v 
beaten and whipt before them; Lin-gory, after all, perfwading and 
inviting them to joyn in Communion with him. But the divine Veil 
geance foon after overtook this potent Affdlbr. For nothing mollified 
by the Letters and Warnings given him by S .Anthony, the great Fa 
ther of the Heremitical Infhtution, (venerable in thofe times for the 
incomparable Striftnefs and Aufterity of his Life in the Egyptian So 
litudes; he kill went on, till riding out one day, to tbe'iirft Stage 
from Alexandria his Horfe threw back his head, and'catching h\ m 
by the Thigh, tore off the flefh, withall calling him to the ground 
lo bruis’d and wounded, that being carried back into the City, with! 
in three dayes he ended his miferable life, unwary, though thus bu. 
fily im ploy’d at home, was not yet altogether unmindful of his credit 
and intcrcft abroad; tor knowing how many both bifhops and Pres¬ 
byters were fled to Row , where they were likely to make a tragbl 
nAi.p.yjB. Representation of Affairs, he dilpatch’d away Car pones y a Presbyter 
(one that had been convi&ed long fincc by Alexander of too much 
Familiarity and Correspondence with Arms') as bis Legat to R . u . 
(where the Synod then fit about the Cafe of Athanafms) to mollifie 
Reports, and beget a favourable Conftru&ion of what had pafs’dat 
Alexandria. But the man was rejected, neither he nor his Mel% 
finding entertainment. 6 

X. WE left Ath mafias in the Synod at Row,purging himfelf,where¬ 
upon he was abfolv’d by the Council of the Crimes charg’d upon 
him. Indeed he made that City the main Seat of his Exile, having 
been there a year and an half already, and continuing fome years 
longer, kindly receiv’d and entertain’d by all.

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under his name ; that being cited to Rome, and charg’d as Crirhinal, 
he could not expert a favourable Reception without giving an ac¬ 
count of his Faith, that therefore he drew up in Latin this Confelli- 
on, which he repeated before Julias and the reft, which being ap¬ 
prov’d, was, together with the Ads of the Synod, laid up amongft 
the Archives of the Church of Rome, whence it was publilhed many 
Ages after. This is pretended for its Birth and Pedigree, which being 
laid without any fhadow of proof, may with the fame reafon be re¬ 
jected. Indeed fo far is it from being probable, that he made it at 
this time at Rome, that no evidence appears that he ever made it all. 
I or not to infill upon other Arguments, there’s this unanfwerable pre¬ 
judice lies againft it, that Athanafius himfelf (who is very pun&ual 
in letting down all the material Paffages of his Life, that concern 
thele Matters; does not (6 much as once in all his Writings, give the 
lead Intimation of it; nor is it mention’d by any Hiltorian or Writer 
ofthat or the following times, no not by the Writers of his Life, that 
liv’d in the middle Ages of the Church. Nor indeed was it ever 
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heard of in the World,till above fix hundred yearsafter Athanafius was 
dead ; but barely mention’d then, and not urg’d with any confidence, 
till above CC. years after that, when the Legates of Pope Gregory 
the I Kth. produc’d and pleaded it at C onft antinople, in their Deputa¬ 
tions with the Greeks. And can it be imagin’d, that fo famous a 
ConfclTion, made by a Perfon, for whom the World had fo juft a re¬ 
verence, whofe Writings were fo highly valued, and fo diligently 
fought after in all Parts of the World, fhould lye Incognito for fo many 
Ages, when it might have been of fo much ufo and importance to 
tfye Church, to have ended feveral Controvcrfies then on foot, elpe- 
cfcjdly being pretended to lye no farther out of reach, than the Re¬ 
cords of the Roman Church, which there was dayly occafion of 
fearching, and to which there was frequent refort from all Parts. 

But by whomfoever compil’d, having entitled it felf to fo great a 
name, and bearing 16 exprefs an Image of his Doftrine, foftoutly 
maintain’d by him both by Writing and Suffering, and being vouch’d 
and aflerted by the fupereminent Authority of the Church of Rome, 
it foon gain’d Credit and Reputation amongft all the Churches of the 

XI. BUT whether or no Athanafius was bufied in the drawing 
up a Confeflion of his Faith at Rome y ’tis certain his Adverfaries 
were hammering one in the Eafl. About four years fince they had 
compos’d feveral Forms in the Council of Antioch , where they now 
again met in Synod, more accurately to examine, and fully to declare 
their Senle concerning the Controvcrfies that at this time fo much 
diftraCted and difturb’d the Church. And in purfuance of this, they 
compos’d <7nsir (as Athanafius d tells us; a very long d di Synod. 

Explication of their Faith, thence commonly call’d f&x&s 7^®., or ? J 9 a a u f\" 0 x c f r ‘ 
the large Confeffion, drawn up (as c one truly obferves) with great i. 2 Ti 9 . p.17- 
Learning and Elegancy; wherein having firft fot down the Symbol * Vaitf a*w>. 
made in their laft Seflion at Antioch , they add a prolix Explication of in p,a4 ' 
the principal Articles, with a particular Antithefis to the Errors and 
Herefies of Paulus Samofitenus, Marcellas , Photinus , Sabellitts , the Pp- 
tropafftans , and fome others. It will be too tedious to fet down the 
whole, Twill be enough to remark foine few of the things which 
P 2 they 
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they declare concerning the Perfbn of the Son of God. They affert, 
that he was not begotten of any pre-exiftent Subftance 
befides the Father, but was truly begotten of God only, and that 
tox&vui, without time, and before all Ages, and this dveyix'iut (3 
by a moft unfathomable and incomprehenfible 
way of Generation; that although he be fubjett to God the Father, 
yet notwithftanding before all times was he begotten of God, and 
in his nature is true and perfed God, being not of man afterwards 
made God, but of God for our fakes made man, yet without ever 
ceafing to be God ; that they did abominate and anathematize the 
Fol lowers of M.trce/ltts and Photims, who under a pretence of afTert- 
incr a divine Monarchy, did in Conformity with the Jew, deny Chrifts 
eternal Eflence and God-head, and his endlefs and immortal King, 
dom ; that they acknowledg’d him to be the living and felf-flibff fling 
Word, the fubftantial Word of the Father, and God of God, being 
perfe&ly joyn’d together, without any Medium, or diftance, or Se¬ 
paration from each other. In Conclusion they add, that they were 
forc’d thus largely to exprefs themfelves about thefe Matters, not 
out of any Vanity or Allegation, but to remove all finifter Suc¬ 
tions of Heterodoxy, with thofe that were unacquainted with their 
Cafe, and that the IVeflern Bifhops might underhand the groundlcfs 
Calumnies of their Adverfaries, and their Catholick Sentiments ap- 
pear to all uncorrupt and unbiased Perfons to be confonant to, and 
founded in the holy Scriptures. 

f z he d , st XII. THIS account of their Faith they gave f to Eudoxius Bi- 
Tii. LiLuli fhopof Germanicia, Macedonia of Mopfueftia, Martyr ins and Demo- 
fill, ad conk. pbilns to be carried into the IVe/l, where when they arrived, they 
iLm.(0U<6. found a very convenient Opportunity to deliver it. For very many 
’ of the Wcfiern Prelates were about this time aflfembled in a Synod at 
Milan (where the Emperor Conflans kept his Court) to advife about 
the Cafe of Athanafius, and to Petition the Emperor to interpofe his 
Authority to compofe the diftra&ed Affairs of the Church. The 
Meffengers arriving, prefented their Confeffion to the Synod, de¬ 
firing their concurrence in it. But they either not fufficiently under- 
g^.c.2o.;.ioi (landing the Criticifms of the Greek Language, fas Socrates e thinks) 
or, more probably, judging fome heretical Poyfon to be couch’d 
under thofe fpecious Exprelffons, refus’d to accept it, faying they 
were content with the Nicene Creed, and would admit no more, and 
that it was but realonablc that they who brought the Confeffion, 
fhouid firfl: explicitly condemn the Arian Do&rine. This the Eafiern 
Legates highly relented, and finding there was little hope to pre¬ 
vail, departed the Synod in great Paflion and Difcontent. At this 
*> Hittr. in Convention alfo Photinus h Bifhop of Sirmium (who had fometimes 
b ee n Schollar and Deacon to Marcellas of Jncyrd) was condemned 
for fome heretical Propofitions he had lately ftarted, affirming our 
Saviour to be only a meer man, endeavouring to revive the long-fincc 
branded Horefie of Paul of Samofata . And now it was too, that Vr- 
facias and Valens , two great Sticklers asainft At h an a fins, prefenting 
the Affembly with a Book, wherein they exprefly condemn’d the 
Arian and Photinian Herefies, wereabfolv’d, and taken into the Com¬ 
munion of the Church. Towards the Conclufion of this Synod fas 
co^jnUf. ja* * s mo ^ P r °bable) Atbanajius ' came to Mt/ain, fummon’d thither 
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by the Emperor’s Mandat, by whom he was frequently admitted into 
his pretence, and treated with great Kindnefs and Humanity. And 
though (as became a Prudent man under his Circumftanccs) he car¬ 
ried himlelt with all imaginable Caution, never going alone into 
the Emperor s prefence, but alwayes accompanied with a great Train 
of Bifhops and others, yet could he not efcape the lafh of Malice 
and Envy; his Adverfaries hence taking occafion to traduce him to 
Conjtantins , fuggefting that he had done ill Offices between him and 
his Brother Conflans, poffcflmg Iiim with prejudices, and endea¬ 
vouring to (hr him up againfl: him. Whereof, and of fome other 
Crimes he very clearly purges himfelf in his Apology to Qonflamius

II. FOR the Eaftcm Bifliops arriving at Sardica, kept themfelves 
■ in a (c pa rate Aflembly, refufing r to joyn with the Bifliops of the 
’ i-Vtft and though there were Tome amongft them, men Orthodox 
in their Judgments, and of peaceable Tempers, yet were they fo in¬ 
fluenc’d by the Major part, either by Promdes or Threatnmgs that 
they durfl: not ftir from them, two only excepted, Anus a. PaUfline 
Bifliop, and Afterius Bifliop of Arabia, who got away by Health, and 
came over to the Catholick Party. The Truth is, they found a 
quite other face of things, than what they look’d for: they came 
with a confident Perfwahon, that Athanaftus durfl: not appear, and 
abide a Trial, and were tttangely furpriz’d, not only to find him here 
but that he was prepar’d, ancl openly challeng’d them to a Tryal,

*F?ili.oritntJi formity, they pretended ‘ in the fail: place, that Athamfius and his 
ap. niUr. in Accomplices had been heretofore convicted ot notorious Crimes , 
and accordingly condemn’d and depos'd by fcveral Councils-, and 
that they could not joyn with the Synod, till they were bandhd 
thence and denied Communion ; other wile t hey ihould trample 
under foot the Laws of the Church, relcind and violate the Sentence 
of God. But the Synod was latisfied in this Matter, their C.aule 
havinc’been more than once maturely debated and their Innoeency 
adiude’d in Councils call’d for that purpofc, and them (elves ablolvM, 
and receiv’d to Communion by almoft all the Bilhops of the IVfi 
Next they pleaded that vaR numbers of Per Ions, guilty of the moll 
enormous Villanics, of Blood and Murders, of Rapine and Violence, of 
Sacriledge and Impiety, and what not? both againft God and Man, 
had at this time floclcM hither from Confront implv and Alexandria 
and were entertain’d and encourag’d, advanc’d and rclpcfted by the 
Synod with whom they could not communicate without mamteft 
Impiety and Prophanation. And whereas At/wtafiu* Ins Innoeency 
was fo much infilled on, they made this oiler, that a fclcft number

novfbmncfs of the Prifon, multitudes banilh’d, and that into the mod 
milerable and uncomfortable Places, where hunger and nakediids 
would not fail to difpatch them; Churches had been let on fire, 
devout Virgins ff ripp’d and rifled, and the common Goals filled with 
men of the holy Order. And this for no other rcafon, but becaufe 
they refus’d to enter into the Arian Communion. All which was 
ready to be atteffed, partly by the Confcflors themlelvcs rhen pre¬ 
lent in the Council, partly by Deputies fent by thole that were ab- 
lent, whole Churches having lent Commiflioners to j-cprelent their 
Complaints and Grievances to the Synod. Upon Confiderarion ot 
the whole Aflair, it was concluded, that they fhoukl proceed againlt 
the prime I leads of the Fattion, thole who had been chief Authors and 
Inftruments of lb many Evils and Mifchiefs to the Chriftian World; 
f and thereupon r condemned and depos’d Bafil Bilhop of Amyn,

from the Communion of the Faithful, it being but fit (lay they) that 
they who leparate the Son from the Father, fliould themfelves be 
leparated from the Catholick Church ; but efpecially in palfing Icn- 
tence again!! Grigory the Arran Intruder at Alexandria , they Ihewda 
particular Detection, pronouncing him not only to have been no 
Bilhop, but not worthy the name of a Chriftian, nulling all Ordina¬ 
tions made by him, and forbidding any to bear that Character, that 
had receiv'd Orders from him.

fnve unyfely created them all this trouble , 1 will fend them to you , But 
if you (ball ref ufe to do this, take notice, that I my feelf will come thither, 
and re (lore them their Sees whether yon will or no. This Letter is not 
mention’d by Athanafius himfelf, nor can it be aftign’d to the time 
of the Sardican Synod, Panins being at that time in quiet Pofleffion 
of his See of Conftantinoplc, and therefore muft neceflarily be referred 
to fome time preceding that Council, when Paul was under his fe- 
cond Exile. But whatever Melfages were fent to the Eafeern Court, 
the/avail’d little, their Enemies having got the ftart, and in all 
places having barr’d up the Doors againft them. For immediately 
upon their return from Sardica, they fo wrought w upon that Empero/s *Ath.ad Solii a 
eafie and credulous Temper, that he gave them leave to proceed Mss- 
againft the Catholick Party, which they did with all imaginable 
Force and Cruelty, efpecially againft the Bifhops and Clergy. Some 
they loaded with the heavieft Calumnies, others they banifh’d, 
others they put to death, as at Adrianople , where, with the a^^lfl:ance , 
of their old trufty Friend Count Philagrius , they beheaded many, 

(the Monuments of which favage Inhumanity, Athanafius tells us, he 
himfelf law without the City at his return; and when Lucius the 
Bifliop reprov’d their impious Pra&ices, they bound him neck and 
hands with Chains, and lent him into Exile, where he died. Edi£te 
the/procur’d from the Emperor for the cafting them out of all Cities 
and Churches, and putting them to death where-ever they Ihould 
be found, and that all Ports and Gates fhould be ftri&ly watch’d , 
that if any of the Bifhops reftor’d by the Synod* fhould return to 
their Bifhopricks, they might be immediately apprehended; and 
having the advantage of the publick Pofts, MefTengers were difpatch’d 
into all Parts, and where they met with any that dif allowed their 
Proceedings, they either fcourg’d them like Slaves, or imprifon’d, 
or banifh’d them. And for Athanafius and his faithful Clergy, Edi£fo 
were particularly directed to the Governors of that City, that if 
any of them came thither, or did butfet their foot within the Bor¬ 
ders, they fhould be forthwith put to death. And of them that re¬ 
main’d there, two Presbyters, and three Deacons had been already 
banifh’d into Armenia. 

II. THE Legats, in the mean while, proceeded forwards in their 
Journey, and arriv’d at the imperial Court at Antioch , where they 
met with but cold entertainment. For the Arian Fattion had fo 
block’d up all Paffages, that there was little hope their Embaffy 
fhould fucceed. Nay, not content to mine them by publick and open 
Violence, they endeavoured by fecret and hellifh Arts to blaft and 
fmother the Reputation of thefe venerable Bifhops at their firfl:

III. HOW powerfully docs the divine Providence many times 
over-rule the attempts of bad men, to'an end quite contrary to their 
Defigns and Expectations ! '1 his unfortunate enterprize not only faiPd 
in the main Intention, but a little awakned the mind of Co.wfhntim 
and made him fufpeft that Canfc could not be very good, that need¬ 
ed fiich impious Artifices to lupport it. Hereupon lie began to relax 
the fevtuty that had been us’d, commanded the Deacons arid Presby. 
ters that had been banillTcl into Anm-Aa, to return, and wrote ex- 
prcliy to Alexandria to flop all Proceedings againrt Atbanaflis and his 
Party. Indeed there had puls’d of late feveral difpatclies between

And becaufe there are not wanton 
Come, who in this calamitous time, will be ready to terrific you with fright¬ 
ful Rumors, we have thought good to dintt the/c our Letters to you, ex¬ 
horting and commanding you, that as becomes a Biff op, you go on to to-

to attend to the Minifierit s of Devotion and Prayer, giving no heed u 
vain idle Stones. For that I amftrmly purpos d, according to my form,r 
Reflation, that yon fb ill confiant/y continue Bifhop of that See.

V 1 1. E N C O U R A G E D with this Meflagc, Athanaftus finilh'd 
the remainder of his Journey, arriving at Alexandria Ann. thr.CCCL. 
near nine years fince his laft departure, and more than two full years' 
(ince his Refiitution by the Sardican Council. The long time ol his 
ablence, and the many and great Calamities he had iuttmed in de¬ 
fence of the Faith, did not a little enhance the Joycs and Triumphs 
r AtUiatiit. of his return. The Bilhops r and Clergy and People from all Parts 
Ms»• V)lod ' flock’d to meet him, at once glad to lee their beloved Bilhop unex- 
/.2.c.u.p.87. ft edIy retllrn ’fl , and to find themlelves reliev’d of the Yoke of 
thole, who had hitherto cruelly lorded it over them, and exercis’d 
a Tyranny both over their Perlons and their Confidences, fublick 
Feaftsand Entertainments were made up and down the City, and 
that God alfo might have his fhare of Praife and Horibur, facred So¬ 
lemnities were frequently kept, and that with more than ordinary 
ftrains of Devotion, People exhorting one another to a mighty Zeal 
and Conftancy in Religion. And fo far were even fome young men 
and women tranfported, as upon thisoccafion to dedicate themlelves 
to a ftri&er courfc of Piety; Alms and Charity were diftributed witli 
a liberal hand, the hungry were fed, the naked cloath’d, Widows 
and Orphans provided for; the great Contention was, who Jliould 
exprefs moll forwardnefs in afts of Piety and Vcrtue, lothat every 
Family Teem’d to be turn’d into a little Church. In fumm, that 
Church which of late was over-run with nothing but Dilorder and 
Confufion, was now happily blefs’d with a profound admirable Peace, 
and Athanaftus not only honour’d at home, but carefs’d and laluted oy 
Bilhops from abroad, Letters of Peace frequently paifing between 
him and them.

And 
finding now that Athanaftus was likely to be received into favour in the

mpns, were falfe, and had been all forg’d by them, and were of no 
force and value; that they now pray’d for Pardon, and were hearti- 
ly defirous to entertain Communion with Athanaftus, exprefly con¬ 
demning Aritts for an Heretick, and all thofe that Tided with him.

take things as they were delivered, whofe notes in three Copies 
being feverally Teal d up, one was carried to the Emperor, another 
was left with the Judge, and the third remain’d with Bafil himfelf. 

The iffue was, Phntims was baffled, and beat out of the Field, and 
fliortly after banillTd, where he imploy’d his time in writing aaainft 
the Catholick Faith. This Synod was held at Sirmium in the year 
after the Confulfhip of Serytus and Niyrinianns, that is, Ann. Cb. 

CCCLI.as both Socrates d and Sozomen * pofitively fty, though by 
confounding this with fome later Synodical Conventions at this 
place, they drangcly midake both in the Perfons of fome of the 
Bifliops, and in the number of the Creeds then agreed on, which 
they make to be three, when as one only was publifh’d at this time. 

Amidake that fo far impos’d upon Baronins* , that he makes not •AdAnn .^7 
this Synod at Sirmmm to convene till fix years after. When as the 
things now tranfa&ed, the Emperor’s refidence at this time at Sirmi¬ 
um, but efpecially the date of the year fixed by Socrates (who is wont 
to be moll accurate in noting the years of the Confuls) do place it at 
this time pad all peradventure. Nor mult it be forgotten, that it is 
notone of the lead Errors that Socrates commits in this Cafe, that he 
makes the Confeffion we have here fet down, to have been compos’d 
by Minus Bifhop of Are thuja, whereas the Formula dictated bvTiim 
was not a greed on and drawn up, till at lead eight years after this 
whereof more in its due time and place. ’ * 

XI II. AFFAIRS being quieted at Sirmium, and Vctrannio re¬ 
duc'd into order, Confl ant ins was at liberty to profecute his Expedi¬ 
tion againd Maynentius , towards which he immediately fet forth 
Several Skirmifbes there had been already, but now both Armies 
were met in the Plains of Merja, a City in Pannonia , where after a 
.fierceand hot! ngagement Magwntins his Army was wholly routed 
and himfelf forc’d to dy from place to place, till at length in France 
he put a Period to his own Life. Conjlantins f not daring to venture 
himfelf in the Fight, expected the idue of the Battel in a Church de¬ 
dicated to the Martyrs fituatc without the City, attended by none 
but Valens Bifliop of that place, who above all the Prelates of 
the Arm Faction was dear to him. And’tis not unpleafant, to re¬ 
mark how bold a Cheat he at this time put upon the Emperor. For 
having fo laid his Intelligence, as to have the fird account of things 
before the Emperor’s difpatches could arrive, while Conflantius was 
diilratted with a thouland Cares and Fears, lie brings him the joyful 
Tidings of an abfolute Vittory. And when the Emperor demanded 
to lee the MelTenger that had fo fpeedily brought the News, Valens 
tom linn, that it was brought to him by an Angel, who came qn 
purpofe to impart it to him. An impodure which according to his 
lw jn.. c,lcl not a little advance his credit with Confiantins , who us’d 
publickly to profels, that he had gain’d that Vidory by Valens his 
Merits, not by the Power and Courage of his Army. This Battel was 
ought, and Victory obtain’d Ann. CCCLI. as the Fafli Confnlares g ex- 
prelly place it, and not as Baronins heedledy makes it Ann. CCCLlII. 
which was indeed the year in which Maynentins died, as the dime Fafli 
do declare. And like enough it is, he fuppos’d Magnentins both tQ have 
Been overthrown, and to have ended his life the fame year, which be¬ 
tray d him into that midake.

once offered to (peak with him. After him came Count Syri am 
Commander of the Army, a man according to his Profcffion, of a 
fierce bloody Temper, who yet at firft attempted nothing. Buttlie 
Arian Party bearing themfelves high,and talking of what great things 
they would now do, the Clergy and Major part of the City came to 
Syr t anus, and befought him, that no difturbance might be made, [j|j 
they could fend an Hmbaffy to the Emperor.

culty he afTented to, folemnly (wearing to obforve his Promile. And

refufal, a MelTenger came the next year to force him thence. But 
of this Atbanaftus himlelf makes no mention, no not in thole places 
where he moll folemnly vindicates himlelf from this Charge, affirm¬ 
ing more than once, how ready he was to have come, had he but re¬ 
ceiv’d the leaft order from the Emperor. 

11. IN the mean while Syriams and the other Governours began 
to be attended with crowds of the Arian Fadion, and Cabals were 
held, and entertainments made in leveral places, which made At In. 
nafms fufped that fomething more than fair dealing was intended. 
However they relied focurc in Syrianas his Promile, and the publick 
AlTemblies were kept with great joy and thankfulncls. When be¬

It was night f , and great num- 
pff&prt bers were aflcmbled, and were intent at their holy Offices, when 
Mix. on a Hidden the Church was full of drawn Swords, Spears, Clubs, 
Sotif' F?> A(l Arrows, anc ^ other Military Furniture, which meeting with the dark- 
nels of the Night, and the Kefle£lion of the liglits in the Church 
confpir’d to heighten the Amazement and Confternation. Guards 
were alio Let round the Church, that none might eleape, and com¬ 
mand given to begin the Tragedy within, whereupon followed an 
innumerable Slaughter, thole of the holy Order being lome beaten, 
or chain’d, others kill’d, the devout Virgins abus’d, rifled, andfeve- 
ral of them (lain, whole Bodies for fhame they call into Graves. 
Atbanaftus , who foon apprehended what the Matter was, fat Hill in 
his Chair, and not willing to delert his Flock in this diftrels, call’d 
to the Deacon to fing the CXXXVL Pfalm , the People anfwering, 
For hit mercy endureth for ever. Which done, lie commanded them 
to depart, and go to their Houles. By this time the Souldiers were 
advanc’d, and were coming to bclet the Quire, when the Clergy and 
People that were about him, carneftly befought Atbanaftus to Hiifc 
for himlelf, he on the other hand protefting he would not (lira foot, 
till they were all departed, and riling from his Chair, palfionately 
intreated them to be gone, affirming it to be much better, that lie 

himlelf 
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himlelf Ihould be expos’d to danger, than that any of them Ihould 
be hurt. The People getting away as well as they could, the Clergy 
and Monks that were left, in a manner forc’d Atbanaftus along with 
them, whom (though almoft ftifled and crowded to death; they 
convey’d lafe through all the Guards, and fecur’d him out of their 
reach. All things were full of Terror and Confufion, the Church 
prophan’d with blood and dead CarcalTes, with 'Swords and Arms 
no reverence had either to Perfonsor Things, the Souldiers rulhing 
into thole places, where none but the holy Order were permitted to 
enter, and when any complain’d, or pray’d help of Syrianus againft 
force and violence, they were rejeded and foundly beaten into the 
bargain: Nay, he endeavoured to force the People to an acknow¬ 
ledgment, that no Tumult had been rais’d, nor any hurt done. Who 
lb much the more complain’d that all this had been done without 
any order from the Emperor, to whom they lent an account by feme 
that were then going to Court, beleeching Maximus Governor of 
%/v, and the reft of the Governors, that they alfo would lend dif- 
patches concerning it to the Emperor; and that it might not fail, 
they oblig’d the Mailers of Ships then ready to depart, to dilperle 
the report of it in all places where they came, that fo it might feme 
way arrive at the Emperor s ear. And after all, they entred their 
publick g Probation , wherein they give an account of the violence 8 Ext. a t calc. 
that had been offered, pro felling they were ready to fuller Perfection Ep ' a . d Soli b 
ifit were the Emperors pleafure;but if not,they defir’d that they might cLml hf 
live in quiet, and enjoy their Bilhop, without having any other im- nonjuo ad fin. 
pos’d upon them. By which Proteftation it appears, that t his Tragedy 8s< - 

was on the XXVtb. of February, Ann. CCCLVI. 

III. AT H A N AS TVS having thus happily efcap’d the hands 
of his Enemies, retir’d into the Wildernefs, whence he determin’d to 
go in Perfon to. the Emperor, and was now } entred on his fourney, ^poUHconft, 
when hearing of the cruel and barbarous Llfage which his Friends P* 539- 
and followers every where met with, and defpairing of fuccels, he 
return’d back to his Shades and Solitudes, where we fhall again find 
him, and how he imploy’d himlelf. No fooner was he departed, 
but Count H radins 1 comes with a Warrant from the Emperor td 'Epifadsatiit 
the Senate and People of Alexandria , commanding them upon their Ms2> &e ‘ 
Allegiance, with joynt-force to perfecute Atbanaftus. The man exe¬ 
cuted his Edid with the utmoft rigor, proclaiming it openly in every 
place, that it was the Emperor’s pleafure that Atbanaftus Ihould be 
ciefted, and the Churches refign’d up to the Arians , commanding the 
Magiftrates and refpedive Officers under great Penalties to lee it 
done, and forcing even the GW/Ve-Priefts and Officers to approve his 
franla&ions, and to promife to own him for Bilhop whom the Em¬ 
peror Ihould lend, fome for fear, others out of hopes of Advantage 
engaging with him, for the performance whereof, he took lecurity 
under their own hands. With Heraclius joyn’d Catapbronius Prefed 
of.and Fan(linns the Treafurer, who were followed by a Rab¬

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gregation being difmift’d, the greateft part were gone ; fome few 
Women only being left, whom as they were rifing from their Devo¬ 
tions, they let upon with Clubs and Stones, the holy Virgins they 
miferably beat, tearing their Cloaths, pulling off their Head-attire 
and kicking thofe that made refiftance, and what was infinitely more 
intolerable to them than Clubs or Stones, grated their chaft Ears 
with filthy and oblcene Speeches. Many young Maids they forcibly 
took out of their Father’s Houles; others they abus’d and affronted 
as they met them in the Streets, ltirring up the wild Rabble to pull 
off their Vales, and giving their own Wives leave to abule all they 
met, fo that grave Matrons were glad, as they met them, to ftep 
a fide, and give them the way; who ran up and down like wild Furies 
accounting it a hard Calc, and a loft day, wherein they had not done 
fome injury or mifehief. Nor did the Clergy fare better than the 
reft, the Deacons and Presbyters, yea and their Friends and Followers 
were pull’d out, banifh’d, beaten, and fome kill’d and by a Savage 
Barbarity not commonly known among ft men, their dead Bodies torn 
limb from limb. So that all Humanity feem’d to be laid afide, and 
Hell it felf to be broken loofe.They took Eutychius a Sub-deacon,a man 
of approved Integrity and Fidelity, and having whip’d him, till they 
had even driven his Soul out of his Body, were carrying him to the 
Mines, and the worft part of them too, call’d Pheno, a place where 
the fturdieft Malefa&or is not wont to live many dayes, not giving 
him fo much as an hours refpite for the dreffing and curing of his 
Wounds. But the good man was foon releas’d out of their hands, 
for they had not gone far, when unable to hold out, he dropt dawn 
and died. The People out of common Companion had interceded 
for him, but were reje&ed, and four of them, hone ft and fubffantial 
men, were apprehended for their pains, grievoufly fcourg d and 
thrown into Prilon. And when the Asians not fatisfied herewith, 
murmured, andthreatned to complain above, the Commander, out 
of fear, gave order that they fhould be fcourg Vi a fecond time, the 
Innocent men faying no more, than that, “ ’1 is for the Truth that 
“ we fiiffer, we cannot communicate with Hereticks; go on ro beat 
f< us as much as you pleafe, there will be a time when God will reck- 
“ on with you for thefe things. And that they might wholly ex- 
tinguilh all fparks of Charity and Compaffion, they fufler’d not the 
Poor to be reliev’d; for whereas the poor Widows and Orphans 
that had formerly been fuftain’d by the Bounty of the Church, were 
yet provided for by the kindnefs of pious and charitable Perlons, they 
now by a new and unheard of Cruelty indi&cd, profecuted and pu- 
nith’d thofe who receiv’d the Alms, as well as thole that gave them. 
'Twereendleft to tell of the Houfes that were broken open and rilled, 
the Goods and Provifions carried away, and divided among!! the 
Soldiers; the Tombs and Monuments of the dead violated and fpoil’d, 
under a pretence of fearching for Athanafms ; the Multitudes that 
were fined, and forc’d to take up Money at Intereft to pay their Ran- 
fom ; others that fled from place to place, and at laft were driven into 
the Wildernefs; others choofing rather to commit themfelvcs to the 
Mercy of the Sea, than to fall into the hands of fuch mercilcfs and 
bloody People. 


IV. NOR 
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IV. NOR did their rage extend only to the living, but even to 
fence left and inanimate things ; they took the Benches in the Church, 
the Epifcopal Chair, the Communion-Table, the Partitions, and 
whatever elfe they could bring away, and throwing them on an 
heap in the great Street before the Church-gate, fet them on fire, 
carting Frankincenfe into it. A day of Triumph, of Joy and Jubilee' 
to the Gentiles, who concluded, that furely the Emperor and the 
Arnns were coming over to them, and were fo far elevated in their 
Hopes and Expectations, that they were upon the Point publickly to 
fet up their Pagan- Rites; for efpying a Beaft drawing Water for the 
Gardensof the imperial Palace, they intended it for a Sacrifice, and 
had aftually done it, but that it prov’d an Heifer, which was not 
allow’d by their Sacrificial Laws. And certainly had they not been 
fatally bent upon thefe mifehievous Proceedings, they met with fome 
unhappy Accidents, that one would have thought fhould have ftop’d 
their Career. When they firft broke into the Church, a bold young 
Fellow rufh’d into the Quire, and infolently clapping himfelfdown 
in the Bilhop’s Throne, fungaleud obfeene Song through the Nofe, 
and rifing up, caught the Chair, with an intent to beat it all in 
pieces, when a large Splinter of it ran into his Belly, and pierc’d his 
Bowels, which prefently began to flow out, and being taken up, and 
carried away, he died the next day. Another coming into the Church 
with boughs in his hands, and waving them about after the Gentile 
manner, was immediately ftruck ftark blind, and became infenfible 
where he was, and being ready to drop down, was carried out, and 
after a dayes time hardly recovered his understanding, being neither 
fenfible of what he had done, nor of what had been done to him. 

Thefe miraculous Interpolate of the divine Providence, though they 
had no good effeft upon the Arians, who P/W>like were hardned 
the more by every ftroke, yet ftruck terror into the Gentiles , who 
become lefs forward to fuch prophane attempts. And indeed to luch 
a height did the Cruelties of this Pcrfecution proceed, that the very 
Gentiles began to be alham d on’t, and could not but abominate the 
Amm as the moft mercilefs inhumane Butchers, Perfons that offered 
notorious Violence to all thofe Principles of kindnefs and tendernefs, 
that are natural and effential to Mankind. 

V. WHAT had hitherto hapned was but the beginning of Sor¬ 
rows, Preparatory Evils, to make way for the new-defign’dBifhop. 

I or it very much concern’d them quickly to fill up the vacancy they 
bad made, and to fix a trufty Perfon in this great Station of the 
Church. And to this end they pitch’d upon one George , an incon- 
hderable Fellow, but a man fit for the purpofe, being (as So^omen * k^. ? . c .- } . 
tells us) a bufie man, and a prime Stickler for the Ari&n Caufe. This p- w. 

George (whom, one 1 otherwife fufficiently vers’d in Church-ftory, \ Hiy i. m. 0 * 
by a prodigious and almoft unpardonable miftake, makes the fame s.George/ut 
his Art an Predeceffor Gregory, moft commonly call’d George in 6 ‘ % 6 :

’Tis true Awmianns Alarcelhnus r tells us, that he was born in a Full. 
ing-Mill at Epipbania a Town in Cilicia. But befides that thofe con¬ 
terminous Parts of Cilicia were anciently reckon d under the Notion 
of Cappadocia taken at large, the Hiftorian vouches no other fccurity 
for his Aflertion than meer report; when as Nazianzen (who liv'd 
alfo at that time) may not only be reasonably prefum’d to underftand 
better the Affairs of his own Country, but exprefly declares, that lie 
delivered thofe things not as Rumors, or vain Sufpitions, but as Mat- 
ters of certain and accurate knowledge. Agreeable to his Country 
were his Temper and Manners ; a man (as that eloquent Father goes 
on to deevpher him) of a bad Race, and worfe Qua lilies, of no Con- 
fideration or Account, fordidly educated, and of a rough and unaffa¬ 
ble Con ver fa lion, one that did not fo much as pretend to Religion, fit 
to undertake any Villany, and to difturb Affairs wherc-cver he came, 
a deteftablc flatterer, that thruft himfelf upon great mens Tables, 
and compos’d all his Words and Actions to promote no other Defigns 
than thofe of Gluttony: and Excefs. This fervileTemper recommend’ 
ed him :o an imployment in the State, firft to be Provifor General 
of Pork for the Army (an Office fuitable to his fordid and fwinilli 
’fernper) and then (if it were not the fame imployment) to be rc- 
t ,rh.j : i solit. ceiver f of the Stores at Conflantinopb wherein he behav’d himfelf 
fb unfaithfully to his Truft, prodigally wafting all upon his Luxury, 
that he was forc’d to run for’t, and Vagabond-like, wand red from 
place to place, till at laft he was pick’d up and made Biffiop ofd/e.v* 
andria, where (as Naz.ianz.cn adds) he left off his rambling, and bc- 
aan bis Villanies, and whither he came like one of the Egyptian 
* a. Mima, plagues. And indeed the Heathen Hiftorian 1 grants, that the Tend- 
h.-o (it. j n g ]f im thither, was to the mifehief and prejudice of a great many, 
and againft his own as well as the common Good, as it was not like 
robeotherwife in a place fo naturally prone to Sedition, and apt to 
fly out into Tumults, even when there’s no juft Caufe to provoke 
them to it.

Bilhop, exceeded the greateft of the Heathen. Per locutions, winch 
were humane and merciful, if compard to this. While they were 
M. engag'd in thefe violent and barbarous Proceedings, a Letter ■ came 
aj-1. adenfl. fiom the Emperor directed to the People ol Alexandria wherein lie 
'• commends them for what they had done, that they had rcjeQcd and 

driven out Atban.tfms, a Cheat ((ayes lied and an Impoltor, a Iran 
broke loole from the very bottom of Hell who by little iiie..s and 
Arts is wont to deceive the People, who being convitt of the molt 
notorious Villanies, fuch as ten of his deaths cou d not expiate, durft 
not abide a legal Trial, but ran away into voluntary bamfliment 
where ’tis the Intcreft even of the Unban am to cut him off, left he 
alfo invcagle them with his Impieties ; that they did well to adhere 
to the moft reverend C.ror^e, a Perfon molt admirably vers d in Divine 
things, and who would conduft them in the wav to Heaven; upon 
whole Direction and Council they fliould do welUo depeivl, as i'p- 
onafacred Anchor, to keep them lale from all Winds of Sctluaioi 
and Error. This is the Sum of the Letter, the Truth whereof is evi¬ 
dent at firft fight. And that Atbanafms might be fecurc in no p ace, 
he wrote to the barbarous Countries to fcarch him out, and deliver 
him up to the Emperor’s Officers, and that both People andl Clergy 
Ihould be com pel I’d to embrace the Jr inn Hercfie, or m cafe ot rt- 
f ii fa 1 be put to death. And bccaufc Atbamfms had feme time im 
ordain’d Frnmentius Bifhop of Anxttrnis , and fent him to corner

fas was fit) he might from them receive Epifcopal Am ho^.y* f 
Ordination, and be rightly inftrutted in the j aith and Map i 
the Church; otherwife it was evident that he ftill perhfteu 
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Caufe and Communion of wicked Atbanafms , and confequently be¬ 
ing feduc’d by his leud Difcourfes, not only God would be dilhon- 
oured, and the Churches difturb’d, but the whole Country in danger 
of being over-run and brought to ruinc. b 

VIII. WHILE the Storm fell thus heavy round about, God 
had provided Ath.waftus a fecure fhelter in the Wildcrncfs, where in 
the midft of his folitary Retirements he enjoy'd the pleafures of a 
very grateful Convention, the company of thofe pious and devout 
Inhabitants of the Defert, the primitive Monks, a quite other fort of 
men from thofe who in thefe latter Ages pafs under that name and 
Charafter ; Perfons wlio retiring from tile World, lived wholly to 
God, and were intirely taken up in the moft fevere Exercifes of Re¬ 
ligion, a Courfe wherein they had been trained up by Patti ofThebais 
and Atb.wafius's kind Friend S. Anthony (who was ftill alive) the two 
great Founders of the Monaftick Inftitution. There were two c forts • orate 
of them, Eremite and Cvnobit.e ; the firft were wholly devoted to So- XXI * T 3 8 4- 
litude, and convers’d with none but God and themfelves, and knew 
no more of the World, than what they met with in the Wildcrnefs; 
the other kept together in Societies, exercifing mutual Love and’ 

Fcllowfhip, and were Hermits in the midft of populous Cities, and 
led mortified lives amidft the noife and crowd, being a World to 
themfelves, and by mutual Conversion great examples and incen¬ 
tives to Piety and Vertue. With thefe our great man [pent his time, 
reconciling in his own Pra&ice both the Solitary and the Ccenobitick 
Life, (hewing that the Epifcopal Order could Philofophize, and that 
Philofophy it felf needed Epifcopal Direction; both the contempla¬ 
tive and the a&ive Life met in him, and lie convinc’d the World 
that a Monaftick Life confifted more in Gravity and Conftancy of 
Manners, than in anabfolutc Separation from the World. And in¬ 
deed with lb great Reverence and Veneration did they entertain him 
that whatever he commanded or diflik’d, was receiv’d by them as a 
Law; and when afterwards he was hunted as a Partridge upon the 
Mountains, they not only refus’d to tell the Meffengers where he 
was, but fo much as to fpeak to them, expofing their Necks to 
drawn Swords for his fake, and accounting it a morefublime and he- 
roick Aftion to fuffer for him, than to refine themfelves by long 
faft/ng and abftinence, and other Religious Aufterities, which yet 
they accounted the Pleafure as well as Duty of that place. To gra- 
nfie the defires of thefe devout Companions, and to do right to 
Irutn, he wrote that large Epiftle toTc wvnpn f&l ov 
\o the. solitary ylfceticks that every where led a Monafhek Life , where¬ 
in he gives them an account of his own and the Churches’Calami¬ 
ties, ofthe malicious Arts, and bloody Pra&ices of the Jrians, and 
what lie and his Friends and Followers had fiiffered for the Catholick 
^nle, especially fince the time of the Sardican Council. He fent f f n (0 d. /. a , 
3 Jlo Conjoinory Letters to the holy Virgins, to adminifter proper en- c • ' 4 - p> 
courageincnts to them to undergo the Sufferings that came upoii 
Mem lor their Conftancy to the Truth; but tnefe are loft. And 
Jccau /® "'s Adverfaries heavily charg’d upon him his retirement, a-s 
3 n evidence of his Guilt, and the badnefs of his Caufe, he wrote an 
Apology for bit Flighty wherein he fhews what caufe they had given 
nun fo to do, and that his withdrawing was warranted by the Will 
V of 
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of God, the reafon of tilings, and the Examples of wife and good 
men in all Ages. This he back’d with an Apology to the Emperor 
wherein he very particularly an Ayers at large to all the material 
Crimes that had been charg’d upon him, alluring his Majefly that 
he was moft ready and defirous perfonally to have done it in his pre- 
fence, and had begun his Journey, when the evil Tidings, that like 
Job's Meflengers came flocking in, one ftill worle than another, made 
him retreat, and look upon the attempt as defperate. .Some time 
after he wrote a Second Apology for himlelf, wherein he jufbifics his 
Innocency from the publick Atteftations and Decrees of feveral Synods 
that had been purpofely held to that end in Egypt , at Rome, at &i r - 
dica, at JeruJaletn, and by the Tcftimony both of the Emperor Con. 
(Inns, and Confinntii/s, all which he demonftrates out of publick Re¬ 
cords, and theEpiftlesthemfelves, which he there inferts. 

I X. BUT the moft unfpotted Innocency is not lhicld enough 
again!!: the Aflaults of Envy, nor can Rocks and Mountains afford a 
Refuge and Protc&ion, wliere Cruelty is inlpir’d by an active Malice. 
While Athannfnts thus happily imploy’tl his vacant and retired hours, 
his Enemies, encourag’d by the Severity of the Emperor (who had 
fidpaf ^ ta P r i ce 8 upon his Head, and commanded him to be brought ei- 
7 bead. u'oifupr. ther alive or dead) diligently ranfack’d every place, and learch’d the 
very corners of the Wildernefs, threatning the Monks with the ut- 
moft Cruelty, if they did not difeover him. This forc’d liim to fliifc 
dut'jd Lucfr. Quarters, and to retire to a more private arid difconfolate h place, 
VjUy. into where he had fcarce Air to breath in, and where none came at him, 
Ludf. op. but only one Perfon, who brought him Necelfaries, and convey’d 

Letters to him. And well might it be a dole place, were it true 
1 toco citat. what Rufinas 1 reports, that for fix years together he lay hid in a dry 
Well, where he never law the Sun, and when at length betray’d by 
a Maid, who alone was privy to his concealment, the Officers came 
tofearch for him, he upon a warning from God, had remov’d that 
very night, which lo provok’d the Officers, that they punilh’d the 
Maid, as one that had abus’d them with a falfe Report. Nay we 
* Piihd. niff. are told k , that upon the danger of his being apprehended in the 
tnBibiiotilVp. Church at Alexandria, not knowing whither to retire fit not being 
gr. i. Tom. 2. fafe for him to go to any of his Friends or Relations) lie fled privately 
tot ^ e Houfeof a young Virgin, then not above twenty years of Age, 
’ 5 ' c ‘ ° 3 ' a Perfon of fiich incomparable Beauty, that good men were afraid to 
behold her, and of a Temper no lefs adorn’d with divine Graces and 
Vertues.- He told her his Circumffances, and that by an Intimation 
from Heaven, he had been admonifh’d to come thither, as the only 
fafe and unfufpe&ed place. She bad him welcome, performing her 
felf the mcanefl: Offices to him, and there he remain’d unknown to 
any for fix years together, till the Death of Conftantins let him out; 
when to the aftonifhment of all, he was unexpectedly found fitting 
in the Church. Thefe Paflagcs I have related, not that I give any 
credit to them, or advife the Reader to believe them, but becaufe de¬ 
livered by Writers, who themfelves liv’d in, or near thole times, nay 
RaIUMhs Bifhop of Helenopolis (the firfl: Reporter that I find of the 
Storys allures us, that he was acquainted with this very Virgin, thert 
feventy years of Age, when he was at Alexandria , and that the whole 
Clergy of the Church attefted the Truth of her Relation.

I r~>iONSTANTTVS the Emperor departing from Rom 
’ ( (where he had lately been to celebrate a magnificent in- 
ump h f or hi s Viftory over Magnentius) lay at this time 
Sirmium, Ann. CCCLVII. where the Arian Bifhops that were about 
the Court taking advantage of the Emperor s prefence, conune 
Synodal AfTembly, and ftudy to fmooth over things with fen pr 
tcnces; that they were defirous to remove thole things 11. 8 ,. 

give offence on either fide, and fhew how much they were i ^ 
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to Peace. And to this end they fram’d a new Confeftion , wherein m £**•*?• mb. 
having premis’d, that though they acknowledge one God the father St'w 
Almighty, and one only Son begotten of his father before all Worlds, c ol. 32 3. Son\ 
yet they did not allow two Gods; they amongft other things declare’ /,2,; 30 
that becaufe fome were offended with the Word tW or Subfiance,\ 
therefore that neither of thefe Terms onflow ( Confuhflantial ') nor 
o0l<n Of (of like fib fiance) fhould be us’d iii common difeourfe, or be 
treated of in the Church, both becaufe the Terms were unfcriptural, 
and the things them felves above any humane Comprehension ; that 
there could be no doubt, but that the Father was greater both in 
Honour, Dignity, Brightnefs, Majefty, and in the very title of 
Father, the Son himfelf teftifying, the Father that fent me, is greater 
than I; that no man could be ignorant that this was. Catholick 
Doftrine, that there are two Perfons, one of the Father, and another 
of the Son ; that the Father was the greater, the Son Subject, together 
with all things which the Father had put under him ; that tile Father 
was without beginning, invifiblc, immortal, impaflible, the Sor ’ -n 
of the Fathei, God of God, Light ol Light, whole Generation none 
but the Father could underftand ; and that the number of the Trinity 
was intire and perfeft. This.was the fum of their Declaration, 
whereto they defign’d to gain the Subfcriptions of fbme of the moft 
eminent of the Catholick Party ; and firft they fet upon Hjfuts, a man 
of renown,whom they partly infnar’d, and partly compeli’d into a com¬ 
pliance with them. 

IF THIS venerable Prelate was Bifhop of Corduba in Spain, in 
which capacity he appeared, and fubferibed in the eleventh place in 
the Uliberin Council, held about the year CCCV. He had been a 
noble ConfcfTor even under the Heathen Perfections, a Perfon of 
lingular account, and who had for many years been imploy’d in the 
molt important Affairs and Tranfadlions of the Church. 7 He was 
peculiarly dear to Conflantine the Great, who committed ro his care 
theadjufting the Difference between Chilian and Donat ns oi Carthage 
111 the Synod of Arles, Ann. CCCXIV. and lent him afterwards to 
Alexandria to compofe the growing Differences between Alexander 
and Arius\ prefent Toon after in the Council ofAbVc, where he bore 
aprimeftroke, and had a chief hand in drawing up the Creed ; call’d 
alfotothat of Sard/ca, where he was Prefident of the Council, and 
froutly defended the Athanafian Caufe. Indeed a man of that great 
Reverence and Authority, that he was at every turn ftyl’d Father 
Hofm, counted and call’d the Father of Bifhops. The Arlans knew 
well of what importance it would be to them, to have fo confiJerable 
a Perfon brought over to their Party, or at leaft lent out of the way, 
and therefore addrefling them felves to Conftantius , reprefented » io .. MM-hiit. 
him, that they had taken all courfcs that they could for the fiipport I’-W- 
and advancement of their Caufe, that they had banilh’d Liberius 
and many other Bifhops before him, and had fill’d all places with 
I error and Violence, but that all this turn’d to no account, foloiur 
m Hop ns was left in the way, that fo long as he flood his ground, all 
otners in a manner poffefs’d their Churches, being a Perfon of that 
eminent Ability and Authority, that he alone was able to arm the 
whole World again ft them ; tl at ’twas he that fleer’d Synods, and 
whole Letters were receiv’d every where with an uncomroulable 

Veneration, 
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Veneration, that ‘twas he that had compos’d the Niccne Faith, and 
every where proclaim’d the shians to be Hereticks; that therefore 
his Majefty fhould do well to let upon him alio, without any regard 
to his Gray Hairs, a nicety which their Caule did not flick at. The 
Emperor eafily perfwaded by their Infinuations, lent for him, and as 
he had before done to Libtnus, lought by fair and plaulible Councils 
and Arguments to perfwade him to fublcribe, and joyn with the 
slr/a»s. The good old man was infinitely furpriz’d, and troubled to 
hear the lea ft motion made that way, for which he check’d the 
Emperor, and at length prevail’d with him to defift, who accordingly 
gave him leave to return back into his own Country. But his Ene¬ 
mies did not leave him lo, but again lollicitcd the Emperor, and by 
help of their friends the Eunuchs at Court, fo exafperated his mind, 
that he wrote him a fliarp Letter full of Menaces and Reproaches, 
which yet wrought as little upon him, as Promiles and Perfwafivcs 
had done before. This Letter was followed by feveral others, the 
Emperor fbmetimes infinuating, and gently treating him as a Father, 
lometimes threatning, and laying betore him thole that had been 
banifh’d, letting him know how ill he took it, that he only fliould 
6 nrt.npifl.ib. ftand out. To which Hofms return’d an Anftver ° to this effeft, 
b that he had been a Confeftor under the Maximian Pcrfecution, and 

was ready to be lo again, rather than to betray the Truth ; that lie 
might hearken to him that was old enough to be his Grand-lather; 
that he had been prelent at, and privy to all the Tranfa&ions of the 
Sardic.tn Council, where he had feen Athanafms openly challenge his 
Adverfaries, who retir’d with lhame ; that like his Brother Confim , 
he fhould lay afide force and terror, and luffer things to cometoa 
fair and impartial Trial; that he Ihould remember that he himfelf 
was Mortal, and ought to live under the awful fence of a Judgment 
to come, and referve himfelf undefiled againft that day, and not thruft 
himfelf upon the Determination of Ecclefiaftick Matters; that for the 
Cafe in hand, his Refolution was this, that he would not joyn with 
the Arians, but would condemn their Herefie; nor would he fub¬ 
lcribe againft Athanafms, whom lie and the Church of Rome , and a 
whole Synod had pronounced Innocent, and to which his Majefty 
himfelf had aflented, having thereupon honourably remitted him to 
Ill’s own Sec: concluding tllUS, Stop, I befeech yon, Sir, ami be per 
fradedby me ; for tbeje are things which both become me to write, and yon 
not to defpife. 

II I. T LI IS rclolute Letter did but the more provoke the Party, 
who told the Emperor, that Hofms refletted upon him as a Perfecutor, 
and was fo far from complying with his Majefties defircs, that for 
Athanafii/ss fake he condemn’d the Arians , and perfwaded others to 
luffer death, rather than betray the Truth, and that great numbers 
p FJiiflin. iib. i n Spain \Vcre of his mind. Amongft thefe Accufers Potamins p Bifiiop 
oxol' 3 '^ of Vdyffipona in Spain was not the leaft, who bribe! with a rich Farna, 
having heretofore become an Apoftate from the Catholick Party, ow 
Hofms an old Grudge for difeovering his Villany, and reproaching 
him for an Heretick, and therefore took this opportunity to pay 
home. Hereupon he again fent for him, and confin’d him to Strmtum 
as the place of his Banifhment, where he remain’d a whole year, 

till Conftantins at this time return’d thither, who caus’d him to becite 
J into 
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into the Synod 1, where the Confcmon was offered him to fubferibe 
which he rejectedat ftrft, but being tbreatned, and feverelv iiandied’ 
beaten and racltd, and not fo well able to bold out by realbn of his 
grettAge (at this time an hundred years old) and a little too tender 
of his dying Carcals (mmmm Sepulchrifni amans, as S. Hilary < ha* 
it) and as fome fay being Rich, and loth to be fent further into 
Banilhmcnt, he yielded at laft, and lubfcrib’d the ConfelTion which 
might we believe the Title put to it by D. Hilary, Was drawn up be’ 
him: Pbi/oflorgtus adds, that he fubferib’d not only againft P the 
e/jylmr, but againft Athanafus ; but Athanafius r himfelf fwhocer 
tainly beft knew) allures us to the contrary, that though he commit' 
nutated with the Ariam, yet he did not lubferibe againft him A 
great inftance it was of humane frailty, and how fa? a good man 
alter (6 many years refolute Profeffion, after 16 many noble and.m 
daunted Conflifts both againft Heathens and Hereticks mav fall 
when God leaves him to himfelf; which yet is the Ids’to be won’ 
dcrcdatinlo feeble and decrepit an Age, and under fo much Force 
and Cruelty. And probable it is, he might hope by this Condemn 
.ion, to molifie the ftubbornnefs of the Ariankdon ^ who could l 
notate endure the word d w dn®., efpecially fince it was no where m 
be found in Scripture. Being thus releas'd, and fet right bv the 
Synodal Letters, and efpecially furnifh’d with a Warrant from die 
Emperor, that all Bilhops that refus’d Communion with him fhoi Id 
bcbamlhd, he return’d into Spain, where, fay my Author’s! he • 
fell fell foulI upon 1 Gregor, Kithop of Vi,bens, who oppos’d him, whom * 
towtue of his Warrant he caus’d Clementinas (who at that time as ?

But a Party in his own Church (whom he had thrown out) 
made Head againft him , and having procur’d the Recommendatory 
Letters of George Bilhop of Laodicea , went to Ancyra in Galatia , where 
B'afiiius the Bilhop had at that time ahembled many of the Neighbour- 
Prelates to the Dedication of a Church which he had lately built. 

Who being fatisfied with the Letter, and the account they gave of 

his Affings, and the Confeffion he had publilh’d in the Synod at 

Antioch, appointed Bafilim and fome others to wait upon the Emperor, 

and acquaint him with the Cafe, and to requeft of him, that all the 

Synodal Determinations might take place, that had defin’d the Son 

to be of 1 kc fubftance with the Father. The Emperor 

hereupon revok’d the Letter which he had juft then given to Ajpha- 

lius, Eudoxius his Legate, and fent a fmart Epiftle » to the Church \nxt.ap.Sor. 

of Antioch, to let them know, that he had never fent Eudoxius to be iUt *•?•***• 

their Bilhop, nor would ever favour fuch, that he was refold'd to 

crulh Aetius and his Followers, and that they Ihould thruft them out 

of all publick Aflemblies, and that they had no other way to fave 

themlelves, but by recovering themfelves out of the fnare of the 

Devil, and by contenting to thofe Determinations which the wife and 

holy Bilhops had regularly agreed upon. And by this means the Ano- 

ntm Herelie was ftop’d for the prefent. 

V. IT was the year CCCLVIII. and the Court was ftill at Sirminm, 
where the Eaflcrn Legats b together with the reft of the Bilhops that b s 0 -.ib.c.i> j.

that fome went about to eftablilh their own Errors, under pretence of 
the word COUfUbffnUtiftft they pals’d and ratified a new Confeffion, made con i tf - Pbiiojt. 
up of a former Sirmian Confeffion againft Phetinus c , and the old Dedi- « 9 ‘ fJ 

Cation-Creed at Antioch blended together, and which’tis like was the Sta.i.Nmat 
fame with that which Bafilins and his Synod had fram’d fome few months 
before at Ancyra againft Eudoxius and his Party. But nothing rendred 
thisCoiifefiion fo famous, as that in all probability it was that, which was 
fubferib’d by Pope Liberia* ^ it being evident beyond aUdifpute (both 
from the Earthquake at Nicomcclia, the date of F<elix and Liberins's 
death, and other Circumftances) that it was this year, viz. .d//. CCCLVIII. 
that Liberjus fubferib’d at Sirminm , and was releas’d from Banifiiment. 

He had been now almoft three years in Exile, and plain it is, from the 
Note written with his own Hand at the end of his Letter d to Vinccntins, d £jrfi ,* iH;w - # 
that he was heartily weary of his Exile, and that his defire to return, infragm.tou 
had a confiderablc influence upon his fublcribing. And as for Conftanti- 4 a8 - 
w, he was pretty well difpos’d towards it. - At his laft being at Rome c , * n,W. /. *. 
the noble and great Ladies had defil’d their Husbands to Petition the Em- c ' 11 ' 9S * 
ptror For his Reftitution, threatning, that unlefs this tvas done, they 
would leave them, and go to their Bilhop. But the men apprehending 
the danger of the attempt, put the Women upon it* as who might fafeli- 
dt undertake it. And they accordingly, with great Pomp and Gallan¬ 
try made their Addrefs, and prefented their Petition, to which the Em¬ 
peror anfwercd, that the City was already well provided for, Ftlix, 
who fucceedcd Libcnns, being a moderate man, who adher’d to the 
Nircuc Faith, and yet did not fupercilioully exclude others from Com- 
X munionw 
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mumon. However he gave them no denial, intending to compromif, 
thebulinefs between the two Bilhops. And being now at Sir mi uni and ' 
plaulible Confeffion, as he thought, agreed on, herefoiv’d to fend for 
Libcrius f, and that at a time when the Legates both of the EtfmiM

the Emperor to make him fubferibe the Howoionfian Creed. 11 leems at 
firffc he ftood ofF, till threatnings c and force were us’d, and then he 
came over and fublcrib’d, Sozomencx prefly telling us, that ’twas part of 
the Confeffion he was forc’d to, that the Son is not Confubfrantial but 
that in fubftance and in all things he is Mkc to his Father 5 and that Em 
doxiits and the Actions gave it out at Antioch, that he had likewife con' 
demn’d the o^mov, and declar’d the Son to be unlike the Father.

VI. ABUNDANT fatisfadion being thus given , he came to 
Sirmium, and upon hisSubfcription was receiv’d, releas’d and reftor’d, 
the Bilhops writing p to Feelix Bilhop of Rome, and to the Clergy 
there, that they Ihould receive Libcrius, and that both fhould quietly h 5s8, 
fit in the Apoftolick Throne, and all things done in Liberia's abfence • 
be buried in Oblivion. Herewith Libcrius return’d to Rome , which 
heentred in a kind of Triumph, and though Baronins «i out of the <iAdAn».^ : 
Pontifical Book tells us, that at his return, the People of Rome re- Em. lvii. 57 * 
jetted him for his Arian compliance, and Ihun’d Communion with 
him, and that a very fevere Pcrfecution was thereupon rais’d in the 
City, yet others r who liv’d in thofe.Times, tell 11s another Story, * M.imti.& 
that at his return the People of Rome went out to meet him with great F "t l T r *J at ' 
joy, and when ( as Thccdorit f informs us ) the Emperor’s Letters IfnlXn.' 
were read in the Circus, commanding that he and F<clix fliould joynt- cim.J fnn. ■ 
Jy carry on the Affairs of that Church, and the two different Fatti- . 

ons of the Circus requir’d, that one might have one Bilhop , and p. 96. C ' * 7 ' 
another the other, the People unanimoully cried out, one God, one 
thrift, one B frop. My Authors add, that F<clix either by the Senate 
or People was driven out of the City, and a little after at the Infti- 
gationof fome perjur’d Clergy-man (who had filled with him con¬ 
trary to their Oath given at Liberins's departure , that they would 
admit no Bilhop in his room ) return’d, and kept publick Meetings 
in Julius's Church beyond Tiber, whom the Nobility and People did 
immediately caft out again with infinitedifp;t*ace 5 that F<clix furviv’d 
Libcrius his return eight years, dying November XXIH Ann. CCCLXV. 

Alter whole Death Libcrius abfolv’d the perjur’d and fchifmati- 
cal Clergy , who reftor’d them to their proper Offices , and the 
next year ended his own Life September the XX1V/A. Ann. CCCLXVI. 

Though before his Death we may hope lie fiuv his Error, and return’d 

to a better Mind, which leems more than probable from the account 

°f his Faith in thefe important Articles , which he lent to Atha - 

vafius, yet extant in Athanafius his Works r , if at leaft as Baronins « TM.tp.39s; 

will have it, ( for which yet he offers no convincing Argument )

But as for the word S>UbffflltCe, it having been us'd by the Fk 
then in a more fimplc and harmlefs Sence, and not being under Mood by the 
People, and fince it is that whereat many take offence, as not being found 
in Scripture, we have therefore thought good that it Jljould be quite laid 
qfide, and that henceforth when any difionrfe is concerning God, no men¬ 
tion flsould be made of it, the holy Scripture never making mention of tk 
Subjtance of the Father and the Son . As to the Son, we affirm him to be 
in all things like unto the Father, according as the Sacred Scriptures do 
affirt and teach . 

To this Confeflion of Faith they add, we fee in the Infcription, 
( what was never before heard of in the Church of God ) the Impe¬ 
rial Titles, and the date of the Confuls, and the day of the Month, 
A tacit acknowledgment to all wile and undemanding men (as 
» iMocitat. At hanafius x wittily retorts upon them) that their Faith was none of 
the Ancients, and took its date only from the Reign of Conjiantint, 
And whereas (fayes he) they pretended to write concerning our 
Lord, in head of him, they adopted another Lord, to wit, Conjhn - 

tint 5 



tins 3 and they who refus’d to own the Son of God to be Eternal, 
yet made no fcruple to give that Title to the Emperor. As for the 
body of the Creed, they peremptorily declare ( what in fome of their 
lateConfeflfions they had damn’d and reje&ed) that the Son is in all things 
like unto the Father, and that this was the plain and currant Doftrineof 
the Gofpel. 

VIII. THE Troubles of the Church hill increafing, notwith- 
ftanding all the Methods that had been us’d to allay them, the Em¬ 
peror ( who it feems was newly remov’d to Singidunum, a Town in 
Myfia) was forc’d to think of compofing things by a more general 
Council, and as Philoftorgitts y tells us, by the advice of Patrophilus rub. 4 . e . to- 
Bifhop of Scythopolis, and Narciffus of lrenopolis, who were come to h 
Court to make complaint againft Bafil of Ancyra, it was refolv’d that 
a Synod (hould be holden at Nicomedia z . But a terrible Earth- * So X .i. 4 .c.i4, 
quake (wherein amongft others Cecropius Biftiop of that place pe- Ms 8, 
rifli’d) having there (batter’d all in pieces * the BiQiops who were 
upon their Journey were commanded to (top and go no farther, till 
the Emperor having advis’d with Bafil , appointed Nice to be the 
place. A City the rather pitch’d on (as Thcodorit * will have it) u.ib.2, c. 26. 
that they might take advantage of the name, and that their Aflem- 
bly might be ftyled the Council of Nice, whereby it would be no 
hard matter to impofe upon fimple and unwary minds, as if theirs 
were the true Nicene Faith. But the Earth-quake having reach’d 
hither alfo, and left behind it Ed Monuments of its Rage and Vio¬ 
lence , fpoil’d that Defign : Whereupon the Emperor chang’d his 
mind, and wrote to Bafil, to confult with the Pattern BiQiops, what 
place was moft fit for the Synod to meet at. But they not agreeing, 

L/z/himfclf went to the Court at Sirminm, where he met withMv/^of 
Arethufa, and George Bifiiop of Alexandria. The next place thought 
on was Tarfus a City of Cilicia (S. Paul's Birth-place) but neither did 
this give Satisfaction. At laft a new Project is refolv’d on, that the 
Council fiiould be divided, and that at the fame time a Synod Qiould 
be holden for the Wefi at Ariminum a City of R.milia in Italy, and 
another at Seleucia a City of Ifauria, call’d the Sharp, for the Eafl. 

The Emperor hoping, that as by this means the Journeys being 
fliortned, the Bifhops would be more willing to come, fo Councils 
being divided, they would the eafilier agree, and thofe Heats and 
Feuds be prevented , which were otherwife likely to arife between 
Fuch contending Parties, and in fo great a mixture of fuch d fferent 
Nations. Letters of Summons were forthwith given out, with com¬ 
mand to the Prelates of each Council , that they (hould firft handle 
and agree Matters of Faith, and then proceed to difeufs the Caufes of 
jbe BiQiops that (hould come before them, which being ended, they 
Qiould fend ten of each Party to Court, to give the Emperor an account 
of what was done.

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Prelates, Taurus the Governor having difpatch’d Officers with p 3 rt j. 
cular Summons into all the Provinces of the Weft, and was command, 
ed not to fuffer them to depart home, till they had agreed in one 
uniform Confeflion of Faith, with promife, that if he brought it 
about, he (hould be honoured with a Confullliip for his pains. p e 
had Orders alfo to allow the Bifhops Provifions of Meat and Wine at 
the Emperor’s Charge. Which was refus’d by them of Aquitji, ;( 
Gaul , and Britans , who chofe rather to live at their own charge' 
Three only of our Brit/f!) Bifhops, who were poorer than the rcO, ac . 
cepted of the publick Allowance , refilling the maintenance which 
their Fellow- Bifhops offered them, accounting it more reafonablcto 
burthen the Exchequer, than private and particular Perfons. Which 
• s. sv;.r. though fome quarrelfc! at, yet the Hiftorian c honcftly makes their 
Defence, that it was a fign of ancient Vertue and Piety, for Bilhopj 
to he found fo Poor, and that it was much better to be beholdento 
the Exchequer, where they would not be burdenfom to any. Being 
met, they could not at hr ft agree to fit together , the Catholicks 
allembling in the Church, the Arians (who were not above LXXX.j 
inaChappcl or Oratory, though, probable it is, they foon joyn’d, at 
leaft held Correfpondence with each other. At their coming toge- 
f thcr, the Arums declin’d f all medling with the Cafe of Athmfms, 

r ? ' ^ (b they proceeded to difeufs Matters of Faith. And when feveral 

things were propounded and debated, ZJrfecius and Galen s back’d by 
the reft of the Arian Party, flood up and made a Motion, that fince 
the Minds of men were greatly diftratted with Divcrfitics of Creed?, 
all Forms hitherto publifh’d might be abolifh'd , and that the Con- 
feffion that had been drawn up in the late Synod at Sirnmun , might 
be receiv’d and fetled as the common and univerfal Standard, that 
the Emperor had approv’d it, and that the Council could not but ac¬ 
cept it, that curious Enquiries about thefe Matters begat Difpute?, 
and they Feuds and Quarrels, and that it was better to have right 
Notions of God, though we arriv’d at them by more unskilful wayj 
of reafoning, than introduce novel Expreflions, of near affinity with 
nicer Subtleties of Logick 5 that the Term, Conjisbjlantial ’, was to many 
obfeure, and wholly a Stranger to Scripture, and that it was far bet¬ 
ter, in the room of it, to fay with the holy Scriptures, that the Son it 
in all things li/{e his Father . This (aid, they caus’d the Conteiiion 
( which they held in their hands) to be read before the Council, which 
the Catholicks had no (boner heard, but they cried out, “ We came 
“ not hither becaufe we wanted a Form of Faith, we have one 
“ vvhich we have received from our Aticeftors, and which we pre- 
“ ferve entire. If you have compos’d this, as now only beginning to 
“ believe , you arc not yet within the holy Order, not having yet 
“ lcarn’d the Rudiments of your Faith > but if thefe things have no- 
“ thing novel in them, then openly anathematize Arianijin , as it has 
tc been the ancient Rule and way of the Church, to rejed other Hcrelies 
<c as Impious j for that this blafphemous Dodrine of Arias has done 
“ nothing but raife Seditions and Confufions, from its firft Com* 
“ mencement to this day, is too manifeft to the World. If therefore 
“ ye be come with the fame Minds that we are, let us unanimoully 
“ agree, let us condemn and nccurfe Hercfies, and adhere to the

fliould figmfie nothing, for that he would not fuffer it to take place. This 
Order they complied with, till perceiving the Falfchood and Treachery 
of the other Party in their Conventions, they found it nccellary to con¬ 
firm the N/cenc Creed, which they did, by publifliing a definitive Sen¬ 
tence , which they all fubferib’d, wherein they profefs’d that they ought h Ext. at.

>"hs Bilhop of Bjzacium, a man reverenc’d by ail for his Age, mov’d 
the Synod, that the impious Aflertions charg’d upon Valcns might be 
read and cenfur’d by the Council. Which was accordingly done by 
j| Claudius of the Province of Picenum. Upon reading the Paper Vafai 

j ftorm’d , and declar’d the Aflertions were none of his, and to clear 

1 himfelf cried out, whoever denies that Chrift the Son of God was 

j, begotten by the Father before the World, let him be accurfcd. 

j Whereto the Council unanimoutly added their Placet. He goes on, 

j! whoever denies the Son to be like the Father according to the 

I Scriptures 5 or that affirms the Son of God not to be Eternal with 

| the Father $ or that fhall fay, the Son of God is a Creature, as arc 

! the reft of the Creatures $ or that he arofe aut of nothing, and not 

of the Father 5 or that there was a time when lie was not a Son, let 
him be accurfcd. To all which Propofiiions he denounc’d a parti¬ 
cular Anathema , the Synod alfo adding their Suffrage to each of them. 
Several other Queftions Claudius put to him, whereof he purgd him¬ 
felf and this amongft the reft j whoever Hull afhrm that the Son ol 
J C^u 
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God was indeed before all Ages, but not before ail time, (this being 
a Fallacy under which the Arians us’d to fbelter themfelves) let him 
be accurfcd. Which was univerfally aflented to, and all were pleas’d 
with his candid and full Confettion, fo that they extoll’d him to the 
Skies, anti blam’d themfelves that they had fufpe&ed him. And yet 
all this while there v/as a Snake in the Grafs, which they faw not, 
he having cunningly fliuffled in this Propofition amongft the reft, that 
tC Sou of Cod was not a Creature like the reft of the Creatures: tile 
fling whereof (though they did not then difeern it) lay in this, that 
the denying -the Son to be like the reft of the Creatures, did how¬ 
ever necclfarily infer him to be a Creature, though in a more fub- 
limcand excellent capacity than the reft. And as lot the word 
fhlliflS it being cried out againft as an unfcriptural Term, and that 
which by its novelty had given great offence, the unwary Fathers 
contented to lay ft afide, not reckoning it worth while to contend 
about words, fo long as they thought themfelves fecurc of the Sence. 

Tliellluc was, both Parties refted finished, the Art an Confettion car¬ 
ried the day, and was publifh’d abroad as the Determination of the 
Council of Ariminum. And plain it is throughout the whole courfe of 
the Story that the Arians mightily bore up themfelves upon the Re¬ 
putation and Authority of this Synod, which at every turn they 
oppos’d 0 to the great Council of Nice, and thought it weighty 0 vu. Au£. 
enough to be laid in the ballance with it. The Synod being ended, c °f tr ' Max - A- 
Vrfcius p and his Party going for the Eafl , ftaid a while at Nice a ^"733.£vl* 
City iii Thrace^ where they Synodically conven’d, and tranflating the p socr.*b.{. 141 
Confettion pafs’d at Ariminum into Greek , ratified it anew, and pu- S f v < $9 c ' l9 * 
blilh’d it,giving out that this Faith publifh’d at AVer,was dilated and 5 
drawn up by an Octomenical Council ; that fo uiiwary People being 
impos’d upon by filename of Nice , might think this to be the Creed 
compos’d by that great Synod of Nice. But the Impofture was foon 
found out, and the attempt exploded by all as Foolifh and Ridiculous.

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SECT. XII. 

The ATI's of the Synods at Seleucia and Conflantinople. 

The time and place of the Council at Seleucia. Things propounded to k 
tranfafied in the Synod. Two different Parties in the Council. The 
Acacians contend for the abolifbing the Nicene Creed. Oppos'd by the 
other Party, who di/like nothing but the word Confubftantial. Leonas 
the Emperor's Lieutenant fides with the Acacia n Taft ion. Acacius 
fur prizes the Synod with a Confeffionof Faith,fubferih'd by all the Btjhops 
of his Party, which Leonas commanded to be read. This Conffjm can- 
vajs'd and debat ed.T he Creed of Antioch refolv'd on.The Acacians rtjuft 
to come any more to the Council, and arc depos'd by the Synod ; but fy 
to Conflantinople, and make an Inter cjl at Court , before the An ml 
of the Synodal Legates. A Synod procur'd in the imperial City. Ml 
of Ancyra challeng'd by Aetius to a Difpntation. The Semiarians^?/} 
hard upon the Opinions of Aetius and Eudoxius at a hearing before the 
Emperor. Aetius baniflj'd. His Doctrine unwillingly condemn'd bj 
Eudoxius. Sylvanus and his Party condemn'd and hanijh'd. A Syno¬ 
dal Epijlle fent to George of Alexandria concerning the Condemnation 
of Aetius. This fubferih'd by the Followers of Aetius in a Convention 
^Alexandria. The Confeffort of Ariminum, with feme few Additi¬ 
ons ratified by the Synod at Conflantinople. Conftantius’/ rmml 
to Antioch ; a Synod holden there to damn the Confubftantial Doctrine, 
Mcletius chofen to the See of Antioch. The good opinion all Partin 
had of him. He heartily declares himfelf for the Catholick Frith, to 
the oreat Vexation of the Arians. His Sermon at Antioch to tint 
pnrpofc. Fits Bant foment. Another Synod at Antioch proem d by 
Acacius againjl Eudoxius. Conftantius his Reflation of having 
Controversies once more decided in a more publick Council, but is pre¬ 
vented by death. His Sicknefs, Death, and Character. 

I. UT it’s time we fhould look towards the Raft , and enquire 
what was done in the Synod at Seleucia , contemporary with 
u that of Ariminum, were in the Church dedicated to SJttU 
the Virgin Martyr, where aflemblcd to the number of about CLX. 
Prelates (though others make it lefs by ten^ all the Biftiops or the

«< ther ; therefore they rejected both the o^voiov and the opsiwiot, as 
‘‘ Expreffions unknown to Scripture, and exprefly condemn’d the 
“ dvoMiov , and denounc’d all that held them to be ieparated from 
the Church. Tor that they did openly profefs the Son to be like 
“the Father, according to the Apoftles Doftrine, who fayes of him, 
« that he is the Image of the invifible God. Then follows the Con- 
feffion it felf, conform neither to the Nicene or Antiochian Creed, but 
warily couch’d in fuch Terms, that both the Arian and Actian Party 
might fafely fubferibe to it.

_ j | AFTER this they began to examine the Acacian Confeffion 
and ask d in what fence they held the Son to be like the Father; the 
w^anfwered, that they affirm’d him to be like in Will only, 
in ubfiance; all thereit affirming him to be 16 in Subftance and 
ence. The day was ipent io this Difpute, leveral confuting Acs - 
tus out ot his own Books, wherein he had maintain’d the Son to be 
c in all things to his Father, asking how he had face now to deny 
ne replied (and it was itfeems thebefi: anfwer he had at hand) 
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that none either of the Ancients or Moderns was to be judg’d out of 
his Writings. The wrangling, as in fue l Cafes is ulual, grew higher 
and the Depute grew more warm and hot, till £/«///« flood up and 
fpakc to this purpofe, whether Bafil wd Man have done anything 
between themfelves, and whether they and the Acacans do mutual y 
charge one another about private Matters, the Synod is not concern’d 
to enquire, nor is it necelTary curiouny to examine whether their Con- 
feflion be good or bad ; but it becomes us to embrace the rani, 
agreed upon by our Elders, the XCVII. Prelates that convent! at 
Antioch ; and that if any dare to introduce any other befides h.s k 

be accounted as call oiit from Religion and the Church. Ihis Dif. 

courfc was receiv’d with general Acclamation, and the Synod for 
that time difinifi'd. The next day the Acaaans refus e! to come to 
the Council, and (o did Leonas, who now open ydtclai don tlicir 


fide, and the MefTengers that came from the Synod found thcin alTcm. 
bled in his Houle. He lent them word that the Synod wasj divined, 
and that he was commanded by the Emperor, not to be prclcnt, un- 
left they could all agree, that therefore they might go and prate to¬ 
gether in the Church. The Acacias were often cited, but they 
fometimes requir’d that certain Bifhops might be fent to Ins 

Houle to confer with them, (ometimes aftnmd that the Emperor 
had impowred them to judge others. So that nothing further could 
be done, whereupon the Synod proceeded to confutes, denoting,** 
,i,u Georoe of Alexandria, Vranim ol ’lyre, LcontimoUnpoh £«• 
doxim of Antioch, and fomc others; and excommunicating A farm 
Eufebim, Abgarus, and fix more, till they had purg d themlclvcsof 
the Crimes charg’d upon them. An account of all which they fent 
in Letters direaetl to the feveral Churches, and to the Synod d,lloK- d, 


ten of them being appointed to wait upon the Emperor, to acquaint 
him what had pafs’d in that Council. . - 

IV BUT the Acacians were too nunbie for them, and got firlt 
to Court, where they told their Tale enough to their own Advan¬ 
tage, catting Reproaches upon the Synod, winch they aftnmd to 
have been an AlTembly of lend wicked men, met together to the De- 
ftruttion and Kuine of the Church. Behdes partly by Pietcxtsof 
Truth, partly by Bribes, partly by Flattery and fubtle Infinuaiions 
they had made the great men of the Court on their fide; amongft 
whom Acacins, who was a man of quick Parts, we l-fpokcn, and in¬ 
finitely aftivc and diligent, and not a little regarded for ns eminent 
Station in the Church, and his Relation to the great Eufbiw Ins 1 re- 
decclfor, had a confiderable Intereft. The Emperor was lately re¬ 
turn’d from the Wettern Parts to Conftantwople , where they met lnm, 
who was fo incenfs’d at the Suggeftions which Acac/us and his Party 
had made, that he refolv’d to crufh the oppofite fide, and turn d out 
all of that Party out of all publick Offices. And the better to eftett 
their purpofe, they perfwaded the Emperor to convene a Synod , 
which confifted partly of IVtfcrn Bifhops. to wit, the Legates 
the Council of Arimimm, lately come to wait upon the Junpeior, 
partly of Libyan Bilhops, Sen .is, Stephanas, and fome others, 
the Major part were the Bifhops of the Eajt , efpecially they o 
Province of Bithynia, as being next at hand, the chief or w lorn \ 
Maris of Cbalcedon. There met to the number of fifty Bifhops, or as 
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Bxe Alexandrian throw con x reports it, feventy two. The Synod was 
divided 1 into two principal Faftions, the one of the SenLian or 
Hmotoufian Party, under the condi.aof Bafil of Ancyra, and E„fh- 
thins oi Sebaftea ; the other of the Hetcroufuns, who held the Son to 
be of a quite different nature from the Father. The chH* 1 -fcads of 
this Party were Maris Bifhop of Chalcedon, and Eudoxius of Antioch 
and with them tided Acacius, not fo much out of kindnefs to their 
Opinion, as out of fp,te to Bafil for (hewing refpeft and honour to 
Cyril of jerufalw, whom he had depos’d. Bur they who appear’d 
molt in the bufinefs were Act/us and Eunomius, who though they 
were but Deacons, yet being bold forward men, and quick nimble 
Difputants were made choice of to enter the Lifts as Champions oi, 
thisfide. Which when Bajil and his Party perceiv’d, they declin’d 
the Conteft, faying, twas an indecent thing for Bilhops to difpute 
with Deacons about Matters of Faith. The other fide replied that 
the Difpute was not now about Dignity and Precedence, but to 
fcarch and find out the Truth. So Bafil unwillingly condefcended o 
the Debate, wherein (if we may believe my Author, a Favourer of

Father, Son, and holy Ghoft. The main Spring of all the fe Motions, 
was Acacias, who by the Power of his Intereft, and the Dexterity of 
his Wit, manag’d 'all Affairs in the Synod, all the Ads and Dis¬ 
patches whereof, were didated and digelfed by him ; he fleer’d the 
Emperor which way he pleas’d, fo that‘lie depos’d and banilh’d Bajil , 

Euftathius, Macedonius of Conftantinople, and all others that flood in 
his way, whole vacant Sees he fill’d up with fuch Perlbns as were 
agreeable either to his Humor or his Interefl. 

VI. THE Synod at Conftantinople breaking up, and the great 
Church of S. Sophia, which the Emperor had lately re-built, being 
anew dedicated by Ettdoxius (who upon Macedonia his Banilhment 
had invaded that See) Conflantins in the Spring of the year Ann . 

CCCl.X. began to let forward in his Expedition againfl Perfta , and 
having unfortunately fpent the Summer, return’d to keep his Winter- 
Qiarters at Antioch. Where they again took the opportunity of efta- 
blilhing their Caufe by another Synod d , and of damning the word d Atb.di Synod. 
Subjlmc under any Relation, declaring the Son to be in all things 4. 

unlike the Father, both in Subftance and in Will, and that he was 2 '.£,S 
made out of nothing, whence they gain’d the Title of Anomaans, and p- n?. 
of Exucontians, or thofe that affirm’d that the Son was made out of 
nothing. And when the Catholicks ask’d them, how they who ac¬ 
knowledg’d the Son to be God of God , durft contrary to their own 
declar d Form, affert him to be unlike, and made of nothing , they re¬ 
plied, they herein followed the Apoftle, who fayes, that all things 
-ire of God ; in which number the Son is alio comprehended; and in 
tnis fence they meant what they had fo oft inferted into their Con- 
feffions, that he was fo according to the Scriptures. At laft the Form 
agreed upon in the late Synod at Conftantinople was again approv’d and 
ratified. The See of Antioch by Eudoxius his removal to Conflanti- 
nople, was vacant at Conflantius's coming thither, and upon a nice en- 
quiry Meletius (who upon Erftathius’s Depofition, had been not long 
before made Bilhop of Sebaflia in Armenia , but liv’d at this time at 
Reud) was judg’d the fittefl Perfon for the place; a man in whom

their Notions and Sentiments in that Matter. After them came up

The People were infinitely pleas’d to hear him, and intreated him to 
give them fome Ihort Memorial of his Doftrinc, which he did by 
(hewing them three of his Fingers, and then contrafting two, one 
only was left, adding, to declare his meaning, there aic three which 
arc conceiv’d in the mind, though we (eem to (peak but to one, 
Which his Adverfaries ftretch’d, as if he had meant it in tnoStbellh 
an fence. Sozomen (ayes, that while he was preaching, the Arch* 
Deacon (who was of the oppofitc Fa&ion) ran to him, and vvithhis 
hand ftop’d his Mouth, who thereupon made the Signal with 11s fin¬ 
gers which wc mention’d, and when the Arch-Deacon laid hold upon 
his hand to hinder him, he declar’d his meaning with a loud voice, 
and exhorted Jiis Auditory to ftand to the Nicenc Faith, proteta 
that all others were erroneous and falfe. But however it was, his 
Adverfaries were enrag’d, and procur’d him to bebanifhd, and £«• 
zoiits, an old Companion of Arms' s, and who. when Deacon, had 
been depos’d by Alexander ,to be ordain’d Bifliop in his room.Which was 
one thing thatoccafion’d the Sellifin in that Church,thole who had hi¬ 
therto mutually communicated,now flying off,and (eparating fr rn one 
another. Thcfc things were tranfa&ed at Antioch about the latter 
k PbiioH. 1. 6 . end of the year CCCLX. The year following another Synod was 
c. 4. p. 501. ca j[\j there upon occafion of Ac ac ins's complaint to the Emperor againlt 
Fudoxins Bifliop of Conjiantinople , for having, without common1 con¬ 
tent, ordain’d Eunomius Bifhop of Cyzicum, one that was a proteis d 
Difciple of Aeti/ts , and a more fiery and zealous Herctick than Ins 
Mailer. The Emperor hereupon Tent (or Eunomius to Antioch , and 
fiimmon’d an Aflcmbly of Bifhops, whom he commanded to examine 
the Cafe. The Synod calling the Cafe before them, demanded the 
Profecutor and Accufer; but none appear’d. Por Acacins who thought 
to carry his Defign by his Power and filtered witli the Emperor, and 
never intended it fhould come under a Synodal Difcuflion, dcclina 
the Procels, and would not appear. For which t he Emperor began to 
liifpcQ him, as one that had afted herein rather out of Malice, than 
any good intent, and therefore commanded him to be immediate y 
gone to his own Sec. 





VII. CONSTANTIVS was greatly difquietcd with thefe 
Contentions, and found the Sub-divifions ot the Arian Tribe defigrt- 
ing little more than to undermine one another, for the compofing 
wnofe Differences, he refolv’d upon a more general Synod, which lie 
intended to convene at A T ice. But while engag’d in thefe Deligns 
he was uncxpedly taken off, wliereupon entiled great Revolutions 
both in Church and State. He had fbme years fince taken his Coufin 
Julian to be his Colleague in the Government, having created hint 
Cafar , and (ent him into France , to defend thofe Parts againft the In¬ 
roads of the Germans , where he manag’d the Province with great 
Succefs, till partly by his own Ambition, and partly by the requeft 
of the Army lie was mov’d to take upon him the Imperial Name and 
Dignity, and was now marching with his Army towards the Fall to 
juftifie what he had done. The News hereof infinitely difturb’d 
jtmius, but he truftmg to the profperous Succeffes that had all along 
attended him againft theUfurpers of the Empire, and having fhuffted 
up a Truce with the Perjians , turn’d his Forces, and march’d to meet 
his Nephew, At Tarfus he fell into a Feaver, ( caus’d partly by his 
making too much haft, partly by the inward Trouble and Vexation of 
his mind) which together with his fotirney increas’d upon him, till 
hiJ flefli became fo hot, that it burn'd like Fire. Being come to a plac6 
call d Mopfucrcn.e in the Confines of Cappadocia and Cilicia , his Spirits 
fail’d, and he expir’d,having firft been baptiz’d by Euzohs , and having 
ordain’d (at leaftwife it was fo given out) Julian to be his SuccelTor 
in the Empire. He died Oftober the Vth. Ann. CCCI XI. in the 
\LVtb. year of his Age, and XXXVIIft^. of his Reign, having ruled 
XIII. years witli his Father, and XXV. alone. His body was brought 
to Conjiantinople , and after fome time buried with a pompous Solem¬ 
nity, Julian himfelf walking before the Corps in a mournful Pofture, 
having put off his Crown, and without any other enfign of Maiefty 
upon him, than the Imperial Cloak. He was a Prince of a lofty Mind 
tarcHItoprdcrvethe Decorum of State and Empire, arigidExa&or 
ot Dilcipline, efpecially in Military Matters, fortunate in vanquifhing 
inteftine Divifions, and home-bred Ufurpations, unfuccefsful in for- 
reign Expeditions. A great Mafter of thofe private Vertues that adorn 
1 jr C S’ fober > chaft » and temperate, kind and bountiful tohis Friends 
and Followers, but of a Temper inclin’d to Cruelty, efpecially where 
there vvas the leaft Sufpition of attempting the Empire, (feen above 
others in putting to death 16 many of his neareft Relations; which 
yet he fought to cover with a fmooth plaufiblc Carriage. He was 
gfeatly Uxorious, and wholly given up to the conduft of Eunuchs and 
Flatterers, who flood about him, and admir’d all his Sayings as Ora- 
c * cs > 3 ™ ma de his affirmation or denial the Meafure and Rule of Truth; 
they hfl’d all great Offices in the Palace, and were the Springs that 
Jteerd all public!: Affairs, oppreffing in the meantime and fleecing 
me 1 copie, and doing innumerable Mifchiefs under the fliadow of his 
Authority. Thefe were the quick-fighted Beads about this many- 
eaded Hydra (they arc Julians * own words both concerning him ' Ad tumor. 
•u- 1 ^ that exa fperated and made him fiercer, who was not over. xxm - 
jnild m his own nature, whatever he pretended to be to others. Nef- h * 41, 
affA j natura ^ nor acquir’d Parts were extraordinary, though he 
fretted to be thought learned, but mifearried, when ever attempting 
2 2 any 
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any tiling that way. In facred things lie was Superrtitious rather 
than Religious, corrupting Chriftianity, in it felt a moft (imp c and 

* /#■«. Mntiii' ablolutc Heligion (as the very Heathen Hiftoriaii acknowledges 

upon this occalion) with vain and trifling Sunerftition. He under- 
flood little of the Controverfies then [farted, which yet lie curioudy 
enquir’d into, and vigoroully endeavoured to compote, by ltnvingto 
draw all Parties to be of his mind and way, convening Synods for 
that purport at every turn, (the! Expence.; whereof were commonly 
born at his coif) To that his whole Reign feetn’d nothing but lo many 
fevcral Seffions of one Ecclefiaftick Dirt. This laid him open to ail 
the Impo(lures and Infinuations of the Anm Party, who fed Ins hu- 
mor, and abus’d his Power, whereby they torn d his Reign with the 
Blood and Ruine of more Catholick Chriftians, then perhaps had 
fuffered under any one Heathen Emperor. But it feems he law ha 
Error when it was too late, there being three things, which S. G«.

the main carried all before him, the Catholicks were divided into 
two Parties, the one the Followers of Eafiatbius their former, the 
other the Followers of Meletiu* their prefent Bifhop (not yet return’d 
from Banifhment) who kept feparate Meetings, and refus’d to com - 
municate with each other. Lucifir hoping to bury this Schifin by 
pitching upon a Perfon in whom both Parties' might agree, unad- 
vifedly ordain’d Paulinas, a Presbyter of the Eaflathian Party, Bifhop 
of that Church, which yet was fo far from healing, that it widen’d 
the breach, one Party more being fet up in that miferably-divided 
Church. Vaulinas held his Aflemblies in one of the little Churches 
within the City, which Enzaius out of courtefie and reverence to tlie 
man permitted him to enjoy. 

V. PAVLINVS thus advanc’d to the See of Antioch, difpatch’d 
Maxims and Calemeras as his Legates to Alexandria , where Atbana- 
fius with Eufibias and others out of Italy, Arabia , Egypt and Libya , 
were afTemblcd in Council. The chief things debated and determin’d 
in this Synod, were concerning the lapfed Bifhops, who had in the 
late Reign of Conjhmtius gone over to, and joyn’d with the Arians 
whether they fhould be reftor’d to their Sees. At length the milder 
Opinion took place, that thofe who had complied only out of fear 
ormiflake, or had been impos’d upon by any fpecious pretence,fhould 
upon their Repentance and abjuring of their Error, be re-admitted 
to their Churches. But befides this, the Synod perceived that great 
Difputcs were arifen about the true meaning of thefe Terms vAcc 
and vo-oswirjf, one part charging the other with maintaining three 
Gods or Principles, the other recriminating upon them the Charge 
0 fSabe/lianifm, or confounding the Perfons in the Trinity. A miF 
apprehenfion that created no little difturbance in the Church, and 
brokeout into Heats and Feuds amongft good men, as in other places, 
fo particularly in the Church of Antioch , ('for whom the Council 
chiefly intended this Synodal Determination) where we find c Fla- * n.-od. i. *. 

a Presbyter of that Church, obje&ing to Paulinas, whom La- c ’*‘ ^ ao1, 
cifer had lately ordain’d Bifhop there, that he denied a Trinity of 
Hypo/lficS', whereas Pope Damafas, with whom he pretended to hold 
Communion, exprefly afterted but one nature, but withal! that there 
were three Hypoflafis in the Trinity. Both Parties were in the right, 
only by Hypoflafis one meant the Eftence (and fo there were not 
three Hypoflafis) while the other underftood the Perfons in the holy 
Trinity. The Synod therefore upon a full Examination of the Matter, 
finding that the miftake lay only in the ambiguity of the Terms, and 
that they all agreed in the fame thing, all held the true Faith of the 
holy Trinity, all abominated the Arian Do&rines, all detefted the 
ode/lun and Samofiatenian Herefies, decreed, that the Nicene Creed 
was the moft excellent and accurate Compendiam of Faith, and that 
henceforth they fhould rather acquiefce in, and make ufe of the 
Terms agreed on in that Council. And therefore when Socrates A * ib.c.j.p.n*. 
affirms, that the Synod condemn’d the ufe of thefe Expreflions of 

and Cscrbquoii, as applied to God \ ’tis plain he miftook the Sencc 
of the Council, which was not limply to condemn thofe Terms («cn<* 
being the very word us’d in the Nicene Creed) but to adjuft the 
A a meaning 
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meaning of them, and btcaufe by reafon of their ambiguity they were 
ant to create niilimdci (landings, that therefore they ihould keep to 
thole Phrafes that had been eltablifh’d by the Synod of ,V«r. I hey 
anathematized likewife thole that denied the Divinity of the hob 
Choh affirming it to be a Creature, and of a different Nature and 
t(fence from that of our Lord.

of VcrulU fiibfciib’d his fentence apart in the Latin longue, but ex- 
aftly agreeable to the reft; fo did Aflcrius, and being carried to An¬ 
tioch it was fubferib’d likewife by Vadims, who added an exphute 
Declaration of his faith concerning three Pcrfons, and one divine 
F,ftcncc, concerning the Incarnation of our Saviour, and that he ana¬ 
thematiz’d thole who rejected the Nicene faith, and denied theooii 
to be of the Subftauce, and co-efTential with his father or afhrnul 
the holy Ghoft to be a Creature, or that held the 1 rinciples of dMi- 
its Phot inns, or any other Hercfie.

whether upon both accounts, it is hard to lay. Certain it i 
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thefe two good men parted in great difeonrent, Lucifer returning to 
his own buhoprick at Calaris , the chief City in the Ifland of Sardinia, 
where though he made a fliift in fome mcafiire to liipprcfs his Senti¬ 
ments while he liv’d (being unwilling openly to difown what he had 
ratilictl by his Deputies in die Synod at Alexandria) yet after his death 
it broke out into a violent Schilin, his followers ltyling themfelves 
Luci/erians , after the name of their Mafter, and utterly rejecting all 
manner of Communion with thole that had any wayes communicated 
with the Arian<. 

VII. WHILE Atbanafuts was taken up ill managing the Affairs 
of his Church at home, his Enemies were bulic to undermine him at 
Court. The {'untiles now enjoy’d the full cxercife of their Religion, 
and were arriv’d to that height of Impiety, that not content with 
their common Ceremonies, they ran up into the moll inhumane and 
diabolick Myfteries, killing b young Children of both Sexes, divining 
by their entrails, and eating their f lefh. A Barbarifin pradis’d in 
other places, but efpecially at Athens and Alexandria . But in the 
midll of this horrid licentioufhefs, it vex’d them to fee Athanajim in 
fomucli vogue and credit with the People, whole pains and pretence 
kept them in, and tecur’d his People from Apoftacy. He therefore 
mull be remov'd at any rate. A Confpiracy wherein both Arians and 
Heathens joyn’d together. The Emperor was inform’d h that Atha- 
mfi/fs without any regard to his Government, did publickly keep 
Religious Affemblies, and had perverted very many Uentiles to his 
Religion,and that if he were fuffered to go on,not one Gentile would be 
left, but that they would all flock over to him,the Tribe alfoof Magic i- 
m,Pbilofophers, Arufpices ,and Augurs reprefenting,that their Arts would 
(ignifie nothing, unlefs Athanafius , as the great Remora , were taken 
out of the way. Exafperated with thefe Infmuations, the Emperor 
difpatch’d this following Edid 1 to Alexandria .

Julian 1 ; death infinitely refented by the Gentiles. The kindnefs of his 
iSttccejfor Jovian to the Chrifiians. His Letter to Atlianafius to give 
him an account of the true Catholick Faith. A Synod at Alexandria 
on that occ.tfion; their Epiftle to the Emperor concerning the Catholick 
Dotfrine, and the Nicene Creed.

I. TU LI A A^’s death call fo great a damp and difeouragement 
I upon the Gentiles , that Libanius 11 himlelf upon the News of „ Dt viu ™ 
^ it grew weary of his Life, and calling his Eye upon his Sword, p. 45 . 
refolv’d tohavedifpatch’d himfelf, which lie had done, but that fea- 
fonably reflecting upon the Principles of his own Philolophy, he re- 
kiembred that the difpofal of life was in rto mans Power, and that in 
this Cafe we are to await the Decrees of God, the Violation whereof 
he could not anfwer in another World. But his death did not more 
difanimatc the Gentiles , then it gave a new Life arid Spirit to the 
Chriltian Caufe, which but a little before was in danger to be flifled 
with the vigorous Efforts of antiquated Paganifin. For Jovian (of 
Joyinian as others call him) who had not long fince been Captain 
tathe Guards, but difeharg'd for his refolute Profelfion of Chriflia- 
nity, being proclaim’d Emperor in the Field, and having upon the

Faith of )he holy Trinity , there being but one God-head in the holy

II. THIS Letter was delivered to Athanaftus and a Committee of 
the Council, who in the name of the Synod were to wait upon, and 
prefent it to the Emperor, for that it fliould be by them drawn up at 
Antioch, I can fcarccly believe. And indeed it was time for them to 
fallen thither. For upon the firft Intimation of the new-created 
Emperor, the Arian Party at Alexandria had difpatched away i Lucius, ’ 

Tmician, and fome others to Court, to exhibit a Charge againft ZmZtlwfa 
M.wa(i:is. At their arrival they met the Emperor riding through ap.nth. Tom.y. 
the Roman Gate to the Artillery-ground, whom they petitioned for 
Audience; being asked who they were, whence, and for what they ^.5.^.642^43 
came, they told him, and that they defired a Bifliop might be fet 
O' er them. The Emperor anfwered, that he had given order that 
At !-•■■)f their former Biftiop lliouId poffefs that See. They replied, 
tli-. he had been impeached and banimed many years ago. Whereat 
an Officer of the Army Handing by, cried out, I befeech you, Sir, 
enquiic your lelf who, and whence thefe are ? for thefe are the Dregs 
and Relic pics of that wretched George the Cappadocian, who have wafted 
Al-:x,inIria and the whole World. Which the Emperor hearing, 
fpui’d on his Horfc, and rid away for that time. At the next oppor¬ 
tunity 
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tunity they acquainted the Emperor that they had feveral Crimes to 
lay to Atbanafius’s charge, and that he had been banifhed near thirty 
years fince, by the ever-memorable Confiantine and Confantius, and 
after them by the mod: Religious and Wife Prince, Julian, late dc- 
ceafed. The Emperor anfwered, that Accufations made ten, twenty, 
or thirty years ago, were pafl and laid afide, that they fhould by 
nothing to him of Atbanafius, for that he knew wherefore he had been 
accus’d and banifh’d. The men were not difeourag’d with this ill 
fuccefs, but told the Emperor at the next meeting, that they had 
other Charges againft Atbanafius, and requeued that they might 
have any man but him to be their Bifliop, and that if he come amongft 
them, the whole City would be infefted, and no man would joynin 
his Religious. Aflemblies. To this the Emperor anfwered, that hn 
had already told them, he had fettled Athanafias 1 s Affairs, and that 
upon Arift enquiry he had found him Orthodox, and to teach true 
Catholick Do&rine. They replied, that he fpake well indeed, but 
diflembled in his heart. That, (aid the Emperor, is enough, which 
your felves teftific of him, that he fpeaks well, and preaches truly ; 
and if with his Tongue he teaches right, but believes amifs in his 
heart, he is in that Cafe anfwerablc only unto God. For we that are 
men, can but hear what is fpoken, ’tis God only knows what is in 
the heart. And when they complain’d that he declar’d them to be 
Hereticks and Innovators in Religion, the Emperor faid, that in this 
he did but his Duty, and that it was the part of all Catholick Prea¬ 
chers. After this, and forne other trifling Requefts, the Emperor 
difmifs’d them for that time, commanding them to meet together 
and confult the next day 5 and after their breaking up told them, that 
the Bifhops were there ready, that each of them fhould draw up the 
Confeflion of his Faith ; that Atbanafius was there t6o (for by this 
time he and his Company were come to Antioch) and that whoever 
was ignorant, or unfatisfied in the Faith, might learn of him. The 
Iflue of the feveral Addrefles and Conferences was, that Fnzoi/isih 
Asian Bifhop of Antioch , who improv’d all his Interefl to fettle Lucius 
in the See of Alexandria, loft his labour, Lucius himfelf was command¬ 
ed to be gone, and quietly to behave himfelf; Probatius Lord Cham¬ 
berlain, and the other Eunuchs (who at Fuzoius's Infligation had 
ftickled hard for Lucius and the Arian Caufe) chaftis’d and punifh’d, 
the Emperor proclaiming, that whoever fhould dare to undertab 
any fucli Caufe againft Chriftians, fhould be ferv’d in the fame man¬ 
ner. After this, Atbanafius was honourably difmifs’d by the Emperor, 
with great Commendations of his Vertuc and the Integrity of Lite, his 
Wifdom and Prudence, as well as his orthodox Belief. 

III. BUT we muft not leave Antioch , before we have feen what 
became of the Attempts that were made by fome other Parties at 
that time. The Emperor’s fweet and excellent Temper being known, 
• smr.i+c.it the Principals r of every Sett flock’d about him, hoping toeftablifh 
p.203. So\.L6. their particular Interefts, and to fupprefs their Adverfaries. Amonglt 
(.4. p. 641. t | lc fg j-fog Macedonian Party appear’d very forward, Bafil Bifhop of 
Ancyra , Silvanus of Tarfus , Sophronius of Pompeiopolis and fome others, 
prefented a Petition in behalf of the Homoioufians, and againft the 
Anomaam, wherein they fet forth, that they blefs’d God for advancing 
his Majefty to the Roman Empire, deGring him either that thole 
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things might he ratified, which had been concluded in the Synods of 
d-tm'num and Selencia, and thofe things cancell’d, which by fome 
mens Power and Intcreft had been effected ; or elfe that the breach 
remaining in the Churches as it was before thofe Synods, the Bifhops 
from all places might meet together in what place they pleas’d, and 
freely debate things amongft themfelvcs, none elfe being admitted 
into their Society; and that the attempts of any who had a mind to 
aft clandeftinely, and to impofe upon others, (as had been done in the 
time of the Emperor Confiantias) might not be fuffered to take effedh 
That they had not themfelves come to Court, left their Numbers 
might give offence ; but if commanded, they were moll ready to do 
it at their own Charge. The Emperor taking their Petition, gave 
them no other anfwer, hut that he hated Contention, but lov’d and 
honour’d all that were Studious of Peace and Concord. Much about 
the fame time a Synod was held at Antioch , wherein the Acacian Party 
tack’d about, and made it appear that they could at any time be of 
the Emperor’s Religion, and therefore readily joyn’d with the reft 
in confirming the Nicene Confubfiantial Do&rine, which they repre- 
fented to the Emperor in this following Addrefs. 

To our mod Pious and Religious Prince Jovian, 
the Align(l, the Conqueror, the Synod of Bi¬ 
fliops alfembled at Antioch out of leveral Pro¬ 
vinces. 

W E are not ignorant, mof Pious Emperor, that it is your Makefiles 
chief Care and Study, to promote the Peace and Concord of the 
Church) nor are we ignorant that you very rightly apprehend a Form of 
the true orthodox Faith, to be the Foundation of this 'Unity . Therefore 
tbst we may not feent to be of the number of thofe that corrupt the true 
boftrine, we acquaint your Piety , that we embrace and firmly ?naintain 
the Faith heretofore agreed on in the holy Synod of Nice. For the word 
Confubftattttal, which to fome feensd new and flrange , was cautioufy ex- 
founded by thofe Fathers, fo as to ftgnifie that the. Son is begotten of the 
Suhfiance of the Father, and that he is in fib fiance like unto the Father ; 
foas neither any Paffion may be under food to be in that ineffable Generati¬ 
on, nor the word Subftance be taken according to the Vfs and Cnfiomof 
the Greeks ; but fo as to overthrow what Anus prefum'd to ajfert , that 
the Son was made out of nothing . Which alfo the Vpfiart Anomseans do 
with a greater Boldnefs and Impudence affirm, to the rending a funder the 
Pence and Agreement of the Church, And for this Reafon we have to this 
our Addrefs annex'd a Copy of the Creed compos'd by the Bifhops in the 
Nicene Council, winch we alfo own, and is as follows. We believe in 
one God, the rather Almighty, &c. 

This Declaration of their Faith was fubferib’b by XVII. Prelates, 
and by Acacias Bifliop of Cafarex amongft the reft, then whom no man 
had heretofore more vigoroufly oppos’d the Nicene Creed. But he 
knew it feems how to fleer his courfe in all .Weathers, and fofcly to 
comply with what made moll for his prefent Eafe and Interefl.

F ' ’ carneft inflance of Eudoxus Bifhop of Conftant/nople, he had nulld 
the Sentence of Dcpofition pals’d upon Aetins ? and had drawn upa 
Libel in defence of him and his Doctrine. But the change of Affairs 
by the Succeffion of Jovian to the Crown, and the late Council at 
Antioch that had exprefly condemned the Anom.ean Do&riue, had 
broke their Meafures, and Euzoius thought bed to proceed no fur- 
ther in that Matter. Whereupon Attins and Ennomius , who were at 
this time at Con}antinople, conceiv’d it high time, to look alter their 
ownAfFairs, andtoftrengthen and fecure their Intereft in all places. 
To which purpole they confecrated fevcral new Bifliops of their Seft; 
at Constantinople they ordain’d Pot-menus, who dying foon after Fit- 
rentius fucceeded in his room; Th alius at Leshus, Euphrontus forGj. 
latia and Cappadocia, ’Julian for Cilicia ; Theophtlns the Indian was lent 
to Antioch to per Evade Euzoius to pcrfeCI what lie had begun in the 
Caufe ofand upon refufiil, to take the Charge of that Peo¬ 
ple upon himfelf. In Egypt and Libya , Sen as and his Brethren were 
to adminider the Affairs and Intereds of the Party. Over the 
Churches of Lydia and Ionia they let Candidas and Art anus, whom 
Actius himfelf accompanied home to give them PoflefTion of their 
Charge. But he met with an Oppofuion which he look’d not for. 
For one Theophilus a Bifhop of his own Faction, fet hirnlelf againft 
him and aflociating with Ph.ebus, and (even Bilhops more, met in a 
Synodal AfTembly, and proteded againd him and his Proceedings, 
and wrote Letters to Eudoxius, and Maris of Lh alee don, wherein they 
charg’d Ac tins his Ordination as irregular and uncanonical, and that 
when he had been degraded from his Deaconfhip, he had without 
the leave and allowance of his Depolers, invaded the Epifcopal Office. 
They dilown’d the Ordinations lie had given to Candidas and Arums, 
and any of the red, as Ads done ralhly, and without the common 
Suffrage. The Letter was very Wellcome to Eadoxias, who highly 
relented Actius his ordaining a Bifhop under his own Nofe at Cm- 
(lantinoplc, and wrote back to 7 hcophilus and his Allocates, that 
they fliould go on vigoroufly in what they had begun, and proceed 
fevereiy rather againd Actius and the redo! the Ordainers,thanagainlt 
thofe who had been ordained by them, and perhaps he might at that 
time be the more tender in the Cafe of Candidas and Arianus, bccau e 
they were near akin to the Emperor Jovian,and had gone to him while 
he lay yet at Edcffa , to folicit him againd Athanafius . But he wile- 
ly concealing his own Opinion, referM the Matter to a more publick 
Affembly,which foon after met,when he arriv’d at Antioch. Afterwards 
Eudoxitis wrote likewife to Euzoius to engage him againd Undim 
and Ananas. But he rejected the Motion with Tome Indignation, and 
in his an Ever rebuk’d the Railinefs and Confidence of the man, 
and advis’d him to let fall that defign, calmly putting him in mind 
of his great negleft in not performing what he had folemnly engage 
to do in the behalf of Actius. This Oppofition, and the mutual teuds 
of thefe great men gave a notable check to the Anom.ean Faction, ana 
made the Catholick Caufe, lately efpous’d by the Council at Anttou 
run more cieer and finooth. ^ 1

I. ’"■"THINGS thus happily proceeded, when thefe hopeful be- 
I ginnings of the Churches Profperity were check’d by Jo- 
vians ludden and unexpected death, after he had reign’d 
not above eight Months. To him fucceeded Valcntinian , a Eveet 
and good natur’d Prince, and a great Patron of the Catholick Caufe, 
who cliofe the Weft for the Seat of his Empire, affigning the Eaft 
to his Brother Valens, whom he affum’d to be his Collegue in the 
Government, one of fomewhat a more rough and intra&able Temper, 
who being baptiz’d by Eudoxius Bifhop of Conftantinople , in order to 
his more profperous Expedition againd the Goths, foon after declar’d 
himfelf in favour of the Arians. They were not to be taught how 
to improve the Advantage of having the imperial Authority on their 
fide. EdiCIs 1 were hereupon fent to the Governors of Provinces, ' '?oU.6.cax* 
that the Bifliops who in the time of Confamins had been banifli’d, ^ 6s *' 
and redor’d by Julian , fliould be again expell’d their Churches, Ha¬ 
lm hoping hereby to decline the Envy of the Taft, by infinuating that 
be did hut revive the Law of his Predeceffor. We may be fure that 
Athanafius was not without his fhare in the common Calamity, nay a 
more particular regard was had of him, very fevere both pecuniary 
and corporal MulCis being threatned to all Officers from the higheft 
to the lowed, if they did not herein faithfully and diligently execute 
their Warrants. But the People of Alexandria began to remondrate, 
intreating the Governour that he would not raflily force away their 
Bifhop, that he would more confiderately weigh the Tenor of the 
Imperial Letters, which were dire&cd only againd fuch as being 
B b 2 banifh’cJ 
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banifti'd by Con(hmtins, had been recall’d by ; that Atbimjiu 

was not within thiscompals, that he had indeed fled under C»»//•»■ 
tins but that he was by him recall d and reftor d to his See, and that 
when 7,,/,'*» reflor'd all the reft, he was the only Per,on whom he 
perfecuted, but that JoviAt, hud again recall d him. All would not 
httisfie, the Governor perfifted immovable m his RePolution, which 
the Multitude Teeing, made Head, and rclolv d to defendI him■ from 
Force and Violence. And now all things openly tended to Sedition, 
the People threatning to burn the Corn-lhips that tranlportcd Giain 
from Alex.mfcU, and to let fire to the pubhek Buildings, to prevent 
which, the Governor prudently let the thing reft at prelent, till he 
could give the Emperor an account of it. So that the Storm leernd 
to be wholly laid; but Ath.imfws fore-feeing what was like to happen, 
and fearing to be accus'd as the Author of a Rebellion, privately m 
the Evening retir’d out of the City, and that he might be the more 
unfufpefted, conceal’d himlelf in a Monument belonging to h, la. 
mily, where he lay hid for the fpace of four Months ^ nd aSi 
lealonable retirement. For that very night he withdicu , tl c Co- 
vernor attended with the Commander of the Toiccs, * » * 
Church, whereto adjoyn’d s Houle, hoping that the Peo¬ 

ple being all afleep, they might eafilv apprehend him without any 
Tumult; they narrowly learch’d all Places, ranlacking the ic y 
Garrets and top of the Houle, but finding him not, returned. I k 
‘yit.Ath.jp. Governor at this time was 'l.-.tt.tn ", a Perlon ot great Cruelty 
r,Tvm«; and Inhumanity, whom the divine Vengeance not long after over-

efnccially having the Emperor Valenttman to befriend him. 
whatever the Caufe was, the Effeft was happy, the good nun by 
this means enjoying henceforward a calm and ferene Sea,on,

fin’d, or their Eftates confilcated, and when for the redrefs of thefe 
intolerable Grievances, LXXX. Ecclefiaftick Perfbns were appointed 
to carry a Petition to the Emperor, then at Niccmtd'ui , upon the de¬ 
livery of it,the Emperor who was highly enrag'd,but yet diflembled his 
Refentment, gave order to the Governor to put all thefe Perfbns 
aboard a Ship, under pretence of tranfporting them into Banifhment, 
which was done accordingly, and the Ship being out at main Sea, 
the Mariners according to their Inftru&ions got into the Boat, and 
fet the Ship on fire, whereby all thofe fourfcore innocent Perfbns mi- 
ferably perifh’d. All this while Atb<wafuis fat quiet and fecure at 
home, and was at Ieifure by his Councils and Intereft to affiff his 
friends in foreign Paits. He had been lately call’d upon by S. R.ifil i * Ad Athut. 
to interjx)fe his Influence and Authority for compofing the Diftradi- 
ons at Antioch, and other Churches of the Eaft, as being a Pcrfon p ' 7S ’ 
whofe Prudence and Piety, whofe Age and Experience, and whole 
many Sufferings for the Faith rendred him the fitted Perfbn to under¬ 
take fuch a Work ; that therefore he fliould do well to improve his 
Intereff with Heaven by Prayers for them, fend Legates to the Bi- 
fhops of the IVcftj to give them an account of the calamitous Stare 
of the Eaflern Churches; and afterwards others into the Eafl, where 
there was the greateft Danger, and mod immediate neGeffity of his 
aflidance. And by his next Letter 2 , wherein he again prefles the £ Bfiji. 
fame thing, it appears he had fome expectation of Atbiruftus his XLIX ‘ 
coming into thofe Parts, and enjoying the Company (as he calls it) 
ofthat truly great and Apodolick Soul. But Age, and the multitude 
of his Affairs at home, would not fufter him to undertake fo great a 
Journey, however not to be wanting in what he might, befides 
others, he lent Peter a a Presbyter of his Church, as his Deputy and a M. Ath. ib. 
Vice gerent, who travelled earnedly in thofe Matters, till he had 
brought them to a tolerable Compofure and Agreement. After which 
S. B.ifil difjratch’d Dorotheas Meletiuss Deacon at slntiocb to Arb.vvi- 
[m for his further Advice and Council, intreating him to write to 
the Bifhop of Rowe, that fince a general Synod could not be had about 
this Affair, he would fend his Opinion about it, and depute fome fit 
Perfbns to come into the Eaft, (who might have an eafie and private 
Paflage by Sea, Perfons furnifh’d with Prudence and iVleeknefs, who 
might allay the Heats, and bring with them the Ads of the Synod 
a \Ariminum, and refeind thofe things which had by force and vio¬ 
lence been enaded in that Synod ; and withrall ’tvvas very much de- 
fir’dboth by himfelf and others, that they fhould come impoweredta 
condemn the Herefie of Marct/lrts , which /fill fpread it felf, and 
whereof he had his Books by him, evidences beyond all difpute ; and 
this the rar her neceflTary for them to do, be caufe in all their Letters 
direfted into thofe Parts, they had fufficicntly cenfin’d and anathe¬ 
matiz’d An'».< but in the mean time had taken no notice of M-trce/fus, 
who had brought in a quite contrary, but perhaps no Iefs impious . 
and dangerous Error. That Atbanaftus complied with this requelt, LSxxwI 
we need not doubt, for we find the Weftern Prelates b by Letters and l>. 129 <£* 
Mcflages, comforting them under their Sufferings, and expreffing a clxxxh. 
great Sympathy and Commiferation towards them. Nor. was Atha-{^' ad y otr!l 
Mdfiits wanting in perfonal kindnelfes towards S. Ba(il, writing c in his & Attach. 
behalf, when the Monks of his Diocefs fell out and quarrelled with 
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him, reproving their rafhncls and infolcnce in mutinying againftfo 
great a Per (on, whom he ftylcs the Glory of the Church, and tells them 
they had caule to bids God, that had given luch a Bilhop to c,^. 
docia, whom every Province would be glad of.

in. 11-2. via. for reducing the People to the Catholick Faith, wherein alfo 
p. 7 c8. 7 ' C he ftylcs him a man of Apoflolick Sanflity. lhe People rejoye’d 
greatly at the De/ignation of lo excellent a Perlon, and the Hleftion 
was conliimmated by the Vote and Hands ot the neighbor-Bifhops. 
'l he News of Athanafinsh death loon flew to the Court at Antioch, 
when Euzoius Hilltop of that place having procur’d the Imperial 
Warrants, and attended by Magnus Lord-Trcaftirer, haltned immedi¬ 
ately to Alexandria, where joyning with Palladius the Governor, a 
bitter and implacable Enemy to Chriftianity, they violently broke 
in upon the Church, and rais’d a Pcrlecution not inferior in prophane- 
nels, and the moft horrid Impieties, in Cruelty, and the moflfavage 
Barbarities to any that had been before it, thole of the Heathen Ages 
not excepted. Peter they leiz’d, and call: into Prilon, and advanc’d 
Lucius the Arian (that fecond Plague of Egypt, Traitor to the frutli, 
that Paftor of Wolves, the Thief that climbs over the Fold, the le- 
cond Arius, a Current fuller than its pernicious Fountain, as Nazi- 
1 f.xxiir. anzen 1 ftylcs himj to the Epilcopal Throne, delivering the Churches 
F 4 1 7* i nt0 his hand, and giving him Power to do whatever might make for 
the Intereftof his Caufe* Peter clcaping out of Prilon, took Ship¬ 
ping and went to Rome, where he was kindly receiv’d, and where 
he expe&ed a more favourable Scalon; whence after Ionic time be¬ 
ing cfteftually recommended by Pope Damafus's Letters, lie return d 
home, recovered his See, and drove out Lucius, who fled to Confix 
tinople.; but the Emperor at that time being taken up with the Inun¬ 
dation of the barbarous Nations on the one hand, and frighted with 

the 
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the Rebellion of his own People at home, that threat’ned him on the 
other, was not at Icaliire to aflift him. 

IV. THUS have we brought the great Athanafius to his Grave, 
the moft con/iderable man of the Church in his time. Take his Cha¬ 
piter from one of the moft elegant Pens m of that Age. “ He was " Na v j ". f ** 
(liiithlie) “ as humble in his mind, as he was lublime in his life, a o^Txxl* 
man of an inimitable Vertue, and yet withall lo courteous, that P. 378- 
“ any might freely Addrels to him, meek, gentle, corapaffionate, 

« amiable in his Dilcourle, but much more lo in his Life, of an An- 
« gclical look, hut much more of an angclick Temper and Difpofl- 
“tion, mild in his Reproofs, and inftructivc in his Commendations, 

“inboth which he obferv’d fucli even Meafures, that his reproof 
«fhake the kindnels of a Father, and his Commendation the Autho¬ 
rity of a Maftcr, lb that neither was his Indulgence over tender, 

« nor bis Severity auftcre, but the one favour’d of Gentlenels and Mo- 
*« deration, the other of Prudence, and both the EfFe£l of true Wif- 
“domand Philolophy. He was one that lo govern’d himfelf, that 
“ bis Life fupplied the place of Sermons, and his Sermons prevented 
« his Corrections; much lels need had he to cut or lance, where he 
‘'did but once fhake his Rod. In him all Ranks and Orders might 
“ find fomething to admire, fomething particular for their Imitation: 

“One might commend his unwearied Conftancy in Falling and 
“Prayers, another his vigorous and mediant perlevering in Watch¬ 
ings and Prailes; a third, his admirable Care and Protedlionof the 
“Poor; a fourth, his rclblute Oppofltion of the Proud, or his Con- 
“ defeemion to the Humble. The Virgins may celebrate him as their 
“Bride man, the Married as their Governor, the Hermits as their 
“Monitor, the Coenobites as their Law-giver, the Simple as their 
“Guide, the Contemplative as a Divine, the Merry as a Bridle, the 
“Mifcrable as a Comforter, the Aged as a Staff, the Youth as a Tu- 
“ tor, the Poor as a Benefactor, and the Rich as a Steward. He was 
“a Patron to the Widows, a Father to Orphans, a Friend to the Poor, 

“a Harbor to Strangers, a Brother to Brethren, a Phyfician to the 
“Sick, a Keeper of the Healthful, one who became all things to all 
“ mtH, that if not all, he might at leaft gain the more. With relpeCt

“ others, and exceeded others; in lome he imitated their Dilcourlcs,

His works were ever held in great ERi- 
mation; when thou meeteft with any Trait of Athanafius (laid Abbot 
Cofu.es to the Author of the Pratnm Spiritual* 7 -) and haft no Paper *PratS?.c.^o 
hand to tranferibe it y rather than fail , write it upon thy Coat. Several eibUoti .Pp.gr. 
of his Writings are loR, thofe yet extant are either Doftrinal, Pole- L 7,2, f MC 7 °' 
mical, or HiRorical. His Dottrinal Tra£fo are moRwhat (pent in 
laying down, explicating and aflerting the main Do&rines and Prin- 
ciplesof the CliriRian Faith; Rich are his Expofttio Fide /', Refponfnm 
aiLibnium , his Homilies de Semcnte, and de Sabhato & Circnmcifiony

the Word, as is beyond all dilpute evident at lirR light from the be¬ 
ginning of it, where he tells us, that having in the former Tra£t

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fuccinftly though luflflcicntly treated of the Idolatry and Superftition 
of the Gentiles, and its Original in the World ; and having Ipokcn 
fometbing of the Divinity of the Word of God, and his univcrlal 
Power and Providence, as by whom God the Father cicates, governs, 
and dilpoles all things; he would now, according to his method, p ro . 
cecd to treat of the Incarnation of the Word, and his Divine coming 
in the Flelh, againft the Calumnies of the Jews on the one hand and 
the Derifion of the Gentiles on the other. Put his main connjct: was

befb Weapons to refill and refbll the Errors of that lubde and daring 
Herefie. In his Hiltorical Tra&s, (in which number we mult com. 
prehendhis Apologetical Difcourfes, moft-whai fil'd with Matters 
ofFaft, and wherein he more particularly Itrctches rortlii allI the 
Nerves of his Wit and Eloquence) he gives us a cleer and Mintt 
account of the molt material Tranfaftions of his Age; and which 
alone we can never pay a lufiicicnt Tribute of thankfulnefs to his Me* 
mory, who otherwile had been left milerably in the dark, there be* 
ing in his Writings far more, and far better accounts of the Stateof 
thole times, than in all otlicr Writers put together, indeed ittlein 
others, but what is borrowed from him, and what commonly tares 
worfe by falling into other hands. Nor has he elcap d the Fated 
all wife and excellent Writers, to be abus’d by others.. For belides 
that Hereticks made bold fometimes to corrupt his Writings (an in- 
fiance whereof Rttfinus b tells us, he knew ini his time) others pre- 
t I p im fum’d to gain Credit and Authority to their Writings, by thrulling 
. _ rr them out under his name. The firft I find charg’d < in this kind, be* 
Ecd. /.iV.3*1. ing the Nefiorian and Eutychian Monks of PaUftim, who fathered 
M*i* leveral of ApollinariSs pieces upon him. And the Example was fol¬ 

lowed by after-Ages, who have laid a numerous Baftard-ilTue at Ins 
door, and Come of them fooliflr and trifling, and altogether; unworthy 
fo great a name. Of all which, both genuine and fpunous, lor a 
Conclufien we here prefent the Reader tne following Index.

T. HIL ART was born at Ponders* in France , an¬ 
ciently call’d Augufloritum, a prime City in the Pro¬ 
vince of Aquitania Secunda , and at this day next in 
extent to Paris, an Epifcopal See, and an Umver* 
fity, renowned for the Study of the Civil Law. His 
Parents (whofe names Antiquity has conceald from 
us) were Perlons of confiderable Rank and Quality, 
anil who accordingly gave him a liberal and generous Education, 
evidently feen in the Learning and Eloquence, that r cn ‘ lrtd K 
famous through the Chrilfian World.

Whereupon he fet himfelf to contemplate the’vifible Frame of things, 
and to conclude that the lame Power that made, muft prelerve and 
(leernil things, that in an almighty and incorruptible Being, there 
could be no Sexes, no fiicceffive Generations, that the Author of all 
could have nothing without himfelf, and that Omnipotency and Eter¬ 
nity were ncceltary and incommunicable Perfe&ions of the divine 
Nature, incapable of agreeing to any more than one. While he was 
engag’d in thefe and luch-like Reflections, he met with the Books 
of the Old Tc (lament, wherein he was greatly furprizM with that 
(hort, but comprehenfive account of God, 3 | am that 31 flltt. This 
put him upon further refearches, and he was infinitely delighted with 
his Speculations concerning the Nature and Perfections of. God, to 
purfue the knowledge of whom (fofar as attainable) he reckoned to 
beoneofthemoft kindly Offices he could perform to his great Crea- 
tor.In this purfuit lie was mightily encourag'd by the natural Serice lie 
had of future Rewards, and that it was not enough only to have right 
Notions of God, unlefs there was a lively hopetnat good men fhould 
be happy in another Life, and that it was an unworthy approhenfion of 
God, to conceive that fo noble a being as the Soul of man,made to under-; 

(land,adore,and enjoy its Maker,fhould expire with the laft breach. From 
hence lie proceeded to Purvey the Revelation of the Gofpel, and 16 ar¬ 
riv’d to the knowledge of God the Son, and the great end and Advan- 
tages of his coming into the World, the Divinity of his Perfon, and 
the great Myftery of his Incarnation, that he was God of God, the 
Word that was God , and that in the beginning was with God , of tile 
fame Nature, Glory, and Eternity with his Father, the Word that was 
mde flefb , being both God and Man in one Perfon. Furnifh’d with 
this accurate knowledge of thcChriftian DoClrine,. he was baptiz’d, 
ortoufe liisownPhrafe c , he was call’d by Faith into the new Na¬ 
tivity, and to obtain the heavenly Regeneration, which he knew to 
be tlie Pledge and Affuranee of a" future and better Life.

and Paftors, and to offer up their joynt-Praycrs for his Majefty’s hap- 
pinefs and fafety, and that he would recall thofe excellent Perfons 
whomhehadbanifh’d, where Liberty would be no Iefs acceptable, 
than the Joy would be universal. He tells him, that there had been 
Chriftiansbefore Aritis, whole Faith was not vain, and who had ob¬ 
tain'd the end of their Faith, the Salvation of their, Sonia ; that ’twas 
but a little while fince the Plague of Arianifm had infeded the Air of 
the Chriftian World, that its Parent was known, and thofe who 
nurs’d it were of late date, the two EufebiiMs, Nar elfins,7hcodmtyStc- 
fbmis, Acacias , Menophantas, and specially thofe two forward 
Youths Vrfacius and Valent, who by Letters and Meflages had bark’d 
and rail’d at thofe that differ’d from them, and by Whips and Gib¬ 
bets, by Chains and Prifons had endeavoured to rack men into a 
Belief, and to compell them to become not Chriftians, but Mans;

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Indeed Conft.wtius was greatly ftartled at the News of the Com.

the Germans, and reduc’d the Country into order. 

V. THE late Tranfa&ions at Arles and Milan , had highly offend. 

» Hiur. lib. ed the Catholick Bifhops in France, infomuch that S. Hilary »• a( p 
contu "c-nfi. vifing with the reft, it was unanimoully agreed, to abftain f roin 
loL 286, Communion with Satmninus, Vrfacius, and Faints, the prime Stick. 

lers of the faction, and to leave a Liberty to the reft of the Party 
to come in upon their Repentance. Satnrnin.es , a man proud and 
fa&ious, of an ill Temper, and worfe Morals, ftomach’d it to be ex* 
communicated by the Bifhops of his own Province, and by his In.- 
tereft at Court procur’d a Synod to be held at Bcfiers near Aiks, and 
all the ncighbor-Bifhops to be fummon’d thither, hoping that in his 
ownDiocefs, where he had fo direft an influence, and by the coun- 
tenance of the Civil Power, he might carry things to his own mind. 
The Council met Ann. CCCLVI. but S. Hilary had his Eyes open, 
and knowing how eafie it was for the fubtle l’a&ion by fmooth Pic- 
texts and their accuftomed Arts of Diftimulation to abufe the Simpli¬ 
city of his Brethren, drew up an account of the true State of the 
Cafe, wherein he laid open the Impiety and Villany of the Arm 
Caufe, which he prefented to the Synod. But they not caring to 
hear on that ear, would not Puffer it to be read, moft of the Prelates 
either complying, or at leaft conniving at what was done, only Rk. 

- sAf. s tv. Amins " Bilhop of Tbolofi ftood his ground, who being otherwifeof 
h.s.i.2.?. 154. a anc | ea f] c Temper, was kept upright mecrly by the Spirit and 

Courage of S. Hilary , whofe company he kept, and whole advice 
he followed, and accordingly ran the lame Fortune with him. &* 
turnines law now there was no hope of gaining our Billiop of Poittkrs, 

- mutspod . and therefore difpatch’d Meffcngers to Court 0 in the name of the 
toi.n9-i.ad Synod, where by lalfe and fly Inltnuations, he traduc’d him to the 
nitr'diSaf. Emperor, from whom he obtain’d an order for his Banifliment, and 
in tiiUr. that he might he lent far enough out of the way, he was banilli’d in¬ 
to Pbrygia, a Warrant being direfted to Julian to put it into Ex¬ 
ecution, and thereby he as well as the Emperor was abus’d and im¬ 
pos’d upon by thofe falfe Suggeftions; for fo I underftand tharPalfage 

p iJb.adconjl. ofS. Hilary »’, and not as Barmins*, who thence infers that 'Julm 
»'• i o6 ‘ had interceded for him with the Emperor, and upon that account had 
lintfxxnu. been ftandered and mif reprefented by the Arians. 

VI. HAVING dilpos’d his Affairs at home, and committed the 
Government of his Church to the Care of his Presbyters, he betook 
himfclf to the place of his Exile, where he continued lome years. 
Nor did he pals his time in Softncfs and Delicacy, but in Prayers 
and!cars, in Cares and Labours for the good of the Church. For 

» rid.!. 10. d> now it was r (though we cannot fix the particular year) that lie Let 
rin.coi.iy 6 .i-- upon that noble and elaborate Work, of writing his twelve Books 
enneerninv the 7 rintty, wherein he has largely and accurately handled 
the whole Com roverlie, and was the firft, or at leaft one of the firft of 
the Latin Church, that profeffcdly undertook the Defence and Pa¬ 
tronage of t! at Argument againft the liibtle Rcafbnings, and impious 
\ ne S'fiiad.m dilations of the whole Ari.tn Faction. He wrote c frequently into 
mUQ ' France 
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France from all places whither he came, giving his Friends an ac¬ 
count what Tranfa&ions were then on foot, what Defigns the Arians 
were driving on, what Councils he and his Brethren the EafternBi- 
Ihops had entertain’d for the Intereft and Security of the Catholick 
Caufe. Nor was he unmindful of his private Concerns, and the 
Affairs of his Family, if wc may believe what is reported by one 1 of T* FoYtun - d [ 
his Succeirors in that See. For underftanding that his Daughter Abra S HtU: ’ ubl 
(whom he had left at Poitticrs with her Mother) was importunately 
defir’d in Marriage by a young Gentleman, of good Accomplilhments 
and great Eftate, he wrote a Letter to her to diffwade her from it, 
alluring her that he had provided her a Husband, whole Birtli and 
Nobility was beyond any humane Race, whofe Beauty out-did the 
Lilly andtheRofe, whofe Eyes fparkled like Diamonds , whofe 
Garments were whiter than the Snow, whofe Wildom was incom- 
prchenfible, Riches ineftimable and indefe&ible, and his Chaftity 
pure and uncorrupt, perfwading her in fhort to devote her felf in- 
tirely to the Service of Chrift, a match he told her which he would 
accomplifli at his return, and that in the mean time file fhould lay 
alkie the thoughts of any other Nuptials. And a Letter is extant u , \ a P - rort • 
which my Author (who wrote this about the year DLIX.) tells us, clUt ' 
was kept as a Monument at Boittiers, wherein he declares this at 
large, as reprefented to him in a Villon, and preffes her to expeft his 
return, when he would more clearly unriddle and unfold it to her; 
fending her withall, a divine Hymn to be us’d at her morning and 
evening Devotions, referring her for any thing lefs intelligible in 
them to the Inftru&ions of Tier Mother, whofe great defire it was 
by an excellent Example to form and train her up to a divine Life. 

The Letter and Hyqm are ftill extant, which being both of fufpe&ed 
Credit, we fhall not here infert. 

VII. TOWARDS the end of the year CCCLVIIL a rumor w w Fid. ub.dt 
being fpread, that a Synod was to be held at Ancyra in the Eaft , and s w d ' C9l -l' 9 > 
another at Arimimm in the Weft, and that two Bifhops, or one at 
leaft, were to be fummon’d out of every Province in France, he took 
care to inform them of the true State of things. He had of late from 
their long continued filcnce, begun to FufpeGt that they had warp’d 
alide, and gone along with the Stream, and had entertain’d theCon- 
feflion agreed upon, and fubferib’d by Ho fins in the late Art an Con¬ 
vention at Sirminm. But at laft their Letters came, which clear’d all 
his Doubts, alluring him, that they continued firm to the Catholick 
Intereft, own’d his Caufe, and ftill refus’d Communion with Satur¬ 
nine of Arles ; that the Sir mi an Conleffion had indeed been fent 
them, but that they had not only reje&ed, but condemn’d it, intreat- 
ing him to fend them an account of what Confelfions of Faith had of 
late years been pafs’d in the Eaflrm Parts. This he prefefitly did in 
his Book de Synodls, wherein he fet down the moft confidcrableCon- 
felfions that had been made fince the great Council of Nice, which 
hetranflated out of Greek, and explain’d and illullrated with his own 
Comment upon them, and amongft other things, Difcourfes con- 
ccrning the fo much bandied Exprellions of bvft.Tiov and bfjgiiiiriov j 
mewing, that if men were of fincere and honeft Minds, they might 
be both expounded into a very found Scnce, but that to avoid the dan¬ 
ger of Diffimulation, and out of Reverence to the Faihers of Nrcc, it # 
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wasbeft to keep to the Term fawn®* or ConfubpntUl, there being 
no juft Reafon why the Arians fhould except againft it; Mat there- 
fore he befought them to remain inviolable in that Belief, and to re¬ 
commend his Caufe in their Prayers to Heaven. 

VIII HE had now continued (omewhat more than three years 
in Banilhment, when to anfwer the Council held at Arm,,mm in luh 
. s S'V.1.1. a Synod was call’d at Seleuciu in lfauna, to which he was fommon d < 
p. 158- amongft the reft, not by any particular DireQion from the Emperor, 
but by the command of Leonas the Treafurcr, and Lrnrmm the I re- 
fident of lfwria, to whofe Care the Emperor had commuted that 
Affair, from whom he received fafe Conduit, and the beneht 
jy.Mta.it of publick Carriage. In this Journey J thither (take it upon 
vit. Hilar. t he Credit of my Author) as he pafsd by a certain Gan don, 
he went on the Lord’s day into the Temple there, when imme¬ 
diately a Heathen Maid, call'd Floronia breaking through the 
Crowd, cried aloud, that a Servant of God was come amongft them, 
and fell down at his Feet, importunately bcfeeching him that he 
might be ftgn’dwith the Sign of the Croft. Whofe Example her 
Fafher flofenum following, was, together withi his whole family 
baptiz’d into the Chriftian Faith. Nor was the Maid fished will, 
this, but taking leave of her Parents, followed him in all Ins Travtls, 
and attended him to his own Houfe at Poiftien laying, that herein 
fhe thought her felf more oblig’d to her fpiritual than to hci nntuial 
Father. Being arriv’d at Seleiicin, he was gladly re^civ d hy thole 
few Catholick Bilhops that were there but rejefted by the reft tiH 
he had clear’d an Imputation laid upon him. For the Arums before 
his coming, had traduc’d him and the Churches of Frmct, as guilty 
of SMIianifm, or of maintaining Father Son, and holy Ghoft,to 
be but three feveral names of the fame God. But having 
this, and given them an account of the Faith profefs d by the U- 
lick Churches, agreeable to the Nicene Creed, he was admitted into 
the Council. The grand Queftion debated in the Synod w’as con¬ 
cerning the iuaimov and the ou 3 iimc, and the un^wv, or sons aim- 
m 3 e to the Father, fiercely contefted between two contencling 
Parties, the one headed by Aucm Bifhop of Ufire,, the other by 
Ge“« of who were the far greater and more mode 

Party There were not many ftood by the o r j 3 unov belides b. m* h 
* H iur. lib. and the few Egyptian Bifhops of Athanafiuss fide; for the others, tl^ 
mtr.conji.coi. Debates flew high, there wanting not thofe that affirm i » 

nothing could in Subftance be like toGod, that m the divine Nature 
there could be no Generation, and that Chr.ft wasa Caeatum; 
upon the account of his Creation he was (aid to be boin, but the 
he was made of nothing, and confcquently was neither Son 
to God. Nay, what was the excefs of Blafphemy and Propjian , 
it was there publickly aver’d to have been preach d , 

in the God-head there was neither Father nor Son, and that if the 
were, it neceffarily infer’d that there muff be a Female P.irtnei, • 
all confequent A£Ts and Inftruments of Generation. _ f j nt o 
whereof, and other the like Stuff, the Synod begun to fc.me inn o 
great Tumult and Dilbrdcr. The conhdenng that um 

itian Ears would never brook fuclt impious and extravag^ « . 0 f 
ons, drew up a Form of Belief, that condemn d the jjjj. 
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dilfimilitude. Which feeming ftrangc to the Afifcmbly, S. Hilary 
ask’d one, who was let upon him to feel how he ftood affe&ed, wliai 
was the meaning, that they who had pofitively denied the Son to bo 
either of the fame, or like Subftance with tne Father, fhould now 
condemn the Doctrine of his being unlike to God. He was anfwer- 
ed, that Chrift was not like to God, but to the Father. The anlwer 
made the thing more obfeure and intricate than before ; till upon a 
fecond enquiry the other thus explain’d himfelf,that when he affirm’d 
the Son to be unlike to God, but like to the Father, he meant, that 
it was the Will of the Father to make nich a Creature, which 
ftiould will the like things that he did, and that in that regard he 
was like the Father, being the Son not of his Nature, but his Will 
but that he was unlike to God, being neither God, nor of God, that 
is, not begotten of the Subftance of the Father. S. Hilary was infi¬ 
nitely furpriz’d and amaz’d hereat, nor could believe it to be fpokert 
in earned, till he was publickly aflurd, that it was the Sence of the 
whole Party, all the Ho?noyoufians expreffing a moft vehement Ab- 
horrcncy and Deteftation of it. The Conclufion was, that the Aca- 
cm Party and their Form, was rejetted and condemn’d, andtheCon- 
feflion made twenty years fince, in the Council at Antioch , ^wherein 
was no mention of the Son’s Confnbflantiality) approved and ratified. 

IX. THE Synod being diflolv’d, ten Legates were * difpatch’d • s. scv. ib. 
to Court, whom S. Hilary follow’d to Conjl anti nop le , not that the frl* 9 "?*** 
Emperor had commanded him to repair thither, but that he refblv’d ulTfupr! ^ 
to attend his Majefty’s pleafure, whether he fhould return home or 
back again into Banifhment. At his coming to Court, he found the 
Catholick Faith going down the Wind apace, the Weflem Prelates 
in the Synod at Ariminum imposd upon, and vex’d into compliance, 
and the Orientalifis forc’d to go the fame way, whereupon he pre- 
fented three feveral Petitions to the Emperor, that he might have 
leave to come into his Prefence, and to defend the Faith againft its 
Antagonifts and Oppofers; but this the Arians would by no means 
agree to. This denied, heprefented aDifcourfc b (which hefeems * uh.aAc<nQ. 
to have pronounc’d in the Emperor’s prefence) wherein having firft co }‘ 3 c6 - iniu 
begg’d a favourable Audience, he vindicates his own Innocency Jj* nt * 
againft the Attempts and Infinuations of his Enemies, complains of 
tne unhappy State of Religion at that time, that new Creeds were 
multiplied fo faft, that the Faith was loft in a crowd of Confeffions, 
and was fliap’d according to the humor of the Age, not according 
to the truth of the Gofpel, that they were the braveft men that 
could produce a Creed of the neweft and the frefheft Date, and moft 
roundly denounce an Anathema againft thofe that differed from them: 

Avium, atque menjlrnas de Deo fides decernimu* , “ Admirable Stewards 
(fiyes he) “ of divine and invifible Myfteries, we compofe new 
‘ Creeds every year, yea every month, we make Decrees, and then 
“recall them, defend them, and then anathematize thole that do 
“ fo, either in our own, we condemn others, or in fentencing others, 
wc condemn our own, and while wc bite one another , tve arc devourd 
‘o»e of another. In thefe acute Reflections he fpends a good part of 
his Oration, managing the Argument with great fait and fmartnefs, 
and whereas his Majefty requir’d a Faith agreeable to the divine Re¬ 
velations, he befought him to give him leave to difeourfe a while 

before 
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before him and the Synod (then aflembled at Conflantinople, and tom 
in pieces with Heats and Animofities) concerning the Faith out of 

the holy Scriptures, and to undertake the Caule of C mil, whole 
Bifhop he was, and for whole lake nc now fullered Bamfhment; and 
this the rather, becaufe the worftof Herencks pretended to derive 
their impious and blaiphemous Relief out of the Scriptures. Whereas 
the Scriptures lye not in the Letter but the hence, and become uleful 
not barely by reading, but by undemanding, and are underlbod not 
bv iiibtlety, but by Love and Charity. And that lie might give him 
fspetimenoi wliat he would difcourle on before io great an i Aifcmbk, 
and upon To famous and controverted an Argument , a nd what he 
hoped would turn to the Honour of his Ucign the Glory ot the 
Faith and the Peace and Settlement both of the Raft on and U ( , 
(tern Churches, he concludes with a brief Account of ins Faith, that 
Faith which he had received at his Baptifin, and wind. was according 

to the Doflrine of the Golpel. . 

X WHAT Eff'eSt this Difcourle had, is uncertain, Baron,m, 
conceives 'twas altogether without fucccli, and that now looking 
upon the Cafe as delpcrate, he backd it with another, wherein 
laying afide all mild and gentle Perfwafivcs, lie proceeds in ruder and 
rougher Methods ; and that this was no other than that Difcourle 

- o fl , mu, ftilfextant <>, which in the Title is laid to have been written againft 
'• Conti ant ins after bit death ; which Inlcr.pt.on he pretends is falfe, 
and that the Dilcourfe was prelentcd to ConfUnttw himfelfat this 
’ time, induc’d hereunto by no other Argument, but becaufe m it 
S. Hilary lays, ’twas now the Fifth year from the time that he fepa- 
rated from Communion with Sat nr mum and his Party, which (Fayes 
lie) falls in exactly with this year. But whoever conhders, With 
what intolerable Sharpncls and Severity (to lay no worlc) he treats 
the Emperor in that Difcourle, how in Ins tranfports olZeal, lieilyles 
him Anti-chrift, (and juflilicsit too from Scripture) fighter agamk 
God, the new Enemy of Clirift, the Dcllrover ot Religion, a Tyrant 
in the things of God, a Pcrfceutor beyond the Rage of Nero Detw, 
or Maxima,,, the wickedcll of men, with much more to that pur- 
pole, mult needs think that no man ot a far greater J’aticnce tta 
Con/lant,,,, would have endured to have been told lo to his lace, and 
that fucli an Addicts could not have been made at lcfs colt tl ant ie 
price of his Head; and confidently mult conclude, either that lie 
fiipprcls’d it during his life, or (which is molt probable) wiote i. 
after his death, in the beginning of >/«» s Reign, wh ™ a 
might, if not with encouragement, at lead with lafety, talk auto 
rate. Nor is the Objection from the time much material, being 
Conjlantnti died the very next year after, nor can the precifc time be 
fix’d, when Hilary and the French Prelates firft abttarn (I bom Com 
munion w ith Saturn,,tat, lo that a quarter or hall a year may contri¬ 
bute not a little to the falving of this Matter. 

XI BUT be it as it will, this is certain, that the Anon, grew 
weary of S. Hilary, they found him a man of Stomach andCourag, 
and one whom a mighty Zeal mlpird with an indefatigable Induft V 
and Diligence, and therefore to be l id of Ins company, pci lww 

• Sm.ic-fAij the Emperor to let him go home, whereupon he is commant ct 

be gone, as a lower of Difcord, and the great Troubler ol the M- 
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fj e made no great hall in his return to France, flaying in fnoft places 
by the way, especially in lllvricum and Italy, where he confirm’d the 
t.atholick Faith, ftrengthnetl the Weak, refolv’d the Scrupulous, and 
mightily convinc’d Gain-layers where-ever he came. And here 
it was ' that Eufbins of Vercellx , who return’d in the beginning of f. 

*f H liau s Reign, overtook him, found him imploy’d, and joyn’d with pAi^RaftnU 
him in this excellent Work. Amongft all his Friends, none more c ' 3 ° ,3, ' f ' 238 
earnedly defir’d, or impatiently expected his return, than S. Martin, 
who was afterwards Bilhopof Fours. He was a Perfon of good Dfc- 
Iccnt, and from a Child brought up with his Father in the Camp, 
and ferv’d in the Wars under Julian. At ten years of Age he left his 
Parents, and the Pagan Religion, wherein he had been brought up, 
fled to the Church, and became a Catechumen; atXVlII. he was 
baptiz’d, but continued Hill his Military Life, till very hardly gaining 
ilis Difmi(Tion from Julian, he went to Potcliers » to S. Hilary , with c s. Sever. It 
whom he liv’d lome time before his Exile. The good Bifhop wds w* n.Aurtin. 
infinitely pleas’d with the Temper and Conversation of the man, 
and refolv’d to gain him to the Service of the Church, and fre- Ppr. 
quently attempted to invert him with the Office of Deacon. But 
the Moderty and Humility of the man made him deaf to all Per- 
fwafions, till S. Hilary confidering there was no better way to catch 
him, than to propound a place that might look like a dcbafiire and 
degrading of him, put him upon undertaking the Office of the Ex- 
omft, which lie complied with, that he might not feem to flight it 
as too mean an Imployment. Troubles encreafing upon him by means 
of the Arian Fattion, after S. Hilary's departure, he went into Italy t 
and fet up a Monaftery at Milan , where he met with no better ufage 
from Auxentius the Art an Bifhop; thence he fled with one only Com¬ 
panion, to a private Ifiand call’d Gall inaria, where he led a moll: fcvcrc 
and pious Life. Having now heard that S. Hilary was coming home, 
he went as far as Rome to meet him, but miffing of him, followed him 
immediately into France, and in a place near Poicliers erc&eda Mo¬ 
naftery, where he lived, till fome years after lie was created Bifhop 
of Tours. 

XII. S. Hilary h entred Poi fliers in a kind of Triumph, nothing b Mor tun. ib* 
wasfecn but Expreffions of Joy, his pretence put a new Life into the 
People, who feem’d half dead while he was from them. As foon 
as his Affairs were a little fetled at home, he began to look about 
him, and to fee how he might compole the publick Diffractions in 
thofe Churches, and it was no more than what the .State of thole 
times did importunately call for. The Artifices that had been us’d in 
the Synod at Ariminum, had involv’d almort all the Bifhops of the 
Weft in the guilt of Arian Compliance, the natural Effetl whereof 
was Diftrurt and Quarrels, Divifions and Separations, the Sound 
fliuri’il the infe&ed, and one man refus’d to converfc and communi¬ 
cate with another. And what vet added to the unhappinefs of things 
was, that when fome were willing to own their Fault, others were 
unwilling to receive them. And thus flood Affairs at S. Hilary s 
return 1 , who was doubtful at firrt wliat comic to take, many affirm- >' ?. sever. 
uig, that no Communion was to be held with any that had approv’d loc ' cit - 
rhe Tranfadions at Ariminum, who were to be rejeded as Heathens 
and Publicans. But the good Bifhop was for the more gentle and 

mild 
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mild Opinion, and thought it better in Imitation of the divine Com¬ 
panions, to reduce men back to Repentance and Reformation. To 
this end he procur’d Synods to be conven d in feveral 1 arts ol W, 
where the Queftion was debated, and the Matter brought to an lilac; 
fc Hitron.adv. «-} ie Bifhops k that had been enfnar’d in the Council at Anmnim , 
flock’d from all Parts, and declar’d, that whatever they might be 
accounted, their Confluences did not charge them with Heretic pro- 
telling by the blefled Sacrament, and al that is Holy and Sacred, that 
they fid not fufpeft any ill Defign in what they had done, that they 
thought mens Minds and Words had agreed together and that m 
the Church, where nothing but Simplicity and the ConteTion of 
Truth fhould take place, there (hould never have been found one 
thing in the Heart, and another in the Tongue; that they had en- 
tertain’d a good Opinion of bad men and that that had betray d them, 

> and that they could never have believ d that Clirift s Ccm.iianders 

fhould have fought againft him. All which they acknowledged 
with Tears and Sorrow, and nrofefs’d themfelves ready to revo e 
their former Subfcriptions, and to condemn the whole Body of the 
Arian Blafphemies. And fo the Matter went on (moodily, and lie 
Penitent Prelates were receiv’d and reftord. I he only 1 erfon that 
made any confiderable Oppofition, was Snturninns or Ark,, whole 

Obftinacy and Impiety not being curable by any other means, «as 
to undergo the laft and fevcrelF Remedy. S IUtry having rcceivd

XIII. IN this, or at leaft lome preceding Synod ( ortK ' f 
tion it in their Letter) Snturninus was accus’d, not only ol Here', 
but of great Mifdemeanors in his Life and Manners, and containJ 
obftinate, was excommunicated by afl the Bdhops m 
was no fooner thus taken off, but the reft fti uc .. , Syn0( | s 
mitted upon profefling their Repentance.

Not to mention the palpable Violence that he muft needs 
offer to his own Confidence. Perhaps fomething tending that way, 
might have been fpread by the Malice of the Faftion, andthethirig 
improv’d by going from hand to hand ; or S. Hilary's Enemies might 
have fentenc’d him in fome of their clancular AfTemblics, and Rufi¬ 
nas meeting the Report, heedlefly took it up, and it may be added 
fome Circumftances to make it out. Sure I am, the men of the Ltt-

HE was a man of more than common feverity of Life, iii 
all the Patfages whereof, and indeed in all his Writings there breaths 
an extraordinary vein of Piety; he folemnly appeals z to God. that ‘deiu'n.!. i 
he look’d upon this as the great Work and Bufinefs of his Life, to tu 
imployall his Faculties, of Speaking, ofReafonand Underftaiiding 
to declare God to the World, and either to inform the Ignorant, or 
reduce the Erroneous. He had a great Veneration for Truth, in the 
fearch whereof he refus’d no Pains or Study, and in the purfiiit of it, 
was a&ecl by a mighty Zeal, and in the Defence of it, us’d a freedom 
and liberty of Speech, that fometimes transported him beyond the 
bounds of Decency, as is too evident (not to name other Inft'ances)’ 
in his Addrefles to, and the Character he gives of Conftaniins, whereirt 
he lets loofe the Reins not to Zeal, but to Rage and’ Paflion, and 
treats him with a Liberty far from being confident with duty to Go¬ 
vernors, or indeed juftifiable by the common Rules of Prudence and 
Civility ; his hearty concernment for Religion, meeting with tlie 
vigor and franknefs of his Temper, the natural Genius ol his Coun¬ 
try, made him lometimes forget that Reverence that was due to Su¬ 
periors, though otherwife he was of a very React gentle Temper. 

No Confiderations either of hope or fear could byafs him one Hairs 
breadth from the Rule of the Catholick faith ;• he underwent Banifli- 
ment with as unconccm’d a Mind, as another man takes a Journey 
of Pleafure; he was not mov’d with the tedioufhefs of his* Journies,

-—T .BASIL (whofe incomparable Learning and 

Piety fmiverfally entitled him to the firname of 
GREAT) was by birth a Cappadocian (taking 
the word in its larger Signification) born in Pon- 
ttts, where ’tis plain 1 his Father liv d, and whence 
all his paternal Anceftors were defeended. And 
here fomc fix his Nativity at Helenopontus , an ob- 
fcure Town in that Country ; indeed fb obfeure, that I find no fuch 
place in any Writer of that time. For though Confl an tine t he Great, 
cave that Title to one of thofe Provinces in honor of his Mother He¬ 
lena yet I believe no City of that name was at this time in being, 
whatever might be afterwards. I conje&ure him therefore born at 
Neocafarea , which though reckoned to Cappadocia at large (in which 
fence it reach’d to the very Shore of the Pontick Sea, and this the 
Ancients m call’d the Greater Cappadocia ) was yet wW 
a City of Pontus , yea the Metropolis of the Pont us Polemomacus. And 
I the rather conceive him born here, or at loaft hereabouts, be- 
caufe’tis certain his^Grand-mother Macrina liv’d here, and here he 
himfelf was educat^§-° from his very Child-hood, and here lpenta 
good part of his after-life.He was defeended t both by Father and Mo¬ 
thers fide, of an ancient and honorable Race, Perfons equally cele¬ 
brated for Nobility and Vcrtue; fuch as had been famous both in 
Court and Camp, and had born the higheft Honors and Offices or 
their Country; but above all, were renowned for their 1 lety an 
their Sufferings, and their conftant and undaunted Profeihon or e- 
ligion. Under the Maximinian Perfecution.one of the laft, but Iiotteit 
Efforts of declining Pagan,fm, and which made all that preceded leem 
Humane and Gentle ; his paternal Anceftors, to avoid the Fury 0 
the Storm, fled to one of the woody Mountains of Pontm\ not (Jounc¬ 
ing but to find better Quarter from the moft wild and fiivagc Ue* 
tures there, than by ftayingat home to encounter with B^alfs intiic 
fhapeofmen. Here they continued near feven years, baniindtr 
the Comfort and Society of Friends, (a thing ftrange to 
had been wont to be crowded with a train of Attendants and l oi J - 
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frs ; allt l expos’d to Hunger and Cold, to Rain and Storms, and to 
•ill the Hardlhips of a barren and difconfblaie Place. And all this 
the more inliipportable, becaufe tailing upon Perfons, whofe tender 
and delicate Education had made them Strangers to the preffuresof 
\Vaiu and Hardfliip. Till at length courfe Fare and hard Lodging 
li tilfb far impair’d their Health, as to make them defirous of tome 
Kcfrefliments more Ratable and grateful to the Appetites of weakned 
and decay’d Nature, wherewith they knew God could, if lie pleas’d, 
calilv furnifh them. And the divine Providence, which is never 
wanting in Nccdfaries, is wont fometimes, though at the Expcnces 
of a Miracle, to gratilic his Servants with Delicacies. And thus it 
hap’ned here, for on a hidden an Herd of fat Deer came out of the 
Thicket, and voluntarily offered thcmfelves to the Knife, following 
the Perfons they met, without any other force, than the direftion 
of a Nod. Being brought to the place of their abode, they Rood 
pill till as many as were thought convenient were chofen out, and 
the reft being difinifs’d, quietly return’d back into the Woods. A 
fcaff was hereupon immediately prepared, and our poor liungcr- 
jhrv’d Confcifors liberally treated, who thankfully own’d the bounty 
of Heaven, and look’d upon it as an Encouragement and Obligation 
to go on cheerfully with their Portion of Sufferings that were yet 
behind.- Rut leaving them, let us come nearer home. His imme¬ 
diate Parents were not more famous for their mutual kindnefs, than 
for their Charity to the Poor, their Hofpitality towards Strangers, 
the devoting a conftant part of their Eftate to God, their abftinencc 
and Falling, and all the Vertucs of a good Life, all which God was 
pleas’d to Crown with a numerous and hopeful Iilue. His Fathers 
name was Ihpl x , a man Prudent and Religious, and of great Name n.ib.p.^21 

and Authority in his Country, whom Pojfevin y and fomc others 
without any Authority that I know of, will have in his latter dayes ^ 17 r. 
to have been a Riftiop; and the Cciuuriators * are fb confident of it, * i»\’- nfi. 
as to cite Nazianzen for their Author, who yet hives no fuch thing ; 
his Mother was Emmelia , a Woman of ftribl conduct, and rare accom- in AdUnd. ad 
plifhments ; fb exquifite and celebrated a Reality, that fhe was on all 
hands lollicitcd for Marriage, and fomc lo lar tranfported, astoberea- p,^. 
dy to attempt by force, what they could not carry by milder and more 
fo ft Addrcffes. 

II. THE prod 1161 of this happy Marriage was our S. Hapl, their 
cldefl Son, and (if I miftakc not) their fecond Child. A Youth of 
a goodly and promifing afpebt, the Index of a more pregnant Wit 
and ingenuous Mind. His firft Studies •» were conduced under the 
Difciplinc of his own Father, who was careful to inftrubf him in all 1. p.157. 
the Rudiments of Learning, and cfpecially to fcafon him with right 
Notions of Religion, and‘to train him up to a courfe of Piety, which 
he equally promoted both by his Lectures and his Life. But herein 
none more induflrions or ferviccablc than his Mother Emmelia, and 
cfpecially his aged Grand mother 1 Macrina. She had fometimes been b nifif. Epift. 
Auditor of the famous S. Gregory Thaurnaturgus Bifliop of Neocxfarea, ^f.yxi'x!’ 
by whom (he had been educated in the Principles of the Catholick {,,‘,40./^. p. 
Faith, whereto fhe had alfo born witnefs by beinpja Conlcffor under 
fomc of the latter Perfecutions. This flic took all imaginable care to 
convey and propagate to her Gran l-childrcn, planting their Minds

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with the firft Seeds and Principles of Truth, as S. Bafil niorethaii

fkfr ' domeitick Education, and being accurately accomplifh’d with all the

Fellow-Pupils, and bad fair to overtake his Mahers; fo that he quick- 
ly drew the Eyes of all Perfons upon him, who reverenc’d him for 
his excellent Learning, but efpecially for his more excellent Life; 
and generally beheld him as a Mafter-Orator, and Dictator in Philo- 
fophy, and what’s more, as aBiftiop in the Church, before his years 
rendred him capable of thofe Employments. But above all, heap- 
plied himfelf to ftudy the true Pliilofophy, to break Ioofe from the 
Charms of this lower World, and to trade in divine and heavenly 
Things, and to barter away thofe things that are frail and per idling, 
for thofe that arc unchangeable and eternal. From Cyfarea lie re¬ 
mov’d to Conftantinople, lately made the Imperial City, and flourifh- 
ing with eminent ProfefTors of Rhetorick and Pliilofophy, whole 
(everal Perfe&ions by the quickncfs and comprehcnfivenefs of his 
Parts, he digefted into his own life and ornament; and then to crown 
all, went to Athens , the common Scat of Arts and Learning, whereto 
have fpent fome time, was it ielf enough in thofe dayes to havegiven 
a man the Reputation of a Scholar. 

III. THE fame offo excellent aPerfon had before hand prepard 
mens minds, and made that Univerfity big with Expectations of his 
coming, and every one was contriving how to gain him for their Pu¬ 
pil. It was the Cuftom at Athens, for the Youth of the Univeifity 
to lye in wait for the arrival of young Students, tobefet all Wayes 
andTraQs, all Ports and Paflages, that fo firft feizing upon them, 
they might cither perfwade or draw them in to be their Fellow- 
Pupils, thinking by this means to oblige their Mafters, and outvy the 
Train of other ProfefTors, between whom there us’d to be great Clalh- 
ing and Emulation. Having gain’d the frefh man, their firft care 
was to lodge him in the Houfeof fome Friend, or Country-man, or 
at leaft of one of thofe Setters, that plied up and down in the behalf 
of that Sophift, who was to be his Tutor. Next they gave way to 
any that would, to pofe him with hard Queftions, and to run him 
down with Quirks and Subtleties, which were either more rude or 
ingenuous, according to the Humor and Education of him that put 
them. This they did, to baffle the good Conceit of himfelf, winch 
the young man was fuppos’d to bring along with him ; and from the 
very firft to fubduc him into a perfe& Submiflion to his Teachers. 
This being done, they conduct him in a pompous Proccflion through 
the Market place to the publick Bath, two and two going before him 
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at equal diftances; being come near the place, on a fudden they rais’d 
a wild fraiitick Noife, and fetch'd many ftrange Frisks and Capers , 
knocking like mad men at the Gates, till having fufficicntly frighted 
the young man, the Doors were opened, and he was made Free, and 
then they return’d and embrac’d him as their Friend and Fellow-Pupil, 
and a Member of the Univerfity. Thcfe troublefomc Ceremonies ‘ of 'confvqukdl 
initiation, however otherwife common and ordinary, were vet dif- h ZoimU 
pens’d with towards S. Bafil, out of the great Reverence they had for ap. Phot. cod. 
him, as a Perfon advanc’d beyond the Laws of ordinary Students. ^ 8 XXX * L £;. 
At Athens he met with Gregory of Naz.Unz.um , (who had fometimes devit. fap.q. 
been his School-fellow; between whom there commenc’d fo intimate 
and dear a Friendfhip (there being between them a peculiar affinity 
Temper, Study, and courfe of Life) that nothing but their laft 
breath could part them, they had the fame Difpofition, Inclination, 

Uefign, and Emulation; and as Nazianzcn * adds, they feem’d to ^ibid.f.^o ; 
have had but one Soul between them. One of the firft Inftanccs of 
Freedom and Familiarity, NazUnzen gave him upon this occafion. 

Some Armenian Students (a clofe and fubtle People according to the 
Genius of that Nation) who had been his old Acquaintance and 
School-fellows, being vex'd to be out-done by a Novice, one who had 
but juft got on the Philofophick PaIlium, came to him under pretence 
of Friendfhip, and falling upon him with captious and fophiftical 
Deputations, endeavour’d at the firft attempt to beat him down. But 
they foon found they were over-match’d ; whereupon Nazianzcn to 
(jmport the Honor ofthe Univerfity, ftruck in with them, and reliev’d 
their languifhing fide. But perceiving that ’twas not love to truth, 
but Envy and Emulation that infjiir’d them, he prefcntly deferted 
them, and went over to S. Bafil , and foon turn’d the Scale. For Bafil 
now freed from fo able an Antagonift, fell fo heavily upon them with 
his Arguments, that not able to abide the Shock, they were forc’d 
to retire with fhame, and to leave him the full and abfolute Pofleffion 

ofthe Field. . , 1 . - 

IV. FOR the Direction of his Studies, he chiefly applied himfelf 
to Himerms h and Prohxrefms , two of the moft eminent Sophifts at 
that time at Athens ; men renown’d for Learning and Eloquence, and c . t ? . p . $59. 
upontliat account highly in favour with the Emperor Julian; the lat- . . 
ter whereof was an Armenian 1 born, and for that reafon had the 
Youth of Pontns, Cappadocia , Bithynia , and the neighbor-Countries 
committed to his Care and Tutorage. He was greatly honour’d by 
the Emperor Con flans *, who lent for him into France, and let him lb ‘t 
amongft the Nobility at his own Table, and in a bravery lent him to 
Rome, where he was honour’d with a Statue of Brafs in full Propor¬ 
tion, with this Infcription, ROME 'I HE QVEEN OF CITIES 
TO THE KING OF ELO gJV E N C E. Under thefc Ma¬ 
fters lie very happily improv’d his time, though he foon grew weary 
ofthe place 1 , which did not anfwer his Expcftations, and was there- « fovMfip 
fore wont to call Athens, vavIm fj^3tUpA nern pty and vain Felicity . Afld ^ * 9 
indeed he had immediately turn’d his back upon it,had he not been de¬ 
tain’d by the Arguments and Perfwafions of his dear Friend Nazianzen', 
for thefe two liv’d, ate and convers’d together, mutually grew up 
in all the Endearments of Kindnefs and Friendfhip, and equally prof- 
per’d in Learning and Piety. With none would they keep company

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•mportuntty of the People, who thereupon having firft baptiz’d him,; 
confccrated, arid plac’d him upon the Epifcopal Throne. But no 
(ooncr w ere they at liberty, but they began to difown what they had 
done, and rcfblv’d to refeind the Elc&ion, pretending it to be unca- 
nonical and extorted by force and violence ; only Gregory, Nazian- 
» s lather, Bilhop of Nazianzum, a little Town in that Province, 
flood to it, and by all means labour’d to ratifie and confirm it. It 
made the Cale a great deal worfe, that Julian lay at this time at 
L'Jjm, whither he was come to fee Execution done upon that City, 
for the Riot made upon the Paean Temple; and it vex’d him not a 
little to fee a Chriffian Arch-bifhop thus zealoufly and tumultuoufly 
cliofenunder his very nofe, and a man too, whom he did not like. 

The Governor of the Province, who likewife ow’d Eufcbius an old 
grudge, for having taken a different Courfe, while imploy’d in the 
Administration ofeivil Affairs, took advantage of the Emperor’s re- 
fentment, and wrote Letters in his name to the feveral Bifhops, com¬ 
manding them with Menaces to repair thither , and manage the 
Charge againff Eufbius. Amongft the reft, a Letter came to Gre- 
vorr, the aged Bifhopof Nazianznm , who return’d this fhort and bold 
anfwer, that in thefe Matters they were fuhieft to an higher Prince, 
whole Caufe was now oppos’d, who would examine the Elc&ion, 
which they had duly and regularly made; that in other things force 
and violence might he offered them, but that no man could hinder 
them from maintaining what they had legally and juftly done; unlt-ft 
after all the reft, they could make a Law, that men mould not take 
care of their own Affairs. The Governor, though offended with the 
Freedom of the anfwer, yet admir’d the Wifclom and Spirit of the 
man; and it fo far prevail’d, that the Emperor’s difplcafure cooled, 
and no farther attempts were made in that Matter. 

II. BUT though the Storm feem’d allay’d from abroad, yet did 
it not clear up into fair Weather at home. Eufcbius the new-elc&ed 
Bifhoptook fome occafion to fallout with Bafil 1 , and though other' 1 // ont.xX* 
wife a very good man, yet in this fell fhort of the ordinary Rules 
both of Prudence and Religion. He was himfelf obnoxious upon the 
account of his late Election, not ftri&Iy warrantable according to the 
(landing Laws and Canons of the Church ; he had to deal with a 
Perfonof a great name, and an uriqueftionable Reputation, and who 
by his Authority and Influence was able to ftcer a Party which way 
he pleas’d ; befides, there were fome Wvfttrn Bifhops (probably Ln- 
cifer of C alar is, and Eufcbius of VcrcclLe) at this time at C.v/arca, who 
took in withthofe that were rnoft zealous for the Catholick Intereft. 

Nor did#,?/// ftand alone in this Matter; the Monks of C<cfarea, over 
whom he prefided as their Director and Governor, prefently efpous’d 
their Mailer’s Quarrel, and finding Eufcbius unrcitfonable in his Ex¬ 
ceptions, and obflinate in his Refolutions, withdrew from all Com¬ 
munion with him, and drew a great part, not only of the common 
People, but of the Magiftrates, into the Separation. Things ripen¬ 
ing thus faff into an open breach, Bafil, who was rtt a loft, how to 
tohavc himfelf in this dif juncture of Affairs, out of a great regard to 
the Peace of the Church, thought it beft, at leaftfor the preient, to 
retire into the Wildcrneft, wherein he was not a little fway’d by his 
own Inclination, to embrace the Solitudes of a private Life, where 
G g h$

P- City of Pontus, which had been the place of his Education, where 

he had much acquaintance, and enjoy’d the Convcrle of excellent 
men. and finding it a place (it for a contemplative Life (being fituatc 
in the more wild and defert parts of the Country) (lay d here a long 
time But wearied at length with the troublelome Interruptions of 
Society, he withdrew into the adjacent Wildernels, where he fix’d 
e r , XDC. his Station in the Mountainous parts*’, near the bank ot the River 
I-. i'*.: a. I.?. a famous River, which arifuig m the Mountains ot y/r«, 

: runs through the middle of Pontus, and empties it le t into the 

dtTliJn. m Sea. The place he made choice of, was naturally fitted for all the 
Advantages of Solitude and Contemplation; it was a high \.oun. 
tain cloath’d with a thick Hiady Wood, and watered on the North 
with cool and Cryftal Springs that iffned from it. At the loot of 
the Hill was a fruitful Valley, the Verdure and Fertility whereof, was 
not a little owing to thofc benign Streams that flowed from the neigh, 
boi in- Hills; as for its quictncfs and fecurity, it was beholden to the 
WoocTs, variegated with all forts of plealant Tiees that cncornpaEd 
it Nature lia3 form’d it into a kind oi PeninfoLt , and fortified it with 
Bullworks on every fide ; two parts of it were lecured by deep and 
unapproachable Vallics; a third by the River, which falling from 
a Precipice, was a fare Wall on that fide ; on the other was a ragged 
and naked Rock, which joyning to the Valley, cut off al Avenues 
that way There was but one Paflage to it, and that too lecurd by 
thole who liv’d within. It was on the mod prominent part of this 
Mountain, that S. Ihfil fix’d his Cell, whence there was an cafieand 
delightful profpea both into the Valley below, and upon the neigh- 
bor River, which flowing with a quick rapid Stream , and dam* 
ing it fclf againff the Rocks that oppofcd its paflage, at once gratified 
both the Eye and Ear. Nor wanted there other Divcrtifements to 
thole who were deflrous to entertain thcmfelves with innocent I lea- 
fines.’ boras the River afforded plenty of excellent bifh, and the 
ad joyning Hills convenicncy for Sport and Game; lo the Birds from 
the Woods charm’d the Ear with untaught Muflck, while the Eve 
was ravifil’d to look down and behold the Elams over-fpi cad with a 
natural Tapcffry of Herbs and Flowers. But the greateft advantage 
of the place, was its Solitude, being perfedlv remote from all Com¬ 
pany not a man fcen that way, unlefs when Hunting by chance 
brought them thither, and that notin queft ofBeafls ofprcy,Wol\es, 
Lions, &c. (for with fuch the place was not infefted) but of Dccr, 
will Goats, and fuck like peaceable and harmlefs Creatures. 

I V. T H E good man was infinitely latisfied with the place ot ns 
Retirement, and wanted nothing to complcat his happinefs but the 
company of his dear Friend NazUnzcn, whom he oft uwtted tocomc 
thitherto him; In one of his Letters he elegantly dcicribes his onu 
* ][<!(}. vn. nate Ifiands (as Mtdwzev calls them**) laying before lnm all ti 
p-wild inartificial Plea fires of the place, and the great Ac vai ‘ r> 

minillrcJ to Piety anti Contemplation. Which ,™ ( 
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anfiver i with a great deal of witty Eloquence retorts upon him, turn- 9 iM- 
j j„ a || t he Paflages of his Letter into Sport and Merriment. But 
having after fome time broken loofe from thofc Affairs that detain’d 
him over he goes to him, and joyful, wc may be fiire, was the meet¬ 
ing of thole two dear Companions, whole Inclinations, Studies, and 
way of Life ran both in the fame Channel. But though 16 mutually 
converfant with each other, yet they liv’d apart in different Cells, as 
is plain from tXazianzvns Epiftle to Arnpbilocim r , one of the pious * vfji. xir. 
Inhabitants of that place. Indeed ILipP s Company and courfc ot Life (’• 7? 5 - 
quickly drew ot hers into thole parts, who flying from the Noife and 
Troubles of the World, did after his Example, give up thcmfelves to 
the Severities and Mortifications of a retired Life. He had in his 
Travels, with great Complacency, obferv’d *’ the ftri&ncfs practis'd ( ru.nif-n?. 
by the Monks and Anchorets in and WiLjlnv:, whole Rules and tmv.p. 14 ®. 
Inftitutions he rclolv’d to let on foot at his return. And mcding at 
Ctftrct) with fome ready difpos’d to a monaftick Life, lie joyn’d him- 
jclfto them, till being forc’d thence, he now again reviv’d the Dc- 
fgn, in a place much more opportune and convenient for it. Great 
numbers flocking thither, they loon grew up into Religious Societies, 
fpending their time 1 in Tinging Pfahns, in fervent Prayers, devout » 
Meditations, reading and expounding the holy Scriptures, and the ix. p* 774* 
conftant Exercifcs of Piety and Vertue. And what hours were bor¬ 
rowed from the Offices of Religion, were laid out in bodily Labors, 
felling Wood, or digging Stones, in lotting Trees, planting and water¬ 
ing Gardens, an Imployment which at once afforded both Mainte¬ 
nance and Recreation. And beca'ife no courfe of Life can be man¬ 


aged without fome fix’d Laws and Conffitutions, he advis’d with 
Nizhnz n about drawing up particular Orders to be obferv’d in the 
monaftick State, which they form’d into Rules and 
Canons, and for the benefit of PoRcritv as well as * 
the prelent Age, committed and conlign’cl to writing. i "%&7i 

Some fuch tiling lie had been hammering at his firff to iy).(a<pa Lardy- 

cominz into the Wilderncfs, as appears by Jiis “ Letter SK .

rections ncccfliiry to be obferv’d by thole who embrace a folitary and 
afcctick Life. Tliele were the firft Rules of monaftick Difcipline 
that were cftablifli’d in the IdfLm Church, and from hence were 
deriv’d the feveral Conftitutions of all thofc Religious Orders, that 
afterwards over ran the Church. 


V. S. BASIL had now lea Pure to look about him, and to re¬ 


member his Friends at Cxfarea. They had greatly relented his depar¬ 
ture from them, and had carncftly written to him to return. But in- 
fteadofthat, he fends them an Apologctical Epiftle"', wherein he » rp. exit. 
excufes his retirement, and begs their forbearance for a time, (this ?•«*'$• 
courfe of life being not only agreeable to his humor, but highly ufe- 
fulto the Purpoles both of Piety and Study) and cautions them to 
beware of the Infinuations of Impoftors, left, like the Shepherds of 
(be Pbilifl im‘s x they privily ftop’d up their Wells, and muddied the 
pure Catholiik Dodrine profeF’d among!! them. And becaufcihe 
Poftrinc of the holy Trinity was then mainly (truck at, he fpends 
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the far ereateft part of that Apologetic!. in affcrting the Deity of the 
Son of God but efpecially in proving the Divinity of die holy Ghoft 
But the good man, though defirous of nothing more than anu* 
fturb’d quiet Life, found that even the Solitudes ol the Wilderntfs 
could not afford it. He had Ihifted his Scene but had not chang’d 
his State : he had (led from C.eftrca to avoid Node and Contention, 
and he now met with Vexations and Inquietudes nearer hand, fa 
f'oniui Bilhop of Ncoc.ef.ma was lately dead and the eoplc was paffi. 
onatcly defirous to have lUjU for his Succeffor. but the h. 

Qion in that City, knowing how much it nnpoiced then Cuileto 
exclude (6 zealous a Dcfcncfcr of the Oithol.dc faith, Jhongly op. 
Shc Ffi., and that they might lelfen h is Uepntat.o„vti,h 
the People, loaded him what they could with odious Imputations. 
Thev charg’d him with Innovations in Matters oi Religion that Ik 
had let up Monachitin, and had introduc’d a new wav of (mg,„ g 
into the Church, that he was a proud and ambitious man, 
and had importunately attempted to intrude himfelf into the JW 
™L,„ Sec; that he had delated the DoAnne of their Ancellois, 
ami e'ljieciallv departed from the Paul, of the Great S. Gnwrr, the 
firlf Bilhop and Pounder of their Church, whole Doftrmc they pre¬ 
tended to he the fame with theirs. News hereof coming to him, he 
immedi.ttelv prepares for his defence, not to promote his 
but to vindicate his Credit. To which end lie wines fiift to the 
• rp. LXM1I. Presbytery, and then to the whole Clergy ol that Church * , "'herein 
*■.''!> having modcftly reprov’d them for their unkmc nets to him, their 
crcdufousaifent to tlte Slanders of thole who by ill Arts laboured t 
undermine his Reputation; and having warn d them of the corrupt 
Doam.ita, and bad Dcfigns of the S.ih/h.w l eaders ; lie particularly 
an fivers the Crimes ohjcQcd to him. That tor Ins forming men mo 
a monaftick Life, wherein having renounc’d the World, and all its 
fecular Cares and IntcreRs, they might the more clofely attend he 
Duties of Piety and Devotion, he was fo far from looking uponlitas 
his fault, that he thought it to be his Glory, and the great UifineS 
ofhisl.ife. Though lie was not the lu ll founder of it, tile tiling 
being practis’d in V.t’jft, I’.tU/fim', and ellewherc by Perfons in com¬ 
panion of whom, he and his lircthien were but Chi dren. Norcoo

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tticia, Syria, and where not ? That lie fhould a deft the Epifcopal 
Throne, was, lie tells them, a mod fa 1 fe and groundlefs Infinuation, 
wherein they might fatisfie themfelves from his carriage many years 
aco, when the prime men of their City were fent to him, to invite 
him to an honorable Office amongft them, and to which he wanted 
neither encouragement nor importunity, but had utterly refus’d it. 

And could they think he would now thruft himfelf upon them, who 
had heretofore fo obftinatcly rejefted their Invitation ? LafHy, as to 
hisDoftrinc, ’twas found and orthodox; and whereas the SakHian 
Party lhelrered thcmfelves under the pretended Authority of S. Grc- 
g 0r y and made a great noife with a particular Fxpreflion in his Wri¬ 
tings looking that way, lie lhews them that pafTage had not been con- 
fideratcly delivered by him as a point of Doftrine, but Jiad fallen 
from him in the heat of Deputation, when warmly engag’d in dif- 
courfe with sE.li.vt the Gentile, the defire of gaining whom, made 
him lefs accurate and critical about words,not nicely contorting about 
leffer things, that he might reach the main Conclufion. Wliich oc- 
cafioned his ufing many other Phrafes in that difeourfe, which how¬ 
ever fincerely meant, were yet capable of being fhetch’d by men of 
perverfe minds to a bad Sence; that the paflage it felf rightly ex¬ 
plain’d, vt’as found and warrantable, and that for the main of the 
Caufe, there was enough in that great man’s Works, to clear the 
Matter beyond all Exception ; and that Sakllianifn had heretofore 
been filenc’d by the force of that Doftrine that he had preach’d 
amongft them. Concluding his whole Apology with a fevious Ad¬ 
monition, to beware of thelc mens Inlinuations, which however 
gilded over with fair pretences, did yet convey the molt mortal 
Poyfon. 

VI. WE may not fuppofe this excellent Perkin mecrlycloiftcr’d 
lip in his private Cell, he had a more aftivc and comprehcmive Piety, 
making frequent Excurfions > into the Province, preaching both in y R U fin.i 2 .c.$. 
Cities and Villages, till by his warm and zealous Difcourfes, he had I 
thaw’d the dull and frozen Temper of that People, and had kindled 
in them a brisk and generous fence of Religion, 16 that Societies were 
every where erefted both of men and women, who gave up them- 
fclves to Prayers, Pfalms, and the perpetual Intercourfes of Devoti¬ 
on; Hofpitals founded for the Poor, and endow’d with competent 
Provifions, fo that the whole Country feem’d to put on a new face. 

He was imploy’d in thefe and liich-like Exercifes , when a Synod 

being conven’d at Lampfacns, a City Handing upon the HJlfpont, 

near the mouth of the Propontis, Euflathius z Bilhop of StbaJHa, and * r>J f t E y,fi, 

fome others going thither, came to Eufimi, whither they fent for lxxix.[>.

At Ccefarea >' was thegreateff Dearth that had been known h m*or.xx t 
in the Memory of man, and being an in land City, was not capable ™ 0, 
ofthofc foreign Supplies, which Maritim Towns are furnifh’d with. 

It added to the publick Calamity, that what Stores there were, the 
Corn-Merchants kept up, and in defpite of the fevereft Threatrpngs 
of God, and the common Principles of Humanity, would not part 
with, but at exceffive Rates. In this evil Cafe B.fil beftirred himfelf 
he plied the Rich with unwearied Arguments and Perfwafives, till lie 
liadfirft opened their Hearts, and then their Purfes; and having made 
himfelf Maher ol their Treafiires, lie freely dealt his Bread to the 
Hungry: The Poor, and thofc who were even ftarv’ d to death, Per- 
Ions ot all Ranks, Ages, and Sexes, he gathered into one place, df 
flributing Viftuals to them according to their feveral Neceffities, 
which he, and others by his Example, prepar’d and adminift’red with 
his own hand, not difdaining the meaneft Office, whereby he might 
become ufeful to them. Nor was he wanting in Pittances of the moft 
real and perfeft Charity, and to which he was conduced by th<? 
more immediate Obligations of his Office. For at the fame time that 
heprovided for the Bodies of the Poor, he took care elpecially to 
feed their Souls, which henourifhed with the Bread of Angels, thofe 
divine and heavenly Councils, which he liberally pour’d out upon 
them. The Ignorant he inftru&ed in their Duty, the floathful he 
quickened to a life of Piety and Vertue, and his Difcourfes made the 
deeper Impreffion, by being prefs’d home with fo charitable a hand. 

About the fame time he was call’d off to a more difficult Service, to

Ifliisweaknels and infirmity of body were pleaded as a Bar to hinder 
him, they Ihould remember they were to choofc a Bifhop, not an 
Jthlt.i or Champion (where a ftrong and robuft Conftitution was 
necdfiry) and that God was able enough to ftrengthen the infirm 
and weak. In this choice he would readily joyn with them, but if 
they proceeded with by ends, and manag’d the Affair with Parties 
a d Fattions, ’twas their own doing, and he fhould rcjoyce to have nd 
hand in it. 

IV. NO R was the good old man content only to make the Pro- 
jX)fal, and thus freely and afteftionately to declare his mind, but 
knowing of what importance his prefence would be, he refolv’d to

Infirmities and Diftempers , but fummoning together the whole p. 343.

When 
hecaneto C<cftre<i, he found what he had all along forefeen, the 
Election driven on with Heats and Animofities, and efpccially a great 
party made againft Bafil , the whole Arian Tribe with all their petty 
Branches and Sub divisions ftrongly oppofing his Elebfion, the Oppo- 
fition being chiefly managed by the Governors and great men of the 
Court-Party, who had drawn no (mail number of tlie refufe part of 
the City to their fide. But truth and honefty got the upper-hand, 
and the Choice fell upon B.tjil, whom the Prelates fblemnly confe¬ 
cted to that Sec, which was done either Ann.

I. T TE was as yet fcarce warm in his Chair when the Stormatat 
I—I had hut lately blown over, return d with more he n 
■l and violence than before. Talent the Emperor, in I 
ance of his great Defign, to fhbdue the Eaft to tire DoAnnc of An* 
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hme a fecond time to C.efm-i, attended as before with Modeflus the 
pZnan Prcfcft. Vex’d they were, that he had fo openly baffled &c - 
their firft attempt, and that fince that he had been cholen Bifliop iit 
desire of all the Intreagues they had laid, and the Intereft they could 
irwKeagainft him. At their firft arrival, he is fent for before the 
prefect, and went more like one that was going to a Feaft, than a Pri- 
foner to the Bar; the Difcourfc between them, pafsd in this manner.

look’d upon as things immediately (poke from Heaven, and that lie 
could notSufficiently admire the Wifdom and divine Philofophy of 
thole Difcourfes. At this intercourfe amongfl others of the Emperor’s 
Train, was pc font one Demojlhenes (whom the two Grigories, A r a- 
zhnzxn and A r yjft», elegantly call Nebnz.tr ad.m) Stewart) .and’chief 
Cook ol the Imperial Palace,who took upon him to interrupt 7h/7/and 
contraditt him in rude barbarous Language. Whereat failing,’ he 
told tile Company, wc have no.v Jan an ignorant and illiterate Demo- 
fthenes. The man thought himfelf affronted with the anfwer and 
broke out into Menaces and ill words, to whom the other replied’your 
bufinefsis to drcfsMeats,and prcpare$auces,but you cannot reliflidivine 
Truths, your ears being dop’d up with the noifom Fumes and Vapors 
ofthe Kuchin. The Emperor however was not unpleas’d with the 
Convert he had had, the edge of his fury being for the prefenc 
abated, and he had a better opinion of B.Jil and his Party than 
before.

III. THE Arian Prelates that were about the Court, perceived 
the Emperor began to dagger, and therefore plied him with warm 
and importunate Councils, never giving over, till they had perfwaded 
him to banifh Ihfil. And Fo lure had they made themfelves of it that 
the very night was appointed, and at hand for his Transportation- 
the Chariot in readinefs, his Friends prepared to accompany him’ 
his Enemies every where triumphing, nothing was wanting but the 
Emperor’s hand to the Warrant, which being brought to him tofign 
he was not able to write one Syllable, the Pen breaking under his 
hand; he tried a fecond and then a third, and dill had the fame flic¬ 
ks whereat he was amaz’d, his hand ihook, and a Condernation 
feizd upon his mind, and catching up the Paper, tore the Warrant 
m pieces. The accident we may well fuppofe, foon fill’d every cor- 
ncr with difeourfe, and indeed was a great In dance of Heavens im¬ 
mediate appearing in the good man’s Caufc, which wanted not at the 
fame time, other Tedimonies from Heaven for its Vindication. Ga- 
htes v the Emperor’s Son was feizYl with a malignant Feavor r 
which rag’d beyond all hopes of Life. / V. ns was infinitely affli£E d I ! noL ib s,uu 
wall t!ic young Princes (icknefs, and in token of the deeped Grief s£iVc*}l 
and PafFion, threw himfelf upon the ground.

The’Emprefs 
Dominica was not only equally concern’d with her Husband, but had 
been troubled with frightful Dreams, whereby (he laid file had been 
made to underhand, that this Calamity had befallen them for the 
in Wry that had been done the holy Bifhop. Hereupon ’twas con- 
Cluded, that Ihfil fhould be fent for, and defir’d to improve Iiisin- 
tereft with Heaven for the Princes health.

Laid no more but this, then Gods Will be 
done concerning him, and went out. The Ifluewas, theA/^Bi. 
fhops are call’d for, who pray’d over, andbaptizd the Child, and he 
immediately died. Warn’d by which example, Models the Prcfcft 
/'who was at that time taken with a defperate Sicknefs) lent for Baft , 
and with tears bewail’d his carriage towards him ; lie told him, he 
was now fufficiently fenfible of his Error, befeeching him to become 
inftrumental for the recovery of his Health; which by his Prayers 
he regain’d, as he confefs’d after upon all occafions, not ceafingto 
admire, and fpeak of him with great honor and rclpett. Thus God 
was pleas’d to buoy up the Intereft and Reputation of this excellent 
Bifhop in the midft of his mofl: inveterate Enemies, fo that he was 
fuftked to keep his Station, when almoft all the Cathohck Bifhops 
of the Ea(l were turn’d out and banifh’d. Nay, fo far was Valins 
himfelf pleas’d with him, that he gave feveral rich Farms which he

The Emperor could not decline the Propofal, and accordingly tne 
Doors were made faff. The Arians came and pray’d a long time, but 
to no purpofe; they being withdrawn, the Catholicks came, witn 
S. Baftl in the head of them, who had no fooner begun their Prayers, 
but the Bars burft afunder, and the Doors flew open, and gave free 
paflage for the People to enter in; to the no lefs Joy of the one, than 
to the Shame and Vexation of the other Party. 

IV. FA L E NS after his departure from C.eftrea, ftaid fomccon- 
fidcrable time at Antioch , whence he iffued out Warrants for the Vex¬ 
ation and Eje&ion of the orthodox Bifhops; amongft whom two 
. t hnd.i. 4 . clpccially were in his eye; 3 Meletms the aged Bifhop of 
c. i?- 14 a great Sufferer for the Cathohck Caufe, whom he now banilli di 

Armenia ; and Ettfihim Bifhop 0 tSamofita. This Eufchim was a mo t 
zealous Champion for the Nicene. Faith, and at this time m the 1 
teflof all the Danger, put on the habit of a Souldier, and went up 
and down the adjacent Countries, and ordain’d Bifhops, Prielts, an 
' Deacons 
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^onsin all thofe Churches, which the Malice of the Fa&ionand 
he fury of’the Emperor had left naked and deffitute. One of the 
(irft things therefore refolv’d upon in the Arian Councils, was, 
that he fhould be fent far enough out of the way. The order for 
l,isBanifliment was brought to him in the Evening, which he ad¬ 
vis’d the Meflenger to keep fecret, plainly telling him, that if it 
(hould come to the Peoples Ears, they would infallibly throw him 
into the River, and he had no mind to be guilty of his death. Having 
without any difeompofure finith’d the evening Service, at night the 
aged Bifhop, attended only with one Servant to carry his Bible and 
his Pillow, took Boat, and went down the River all night, till they 
arriv’d at Zj:/<gma, a Town fituate alfb upon the Euphrates. Early 
in the Morning the News of his departure fill’d the City with an uni¬ 
versal Lamentation, and multitudes of People taking Boat, follow’d 
after him to Zeugma, and with Tears befought him to go back with 
them, and not to expofe his Flock as a prey to Wolves. But in 
vain; no Perfwafions or Confiderations couid prevail. Nav, fo far 
was he from alledging for himfelf, that in this Cafe he muff: obey 
God rather than men ; that he plainly told them, the ApoftlcsRule 
muft take place, which exprefly commands us, to he [djift to PrincE 
talities and Powers, Then they prefented him, fome with Money, 
others with Cloaths, or Servants ; but he only accepted fo much as 
was barely necefrary for his Journey ; and having fortified their minds 
with Prayers and Sermons, and exhorted them to contend earneflly 
for the Apoftolick Do&rine, fet forwards towards Thrace, the place 
allotted for his Banifhment. But that Country being at this time 
over run with the Goths, he went higher, and fetled himfelf near the 
River Banov, where he fo-journ’d till the death of Falens, when lie 
return’d home, and was taken up in the publick Affairs and Concern¬ 
ments of the Church. And coming to Dolicba a finall City in Syria, 
a Town miferably infc&ed with Arianifm , to place an orthodox Bifhop 
inthat See, a Woman threw a Tile at him from the top of a Houfe, 
which mortally broke his skull, and covered his head with a Crown 
of Martyrdom. Before he died he heartily forgave the Woman, and 
took an Oath of his Friends then about him, that they would not call 
her to account, nor revenge his death. But its time we return back 
to Bafil. 

V. THE Emperor left Cxfarea, but BtftPs Troubles went not away 
with him. Eufibius b Uncle to the Em profs, and at that time Go- « >u AX ian.ihu. 
vernor of the Province, had a fplecn againfl him upon the fcore of 
Religion, but which he fought to cover with other Pretexts. Sevc- ^ ™78r. 
ral wayes he ftudied to moleft and vex him, and amongft others, 
took hold of this occafion. There was at C.efarea, a Widow called 

Fftiana (if Nyffen means the fame Perfon; Rich, and of honorable 
Quality, whole Husband was lately dead. Courted fhe was, by one 
that was AfTefTor to the City-judge, who prefs’d her with fucli un- 
reafonable and importunate Addrefles, that file found no better way,- 
than to retire from her own Houle, and take Sanctuary in the Church, 
where at the Communion-Table fhe folemnly invok’d the divine Pro- 
tedion, and call’d in Heaven to her afliftance. The Governor fends 
immediately to Baftl to demand the Woman, who refus’d to deliver 
her up, letting him know, that the Priviledges of the Church, fenc’d

in by Law, were 9 fcred, and the Honor of the holy Tabic not to be 
violated, nor could he deliver her in this Cafe, without betraying the 
faith. The Governor ftorm’d at the denial, and taking no notice 
where Ibc was, tent Officers to tearch his Hoiife, and efpecially his 
Bedchamber, infinuating thereby a publick Sufpition that the Holy 
man had taken her home, and kept her for his own Bed. Nor con. 
tent with this,he commanded Bafil, as a Criminal,to be brought before 
him, and fitting down upon the Bench, and being fwclPd with Choler 
andPaflion, treated him with more than ordinary rudenefs and inhu¬ 
manity. He commanded bis Cloak to be torn off his (boulders; hold, 
iaid Bafil, Tie not only put off that, but if you plcafe, my Coat alfo. 
He told him lie would caufe his lean (pare Carcafs to be (courg’d, to 
which the other readily yielded ; that he would tear him piece meal 
with Iron Pincers; do Sir, replied Bafil, by t he fe violent bantings 
you’l cure an ill affected Liver, with which you fee I am forely trou¬ 
bled. The noife hereof (oon fpread it felf over the City, with which 
the People being alarum’d, the whole City was prefenily in an up. 
roar, Perfons of all Ages, Trades and Sexes, (for the very Women 
put on a ma feu line Zeal and Relolution) betaking themfelves to 
Arms, and catching up what came next to hand, Swords, or Spears, 
or Stones, or Clubs, or Fire-brands, or whatever might beanMru- 
ment ofRage and Cruelty : They all prefs’d forward like a mighty 
Inundation, which no Banks could flop, and happy was lie thought, 
that could get the honor to give the firft blow, nothing lefs being re* 
folv’d on, than the tearing him all in pieces. The Governor was fuf- 
(icicntly ftartled at the News of the danger that he was in, he knew 
what it was to encounter with armed fury, to which he had given but 
too much Provocation. And now the Scene was altered, and hewho 
lately had (b fform’d and hc&or’d, quak’d and trembled, andhisSni- 
rit (unk within him. He crouch’d, and intreated, and bewail’d his 
referable and calamitous Cafe, which had been all in vain, had not 
liafil himfelf gone out, and both by his prefence anddifeourfe charm'd 
and appeas’d the Multitude, thereby at once delivering himfelf, his 
Client, and his Judge. As for the Lady (whole unhappy Circum- 
(lances had given occafion to this whole paflagej fhe was (if the fame 
« toff, dt vit. mention’d by my Author c ) recommended to the care of Macrint 
s. Micnn. Bafil s Sifter, whofiiperintended a Female Colledge of devout Wo-

L D AS IL had now got a little refpite from the Troubles that 
had of late furrounded him, and he thought no care more 
immediately neceffary, than to take an account of the State 
of his Diocefs, and reform thote Abutes that had crept in by the re- 
mifnefs of his Predeccffbrs. The Chorepifcopi d took upon them to d tafd. Ep. 
ordain the inferior Church-officers, without the leave or knowledge CLXXXI * ad 
of the Bifhop, and trufting wholly to the Presbyters and Deacons in 
this matter, admitted them without any juft Examination of the fit- 
nefs and Qualification of the Perfon, by which means the Church 
was fill’d with unworthy men, and every Village was crowded with 
Officers, who were a Scandal to the Service of the Altar: filtered or 
Relation, Friendfhip or Neighborhood were the beft Qualifications 
thatmoft had to recommend them, and many it teems prefs’d the 
harder to get in, that they might be freed from a neccffity of bearing 
Arms, cfjiecially in thofe parts, where Souldiers were more than or¬ 
dinarily prefs’d to the Service of the Wars. And what’s beyond this, 

’twas commonly reported 0 , that the Bifhops of his Province were * Ep. lxxvl 
guilty of Simony, that they (old Ordinations, and fet a price upon P- 1 * 2, 
the Gift of the holy Glioft. “As for the firft of thefe, he charges 
“them to revive the ftrittnefs of the ancient Difcipline, when the 
“ Cuftom was, that the Perfons to be admitted, were to be teverely 
“tried, and a moft exatt ferutiny to be made into their pad Life, 

“what had been the courfeof their Education, what the fobriety of 
“ their Youth ; whether they were not guilty of Drunker-nefs, Quar- 
“ relling, <yc. The Care of this was committed to the Presbyters and 
“ Deacons, who reported the Matter to the Chorepifcopi, and they upon 
“ the Teftimonial given, firft gave an account of it to the Bifliop, and 
1 then receiv’d them into the Miniftry of the Church. For the reco¬ 
il very therefore of things to this excellent Standard, he commanded 
| ( them to re inforce the ancient Canons, and in the mean time to 
tend him a Note of the Names of the Miniftersin every Parifh, with 
i( an account by whom they had been brought in, and what was the 
] ( jourfe and manner of their Life; a Copy whereof they fhould keep 
for themfelves; that they fhould call them again under Examinati- 
I i 2 on, 
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° on, and if found fit, continue them, if otherwife, expcllthem, an d 
“ return them back to a Lay-Station ; and for the future, ufe their 
“ utmoft care and diligence in the trial of fuch Perfons, but not take 
“ them in, till they had lent him an account of them. As for the 
« other, that of merciuary Ordinations (which he tells them, h e 
“ could not at firft believe) he layes before them the greatnefs of the 
“ Crime, in fome of its more horrid Aggravations, that ’twas double 
ic iniquity to cover wickcdnefs under a pretence of Piety, ’twas to 
« fell the holy Ghoft, to barter heavenlv for earthly things, and to 

“ make a gain of the Church, which had the Body and Blood of 

“ Chrift committed to it; ’twas to be a Slave to that which is Id 0 . 

‘Marry, and the Root of all Evil 3 to prefer a little Money before 

“Chrift, and -like, to betray him again for a few Pence, who 
“ had been once crucified for the World; and that the Lands and 
“ Poffoffions got by fiich means, might too truly be ftyl’d an Accldsm, 
“ a Field of iflood ; that they were herein more inexcufable than the 
“ Father of Simonifts, having actually done, what he only attempted, 
« who yet had that fad doom denounc’d againft him, 7 by Montyptnjb 
“ W ub tlm \that ’twas to no purpofe for them to flatter themfclves.that 
« they had taken no Money before, but only a/terthc Impofition of hands, 
“ that this was but a Trick to delude the World, and cheat their 
“ Confidences, feeing ’twas upon that account they receiv’d it, when 
“ ever they had it. That if thefe things were true, ’twas high time 
<f they were amended, and that they mould quit this Trade, which 
“ was the very Path-way to Hell, and not dare to pollute tliofie hands 
“ with fuch ungodly Gains, wherewith they were to handle the holy 
“ Myfteries .* That if after this Admonition any of them iliould pre¬ 
sume to offend in this kind, he fhould be immediately banifli’d all 
« Communion at the fiacred Altar, and be forc’d to fieek fome other 
“ place, where he might freely fell what he had unlawfully bought, 
“ the Gift of God; lor that, fayes he, we have no fuch cuflom , mitkt 
“ the Churches of Cod. 

II. NOR was his care confin’d only to his own Province, he had 
a publick Soul, that engag’d him, not only to wifh well in general, 
but to lend his particular affiftance towards the Peace and Welfare 
of Foreign Churches. The People of Antioch had been mifcrably 
harafis’d by the Arian Party at the Emperor’s late being there ; to take 
off’ tlie edge of whofe forrow, he writes them a Lcttter f full of a 
generous Sympathy and Compaftion; “ withall putting them in mind 
“ that God could put a Period to their prefont PerfocutiOns; in pro- 
“ fpett whereof, they might the better be content to bear them ; if 
il they look’d upon them as a chaftifoment for their fins, they might 
“ prevent a greater deluge of wrath ; if continued, God who funereu 
“ them to be laid on, would give proportionable ftrength to endure 
M them, and at laft crown their Faith and Patience ; in order where- 
“unto, 'twas not enough to give an inftance or two of courage and 
“ fortitude, God thinking fit many times, to make us exemplary to 
<e the World by frequent Trials and repeated Vi&orics. And at long* 
“ eft, the whole fpace of man’s Life was fhort, if compar’d with the 
“ Duration of that happinofs, that we cxpe&cd in the future 
“ That no Sufferings fhould fhake their Conftancy in k the Faith, the 

“ Faith deriv'd from the Ancients, ratified by the Fathers at JV/ce, 
7 “ whofe 
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‘‘ whofe Creed he there fiets down, as the Standard of found orthodox 
“Faith. But alas, the Church of Antioch labour’d under greater 
PrefTurcs than any that could arifo from without, being well nigh 
ruin’d by unhappy and almoft incurable Confufiions within it folf. 

For befiefes the Arians and Apollimrians, who had their foveral Bifhops* 
and held diftinft and feparate Affemblies in that City, the Catholick 
Party was broken into a lamentable Schifin, the People being divided 
between Me la ins their ancient Bit hop, and Paulinw, whom Lucifer 
CMritamts had conftitutcd there in the Reign of Julian, ever fince 
which time the Schifin had not only fmoak’dfout flam’d out,each Party 
liriviitg to advance its Intercft, and to deprefs the other. The Effo&s 
whereof were fad and deplorable, a vifible decay of Piety, the mutual 
Hatred and Animofity of Chriftians, the increafo ofHerefie, and the 
open Triumph of the Enemies of the Faith. Baftl was infinitely 
troubled at thefe Diffentions, though he faw it neccflary to efpoufe 
the Mclctian Caufe, on whole fide ’tis plain the right lay. His firft 
endeavor was, to give a true account of the State of the Cafe, and 
to engage fome Perfons of known Reputation in the compofurc of 
this difficult Affair. And becaufo Athanafuts was the man of the 
greateft name and vogue at this time in the Chriftian World, he 
wrote to him to interpofe his Authority in this Matter, who accor- 1 
dinglyfent Peter his Presbyter to Antioch , and by his means feveral 
difpatches were convey’d to Rome, and the Bifhops of the Wift, as 
we have formerly noted in that great man’s Life. And indeed ’twas 
but time for the Meletians to look about them, and to recommend 
their Caufe to foreign Churches, when Paulina s Party every where 
gave it out«, that they had receiv’d Letters from the IVeftern Bifhops, k Bifii np. 
which had given Suffrage on their fide, and had adjudg’d the See 0 f CCCXLIX * 
Antioch to Paulinas. Which if real, had been gotten by lurprize, be- l> ' 3 4 4 ’ 
fore the others were truly acquainted with the Cafe, as at firft- Atha- 
tfsftm himfelf had been prevail’d with to fond Letters to Paulinas. 

III. THAT therefore they might be no longer wanting to the 
juftification of their Caufe, and to the neceflities of the Church, a 
Letter h is drawn up, directed to the Bifhops of Italy and France , h 
fubferibed by Meh tim , Eufebins, Baftl, and XXIX. Prelates more, in F ?' Lx,x * 
which they lay before them the calamitous State of the Eaftern f ‘ l ° 
Churches, harafis’d by Violence and Perfccution, publick Affemblies 
difpers’d, and People forc’d to pray in Fields and Solitudes, Hcrefic 
profperous, and Arianifm grown rampant; bad men ftep’d up into 
the Government of the Church, who trampled upon all Laws and 
Canons, foiz’d the Revenues of the Poor, and devour’d the Portion 
of the Widow and the Orphan, and like People like Prieft, an uni- 
verfal degeneracy of manners had broke in upon them, the People fol¬ 
lowing the conduct of their Teachers, and reckoning themfelvcs fe- 
curely warranted by their example. Nay not only did Hercfie pre¬ 
vail, but (what was the accent of their mifery) the Catholicks were 
fallen out amongft themfclves, and it was then with them, as ’twas 
once with the Jews at the Siege of Jerufilem, who were not only per¬ 
petually prefs’d upon by the Roman Army from without, but betray’d 
hy their own inteftine Fattions and Seditions within. That therefore 
they befbunht them by all that was dear and tender to them, that 
they would take their Cafo into Confiideration, and forthwith difpatcli 
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“ Power, will take upon me the foie Care and Government of it. A 
modell,and truly peaceable Propofaljand although 'Theodorit fayes,that 
Paulina reje&ed it, (which perhaps he might do at firft) yet Socra¬ 
tes *1, Sozomen r , and the Fathers in the Synod at Aquileia <* inform us 
that the Agreement was actually made between them. Which quiet¬ 
ed things a little for theprefent. But alas, after Melctius his death 
and Flavian's Ele&ion to that See, the Wound opened, and bled 
afrcfli, and the Schifm continued feveral years, till upon the death 
of Paulin m, and his fhort-liv’d SuccefTor Evagrius, Flavian put an 
end to it. But this account has carried us a little out of our way, the 
very Synod at Antioch not being holden there, till fome months after 
BafiCs death, to the courfe of whofc Story we now return.

Af¬ 
ter Hermans his death, the Broum chang’d again, and fled to h, 
fvbi/ts of ionfl wtinople (formerly Bifhop ot Aicumdia) the great Pa- 
iron and Steers man of the Arian Caule. But upon fome milde- 

meanors being forc’d to fly from thence he came back into Ins own 

Country where he pubhfh’d an Apology, wherein he endeavored 
to clear himfelf, hut fo craftily contriv’d,that under ambiguous lerms 
he flill retain’d his impious Opinions By fuck hitting Artifices he 
procured himfelf to be prefer’d to the Bifhopnck of S,bajh*m the 
lefTer Armenia, which was no fooncr done, but in the Synod of Amyn 
he drew up an Anathematifm againfl: the Ccnfubftantia/Yimh ; thence 
he went to Sileucia, where he joyn’d with the An am in that Synod; 
thence to Conflant/nophy where happening to efpoufe the wrong fide 
(for they were divided into two lotions in that Council) he wasdc- 
pofed To recover his Credit, he procured himfelf to be one o the 
Legates that after the Synod at Lampjacm, were fent into the l </ , 
whereby diflimulation, lie fb impos’d upon Pope Likrms and the 
Welter n Prelates, that he got their commendatory Betters, u|x>n 
which he was reftor’d in the Synod of 7 yam. In fine, he had asolten 
chang’d his Faith, as ’twas cither for his credit or advantage. Glad 
was 1 UH of the opportunity of converting with him, and plainly told 
him what things were laid to his charge, and defined him to declare 
himfelf, that iV he flood to the Cathohck Faith, they might own 


and embrace him; ifotherwife, they would avoid his Communion. 
Two dayes together he diluted with him, who was fccondcd by fV 
anenms his Presbyter, about thefe Matters, and at laft fo cleary 
evinc’d and cffablifh’d the Truth, and fo fully lacishcd all their Ob- 
jeXions, that they both profefs’d their mure Agreement with mm, 
and as an Evidence thereof, they both rofbup and went to Church to 
evening Prayers, and there fblcmnly rendred thanks to God, who had 
difpos’d them to be of one mind, to think aod (peak the fame things. 
But bccaufe lie knew the Inconflancy of the Perfon that he had to 
deal with, bethought it imported him to haveTome better alu-

II. T H E noife of this Converfe and Reconciliation was prefently 
carried to 7 heodotns, who haftily catching up the Report, without 
ever inquiring into the true Circumfhnces of the Cafc, fell foul upon 
Btf/, and not only invited him no longer to the Synod, but refus’d fo 
much as to joynat Prayers with him. Bafil finding little good like to be 
done, departed for that time, and went home; the News of his hold¬ 
ing Communion with E«flat hilts, being in the mean time flattered 
abroad to his difadvantage; nay, Euftathius himfelf difowninw that 
he had recanted any of his Opinions, Letters to that purpofe^being 
difpers’d by him and Ins Friends up and down the Country wherein 
werealfo contained very fevere and difingenuous Reflexions upon 
Biff/. This awakened him to take the next opportunity of going 
again into Armenia, and that he might clear his Innocence before a 
great and venerable Perfon, came to uetafa, where Mia ins the reve¬ 
rend Bifhop of Antioch had a Grange, whereat he then refilled. Hi¬ 
ther 7 he 0 dot us came to him, to whom he gave a naked and impartial 
account of vhat had pafs’d in his converfe wit Ii Euftathius ; and how 
in all Points he had come over to him. Iheodotns anfwered that 
after BafPs departure, Euftathius had pofitively denied the Agree¬ 
ment, or that ever he had declar’d any fuch confent. B.fti replied 
that he could not eafily think fo ill of the man, as to imagine he 
fhould fo lightly skip from one thing to another, and deny what he 
had fo lately done ; that he who pretended fo mucli to abhor a Lye 
in the common Affairs of Life, ihould in fb important a Matter fo 
openly out-face a known Truth. However, he was refolv’d to put 
it upon this ifTue, he would produce and fhew him the Declaration 
ofhis Faith which he had fubflrib’d ; if he own’d it, and flill conti¬ 
nued in that mind, he would hold Communion with him • if not he 
would utterly renounce it. Melt ms liked the Propofol/ and upon 
thefe Terms they feem’d agreed, and ‘Iheodotns kindly invited them 
to Nnopolis, himfelf promifing to conduX them afterwards part of 
their Journey. But when they came thither, his mind was altered 
and forgetting what had fo lately pafs’d at Cctafa, he gave frefili vent 
to his Paffion, and contrary to the Laws both ofHofpitaliry and Re¬ 
ligion, treated him with great rudenefs and contempt. Thus difop- 
pointed, Baft/ left that place, and went to Sata/a, where in a more 
peaceable way he treated with the Bifhops of that Country, and com¬ 
municated Councils with them about fettling the Affairs of the 
Church; the People of Sat a/a were importunate with him,, that he 
would conftitute and ordain them a Bifhop. There was it feems a 
Qitarrel between them and Cyril their Bifliop, and upon fome Sug- 
geftions they had withdrawn from him. Baft/ took the Matter into 
his Cognizance, and having enquired into the things objeXed, found 
them nothing but malicious Infinuations, as his very Enemies con- 
fcfsd. Whereupon he made them Friends, he and his People re¬ 
turning hack to a mutual Communion. And hence Bf{i! thought 
good to dlfpatch an Advice to Count Terentius, to acquaint him with 
thefeTranfoXions, and let him know the Reafons, why he had not 
u|ore fucccfsfully managed the Affair that had been committed td 
nun.

BUT they left him not thus, but after all the refi:, charg’d 
him with erroneous Tenets about the Doftrine of the holy Trinity, 
and particularly that he denied b the Divinity of the holy Ghoft. b 
This they gave out in all Companies, and upon all Occafions,whcreof ^ ,22 ‘ 
he received quick advice and Intimation from his Friend at A Jaziatt- 
zjum c , who acquainted him, that happening lately to be at a great 
FealF, where a very honourable Mention was made of Bafil by almoll 
all the Company, and efpecially by himfelf; a certain Profelfor of 
the Mohaftick or Alcetick life then at the Table, told him, he look’d 
upon this harangue, as nothing but Flattery and Diffimulation, that 
whatever Commendation might be due to Bafil in other relpefrs, lie 
was fute he deferv’d none upon the account of Orthodoxv, as one 
that had lhamefully betray’d the Truth. Your rcalon, Sir, replied 
Nuziwzen, of 16 bold a Charge ? Whereto the other anfwcred, that 
he was juft then come from C<eforea, from lolcmnizing the Memorial 
of the Martyr Eupficbins , (’twas he who had been put to death rn the 
Reign of Julian, for offering violence to the Idol-Temple) where he 
had heard Bafil preach indeed concerning the Father and the Son, 
with great Judgment and Accuracy, and beyond the reach of moll 
men, but difjiaragingly concerning the holy Spirit; that in this he 
had delivered his mind oblcurely, in doubtful and ambiguous Terms, 
that he ftudioufly fhun’d a free and open Declaration of the Truth, 
preaching rather like a Sophiftcf than Divine, concealing a double 
meaning under a finooth Rhetorical Dilcourle. N.iz-a i^u calmly 
rebuk’d the confidence of the man, and offered what was proper for 
tfie Vindication of his Friend, to whom he lent an account of vvli it 
Lad pafs’d. The lirft Rile of all this clamour was no more then this.

And though fome of them were ca- 
pahlc of a Catholick fence, yet could they not be us d without great 
offence, efnccially of the more fimplc and undrlcernmg part of, e 
Auditor; as eve fee here in S. R./d’S Cafe, who was immediately 
run downWith a loud nolle and clamour And the report once (eroa 
foot was quickly improv’d into a formal ftory, which at firft he neg- 
letted as vain and foolifti, but liron after law a ncceffityof puttmga 
flop to it. Accordingly he oft preacht upon that Argument, and freely 
declar’d his mind about it in all Companies efpcctal y to A 
« .v.;.ar.xx. „ to whom that lie might give the lugheft affuiance, he added this fo- 
* “■ lemn though unufual imprecation, that he might for ever be defetted 

by the Holy Spirit, if he did not adore him as cocffcntial with the 
Father and the Son, in Glory equal, ,n Ma,efty coeternal. Andfon 
ther to filcnce this malicious Calumny, he not only takes notice of t 
in his F.piltles at every turn, and adds a particular Fxp icauon and n- 
forcemcnt of that Article concerning the holy Ghoft, bur p. 
ral dilfintt Tratts about it, cfjoecially that famous amdaboiate Dll- 
courlc, Ac Spirit,, Sat,llo, dedicated to Amphilachm, jliilhop of Uoorn, 
at whole requeft it was undertaken, wherein he largely and acutely 
handles the whole State of the Controverfie, and by unqueftionab e 
Arguments, and the whole fuff,age of Antiquity, refutes the frivol- 
Oils Cavils and Exceptions that had been made againft him. B t 
malice is rcfolv’d to lay on its load, and to charge home, though not 
^ bu/ felfcontiadifting cvidencc. We have >eatd 

him fiercely accus’d for taking away the God-head of one of the Pet 
* rp. lx xx. Tons in the Trinity; and at the fame time he is traduc d, ‘ tod.ave 
p. 4 ,. ma( i c t h, C c feveral Gods. For while in Confutation of the hakMo 
Hcrefie, he afferted three diftintt Hypoftafesor Fcrfons m tbe Gff 
head ; fome of his Auditors challeng’d him with affirming ' latll , e 
were three Gods. And though twas amabfurd fencclefs C, v -.1 
it fprcatl (o far amongft the People, that he was fored from the _u pit 
to cleat himlelf of it in a fet Difcourfc. Thus he was let a a mad, 
at which his Enemies levelfd their florp Jrrom, 

And it had been well if only his Enemies had been concern d in , 
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but what was the mifery of it, fome of his Friends began to be tainted 
with the common breath, wife and good men lending an Ear to the 
ill things that were fjpoken of him. The Monks that liv’d under his 
Rule and Difcipline, were fo difturb’d with the Reports concerning 
him, that they were upon the Point of making an open Separation 
from him, whom therefore he endeavors to fet right in a large Epi- 
ftle ' to them. And indeed fb far had they advanc’d in their dif- ' tyLXXiir. 
orderly Proceedings, that the great Athanafins was forc’d to write to h U9 ‘ 
them, and with lome fharpnefs to rebuke their irregular demeanor 
towards him, and the unjuft and groundlefs Opinions they had con¬ 
ceiv’d of him. Amongft his neighbor-Bilhops, none Teem’d more 
forward to entertain the Suggeftions of his Enemies, or more deeply 
to refent his fuppos’d Apoftacy, than Athanafius of Ancyra, a good 
pan, and a zealous Promoter of the Catholick Faith, who accus’dhim 
to have written things to the Subverfion of the Faith, or at Jeaft to 
have fiibfcrib’d what others had written to that purpofe, for which 
hefpake difhonourably of him, and threatned, if not to excommuni¬ 
cate him, at leaftto call him to an account for it. Upon Intimation 
whereof, Bafil fends him word k , that fuch reproachful and unwor- 
thy dealings were no furprize to him, confidering how prone men are 
through the degeneracy of humane Nature to entertain ill furmizes, 
and a bid Opinion of other men, but that of all men he leaft expeft- 
edit from him; that for his Menaces he laugh’d at them, ’twas this 
only tumbled him, that a Perfon of fb much Integrity and ufcfulnefs 
to the Church, fhould fb far comply with the Iniquity of the Age 
as to prefer common Clamors before long Experience, and Puffer him- 
felftobe fo eafily tranfported to Sufpition and Indignation without 
any juft Caufe or Evidence; that if lie had had a mind to havefatis- 
lied lumfelf in the Truth of things, it had been but the pains of wri¬ 
ting a ffiorr Letter, or fending a difereet prudent Meftengcr, or in¬ 
viting him to have come over to him, but to talk thus pubiickly at all 
adventure, was to blaze abroad his Defamation over all the Country 
that lie could not imagine what was the matter, unlcfs fome ill-mind¬ 
ed man had affix’d his name to Pome heretical Writings, and by that 
means impos’d upon him ; however he intreated him to deal plainly 
with him, and let him know what it was that had mov’d his Indigna¬ 
tion, that Po he might not be wanting to his own juft defence. The 
truth is, Po perplexed was the good man’s mind with the malicious 
Calumnies contriv’d by his Enemies, and entertain’d by his Friends, 
that he folemnly profefs’d 1 , it made him doubt of the Fidelity of 1 o.lxxtx. 
mankind, being ready to queftion whether there was any honefty or * 

hithfulnefs to be found amongft the Sons of men.

VI. EIGHT years s and fome months Ihfil had now govern’d *’S'yff. in vit. 
the Church of C.cfarea, when his tottering Carcals, undermin’d by 
Dillcmpers from within, and fliatrered with continual Storms of Keiuph. bj /7/. 
trouble from without, fell 10 thc ground. Finding himfelf declining 7 * a P ,| 53 * 
apace, hemufferedup fb much llrength r , as to ordain fome of his 'iv^.or.xx. 
Followers, that after his dcceafe there might not want a Succeffion f- ? 7 °* 
toattend thc Service of the Altar. But weaknels fenfibly growing 
upon him, forc’d him to take his Bed. Thc news of his dangerous 
Condition ran round the City, and People every where awakened 
with thc fence of their lofs, flock’d about his Houfe, as if by their 
Prayers and palfionate Exclamations, they were refolv’d to an ell that 
Soul that was now taking its flight to Heaven, there being none of 
thorn, but were willing to have redeem’d his life with a part of their 
own. His Spirits were very low, but he fummon’d up nature to its 
lad Effort, and having pioully difeours’d a while to thofe that were 
about him, foal’d up his lair breath with that divine Ejaculation, 

Into thine h wdt ! commend mv Spirit. What years he had attain’d to 
at the time of his death, is ncc certain. Some report him not to 
have exceeded XLV. But his lo often mentioning his old Age, con¬ 
futes that beyond all exception. His Funeral was attended with a 
Pomp and Solemnity fuitabfe to the Memory of fb great a Perfon. The 
Corps being taken upon the fhouldcrs of grave venerable Perfons, 
was throng’d on all hands, fbme endeavored to touch but the ends 
ofliis Funeral Shrowd, others the Bier whereon he lay, or to get 
within the (hadow of it; fbme drove to get near the Perfons that car- 
tied him, and they that could not do that, contented thcmfelves to 
fee him at adiffance ; the Streets and Portico’s were all crowded as 
they went along, and thoufands of all Ranks and Ages joyn’d them- 
felves, fome going before, others following after as they could get 
a tong ; nor was thc noife lefs than thc crowd, the People could not 
fontain their Grief, fb that the Pfalms then fung, (as was thecuftom 
w thofe dayes at Funerals) were drown’d by the Cries and Lamen¬ 
tations 
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tations of the People. And herein all Drts of Perfons confpir’d t0 
make a mournful confort, Jews and Gentiles, Strangers>and Torreigners 
bearing a part, and driving to outvy each others relentment ot this 
common Calamity. And indeed it provkl a time of mourning i, u 
fence beyond what they intended it. Tor fo great and unavoidable 
was the Crowd, that in defpite of all means ufed to fave them, f evc . 
ral were prefs’d to death, who yet were accounted happy to become 
the Companions of his departure, as if they had offeied up them, 
(elves as Sacrifices at his Funeral. The Corps at laft was with much 
difficulty brought to the Grave, and laid up in the Sepulchre of his 
Fathers, where he, who was himfelf in fome fence both, kept Com- 
r Out. in s. pany with Bifhops and Martyrs. The Pfutdo-Ampbilocbittt fayes r ,

Leonttm one of his Pi edeccflfors, and fome other Bifhops had been in.

Nazianzen’/ high En¬ 
comium of his Writings. 

L'HpI S no eafie Matter to atempt his juft Chara&er, Nazianzen 
I himfelf defpair’d of it, and if his Pencil could not draw 
■*- him to the Life, it muff not be expe&ed from a meaner 
hand. We fhall only therefore remark fome main lines and ftroaks. 
Confidercd in his natural Faculties, he was a man of a very clear and 
perfpicacious apprehenfion, a nimble and ready Wit, a finart dextrous 
reasoning, a deep and (olid Judgment. His acquir’d Abilities highly 
improv’d, and added an incomparable Luftre and Ornament to his 
natural Perfections. As he wanted no advantages of Education, lb 
he was not wanting in Induftry and Diligence to make ufeofthem, 
whereby he foon became a moft comprehenfivc Scholar,6 mdm v-ouSc-i- 
af as *k&>v !a nXands*, and attain’d the utmolt Empire in all polite *.Wrf.i 
and ufeful Learning, wherein he left no Path untrodden 11 , and yet f^’ V) 
was as convcrfant in all, as any other man is in any Angle Science, v idfy(i 
while he himfelf was as accurate in every Art, as ir he had ftudied Baf.r.2- 
none but that. He was eminent in Grammar, Khetorick, Philofophy, 
Aftronomy, Geometry, Arithmetick, Phyfick, and what not ? He 
had riffled all the Treasures of the Gentiles , and fearch’d into the moft 
fecret Retirements of Philofophy and fecular Learning, in which re- 
fpeft Philofiorgius fayes w , and perhaps truly, Athanafius was but a 
Child to him. Nor content with this, he chiefly applied himfelf to c,t ' 
the knowledge of the holy Scriptures, and the Principles ofChrifti- 
an Theology, he perfectly underftood all the fublime and nice Spe¬ 
culations of thofe times, and knew the Subtleties and Subterfuges of 
the feveral SeCts, and where to countermine and blow them up. He 
'vas in fhort, fayes his own Brother, dcy.<x\>s a two-hand- 

cd Champion, who being arm’d both with divine and humane Lite¬ 
rature, beat down his Adversaries wherever lie came, and fuccefsfully 
encountrcd both Heathens and Hcrcticks, feldom failing to come off 
a Conqueror. This made his Judgment fo oft ddired, and fb much 
relied on in weighty and important Cafes, this made the Herefiarchs 
ofthofe times fb afraid to meddle with him, choofing rather to rail 
at him at a diftance, than to engage with him in a clofe difpute.

aftick Worthies of his time: Mh.wipus was excellent at teaching, 
hut defeftive in humane Learning, /V. >zi<wzc» a great man, but too 
greedy of a (mart Period, and a florid Style; was content with 

a pious Simplicity S C-Vi/y. eloquent indeed but didofiveandte- 

urianr, and over apt to run out into needlels Digtellions 1 lut now 

in the nicell Palat could not had that which might diliaft. In 

way ofcxpreflinghimlelf Ample and natural, lie fpake with all the 

advantages of Art, and yet made no Oftcntation of any tiling clabo- 
ritcandmtificial; he Iliew’d liimfelf Mafter of Philolophy at every 
turn and yet without any Affettation, nor ever made ufc of foreign 
Arts’ hut when they might be (ubfervient to Piety and Religion. In 
expounding Scripture lie is wary and cautious, and yet plain and pen 
Ipicuous ; b n his encomiaftick way, he fo admirably accommota d 
himlclf to popular Auditories, that lie ipake nothing but what the 
People undcrltood, and yet the learned admit d. WhateverrAgj 
ment he manages ’tis alwayes attended with a chart: and pleaiant 
Eloquence, thft falls naturally from him. His Difcourles lofe niucb 
of their native Grace and beauty, when derive! .mo any other U 
guage. And therefore l iron, though a kametlnwa^ 

a Cireri horn, undertaking the Tranflation ot Ins Works, was toicd 
to give over, andconlels the Urn.w 'fongne wanted fometlun^ 
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reach the Elegancy and Ornaments of his Language. The Truth is, 
if in any one thing he excell’d more than other, it was Eloquence. 

Twas this principally that endear’d him to Libanitts, the great Pro- 
felfor and Mafter of Eloquence at that time, who magnifies him upon 
this account as the wonder of the Age. And when once in an Aflcm- 
bly of great and honorable Perfons a a Letter from Bafil was delivered u- 

toliim, he had no looner read it, but in a kind of triumph he cried ^"'cxlv^ 
out, IV? are overcome. The Aflembly wondered at the Paflage, and p.176. 
enquired the realon ; We are overcome, faid he, in the elegancy of Epi- 
i)l eSf ’ ti$ Bafil that is the Conqueror, who is my Friend, and for that rea - 
Ion / rejoyce. The Company not fatisfied, commanded the Letter to 
beread, and then unanimouily gave Sentence that ’twas fo indeed, 
nor would Alypius , who had read the Letter, part with it, ’till fome 
time after he was hardly prevail’d with to reftore it. And indeed 
how much Libanins, fnotwithftanding the prejudices of his Religion, 
and the common Emulations of learned men; admir’d the Eloquence 
ofthis great man (forfurely they were fomething more than Com¬ 
plements he beftow’d upon him) is abundantly evident from the 
Epiftles ftill extant, that pafs’d between them. 

III. We have feen what were his natural and acquir’d Perfe&ions, 
let us next furvey him in his moral and divine Accomplifhments. He 
was a man afted by the true Genius and Spirit of Religion ; he lov’d 
God fincerely, whole honor and the Interefts of Religion he prefer’d 
infinitely before his own eale and fafety. He frequently bewail’d b the b Pid.Ef.uu 
unhappy Dirtcntions of thole times, and let himlelf to confult and p * 8l ‘ 
promote the Peace of the Church, to the Settlement whereof he 
thought all other things ought to give way. A paftionate admirer, 
anda moft relbluteaflertor of Truth, and of that Faith that was once 
delivered to the Saints. For though his Enemies, to ferve their own 
ends by blafting his Reputation, did lometimes charge him with cor¬ 
rupting the Chriftian Do&rine, and entertaining impious and unor 
thodox Sentiments, and that too in lome of the greater Articles, yet 
the Obiettion when look’d into, did quickly vanilh, himlelf folemnly 
profefling upon this occafion c , that however in otlier rdpe&s he had c lxxix. 
enough to anfwer for; yet this was his Glory and Triumph, that he ,4 °* 
had never entertain’d falle Notions of God, but had conftantly kept 
the Faith pure and inviolate, as he had receiv’d it from his Anccftors* 

His vigorous oppofition ofFIercfiewas fufficiently leen in his attempts 
again!? the principal Sects then on foot, the Followers of Jr ins, Sa- 
kllins , Phot inns, Marcellas, Macedonins, Ennomius , Apollinaris , who 
felt the Erte&s of his great Abilities, and his Malculinc Zeal. And 
herein no Propofals how advantageous loever could bials him, no Dan¬ 
gers terrific or unlettlc him. Witncls his unlhaken Conftancy 
under the malitious Infinuations of his Enemies; the potent Artaults 
of the great Minifters of State ; his generous flighting at once both 
the Frowns and Favours of the Arian Emperor ; his w riting Letters 
at the lame time to confirm the wavering, and retrive the lapled, 
when’twas not Fife to do it, at Ids than the Peril of his head; and 
when like Elijah in the Reign of Ahab, he was in a manner left alone 
lo rtand up for a good Caule in an evil Time. Nor was his Life in all 
other Inftanccs ids Pious and Exemplary, being conduced by 
the ftri&eft Rules and Mcalurcs of Religion. He liv’d above the

his fparingnefs of Speech, deep mufing and thorightfulnefs, his Garb 

Hud Apparel, and the manner ofhisDietartd Lodging, things in rc- 

fpefibof him purely cafual arid uriaffe&ed. ° 

IV. OF the Works that he left behind him, fome have been bu¬ 
ried under the Ruins of time, there being evidence enough that he 
wrote more than what have been tranfmitted to us. Amorigft tliofo 
that remain, fome are unduly aferib’d to him, in which number are 
theX.and XI. Homilies Upon the Hexacn/erony generally thought 
(but for any thing I fee withortt any cogent rcafon) to have been added 
by his Brother Nyffen ; the Encomium vit.e Jblitari.e , or de Undibus 
Eremiy nowhere fourid iii Greek, and in truth is a piece of Peter Da- 
mitWy befides feveral others extant in the laft Volums of his Works. 

His genuine Writings confift of Commentaries, Contr6verfies, Scr- 
rtions, Encomiafticks, Epiftles, and Canonical Trafts. Amongrt the 
firft are his Commentaries upon the firft XVI. Chapters of the Pro¬ 
phet %, unjuftly queftiorid by fbme, chiefly, becaufe not menti¬ 
on’d by SttieLfs or S. ] 'Jerotn , as if they pretended to deliver an exaft 
Catalogue of all the Writings of the Ancients, when they fo often 
confefs there were many which they had never ften. However this 
defert is abundantly lupplied by the plain evident Teftimonies of vSV- 
mn the Metaphraft, Antonim Meliff/t, Maximus the Monk, Damafccn, 

Omm? aim, and Tar aft us Patriarch of Conftantiwple, who all cite it as 
the undoubted Work of our Cappadocian Prelate. Tof his Controver¬ 
ts none challenge more Confideration than his epregii Libri (as S.Jc- 
rm calls them, egajpe'nt as Sutd<u out of him) his incomparable 

Books agdinft Ennomius , wherein with fuch a mighty force he batters 
down the impious Affertions of that bold man. Flic whole confirts 
of five Books at this day, but the two laft feem not to be of equal 
Authority with the other* having rto earlier Teftirnony than the 
times of the Florentine Council to fiipport them ; nor are they found 
in the moft aheient Manufcripts, not to mention the difference of 
the Style. Arid indeed flnee Ennnrntw his reply (which he publifh’d 
not till after Ba/ifs death) confifted but of three * Books, ’tis not ;rW . P ; or , 
unreafonable to conjc&urc that Baftl originally writ no more. Hither codxxxxriri 
4lfo, as being partly Polemical, we may refer his Book de Spiritu ro! 3 '>‘ 

Wj, Which Erapnus firft, and fince him many, do with great 
chfilor and confidence cry out to be corrupted and interpolated, cfpe-

V. UNDER this head of Canonical Trafts, I may take leave to 
place his Liturgy, which as to the Subltance of it, I make no doubt 
to be truly his.

Life, which he delivered both by word and writing, but alfo com¬ 
pos’d d\j<$t tha.'ni^as, Orders and f orms of Prayers , and appointed 
ww/Mati V decent Rites and Ornaments for the Altar, and 

fincehimfelf x elfewhere gives us an account of the Form of publick ■ np. i.xm. 
Service us’d in the Oratories of his Inftitution, anfwcrable to this 96, 
Liturgy, and agreeable (as lie tells 11s; to all the Churches of God, 

Icanfeeno reafon why it fliould be rob’d of the Title which it has 
alwayes claim’d to fo great a hand. Not but that in its prefent Frame 
and Conhitution ’tis much chang’d from its original Simplicity, ha¬ 
ving receiv’d feveral Additions and Interpolations in after-times, as a 
Stream, though never fo clear at the Fountain-head, contrails mud 
and filth by the feveral Channels through which it pafies. But thefe 
being difenarg’d (as ’tis no hard matter for a man vers’d in Church- 
Antiquity, to feparate the Chaff from the Wheat) the reft will juftly 
entitle it felf to this great man’s Compofition, and be found confo- 
nant enough to the Cuftoms and Ufagcs of that Age. Hence the 
older tlie Copies of it, ftill the more pure and unexceptionable; thus 
the Syriac Liturgy of S. Bafi /, which Maftm receiv’d from Mofes Mar- 
denus his Mafter, and turn’d into Latin v , is much more concife, and y Antw.au. 
free from many of thofe obnoxious PalTages which are crept into the An. 15*9- 
Greek Copies extant at this day. It has till this laft Age uncontroul-

Devotion by the Greek Church upon [ome ol their more lolcmn tunes, 
that of S. C bn/hm by realon of its Ihortnels being in ordinary ufe;

have from ancient times been tranfinitted to us, and approv d and 
us’d as nuthentick, i’aycs ^jeremiai * the Greek Patriarch in Ins an- 
fvver to the Wnte»Vr\- Divines.

deration of his Works, when I have obierv d, with how. much Ve¬ 
neration they were receiv’d by the Ancients ; and I need mftance in 
no more, than in that V.logwm which Niumzen, who belt kneiy,and 
was bell able to judge, gives of them from his own experience.

His Relations and Parents. The pious death of his Mother Emmelia.

Bijhops at one time. His Writings enumerated, 

jL E F O R E we conclude S. BafiP s Life, it may perhaps refleft 
K Tome light upon his Story, to give a brief account of his 
U neareft Relations. His Father Bafil fwhom fome I know t> ubb. dc 
not by what Authority, do in his latter dayes make a Bifhop or a S:ri f nccl - «* 
Prieft at leaft) died wnile his Children were yet very young. His 
Mother Emmelia, after the death of her Husband, and care taken in Stt Kum, I. ef 
the Education of her Children, at the perfwafion of her Daughter th/s Li J l - 
Macrina , and that fhe might be near her Son Bafil, quitted the World, 
and retir’d after him into the Wildernefs, where file planted her felf 
ina Village c on the other fide of the River Iris , that fo file might e cyiji. 
receive the comfort of his frequent Vifits, and whence in a time of pfA,[ x ' 
fcarcity, or upon any particular occafion (he was wont tofupply d him fv.4.E;.vin. 
with neceflary Provisions. Broken at laft with extream Age, fhe fell M 33 * 
into her laft Sicknefs c ; her Daughter Macrina , the eldeft, and her dtvit. 

Son Pe/<7, the youngeft of her ten Children, were then with her, im. 
andaftifted her in her laft hours. Having pray’d for, and blefs’d her 
Children that were abfent, fhe took the two prefent, one fittingxin 
the one fide of the Bed, and the other on the otner, by the hand, and 
thus delivered them up to God. To thee y 0 Lord, I here devote and 
offer up both the fir ft Fruits , and the Tenth of my Children ; this the firfl, 
the other the tenth and lafl of the Fruit of my Womb. Both are thine by 
Lm>, both due as Gifts and Offerings unto thee. Let both therefore be in - 
tirelyconfecratcd to thy Jelf. And fo having given order for her burial, 
that file might be inter’d in the Sepulchre of her Family f which was 
done accordingly) file died, a little before BafiPs advancement to the 
See of Cafarea, who bewail’d f her death, as the lofs of the only f £;.vir p.50. 
comfort of his Life, the news whereof put him into a relapfe that had 
near coft his Life. 

II. OF the ten Children which file had, four only befides Bafil 
furvive in Story, Macrina , Naucratius , Gregory , and Peter. Macrina 
waseldeft, borrowing her name from her good Grand-mother Ma¬ 
rina, fbmetime Scholar to S. Gregory Thaumaturgns. Her Mother 
was particularly follicitous about her Education, and being a Child of 
acute and excellent Parts, befides Family-Affairs, file efpecially 
Gain’d her up in the knowledge of the Scriptures, and particularly of 
tliofe Rules which Solomon has laid down for the good Government 
of the Life. She often read the Pfalter, which fne committed to 
Memory, and repeated upon all occafions; when file went to Bed, 
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or a role in rlie Morning, or betook her fell to, or left oil any work, 
rrhen Ihe lit down to. or role from Meals or went to her Devoti¬ 
ons Hie ahvaves us’d to ling a Piilm. Such was her con re even be¬ 
fore lire w as twelve years of Age. Her Piety cnereas'd with her 
veins ;u,d her beamy with both, which made her lo much courrcd, 

:.i n , iJ r i;i her to prevent importunities, provided her a Ratable 
match hut the ( entkman died betore the Conlummation; and ihe 
nor f)rrv for rhe cccilion, thenceforth refoly d upon a tingle l ife, 
andtolv-ahiilmt to her Mother in educating the other Children. 
Which flic* perform’d with great care and diligence, perlwadmg her 
1 'rothcr lh! ; \ then newly return’d from the Lnivcrlity, to lay afide 
the loftv opinion of his great learning, and to embn e the humble 
and di 1'h ulc way of virtue, and to form himielf to the ftrittnets of 
a retired life. Her bather being dead, and the reft of the family dif 
pofed of flic withdrew from common converle ; and together with 
a comnnny of pious Maids, over whom ihe pidided as Govcrncls, 
fpent iicr \\ hole time in circles of devotion and in the ftnfteft excr- 
dfbs of piety and virtue. Her brother A 7 / ;* f who.had not Icon her 
of cifdit \ cars) undertook a journey to viiu her, and in the way had 
Rime obfeure intimations in his dream concerning her death, which 
he then knew not what to make of. Coming to the place, he found 
her lick adminiftied afliftances proper toiler dying circumftances, 
and after her dcccale faw her interr’d with great folcmnity After 
which he at large wrote her life«, worthy the nerufal of the learned 
1/iS^tU Reader. She is (hid to have been infeded with Orix's opinion : but 
finding it reported by no other than N/cepoonu I luppole he mil- 
took her for her Grandmother Macrina, Auditor of S. Gregory, who 
had had Orinen for his Tutor. . , 

I[[ next brother was Nancratuts •, (or, C on/tantjne i orphy- 

rocwr.i k calls him, Pancratia) a Youth of an amiable fhape ftrong 
K /. I. Tnm. | )0t j v nnc lno Ids admirable endowments of mind. At XXII. years 
11 l8 ' 0 f | JC had given lignal evidence of his eloquence and abilities in 

hispublick Orations, to the great applaufe and admiration ot the 
’[ hear re, when on a fudden lie threw itp all, and retired into the 
Wildernds, Idling himielf in a convenient folitude near the Hiver 
Jr/f where he enjoved the company of none but a few mortiliedold 
men, whom he provided for by hunting (whereat he was dextrous) 
and was ready upon all occafions to attend his Mother, five years 
lie (pent in this retirement, when going out one day to hunt, ac¬ 
companied with none but Ins dear Chryj.ipbtm (whom of all Ins ljo- 
ir.cfticks he had chofcn to be the conftant Companion of his ife 
they were botli brought home dead : A lols that infinitely amittca 
his Mother, and fell heavy (tho flic bore it with a maRmlinc patience) 
upon his Sifter Macrina, who loved him above all the reft. Next 
him was Gregory, a perfon of excellent learning and great eloquence, 
made afterwards Bilhopof Nyffa in Cappadocia, banilht and perlecu* 
tedbyth o Arlans, whonotwithftanding all their malicious attempts 
againft him, liv’d to a great age, till near the conclufion of this 
tan, though the particular time of his death cannot be.rccovcrai. 

„ „. IV. The laft of the Brothers, and indeed otall the Children (m 
Ml tr.V 185. Father dying as foon as lie was born) was Pi ter, who was much be¬ 
holden for the advantages of his Education to the care and tenderntt 
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bis Sifter Mtrrhn, who leafon’d his early years with religious Prin¬ 
ciples, and the knowledge of Divine things, and 16 fill’d up all his 
hours, that he had little leafure to divert to vain ufelefs ftudies. She 
was father and Matter, Tutor and Guardian to him , whom file 16 
improved by her prudent councils and inttruttions, that he quickly 
arriv’d to the utmott perfection of true Philofophy. He Iiad parts 
capable of any Science, efpecially a genius for Mechanick Arts, which 
without any help he made himfelf Matter of, beyond what others 
with long time and pains arc wont to do. And though he attain’d 
not an equal accuracy and perfection in external literature with his 
Brothers, yet in the improvements of Virtue he was equal to them. 

To which end he gave up himfelf to a folitary and afcetic life, joyn- 
ing himfelf to the retired conversion of his Mother and Sifter, with 
whom he fpent a good part of his life. He was peculiarly remar¬ 
kable for his Hofpitality and Charity, and when in a time of great 
famine, multitudes that had heard of his liberal temper flocked to 
him into tlie deleft, he made fuch plentiful provifions for them, that 
the place feem’d no longer to be a Wildernefs, But a populous City. 

Btjil being promoted to tlieBifboprickof Cafarea, ordain’d him Pres¬ 
byter, as afterwards he was made Bifhop of Stbaftea (that probably 
mat was fituate in Cappadocia , or as Stephanas according to the Divi- 
lion in his time, in Armenia, there being feveral Cities of that and the 
like denomination, St haft e, Sehfiea, Stba/hpolis in the Eeiftern parts) 
though when this was,' or how long he fat, or how lie difeharg’d the 
Affairs of that See, we are wholly left in the dark. Nothing of his 
Writings remain, but one fhort Epiftle to his Brother Nyffen, who at 
his requeft, had undertaken to anlwer Etmominss Book againft Baft/, 
and had defil’d his advice how to proceed in that Affair. By this ac¬ 
count that we have given, we fee it true what A T azi.mzen ni obferv’d * Crjtfi xjr 
in his Funeral Oration upoii Bafil , that however his Parents were re- f- 
nowned for many noble Virtues and honorable Qualities, yet this was 
thegreateft, the molt glorious of all, that they were fo happy in 
their Children. And perhaps ’tis an inftance hardly to be parallell’d 
in any Age, for three Brothers, all men of note and eminency, to be 
Bifhops at the fame time.

been a Bigot in his younger years, the deferting whereof loll: him the „ 

k ndncfs of his friends, eftrang’d f lhs own Mother from him, and *f 0r * 1 *' 
cut him off of his Eftate. All which he entertain’d with greater 
diearfblnefs than others arc wont to do the greateft Honours, know- 
ins that though he had loft a Mother upon Earth, lie had gain da 
Father in Heaven ; and though difpoiledof his Goods, lie had lecured 
in Heaven a bi tter and an enduring Subfiance. The chief Inftrument 
of his converfion was his Wife, who continually plied him with 
nravers and importunate perfwafions, which at length made ltnprel- 
fion Indeed he was admirably prepar’d for fuch a change by the 
piety of his Temper, and the purity of his Life. He was in a manner 
aChriftian even before his coming over to Chriftianity : Such 11s 
drift care and government of himlelf, his humility and modefty, his 
temperance andchaftity, jufticeand integrity, uncorruprncfs and im¬ 
partiality in all the gseat Offices of the Commonwealth which he 
had undergone. Thus difpof’d, he flood fairer for a compliance with 
that Religion, wherein he was told thefe graces would fhine with a 
better luftre,and wherein they would receivetheir utmoft accomplifh- 
nent and perfcaion. And an accident happened which though 
notvery confidcrable in it felf, did yet turn the Scale. He dream d« Iijb f *« 
one night, what he had never done before, that he lung that paflage 
in David's pfalms, hv.tsglad when they (aid unto me, let us go into the 
Imfe of the Lord. This way of finging feem’d a little ftrange to himj 
but withall infpir’d him with a fecret pleafure and delight: The good 
Woman was not to be taught how to improve the paflage, which 
file explain’d and urg’d with all its advantages; file magnified the 
mighty kindnefs and condefcention of Heaven, prefling him not to be 
wanting to his own Salvation, nor any longer to refill the call of 
Cod, but immediately to break through whatever flood in the way 
to hinder him. He now yielded up himfelf to her importunity, and 
that nothing might be wanting, an opportunity prefented it felf to 
crown and compleat it. . _. n Cn r 

II. IT happened about this time, that Leontius Billiop ot C txfarea, 
with fome other Prelates of his Province, fet out in his Journey to 
the Council of Nice, and took iVazianzum in their way. To him he 
addrefs’d himfelf, and acquainted him with his earneft defire to be 
made a Chriftian ; in order whereunto he was forthwith put under 
the Rites preparatory to his initiation, in the management whereof 
the Catechift committed a mi flake; for inftead of making him Hand 
up during his attendance upon the Catechetick Lefture (as was cufto- 
mary for the Catechumens who were Candidates for Baptifm) he 
heel’d down all the while, a pofture proper only to thofc who were 
tobeconfccrated to the Priefthood. They that weie prefentper¬ 
ceiv’d the miftake, but withall look’d upon it as a good Omen of his 
future advancement to the Epifcopal Office. Soon after he was bap- 
tiz’d by the Bifliop of Nazianzum , when at his coming out of the 
Rrniflcrium, an extraordinary light and fplcndor was feert to fhine 
round about him, beholden by feveral, who at prefent took no notice 
ofit to one another, each one thinking the Vifion had been commu¬ 
nicated to him alone, but efpccially to the Bifliop it appear’d with fo 
liirprizinc a brightnefs, that he publickly cried out, and told the 
b & N n Peoplei 
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People, that lie had anointed this Perfon robe his Sticccflbr in tliat 
place by the immediate Delignation of the holy (holt. Which ac¬ 
cordingly camctopafs, for upon the Bifhop’s death, alter ionic con- 
liderable vacancy, lie was promoted to that See. He found the place 
in a bad condition, and every thing fl -angely out of order.

ter Manners, and at once brought them under the Laws both of Civi- 
lity and Religion. Such, and fb excellent a Perlon was this great 
man’s father; nor was his Mother Nonna lefs eminent for her Sex. 
A Woman defeended of a pious family, whofc Vert ties flic improv’d 
to that height, that (if we may believe the account which her Son 
every where gives of her) file became for Piety the wonder of her 
Age. Children flic had then none,at lead but one Daughter fifGV^r- 
h nia was her eldeltj and was eagerly defirous h of a Son, in which 

yiix \ °2 2. behalf flic oft fblicited Heaven, promifing as Hannah did in the like 
at'i’li'tb. y »i'i Cafe, if God gave her one, file would intircly devote him to him. 
f'A- Her Prayers like the others prevail’d above, and God to gratihe her 

prefent importunity, was pleas’d in a Vifion by night to communicate 
to her both the fhape of the Child file fhould bear, and the name by 
which he was to be call’d. And no fooner was flic delivered, but care* 
ful to perform her vow, file immediately confecrated and gave him up 
to Cod.

/v' j. Government of his Parents, he foon out-flrip’d his equals in Learning, 

wherein he made fuch quick advances, that his tender years were no 
liinderance to thofe improvements, which in others are the attain¬ 
ments of the matured Age. He was above the little [ports and plea¬ 
sures of Youth, which he generoufly flighted as vain and ufelcfs, and 
oblfruttive to the progrcls of nobler Studies, nature having form’d 
him to a more grave and ferious Temper, fb that as his reafbn grew 
up with his years, he delighted in reading fiich Rooks as were at that 
time written In defence of the Catholics Caufe, and in frequently 
conveifing with wife and good men. The fir ft ftep of his roraign 
Education, was to C*farea y where he put himfelf under the belt Ma¬ 
ilers, and where I doubt not, lie firfl became acquainted with Bafil. 
Having rifled the Learning of that Univerfity,he went into PaU(lim y 
to il.tf.trea. Philippi , where fome of the mofl celebrated Mailers of that 
Age reftded, and where the great Eufebius then fat Bifliop; where 
i n'rm. de lie lludicd under Thefpefius 1 the famous Orator, and had among other 
s:y. in £v- f' c ll ow p U pils Euzmu *, afterwards by the Art an Fattion made Bifliop 
c ' " 3 ’ of that place. Here he particularly applied himfelf to the Rudy of 
Rhetorick, minding the elegancy, not the vanity and affettation of 
that Profcffion. Hence he removed to Alexandria , whofc Schools 
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were famous next thofe at Athens. Having furniflit himfelf with 
the advantages of that Society of Learning , the laft Stage he de- 
fign’d was Athens ; where he intended to lay the topRone. In order 
hereunto he went aboard ni a Ship belonging to Aigtna, an Ifland not 
far from Athens ( the Mariners whereof were his familiar acquain¬ 
tance) but in a bad feafon, it being then about the middle of Novem¬ 
ber, when the Seas arc moR rough and ftormy, and Navigation, if 
ever, dangerous. And he found it fb : for being arriv’d near Cyprus , 
a violent Tempefl fuddenly arofb, which fhook and tofs’d the Ship 
at random, a thick darknefs wrap’d them up, fo that neither Land, 
nor Sea, nor Sky could be deferied, and this attended with dreadful 
Thunder and Lightning, as frightful and amazing as the darknefs: 
that covered them. And to add yet a deeper accent, Hunger and Fa¬ 
mine confpil’d with the common Calamity, their Provifions of Water 
and Vittuals being all loR or fpoil’d, though herein feafbnably re¬ 
liev’d by fbme Pha-nician Traders, who though in the fame danger, 
ventur’d near the Ship, and fupplied that want. The Storm in the 
mean time encreas’d into a greater rage and fiercenefs, and continued 
leveral dayes, the Ship ran adrift, all the skill of the MaRer, or the 
Rrcngth of the Sea men being vain and ufelefs. The Cafe in fhorc 
feemd defperatc, and no probability to efcape, every man gave up 
himfelf for loR, and bitterly bewail’d his unhappy Fate, and the im¬ 
mediate hazard of his life. While our Athenian Paflenger was taken 
up with Confiderations that more nearly concerned him. The ap- 
prehenfions of death and another World, had fummon’d him to a 
review of his pad Life, and nothing fo much troubled him, as the 
thoughts of his being unbaptiz’d, and thereby unintitlcd to the PH- 
vilcdges of the Chriftian State. A Ueflettion that made him burft 
out into the moR paflionatc Sorrows, he tore his Cloatlis, threw 
himfelf upon the floor, mourn’d and cried out with fo loud Exclama¬ 
tions, that the very Sea-men laying afide the fence of their common 
danger, came and fat by him, and wept with him for Company. 
Butrecolletting himfelf, he addrefs’d his Prayers to Heaven, and laid 
before God thofe miraculous deliverances and Prefervations he had 
afforded his People in the mofl imminent dangers, he pleaded the 
particular care which the Divine Goodncfs and Providence had here¬ 
tofore taken of him, that he was his by a moR folcmn Dedication, 
and that now a fccond time he did devote and confccrate himfelf to 
1 'im, which he would afluredly make good, were he pleas’d at this 
time todeliver him. His Prayers were no fooner ended,but granted,the 
Tempefl ceas’d, and the Ship went on fecurely in its right courfe.wit h 
this farther happy effett of fb miraculous aPrefervation, that all the 
PalTcngers forthwith declar’d themfelves refolv’d to become Chriflians. 
And what is yet further memorable,this imminent danger at Sea,was at 
tile fame time communicated to his Parents in a Dream, who pre¬ 
sently betook themfelves to Prayers and Tears for liis fafetv; and him- 
Self a little alter, as foon as the abating of the Storm fuffered him to 
indulge his rcR, dream cl that he led in Triumph a certain Fury, ai 
malignant D.ewtw, that had been bufie to contrive and promote his 
ruinc. Nay, one of his intimate acquaintance, a young man then' 
with him in the Ship, did at midnight, when they were at the gi cat- 
eft Crifis of their danger, behold his Mother Nchna earning alone?

w hich was no looner declar'd, but the weather clear d up, and the 
Tempcft vanilh’d. The Storm thus over, they held on their courlc,

Ship-Mailer liv'd) andfoto Athens, where he was joyfully entertain'd, 
and it was foon known what he was, his great Abilities rendring him 
admir’d,not only by the Scholars,but the chtel Profeflors of that place. 

„ i v H F had not been long at Athens ", when Baj/l, who had 
I "- M tni lately' ifudied at Co^hntiKoflc, came thither. And now the ac- 
Ti A;,/' <inaiht.mce that was begun before, grew up here into an indilfolvabk 
p r jdihip They dwelt together under the lame Hoof, chd eat at the 
lame Table, jovn’d in the lime Studies, wherein they were not four’d 
by Envy, but whetted on by a generous Emulation; nor was the 
C oncention fb much which ttiould out-vy and out-go the other as 
which Ihould be forwarded in yielding to the other the glory of their 
eminent attainments. They equally drew in the fame paths of Ver- 
tue and nothing (o firmly united their Affections, as a mighty zeal 
and’lincere reverence for Religion. They were generally taken no- 
tice of for their prudent and grave demeanor, their temperance and 
abltomio'.iliiefs, their modefty and chaftity, their integrity and con¬ 
tempt of the World, (corning thofe little Arts by which others un- 
worthily enrich’d and advanc’d themlelves ; the hrmneis and con- 
(1 mey of tlvir minds, which they maintain’d under the hcaviclt Ca¬ 
lamities, and eminently kept up in that terrible Earth quake that 
over run o’mr.-, wl en the courage of fo many others funk and tail’d. 

I forbear particular indances of the Friendfhip and Studies of thefe 
two .Treat men during their rcfidence at Athens , having remark'd 
enough to that purpofe in SJLftl’s Life. While he thus purfued 
his Phiiofophick Studies, he had a not unacceptable Dream, that 
... m - v (eem’d to carry fomething more than humane in it. He dream d « 
that fitting at his Book, he efpied two lovely and beautiful Ladies 
Banding h\ him in white Garments, one on his right hand, the other 
t; on his left. The man (who had taken up unalterable Refolutions 
c IV.' rh p 01 . ac i ia ft Hncrlc Life) beheld them with a rigid frown, asking who 
t | lcy wcrc , ami what their bufinels. They familiarly embracing him, 
72? ’ anfwered/don’t be troubled, young man, we are very well known 

to you ; the one of us is called ftHittHmi, the other Cljaffity, and we 
are (cut by God to dwell with you, who have already prepardm 
V our Soul fo neat and pleafant an Habitation for us, and with that 
vanilh’d. And indeed arm'd witli a pious and generous Resolution, 
he maintain’d thelnnoccncy and Integrity of his mind, amidft al the 
Temptations, and thole charms of Company and Conversion, which 
that place above moft others did afford. Amongft others with whom 
pv , Vlfl he fell into acquaintance there, was Julian t, afterwards Emperor, 
t'ili, ui‘ who was come thither under pretence of Rudy, but chiefly tocon- 
or.er<jb+ 12. E,| t the Importers and Magicians (to whom he was pafhonately ad¬ 
dicted) concerning his future Eortunes. His behaviour there was 
very odd and indecorous, fo that from the ufual diftortings ot us 
mouth, rolling and wandring of his eyes, the fierccnels of his looks, 
the t offings of his head, and unequal motions of Ins (boulders, ms 
uneven r he, and cxceflivc laughter, his broken fpecch, rafnandin* 
coiierr.ic On eft ions, and his bold and impious manner of deputing, 
^ Nazianzen 
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fazianzen was wont to foretel what courfe he would take, and to fay 
to his Friends, See what a mifhief the Roman Empire nouriftjes in its 
Bowls, wifhing withal, that herein he might prove a falfe Prophet. 
Though alas, the courfe of his after-life too truly verified that Pre¬ 
diction.

1. T) Afil had now quitted the Univerfity, and Nazianzen a by the 
r\ unwearied importunity of the Students was prevail’d with L 
to flay behind, and publickly to profefs the Art of Rheto - J 
rick, which he did for a little while, managing the Chair with great 
Honour, both to himfelf and the Univerfity. But the love of his own 
Countrey, the age and infirmities of Ins Parents, and the confider- 
able part he had ipent ofhisownLife (being at this time XXX years 
of Age) made him earneftly defirous to return. So taking leave pri¬ 
vately of his Friends, he left Athens, and took his Journey b by h Mz.or. x. 
Land to Conftantinople, where he met with his Brother C.efarius, juft L 1 4 * 
then arriv’d from Alexandria, where he had fo accompli fil’d himfelf 
in all the polite Learning of that Age, and cfpccially in Phyfick (to 
the Study whereof he had particularly applyed himfelf) that he had 
not been long in the Imperial City; when his Fame had fo far re¬ 
commended 
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commended him to the notice and good opinion of all. That pub- 
lick Honours were decreed him, Matches propounded from Noble 
* Families, the dignity of a Senator offered him, and a Committee 

ordered to wait upon the Emperour, to intreat him, that (though 
the City wanted at that time no learned men in any laculty) yet 
this might be added to all its other Glory, that C.efimas might be¬ 
come its Phxfician and Inhabitant. Thele were indeed great Temp, 
rations to a young Gentleman : But the Authority and Influence of 
his Brother Ntizi.wzcn weighed down all other Confiderations, at 
w ho(c perfwafions lie modeffly declin’d the honourable Propofals 
and Importunities of the City, which was by no means willing 
to part with him, and accompanied him into his own Countrey, 
welcome to all, but clpccially to their Parents, being made much 
dearer to them by fo long an abfence from them. Ihefirft thing 
confiderablc /Vazfwz>n did after his return, was to make good what 
he had fofolemnly vow’d, to conlecrate himfelf to God by Bapiifin, 
This done, his next Confult was, in what courle of life lie fliotild lix 
him (elf. He found himfelf ftrongly inclin’d to a folitary and mo 
naflick life the pleafiires of Retirement and Contemplation being in- 
finitely grateful to him. On the other hand he was inflam’d with 
. a defire, fully to inform himfelf in the knowledge of the holy 
Scriptures, and the divine Myfteries of the Chi iftian Pauli, where¬ 
in he could not hope for thofe advantages from a folitary Fife,which 
he might expeft from Society and Convention. He refolv’d there¬ 
fore upon a middle courle, neither wholly to defert the Woild, nor 
yet to engage in the Bufinefs, and the buffle of it; he could reap the 
benefits of Contemplation at Home, as well as the devuiteft Alee- 
nck in the Wildcrncfs, and yet at the fame time (what l.e account¬ 
ed no finall part of Piety; be helpful and affiffinz to Ins aged Pa¬ 
rents. He look’d upon it as a great part of that divine Philolophy 
he had attain’d to, to be able to promote the ends of Venue, with¬ 
out the help of a Cell or a Monaftery, deliring rather to be than 
to Fern Religious, it not being the place, but the Life makes the 
Monk. And his Father to render him more ufeful both to lumlelf, 
and to the Church, furprized him into Ecclefiaflick Orders again! 
his will. For though lie had a Angular reverence for the Mimitcrial 
and Epifcopal Order, yet was he rcfolvcd not to engage m it. VS here¬ 
in yet his Father over-ruled him, and ordain’d him Presbyter, which

IV. HE 
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IV. HE thus imploy’d himfclf, when the neceffity of Affairs at 
Home forcibly ravifh’d him from his fweet retirements. His Father 
poop’d under the infirmities of age, and was no longer able to attend 
his Charge, with that care and diligence he was wont to do; the 
Aritns by their intereft at Court, carried all before them in every 
place, turning out, and putting in at pleafure, and by their Agents 
and Emiffaries in all parts, perverting men of fimple and honed: minds. 

To be helpful to him in tilde Circumftances, his father had oft fol- 
jiciccd him to return, and befides his own, had us’d the Interceffion 
of Friends to perfwade him, till at length he yielded, and came back. 

He return’d about Eajfer, and took the occafion of making an Orati¬ 
on “to the People, as afterwards to vindicate himfclf from thofe ill mQr xu 
interpretations which fome men had made of his flight into the Wil- p. <57* vid. 
dernels, he publiflfd a large Apologetic/:, » wherein he (hews, ’twas 
not fear of danger, nor making light of an Ecclefiaftick Office, nor have Orat. 
difeontent that better Preferment was not offered him, that had n o f . i./m * 
caus’d him to retire, but a great love to folitude, a fence of his un- ™ 
fitnefs for an Ecclefiaftick Charge, and a dread of the importance 
and difficulties of the Office : Whereupon he proceeds elegantly to 
deferibethe Sacerdotal Office, and what are the genuine Qualifica¬ 
tions of a true and weli-accomplifh’d Prelate, with fevere reflexions 
upon the irregular Ordinations, and mifearriages of many in thofe 
times. That as to his return, he was fway’d in it by a double mo¬ 
tive, his deflrc to gratific the Church of Nazranznm, who were im¬ 
portunate lor his coming among them, and the reverence he bore to 
his Parents, whole Commands he could no longer refill, and whole 
neceffrics call’d for his affiftance. Thus he became Coadjutor to his 
Fadier. the cares of whofc old age he reliev’d by his unwearied pains 
and diligence, in preaching, oppofing and convincing Gainfayers, 
and all other parts of the Minifterial Function, though fome who 
had been forward to recal him from his folitudcs, fhewed a great cold- 
nels and indiffercncy to his Miniftry , when he was cornfc afnong 
them, whereof he complains with fbmerefentment in an Oration 
0 preach’d on purpofe upon that occafion. o 0r , ii.f.45. 

V. HE had not long entred upon this Charge, when a fad acci¬ 
dent did greatly affliX their Family, the death, I mean, of his Bro¬ 
ther Ctefarius , who departed this life a little after the terrible Earth¬ 
quake that hapned in Bithynia Ottob. util. Arm. CCCLXVIII, A Gen¬ 
tleman, whole Parts, Learning, and Vertues made him equal to a- 
ny, Superior to moft of that time. After a pious Education under 
his Parents, he was fent to Alexandria r, where he foon went beyond ' Un-Or. x. 
his Companions, with great fuccefs, travelling through the whole ^ 1 5 
Circle of the Sciences, though lie particularly betook himfclf to the 
ftudy of Phyfick, and became fb eminent in that Profeffion, that in 
his return (as we noted before) he was invited to ftay at Con/lantino - 
pie upon the moft honourable terms, as before his quick Parts, vaft 
Learning, ftriX Temperance and Sobriety had endear d him to all at 
Alexandria. He return’d with his Brother into his own Countrey, 
to which he confecrated the fir ft Fruits of his Profeffion, not more to 
his own credit, than the advantage of the places where he liv’d. Here 
he continued fome years, when to the diffatisfaXion of his Friends 
he remov’d to Conftantinople under the reign of Julian ; who lov’d 

O 0 a 
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a man of Learning where ever he rqet him, but was particularly ta¬ 
ken with C a:fir i us. He had fcarcc given a Spcamtnt of his Learning, 
and excellency in his Art, when he was made chief Pbyficianto the 
Emperor, and the higheft Honours and Offices at Court not thought 
too great for him, being at Lift made Treafurer to the Emperor. It 
was nolinall grief and trouble to his Parents (nay, and what others 
reproach’d them with) that he had thusdilpos’d of himfelf. What 
the Son of a Chriftian Bifliop thruft himfelf into the Service and 
Family of an Apoftate Emperor, one that openly defied, and plain- 
ly (Iibvcrted Chriftianity r Was it for him to engage in Honours 
and Offices, to hunt after Power and Grandeur, to amafs Wealth 
and Treafure, at a time, when he fliould think it the richeft, noblell: 
and fiifeft Courfe, with a generous courage to oppofe the growing 
Impieties of the age, and to get as far as he could, out of the reach 
oi the Villanies and Mifchicfs of an evil time ? How could Bifhops 
ever hope to prevail with others, not to fiift'er themfelves to be car¬ 
ried down the Stream, or to keep themfelves from being infefted 
with the Superftition and Idolatry of the times, if they could not 
firft perfwade their own Children? With what face could they re- 
prove others for their faults, that fwept not before their own door, 
and remov’d the Objections that lay at home? All which his Brother 
n?. xvii. reprefented in a Letter i to him, befecching him to lay downhisOf- 
P- 7*7 9- fices, and retire, as the only way to fecure himlelf, and to refrefh, 

- comfort, and preferve the lives of his aged Parents, at all timesrea* 

• dy to tumble into their Graves, but now wholly unable tobear up 
under the weight of fo great a trouble. That if all this fway’d no¬ 
thing, he would only put him in mind, that one of thefe two things 
mu ft be his Portion, either, that continuing a fin cere Chriftian, he 
mufl be unequally yoked, with a fhameful and impious Tribe, and 
live unworthy of himlelf, and the great hopes that had been con¬ 
ceiv’d of him; o; if he did go on to purfuc Honour and Applaufe, 
’twould betray him to temptat ion and a fiiare, and what would prove 
bittemefs in the latter end. The Counfel had its defir’d efleft, Ca- 
farias %rew weary of his Attendance at Court, and refolv’tlto part 

with all, rather than wake jhiprrack of Faith and a Hood Conference. 

• o.-ir,x. fidian had attempted r his conihney, with Arguments fiiited both 

h l6? ' to his hopes and fears; but thefe were eafily thrown olf. Nexthe 

fought to run Iiim down by force of Rcafon, and a warm and brisk 
Difjxite pals’d between them. But C’.i farms Rood his ground, and 
came off Conqueror, and having anfwcr’clall his Sophifms, and reje¬ 
cted all his Offers, in conclufion plainly told him, that he both was 
a Chriftian, and was refolv’d to be fo. And though notwithftanding 
all this, the Emperor was unwilling to part with Iiim, yet being 
then preparing for his expedition againft Perfia, C afar ins took the 
opportunity to return. About two years after he went back to 
Court, when Valens, not yet tainted with Arianifm. was advanc'd 
to the Fa fern Empire, by whom he was reftor’d to his former Office 
of Comes reruns privataninjy or Treafurer of the Imperial Rents, in 
which capacity a Refcript to him is yet extant in the Fheodofun 
Code. Indeed, both Kalentini.w and l ’dens were at ftrife, which of 
them fliould have him, though I'alentin'tan was willing to reiign him 
up, as fitted to fcive the F. fern Emperor. Nor was his prefcne 
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employment any more than an earneft of what higher Dignities were 
defign’d for him. In the execution of this Office he went into Pi- 
tbpu, where he was when that fatal Earthquake happened,«' which, r ^/. (t ; rK 
as in other places it left Inch lamentable footfteps of its rage and fu- x ' 1 ' Cn ‘"- l - 
ry, fo particularly overturn’d the great and famous City of Nice, 
with the far major part of its Inhabitants, and C.efirms himfelf had * ' 

periflfd in the common Ruins, had not the divine Providence mira- 
culoufly interpos’d for his deliverance, by prefacing him and fome 
few more under hollow parts of the ruinated Houfes, fb that he e- 
fcap’d without any confiderable damage. This Accident Nazi.viz.en 
immediately laid hold of, writing * to his Brother wifely to improve ‘ v f * VI - 
what had hapned to him, that even the fears of danger might be ‘°' 778 ‘ 
manag’d to very ufcful purpofes, and to the bringing of us nearer 
unto God; that we fliould not fb much refent the evils that befal 
us, as be thankful to God, that we are delivered from them, and in 
all Circumftances of life, whether private or publick, devote onr 
fclves to him, who is the Author of our Prefervation, and whole 
Service we ought not to neglcfr, fora few little trifling advantages, 
which places of Honour and Profit might bring in; an Admonition 
that perhaps might not be overwelcome to him: That lie heartily 
wiffi’d himfelf with him, to bear part in the joy of his delivcran* c, 
and more fully to difeourfe him about thefe matters ; but if that 
could not be, that at Ieaft he might out of hand enjoy his compa¬ 
ny at home, where they might joyntly folcmnizc the memory of 
fo fignal a prefervation. Cajariua underftood his meaning, and it 
feems,follow’d his Advice : For foon after,lie came homeiell lick, and 
died,and his Funeral was attended with Pfalmodies, and lighted Tor¬ 
ches carried before it; wherein his own Mother bore her part; his 
Funeral Oration was made by his Brother, wherein he especially com¬ 
mends him for his ingenuous temper, his fobriety, and the ftriftnefs 
of his converfation, his care to keep himfelf in the midftofallhis 
greatnefs, from being corrupted with the fnares of the World, and 
the Vices that attend Princes Courts, his Fidelity and Conftancy 
to his Religion, and his incomparable Charity to the poor, whom 
by his laft Will u he made the foie Heirs of his Eftate, comprizing ,**//. 
ail in a few words, worthy to be written in Letters of Gold, in-mt:

Exchequer, nay, and Nazianzen who had poftefs’d himfelf of fome 
[mall part of it, and difpos’d it to the ufe of his Will, was brought 
into trouble about it, infomuch, that he was forc’d to addrefs w him- 
fdf to Sophronins the Governor, and intreat him to do right to his ,/ ’* 7 *' 

deceafed Friend, one, whom both living and dying he had lov’d and 
honour’d, and that he would pity and relieve thofe who were in¬ 
nocently betray’d into fb troublefom an Office. The Conteft it feems 
was not prefently ended, it depending after Nazianzen was made Bi- 
fhop, as appears from St. BafiP s Letter x to Sophronius about this vc- « uc.fup. 

[F thing, to whom he truly ftates the cafe, and begs of him to ufe citat - 
nis Intereft with the Treafurer, that the bufinefs might be brought 
Oo 2 to 
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to an llTiie, and that he would find out a way, whereby the good 
man might be freed from the vexatious fuit wherein he was mtangled. 
But to pal's by that, fo great and exemplary were Cxfnms s Venues 
hat he was inverted after his death with the Honour of a Saint, and

t. cr.ccx. , j Aut hor of thefe Dialogues hvd fomewhat later than our 
Sl °' cjire*, as is manifeft from feveral Paffages and Quotations in them, 
nor did he tarry, much lefs publicity teach XX years at Confirm, 
p! as is exprefly affirm’d in the Title of them. Not to fay. that the 
Argument of them being purely Theological and of the fubulelt 
Ouc ft ions and Speculations in Religion, was foreign to a manof his 
pTofeflion, and unfuitable to his Praaice and Courle of Life, and who 
was not baptiz’d neither till a little before his death : And what is 
more, bis Brother in the large and particular accounts lie gives of 
him, has not the lead hint to this purpofe, no, nor that ever he 
committed any thing to writing, which if he had, tis not reafon- 
able to think he would have pafsd it by.

I. T TIS Brother being dead, Nazianzen continued at home, per- 
I I forming all dutiful Offices to his Parents, when he was 
unhappily drawn into new Troubles; which he oft bewails 
as the greateft inquietude of his Life. Vale»s the Emperor (out of 
fpitc, as fome conje&ure to St. Bafil) had divided Cappadocia into 
two Provinces, and had conftituted Tyana the Metropolis of the Se¬ 
cond Cappadocia , by which means Anthimus Bifhop of that See fet up 
for a Metropolitan, and laid claim to the Churches within that 
Province, formerly dependent upon the See of C.efirea. Bafil relen¬ 
ted the injury, but knew not how to remedy it, nor to make upthd 
lofs, but by erecting fome new Bifhopricks. Which he did, anda- 
mong the reft: Safima ($• a Town lying within the Verge 

ofthe Second Cappadocia. A trufty Friend in this Station, he reckon’d 
would mightily fecure his Intereft, and keep a fair Decorum between 
him and Anthimus , the Town lying between Caftrea and Tyana ; and 
none could he think of fo fit for this Affair as his dear Friend Grego- < y.^.chxtf. 
n- To him c therefore hepropofes it by Letter, which the other p-is*- «?///. 
rejefted with Contempt, as a thing deftru&ive of his beloved priva- xxxilT/ 
cy, which made him decline all publick Preferment in the Church, ?? 
hut this efpecially, a place fo mean and contemptible in it (elf, and T&*

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upon all accounts 16 inconvenient for him. B.Jif netlcd with his oh. 
llinate refufal, treated him it feems with lome Jeverity, calling hi, n 
a R: ft.ck and a CVwr//, and a man that undei flood not his hitertli, and 
that was refolv’d to forfeit and diloblige his friends. The other 
replyed with ftomach enough, that lie knew not w herein he had 
defer v’d this ufoge, that’twas hard for a man firft to be abus’d, and 
then charg’d for complaining of it ; that perhaps the beft account 
that could be given of it, was, that his Aichicpifcopal Dignity had 
lwcll’d him with pride and loftinels ; otherwile, abatingthe eminent 
cy of his place, he knew' not wherein he was inferior to him, a 
thing which he hirnlelf at all other times was forw ard enough to 
allow'; that the World talk’d loud of him for this unkind attempt, 
and that he w'as weary w'ith making Apologies to defend him from 
thofc fliarp Ccnfurcs, that were pafs’d upon him, that thofc who 
ipokc foftefl, faid, it w r as not according to thofe flritt Laws of 
Triendfhip that were between them, that ’twas an inftance ofgreat 
contempt and difrefpe£b, after he had made fo much ufe of hisaf 
fill: nee (he means I fuppofe, his endeavours in promoting Jitfil to 
the See of C.efana) lie lliould now caff him away as a difhonourable 
inlfrumcnt, good for nothing, and deal with him like the fuppor- 
ters of a new-built Arch, which w hen the flru&ure is able to Rand 
alone, are taken down, and thrown afide asufelefs and unprofitable; 
that he beg’d of him to let him enjoy his cafe and privacy, and not 
to reproach him with doth and idlenefs, becaufe he refus’d his offer 
of and had no mind to a Bifhoprick, while others w ere con¬ 

tending for them with zeal and fiercenefs; a quiet life being to him 
above all other bufinefs, wherein if he had more to follow him, the 
Church would have farlcfs trouble, and the Faith, which now by 
every Party was made an inlfrumcnt of F’a&ion, would be preferv’d 
muen more entire and found: That’therefore he fhould do well to 
let him alone, and not attempt to rob the new Metropolis of foglo- 
rious a prize as Safiw.u and in the mean time difeover (what he 
ought to keep fecret) the unwarrantable dcfign he had in it: That 
however he dilpos’d his Affairs, yet as to hirnlelf, he had gain’d 
thefe two points from his Fricndlbip, never henceforth to truff Friends, 
nor to effeem any tiling more excellent and valuable than God. To 
fiich heats and jars may the deareff, and the firmeff Friendfhipbc 
iometimes expos’d. 

II. B A SI L though meeting w'ith all this oppofition, would not 
however give over the attempt. His own interdf failing, he knew 
na better way to over-pow'er Nazianzen, than by gaining over his 
Father to his Party. He did fo, and by his perfwafions and com¬ 
mands, he was at laff prevail’d w'ith to comply, and accordingly was 
ordain’d Bifhop of Saftma ; at what time he made an Apologetick 
'‘oat. vii. Oration d , directed peculiarly to his Father and S. lUfil , and let them 
p ‘ M2, know wdiat’twas had made him fo unwilling to undertake^ that 
charge, at the confideration whereof, he was as much amaz’d, as 
Children are w'ont to be at a great flafh of Lightning ; that the thing 
being done, it wrns but reafonable they fhould be his Guides and Tu¬ 
tors, to inffruft him in the true Art of feeding and governing his 
Flock; w'ith all modeffly reflecting upon Bafil, that he who while 
they were Fellow-Pupils, had treated him with fo much Humanity, 
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fhould now' put fuch hard things upon him ; that he had indeed got 
the better of iiim, and carried the day, but ’twas not by argument, 
but by force ; that he lliould profjieroufly'go on in his pafforal Go¬ 
vernment, and fhew him the way both by his Precepts and Examples, 
whofe happy conduCf lie was refolv’d to follow. Upon the kune 
Argument and Occafion, and to the fame Pcrfons,(though whether at 
the fame time, I know' not) he difeours’d in another Oration e , mo- e ° ,Jt ’ 
deftly complaining of the injury that had been done him, in drawing r * 
him out of the fhadcs of his beloved Solitude, and thrufling him upon 
the Stage of a publick Life, a thing he little expedled from Pcrfbns 
of fuch intimate Familiarity and Friendfliip. The next day came 
Gregory Nyffv h, IhfiP s brother, (who probably fliould liave been pre¬ 
fer at the Ordination) whofe arrival (it being then a Feftival Com¬ 
memoration of the Martyrs) lie wellcom’d with an Oration f , where- f o at. vr; 
in paffing by his own Cafe, as not proper for that occafion/he prin- p ' 1 * 6 ' 
cipally prefles them to imitate the Piety, Purity, Zeal, and Con (Fancy 
of the Martyrs, to clcanfc our felves, and offer up Soul and Body, as 
a living, holy, and rational Sacrifice; this w'as the way truly toce- 
lcbrate the l-elHval, and render it acceptable to Chriil; this the 
way to honour the Martyrs, and not to meet to eat and drink, to in¬ 
dulge Luxury and Debauchery, things fitter for a Prf(*.f//FcfHvaI,thau 
a Chriftian Solemnity. Anthimm of Tyana quickly heard of the Or¬ 
dination, w'hereupon accompanied w'ith Tome Bifhops of his Province, 
he came to Nazianznm g , under pretence indeed of making a vifit to e sw>.x?:i 
the elder Gregory, but the dcfign was to try ifhe could bring over A 7 *- 
zisnzen to his Party. He fet upon him with all the methods of Infinua- 
tion, fome times congratulating, other whiles intreating, fometimes 
threatning, and then expoflulating ; now commending, and anon re¬ 
proaching,tel ling him that he ought to look upon him only as his Eccle- 
fiafticalSuperior,and upon the new Metropolis as the greateft and modi. 
honourable. Nazianz.cn vindicated the honor of the Sec ofC.r/imr, 

“themoft ancient and true Metropolis of all thofc* parts, nor could 
ebe prevail’d with to flir one foot. So that Antlmmu departed in 
“"content, foaming, and charging him with Bafilifm, or an undue 
partiality to Bafil, alluding to the charge of the Athenian Ambafladors, 
who aeons d each other of Pbilippifw, that is, of a traitcrous cor- 
jelpondence w'ith that Macedonian Prince. After this, he fummon’d 
himtoa Synod, w'hicli the other refus’d, as an injury to the Metre- 
pohttck Rights ; then he wrote to him to intercede, that Ba(il and 
they might meet, to confuIt about and debate this Matter.

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Crutch to (upport his Age and Cares, and indeed why any at all ? 

His body though infirm and weak,was yet afted by a Soul brisk and 
vigorous, and now wholly free from the inordinate Motions of the 
fenfual appetite; that it concern’d him however to have made (hell 
a choice, wherein he might not (eem to have been led more by con- 
(iderations of Confanguinity and Relation, than the common Good. 

Next he turns to the People, whom he acquaints with the force that 
had been us’d towards him, and how much he had yielded to the 
Age of his Father, and the importunity of his Friends, and therefore 
begg’d their atfiftance according to their leveral capacities ; that he 
was diftratted between two different Principles; his inclination to fo- 
litude made him caff an eye to the Mountains and the Wi'lderncE, 
and long for thofe happy opportunities of retiring from the Regions 
of fence, of turning inward, and converfing with God and his own 
mind; on the other hand the Sacerdotal Confecration that had pafs’d 
upon him, oblig’d him to appear in publick, and to confult the hap- 
pinelswfothers, to reclaim men from Vice, and repair the divine 
Image in them, and to form and build up a peculiar People unto 
God; that no man ought meerly to confult himfelf, but to promote 
the good of others, though with (bme difadvantage to himfelf, a 
praaice wherein our Lord has fet us the moff generous Example :that 
lie would as much as might be, reconcile tliefe two coudes, neither 
defertthis Miniffry, nor yet take upon him a burden too heavy for 
him, and which his (Length w ould not ferve him to go through 
with; that therefore for theprefent he w^ould undertake the charge 
to comply with his Father’s Age and Infirmities, but after that he 
would be free, nor fhould any man prevail with, or coinpell him 
againfi: his Inclination; and though the (uccecding in a paternal 
Charge wanted not fome confiderable advantages to recommend it, 
yet that the bell and fifed courlc was both for Governors and Peo¬ 
ple to be mutually willing to embrace each other, the Laws of Re¬ 
ligion and the Church commanding the Epifcopacy, or overfight of 
the flock to be undertaken willingly, and not by condraint to have 
it forc’d upon them. 

IV. ONE of the fird tilings he did, after his coming amongd 
them (if I conjc&ure the time aright) was his making their peace 
with the offended Governor. The People of Nazianznm either bur¬ 
dened with (ome unreafonable Taxes, or vex’d with fome intollera- 
bleEdid, had it (eems broken out into evident Symptoms of Tumult 
and Difcontent. Whereat the Governor (whom one of the ancient 
Scholiads s fuppofes to have been JulUn the Affeffor of the Imperial t rid. buhl 
Taxes, who had been NAziMzrjfs School-fellow r , and w r as his inti- ar *- in 0rJt ' 
mate acquaintance) highly offended, few out into paffion, and ?r/J.‘ 0r . Ix . 
threatened to make them reel the Judice of his provoked Severity, p. 15 S. 

To pacific his anger, and to allay the dorm, Ndzianztn gets up into 
the Pulpit, and makes an Oration f to them, wherein after lie had (oy.it. xvit 
endeavored to (upport the minds of the People under their apprehen- /’• 
fions of danger, and advis’d them how^ to behave themfelves, neither 
to be (eeure or inlolent in profperity, nor yet defpondent in calamitous 
times, but efpeciallv to (iibmirto God, the liipream Governor .of the 
World, and to Princes as thofe that are (cut bv him to preferve the 
publick Order and Difciplinc of Mankind, Obedience to Government 
P p being

being one of the great Laws of the Chriftian Religion; he next di- 
refts his (beech to the Magiftrutcs, whom lie be cechcs to own and 
floon to his Spiritual Authority ; and then laftly to the Governor, 
whom lie puts in mind of his pious Education, lm Baptilm. and Ibid 
nrofertion of the Cat holick Faith, pcrlwading him by many excellent 
Arguments, to uliihis Power with Mercy and Moderation, and to im¬ 
prove that Authority for Chrift, which he had rece.vd tromh.m ; a 
, Subicft which he manages with (6 much eloquence and ftrcngtli ol 

Kcalon that were there nothing clle, this alone were enough to 
(licw him to have been one ot the Mailer Orators of that Age. 

V ABOUT this time died his Sifter (iw^rw/.r, "'hole Mineral 
. on,, xi. Sermon ■ he preach’d. She was the Wife of I'italun, a Gcndcma* 
i-Mi. in thole Parts, by whom flic had lcveral Chddmi. A \\ Oman ot 

Tanlcendent Vcrtucs, pious towards Gotl, whole: Houle (he Ire- 
audited • whole Miuifters (lie reverenc’d; charitable to the Poor, 
wholb Heredities flic relieved, and her Houle open to all that wanted; 
prudent and exemplary in her Relations; one who knew how to re- 
loncile the advantages of celibacy with the Convcmcncics of a mam- 
cd I ife; and to reap thermits ofboth; grave, but not aullcre ; nei¬ 
ther merrv. normorolc; a great enemy to all modes of amhcial 
beauty • chart: in her Garb, temperate in her Diet, much convcr ant 
in watching and abrtinencc, (pending whole nights in tinging Malms, 
or in reading the Scriptures, or in divine Meditations, or fervent 
Pravcrs wherein flic was io frequent, that her knees were grown 
hard like thole of Camels ; 16 modeft and baflifnl, that in extremi¬ 
ties of licknefs, (lie would not endure a Phyfirian to come near her, 
being unwilling that in thofe Circumftanccs any man fhoiilcl either 
fee or touch her. She was fus’d with a very malignant l eaver, 
which attended with fome other Complications, rendred her Cale 
deliicrate beyond the hopes of her friends, or the skill of Phylitians. 

In this condition Ihc ventured upon a ftrangc unaccountable way ol 
cure finding Ibmc intcrmilhon of her bits, (lie got up, and in a 
ftormy night went to Church, where (he knccl’d down bejore the Al¬ 
tar or Communion Table, and pour’d out her Prayers to Chrift, and 
laving her head upon the Table, protefted (lie would not take it 
thence, till Ihc had recovered her health, withall pouring out tali 
abundance of tears, that (he moiftened the pieces of the holy Hucta- 
rift, (-TO tivli'mm inf 'nptu ©rt£A(©• 6 «/©(©-. the Antitypes or i- 
; 3 ,. gurcs ofChrift’s precious body and Blood, as tVa-hnzcn there ® 

them') which (lie had about her; whereupon of a hidden H e found 
her (elf perfeftly reftor’d to health. Which yet did not abate he 
vigorous defiles to depart, and to he with Clin ft, and God grai ' 
herrequeft, and was pleas'd by an extraordinary Vilion torepreiut 
to her the particular day of her Diffolution ; which hang come, 
call'd for her Husband, Children, and friends about her, anti bavin,, 
difeours’d incomparably to them, what properly concern d tliei 
ral Duties, (lie fell into a Trance, fo that they all concluded he to 
be dead ; but her Lips being perceiv’d (fill to move, flic was found 
by tliofc who laid their ears clofc to her, to be repeating ol a I a m. 
which flic had then brought to the Coiiclufion l fKhimi*>»> 
peace to Pep, And mil take my reft ; and with tiiat finilh d her 1 laid 
and her Life together. VT pjpR 
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VI. HER death was followed not long after with that of her Fa¬ 
ther the aged Bifhop of NazJan&um, then near an hundred years 
old% after he had (at XLV. years Biihopof that place. Hi's great v ont.xix. 
Age betray’d him to many Infirmities, and thole attended with pain- f '' 3 ‘ ? ‘ 
fal and acute Diftempers, which grew upon him as he approach’d 
nearer to death, and wherein he ieldom had any Intcrmiflions, but 
w jji| e engag’d in the publiclc Miniftrations, all which time he had 
perfeft cafe; whither the intenfenefs and fervency of his Devotion 
over-power’d the fence of pain, or God mercifully reftrain’d and tied 
it up, while he was engag’d in lo good a work. He was renowned 
for his ftriftnels and lobriety, his fuftice and Integrity even before 
his convcrfion to Chriftianity, as afterwards he became a lerious Pro- 
fcRor, and a mod incomparable Prelate, and though wantipg thole 
previous advantages x of Education which others had, yet he quickly & 

made up all by an indefatigable induftry, whereby he arriv’d to an ex- ^ 
quifitc underftanding of the Scriptures, and thofe Controvcrlies that calamit. r. a. 
exercis’d the Church in thole times. A conftant friend to, and zeal- P* 71 * 
oiis Defender of the Catholick Dottrine; he found his See milerably 
over-run with Vice and Error, both which with infinite diligence he 
rooted lip, and that God might be worfhip’d in a decent manner, he 
built y from the ground a very neat and beautiful, a ftatcly and mag- v r.*- 
nificent Church, elegantly adorn’d with Columns and Portico’s, and 
withall forts of curious Sculpture and Archite&urc, wherein though f . 5 , 3 . " 
he took in the Contributions of the People, yet the main of it was done 
athisowncharge.In his Garb and Diet he was wont toobfervea juft 
Decorum, equally diftant from iordidiicfs and euriofity, and though 
none contented themfelvcs with meaner Food and Cloaths, yet he 
manag’d it in fuch a way, as feem’d leaft liable to vanity and allega¬ 
tion. In his Converfation he was courteous and affable, none more 
gentle and cafie to pardon Injuries; and though niture had form’d him 
inclinable to paffion and quick refentments, yet ho never gave way to 
it, but where zeal againft obftinate Offenders made it ncceilaryj 
to tlie Poor he was kind and charitable, and indeed a common Father; 
and what crown'd all, was a man plain and honeft,. a m:cy Nathm- 
mt /, in whom there n\ts no guile. Amongft other Prelates prelent at the 
Funeral was S. Ihfil, to whom u in the beginning of the 

Oration which he then made, particularly addrefs’d himfelf with 
many (ingular Commendations, as in the Conclufion * of it he di- 2 ii>- 
retted his difeourfe to his Mother AWt, to fiipport her mind under 
Fo great a lofs; that flic was not to wonder at what had happened, 
all things in this World are obnoxious to change and mutability, liih- 
jeft to decay and dye, the happincls of the other World only being 
immutable and eternal, to provide for which, is the great bu/inels of 
life, and that therefore there could be no realon to mourn for thole 
that had made fo happy an exchange, imlefs we can be fo uncharita¬ 
ble as to rob another of his happincls, mealy for our own conycni- 
ency; if the burden was heavy, twas but a little way Ihc had to bear 
it, flic her fell' being like fhortly to follow after; and though they 
were great eomforts lhe had loll, yet if was to he rememhred how 
long (lie had enjoyM them ; that it was hist lit Ihe Uiould liibmit to 
wluir was heft ; and (lie who with fb much wilclom and courage had 
borne tlic d-athofher Children in their moft flourishing years, oughr 
P |> ■> " ' til. i.-.fi 1 
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much more to bear the fall of a tottering Carcafc, quite worn out 
with age and weaknefs. And indeed the ( onfolations were proper 
and feaibmb'.e; for the good Woman thus depriv'd of the main Staff 
of her l i e, and her felt' ready to drop into the Grave (being near 
of equal years with her Husband; died (as may probably beconje- 
ftur’d) foon after. A Woman of incomparable piety, * which lli e 
inherited as an hereditary bluffing from her Aliceficors, and which 
fhe imparted lirll to her Husband, and then to her Children ; a 
faithful Wife, and an excellent Mother. Thole little arts of fine- 
nels and bravery, whereof other Women are fo much enamoured, 
jl e flighted, accounting the trued beauty to lye in a divine temper 
of mind, and no Nobility to be comparable to the Virtues of a good 
life. She carefully adminiftred the Affairs of her family, as if fhe 
had had nothing elle to mind,and yet attended the duties of Religion, 
as if that alone had been her bufinefs.* The Minilhers of Religion 
llie was wont to entertain with a profound reverence, beholding 
them as the Metfengers of Heaven, and Stewards of holy things'; 
Her rime flic fpcnc in fading, and Watching, in Prayers, and fing- 
ing Pialms day and night; in the publick Congregation lhc was 
taken up with filent admirations, and her foul pollefs’d with (0 
awful a reverence of the Majcfty of thofe Divine Solemnities, that 
flic would never turn her buck upon the holy Table, nor lpit up¬ 
on the Pavement of that place, where God was fo devoutly wor- 
lliipM, fhe fhunn’d the Converfe of the CirntH Ladies, even thofe 
of them that were ncerly related to her, whom lhc would not fa- 
lute with the ordinary cxpredions of familiarity, nor eat with thofe 
that defil clthemfelvcs with Pagan Idolatrous Worfhip. In the midfl; 
of thole many and fevere troubles that came upon her, fhe main- 
tain’d an even temper of mind, whatever Accident befelhcr, praife 
was always the firft word in her mouth ; not a tear in her eye, nor 
a mourning Habit to be Icon upon her upon any of the Churches 
Fcftivals. And yet at the fame time, none more compn'Donate of 
the miferies of others, and more ready to a'f ft them, (ingularly. 
kind to her indigent Relations, anti no Ids charitable to the pcor, a 
publick Guardian to Widow's and Orphans, to provide for whole 
nccMfitics fhe reckoned was the only true and durable Riches, and 
the heft way at once t) feet ire and improve an Dilate. 

VII. ft Y Thcfe heavy breaches in the family, one following clofe 
at the heels of the other, h.izidn-vn was fufficiently wean’d from 
the place of his Nativity, and looking upon himfelf as now fullv re¬ 
leas’d from the Obligation of his Promife, refolv’d immediately to 
t hrow up his Charge. In vain he attempted to procure a Sticccffor 
to be plac'd at i\ r .ti:anz.'ibt, whereupon he retir’d, a and went to AY- 
Lusia, famous for the Temple of St. TbtcLt the Virgin-Martyr, where 
in a Momiftery of devout Virgins dedicated to that Saint, he conti¬ 
nued a longtime, hoping that in the mean while, the See of Nad- 
anzum would have been difpos’d of He return’d much about the 
time of St. B.tfiTs death, whom to his great trouble he could not at¬ 
tend in his laft hours, being himfelf at that time detain’d by fickncfs, 
though afterwards he honoured his memory with an elegant htc:> 
M'<ijt:cl\ ’’ where in lively colours lie dcTcrih’d that great man’s Vir¬ 
tues and courfe of life. I3ut the Church of AG rcmaindifiH 
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a Widow, and fo continu'd leveralyears, the greater Affairs of the 
Church fwallowing up the care of that. About this time Nazi an- 
ze n was fummon’d to the Synod at Antioch,holdm Ann. CCCLXXVIII. 
to heal the Schifin that had fo long rag’d in that Church, and to 
confiilt about the diftra&ed ftateoftlie Eaftcrn Churches, milerably 
fiarafs’d by the late prevalency of the Arian Party. In this Coun¬ 
cil fome were deputed to go into one part, and Ionic into another, 
and among the reft, A Uzianzen, as one whole polite Parts and Learn¬ 
ing could not but render him acceptable to the Court, and capable 
of coping with the ableft Adverfary, was overrul’d quite contrary 
to his own inclination (as he exprefly tells us «) to go to Conftmti- 9 Dt vit. fa.

for her the reviv’d, and appear’d as one iniraculoully rais’d from the 

iPad, ’butthe former account is molt to be relied on, as being given 

bv him who had moft caule to know, I mean X.tzi.wz.n himfclf. 

Jthis Church lie aflembled daily, and preach’d boldly, not with 
more fuccefs to his Miniftry, not with greater fatisfaftion to his Peo¬ 
ple than with trouble and vexation to his Enemies. I he Ari.,-. y? 
and Apollinarians, an up-ftart Scd (wliofe growing errors he alio 
vieoroufly oppos’d) had their eyes upon him, and were fufficicntly 
apprehend ve, how much their Caufe was like to be baffled by fo a- 
ble a Champion’s entring the Lifts againft them. Hereupon they 
fall to their ancient Artifices of reproach and (kinder, traducing him 
to the People as an infamous Heretick, •' particularly that he main- h, v r, t . 
tain’d that there were three Gods, becaule he had aflerted that in the p- >«\»&«■*• 
Holy Trinity there were three Hypoflafes, or Pcrfbns fublifting, which 
the vulgar (cuftom not having as yet fix’d the notion of the word) 
took for diftinft Subftances. Having thus prepar’d the minds of the 
People, they next inftigatc them to open violence, who thereupon 
treated him as he went along the ftreets with fhowers ot Stones, 
and not content with this, they dragg’d him as a Malefactor before 
the Magillrate, charging him with Tumult and Sedition. The rage 
and the clamour was great againft him, but he comforted himfclf 
at that in (hint to remember, ' that though they had the ftronger Par- A * 
tv, yet he and his had the better Caufe ; they had the Churches, 
lie had God, they had the People to back them, he had Angels to 
guard him ; they had boldncfs and confidence, he the Faith on his 
fide; they could threaten, while he could pray; they beat him, and 
lie endure it; they had Wealth and Treafiire, he the true Ca¬ 
tholick Do&rine: he had ’tistrue, but a little Flock, but ’ewasfe- 
curcly lodg’d ; a narrow Fold, but ’twas free from Wolves, and the 
alfaufts of Thieves and Robbers, but which he doubted not daily to 
fee enlarg’d, and that by the acceflion of thofe who at prefent were 
Wolves, who he hop’d would become not fiiecponly, but fbmeof 
them Paftors of the Flock. The accufation being examin’d,was found 
hlfe and groundlels, and he accordingly difinils’d without further 
trouble. 

II. THE Oppofitions he met with did but fo much the more 
encreafe his Fame, and the number of his Auditors, and drew to 
him admirers and followers out of Foreign parts, among which, two * adxcpot.

•'Habit which rendred Ins Company acceptable to the Ladies; info, 
much, that a great man growing jealous ot him, laid a defign againft 
his Life, whereof being plainly warn’d in a dream, lie the next day 
left the City, and fled fir(l to ffcrn/alcm, and then into A’gypt, where 
in the famous Monartery of Mount Nitria, he engag d in the rtrift.

Ihoprick, when afterwards prefs’d to it by 7 heophdm Bifliop of Ala- 
af Jrh He was a great Patron of the Ortgeman dogmata, and wrote

III. THE number of the Orthodox was by this time grown con- 
fiderable at Con/lantinople ; who earneltly defii d that a Catholick 
Bifliop nifeht be plac’d over them, and Nazianzm was the man{le¬ 
ft cr n \|, concurrent with the Peoples defires, wherein were the Votes 
of almort all the Orthodox Bilhops of the Ea(K eipecially his old 
Priend ALe/ctim of Anthch , who rtickled hard for it ; and Peter, S. 

Ltbm tfins his SuccefTor at Alexandria, who by Letters congratulated 
the choice and gave fiirt'ragc for his confirmation in that Sec. T hough 
the troubles that enfiied, rendred it uneafie to him, and foon made 
him relolvc to quit the place. They began thus. There was at //.

; nick Philofbpher, but withal, a Chriftian, who pretended to be de ;

Martyrdom, and that himfelf upon the Perfecution that arofe after 
Atbnnfuiss death, had for his conrtancy to the truth been banifhd 
to Oafis, one of the moft uncomfortable Solitudes in /Fgyt. He 
went habited according to the cufto n of his Order in a Pa/lmm, with 
his hair growing to its full length, and a ftafFin his hand, carrying 
a fcmblancc of the greateft (li iftnefs and gravity ; and as the men 
of that Se£E were wont, us’d bluntly to addrels ° lnmlclt to gicat 
men and freely to cxportulate with them in matters ot right and 
wrong and took a liberty to reprove the Vices of the Age, and to 
ccnfure andcorrett the mifearriages and indecencies ot any l erlons 
of what rank fbever. By thefe finooth and demure pretences hecalt 
a mift before the eyes of the People,, and conceal’d his fraud and tre • 
cilery, his gluttony and covctoufiicfs, his pride and ambition, and the 
reft of thole Vices, whereof he was really guilty. However he had 
gain’d a confiderablc Reputation in the World, and held correspon¬ 
dence with men of chiefcft note in foreign Parts, as appears by b. 
u Ihftf s two Letters r to him. And having thus acqu.r d a ftock o 
Credit, lie came to Con/lantinople, where the firft thing ” cdld » N 'S 
to infinuate himfelf into Nazianz.en's acquaintance who wlcm* 
his Arrival with an Oration, s wherein he expatiated hnnlclt mnn 
praifes for the Nobility of his birth, his Relation to Martyrs Imo 
pcrfonal fufferings, his Mafculinc temper, and the admirable coj 
and inftitution of his Life. All which afterwards, when kcrnt 
to di(cover him, and was forc’d in another Oration to let him out 
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bisowncolours,he tacitly retraced,either himfelf or (bmc other for him, 

[hat he might not feem to contradift himlelf, expunging the Name 
f of Maximus , and inferring thato f Hero the Philofbpher, the Title ' Hicron ‘ dt - 
that it bears at this day. Nay, fo far had the fabric Importer made £ 
his way, that the good man took him into his Houfe, and to his own 
Table, inftru&ed him in the mytteries of the Faith, baptis’d hini 
andafter feme time admitted him to the lower Orders of the Church* 
and indeed communicated to him his moft intimate Councils and 
Tranfa&ions. And now the wretch thought himfelf fiirticiently 
qualified to fet up for himfelf, he faw tVazianzen was like to be 
hxt in that See, and he had not fo mean an opinion of himfelf, as 
not. to think he deferv’d it as well as his Maher. To this end he 
confederated with one of Nazianzen s Presbyters, who without any 
other Provocation than that he himlelf had not been the Perlbn no¬ 
minated to the Bifboprick, though in truth he govern’d all under 
A Uzianzcn^ took part with Maximus, who accordingly laid their 
heads together to contrive and carry on the defign. And now an 
Intcreft is made for him Alexandria'.^ Peter who lb lately Hood for 
Nisiditzcn, and had by Letters convey’d him his Vote arid Suffrage, 
tackt about, and elpous’d Maximus's defign, and three Bilhops (for fo 
many I guefs they were) are difpatch’d to Conftantinople to effect the 
matter, who fet out not long after the Fleet that carried the pub- 
lick Tribute of Corn that was annually tranlported to Conflantino- 
fk, the Matters of which (hips were Aminm, Apammon , Hirpocr.ts ,, 

Rbodon, Ambit , and Hermannubis , whom Baronins , by a 
great miftake makes to have been the Bilhops, and thereupon enters 
into a ncedlels Dilcourfe of the Epifcopi Ernmentarii, and the Corn- 
tribute: When as (befidesthat Nazianzen rtyles them contemptible 
&mw) ’tis plain, ‘ the Birtiops Went not on Board,till after the Fleet 
was fet out, the Matters whereof were to go before, to prepare the 
way, and to promote the defign. At whole arrival Nazianzen eil- 
tcrtain'd them with an Oration 1 in commendation of their City, 
that had been an impregnable fortrefs of the true Do&rine of the 
Church; ot Atbanajius, their late, and Peter their prcfcnt Bifliop, fuflf 
poth flout Champions ofthe Faith; and that they themlelves com- r ^»-xxiv. 
ing to the Imperial City, had fo readily joyn’d themfelvcs to the f ' 

Catholick party. And perhaps at this time it was that he made his 
particular Encomia flick u in praife of the great Atbanafius, whole Vir- 
tues he fully deferibes, with a memorable account Of his Life and r ' 

Actions. 

IV. MAX/MVS found his defign mightily ftrengthned by 
this Accefllon of his Countrey-men, and yet to bind the JE^yptian Bi- 
Inops firmer to him, he corrupted them w with extraordinary Bribes, w De vit ‘ /'*■ 
having to that end by crafty infinuations, and a pretended fecurity ^ 
^iven, borrowed large fums of Money Of a certain Presbyter newly 
? rrivt f at Conflantinople from Ttmffus, an I (land in the Aegean Sea, to 
buy Pillars of Preconnefian Marble, and other materials for the build- 
ln g a Church in that’Ifland. And now the work went on a pace, 
to which Nazianzen s ablence contributed a fit opportunity, who, 
the day before, had upon an indilpofition retir’d out of the City to 
take the Air. That very night the /Egyptian Birtiops privately broke 
nto his Church, and plac’d Maximus upon the Hpilcopal T hrone. 

Q:q Rite 
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But moaning coming on, and the Report ot it being fjircad about the 
City, both Clergy and Laity, Magiflrates and People, Citizens 
and Strangers, yea, the very Arum themfclves flock d togetherand 
in a great fury drove them out ot the Church, before they couldfj. 
nifh what they had begun, fo that being forc’d out thence, they 
went into a Players Houle hard by, where attended with a few lewd 
excommunicate Perfons, they cut of his Hair, and confecratcd him 
Bifhop of that place; which was no fooner done, but the People 
ftorm’d more than before, loading him with all manner of reviling^ 
and blaming Nazianzen himfelf for treating the wretch wiih fo much 
kindnefs and humanity, and nourilhing fuch a pernicious Viper in his 
Bofom. The news hereof coming to him (whole candour and fi m . 
plicity had rendred him fecure, and unliilpicious of fuch perfidious 
* or.xx viii. dealing) he haftned into the City,where lie made ail Oration«to the 
t- V 2 ' People, whom he lets know, how great a trouble it had been to him 
to leave them, which yet made him return with lb much the more 
chearfulnefs and rejoycing, and having told them, how much a lit- 
tie abfence did accent and increafe mutual affettion, he reflc&s upon 
the great Villany of Maximus and his Party, in their lateT ranfafti- 
ons, describes the temper of a trueChriftian Philofbpher, and by the 
Chara&ers which he there lays down, weighs himfelf and his own 
life and attions. As to his being cenfur'd for his over-kindnefsand 
, jiiz'it. fna. indulgence to the man, he ingenuoufly pleaded y for himfelf, that lie 
p. 15.Gr.pr. had been betray’d by the eafinefs of his temper, always apt to make 
p ' 22 ‘ the bed of tilings, and impos’d upon by fubtle Artifices, and feign’d 

Pretences, that there could be no Fence againft an Hypocrite, whore 
Tongue and Heart went different ways, that we judge of men meer- 
ly by their words and actions, *t is God only infpebls the thoughts, 
and fees how’tis within ; that we are commanded to be kind to ill, 
effect ally them of the houfhold of Faith that if lie be blameworthy for 
his well-meant Friendfliip and indulgence to the man, how great a 
Villain muff the other be, that made fo ill a ufe of it, and fo perfi- 


dioufly improv’d it to his ruinc. 

V. THOUGH the minds of the People were pretty well qui¬ 
eted with his Difcourfe (whole cafe was rather to be pitied than 
blamcdj yet did they ferment into a greater rage againff Msximut , 
who perceiving upon what uneafie and unfafe Terms he flood, fled 
the City, and now began to think of the beft ways to fhoar up his 
tottering Caufe. And firft, if he went not in Perfon, he wrote * at 
■ leaft to the Bifhops of Italy then affembled in Synod at Aattileia,whm 

juUdTbnd. lie certified of his Ordination, and that it was ratified by the Com- 
cone, rnunicatory Letters of Peter Bifhop of Alexandria (which he lent 
t. 2.col.loot• t j lcrew j t h t0 B e read in Council) that his Ordination indeed had 
been manag’d in a private Houfe, but that was becaufe the Ariam 
poffefs’d all the Churches, and that he was forc’d to give way by 
reafon of the Violence which both Clergy and People had offered 
to him. The Synod unacquainted with the true Circumftances ot 
the Cafe, approv’d his Ordination, and Right to the place, app^- 
bending Nazianzen to have been uncanonically promoted, as for the 
fame Reafon they afterwards denyed Communion to Ncflams his 
fucceffor, and therefore wrote to the Emperor, to befeech hun to 
take care in ir, and either to reflore Maximus to the See ot^ Con- 
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jlwtinople , or to fummon a General Council at Rome , where the 
matter might lie fully canvafscl and determin’d. Nor did Miximm 
flay here, but went to follicit bis Caufe at Court, a then lyin ▼ at J/^Gr r* 
Ihffalonica, begging of tile Emperor, to reflore him by his Imperial />. 22. 

Hdi&. But the Emperor rejeUed his Petition, and commanded him 
to be gone, threatning to take a courfe with him, if he did not de- 
fiff. The ambitious man vext with this repulfe at Court, fwcll’d 
with rage and madnefs, and not knowing well what Courfe to 
fleer, went home to Alexandria , where having brib’d fometobeof 
his Party, he rudely accofted the aged Bifhop (who had fufficicnrly 
appear’d in his behalf) preffmg him to improve his Intcreft for the 
recovery of the Bifhoprick, plainly telling him, that unlefs he pro¬ 
cur’d him tile Sec of C onjl anti nop lc, he would cje£t him, and take 
poflcfTion of his Throne. A fair warning to look about them, in- 
fbnuich, that the Govcrnourof Alexandria fearing what might be 
the effects of fo wild an Ambition, and fiich extravagant holdnels, 
immediately banifh’d him the City. And what became of him af¬ 
terwards, we no where find. 

VI. Perfect eafe and tranquillity is not the Portion of this 
World. Nazianzen, though delivered from the molcftations of Max¬ 
ims and his Party, yet found the wind blow bard from another quar¬ 
ter. The Arians , notwithflanding tile death of Valens, and the E- 
dift he had publilli’d for permitting the Orthodox Bifhops to return 
to their Sees, yet finding no reflraint laid upon them, flill openly 
plaid their Game, and offered all manner of affronts and indignities 
to the Catholicks Infomuch, that Eufebius the venerable Bifhop 
of $ mo (at a in his return from Banifliment, was knock’d on the head 
at Dolich.t with a Tile thrown by a Woman from the top of a Houfe 
as he pafs’d along the Streets. But their great fpitc was at Nazian- 
m ) whom not daring to attempt by open force,they labour’d to mur¬ 
der his Reputation, and becaufe Malice it (elf was not able to objeft 
anything material, they pelted him with little trifling Cavils, as, 
that he was born in a poor and obfeure place, defeended of mean 
and ignoble Parents, that he was of a rude uncourtly temper, blunt 
of fpecch, and of an auffere and unpleafant Converfation, as there 
were others that charg’d him with a too tame and cafic difpofition, 
that let tilings run which way they pleas’d. Thcfe were things that 
weigh’d little with wife men, but they were the befl they had to 
objeft. However, not to be wanting to himfelf efpecially at this 
time, lie wip’d off thefc afpcrfions in a puhlick Oration b , wherein he b c>- xxv. 
more particularly addrefsd himfelf to the Arian Party. “As for tile M 3 «- 
“ mean place of his Nativity he tells c them, it might be his unhap- « ibid. />. 
“pinefs, but not his fault. No man accufes the Dolphin that he is 
“ not a Land-animal, or the Ox, that he does not live in the Water. 

"Muff he be rundown, becaufe he did not build the place of his Na¬ 
tivity, and furnifli it with fuch fplendid ornaments of Walls, The- 
“aters, Circs, Palaces, Portico's, Forums, fuch a frequent Populacy, 

“ and a noble Senate, as they had at Confantimple. He was poor, 

“hegranted, and had no Eflate or Revenues, kept no fumpCu'ous 
‘ Table, nor wore cofllv Garments; things which he did not think 
“reafbnablc to make the matter of his glory. If lie was born in an 
‘ obfeure comer fb was Samuel, and .SV.7, and David , and Mfs. 
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“ and other great Worthies upon Record in .Scripture: Was he a 
“ lhanger and Eorrcignui ? So was Abraham, fo were the Apollles, 

“ when they were lent to convert the World. As lor his Birch and 
“ Extract, they miRook the true notion of Nobility ; all men with 
“ re!peel' to this lower World, aredelcendcd of the fame mean Ori- 
“giml, the true Countrey and Kindred of great and good men is 
“ the ;/ ih.it is above ; ’tis theSoul polilh’d by Vertue, and re- 
Ibrm’d into the Divine likenefs, that challenges the tine Nobili- 
“ tv ; which he that defaces and denies by fin, and fiiperinduces the 
“ Image of the Serpent, that’s the man that’s bale born and vile,

* own a&ions. That they had made mildnefs and moderation J a 
“ part of his Crimes, and had charg’d it upon him as a piece of mad- 
“ nefs and folly, he thank’d them for it; for what was all this to 
“what ChriR had fuflercd ? And yet his whole life and death was 
“ fill’d with nothing more than inRanccs ofmeeknefs and tendernefs, 

“ of mercy and forgivenefs. And if he who was God, fcriipled not 
“ to do, and to undergo fo much, and to lay down his Life for us, 
“fhall wc think much to forgive a few petty Injuries and Offences 
“to our fellow-creatures? And indeed, that fuch had been his own 
“carriage among them, he foleiruily appeals to themfelves, tacitly 
“reproaching them with their own cruel feverities. What Rabble

“quarrel? What Souldiers have I hired? What fierce and violent 
“ Commanders have I procured (as fome in the World have done)

“ ble wretches have I belieg’d, while in Prayer they were lifting up 
“ their hands to Heaven ? When did I ever drown the voice of thole 
1 who were finging Pfalms with the noife of Trumpets, or mingle the 
“ myRical Blood of ChriR with the blood of the /lain, or Rifle the 
“ Tears of the Penitents with the cries which daughter and cruelty 
“ extorted from them ? What Churches have I turn’d into 'lombs 
“and Charnel-houfes? What confccrated Veflels have I delivered 
“into impious hands, to be prophan’d to unholy ufes? What Ab 
“ tars have I expos’d to the obfeenefongs, and immodeR gcfturesol 
“ wanton youth ? Where among us has a Pagan Orator Rcpt upin- 
“ to the Epifcopal Throne, and made biting inveftives againft Clin* 
“ Rianity : Which of us ever ravifh’d or abus’d the holy Virgins, or 
“ turn’d wild BeaR upon the Bodies of the Saints; or indicted others 
“ for burying what the mercy of the moft lavage Creatures had 
“(pared ? Did we ever tear oil'the Flelhof aged Bifliops with Iron

return it upon the heads of their Enemies. And what was yet worfe 
than Complaints, by the Infinuations of the Presbyter that had com¬ 
bin’d with Maximus, fome of theCatholick Party were really made 
againft him. So that opprcfs’cl with thefe, and other troubles that 
dany grew upon him, he took up a Refolution to leave 11 the Charge h nev/t. pu. 
he had there taken upon him, and in the clofe of his farewell-dif- P ,7 ’ ,8 '' &f - 
courre, affedtioirately perfwaded the People to perfevere in that Or- GrmP,t ' n ™ 1 
thodox Faith that he had preach’d to them, and to be mindful of 
the Labours and Sufferings which he had undergone for thatCaufc 
among them. The words were no fooner out of his mouth, but the 
whole Auditory were furpriz’d with equal rcfcntment and admirati¬ 
on, and Pcrfons of all Ages, Sexes and Qjalitics came about him 
and paflionatcly hefought him not to defert his Flock, and thereby 
betray them to the Wolves, who, with open mouth Rood ready to 
devour them. The good man was miferably diftrafted with the tears 
and intreanes of his People, and knew not well, either how to grant 
or to deny their importunities. The day was well nigh lpent in thefe 
Kind Contentions, when the People folemnly protefted, that notone 
otthem would Rirout of the Church, but were rcfolv’d to die upon 
Jneipot, unlefs he granted their defires, one of the Company telling 
Him openly (which was no finall Motive to prevail with him) Sir 
mb your departure you bani/b the Cathoikk Faith out of this City. O- 
vercome with importunity , he contented to Ray with them, till 
pvJuch was rumour’d, and expefted) the Eaflem Prelates were fum- 
jnoiulto Town, who might releate him by choofing a more worthy 
lerlon into that place. And with that the People rcRed fatisfied* 
rtnd m tins condition things Rood till the new Emperors airivul at

ns labors But the Anam, however pretending to fubmiffion, were 
yet reloly d not (b tamely to part with their hold. They fill’d all 
p aces with peevifii and paflionate Complaints, the Emperor thev 
Phcd with Petitions, as on the other hand they vomited out nothin® 
but Exclamations and Threatnmgs againft Nuumzen and his Party 
W to make good their words, had prepar’d an armed multitude to 
* make 
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make refiftance. So that the next day, which was to be the Solem¬ 
nity of the Inftallment, the Emperor was forc’d with a ftrong Military 
Guard toconduft the poor Bilhop through the Streets, which were 
not only belet with Enemies defignM either by publick Tumults, or 
private AiTa(Tinations to do milchief, but crowded with multitudes of 
Spectators on every fide. As they pals’d along to the Church, a black 
Cloud liiddenly arolb, which wrapt! them up all indarknefs, and 
t breamed them inftantly with a moil dreadful Storm. This the An- 
am p r elcntly caught hold of, and cried’out, ’twas a miraculous Tefti- 
mony from Heaven againft the Proceedings of that day, and indeed it 
{truck no little damp and terror into the Catholicks. But no fooner 
were they got within the Church, and the Emperor and the Bilhop 
cured into The Quire, and an Hymn begun to the praife of the great 
Creator, but in a moment the Cloud diflipated, and the Sun burft 
out with fo amazing a brightnefs, that few were able to behold it, 
which greatly animated the Catholick, and confuted the foolifh and 
prefumptious Prelagcs of the Arian Party. And now the cry was 
from all parts of the Church and from all forts of Pcrlbns, bcleeching 
the Emperor, as the greateft kindnefs he could do the City, to place 
Naz.ianz.f n on the Epilcopal Throne. The good man partly through 
weaknels and infirmity, and partly through affirightment (adefpe- 
,-ate fellow having drawn liis Sword at him, though immediately 
forc’d to put it up again) was not able, as at other times, to make an 
Oration to the People, and therefore commanded one of the Presby¬ 
ters to Hand up, and modeflly acquaint them in his name, that he 
defil’d them to fiirceafe their Suit, that this was a day of Thankfgiving, 
and to be intirely devoted to the praife of that God who had heaped 
fiich Blclfings upon them, and that what was of further concernment, 
fhould be tranfiitted in due time and place. 

IX. THE modefty oftheanfwer was not unacceptable, and fo the 
A (Terribly broke up, and the man became equally dear to the People, 
and the Prince, who mightily delighted in his Converfation, and (as 
c/m.xr. 2 . Nazianzen p intimates) fometimes plac’d him at his own Table,who 
8o ‘ yctleldom car’d to come to Court, the Manners of that place not 
fuiring with the ftri&ncfs and feverity of his Temper, which knew 
not how cither to bribe or flatter, or to make ufe of thofc little Arts, 
that render men grateful to Courtiers. He (pent his time in Prayer 
and Faffing, in Preaching and vifiting the Sick, retiring fometimes 
out of the City, partly to repair his health, and partly to enjoy the 
advantages of folitude. The Revenues of his Church, though very 
large, lie never medlcd with; and albeit he had fair opportunities 
thence to have enrich’d himfelf, he took not one penny of it to en¬ 
d-calc his private Effate, but committed the management of it wholly 
to the Stewards and Trcafurers of the Church, not fo much as taking 
an account of the Plate that belonged to it. His thoughts were my 
ploy’d about higher and better things, and his time and ftrengthio 
intirely (wallowed up with the Cares and Troubles of his Charge, 
that his body could bear up no longer. Sicknefs confin’d him to Ins 
Bed, and that prefented him with an opportunity of exercifing an m- 
ftance of the greateft Charity. It happened that great numbers ot 
People highly finished with what had lately pals’d, crowded into Im 
Room, to pay in his prefence their acknowledgments to Almightv 
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God for fo great Mercies and to p^y for th7h^kira^d^fi3crity of" 
the Emperor, and withall to pay their thanks to him, whom L 
ownd to have been the Inftrument that procur’d thefc Bleflines • 
Which done, they departed. The reft being gone, there (laid behind 
ayoung man with a pale look long hair, in fcjualid and tatter’d 
deaths, who Handing at the Beds feet, made all the dumb firms of 
the bittereft Sorrow and Lamentation. Nazianzen ftartled a little at 
the man and his behavior, asked him who he was, whence he came 
and what he wanted ? To which he returned no anfwer, but exnrefs’d 
fomuch the greater Paffion and Refentment, howling, wnneine 
his hands, and beating his breaft, infomuch that the Bilhop himfelf 
wasmovd to tears Being at length pluck’d from that place by 
force one Who ftood by told the BifSop ; This, Sir, * the Affaffinal,

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The Reader v\ ill eafily oblerve that this is one of the three famous 
Creeds, which our Church has adopted into her folemn Liturgy, 
and which commonly pafles under the mmc of the Nicene Creed at 
this day. When as’tis plain ’tis not the Nicene Creed (which we 
have reprefented in another place) but an Explanation of it, efpecially 
in the Article about the holy Ghoft, and was compos’d (as the Coun¬ 
cil of Calchedon allures us) by this Synod at C onjl anti nop le. Though 
it be no new thing for this Creed to pals under the name of that of 
Nice, P.Lombard and others (peaking of it under that Title. ’Tis obvi¬ 
ous likewife that herein is wanting,what our Creed a Herts concerning 
the holy Ghoft’s Proceeding both from the Father, AND THE 
SON, this being added afterwards.The precife time when this fomuch 
controverted addition was made,is not eafieto be adjufted. In a Provin¬ 
cial Synod (whether the VIII th . or X th . it matters not) holden at Toledo 
Ann* DCLIII. we find the Creed with this Addition fet down in the 
firft Canon of that Council 1 . But this was only the particular A & 
of that Synod, nor did the Creed thus enlarg’d generally obtain in the 
Sp,mil}) Churches for a long time after. About the beginning of the 
next Age but one, the queftion b about the Proceflion being ftarted 
by one 'John a Monk of Jerafalem, began to be diluted in France, and 
a Synod about this matter conven’d at Aix An. DCCCIX. By which 
feveral Bi(hops were difpatch’d c to Rome to treat with Pope Leo 
the IIIL about this Controverfie, who earneftly prefs’d him that the 
Addition of FIL10 jQjp E might be inferted into the Creed. After 
long debate the Pope declar’d he lik’d the Dottrine well enough, but 
could not allow that the thing fhould be added to the Creed; nay, 
to prevent all miftake or fraud, he caus’d the Creed without that 
addition to be engraven both in Greek and Latin upon two Silver 
Tables, and to be hung up behind S. Peter's Altar, there to remain 
as a Handing Monument. About four years after this, the Fathers in 
the Synod 4 at Arles , publifh’d a ConfefTion of their Faith with this 
Claufe, proceeding from the Father and the Son. Which yet was no 
more than their private Confeflion. It (eems not to have gain’d any 
publick place in the Creed, till the time of Pope Nicolaus the I. who 
entred upon that See Ann. DCCCLVIII. and to have been difeovered

Being ex- 
pclTd Antioch, he fled to Alexandria, where under Sopolis a famous 
Doftor he ftudied Phyfick, which he praftis’d gratis, maintaining 
himfelf in the mean time by working at night at lus Goldlmiths 
Trade. He was made Deacon by Leontius of Antioch, and for his He¬ 
terodox notions,efpecially inaflerting the Anomtan Doflrine, deposd 
by the Synod at Constantinople , and banifh’d by Conjlantius Ann. 
CCCL 1 X. Recall’d, honour’d, and rewarded by Julian , and^made 
Biffiop during his Reign. Under Valens he left Confiantinople, and 
fail’d to Lesbos , and at Mitylene fetled himfelf in a Farm, which 
had bellow’d upon him. But upon Procopius's ufiirping the Empire, 
he was forc’d to return to Constantinople, where he died (as is pro¬ 
bable) the year after. Scholar and Amanuenfis to him was Eunomuu, 
..... who became more famous than his Mafter, and from him the ® 
f.2e! took its denomination. n He was born at Dacora a finall Village 
/.4. c. 5. 1 Cxfarea in Cappadocia. Awaken’d with the fame of Aetius he we 
Mo cIa'i* Antioch, where by the means of Secundus a Libyan Bifhop^ ( ncw®^

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commended to Aetius, then at Alexandria, who took him into his Fa¬ 
mily, red Left ures to him, and made him hi, Secretary. Having 
fufficiently furnilh’d himfelf with his Mailers InltrutTions, he was 
made Deacon by Eudoxius Bifliop of Antioch, and being lent to Court 
to follicit the Caule of his Party, was intercepted by means of Balil 
of Avcyr.t, and banilhed to M’daium, a Town in Phrygia. For the 
main he ran the lame fortune with his Mafter,..and was banifil’d with 
him by the Synod at Conflantinople . He was by Eudoxius ordained 
Bifliop of Cyz-tcnm, which lie would not accept of, till Eudoxius had 
fworn rofliim, to recal the Sentence of Depofition pals’d againft A- 
(tins. Nor did he continue long at his See, the People there not en¬ 
during his impious Dottrine. In the reign of Tains the Party at 
Conflantinople falling out, he went over to Chalcedon , where he had 
Gardens of his own, and there fetled, entertaining all that came to 
him, being upon alloccafions conlultcd as the Oracle of his Se£l: up¬ 
on a Charge of High Trealon in being privy to Procopius his Uliir- 
parion, he was banifh’d into Mauritania , but was recall’d at Mur fa in 
aijricum. By Ibtodofins (into whole Family lome of his Gang had 
crept, whereat that good Emperor was highly offended) he was ba> 
nilh’dto Halmris, a place fituate upon the banks of the Dano v,which 
being loon alter taken by the Barbarians , he was tranlportcd to C.efi- 
m in Cappadocia. But his Company was diftaftful to that People, his 
lewd Principles being known, and he having writ againft, and re¬ 
lieved upon their beloved BilhopS. Bafil, for whom they had a clear 
regard. So he was fiiffered to dwell at his own Eilatc at Decora, 
not far from that City, where he lived Lome years, dying about Ann. 

CCCXCIV. whole Body when his Followers would have remov’d, 
to have buried it with his Mafter Aetius at Conflantinople, Eutropius 
the Eunuch, at that time Patricias, and Lord Chamberlain would not 
fuller it, but commanded Ctfarins the Pretoria# Pr.efAl, to tranflate 
and bury it at 1'yan.i, and commit the Guardianlhip of it to the 
Monks ot that place. He procur’d likewile an Editl, for the burn¬ 
ing of his Books, and all thole of his Party, as containing the lum 
of all impious Do&rine, making it Capital for any to conceal them. 

Such were the men, that appear’d in the Head of the moll Ipitcful 
and inveterate Enemies to the Divinity of the Son of God. As to 
the Principles which Eunon/ius deriv’d from Aetius , and afterwards 
improv’d, we may in the general obferve, that he corrupted the A- 
mdogmata (poyfon it felt may be made worle) which he advanc’d 
to a pitch beyond any other Branch that fprang from that bitter 
floor, lo that at laft his Followers refus’d to admit the Avian Bap- 
tifmand Ordination ; in particular, he held ° that the Son was made ° ne0( l 3 \t 
Jj’the Father, and was to be plac’d only in the moll eminent rank of zLr. 
Creatures; that he was a Servant, and obvious to change and altera- '• C p nc - c 
[ ion, and altogether unlike in Nature and Subftancc to the Father ,* 
and that as the Son is the Servant and Miniller of the Father, lb is * 5 w./.

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Seal of his Fathers Power and Operation , the Seal of all his Words 
and Councils) yet does he therein exprefly aflert, that lie is ** 

<£ a.vctp'y(&, not uncreated, nor without beginning, but that lie is the 
Beginning of the wayes and works of God; that lie received Glory 
from the Father, but did not partake or lhare with him in lusEflcncc, 
Kingdom and Glory, and that the Father alone is God overall. Be- 
i rbHoJl.ioc. fides all this he is charg’d ') with averting, that Job pb did in aeon- 
jugal way corrcfpond with the BlelTed Virgin after her being deliver- 
erf of our Saviour; which indeed was tlie pecu bar Tenet of the 
AntidicomariamU in the Eaflern, as it was of the Hdviaiys in the 
Wt ftern Church. He is further (aid by the Greek Unonifisto have 
denyed that there was really any filch place as Hell or the lormcnts 
of the damned; and affirm’d, thatthefe were only lubes invented 
to fright the World. But this I muft confcls is not cliarg d upon 
him by any Author of his own time. In oppodtion to other Sells 
that diflented from him, lie baptiz’d thole whom he 1 rolelytcd to 
his Party in a way by himfelf, ufing only fingle Immerlion (becaule 
he laid, he baptiz’d into Chrill’s death, which lie underwent lor us, 
not twice or thrice, but once only) and turning the Heads of the Per- 
Tons to the bottom ofthe Water, with their Heels mounted up intothe 
Air. Whether he borrow’d any of his Principles from Euaoxw, who 
was fucccffively Bilhopof Germmicia, Antioch , and Conft.intmjfh , and 
bv whom lie Iiac! been preferr’d to the See of Crziam, or whether £-.«• 
doxitu learnt them of him, is uncertain, ’tis evident, that in the mam 
they held the fame Opinions, and therefore the Council here condemns 
them as the fame fort of Hcreticks, under the Title of f»s « 
Einhxhm, and indeed lookt upon them as (nth deep-died Hereticks, as 
wholly to have forfeited the name of Chriftians: And therefore where¬ 
as in their laft Canon, they allow other Hcreticks to come over to 
the Catholick Party u|ion their liare Subfcription, and Renunnationot 
all kind ofHerefie, and Confirmation by Un£Hon; the Ennimim with 
fomefew others are to be treated as Pagans, and not to be admitted 
to Baptifin, nut by the fame Methods and Degrees, that C minimus 
were, who firfl came over from Gentilifrn to Chriflianity. 

V. T FI E fifth rank of Hereticks are the Apollinarijts , they were 
the Followers of Apollinaris, fometimes Bifhop of Laodicea. A man 
(as we oblerv’d before) of incomparable Parts and Learning, but 
ralh and opinionativc, and who by being unduly excommunicate , 
was firfl tempted to Hart afidc from the Catholick Iaith. His 
f R!l/!n , a Mailer Error r was, that our Lord afium’d a Body without an nu- 
C.20I p. 255. mane Soul, his Divinity immediately Applying the room ot tna t 
which he afterwards mollified, by granting that he had a ~o , 
but without any mind or undemanding.

that his Deity fupplyed the place of his underllanding; that in his Hu- 
he ri^ both Soul and Body, but that the mind was fuppli- 
ed by the Divinity of the Word : that beyond all this he maintain’d, 
that God the only begotten Son,who is Lord of Life,and thedeftroycr 
of Death, was himfelf mortal, and truly fu fibred in his Godhead and 
that during Ins three days continuance in the flate of the dead 
his Divimty died alio with his Body, and was by the Father refior’d

VI. WHEN t he Arhn Notions began firfl to prevail in the World c7. 
they were chiefly level! d againft the Divinity ofthe Son of God he 
being the only Perfon that was flruck at. And therefore in the A7- 
cene Creed, though all imaginable care was taken to fecure the Ar- 
ticle of his Deity, by Rating it in fuch Terms, as might countermine 
all the Subtleties and Sopluftical Evafions of its Adversaries, yet is no 
more fold in it concerning the Spirit, than nv believe in the Holy 
Cbofi ; no doubt a being as yet fiarted concerning that matter. But . ..

182. p ar under the Hcign of 7 ulian, wherein he endeavour’d to draw 
his followers into a more clofe and diftinft Bcdy, feparate from all 
the other Claims of the Arian Tribe ; particularly they Anathema¬ 
tiz’d the Acacians , rejefling the Confcflicn of Arinmium , and ratily- 
i„g that which had been agreed upon in tire Synod of Sehncia. And 
when ask’d why, if they differed in Opinion from the Acac/ans,my 
had hitherto communicated with them ? Sophronins Bifhop of Pm- 
peiopolis in Papb’aonnsa, anfwcred in the name of tire reft, that a- 
inong the fcveral Diffcnting Parties in Cliriftendcme, they- ol the 
IVefl were overrun w'ith thcConfulflantial Eiror ; intis c baft Ai tins 
line! corrupted the faith, by introducing the Ainrnatm Dcttnnc, ot 
the Sons being of an unlike Nature with the 1 at her. Both Opini¬ 
ons were erroneous and impious 5 the 01c lafhly confounded tliedi- 
ftirft Pexfons of rather and Son ; the other feparated their natuie 
quite from each other. Thefe were wide extremes, and there 01 e 
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they judg’d it moft agreeable both to Truth and Piety, to take the 
middle way between both, and to afTert the Son to be like the Fa 
ther # 0 ’ wow ik, in Perfon,And that therefore it was no wonder if 
they had communicated with the Acaciam , w'ho had fometimes held 
the fame thing. Some years after viz . Ann. CCCLXV thev pro 
curd leave from the Emperor/^/™, to hold a Synod LaLfi- * Sm , „ 
»,nthe Hellelpont, where they again condemn’d the ArmmL 
Confemon, andconfirmd that of Antioch and SelencU, and reflored 
thole Bifhops to their Sees, who had been depos'd by them of the 
Diffirnilitude Faftion. hudoxitts Bifhop of Conflantinople was fuffi- 
ciently nettled at thefe Proceedings, and complain’d of them to the 
Emperor : But he being intangled at that time with the Rebellion 
and Ufurpation of Procopius , was not at leifure to afTift him ; till fhort 
ly after having fupprefs’d that dangerous Rebellion, he fent for Eleu- 
Jb Bifhop of Lyceum, who had been the Prime Diftaror of theAto- 
cedomn Party in the Council of Lampfacnm , to come to him to Ni 
media, where heTiad affembled a Synod of Arian Bifhops, and where 
he threatned and forc’d him to fubferibe to their Creed But at 
his retiirn home, he publiekly retraced his Subfcription, Proteftintr 
he did it for fear, and under force, however advifing the People to 
procure another Bifhop to be plac’d over them, he himfelf havine 
though through Compulfion, denyed the Faith. The Citizens heard 
his requclr, but lovd the man too well to part with him upon anv 
terms. But what they would not, Ettdoxins of Conflantinople <Mfot 
him, who having obtain d a Warrant from the Emperor came to 
Cjzicw, depofed and banifh’d Elenflus, and promoted Eunomius Ae~ 
tms Scribe and Scholar, into his room ; who yet did not longeniov 
that PHce For the People being exafperated by him, mutinied, 
and drove him out of the City, who thereupon fled to Conflantino-

Thirty fix of their Bifhops came to the Council, the Heads whereof 
were Fleufus Bilhop of Cyzicum , and Marcianns of Lampfac/m The 
good Emperor and the Fathers of the Synod took infinite pains with 
them to bring them over, putting them in mind ot their Promiks 
and Protcftations made to Liberius, and others m their Wefhrn Em- 
bafly and that they had of late voluntarily communicated with the 
Catholicks, and that’twas indecent and imprudent, that they who 
had once embrac’d the Faith, Ihould now endeavour to fubvert it. 
But the men were obftinatc, not to be wrought upon, either by Ar¬ 
guments or Intreaties, and plainly told them, that whatever they 
might have heretofore Laid to the contrary, they were rclolvd ne¬ 
ver to liibfcribe the C 'onfubflantiel Faith. With which amwer they 
left the Synod, and went out of Town, and wrote to their Party m 
all places,that they fhould not agree to the Niccnt Creed. For wliicli 
Contumacy they were together with others condemned by tnc coun¬ 
cil and with thefe Anathematifms they ended their Determinations 
about matters of Faith. I obferveno more concerning this part ot 
. ...the Co mcil, than that no fooner was the Synod broken up, buttlie 
MV in! good Emperor Theodofns by a Law * bearing date the firff of Amf,

VIII. THE third thing that fell under the Confidetation of the 
Synod, was the providing lome Rules relating to the external Polity 
and Difcipline of the Church. A thing ufual in all great Synods. And 
of the (even Canons that the Council pafs’d, four of them are of this 
nature, whereof two moft confiderable, the Second and I bird. By 
the Second they fix and ftate the bounds and limits of the greater Fa¬ 
llen Churches according to the Conftitution of the then Roman Em¬ 
pire. There were under the Government of the Prxtorian Prtftff 
of the Eaft five Diocefes z , the Eaft efpecially fo 'called, /Egypt, Afta- * nd. writ, 
m, Pont tea, and Thrace , each of which contain’d feveral Provinces f[ tr ‘ f' iinU 
under it, the haft fifteen, JEgypt fix, Afiana ten, Pontica eleven, and 
'[brace fix. According to this form the Fathers fetled the Jurifdittion 
of the Churches in the Eaflern Empire, that the Bifliop of Alexan¬ 
dria fhould govern /Egypt, that is, all the Churches within the Poli¬ 
tical Dioccfsof /Egypt ; the Bifhops of the Eaft thofe of the Eaflern 
Diocefs, refervingall the Privileges granted to the See of Antioch by 
the Nicane Canon,they of Afiana within Afiana, of Pontica within Pon¬ 
tica, of Thrace within that Diocefs; that is, that the Primats, or the 
Bifhops of the chief Metropolis within thefe feveral Diocefes, with 
tlieaffiffance of the Bifhops that were under them, fhould manage 
anddirett all common affairs within thofe bounds, and which could 
not be conveniently manag’d by the Bifhops of every Angle Province. 

Socrates * fpcaking of this Canon, fays, that having divided the Pro- 
vinces, they conftituted Patriarchs . Whether by thefe he meant Pa- p ' 26$ ' 
triarclis properly fo called, and whether they ow’d their original to 
the Conftitution of this Council, is not eafdy determinable; ’tis af¬ 
firmed by fbme , and denied by others . It feems to be fbme preju¬ 
dice to the affirmative, that the Canon it felf gives not the leaft hint 
of any fucli matter. Perhaps b Falefim his conjecture is not impro- bya [ (S ' /n ‘ 
bable, that by Patriarchs Socrates means fbme perfons peculiarly de- ” Sku 
puted, if not by the Synod, at leaft by the Emperor, to exercife for 
the prefent an extraordinary Ecclefiaftick power within thofe feve- 
ral Diocefes, for the fetling of Affairs of late much difturb’d and out 
of order. Thus befides Neflariuso? Conftantinople , who had Thrace , 
and Timor hens of Alexandria, who had /Egypt, the Patriarchate of 
the Pontican Diocefs (fays Socrates) was committed to Helladius Bi- 
Jhopof Catfarea, Baft Is Succeflor, Gregory Nyffen, and Otrcius of Me¬ 
dina in Armenia ; that of Afiana to Amphilochins of Iconinm, and Op¬ 
iums ot Antioch in P ifdia ; that of the Eafern Diocefs to Pelagius 
of Laodicea, and to Diodorus o f Tar fas : where wc may obferve, that 
he of Antioch, though the firft Bifliop of that Diocefs, is not men¬ 
tion’d, probably becaufc Meletius Bifliop of that See was newly dead, 
and though Flavian was immediately thruft up into his Room, yet 
his election was hotly difputed and contefted; upon which account 
tis like the Emperor forbore to nominate him in the Conftitution 
which lie publilh’d about this matter. However, that the See might 
not fuller any prejudice, both the Emperor and the Canon make 
particular provifion, that .the Rights and Priviledges granted to the 
Church of Antioch by the Canons of the Council of Nice, fhould be 
felerved intire. And I am the more inclin’d to think this to have been 

Socrates 
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L 'i>c>9' Socrates his meaning, becaufe Sozomen ll who wrote alter him, re- 
* 715 * lates it thus, that the Perfons mention’d were appointed as Standards 

of the Catholick Communion within thofe fcvcral DiUriels, by 
whom as by proper Judges, Perfons profeffing the Catholick cj. 
fubflantial Doftrine were robe rryed, and thereupon be admitted to 
their Churches. This will be beyond all Difputc ; if we confidcr, 
that upon the pafling this Canon, and the riling of the Council, 
• cm. ub.\6. Theodoftus put out an Imperial Edifr, c commanding the Churches in 
T/r.t. i.$. p.9. thefe fcvcral Dioccfes to be delivered to as many as con fed the true 
Faith ofthe !iolyTrinity,and heldCommunion with the Perfons above- 
mentioned. The truth is, this matter lias been not a little obfeur’d by 
Socrates and Sozomen , who’tis plain,have confounded the Canon and 
the Law of Theodoftus, and patch’d up one out of both, when as 
they were widely different. The Canon is General, and dates the 
condant bounds of thofe Eafltrn Jurisdiftions, that each of thofe five 
divifions fhould be of equal extent with the Civil Diocefs, and that 
the Bifhops of one Diocels, fhould not ordinarily intermeddle in ano¬ 
ther. The Edi& which was grounded upon, and publifh’d immedi¬ 
ately after the Canon, was particular, and only temporary, nomina¬ 
ting what Perfons within thofe five Diocefes fhould manage and 
tranfaft Church-affairs, for the prefent greatly out of order, and judge 
who were fit after fo many didurbances and irregularities as had late¬ 
ly over-run the Church to be admitted to Communion. This being 
done, that Edi& was of no more force ; and is therefore omitted in 
the Code of Ju/linian, the Power it convey’d being perfonal, andac- 
cordingly long fince expir’d. In fhort, whatever becomes of the 
Patriarchal Controverfie, whereof more perhaps in another place, the 
meaning of the Canon is evidently this, that thofe five Diocefes 
fhould be the ordinary divifion of the Eaflern Churches, and that 
the Bifhops of one Diocefs fhould not interfere with, nor ordain, or 
exercife any ad of Authority and Junfchflion in another, and that 
this being obferv’d, the Affairs of every Province fhould be decided 
by the Synod of that Province, according to the Nicene Conditions. 
And ’twas but time to provide for this, there having been of late 
fome uncanonical proceedings; thus Peter of Alexandria took upon 
him by the three Bifhops he fent to ordain Maximus oi Conftantinople, 
as Me let ins of Antioch and fome others to tranflate Nazianien to the 

IX. T H E other Canon concerns the Dignity and Precedence of the 
See of Conftantinople, which for the Honour of the Imperial Court, 
they advance above all others but Rome* The Canon is drawn up in 
thefe words.

THIS Canon laid the firftftep of that Afcent, whereby the Bi- 
fhop of Conftantinople mounted up to rival Rome, giving him the next 
place of Honour; which the Council o f Chalcedon ^afterwards enlarge! 
«a 22. i nt0 an equality, eftablifhing him toic ra equal Priviledges 

with the See of Rome, nay, gave him Power as well as Honourdub- 
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icing to his See the three great Dioccfes of Pontic.i , Afi.wa , and 
■jlrJ together with the Bilhops that were in the barbarous Conn < 
, [ j eS) that is (lay the Scholia ft s upon that Canon) the Alani and the 
jljf, the one belonging to Panties, the other to 'l hr ace \ Nay 
juJe’ih have fo hr ftretch’dthe meaning of our prefent Canon, as to 
tell us, that the Prepofition /£} (After,) implies not any inferior de- 
yee of Pi'h’i ledge to Rome, but only a Pofteriority in point of time, 
which mud be confefs’d to favour of a critical Nicety. \ liougli it 
tinnot he denyed, but that the Fathers at Chalcedon fo undcrflood ir, 
that by vertue of this Canon, the fame Honours and Priviledges 
were confcrr’cl upon the Bifhops ofnar, as had been upon them of 
; U Rom’, and as fiich they ratified it with their Sanftion. And as 
hthe fiift Ages of Chriftianity, fcarce any thing more advanc’d the 
U uniatr and Reputation of the Church of Rome, than its being the 
Seatof the Empire, which Priviledges being granted by the Fathers 
upon that account (as they of Chalcedon exprefiy affirm) fo they con¬ 
tend it but rcafonable, that Conftantinople being now made the Seat: 
ofthe Imperial Throne, the Church there fhouId bear fome propor¬ 
tion to the dignity ofthe Civil State, and the Bifhops enjoy as much 
Priviledge as they did at Rome. And indeed the bed: way to let in 
light, both upon this and the preceding Canon, and to find what 
Priviledges were granted to the See of Conftantinople by this Canon, 
is alfo by that of Chalcedon anc! fome following Councils, were to 

a ttire what Precedence and Power the Roman Bifhops anciently 
, and what they ufiu p’d. To which purpofe I had once thought 
whave ventur’d the Readers patience upon adigrelfion concerning 
the indent Power and Jurisai&ion of the Bifhop of Rome , and the 
gradual encroachments of that See over other Bifhops, especially them 
iUnftmtinople. But becaufe this would he too great an interrup¬ 
tion in the Courfe of the Story, I have chofe rather to refer it to a 
difeourfe by it fclf, where the Reader may perufe, or pa ft it by at 
fblure.

Hts refutation and departure. 

Diffentions arifing in the Synod about the See of Antioch. NazianzcnV 
propofol in favour of Paulinus ill relented, and Combinations mxk 
againft him. His free difcourfo to them upon that occafton. TheP eo . 
pie troubled at the bare report of his readinefs to refign. 7 he Confede- 
YAcy again ft him encreas'd by the arrival of the Egyptian Bi'jbops. 
Their Oppofttion to him, whence. His admirable Oration to them con¬ 
cerning Peace. His Addrefs to the Emperor for leave to refign bis See. 
This very difficultly obtain'd. His eloquent Oration to the Synod at his 
taking leave.

j jr -WITHERTO tilings had gone on fmoothly in the Council, 

I—I when they fell into difturbance and confufion, which be- 
• nu dt vit **■ gan upon this occafion. Meletius a the good Bilhop of 

fJ.p. *2 5. Gr. Antioch died during the fitting of the Council, whole Funeral (asbe- 
rmb.p.29,3 o. camc a p er p on 0 f hjs Age anc j Merits) was attended with an umverlal 
confluence of the City, and on feveral dayes honour’d with Orations 
by the molt eloquent Perfons in the Council. And now great Heats 
a role among them about choofing a Succeflor in his room, a ftrong 
Party being made for Flavianus Presbyter of Antioch , for whom at. 
lafb they carried it. Nazianzen hoping to reconcile the Differences, 
propounded a pious and peaceable Expedient, (though his appearing 
in it, and thereby Teeming to elpoufe the Caufe of the Wejkrn Pre¬ 
lates as was that of Paulinas a gain If them of the Eafl , conjurdupa 
Spirit, which all his Art and Intereft could not lay, the oppofite Party 
in the Synod fermenting into Heat and Paflion, who hence took oc¬ 
cafion to fall upon him, till nothing would fatisfie them, but the 
throwing up his place; he propounded) that Paulinas , whom Luti- 
ferC alar it anus had ordain’d Bifliop of Antioch , might continue jo for j 
the fhort remainder of his Life, after whofe death (which could not 
be far off) all Competitions ceafing, they might then clioole wlioin 
they pleas’d, and fb a Period be put to the unhappy long-continued 
Schifm of that Church. He told them further, that as to liiroicjMe 
had unwillingly entred upon the See of Conflantinople, and thougu ^ 
had fpent, and that not unfuccefsfully infinite pains and labours in tuac 
place, yet he expe&ed no other reward but from above; that ane 
the Importunities of the People, and their own free Votes had or 
the thing upon him, it feemed ftrange that any of them mouldig 
about to undoe their own Aft, and endeavor to fupplant andiu«w- 
mine him; not that he cared for Riches or Honor, or prided hum 
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ill the Title of Bifhop of the imperial City, but that he had a tender 
regard to the neceflities of the People, and that it muff needs caff 
an Imputation cither of envy or levity upon themfelves to run coun¬ 
ter to their own late' Determinations 1 . However’if they had a mind 
to take thatcourfe, he was ready freely to refign his Bifhoprick ; 
they mightconfuIt and refblve upon what they pleas’d, folitude had 
never been unwelcome to him, affd ’twas his comfort, that though 
they might feparate him from his See, they could never j^art between 
him and God. Havinfg ended liis Speech, he perceiv’d the Fa&ion to 
grow ffrong againft him, and the Ancients ready to fide with the 
younger and more lfead^ part of the Council; To he left them, and 
retir'd to a remote part of the City, purpofely to avoid the noife and 
croud. But no fooner what had pafs’d was rumour’d abroad, but a 
croud of People throng’d about him, and paffionately befought him 
to pity the miferable Flock, which with To much care and pains he 
had hither'fed and govern’d. What, would he now throw up the 
Crop which he had Town, and had Brought from fb finall a handful, 
to fo much maturity and plenty ? To whom would he leave his Sheep? 

He had hitherto fpent his ffrength amongft them, let him give God 
and them the remainder of his Life, and lay his bones amongft them. 

He could not but be greatly affe&ed with their Prayers and Tears, yet 
differed not himfelt to be mov’d from his Refolution, which he 
every day found more rcalon to put into Execution. 

II. FOR about this time arriv’d Timothcus Bifhop of Alexandria, 

\Vith his Prelates and others out of Macedonia, who mindful of the 

old Quarrel, and meeting with this happy opportunity, remonftrated 

againft Nazianzen*s being ele&ed to that See, not out of any diflike 

to him (as they privately told him) but oppofition to the reft who 

had fetled him in it without their content, and to cover their fpite 

with fome fpecious pretext, charg’d them with an irregular procedure 

in that Affair, efpecially in allowing Tranfiations from one See to 

another, condemn’d by the Canons of the Church. Factions thus 

incrcafing, he endeavors, if poffible, to compote them by an Oration a ■ o> -a. xiv. 

concerning Peace, which he purpofely preach’d upon this occafion, F 2, *‘ 

wherein he layes before them with all the advantages of his Rhcto- 

rick, the great bleffings and benefits of Peace, the infinite mitehiefs 

ofDivifions and Animofities amongft Chriftians, how contrary they 

are to the Principles of our Faith, and how difhonourable to God 

and to Religion, and what advantages they give to the Enemies of 

our Faith. “ What a difgrace is it ((aid he b ) and how unbecoming »» dt vit . f.j, 

“fuch fage and reverend Prelates, that you who prefs others to P- 2 9- /'»■«- 

“Peace, fliould fiercely contend with mutual Animofities; no mat- byt ' l> ' 

‘‘ter what becomes of me, fb this great Affembly may but be united. 
u Let this be your prime care and bufinefs; I am content to facrifice 
my Reputation, and to be accounted rude, blunt, or ignorant, fb 
y°u may agree. Nay, though I have been far enough from railing 
t the Storm, yet if it may fave the Ship, I am not better than the 
w Prophet Jonah ; throw me into the Sea, and let thefe Storms and 
(( Tempefts ceate, I can be willing to be condemn’d to an Hofpital, 
or to fuffer any thing you fhall think fit to inflift, if by that means 
t( hmy but give being to your Concord. I do not defire any Laws 
mould be violated for my fake; I herein give a Law to my teff, not 
T t “to 
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“ to account any thing hard or uneafie. I unwillingly accepted this 
“ Throne, and I now willingly quit it. The crazinefs of my body 
« minds me of it. Death is a Debt which I owe, and it muftonce 
“ be paid, and ’tis in God’s hand when he pleafe to call for it. Adieu 
« dear Brethren, and prcferve a juft memory of my pains and labors. 
And bccaufe where other artifices of malice fail’d, forne of them had 
given out, that ’twas not the patronage and defence of Truth, but 
pride and an ambitious Affe&ation of that honorable See had brought 
« or. xxvn. thither • h e vindicated himfelf in a particular Oration c , where- 
9 ft? in he appeal’d to the People, whether he had not with all earneftnefs 

468. and obftinacy declin’d the place, till he had been with a violent and 

irrefiftable importunity feated upon that Throne, which he knew not 
im rweawiYsv Xtyv em cipye&t'nw » whether to ftyle a Tyranni- 
cal, or an Archiepifcopal Dignity, that had he been guilty of fo much 
vanity and folly, efjiecially in his Circumftances, an infirm old man 
broken with Age and Sicknefs, he fliould blufh to look up to Heaven, 
or to fhew his face in that facred Affembly, and his former pains and 
labors, his courfe habit, and empty Table, not much better fur- 
nifil’d than that of the Fowls of Heaven; his accuftomcd retirements 
and private Life would rife up againft him : but there could be little 
reafon to charge him with invading anothers See, who had rejected 
one of his own. But alas where paflion and anger, malice and in- 
tereft govern, it makes men deaf to the faireft reafonmgs. Thefe 
courfcs therefore not fiicceeding, he refolv’d to be no longer a bone of 
Contention, and to that end went ftraight to Court, whereupon 
his knees kifting the Emperor’s hand, he told him ; I am come, 
« Sir, to beg a requeft of you, not Riches or Treafure for my felf, or 
« coftly Ornaments for the Church, or Honors or Offices for my Re- 
« lations; thefe are little things fit for narrow and contra&ed minds, 
“ they are greater Matters I defign for my felf; this only I beg, that 
fi I may have leave to be gone, and to give way to the envious and ill- 
“ minded; if I like Bifhopricks any where, ’tis a great way off; here I 
u difguft my very Friends,only becaufe I value nothing but God; I be- 
“ feech you, amongft all the Trophies and Triumphs of your Reign, 
“ let this be the greateft, your reducing them to Unity and Concord, 
“ whom if the fear of God will not, let your Authority compel them 
“ to lay down their Arms; this is the laft requeft of him, whom your 
“ Majefty knows you plac'd againft his will upon this Epifcopal 
“ Throne. The Emperor and thofe that ftood by, admir’d the Tem¬ 
per of the man, and was at laft drawn, not without fome difficulty, 
to content to his Petition; whole leave being obtain’d, he had now 
nothing to do, but to take his farewel. To which end in the great 
Church before the CL. Fathers of the Synod, and as many ot the 
-or.xxxii. p eop i e as the Church could hold, lie made his laft Oration ; the 
p ' 5 ‘°‘ whole is admirably worth the Reader’s perufal, but to avoid tcdioul- 
nefs, Ifliallfclca only fuch pnffages as are moft material. After he 
had acquainted them in what a woful cafe he found the Church at 
liis firft coming to C on(t anti nop le, what iniferable Devaluations t le 
late Perfccutions had every where made of the Cathohck Churcn, 
and had given them an account what Reformation he had wrought in 
his charge, and what Doftrine he had preach’d to them, becomes 
•ibid. p. 522. to apologize for himfelf : “Have we (fayes he e ) circumvente^M^ 
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“ People through covetoufnefs, or as I fee many do, facrificed their 
“ inrereft to my own private gain ? Have we at any time difturb’d the 
“ Church ? IVboJe Oxi , or wbofe AJs have I taken, as tlie price of your 
“Souls , and have not kept iny Miniftry pure and uncorrupt ? If J 
“have afte&ed Domination, or a fublime See, or have haunted 
“ Princes Courts, let that be my only Portion ; or if it were, I would

“labors, to be delivered from my burthen, and to enjoy my cafe- 
“look upon my gray hairs, and have refpea to me as a Stranger •

THE See thus vacated by Refignation, the next thing to be 
done, was the choofing of a Succeifor; and what to the Reader will 
feem ftrange and admirable, in fo great a number of grave ve¬ 
nerable Prelates there afTembled, not one was pick’d out, but the EIc- 
ftion was caft upon a Lay-man, which happened thus" 1 . There « St */. 7 . f .g. 
was at Conftantinople at that time one Nell anus a Senator, a Perfon M** 
ofacomly prefence, and of a fober and unblamable Conversion, 
which together with his Gray-haires (never more a Crown of honor , 
thnwbcn found in the way of right eonfnefs') procur’d him an univcrfal 
reverence and regard. Being about this time to go for Tarfus , the 
place of his Nativity, he came to Diodorus Bifhop of that See, then 
one of the Council, to know what Services lie would command him 
into his own Country, and whether he had any Letters to fend thi¬ 
ther. Diodorus , who was juft then taken up with the profound con- 
lideration of a fit Perfon for that place, about which there was fo am¬ 
bitious a Competition, beheld the man, fecretly lik’d him, and re - 
folv’d to put in for him. Without difeovering any thing of his pur- 
pole, he carried him to the Bifhop of Antioch , to whom he propound¬ 
ed the matter, and beg’d his vote. The good Bifhop confidering 
how many excellent Perfons flood Candidates, fmil’datthe motion, 
however wifhed Nettarius not fuddenly to depart the City. Upon 
the day of Election when every Bifhop wrote down in a Scrole the 
names of thofe Perfons whom he thought fit to be prefented to the 
Emperor; the Bifhop of Antioch fet down his,and to gratific his Friend, 
put down Nettarins at the bottom;The Roll being prefented,the Empe¬ 
ror once and again run over the names from top tobortom,and after all, 
tothe amazennent of the Synod, pitch’d upon Nettarins, a Perfon un¬ 
known tomoft of them, and upon enquiry found (what ftill encrcas’d 
their admiration) to be not only a Lay-man,but unbaptiz’d. Whereat 
yettheEmperor’s Judgment was no whit fliaken,though feveral of the 
Synod took Exceptions at it; at laft by general content he was bap¬ 
tis’d, and pafs’d through the Ecclefiaftick Orders, and was confe¬ 
cted to that See. Some few other things of no great moment were * Ext . npin.

And though he was tb ‘ fm ?2 ‘ 
earneftly intreated to take that charge upon him, yet did he obfti- 
nately refufc it. This his Enemies took advantage of, to traduce and

Cure of fo mean a place ; whereof lie acquits himfelf by a folcmn ap- 
peal to Heaven, that ’twas only Age and Infirmity, and the defire of P- pop- 
aquiet life made him decline it; others reportede, that he could not B Nti'hn. np. 
be it, though he would, and that Hclladius Arch-bifhop of Cwfarea 
had laid him afide, and againft his will ordain’d another to that place; p.Yi* 
the falfliood whereof he layes open in a letter to Gregory Nyffen y pur¬ 
ely written on that occafion. And indeed ’twas by his recommen¬ 
dation and effe&ual interccffion h that care was taken in it, and that h rid - ¥#• 
(he Bifhops of the Province met, who ordain’d his good Friend Eulali- ccxxv - 
w to that See.

IF we look back a little upon tile late Tranfaftions at Con flan- 
“mhy we fliall find, that notwithftanding all the pains which the 
jjooa Emperor had been at to heal the Churches wounds, yet the 
Breaches continued, and grew wider than before. However he re- 
lolv d to try once more to make them up, and to that end to convene 
pother Synod 1 , whether the heads of the fevcral Parties fliould be ' socr.i.$.c.io 
tommonea; andadvifing with Neft arias about it, he gave him order 
to prepare the moft material Points then in difference, that they Thtod.i.$c.i6, 
JJJgnt be debated with all poffible accuracy, and the Faith ofthe^* 218, 
v-nurch reduc’d to one common Standard by mutual confent. And 
tne better to fwceten the humours of the feveral Parties, lie endea* 
loured to oblige them by ads of Grace, receiving them with Carefles,

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and conniving at the Exercifes of their Religion. The Catholick 
Jiilhops were greatly troubled at this liberty indulg d to Here ticks, 
not knowing how tar thole fabric Agents might work upon the good 
nature of the Emperor. Whereupon Amphtlochius Bilhqp of Imim 
went to him, and in the name of the reft requefted, that the Arm 
Conventicles might be fupprefs d, and they difmiis d the City. But 
the Addrcls being rejected, the good Bifhop to convince him of his 
error by a more icnfiblc demonilhuion, came a lccond rime to Court, 
and having paid the ufual reverence to the Emperor, took little or 
no notice of the young Prince Anadins , whom 'Ihcodofius had but a 
little before made his Colleague in the Empire. I he Emperor quick¬ 
ly difeernd the flightingnels of his carnage, and thinking it had 
proceeded from forger fu I nefs, call’d to him and commanded him 
to pay the accuftomed rcfpeXs to his Son. r l he hilhop replied, the 
honor he had given him was enough. Whereat the Emperor began 
to florin, and told him he look’d upon a contempt done to lus Son, 
as offered to himlclf. Ton fee then, Sir, (replied the Bifhop) im 
little you can bear an affront offered to your Son, and bow angry m an 
with then .i that do it ; think now with your Jelfe, and be ajjur d, that U»' 
the great KJng ofe the World, does much more refent and deleft theft tint 
b/a/bbeme bis only begotten Son, as. Perfems estreamly ingrate f, , l to the,r 
Saviour and bjt Pvmfeaclor. The Emperor was quickly fallible of 
the rebuke, and needed no more Application to dilpole him to a com¬ 
pliance with the Petition of the Catholick Bifhops. However that 
things might be carried in the fairefl manner, the Synod met in ;ftm 
slnn.CCCLXXXUL But the Emperor having altered his Refoluti- 
on of having things canvafs’d in a way of publick Difputation, com¬ 
manded the Principals of every Sea to prefent an account of their 
Faith in writing, which they did accordingly. Thefe being brought 
in he took the Papers, and retiring into his Clofct, carneftly beg d 
of God his afhfiance and direaion in the fearch of Truth. Hus done,

III. THOUGH Nazianzen refus’d to be prefent at this, or in¬ 
deed any other Synodal Convention, yet how much lie was concern d

a long florin at Sea, does in a fafe and a quiet harbour. And indeed 
being now freed from all external cares and troubles, he intirely gave 
up himfclf to folitude and Contemplation, and to the exercifes of a 
Arid and devout life. At vacant hours he would refrefh the weari¬ 
ness of old Age with his Poetick Studies", which he generally .. G , P ,, 
fpent upon Divine SubjcXs, and ferious Reflexions upon the former 
paflitges of his Life, an account whereof lie drew up in hmbichs 
whence we have deriv’d no inconfiderable parts of our Story. And’ 
thus he pafs’d the remainder of his dayes, till death overtook him, 
which lie had long^ cxpcXcd. Indeed liis frequent Infirmities (for 
though naturally of an healthful Conftitution, hard Study, and an 
over-rigid abflinence had greatly impair’d his health, and fiibjeXed 
him to many fevere Diflempers, whereof he complains at every turn 
efpecially in his Epitllcs, thefe, I fay) had kept awake in him a con- 
flant fence of his Mortality, and he entertainfd every Sickncfs as a 
MeSngcr of death. He had fome years fincc made his Will, a Copy 
whereof is Bill extant, laid in the Title to have been tranferibed from 
the Original, fubferib’d with his, and the WitncfTes own hands.

(omc other palfagcs in the Inftrtiment it felt ) was made not long lie- 
fore his Refienation of the See of Conjlantwoph, probably upon occa- 
fion of that weak fickly condition he was then in. Though whether 
the Month mentioned in the date be not mrftaken, and ;/«^ put 
for 7»*-• we have before oblcrv’d caufe enough to hifpetl, and indeed 
to conclude in the Affirmative. Several of the Legacies bequeathed 
in it immediately relate to the Habits and Cuftoms ot his own Conn. 
tryofCWwM, and the places where his Relations were, and Im 
Eftate lay, without the knowledge wherco , t.s no cafie matter rea¬ 
dily to underhand them. And it is no Imall uiftihcation ot the truth 
and fincerity of this Record, that he fooft elle where mentions Ins 
devefting himfelfof his Eftate, and fettling it upon the Poor. Light 
venrs he lived after his making of this Will, and died in his own Coun¬ 
try, and (probably) where he was born, at his own Houle at 
Jim. s. from, who finifti’d Ins Catalogue Ann. CCCXGII. tiiyes, 
that he died three years before that time, that is, Ann.C CCLXXXIX. 
At what time he was arriv’d, layes C \rtgmm the Presbyter, at a very 
preat Age. And it muft needs be fo, if it be true what Sniim reports, 
that he lived above ninety years, and died in the XIII' 1 '. of IfoaM*,, 
jlrw CCCXCI. But how this can be reconciled with his being but 
thirty years old, (which himfelf affirms) when lie was-at Mm, 
Ann CCCLIV.

the Reputation of Image-worlhip. Nor does CtArems (whatever - 
ZiJ affirms in tl.fs Cafe) fay, that Confine wornupp^ tte 
Image, but that lie pray’d to God and S. ir«, whole magevas 
in that place But whatever lie might do after his death, we aic 
bre he’d d great things while he wa! alive. His Soul was feate 
with an carfy fence of Religion, and the Seeds of I’lciy wlnd ® 
good Mother fow'd betimes, grew up and produc <1 «n(w*iab^ mg 
and the whole courfe of his Tile was but an accomphfhment of th« 
folcmn Vow which ffie made to God before he was b n, A ” 
would intirely refign him up to him. There was nothing too har 
which he could not chcarfully fuller, no mrereft too dear v 
could not freely part with for God ; and though he haul tatccllenoi

Ellatc, Honour, Health and Learning, yet he profefsd r this was r cr.1t.iy.32. 
the greateft advantage he reap’d by them, that he had fomething 
that he could contemn, and by which he could (hew how infinitely 
lie valued CImft before them. Never was any lefs a Slave r to the ‘ ~ H-or.it. 
World, whole Frowns and Charms he equally defpis’d and fliun’d; 
never any more truly obferv’d the juft meafures of ftri&ncfs and ab- ub.fus, ^.32. 
ftinence, of mortification and felf-denial. He was of a Temper cx- 
trcarnlyaverfe « to flattery and fervility, and of the two, chofe ra- 
therto beceniiircd for a Clown than a Courtier, (paring none, but cxci./tSa^ 
fmartly reproving his beft Friends when tiicy did amifs. And there¬ 
fore when fome of them expe&ed thanks for the mighty Zeal they had 
Ihew’d for his advancement to the See of Conftantinople, lie treated 
them with fo much fharpnefs for that unkind piece of friendfliip, that 
they afterwards flew off, and became his Enemies. His Charity was 
bouildlcfs, and he car’d not within how narrow Circumftances he 
confin’d himfblf, fo he might but enlarge thofe of the Poor, whom 
he plentifully reliev’d all his life, and at his death fettled averycon- 
fiJerable Eftate upon them. He lov’d his Enemies (whom his Zeal, 
and the ftifthefs and bluntncfs of his Temper had rais’d up to him in 
nofmall numbers ) and treated them with all foftnefs and gentlencfs, 
and could morecafily forgive an injury, than another man commit it. 

He paffionatcly ftudied w the Peace of the Church, and Unity "wVf.or.xiv 
amongfl: Chriftians, which with all his intereft and eloquence he en- ^ 2, 4 * 
deavourcdto promote where ever he came ; and he glories x in it as •or.xu.p.igs 
thcancicntand honourable Temper of his Church at Nazianzum, that XIXt ?' a?7, 
it was not rent in pieces by Schifins and Fa&ions, and was therefore 
frequently called Noah's Ark, bccaufe they had kept alive among 
tlieinfelves the Seeds of true Peace and Piety, and had alone efcap’d 


that univerfal Deluge of Diftention and Diforder, that had over¬ 
flow’d the Chriftian World. Nothing troubled him fo much as to 
fee Chriftians clafhing with one another, for whole re union he pro¬ 
fil'd lie could willingly fall a common Sacrifice; and therefore when 
beconfidered the admirable Lives of the Macedonian Party,in a michty 
tranfport of Zeal he ivifJjed y himfelf accnrfedfrom Chrijl , and ready to > orjf.xi.lv. 
undergo the 1110ft direful fentence, fo they might but clofc with the t- ?n. 

Unfit)ft ant ial Faith , and be re-united to the Catliolick Church. 

While engaged in the Difputes (as he all along was) of that quarrcl- 
fome and contentious Age, he managed himfelf with all imaginable 
calmnefs and Patience, and over-came 7 his Adversaries not more by *0'.xxxn. 
thegoodnefs of his Caufe and the ftrength of his Reafons, than by f ' 5 ' 8, 
the lweetnefs and the mildnefs of his Temper. He did not encounter 
them with fierce Clamours, and virulent Revilings, like many who 
infteadof Reafon and Argument, vomit up nothing but bitter Calum¬ 
nies and Reproaches, and hide a bad Caufe under node and feuffle ; 
lull (layes he) like the Viih Sepia, which being in danger to be taken 
by the Fiflicrman, throws out abundance of black Matter, which dif- 
tolouring the Water all about, it fafely efcapes under that Covert. 

X T o, he made it appear ’twas the Caufe of Chrift be contended for, 
while he elofely imitated hirn, who was fo meek and peaceable, and 
( ”far*d the contradiction of Sinners afrainfi himfelf. Though it cannot 
be denied, but that fometimes, cfpecially in his Invc&ives againft 

| Julian , 
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Julian, his vein of Oratory (which he indulges upon all occafionsj 
meeting with a mighty Zeal and concernment for Religion, tranf. 
ported him now and then to paflionate Aggravations, and to treat 
the memory of that great Prince with lets decency and refpeft, than 
what a calmer and more unprejudic’d conlideration oi things would 
have oblig’d him to. But that was a Cafe extraordinary, nor do I 
queftion but that had he foremen the ill confequcnces of Rich rafh and 
warm tranfports, he would as readily have retraded them, as he gave 
vent to them. However, even in ordinary Calcs, liis love to Peace 
•viV. Ont.i. (jjd not prejudice his Zeal for Truth •*, from which no Confidcrations 
p * 34 ' were ftrong enough to draw him ; in defence of the Catholick Do- 
ttrine he pray’d and preach’d, wrote and difputcd upon all Occafions, 
and was not lcar’d cither with the malice, or number, or greatnefs of 
his Enemies. He wanted neither fair Propofals on the one hand, nor 
threatnings, and the moll: Revere and rugged ulage on the other, but 
lie equally defied both, and made good what he fo earneftly de- 
b orn. vi. fir’d b , that he might be able with all freedom and impartiality to 
M4>- maintain that Confeflion of Faith, which the ancient Fathers had 
committed as a noble Depojitum to the Church, to the laft minute of 
* ttj/ii. F.fi(i. his Life. He was (to fay no more than what one * who bed knew 
cxLt.p.t^- him, fayes ofhim) <7xeu(^ oxXoytt, <£wUp(Z atOt) a chop 

J'tjfel, a profound 7 re afire, and the mouth ofCbri/l; and juRly deferv'd 
« Prolog** op. the Charader Rufinas c gives of him, that he was in all things an 
ttrvp.77*- incomparable Pcrfon, eminent both for his Dodrine and his Life, 
thegreateft light of the Church, who taught what he practis’d, and 
praSis’d what he taught. 

VI. THESE Divine and excellent Qualities were attended with 
the natural Graces of a fublime Wit, lubtle Apprehenfion, cleer 
Judgment, an eafie and ready Elocution, and all thefe Ret off with as 
great a Rock and furniture of humane Learning as the Schools of the 
Ea(t, as Alexandria or Athens it lelf was able to afford. At his being 
there he had grown up into fo univerfal an Efteem and Reputation, 
that he was become the Glory of the Univerfity, and the talk of the 
Town and Country, and even in that eye of the World had the Pro- 
feffors Chair forc’d upon him. And afterwards when he applied him- 
felftothe Study of Theology, and did ¥ nx> 7 ( t^iv

t' 4 66. his Tongue with Divine Learning, and Eloquence, which he had

. nnfiH.HH the Standard and Rule of Orthodoxy, he being the only c Pcrfon, 
f»pra, whoRe Faith even the diffenting Parties among thcmfelves could not 
call in queftion, having obtain’d this honor both with God and Man, 
that whoever preRum’d to oppofe his Dottrine, was for that very 
teaffon judg’d an Heretick, it being accounted a plain evidence of a 
man’s unfoundnefs in the Faith, who in any thing materially differed 
from him. So even and well-poiz’d his Judgment in the weigntielt 
Cafes, Ro Rublime his Speculations in the abftrufeft Articles, Rocxatt 
and critical his Determinations in the niceft Controverfies, fo ready 
and appofite his Citations out of the holy Scriptures, fo accurate and 
eloquent his Sermons, that he feem’d born for this as his peculiar

mitted to us. Such among others lias been the 
Portion ofthis excellent Bilhop,concerning whom 
the Records of the ancient Church have prelervM 
few memorable Paflages, and a great part of thofe too fo intricate and 
confus’d, that I fhould not have thought it worth either my Pains, 
or the Readers Patience, to pick them up, had I not hop’d by colle¬ 
cting the feattered parcels of his Story to reflect feme light upon 
them, and to free his Name from fome grofs Imputations, which ig¬ 
norance or miftake have laid upon it. Who his Parents were, or what 
his Country is not known, though there can be no incongruity to 
fuppofe him born in Pale (tine, and perhaps at jerufalem, which Ilind 
pofitively aflertecl by a late Writer a , led thereunto, I believe, by 
no other Authority than bare conjecture. The firft time we meet 
with him is under Macarius , the venerable Bifhop ot J ernf.il> w t a ?■ Io¬ 
nian of prime note in the Council of Nice, highly honoured byC' v/- 
fhntinc the Great, and particularly imploy’d by him in his magnifi¬ 
cent ftrufturcs at Jerufalem. By him Cyril is (aid ’• to have received b 
his firft Ordination, that is, probably, to the Office of a Deacon; 
though I muft confefs, the pafTage in Sozom.n (as now extant in the vi.i ruiiu 
Greek) as ’tis miferably tranfpos’d, fo being tolerably reftor’d, feems An!i0t ''^ l2 *’ 
more naturally to refer to Maximus's than Cyril's Ordination.

abled in his right leg, the Nerves of it being cut aUuider. Nor was 
heamore refolute defender of the Chriftian Faith againft the Hea¬ 
thens, than he was of the Catholick truth againft the Aria ns , for 
which he was not a little malign’d, and oppos'd by that biilie and 
potent Fa&ion. By him Cyril was ordain’d Presbyter ll , and under d nun*, n,r. 
nimhe exercis’d the Office of Catecbifl in that Church : A place ot 
great truft, and which he difeharg’d with anfwerable care and dili¬ 
gence, preaching, in Lent efpecially, almoft every day. And here it 
was, that he read thofe Catechetick Lectures of his that are Rill ex¬ 
tant, which S. Jerom fays c he compos’d in his younger years, and «/* faty.iti 

though he tells us not the juft time, yet Cyril himfelf gives us an c > uU 

hint, by which we may make a very near Conjecture. For (peaking 
Concerning the rife of the Manichean Herefie, he fays, it began juft frjr, cstuk 
LXX. years before, under the Reign of Probus, and that there were V1, F l 4 l - 
lome then alive, who had feen the Heretick. Nowluppofing, what 
Eufibius * plainly afterts, and juftifies by the concurrent Computati- B c]mn . liAn , 
on of the feveral Eaftern Epwha's , that Manes began to broach his mmccscih . 
Herefie in the fecond year of the Emperor Probus, that is, Ann. Chr. 
CCLXXVII. the LXX. years will fall in exactly with Ann. 
CCCXLVII. at what time he preach’d thofe Lectures to the

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II. THIS Exercife he, probably, continued till his Promoti¬ 
on to the Bifhoprick, which hapned about three years after, upon 
Maximus's being depos’d by the Arians , as fome fay; upon his death 
fay others, and perhaps more truly. And here we muft encounter 
with the molt perplex’d and intricate part of his ftory, I mean his 
fucceflion to that See, together with the feveral viciliitudes and al¬ 
terations that depend upon it, fo brokenly and imperfeftly rfpre- 
fented by the Writers of that, and the following age, that little cer- 
b tainty can be pick’d up about it. The Account is confufedly hinted

that upon Maximus's death, Acaciu<s Bifhop of Cafarea, and fome o- 
tilers of the Arians, offered Cyril the See of Jerujalem , upon condi¬ 
tion, that he fbould renounce the Ordination that he had received 
of Maximus, which he did accordingly, and ferv’dinthat Chufch 
in the Capacity of a Deacon, ana for this was rewarded with 
that Bifhoprick, who thereupon fubtilly circumvented Heraclim , 
whom Maximus upon his death-bed had made his Succeffor, whom 
he diverted of his Epifcopal Dignity, and reduc’d to the ffationofa 
Presbyter. To this others add, that in order to this Defign he was 
guilty of ftrange complyances with the Arians^ that he fometimes 
vai 'i cc l ' in matters of Faith, and often in point of Communion; 
so {./. 7 j.7. that he was infefted k with the Macedonian Herefie, which heafteF- 
7 ««• vH- wards recanted } nay,that he was as zealous 1 for the Arian Impieties, 
C ‘ 8 ’ as his Predcccffor had been for the Catholick truth. Thefe are the

Jerufalem, fays, he was a moft ftout and vigorous defender of the A- 
poftolick Dotfrine ; and the Fathers of the great Council at Confab 

• a?. Th:od. Gnople in their Synodical Letter "to Pope Damafus , ftyle him the 
l. $.c.?.p. 2 u. moft reverend, and moft religious Bifljop Cyril, and allure us, that he 

had been rightly and canonically ordained by the Bifliops of that Pro¬ 
vince, and had in feveral places Buffered many very hard things from 
the Arian Party. Than which what could have been fpoken more 
plain and pertinent in his juftification ? One fuch autlientick andun- 
queftionable Teftimony, given by fo many, and Fuch venerable Per- 
fons, all Catholick Bifliops, who liv’d at the fame time, and could 
not be ignorant of his Affairs; who had then his Company with 
them, and his Caufc before them, weighs more with me, tnanaa 
hundred Reports taken up at fecond hand, and at a peradventurc by 
Perfons at a diftance, wno neither accounted it their Intereft, nor 
made it their Bufiriefs nicely to enejuire into things, whether they 
were true or falfe. Not that I think the things we have mention’d 
to have been purely fictitious, but rather to have been blended to 
gether byacarelefs confounding of Names and Perfons. Bdronius 

• Ad Ann. w. 0 fr° m S. Jerom tells us of four feveral Cyrils about this time fuccef- 
M xxvi. fively Bifhops of Jerufalem ; but ’tis plain, the Cardinal miftook S. 

Jerom, who (peaks but of one and the fame Period, fucceeding four 
times during the Interruptions made by the prevalency of the Arian 

Faftiom 
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Fa&ion. However Epiphanius comes inieafonably to our relief, who 
befides ours, tell us r of another Cy,// about the i *me time Bifhop 
of that See, fucceeding Herennius, as he did our Cyril. And upon 
him, I doubt not, a great part, if not the whole, of the ill things 
we (peak of muff: be difeharg’d, the identity of Names, conformity 
of Times and relation to the fame Place, laying an eafie Foundation 
of nuftaking the one for the other. And perhaps it might not a lit¬ 
tle contribute to the miftake, not only that Acacias of Cafarea being 
Metropolitan of that Province, Cyril could not canonically be ordain’d 
without his content, but that Cyril hirtrfdf was fometimes forc’d by 
the necefTity of thofe times, to hold fome kind of correfpondence 
with Bafil of Ancyra and other Heads of the Homoioaftan or Semiarian 
Party, and that only in point of mutual affiftance, not in joyning 
with them in their Sentiments and Opinions, for of that, not the 
lead footftep appears in ftory, nay in that famous Confeftion of 
Faith, q offered by them to the Synod at Seleacia (where he was 
prelent, and had a great Tryal to come on, and did moft openly 
fide with the S<-mi arians) though it was fubferib’d by XLIII. Bifhops. 
and feveral of them of Syria and Paleftine , yet is not his name to be 
found amongft them, nor any intimation of his contenting with 
them. I add no more, than that S. Jerom himtelf r eltewhere fpeak- 
ing unqueftionably of our Cyril , fays no worte ofhim than this, that 
he was oft driven out of his Church (underftand him by the Arian 
intereft) and re ftor’d again ; and Nicephorus Patriarch of Con (lant i- 
mle in his Catalogue *’ ofBifhops, places him next to Maximus, and 
lays, that he was bamfh’d by the Arians , and then mentions thofe 
that were let up in oppofition to him. 

Ill, HAVING thus clear’d the way to his Epifcopal Throne 
upon which he entred Ann. C C C X LIX. ^cording to S. Jerom \ 
CCCLI. according to Baronins computation, he had not fate long 
in it, when a memorable accident hapned, that made a great noite 
at that time throughout the World. About the time of Conftayius 
his expedition againft Magnentius the ufurper, there appear’d'at 
lerufalem in the Heavens the fign of the Crofs, not ftreaming forth 
Jure a Comet, but in a folid and condens’d body of Light, in fplen- 
dour exceeding the brightnefs of the Sun, and being encircled with 
a Rainbow, which in fomi of a Crown compafs’d it round about, hi 
length it reach’d from Mount Calvary to Mount Olivet, for the fpace 
Ofabout XV. Stadia, or near two miles, and its breadth proportion* 
able to the length. The fight was very terrible and furprizing, and at 
once hlld men with Admiration and Amazement, infbmuch that the 
beholders came out of theirHoutes, threw afide their work, and fled 
with their Wives and Children into the great Cathedral, unanimouffy 
ottering up their Prayers and Praites to Chrift, and readily acknow- 
iedging this a great indication of his Divinity. Nor did it want 
its dueeffeft, both upon Jews and Gentiles , many of whom it brought 
Over to the Chriftian Faith. Philoflorgins and fome others report, 
that it was feen by both Armies'(lying then in the Plains of Pannonia ) 
to tile great confternation of Magnentius and his Party, and the no 
lels encouragement of Conftantius and his Souldiers. But in this I 
mult fufpend my Belief, both becaufe Sozomen fays, the Emperor 
ncarii °* IC but by Report, and becaufe the Battel with, and Vi* 
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&ory over Mtgmnt 'ms was not till the latter end of the vear, many 
months after this Apparition. It hapned on the VII. day of U., 
about nine of the Clock in the morning, it being then the Wtmfm 
trflivnl, the year after the Confuljhip of,Sergius and Mgromami((iy 
the ConluUres of Uatim, butmiftake the day which they make 
to be Jm. XXX. ) that is, Ann. CCCLI. with whom agree all 
thofe who place it at the time of the M^nentun expedition, 
and Qallm his going unto Antioch, The news of this wonder- 
ful and extraordinary Phenomenon by means of frrangers, who at 
tint time bad repair’d thither out of Devotion to thofe holy places, 
was fbon convey'd into all Parts, but efpecially G>//was careful to 
aiv'e notice ol it to the Emperor, to whom he prefently difpatch’d 
a Letter, mention'd by Sozmten and others wherein he gave him an 
« Ert.it ale. Account of the thing it fell, with fome Remarks of his own upon it, 
LiuM?

ate thcmfelvcs by Rhetorical Pcrfvafivts, but contain holy Evangelical 
Predictions, juflifytn^ their truth by the event of things. Others indeed 
of fuel) things whence they derive their In fire, may bring golden Crowns, 
c nr ion fly be jet with Precious Stones, wherewith they oft adorn your honour¬ 
able temples : But we Crown you not with earthly Prefents, things that 
arifing from, areconfnd within the verge of this lower World, hut ive 
carefully convey to your notice, the divine Efficacy of thofe heavenly ap¬ 
pearances, which have hapned at Jerufalem in your Reign. Not tint 
by this means you may be brought out of a fate of ignorance, and receive 
the firft Principles of the knowltdg of God (for fuch your improvements 
in Piety that you fern able to inftrutt others in matters of Religion) 
but that you may bethe frmlier eftabliflSd in thoje things , 1 which you aremnt 
to difeourfe of, and that learning hence how much God has Crown d your 
Empire deriv'd to you as a paternal Inheritance, with greater Honours, 
and more divine and heavenly Bleffings, you may be the ftronglter sncsteA 
to offer up, at this time efpecially, thehigheft Praifes to the fupreme So¬ 
vereign of the World, and be inffired with a greater Vigour and Courage 
avainft your Enemies, being affured by thefe miraculous Atteftations, that 
God takes a particular care of your Empire and Government. In the time 
of your Father Conftantine, a Prince beloved of Heaven, and of bteh 
fed memory, the wholjom wood of the Crofs was found at Jerusalem, m 
divine goodnefs granting it as a peculiar favour to him, who Jet htmjcj 
to embrace the true Religion, that he [hould make difeovery of tie ft 
conceal'd holy Places. But in your time, Sir, who have fo far outgone in 
Devotion and Piety, God is pleafed to grant Prodigies, not any long 
upon Earth, but from Heaven ; I mean, the blejfed Crojs of ff r , r 
and Saviour Jefus Chrifl, the only begotten Son of God, the Irophy ^ 



his Vi Vary and Triumph over death,which fhining with extraordinary beams 
of light, was feen lately at Jerufalem. For upon thefe Holy and Feftival d.tyes 
( y’PenteCoft,May the VII th . about nine in the Morning, a vaft and miracul¬ 
ous Crofs form'd of light appeas'd in the Heavens,juft over the holy Golgo¬ 
tha, extending it ft If to the Jdcred Mount of Olaves ; feen not by one or 
twt, but cleerly and evidently by the whole City nor, as fame may fufpctf, 
pifling by only in a tranftent glance of fancy, but plainly vifible to us below 
for very many hours together, by its lift re out-dazltvg the bright beams of 
tkSun'yfor other wife being overcome,it waft have been obfeurd by them,had it 
ml darted out more powerful and refulgent rays of light to the Eyes of the 
b.holders,fo that the whole City Jlruck with far at the amazing accident,not 
without a mixture of joy and gladnefs, infant ly repaired to the Church, 
where you might fie Perfons of all Ages, young and old, men and women, 
fen the newly-married leaving their bridal Chambers to come thither ; Chri- 
jlia/js both Inhabitants and Strangers, yea. and great numbers of Gentiles 
flow other Parts all of them with one mouth and one accord glorifying 
our Lord Jefus Chrift, the only begotten Son of God, and the Author of 
theft miraculous Operations, being convinc'd by real experience, that the 
rnofl b»ly Chrift tan Religion lies not in the enticing words of man’s 
wifdoin, but in demonftiation of the Spirit and of Power, and was not 
metrly revealed by men, but witnejfed toby God from Heaven. When fore 

we the Inhabitants of Jerufalem having beholden this miraculous Prodigy 
with our eyes, with all thankfnlnefs, as becomes us, do and will adore the 
peat God, and his only begotten Son, and both have done, and flill will ia 
this Inly place offer up our continual Prayers for your Government, fo dear 
to Heaven. I thought it not good therefore to fupprefs thefe heavenly 
Viftons in filencc, but have made it my care to convey them to yon as good 
tilings, and inftanccs of the Divine Benignity ; that fo upon the good 
Foundation of the Faith already embrac'd, building a further knowledge if 
what has thus fir angely and ftiper naturally come to pafs, you may have a 
firmer ajfurance in our Lord Jefus Chrift; being confident according to your 
wonted trufl, you may, as one that has God himjelf fur your Affiftant, ad¬ 
vance the Banner of the Crofs, the greateft ground of rejoycing, and c hear- 
filly produce the ftgn that was jhewed in Heaven ; a Rv. prifent.it ion, at 
nbft appearance the Heavens did greatly rejoyce and triumph. This won¬ 
derful Prodigy, rnofl religious Emperor, purjuant to the Predict ions of the 
Prophets, and to the words of Chrift recorded in the Gofpel, is now fulfilled, 
mi will h reafter be yet farther fulfilled.

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and by his own precious blood expiated the fins of men, and gave Spiritual 
Life and Immortality , and heavenly Grace to ail them that believed on him. 
Preferv'd by whofe power andgoodnefs, and dayly blefjed with greater and 
more eminent advances in Piety, and enrich'd with the Royal (lew of a 
numerous Ijfne ; let God the great King of the World, and the giver of all 
goodmfs, grant yon a long, peaceable, and a profperous Reign, and watch 
over you, as a glory to Chnfiians, and a bkffmg to the whole World ; let 
him ftrengthen and adornyou with all Vertue, that you may f ill ffjew your 
accuflomed love and kindnefs both to the holy Churches, and to the Roman 
Empire, and enrich yon with larger rewards of Piety. God Almifiny 
grant you to us, moft Auguft and Religious Emperor, for many Periods 
of peaceable years, and continue you happy and profperous, a conflant Praifr 
and Profejfor of the holy and Confubftantial Trinity, to whom, as is wojl 
due, be all Glory for ever and ever, Amen. 

From this Letter, befides the account it gives of the Prodigy, and 
the Reflexions he makes upon it, we may obferve three things with 
refpeX to Cyril himfelf. Firft, that this Epiftle was written not long 
after his entrance upon the Bifhoprick of ;7 eruftlem, being the firft 
Fruits of his Addrefles to the Emperor after his promotion to it. And 
indeed it muft be pen’d not many months after, if Baronins has rightly 
fix’d the time of his Confecration to that See, which he places Ann. 
CCCLI. this Letter being written about the Month of May in that 
year. Secondly, that in the clofe of it he gives an evident intima¬ 
tion of his firm adherence to the Nicene Faith, while he fo earncftlv 
prayes that the Emperor may ever own and honour tbl cbfity & 
criov the facred and coeffential Trinity . A plain confutation 

of thofe Arian Compliances, which about this very time are charg’d 
upon him. And yet far ftranger is the prejudice and partiality of 
"Rfa.critf.Li. Lome late Writers w , who from this very Epiftle infer, either that 
c. n. p. 296, Cyril was not the Author of it, or if fo, that he was an Arian Heretick. 
297 ‘ Thirdly, that notwithftanding his Declaration againft Flattery, yet 

he prudently ufes very foft words, and fmooth Infinuations to the Em¬ 
peror, the better to fweeten his exafperated humour s gainft the Ca- 
tholicks, which by the Artifices of the Arians, feldom fail’d to have 
a keen edge fet upon it. And this was a courfe which many wife 
and good men made ufe of in their Addrefles to that Emperor, who 
paffionately lov’d commendation, and was above other men, a fond 
admirer of himfelf. But to return.

The truth is, Cyril looking upon his own as an Apoftolick See, 
thought himfelf Qualified to difpute with Acad us for the Metropolis 
tick Rights. And herein it muft be confcfs’d he went beyond his 
line; for though all Antiquity had paid a mighty Reverence to the 
Church of Jeruftlem, as a Church immediately inftituted by our 
blefled Saviour, and that in a place which he had honoured with his 
Birth, Life, Sermons, and Miracles, and had made the Stage of his 
bloody death, a See founded by the Apoftlcs, and from whence they 
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ilfued out to propagate Chriftianity through the World (in which re- 
fpeft his Jtyled the Mother of all Churches by the Fathers >’ of the fecond 1 rtyTotod.i. 5. 
General Council) a Church frequented by Perfons of the higheft c ' 9 ' p ' 211 ’ 
Rank in all Ages, either out of Curiofity or Devotion; though upon 
all tliefe accounts it had a Angular Reputation, and the Bifhops of it 
an honourable CharaXer fix’d upon them, and this particularly rati¬ 
fied by the Council of Alice*, as a thing deriv’d from Cuftom and l cn. 7. 
ancient Tradition, yet was not this honour granted to it by that 
Council, but with a Salvo to the Rights of its own Metropolis. Aca- 
cins therefore being a man of a daring and haughty Spirit, could not 
brook the leaf! Competition, but fell upon Cyril with great heat and 
fury. And hence commenc’d that quarrel, which every day ripened 
into a wider breach. And now Recriminations are pafs’d on both 
fides, Cyril charging Acacms with Arianifm, while he himfelf (fayes 
SaMwii) was fufpeXed of joyning with the Homoioufians, who held 
the Soil to be of like fubftance with the Father; though Nicephorus, 
who follows Sozomen in this paflage,Fayes a exprefly it was for that he • ub. 9.^45. 
additted himfelf <mt r rzS ojjgvcncn svt%v<rw, to thofe that maintained P-797- 
the Investor, or Confubftantial DoXrine. And this feems moft pro¬ 
bable, for why fliould Acacias quarrel with Cyril, for Tiding with the 
Hnnoiouftans, when he himfelf at every turn appeared in the Head 
of that Party, though upon every new occafion he again deferted 
them, and joyned with the high-flown Arians ? And that he might 
yet further expofe him, Acacias charg’d him, that in a time of raging 
Famine at 'frruf\hn, when the poor People flock’d to him for relief 
after all the Monies were (pent, he had fold the Veflels, Utenfils, Veft- 
mehts, and.confecraied Hangings of the Church, and that one of the 
Vcftments had been found upon a Womans back that belong’d to the 
Play-houfe by the very Perfon that gave it, who examining where 
flic had it, was direXed to the Merchant that had fold it, who con- 
fefs'd he bought it of the Bifhop. Which whether true or falfe, 
ferv’d well enough for a pretence to expofe the good man to popular 
Odium, and to make their Proceedings againft: him pafs more fmooth 
and currant. 

VI. UPON tliefe pretences (little and trifling Caufes they 
were, fayes Th ‘odorit h ) Acacias in a Convention of PaUftine Bifhops ‘ vbif„pr, 
of his own Party depos’d Cyril , and drove him from J eruftlem. Who P’ no * 
they immediately fubftituted in his room, is not agreed on all hands, 
fomc faying ’twas Eutychius, others Heraclius, others Hercnnins, or 
Ennuis, or Arfimas, as ’tis diverfly written. The truth is, there’s 
awofulconfufionand difturbance in the Succeflion of Bifhops in that 
See, from the time of Cyril's firft: Depofition, till his final Rcftitution, 
fomc creeping in as opportunity offered,others being thruft in by the 
power and intcreft of the Arian Party. We fhall here once for all pre- 
fentthe Reader at one view, with the different accounts given in by 
the Writers of that, and the following Ages. 
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Sca:> l- 3 ° 8 * in fuch confufion and variety ’twere a vain attempt to undertake a 
Reconciliation, either to adjuft the Differences of the Perfons, or to 
fix the times of their feverai Succeffions. A thing not poffible in fuch 
a confufkin of accounts, and where the Records of the Church have 
preferv’d little more than the bare names of the Perfons. The Eut]- 
chitts (who in S. Jtr ml* s account fucceeds next to Cyril) was doubt* 
'HtrifLXXiu. lefs the fame wit if him mentioned by Epipbanins 1 , and who wasBi- 
?■ 370, 37 h fhop of Efentheropolis. He had been brought up under Maximus , 
372, Cyril’s Prcdeceffor, and by him inftru&ed in the right Catliolick 

Faith. An eye he had upon the See of Jeru/alem, and look’d upon 
Cyril as the only Perfon {landing in his way, and though he did not 
openly difcard the orthodox Dottrine, yet he was content to conceal 
and diffemble it for a time, as a means to procure Acacius s favour in 
his advancement to that Sec. To him therefore he applied himfelf, 
and took part with him in his Proceedings againft ty//, whom he mor¬ 
tally envied and maligned, opnofingnot only him, but all that flood 
by nim and affiffed him. And how they fucceeded in their attempts, 
we fhall lee hereafter. I fliall obferve no more about this matter, but 
■« i.ib. $. c.40. that Tbeodorit k enumerating the Bifhops that fat in the five great 
itfin. p.249. Patriarchal Sees from the time of Conflantine, in his Lift of them ot 
Jernfalcm wholly omits all thefe interloping Bifhops, and only puts 
down Cyril between Maximus, who went before him, and John who 
fucceeded him in that See. 

• secrLi.c.+o VI. TWO whole years 1 Acacias continued to cite Cyril to ap- 
?■ pear ; but he well knowing what Quarter he mull expeft from pro* 

fefs’d open Enemies, refus'd the Summons, whereupon the Sentence 
was finally denounc’d againft him. Immediately he publifll’d an 
Anti retnonftrance, wherein he appeal’d from their Judgment, to 
that of a greater and more folemn Judicature; and his appeal it feems 
was allow’d by the Emperor. And though Socrates fayes, he was the 
firfl and the only Perfon that by fuch an appeal tranfgrefs’d theCuflom 
of the Ecclefiaflick Law (meaning I fuppofe the Nicene Canons, that 
require all Epifcopal Caufes to be determin’d by the Metropolitan, 
and the Bifhops of the Province,) yet was it no more than what the 
neccffity of thofe times drove him to, and what had been heretofore 
allow’d and prattis’d in important Cafes. Being by this means iored 
" h2 ' to quit 7 cmfnlem, lie went fu ll to Antioch”', but finding t hat Cluirch

deflitute of a Bifhop, he went thence to Tarfus, where he fix’d his 
abode with Sylyanus the venerable Bifhop of that place. Nor did he 
here indulge himfelf in eafe and idlenefs, but preach’d conftantly to 
the People. But malice like the Grave, is endlefs and infatiable ; 

Amins no fooner underftood where Cyril, was, and of his kind Re¬ 
ception, but he wrote prefently to Sylvanus, and gave him an account 
of his being depos’d, and thereby rendred incapable of Communion. 

But he had too great a Reverence for the man to entertain Bight Sug- 
geflions againft him, and befides was unwilling to difoblige the Peo¬ 
ple, who lik’d his Do£lrine, and were infinitely pleas’d with his elo¬ 
quent Sermons. So he continued in this Station till the year 
CCCLIX. when Conflantius fummon’d a Synod at Stlencia. And 
now he thought he had a fit opportunity to bring his Caufe upon the 
publick Stage, wherefore he appear’d at the Synod, and refolv’d to 
refer his Cafe intirely to them. The main queflion at the opening 
of die Council was, what fhoulcFfirft come under debate, whether 
Matters of Faith, or the Caufes of the Bifhops who had been depos’d, 
particularly of C>r/ 7 and Lome others, whofe Cafes had been peculiar¬ 
ly recommended by the Emperor. But it was carried for the former, 
tliat Do&rinal Controverfies fliould be handled in the firfl place, and 
what the Proceedings of the Council were in. that Matter, we have 
elfewhere related. The iffue was, that no compofure being to be 
hoped for between the diffenting Parties, Leonas the Imperial Com- 
miHioner, who favoured tli c Acacian Faction, after four feverai Seffi- 
ons, broke up and diffolv’d the Synod. However the Catliolick 
Bifhops (who were but few) together with Badl of Ancyra , Sylvanus 
ofTarfus, and the rcfl that oiipoled Acacius and his Party, continued 
fitting, and cited Acacius and his Followers to the Synod, to make 
good their charge againft Cyril and others, but they refus’d to come. 

Indeed Acacius at the very beginning of the Council had refus’d to 
take his place, unlefs Cyril, as a Perton depos’d, were excluded the 
Synod. And when fbme, out of an eager deftre of Peace, perfwaded 
him to withdraw, alluring him, that as loon as they had di[cuffed 
Matters ofFaith, they would proceed to the Examination of his Cafe, 
herefufed, not kjiowing but his retiring might be interpreted an Ar ¬ 
gument of his guilt, at leafi give his Enemies too great an advantage 
againft him. After feverai Summons to no purpofe, the Synod pro¬ 
ceeded againft the abfent Bifhops; fbme they fufpended from Com¬ 
munion, till they had given fatisfa&ion in the Crimes charged upoii 
them, among whom were Afterius, Enfebius , Eutychius , Sec. others 
they depos’d, Specially Acacius , the head of the Party, Georye of 
Alexandria, Vranius of l yre, and many more ; nor is any doubt t o be 
made (though the A&s of that Synod mention it notj but they re¬ 
ar’d Cyril and the reft that had been depos’d by the Acacian 
Party. 

VII. THINGS being thus manag’d in the Council at SeLucia , 
while Legates were preparing to carry an Account to the Emperor 
at Conflantinople, Acacius 1 was got thither before them, who having 1 
toade his Intereft at Court, and reprefeoted the Sdeucisn Synod un- Ms

this Cope Cyril had expos’d to fale, and that it had been bought by 
a common Player, who dancing in it upon the publick Theatre, had 
falln down, and with the fall bruis’d himfelf,and died. And 
Paid Acncitis, Sue hov fit thofe men are to Me and ptfs Sentence urn 
others , tbtt have fuel) an Ajfcffor to joyn with them Having laid this 
load upon him, they proceeded next to cenfurc and deprive him, and 
twelve others with him, whom they depos d and bamlhd. Ten of 
the Aflembly refufed to fubferibe the Decree /or■depofing; thefe Pre¬ 
lates, who for their ObRinacy were prefently fufpended horn all E- 
pilcopal a£ts, either of Miniftery or Jurifdiaion, with further provi- 
fion, that unlefs within fix months, they complyed with the Sentence 
and Proceedings of the Synod, they alio fliould be depofed, and the 
Bifhops of the refpeftive Provinces chufe others in their room. No¬ 
tice whereof they immediately difpatch’d to all places, with com¬ 
mand, that the Synodal Orders fliould be obfervd and put into ex¬

VIII. IN this Rate of banifliment, Cyril continued during the 
fhort remainder of Conftantinss Life, who dyed within lefs than two 
years after. Julian, who fuccceded, among other adts of grace and 
favour, whereby he fought to recommend himfelf and Ins Govern- 
«ii i . 3 . e. 4. ment to the People, reRor’d n the Bifhops that had been banifhed m 
p.ia 7- the time of his PredecefTor. An opportunity, which Cyril I doubt 
not, made ufe of to return to his own See. And indeed there we 
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find him fitting in this Emperors Reign, and that upon an occafionas 
memorable, as any perhaps that the Hiftory of the Church preients 
us with, which becaufe I prefume it may not be unacceptable to tlie 
Reader, I (hall here relate at large. Among the various methods 
whereby Julian defigned to ftifle, and if pofiible, extirpate Clrnlti- 
anity, he'refolved once more to fetupand advance the Jewijb Nati¬ 
on, not out of any kindnefs to them or their Religion, but became 
he knew them to be of all others the moft fpiteful and inveterate b- 
nemies to Chriftians. He feem’d to compalfionate their hard late, 
and unhappy Circumftances, and promifed them all encouragement 
and afRRance in reRoring of their Worfhip, and retrieving the an 
ent fplcndor of their Religion. To which purpofe he lent them tne 
f ollowing Letter. 0

The fright was great, and every mat. cd o 
himfelf, and the main Crowd drove towards a little Cllurch tart 
by, w herein they w ere wont to beftow their 1 ools, but w hen bey 
came to it, they found it fuddenly fhut and barr d aga.nft them 
(though there w as no I’erfbn within) and when they attempted < 
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break open the Doors, a Fire mill'd out upon them, that deftroyed 
in any, and mifcrably fcorcli’d the reft, running up and down the 
ilreets a great part of that day. At night the Cloaths of all the 
had black Croftes with Stars between them imprefs d upon them, 
which when the Infidels perceiv’d in the morning, they endeavour 
cd, but in vain, to walh them out, and thereupon partly afraid,part¬ 
ly afham’d, defifted and ran away.

Let * 
me add what Omfms r reports, that Julian (probably finding himfelf 
defeated in his main defign) commanded an Amphitheater to be built ) 
at Jrufaltm (out of the materials it is like prepared for the Temple) § 
wherein at his return from his Pcrfian expedition, he might publick- ‘ 
ly expofe the Bifhops, Monks, and all the holy men of that place, 
and throw them to be devoured by wild Bcafts, prepared by art to 
greater degrees of rage and fiercencfs, than nature had endued them 
But the Divine goodncls cut him oft', and he fell into that 
ht which lie had prepared for others. 

XL I cannot dilmifs this Story (wherein yet I have been too long 
already) without fome of thole Reflexions which S. Chryfojlome 1 * 
makes upon it, who thus improves the Argument againft the Jews.

Choole uch a one 
(laid he) and place him upon the Hpilcopal Throne, and weour fclvcs 
will readily fiibrnit our Crowns and Scepters to his councils and di- 
rc&ion, and as men obnoxious to humane frailties, will receive Ins 
reproofs and admonitions as the mod whollom Phyfick. I lie Biihops 
humbly befought his Majeffy, that as one capable enough to judge 
- he would pi cafe to nominate the Perfon. But he mode Hy declmd 
it telling them’twas too great an affair for him to meddle in, and 
that they thcmfelvcs were upon all accounts fitter to make a wi el¬ 
and better choice. With that they took their leave, and went to the 
Cathedral to confiilt about it. And now different Intereffs began to 
fhew themfelves : though Auxcntm was dead, his Party was yet a- 
live, and vigoroufly contended for a man ot their Communion and 
bin words uxrc fpoken of what they would do, if they were rejcOcd; 
the Catholicks on the other hand labouring as hard lor an Orthodox 
Bilhop. Taftions grew throng, and the whole City was divided, and 
things openly tended to a Tumult and Infurre&ioni: which An.br fft 
hearing, and being ready according to the duty of his place to pre¬ 
vent all publick difordcr, haften’d immediately to the Church, where 
in a grave and pathctical Oration he exhorted the people to peace and 
concord, and to a quiet fubmiffionto the Laws. His Speech ended, 
the voice of a Child was heard from amidfl the Crowd, Atdrofeu 
Bilhop. The hint was foon taken, and as if it had been a voice from 
heaven the whole Company unanimoufly cried out, that Ambrofe 
ihould be the man : And herein both Catholicks and Arhus did t ic 
more readily confent, in that neither Party feem’d to have got tne 

better of the other. ^ „ n j 

IV. A MB ROSE was infinitely furpnzd at the paflage, ana 
the joyful Acclamations of the people , and peremptorily refuted to 
comply with them. And to let them fee how unfit he was to cnaKe 
aBifhop, he put on a rough mercilefs humour : for going out ottnc 
Church, he fat clown on the Bench of Jufticc, and fending for 
Malefa£lors to be brought before him, commanded them to be rau 
with great rigor and fcVerity, hoping by this means to take 
edgofthe peoples inclination towards him, who yet nothing 
rag’d, cried out, your fin be upon ns. This artifice failing, he 


bther, contriving it, that Women of lewd and common fame flioufd 
be feen publickly going into, and about his houfe, which he doubted 
hot would be looked upon as highly unbecoming a perfon defign’d for 
theEpifcopal Office. But the people quickly finelt it out to be a piece 
of pageantry, and with redoubled importunity cried out, your fin be 
upon us. No remedy was now left, but dire&ly to run away. Ac¬ 
cordingly at mid-night he dole out of the City, and defign’d for 77- 
cinnm a neighbouring City, but miffed his way; rind having wan- 
dred up and down all night, found himfelf in the morning again at 
Milan at the Roman Gate. He is prelently laid hold on, ancla Guard 
fet about him, till the Emperors pleafure might be known in tile cafe 
without whole leave no publick Officer might be admitted to holy 
Orders; but in that they met with no oppolition, for the Emperor 
knowing him to be a man offingular integrity eafily gave his confent. 

Ambrofe in the mean while had again made his elcape, and with¬ 
drawn himfclf to the Country houle of one Laurent iti.<, a great man) 
and his intimate friend, with whom he had hid himfelf. And now 
they were wholly at a lofs how to rctfive him. But the Empe- 
tor had given order to the Vicarius or Lievtenant of the Civil Diocefs 
to fee the thing effe&ually done ; and he had publiflic an Editt that 
none under peril of his head, and confifcation of his Eflate fhoulcl dare 
to conceal him. Laurent/us hereupon was forc’d to break up his Sari- 
ftuary, and brought him back to Milan ; and now feeing ’twas to no 
purpofe any longer to refill the pleafure of the Divine*Providence, 
lie yielded to lay down the publick Rods and Axes, and to take up 
the Crofter, only demanding that he might be baptiz’d by a Catho- 
lick Bitliop, for as yet was only a Catechumen. So he was baptiz’d 
and eight days after with the univerfal acclamation of the people fb* 
lemnly confecrated to that See, the Emperor himfelf (who was pre- 
fent at the Ordination) concluding the Solemnity with his fhort gra- 
tulatory Addrefs to heaven, I thank thee , 0 Lord Almighty, and our Sa¬ 
viour, that thou halt made choice of this perfon to whom I had Committed 
the power over mens bodies j to be intrufed with the. Souls of men and 
thereby haft declared my Choice to be fit and juft . And indeed the Em¬ 
peror highly honoured him, and hcarkned to his admonitions with a 
juft fubmilfion and reverence. And therefore when not long after 
lie complain’d to him of the Mifclemcanours of foriie in Authority, 
aggravating their faults with great freedom and impartiality, the’ 
good Emperor anfwered, I was heretofore no ft ranger to this liberty you 
tde, and yet was ft) far from oppofing , that I freely confentedto your Ordi¬ 
nation : go on therefore as the Divide Law commands,and cure the diftem- 
pers and maladies * which we are apt to fall into.

J.tjiina laid Snares for him in every place,and 
made as many againft him, as fhe could by any Arts get over to her 
Party. Some file corrupted with Bribes, others file attempted by 
promifing them Places of Honour and Dignity, if they would feize 
him in the Church, and forcibly carry him into Banifhment. This 
fcveral attempted, but in vain, God ftill Protetting him : Nay Eu~ 
thymius more zealous than the reft had taken a Houle adjoyning to 
the Church, and thereinto privately convey’d a Chariot, into which 
lie dejign’d fuddenly to clap him, and then hurry him away. But 
his Mifchief return’d upon his own head. For the next year on that 
very day that he intended to furprize Ambrofe , he was himfelf put 
into the fame Chariot, and carryed into Banifhment. So vifibly ma¬ 
ny times is the Lord known by the Judgment which he exeenteth , while 
the wicked is J'nared in the work of bis own hands , while they jink down 
into the Pit that they make , and in the Net which they hide , is their own 
foot taken. However either by mifinformation or importunity they

S. Ambrofe , 1 conceive, as Metro¬ 
politan was Prefident of the Council, to whom the vv Sy nodi con with- " A 
out any warrant joyns Afcholim Bifhop of Thelfilonica, his namenei- p ' * 6 ' 
ther appearing among the reft, nor fo much as once mention’d in 
all the Tranfa&ions of the Synod. Several private and preliminary 
Conferences the Fathers had with the two Arian Bifhops, but no 
good being done, they met in a Synodal AfTembly Septemb. V. Ann. 
CCCLXXXL and the Prefident having propos’d that for the clearer 
juftification of their a&ions, the Proceedings of the Synod might be 
entred upon Record, the Emperor’s Letter was firft read, whereby 
they were fummon’d, and conftituted Judges of the Caule before 
them. Then was read an Epiftle of Arias , containing die chief points 
of dogmata,Palladias required to declare what he thought con¬ 
cerning it. Pi/ladiusanCwercd, that by the Emperor’s Letters which 
they had read, it was evident, that they had been the Caufe, why 
there had not been a full and general Council, that the Bifhops of 
their Party (meaning the Oriental!ft s') were abfent, and therefore 
they could not anfwer. Ambrofe replyed, that this was done in com- 

e nce with the Cuftom of former times, whereby the Oriental Bi- 
is were wont to aftemble in the Eaft, and at the fame time the 
Weftem in the Weft. However to take away all pretence of cavil¬ 
ling, the Prefed of Italy had fent a Summons to them of the Eaft, 
that if they pleas’d, they might convene with them ; but they keep¬ 
ings their old courfe, had (raid at home. The other pleaded, that 
it was a fraud, and that they had herein circumvented and impofed 
upon the Emperor, and therefore he was not obliged to anfwer. But 
Ambrofe fetting afide the Cafe of the Eafhrn Prelates, prefs’d hard 
for a pofitive anfwer : You have heard { [aid he) Ariuss Epiftle read, 
you are wont when challenged, to deny your felf to be an Arian, 
either now condemn him, or defend hisCaufe. But the crafty He- . 
retick would not be drawn out of his old referve; he told them, they 
were an incompetent Judicatory, that he had promis’d indeed to make 
good his Canfe, but in a lawful trial, that he was come thither iii 
expe&ation to have found a General Council, whole decifion lie 


would not anticipate byanfwering there, where thofe of his own 
Party were wanting. After a great deal of wrangling about this 
matter, they debated the Letter of Arias from point to point, where¬

In which’tis not unpleafant to T ' ^ 
obferve what Artifices the man makes ufe of to lave himlelf; lome- C ° * m ' c ' 
times he endeavours to efcape by fubtle and fly Evafions, as when 
|ie owns our Lord to be the true Son of God, but when prefs’d to 
•h would not acknowlcdg him to he true God ; andtobegood, but 
would not fay, he was a good God, refufing to exprefs himfelf in 
J ny other terms than thefc, a good Father begat a good Son. Some¬ 
times he pleaded he could not anfwer, in that he had not Notaries 
°* h* s own to take what pafs’d, pretending partiality on their ficfe, 

B bb and 
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TuTthcrcl'ore required that his own Notaries might bo admitted. 
\Vhkh lieine granted, he Pew off from that. Otherwhiles he re- 
qu red that 8 tie People might be indifferently let in as Speftatots 
and Judges of what part'd on either fide ; which though was not 
ablblutely denyed, yet S. AW told him. that m thole matters 
"was the place of Bifhops to Judge the Laity and not the Limy to 
Judee the Bifhops. In (hort, throughout the whole Procedure.when. 
ever he was pinch’d with a Quezon or an Argument which lie could 
not evade, he prelently retired to his common Refuge, that they 
were not a General Council, and to fuel, a one only he wasobhg d 
and relolvcd to anfwer : Particularly he excepted againrt the Prefi- 
dent as an incompetent Judge,. charging him with impiety and m- 
iuflice • and when Sabinas Bifhop of Placentia asked him what im¬ 
pieties he had to object againft Amhrofie, he gave them no other re¬ 
ply than before, that he would anfwer in a full Council, when all 
Pcrfons concern'd were prefent. S. Arnbrofi anfwered Idefietobe 
chart'd and convicted in the fnfir.ee of my Brethren, tfi I, who firtrn - 
ori/ly affert the Faith, fiem impious to you, /peak out and fay, that art 
lire impious affections lam guilty of But the bold man thought k 
to let that Accufation fall, which lie was not able to make good. 
After near feven Hours difpute (for fo long the Seflion laded) S 
Jmtrofe paffed Sentence upon him, pronouncing him umvoi thy of 
tire Epi(copal Office, and that a Catholick ffiould be ordained tolas 
C'ee • which was ratified by an univerfal Anathema of the Synodde- 
nounced againrt him. After which at the Prcl,dents motion all the 
Bilhops did in order one by one give their particular \ otes for his 
Condemnation. Next they proceeded to Secuncuanm, . and having tor 
lome time difputed the cafe with him, could drive him to no other 
rcfolution, than that heconfefs’d our I.ord to be the true only begot¬ 
ten Son of God, but would not explicitly affert, that he wasthetrue 
God, whereupon the like Sentence was part’d upon him. Wuh

PhntLs (who notwithftanding the imperial Ed.tt to the con 
ft ill kept up their meetings at Sirmium) any longei to 
unlawful Conventicles. It muft not here be forgotten, < ‘ man 
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man * has not long fince called the Afts of this Council into Quefti- 
°n, which he concaves to be a pure fiaitious Scene, competed by 
Vtgiluii Billiop of lapfus , a City in the Province of Bvzaci/tw in Jfrich. W- 

He grants there was fuch a Synod, and fucli proceedings in it a cm in ft 
but that the genuine Afts of it are loft, or have not ye*rfeen 
theliglit, and that Violins writing againft the Arhus took up this 
way, and feigned this formal ftory purely out of his own head. His 
Arguments, though many, are very weak and trifling, and do not de- 
fervean operofc Confutation, being fuch as maybe levelled againft 
almoft againft any ancient writing;nor is there any more juft reafon to 
queftion thefe, than the Adis of moft ancient Councils. The whole 
ffrefs of his bold conje&urc lefts upon no firmer a bottom than this 
that /' 7 {yY//yf affirms tiiat he had written againft Palladios (who had 
anfwered S. slmbroft) and immediately without any other Warrant he 
concludes,thatthc proceedings of this Synod were part of thatBook,and 
as Inch he lias publifh’d them in hisColle&ion of Fbilius's works Nor 
does he produce one Syllable of any Writer, either of thole or* tile 
following ages to juftifie what he fays, or any ancient Copy that 
afenbes thefe afts to Vigilms. And if fuch a Liberty may be taken 
what can be fate ? Farcwel all ancient Monuments, when a confident 
conjefture may difpofe of them, how, and to what ufe it pleate 
And whereas he urges, that Vigilins wrote the Afts and Difputati* 
ons of Arias and Athanaftus before Probw r appointed by the Emperor 
to be Judge and Moderator, and that in the way of a formal hifto 
rical Account, when as all was but a feigned Scheme ; ’tis granted 
he did fo. But then withal, tis evident both that ancient Manu- 
ru' Pt u tnt i t C t,iat P lec ^ to ^inihu^ and which is more, Violins him- 
Ic f elfcwhere a exprefly owns that he did draw up thofe Difcourtes * Contr. llutych.

Atts and Deputations. Of either of which there is not the leaft tit¬ 
tle in our cate. But enough of this matter.

A Pagan Gen¬ 
tleman c offome Authority had fpoken disparagingly of the Empe- ' s °v ;n - 1 - 
ror Gratian, as a Son unworthy of fo great a Father; for which he f ' 2 *‘ 7,7 
was arraign’d and condemn’d to dye. And being led forth to Execu¬ 
tion, S. Ambrofc pittying the m in*s Cafe, went to Court to intercede 
tor his life. The Emperor at that time was diverting himfelf with 
private Hunting in the Amphitheater, fb that he (food for lbme time 
amongft the Guards at the Gate. But none offering to go in and ac¬ 
quaint the Emperor, he betook himfelf to the Poffern, whereat the 
wild Hearts us’d to be let in, and crowding in along with the Keepers, 
went dirc&ly to the Emperor, whom he never left folliciting, toge ¬ 
ther with the Courtiers that were about him, till he had procur’d the 
mans Pardon, and lav’d his Life, 

IV. ANN. CCCLXXXIII. a great Revolution happened in the 
civil State. Maximus, a Spaniard by birth, fay fome, but a Brittain, 
by others,, (I conceive him of Spamjb Extra#, but bom in Brittain , 
deriving his Pedigree from Conflantine the Great) had been Comman- 
dewn Brittain , Colleague with Theodoftus. And finding his Compa¬ 
nion advanc’d to the Empire, and himfelf neglc&ed, he made a Party 
in the Army, who proclaim'd him Emperor. Immediately he con¬ 
vey’d his forces f over into France and Germany , where, by the af- f s eC r. 1. *. 
firtancc of the barbarous People, he quickly fecur’d all thefe Welter n c \ “• F 
Parts to his Obedience. The news whereof arriving at Court, Gra- 
rw/;advanc’d with an Army to encounter him, and met him not far W^h. n,pot 
from Lyons in France. Fivefeveral dayes the fight continued more faff)* 0 
or lefs, till Gratian obferving a part of his Army to defert him, be- p.nZ.qui 4 
gan to retire with three hundred Horfe. But the other Party adding N»i»*iiur 
Treachery to Rebellion, ftuck at nothing to fecurc their Vi#ory\ 

For Andragatbins, Maximnsh General of the Horfe, conveying himfelf 
into a clofe Horfe-litter, gave out, that the Emprefs was come thi¬ 
ther to her Husband. Gratian fufpefting nothing, pafs’d the Roan to 
meet her, and was no fooner come near, but Andra^athms fiiddenly 
leapt out of the Litter, and rtab’d him. A Prince of great Virtues, 
and lingular Piety, but unhappily cut off in the very flower of his age! 

And now Maxi mas rag’d at pleafure, and having treated all thofbof 
GM'ms Party that fell into his hands with exquifite cruelty, pre¬ 
par’d to march for Italy. To prevent which Valentinian difpatched 
S. Ambrofc upon an Embaffy to him, who by the gravity of hisPer- 
jon, the authority of his Office, his humble Addrefs, and eloquent 
Injinuations rtop’d his journey at that time, and kept him on the 
other fide the Alpcs. A work of equal danger, difficulty, and fuc- 
cefs, confideringthe Circumftances of affairs at that time; though 
hulinus who was afterwards his Secretary.by a rtrange mirtake con- 
founds it with a fecond Embaffy fame years after. This year he bu- 
ned his dear Brother Satyr us, a Perfon eminent for his Virtues, and 
Employments. He hau lately been in Africh and Sicily, and though 
advis’d by his Friends not to return home, where all things were 
running headlong into extreamconfufion, he could not be perfwaded, 
rcfolving not to defert his Brother in fuch an evil time, and impati¬ 
ent of delay, put himfelf on Board an old rotten Ship, which yet 
brought him fafe to fhoar, where Landing, he went home and died, 
much about the time that his Brother was to take his journey for 

France ,

France, who bewail’d his death, and deferib’d his virtues in a large 
« Kxt.Tom. and eloquent Oration e at his Funeral, comforting himlelf under io 
m.p- >?• f evcre a Broke, with the confideration, that he was taken away from 
the evil to come, and that his eyes did not fee thole Calamities and De¬ 
valuations that were begun ellcwhere, and then hung directly over 
Italy.

I. npH E Confufions that threatned the Roman Empire by the 
I death of Grattan, and the prolperous Ufurpation ofto- 
p/jus y who was attended with vaft numbers of the barba¬ 
rous People, and the timorous nature of Falentinian, a Prince young, 
and unexperienc’d in the World, and frighted at this time with the 
daily news of thclnvalion of Italy , gave lome kind of new Lite to 
declining Paganifm, the Gentiles at Rome hoping now to recover the 
abolilh’d Rites of their Religion. The Party was headed by Ul 
Aurelius Symmachus , a Perfon of more than ordinary Note and hmi- 
nency, an admirable Scholar, expert Statclinan, and the molt accorn* 
plilh’d Orator of that age ; he was lome years after mad a Co# 
and was at this time Provofl of Rome, but withal a great fhgot or 
Paganilm, paffionately addicted to the Gentile Rites. About two 
i> Amur. }ip. years fince h an attempt had been made this way : Some jew ot t 
xxx. f .u 4 . Scnate aflumingto thcmfelves the name of the whole, had petiti¬ 
on’d the Emperor in behalf of their Religion, which when the: reir, 
who were Chriftians underftood, they immediately publiin d an 
ti.remonftrance , wherein they declar’d, that this had been donejWitl- 
out either their Privity, or Confent, that they abfolutcly diwwn a

monftrance Pope Damafis Pent to Ambrofi But finding now a more 
favourable feafon, it was again fet.on foot, and Symmachus , as the 
molt conliderable Perfon, imploy’d in the name of the Senate to 
prefer a Petition and Rcraonftrance to the Emperor, (for though pro 
formal t was inicnb d to all of them, yet was it prefented only to 
Valentmian) to befeech them to re-fettle their ancient Reliction. Par¬ 
ticularly that the Altar of Vittory (which Rood, as fome will* have 
it, in the Catntof but in truth was generally plac’d in the Senate:

under to/?.,«r;«r informs us) and lately taken from them, might be (Aftt 
leftord, together with the Revenues in Land formerly bequeath’d thofred - tdit - 
to the Veflal Coledge, and that it might be lawful for any to bellow P ‘ 34 ‘ 
what Legacies he pleas’d upon them. A Caufe which he rinfinu- 
ated with great Imoothnefs and fubtilty, and manag’d with all the 
Advantages that could be given it by the Zeal of a Pagan and the 
Eloquence of an Orator. No fooner did S. Ambrofi he ar of this 
but he < wrote to the Emperor Falentiman to put a Hop to it, re- * yxy 
printing to him, that as the Empire was under them, fotliey ibif ’ 
thcmfelves were accountable unto God, from whom they could 
not expett Protedion and Security, unlefs they fincerely Wor- 
Ihipd him the only true God, the fupreme Soveraign of the World 
and gave no way to SuperRition and Idolatry; that his MajeRy 
having fo openly declared Ins devotion for the ChriRian Religion 
^twasa wonder how any could hope to make ufeof his Authority 
; r° e ltab llh the Gentile Rites, or his Exchequer to defray the Char¬ 
ges of their Sacrifices efpecially they who had never been fparing

“ number being Chrilfians. That he Ihould do well herein to ad- 
“ vile with his Colleague and Parent the Emperor Theodofws, whom 
“ in all other calcs he was wont to conliilt, and much more ought 
“in this, no Caufe being greater and more important than that of 
“ Religion; that were it a matter of civil cdgnizance, he fbould leave 
“ it to others to undertake, but being that of Religion, ’twas proper 
“for him as a Bifhop to meddle in it; to which end he defired his 
“ Majefty to lend him a Copy of the Petition, and he would return 
“a full anfwer to it, that fo his Colleague being perfc&ly inform’d

« and triumph, while Chriftians were by, and againfl: their wills 
“ forc’d to be prelent at thofe Heathen Solemnities. That therefore 
“ he humbly befought his Majefty, that refleding how great an in- 
“ jury the palling Rich an Edid would be firft to God, and then 
“ both to his Father and his Brother, he would take that courfc that 
“ Ihould appear to be moft acceptable to God, and moft advantage- 
“ ous to himlelf. 

11. Upon the receipt of this Letter Valentininn lent him a Copy of 
the Petition, which he thoroughly canvals’d, and fully anfwered in 
every part. And becaule perhaps it may be no unpleafant entertain¬ 
ment to the Reader to fee thele two great Perfons entring the Lifts, 
and arguing the cafe at large, I ihall nere (though it be Ibmcwhat 
prolix) prelent him both with Symmachus'% Addrels, and S. Ambrof 
his Reply ; intreating the learned Readers Pardon, if the Translation 
be not exadly to his mind, it being perhaps a far more difficult 
task, than at firft light it may appear, latisfadorily to render ei¬ 
ther the one, or the: other into Engl/fl. The Addrels runs in this 
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To my Lords the Emperors, Vaijntinian, 
Theodosius, Arcadius; Syhha- 
chus Prafed of the City. 

A S Joon as themojl illuflrious, and your ever loyal Senate, had taken 
cognizance, that the Vices of the times were fab due d by the Lam, 
and the infamy of the paft ages expiated by the piety of our prefent Prin¬ 
ces, they, following fo good an Example, have thought fit to improve the 
prefent occafion to exprefs their grief, and again to confiitutc me the mef- 
fenger and manager of their Complaints, who find themfelves denyed the 
priviledge of accefs to their venerable Prince by the arts of bad men, be¬ 
ef fe tiny forefee, that, when he knows their grievances, he will do them 
juflice. l tbinfou in a double Capacity, both as your Deputy do promote 
the publick good , and ns the Envoy of the Citizens of Rome recommend 
their defer vs ; in this we are all agreed , becaufc at length men are grown fo 
m/e as not to effmufe the factions of Courtiers, when they manage their 
private Eewds. For to be readied, to be honouPd, to be lov'd is a more 
welcome piece of Grandeur, than to be an Emperor ; for who can endure, 
that private quarrels fbould obfir net the happimfs of the Commonwealth t 
The Senate juflly prof cutes thofe men, who prefer the fat is factions of their 
own Ambition before the reputation of their Prince ; while it is the Em¬ 
ployment of our time, and induflry to be a guard, and fecurity to your CU- 
mmy. Ear whin we keep, and defend the Confutations of our Progeni- 
ttrs, the Laws , and Sanctions, and as it were the fate of our Country, 
what do we, but advance the. glory of the Times ? Which is never greater 
than whenyw, that are concern'd , think nothing lawful, that thwarts the. 
praftifes of your f oref athers* 

And to that end we fmmblp requeft that (late of Religion may be reflord 
to ns, which for fo many ages hath been beneficial to the Republick ; and 
mainly if we nckon tip the Princes of cither perfvafion, we (hall find that 
jour immediate prcdcccffor was no Enemy to thofe ttfages , but he, who went 
before him, a great admirer, and obfirvtr of the Rites, we plead for ; if 
tkrifoie the piety of the ancient Emperors be inefficient to make an Ex¬ 
ample, let the fmoot b, and artificial carnage of thofe, who immediately pre¬ 
ceded you, incline you.

We are cautions 
with reffelt to Poflerity, and are willing to avoid whatever wears the 
portraiture of ill-luck ; Ut us therefore, ifwedefpi/c the Deity , at leafl 
pay re (feet to the name, for your May flies are already much, and for the 
future, will be. more indebted to Victory Let thofe flight this Deity , who 
bavc never experimented its favours, but 1 could wifh, that yon j would 
not dtfert a Patronage, that hath been fo injlrumental to the magnifying 
of your Triumphs. Everyman is a votary to that Goddtfs ; for no man 
can deny, but that which he profeffes to pray for, ought to be honour'd 
out if the fatal Omen will not affright you , yet at leaf the ylltar ought to 
whft unione IT d, ns an Ornament of the Smate-boufe, and let me beg you, 
that what Religion we were brought up in when we. were boyes , we may, now 
m °bd, leave to our poflerit y. Ciiflom is a fecond nature, and we 
cumt but love what has been bred up with ns*

Bat one Altar prefers, 
the nA People in Vnity ; that one Altar keeps every Private Perfin 
from breach of trufl, nor does any thing give greater authority at,d rew.

Shall therefore the Habitation of the Gods be profan dby Peru,, 
ries’ And will onr moft venerable Princes think this a likely and probable 

Courfe, who are tbemfelves fear d in their Perfons and Government by the 

Oaths of their Subjects ? . . , r 

Hut you will objAt, themofi Auguft Emperor Conftantius did the fame 
Dt as rather imitate the refl of the allions of that Prince, who would 
never have adventured on fuels an attempt had any of his Predccefm 
fo miflook the meafuresof Government for the mifcarnages of former Pr,„. 
ces are lelTons of Corredion to their Succejfort, and that maneafily amends, 
who is warn’d by the HI Example of thofe that went before him. It hap. 
ned, that that Prince, your Majefties Predeceffor ,n attempting Jo great 
an innovation, was not aware of the envy and difcontent that attended tk 
Alt ion. But will that defence ferve your turn, if we wilfully .mate 
what we remember hath been formerly difallow d? Let your Mayflies take 
Patterns from the other alt ions 0 } that Pnnce, which are fitter to be tran- 
fenb'd ; he took away nothing from the privilegesof the Veftal Virgins, 
lie confer d the Revenues of the Prieflhood on the Nobility, and out of the 
Exchequer allowed the Expences of the Sacrifices, and other Religious Ob- 
finances, and being attended in Pomp by the Senate through all the 
Streets of that immortal City, cafl his eyes p/eafantly on the Temples,read 
the names of the gods, to whom they were decheated, written over their 
gates, made inquiry into the Original of the Buildings, and “gmif 
piety 'of the plunders. And whereas hsmfelf was of another perfwafion, 
ye f he was never willing to abolifh, and extirpate tins that was the Reli¬ 
gion of the Empire ; for every man hath his peculiar Rites, and Mote 
of Wortbip. The fupreme Divinity that governs the World, hasajfigu. 
Id fever al tutelar Guardians to every City: For as every 
conception has a diftmd Soul fo fits every Nation a particular gems a« 
ted to it. To the/e confiderations we may add alfothe advantage of Me 
Rites, which does especially recommend thefe Deities to men ) for wiere- 
all,he Reafontbat afferts a Divinity, is in a ^atmeafure,n the darl, 

whence can we better derive our kmwledg of the Gods, ' . 

numbrance and inflames of our former Profpersty? Now tf Ant qtxtj ' 
affluent to render Religion venerable to „s, we ought to 
which hath continued for fo many ages, and to follow our F<,re ” ls l. 
herein happily trod in the fleps of their Progenitors. Let us tmagin 
it [elf now prefent, and thus pleading her Caufe before them. 
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<c 0 yon be ft of Princes, you Fathers of your Country, revtrencc my gray 
i( hairs, which the Rites of Religion have brought ?ne to, and grants that 
“ I may ferve Heaven with the formerly-eft ablith'd Ceremonies , for 1 do 
“ not repent me of them. Let me live according to my ancient Cuftoms, 

being a free City. *Twas this way ofWorjhip brought all the World un- 
“ der my Laws, thefe Rites kept Hannibal from my Walls, and repell'dthe 
“ Gauls from the Capitol; and have I been heretofore fo often refuted 
il that I may, now I am grown old, be handled with Severity ? Shall I fee 
i( what new inftitution this is ? Sure I am to reclaim old age, is an nttfea- 
“ finable, fruitlefs, anddifljonourable undertaking. We therefore beg your 
u leave , and in that, fee nr ity for our Count rey Gods, and for our private 
“ Deities. It is but juft, that that Divinity which all men adore, fbould 
a be efteemed but one. Wee aft our eyes on the fame Stars, the Heaven 
“ is in common, andthe fame World inclofes ns. What matters it, by 
“ what methods men make enquiry after truth ? One Path does not lead to 
“ the knowledge of fo great a fecret. 

But (it may be objected ) thefe are the Difcourfes of men, who are at 
too much lei fare. We now tender you our Petitions, we do not difinite, or 
contend. Con filer what great Benefit has accrued to your Exchequer, by 
taking away the Privtledges and Revenues of the Veftal Virgins ? Our 
mft liberal, and munificent Emperors deny that, which the mo ft frugal, 
and parcimonious freely gave', and which the Veftais regard only as 'its 
an honourable ftipend and recompence of their Chaftity. For as their Vail 
is,in Ornament to their heads, fo it is one of the Infignia of tneir Prieft- 
hood, that they are exempted from all fort of Offices, it is but the bare name 
of freedom from Impofit ions, which they difire, for their Poverty fee tires 
them from all great Payments. But perhaps it may be /aid, thofe men 
advance their Reputation, that leffen their Revenue, bccaufe thofe Virgins, 
who have dedicated tbemfelves for the publick fafety gain in Merits, what 
tkylofein their Revenues. But let Jucb Methods of filling your Coffers 
never be prallifed, the Treafury of good Princes is not to be augmented 
by the Ruins of the Pritfts, but by the Spoils of their Enemies ; and will 
the greateft gain make Compenfationfor the envy which will attend yon ? 

But btcau/e Covetonfnejs is a Vice, with which yon are ''unacquainted, 
this makes their Cafe the more deplorable, who have lofi their former 
fubfiftence. For whatever is alienated under thefe Princes, who have con- 
pair'd the love of Riches, and hate Rapine and Fx tort ion, only turns to 
the detriment of him who is the loafer, but gratifies no appetite of him, 
that feizes it : I he Lands, which were given by the Will of your dying 
Progenitors to the Veftais and their Officers, are now detain'd by your Ex- 
chequer ; but let me bt feed) you, 0 you Minifters of 'Juftice, that your 
Gty may enjoy the private Legacies bequeathed to holy ttfes. Let men fe- 
cnrtly make their loft Wills, and be ajfur'd they have not to deal with Co¬ 
vetous Princes, but fitch who will ratifie what they have bequeath'd. De¬ 
light, I be filed) you, to make the World thus happy. This one Example 
creates great difiquiets to all dying Perfons ; doth the Religion of the Ro¬ 
mans not come under the Protection of the Roman Laws ? By what name 
jhall we call the alienation of the fiacred Patrimony, which no Law, norlc~ 
cilent ever made liable to Confification. Freed~men receive Legacies, nay 
Servants are not denyed the Privikdge of having what is bequeath'd to 
them by Will\ only the noble Virgins, and the Attendants on the/e Cere- 
tneniis, upon which the fate of the Empire does ft much depend', are cjetted 
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out of their Epates, which have devolv'd on them by Inheritance. To 
what purpofe it it to vow Virginity for the fafety of the Republic!;, and to 
call in the affift ances o f Heaven to eternize your Empire, to affiftyour Ar- 
rnies, and to fecond your Troops with unfeen, but friendly Powers, and 
to make arduit and effectual Prayers for the fafety of all your Sub fits, and 
at the fame time to be denyed thofe common Priviledges which belong to 
them, equally with the ref of your P eople. It is better at this rate toftrve 
men than the Gods. We injure the Commonwealth, which never yet got 
any thin? by bein# ingrateful. Let no man thinly I am now only an Ad- 
vacate for the Caufe of Religion ; fitch attempts as the/e have been the 
Source and Original o f all the Calamities, that have befallen the World. 

Our Parents teftified the honour they had for t Ik Veftai Virgins , and 
the PriefIs of the gods by making Laws for their competent maintenance , 
and hone ft Privilcdgcs ; and this donation continued in its integrity , till 
the dares of our degenerate Bankers, who have converted the Revenues of 
ftcred Chaftity into a (Upend for the vilefi Porters. A fall prefently at¬ 
tended with a publick Famine , and all the Provinces were deceiv'd in their 
expectations of a plentiful Harveft ; the fault was not in the Earth, m 
do we charge it upon the Stars ; noruft did eat it, nor was it chok’d with 
Darnel. It was the Sacriledge that was then committed, that made the 
year barren; for who could expert to have Bread, when the Religious were 
roll’d of their dues ? Verily if there be any other Example of a like Ca¬ 
lamity^ let us impute their great Famine only to chance, or to the various 
fvafons of the year \ a dry wind was the caufe of this barrennefs ; and now 
men live upon the buds of Trces, and the poorer fort of Boors are again 
forc’d to eat Acorns; did our forefathers ever lye under fuel) apnijbing 
judgments, when the Minifters of Religion were maintained by an honour¬ 
able allowance out of the publick Treafury ? When were men forc'd to 
fljake the Oak for meat, or to fuflain themfelves with the roots of Herbs l 
When ever happened it, that the wants of one place were unfuppljedbytbe 
plenty of another as long as the Corn was in common diftributed to the 
People, and to the facrcd Virgins ; for the provifions made for the Pnfts 
were a primary Caufe of the fertility of the Countrey, and it was rather 
a kindm fs done to your Land, than a piece of Charity to the holy men. 
Do yon make any doubt, whether that was anciently given to procure a Ge¬ 
neral plenty, the taking away of which the prefent fear city has fufficiently 

reveng’d ? , 

But fomc men may fay, there is no reafon, that the Expences of another 
Religion fljould be born by the publick ; let fitch a determination never fad 
a place in the minds of our excellent Princes, that what was given to afew 
Perfons to hold in common, fbould be accounted as if it belong'd to the 
publick Revenue ;for whereas the whole Commonwealth does confiftof fagle 
Perfons, whatever proceeds from the Republick, becomes prefently the Pro¬ 
priety of Individuals. Ton, we acknowledg, fuperintend, and govern all 
things, but withal, yon are the keepers of every man’s Liberties■, andjn- 
ft ice fvays more with you, than infolent Licentioifnefs. Do but conjm 
your own munificent thoughts, whether they canefteem fhofe things to be - 
long to the Publick, which yon have already appropriated to other up. 
Whatever Profits have been once devoted to the honour of the City, ctaje 
from thenceforwards to belong to the donor's, and what was in its Origin* 1 
a largefs, by cuftom and time becomes a debt. 

That 
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That man therefore attempts to fill your ftcred mind with a vain fear, 
who affirms, that you are confciotis of being acceffory, and confenting to the 
Donation, unlefs you incur the Envy of cancelling fuch grants. May all 
the unknown Tutelary Deities of all'Sells and Opinions be favourable to 
four Clemency ; but above all, may thofe Powers which were fo propitious 
to your Anceftors, become your Guardians, may they defend you, and yon 
adore them. We intercede for no other Religion, but that which fecur’d 
the Empire to your Majefly’s facrcd Father, which gave that fortunate 
Prince a legitimate Iffut to fucceed him ; that blejfcd Prince looks down from 
Heaven, and beholds the tears of the Priefts, and looks upon the breach of 
their Privi ledges, which he kept inviolable, its an affront put on himfelf 
Afford alfo this affiftance to yonr Brother of bleffed memory, as to rertifie 
what he did by other mens Councils rather than his own 5 and conceal that 
allion of his, which he was ignorant was fo difpleafing to the Senate ; for 
it appears now, that therefore the Ambaffadors we Jent were debarr’d his 
prefence, left the publick determination might come to his knowledg. It 
is for the honour of the baft tranfaflions, that you make no fcrnple to a- 
Mifb that, which we will make appear, was no art of that Princes. 


III. Such was the Plea, which this man of Policy and Eloquence 
made for his Religion; and ’twas the beft the Caufe would bear. 
Whereunto S. Ambrofe , much advantag’d by the goodnefs of His 
Caufe, return’d this following Anfwer. 

Ambrose Bifhop to the moft blefled Prince, and 
mod Gracious Emperor Valentinian rh'e 
Auguft. 

W Hereas the moft excellent Governor of the City, Symmachus* 
hath made an Addrefs to your Maje fly, that the Altar,> which hath 
been remov’d from the Roman Senatehon/e, might be re (lord to its pri¬ 
stine place and honour, and you, 0 Emperor, though of green years, yet of 
gray-beaded Piety have difapprov’d the Requeft of the Gentiles ; in the 
fame moment, that I heard of the Petition, I offer'd this Anti-remon - 
fame, in which although I have taken care to infert whatever might be 
me jary to anfver his Suggeftions, yet I demanded a Copy of his Narra¬ 
tive ; 1 do therefore in this Difconrfe anfver all the Reafons of his delati¬ 
on not out of any diftruft of your Conftancy in the Faith, but out of a 
provident Caution, and a ftrong Perfvafton, that yon will impartially ex¬ 
amine the merits of the Caufe, prefuming to beg this one favour of your 
Majefty, that you would pafs your Judgment, not according to the ftourifh 
and eloquence of the Expreffions, but the weight and moment of the Argu¬ 
ments : jV the Tongue of the wife and learned man (as holy Writ in¬ 
forms us) is as choice Gold, which being enamel*d with the Ornaments of 
Difcourfe , and embelifh’d with the beautiful ftrullares of Eloquence, as fo 
many pleafin c and well-mixt colours in a Pirture, by thefe methods charms 
the Eyes, and fo makes an entry into the mind, and by fuch reprefentati - 
ons engages the Paffions, but the Gold, if you narrowly infpelt it, though 
in its extrinfick value it be Money, in its intrinftek is but. Metal. Exa¬ 
mine, I befeechyou, and canvajs the Religion of the Gentiles ; they boaft^ 
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of tnxt ters of great 'value and excellence, but in truth they defend what is 
enfeebled, /*//*/ »w/» <?//*■ »’/>/> old age, and incapable to prove truth on its 
fide ; /Ajy talk of God, but they adore Idols. 

Three things the mo ft excellent Prefect of the City hath made ufe of in 
his Relation y upon which he lays thegreateft JlreJs of his Define ; that 
Rome, as he fays , is an humble fuppliant for the. retrival of her ancient 
Rites, that it is injuft ice to alienate the Patrimony of the Prlefts , and 
the Veftal Virgins ', and that when the attempt was made, there hapneda 
general Famine. In the fir ft Propofttion the Venerable Metropolis of the 
1 Empire is introduc'd, cover'd with tears, and expref/ing her griefs in a 
paffionate and per flea five Oration, requiring the Re ft or at ion, as he makes 
her /peak of her prif ine Ceremonies, for that this was the Religion that 
exp IPd Hannibal from the Walls, and recovered the Capitol out of the 
hands of the Gauls, liy which method of reafoning, while he (hives to 
mag niff the purffance of the Gentile Deities, he betrays their impotence ; 
did not Hannibal a long time injult, and trample on the Roman Riles, 
and though your gods fought again ft him, did he not fo fucce ft fully pnrfut 
Victory, that hi encamp'd his triumphant Army under the very Walls of 
the City. Why did they ffftr t In mfives to be Refuged, for whom their 
<rods took up Arms ? As for the Gauls to what purpoft is it to (peakof 
them, whom the (battered relicks of the Roman Eorces had never been a- 
ble to ha ve oppos'd, had not their Enemies ba n betrayed by the noife of the 
affrighted Get ft ? See what Guardians are deputed to the Charge and Pu¬ 
tt ion of the Roman Temples. IE here w>ts your ador d Jupiter atth.it 
time? Was it he who in the fbape of a Gooje called Manlius to the rifeue 
of the Capitol? hut why fbould I deny, that the Heathen Rites havegiven 
affiftance to the Roman Arms ? Tor even Hannibal himfelf worjhtf d the 
fame mock-Deities, Let them therefore chooft which they will own, if the 
Heathen Ceremonies were triumphant in the Roman Conqueft, they were 
overcome and baffled in the Carthaginians ; if the men of Carthage^ 
the afflftance of their gods got the Victory, what advantages did tin Inhabi¬ 
tants of the Roman Empire receive from the fame tuition ? Let then fore 
that invidious Complaint of the Roman People be (lifted, that great City 
never ijfued out any fuel) CommiJJion ; but with greater reafon aadrcjjes Inr 
flf to her Children in a far d/ffinnt harangue. 

a To what purpoft do you tire me with your mnltiplyed Sacrifices , and 
“ dye me with the, blood of the innocent ILrd? The 'trophies and Signs of 
a Victory are not legible in the Fibres of a Re aft, but in the courages of 
i( the Militia ; It fed other methods of Dfciplme, when 1 puton Laurel 
“ for the conqueft of the World. It was the valour a/'C am ill us, that di- 
“ feated that triumphant Army,which had taken poffefflon of your Walls and 
“ the Eortifications of the Capitol, and retrived thoft Standards which the 
“ Gods themftlves could not defend , and thoft whom Religion was too weak 
“ to affright, his bravery deft rayed. Why fbould I remark the atchiev • 
“ ments of Attilius Regulus, who conquer'd for the Romans by dying for 
“ than ? Scipio At'ricanus won his glory not by lying pro ft rate before thcAl- 
“ tars in the Capitol, but by charging the Troops of Hannibal, and reaping 
<c Triumphs with his Sword. I elf Me not that theft; were the obf.ivanccs 
“ of the Antients, I hate thoft Ceremonies that were u fed by the Nero $. 
w Why /bou Id I mention thoft Emperors who ft Reign was of no longirdin a- 
li turn than a month or two, and who ft Funerals immediately ficceul.d their 
u Ajurniii't the Royal Purple ? Or is that a new tiling, that the BarbaiiailS 
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« have deferted their own Habitations to make Irruptions into the Roman 
“ Territories ? Were thoft Emperors Cbriftians, when by an unparallel'd 
« but miftrable example, the Father wore Chains in Perfia, while his Son 
«‘ trampled on the Liberties of the Senate and People, and gave mankind a 
“ Specimen, that the promifes of Vittory which the Augurs made them, 
" were vain and fallacious ? Was there not at that time an Altar of Vitfor) ? 
l( / am afbamd of my former failings, and notmithfunding my gray hairs, 
«thefe Reflexions cover me with blujbes. I Am not troubled to be with the 
“ reft of the World,, a convert in my old Age, and the reafon is, becanfe 
«it is never too late to be wife, and to be good. Let thofc aged Per fans 
a blujf), who are paft the hopes of amendment. His not length of years, 
“ but Piety of manners that gives an honourable Character ; nor is it a dif- 
“grace to change at any time for the better . In this only was my conditi- 
<( on like that of the Barbarians, that I had no knowledge of the true 
“GW. 

The manner of your Sacrifice, is to be fpr inkle d with the blood offlaugh- 
ttred Mattel; and is it reafonable to expert the Oracles of the living God 
from the entrails of a dead Re aft ? Come and learn on Earth the pr art ice of 
u heavenly Warfare, we refide in this World, but there is the Scene of 
our engagements. Let me learn the Myfteries of Heaven from that God, 
i dm made me, not from man, who cannot give a rational account ofhirn- 
flf ; who can gyve an account of God better than himfelf? And how fbould 
l credit you, who confefs your felves, that you under ft and not what you 
don ? Fo>, lays he, one days Journey will never bring a man to the ac- 
paintance of fuch grand Myfteries; but what you are ignorant of that we 
under ft and by divine Revelation ; and what you feek for by coftjtrtnres and 
guejjes, that we are ajfured of by the Wijdom and Veracity of our God . 
In thefe things therefore there is no agreement between you and us. Tou 
in fuppliants to the Emperors, that they would be favourable to your Gods, 
kt rve are Petitioners to the Son of God, that he would be propitious to the 
Emperor; you frft make a God, and then adore it, but we think it a great 
injury to the Deity to imagine, that that muft be accounted a God, which 
ms its being to a man. God is not willing to be worfhip'd in Images cut 
inftone; nay your very Philofephers make a fport of fitch ridiculous obfer- 
vmes. Rut if you therefore deny Chrift to be God,bee auft you cannot believe 
that God could dye (for you are ignorant that it w.is only his humane Nature 
that fell under the Power of the Grave , while his Dignity was exempted, 
mh hath now reftued all his Followers that believe in him from death) who 
un betray more imprudence than you, who when you pay your Devotions, 
fjfront the Deity, and derogate from his worthwhile you pretend to treat him 
nith honor, as you do in making a Block your God, and paying divine 
Honors to it ; a mo ft difgraceful piece of worfhip . And while you refufe to 
btlkve that Chrift could dye, do you not by this very obflinacy do honor to 
him? 

Put the antient Altars (as he goes on) ought to be reftor'd to the 
Images, the ornaments to the Temples. Let them tender fuch a Petition 
foan Heathen Prince, a Chrift tan Emperor knows no honor due to any but 
the Altar of Chrift JefilS. Why do they compel the hands and mouths of 
holy men to adminifter to the promotion of their facrilegious Deftgns ? Let 
the Tongue of our Prince be employed in re-founding the Prai/es of his Sa¬ 
viour, and celebrate him only, whofe goodnefs he experiments, becaufe the 
heart of the King is in the hand of God. Did ever any of the Hea¬ 
then 
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then Emperors erect an A/tar to Chrifl ? While therefore they Petition 
f,r the Rt (l or at ion of ivh.it was formerly theirs, they give the Chrifiian 
Em pi ror s an encouragement by their example to confider, what deference 
they on fin to pay to the Religion, which they profifs, while the Gentiles 
poll bone all things to their Super flit ion. While we have begun , let ns go 

,,r (bcingvxchided) glory in our Sufferings, they arc troubledlot their 
/,,(jcs, and h’/aU they account an injury, we reckon among our Trophies ]; 
th ; //• 7't a did us "riattr honors or favors, than when they paft their Edicts, 
thit all the Servants of Chrifl fhould be jeourg'd, fhould be banijh'd,fmh{ 
be martyr'd ; their infidelity thought a punijhment, that Religion 

turn'd into a bhfjhng view lho/e men of invincible courage, ^ 
you'll find our belief has been encreas'd and propagated by Injuries, Pc- 
vertyy and death it/elf, while they are perfwaded, that unle/s their Mi- 
cion be maintained by the publicly it can no longer continue in being . 

£ (1/> fiycshcy the Veftal Pugins enjoy their Immunities. Let thoft 
difeourfie at that rate , ir/w m/mw/ be convinc'd, that Virginity m.xybepri¬ 
ll rved without a recompence to incourage the undertakings let thojegive 
Money to maintain Chafijty, who difirufi th: finngth of their Virtue. And 
yet what is the number of thofe Virgins, who are thus hired to maintain 
their Purity ? IVhen you reckon all that are admitted Veflats, you can 
farce find /even who have taken the Vows upon them; and yet tinfm 
the multitude of Votaries, who are known to he. of this Society by the pecu¬ 
liar drefs of their heads , by the pompoufmfs of their Purple Robes, by their 
numerous attendants on each fide of their Chaircs, by their great Privi¬ 
leges , and their rich Revenues, and by a fit number of years, which liny 
are'obliged to confer ate to Virginitylet them but ferioufly contemphf 
and look on our Profejfors, they may fee. all Ages, Sexes, and Qualities in 
• love with Mode fly, Chafiity , and Virginity ; the anus fillettings of their 
hair is far from being an ornament of their heads, let t hem put on a co.trft 
Vail, that may become famous by its ferviceablenefs to the intcreflsof Un¬ 
fit ty ; a Virg in is then be(l adorn'd, not when fbe firives to augment, hut 
when fhe flights the charms of her beauty, Tis not the richnefsof their Pur¬ 
ple, nor the delicacies of Luxury, hut frequent Eaflings, and continued 
Mortifications, that give a lu/lre to their performances, not their Privi- 
ledges, not their Revenues ; to conclude, all the Pratt ices of oar l irgins 
are fitch, that you would think the defign of advancing Chafiity is rally 
hindered and refrained, while the Duties of it are extra fed', hut on the 
contrary, while the Offices ofthaflity arc performed, the (Indy ofit is pro¬ 
moted ; for Chafiity is truly advanc'd by that, which to you ferns to de¬ 
fray it. She is not a Virgin, who is fvayd by pop, not by the Delates j 
of Virtue to be fo, nor is that true purity, which mttfi be purchas'd for fuch i 
or fitch a time, by thofe that will offer mo ft to maintain it. The jirjt 
Victory that true Chafiity makes, is to fubdtie the love of Money, for covet- 
onfnefs is the great i ft Enemy to, and mojt potent Jnpplanter 0/ niodfly. 

But let us take it for granted, that the Virgins ought to be maintained 
at the charge of the Pnbltck ; how /hall the Chriftian Votaries be taken cure 
of what Exchequer fhall be fnjficient to provide for them ? Or if they .in¬ 
fiver, that the/e endowments are the peculiar Patrimony of the Vejhls, an 
they not rjhamd, who u/itrp'd the whole income under the Heathen bn- 
perors, not to permit ns to be (barers with lturn under thoje who are ibn- 
fiians? T hey a/fo make complaints that the Priefis, and other Officers (j 

Religion are not provided for at the puhlick Charge, and want that ™ nn,,n / 
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which is their due ; and upon-this Jhbjetf what it noife, what a multitude of 
complaints difhirb our ears ? While on the contrary by fame late made Laws 
the Religious among us are denied the priviledge of being infeof'd in pri¬ 
vate Patrimonies, and no man complains, for we never reckon /itch thines 
as injuries, bee anfe we are never troubled at our lofs. If any man, bans 
a Prieft, plead his privi ledge, thereby to be exempt from ficul.tr ’offices, 
he muff upon that account renounce his whole E/late, both what was deriv'd 
to him from his Anccfiors, and what iv.is the product- of his own in- 
diiftry* t 

Had the Gentiles fitch an occafion of complaint, with what aggravations 
would they inveigh againfl it, that a Prieft could not pur chafe] he Privacy 
sud Exemptions of his MiniJhy with ifs than the lofs of his whole Patri¬ 
mony, nor maintain his commerce with Heaven, without the forfeiture of 
his earthly Pojfeffions, while he that watches and prayes for the puhlick 
Safety, muft embrace dome flick Poverty us his recompence, comfort him- 
ftlf with the Confidence of having gotten praife, but done nothing that 
might pro ft state the honour of his Miniftry ? And now compare the cafes 
you are willing toexcufe civil Officers, but the Church [fjail have no power 

P Si ( t\Jn he °f ct rs ° fthe Htathc ” I(m ? ks not denied 
the benefit of laft Wills and I (/laments, the mofi prop bane, the moft pro¬ 
fligate, and the vile ft of men are allowed that privi ledge, only theClergy 
are exempted from having a [bare in that common right, who'are the only 
men that intercede with Heaven by their Supplications for the common good 
and by all their afhons promote it. They are made uncap able of Legacies 
and Donatives, even of rich and charitable Matrons', and whereas they 
lye tinder no impeachment againfl their manners, their viry office and c?n- 
floyment is enough to fubjelt them to this punijhment; if a Chrifiian IVid- 
low fhould bequeath anything to a Heathen lemple, that conveyance/lands 
good in Law', but if fhe gives a Legacy to the Minifiers of the true God 
tu void and of no effdl, which I mention not to vent my p aff ion againfl 
the Law, but that they may know, though we have catife, yet we snake no 
complaints, for I had rather our Revenues fhould be diminifbed, than our re- 
fled Bus it is objected, that whatever has been (given, or bequeath'd to 
tk Church, hath not been violated ', and let themfilvcs tell ur, whoever 
robbed and took away fuch endowments from their Temples, when yet the 
yrijlian Church hath been a Jnfferer in that kind. And if fuch things 

lud been done to the Gentiles, it had been rather a requital of an old, thin 
<t doing of a new injury ; and do they now at length complain of their bard 
» and demand Equity? Where was this Eouity then, when the poor 
Uirijhans after they were fir ip'd of their Eflates, were denied alfo the. very 
friviledge of Life, and by a piece of tinpr alii fed barbarity, were debard the 
bmp of Sepulture,which was every man's birthright? While thofe whom the 
yntties tumbled headlong into the Sea,the Waves more kind than their Pcr- 
fecutors, brought back again tothefhorc in order to their Interment. And this 
f° u * mv Wor} of our Faith,that they themfelves now condemn thofe in¬ 
humane All tons of their Anccfiors : and (with ffjame to them be it fpoken) 
nmt reajon is there that they ffjould beg the continuance of their Offices 
mfe all ions they condemn. And yet after all, no man ever yet denied the 
Irnples their Offerings, or the Priefis their Legacies', their Lands only 
ore taken away from them , becaufi what they held by the title of Religion 
' >ey ujed only to irreligious purpofes. They who plead our example for en¬ 
ding finch Eftates , why do they not alfo difpo fe of them to fuch good ends 
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,, „ e do > the Church hath ho Patrimony hut her Faith, that is her Kent, 
that her Income ; the Lands of the Church are the Pofrllioniofk Poor.

The laft, and mo ft cogent Argument is yet left for a referve, whether 
joa } 0 Emperor , are not bound in Honour and Confcience to reftore thofe 
Endowments, which have proved fo beneficial to your felves ; for , fays he^ 
let the. gods be your Guardians , and let us have the liberty to adore therm 
This is that , 0 mo ft C hr fit an Princes > which we cannot endure, becaufe 
they upbraid us with the Sacrifices they offer to their Deities for your wel- 
fart, and againft your Commands commit the moft notorious SacriledgCy 
Lilting your connivance for confent. Let them keep their titular Deities 
to themfives, let them , if they be able , defend their own Votaries , and if 
they want power to proteff their bigotted ProfelyteSy how can it be expe- 
Ifedy they fljould fnperintend your Affairs > who [light their Worjhip ? 

But, fays he, we ought in civility to maintain thofe Ritesy which our 
forefathers eflabltjhty and why fo ? is it becaufe all things grow to Per- 
fefliooy as they grow in years ? Was not the World at fir ft one confufed 
snd tndigcfled Chaos, in which all lay huddled together without form and 
ordery and did it not look beautiful when the hand of God made a fepara- 
tion between Heaven, Earth, and Sea 9 and confin'd each within its proper 
hounds ? When the Earth being newly rifen out .fits moift bedofdarknefy 
wondered to fee a bright Sun darting its benign and enlightning Beams up¬ 
on it. Even in the ordinary cottrfe of nature the day is ujhcr'd in wit!) 
an ambiguous light , and by degrees the Sun gets jlrenph enough, both to 
enlighten and to warm the World. The Moon it fifty the propereft Em- 
hkme of the Church in the Jacred Oracles, grows by degrees to its fulnefiy 
for renewing her light once every Month, at firft the Jhadows of the night 
m too ftrong for it , and ecltpfe its fplendor , but when a few dayes have 
fil'd her /harp pointed hornsy and (be lives at a difame from the Sun, (he 
gives the night the affiances of her Beams , which ftp ply the want of the 
duf. The old World was ignorant of Tillage, but when once they began 
to under ft and the Art of Husbandry , and few the face of tbs Earth co¬ 
lour'd with Corn y and the rude foyl clad with Vineyards, how eafily did they^ 
who obfirv'd it could be manur'd, put off their old bruitifb manner /, and 
leave them for the civilir Arts of Converfation and Society ? Nay the 
Spring it felf, which inclines mankind to a correfpondence with nature, 
in proeffs of time is covered with Leaves , that are ready to drop from the 
Trees , and brings forth later Fruits . And is it not fo with mankind alfo, 
i vbo in our infancy have the thoughts, andpurfee the delights of Childrenj 
but when we grow to maturity , are afhamed of fuch impertinenc'tes ? If 
all things therefore muft continue us they were at the beginnings then we 
have reafon to be angry , that the Word broke from its dark Prifon, to 
which it was confin'd, and exerted it felf into the Region of Light, 
and Viability. And is it not a nobler acquifition to ft the under {landing 
free from the night of ignorance, than to refeue the Earth from /hadows 
and obfar tty? and do 'not the Beams of Truth (bine more benignly upon 
the windy than the Rayes of the Sun upon-the Eyes ? All things therefore 
in nature have feffered their alterations, that your gray-head d Religion 

inkht tilf> folk* -the Example . For thofe , who willveyet feayd with the 
‘ J J J 1 J .1 , a..,,,-. 
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Jr i? nment, let them be angry with Autumn, becattfe being one of the Utefi 
feafms, it matures our Bruits, let them quarrel with the Vintage, becaufe 
it happens in the declining part of the year, and let them fight the Olive, 
becaufi it is the laft ripe of Fruits ; now our Harveft is the converfm of 
Souls, that they may be brought into the Church ; our Vintage is the fir- 
'vice of God, fi as to inherit his favours, which jervice from the beginning 
of the World, was eminent in a few Saints , but in thefe laft ages is made 
bio vn to the whole World, that all men might take notice, that the Club 
fit an Faith made its way even into the beft cultivated minds. For tbit 
man cannot expelt the Crown of Victory, who has no Adverfaries. Whereas 
the facred verities juftly grew famous by baffling the Opinions that op¬ 
pos'd their admittance. 

If only the ancient Ceremonies are pleaftng, why did Rome her ft If change 
her Rites of Worjbip? I omit to remark how the Hi ft ory of after ages 
alter'd their ancient cotirfe manner of living, by changing their homely 
Cottages into ftately and pompons Edifices, why, that l may anfvertotk 
pointy did they, who were fondly in love with every new Religion, admit 
the gods of their conquer'd Cities , together with their own triumphant 
Deities, and thel¥ foreign Rites into their Temples ? How comes it to 
pafs, that the goddefs Cybele wafhes her Chariots in the River Almon, 
in imitation of what is done by the Priefts in Phrygia ? Why have ire 
fetch'd Priefts out of that Country to attend her Altars, and enfranchizd 
the Carthaginian Deities who were always lookt on as Enemies to our 
grandeur? lhcgoddfs, which the Africans ^//Urania, the Perfians Mi- 
tra, but moft others worfhip under the name of Venus, is the fame Deity 
under divers denominations. And fo was Vi£tory lookt on as a goddefs 
too, which is only a bleffing given from above, but has no Empire of her 
own, and depends more upon the ftrength of Armies, than on the influ¬ 
ences of Religion. That certainly therefore mu ft needs be a venerable 
and potent goddefs, who ows her very Being to the numbers of an Army, and 
the event of a Battel. 

7 he Altar of this Goddefs is petition'd for, that it may be nenmfled 
in the Court of the Roman City. i. e. in that very place, where great 
throngs of Chriftians daily meet; every Temple.hath its Altars, and there 
is anAlt sir in the Temple of Vi&ory ; bee anfi they delight in multipli¬ 
city, they every where offer their Sacrifices. What is this therefore but to 
trample upon the Chriftian Rites, while they are fo came ft to reft ore the 
oblations upon this Altar. And can that be /offered, that a Heathen 
fljouId offer his Sacrifices where a Chriftian is prefent? Let all who are 
prefent, fays he, though again ft their wills expofe their Eyes to be blind - 
i d by the fumes, their Ears to be polluted with the profane Mufick, their 
Throats to becramm'd with the Ajhes of the burnt-Offerings, their No- 
ftrils in feded with the odours, and their Faces, though tnrn d the other 
way, covind with the fparkies that arife from the Flames. Are they not 
fatisfied , that our pitblrck Baths, our Portico's and Streets are filled with 
the Images of their gods? And fljall not the condition of every Perm 
that hath a place in that Common- council be equal ? Shall that part of the 
Senate, who have embrac'd Chriftianity, have their Confciences itnpos d 
upon by the affiverations of thofe that make Proteftations, and the Oaths 
of thofe that fware at that Altar ? If they oppofe fuel) proceedings, they 
fljall appear to betray a lye, and if they acqutefce, they flail countenance 
the Sacriledge. Where, fays he, fhall we hvear to obferve your Laws 

and 
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and Sanctions ? Mu ft therefore your determinations , which arc included 
in the Laws, want a Confirmation from the Ceremonies of the Gentiles’ 
to oblige to fidelity, not only thofe that are prefent, but thofe alfo that 
are abfint ? And what is more, O moft facred Emperors, your own honour 
is affronted, for yon compel, if yon command fuel things. 

'I he Auguft Emperor Conftantius of venerable memory, being not yet 
made a Chriftian by Baptifm, thought himfelf polluted, fljonld he but fee 
that Altar) he commanded it to be taken away, not to be reft or ed ; that 
action of his carryed its Authority, and Vindication with it; But this hath 
nothing of imperial San ft ion to plead for it felf \ let no man pleafe him- 
filf becaufe this is wanting, for a man may be tr idler /aid to be prefent,who 
is convcrfant with our minds, than he who is the objtll of our corporeal eyes; 
for the near eft Union is that of Souls, not of Bodies. The Senate meets 
only on the Summons of your Writ, and to yon they fvear fealty, not to the 
imaginary Deities ; your lnterefts they prefer to their own, and Childrens 
welfare, but not to their Religion. This is a Charity highly to be defir'd, 
ana of more value than the Power you enjoy, as long as Religion and Fide¬ 
lity is preferved, which are the fecurity of your Empire. 

But perhaps it may move fome to diftruft, that fo pio'us a Prince, [as 
Gratian] was fo diferteA and betray d, as if the value of mens Merits 
mufl be eftimated according to his prefent adverfe Fortune ; for what wife 
man is there, who hath not fufficiently experimented,that all humane Affairs 
run round in a Circle, and fall under various chances with rejpcll to fuccefs , 
fortune never continuing kind to the fame Perfon ? Was there ever a more 
fortunate man than Cneius Pompey, who went into the World under the 
■ Protection of the Roman Deities ? And yet at laftwhen he had worn 
Livvrel for the Conqueft of three parts of the World, bein'? baffled, routed, 
and bxmftj'd beyond the limits of his own Empire, he fell ly the hand of an 
infamous /Egyptian Eunuch. Could the Eaftern part of the World ever 
baft of a ore pu/Jjant Prince than Cyrus, and yet he, when he had tri¬ 
umph dove r all Ins Enemies, and yet fpar'd the Subjells of his Victories, 
loft bis life and honor at laft by the affaults of a Woman ? and that very 
Kjng, who allowed his conquered Adverfaries the liberty of Princes, hav¬ 
ing his head cut off, and thrown into a Veffel filled with blood, became the 
flora of Female Pride, which bid him fatiate himfelf with what he lov’d. 

So great a difference and variety is there in the lives and fortunes of fiich 
men. Was there ever any man a more exalt and punctual Religionift , 
thm the Carthaginian Captain Hamilcar, who in the midft of his 
Squadron, even during the Engagement, continually made his Oblations, 
and when he faw his Party routed, threw himfelf into the fire which he had 
kindled, that he might with his blood extinguifb thofe flames, which he 
found too fadly to his coft were no way in fir nment al to make him victorious ? 

To what purpofe fljall I mention Julian, who giving too eafte credit to the 
Refponfes of the Augurs, deprivd himfelfof the opportunity of returning 
out of Perfia. Therefore the fame kind of Suffering is not alwayes tie 
$tt of the fame fort of Crime. For our promifes never deceived thofe 
that confided in them. 

This anfver have I writ to thofe who provoke ns, as one who is no way 
frovoked \ for my deftgn in canvafflng this Addrefs, was not to expofe their 
Bigotry, but to confute their Arguments. And yet, Sir, this very Ad - 
irefs of theirs, may well engage you to more caution; for whereas their Ora¬ 
tor relates of your Progenitors, that the remoter of them were admirers 

of 
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of thefe Rites, the more immediate no enemies to them, auJprefcntly 
adds If the Piety of the Ancients does not incline you, let the conni- 
vance of your neareft Relations incourage you ; he plainly infiruttsyou 
what veneration yon oxve to the Chrifttan Faith , not to countenance the Gen. 
tile Rites, and what to Piety, not to violate your Brothers Injunctions. 
For if they think it a fnfficknt Argument for the promoting their Caufe, 
to plead the connivance of thofe Princes , who though they were Chrijh m> 
yet made no alteration in the Gcntil z Ceremonies, how much more are the, 
Wived to think it reafindle that you fbould pay thts refpett and kindnefs to 
your Brother ? that although yon did not really like what he had done, yet 
you (bould connive at it, that you may not put an affront uj>on hts Lam , 
but that you jbould ratifie and confirm what yon are convtnc d, u at once 4 
dennnflration of your own Piety, and an infiance of love and kindnefs to 
your Brother. 

IV. THE Emperor was abundantly fatisfied with this excellent 
Reply and fothe Petition fell to the ground ; and Symmachus himfelf 
was in danger to have done lo too, being accus’d to the Emperor for 
pulling Chriftians out of their Churches, and catting them into Pri- 
fon; yea, that he had apprehended the Bifhops of the neighbouring 
Cities and had imprifoned them ; whereat Talentinian was greatly 
angry’with the Provoft, commanding the Perfons to be releas’d. All 
*symin.t. 10. wnich Symmachus wip’d off in a Letter *■ to the Emperor, fhewing, 
E ? . xxxiv. t | lat t | le whole was a feign’d Scene of pure Malice and Envy, founded 
E 5 ° 0, upon no other pretence, than a ftrift Inquifition his Majetty had com- 
manded him to ittake,for fome Furniture that had been embezelledjthat 
as to the Charge, he was fufficiently vindicated by the Letter of Pope 
Damafus, clearing him from any rugged or injurious ulage to Ins Party, 
by the judicial Afts upon Record, and by the Teftimony of t he Prato- 
rian Pr.efdt, to whom the Emperor had referred the Examination of 
the Cafe. Afterwards upon occafion of a Warrant dire&cd to the 
Counts Tovinus and Gaudentius to deface the Pagan Temples, Smma- 
k i f M. prnfpir. c hus renew’d b his Petition, and that too in the name of the Senate, 
dt prmifj .for the Altar of Vi&ory, in an Addrefs to Thcodoflus, but with no bet- 
c. 38.p. tfo. ter f licce {s than before. For S. Ambrofe (the Court then being at 

Milan) prcfently undertook the Caufe, and manag’d it before the 
Emperor with fo much acutenefs and dexterity, that the attempt va- 
nilh'd into nothing, and Symmachns himfelf for his infolent under¬ 
taking, was thruft out of the Emperor's prefence, and commanded 
to be put into a naked Coach without any Trimming or Ornaments 
and that very day to be carried an hundred Miles out of Town, and 
there to remain in a kind of Baniftiment. And what further cn- 
creas’d the difpleafure againft him at Court, was this; When Maxi- 
• 4 mns marched into Italy , Symmachns complemented e his_ arrival in a 

p- 27 i- flattering Panegyrick, for which he was charg’d with high Trealon, 

and fearing the extremity of punifhmcnt, fled for San&uary to tire 
Church, which before he had fo much defpis’d and (corn’d, nut 
Theodofins inclin’d by the fweetnefs of his temper, pardoned him, in a 
grateful fence,whereof he publifhed an Apologetick for the farisfaction, 
and in commendation of the Emperor, and fo far wrought himlclt ui 
to favour, that not long after he had the honor of the Cotihillhip con¬ 
ferred upon him. All whiclrthough happening at feveral times, w

The credibility of thefe Miracles , with n fpdi to the State 
of things at that time and place. The Tran fiat ion and entombing of thefe 
Remains, and S. Ambrofe his Sermon upon that occafion. Several at- 
temps made by the Arian Party upon S. Ambrofe his Life. 

I, u T before we take leave of Symmachus, ’tis but juft we 
|< fhould pay a Tribute of thankfulnefs to his memory for be- 
i n g > though undefigningly,the happy occafion of converting 
the great S. Auguftin to the Church, and that by the Miniftry of our 
venerable Prelate. Augufim was a man of a great Wit, excellent 
Parts, and a compleat furniture of polite fecular Learning. He was 
born A at Tagafie a City in Africk, of honeft Parents, Pat rictus and j rofp.l. vin 
Monica , both Chriftians, but his Mother a Woman of incomparable Augr.\.r»m.i 
Piety. ’ As he grew up in years, he drank in Learning with a mighty 
third, wherein within few years he attained that cminency,that he 8 .&r. 
taught Grammar in his native Town, and foon after Rhetorick at 
Car thane. 1 or his Religion (though therein all poftible care was ta¬ 
ken of him by his good Mother) he had very little concernment, and 
to mend the matter, engag’d himfelf in one of the worft of Sefts, 
that of the M.t nichces, where into he was inveigled by the Itifinuati- 
ons of Fanftus Bifhop of that Soft, then newly arrived at Carthage. 

Wearied out with t he Wranglings and Contentions of the Schools 
lit Carthage, he laid down his Employment, and, contrary to the tie- 








fires and perfwufions of his Mother, refolv’d for Rewr, w h eic | lc 
underflood lie might promife himfelf more quiet opportunities f or 
his Study, where Scholars lived under a more fevere and regular bj. 
feipline, and w ere more trattablc and obfervant of their Mailers. i> ut 
he found not things to anfwer his Expectations; for having opened 
his School, he perceived *t\vas the cullom for Students to flock a 
pace to a new Mailer, but after a while to defert him. and run to 
another, and thereby defraud him of his Sailary. 1 his gave him 
enough of Rowe, and it was not long before divine Providence opened 
a better way for him. For Orders being come from the (ioin t at MiU n 
to the Provoft of Rome, to provide a fit Pot ion to be Profelfor oi Kite- 
torick at AUlan, and to lend him thither at the publick Charge, AW 
machns , w ho had before particularly taken notice of him, "pitched 
upon Augujlin, and lent him thither, where he arriv’d about the year 
CCCLXXXIV. Ambroje , who knew how to value a Scholar,quick¬ 
ly caflr his eye upon him, and entertain’d him with lingular kindnefs 
and humanity, which made no Imall impreffion upon him. Me duly 
attended S. Ambrofe his Sermons, not out of any delirc he had to be 
inllru&ed in Matters of Faith, but out of curiofity to take the juft 
mcaliires of his Eloquence, whether it anlwcrcd the Renown which 
fame had fpread abroad concerning it. However he was caught when 
lie Ieall: deligncd it, the holy man’s Difcourles making their way by 
continual droppings, till they reduc’d him to a right mind,and brought 
him off'from all the lewdnefles of his former Life. One of the firfl 
ileps towards his Convcrfion, was his renouncing Manichxifm , and 
having got his foot out of that fharc, he went over to the Platonifu, 
entring his name among the Academick Se6l, a Tribe of Philolbpliers 
ofgreatcft vogue at that time. But he found no latisfa&ion there, 
and fliortly after wrote againfi them. His Mother impatient of his 
abfence, and paffionately defirous of his wellfarc, was in the mean 
time come to Milan, where by her Prayers and Tears, by her Devo¬ 
tions both in publick and private, fheccafed not to folicit Heaven for 
a happy fiiceefs, and now fhe found the good tffe£l of what a grave 
• confiff. i. Bifhop had long fincc told her, c when fhe unweariedly impormn’d 
col. 89 . him to difeourfe her Son, in order to the reclaiming of him ,gothy 
iv.iv (laid lie) and cornpofe thy felf for *ti( not poffible that a Son of fitch 
tc.trs (bon/d j>cn(Jj. An anfwer which Ihc receiv’d with a profound 
reverence, as if it had been an Oracle drop’d from Heaven. Great 
pains S. Ambrofe had taken with him, and he had been plied with 
the Councils of good old Siwpit dan, but Hill the Crown of this great 
man’s Convcrfion was referv’d for the more immediate hand of Hea¬ 
ven. In a great hurry and dillraflion of thoughts concerning hiscon- 
fju.8.r.8.n. dition he retir’d f one day with his dear Friend Alypi/ts into the Gar- 
co! - '43> &c - den, where having fpent fome time, partly in Conference, partly in 
filent Meditations, he withdrew himfelf into a more folitary part to 
give vent to the Tumults and Agitations of his mind, and throwing 
himfelf down under a Fig-tree, began with abundance of tears to be¬ 
wail that God ftil! remembred againfi him the Iniquities of his Youth, 
befeeching him effe&ually to haflen his Reformation, that he might 
not put it off (as too long he had done) till to morrow, but that it 
might commence from that very moment. Immediately he heard a 
/brill voice in a kind of melody oft ecchoing to him, take up the Bod 

and 
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And read. He did fo, and the firfl place he call his eye upon, was 
that of S. Paul ; Not in riot ting and dr unken nefs , not in chambering and 
ivantonnefs , not in flrife and envy ; but put ye on the Lordjefus thrifts 
and make not provifion for the flefh to fulfill the Lufls thereof He read 
thus far, and Ihut to the Book, and on a hidden all his dark thoughts 
vanifh’d, and a light of joy and comfort overfpread his mind. And 
now he refolv’d to quit his profeflion of Rhetorick, and intirely to 
devote himfelf to Chriflianity, and having continued two years in 
the flate of a Catechumen , he was baptiz’d by S. Ambrofe (which lie 
was wont to glory in as no fmall part of his honour) and together 
with him his bon Adeodatus (whom he had by a Concubine that he 
kept) a Youth of fifteen years of Age, but of that prodigious for- 
wardnefs, that his Father flood amaz’d » at the greatnefs andpreg- e aomri Ahi 
nancy of his Parts. But this too early ripe Fruit, God foon after tranf- tra f ili!, f in : 
planted into Heaven. Being thus baptiz’d, and confirm’d in hisRc- r'tfdi!- 
Jigion, he return'd into Africk , was made Bifhop of Hippo, and became ><>» mimniu - 
one of the mod famous lights for Learning and Piety that ever ihin’d 
in the Weflern Church. col . 1^2 i 

II. LOOKING back to Milan, we find the Arians getting 
ground, j fufiina had fo plied the young Emperor Valcntinian , as to 
procure a Law h (bearing date Ann . CCCLXXXVI.) in favour of >> Ext. lib. 16; 
the Arian Party, and all tnat embrac’d the Faith agreed upon in the c ' l f T,t ; dl 
Synod of Arimimm , that they might freely hold their publick AfTom- 
blics without Interruption ; and that whoever attempted to hinder the 
execution of this Edi&, fhould be proceeded againfi as diflurbers of 
the Churches Peace, Authors of Sedition, and guilty of High Trea¬ 
son. Benevolns 1 Mailer of the Paper-Office, and a zealous Catho- 
lick, whole place it was to didlate and enroll the Laws that were f' 72 ** 
pafs’d, being fent for to draw up this Edicl, refus’d to do it. The 
Emprels gave him good words, and perfwaded him with promifes 
of better preferment; but the man was proof againfi thofe Tempta¬ 
tions, and taking off his Girdle fwhich among the Romans was a 
fign of difeharge from their Service) he threw it at her feet, and 
plainly told her, he would neither hold his prefent Office, nor be 
brib’d with any higher Dignity, as the vvages of unrighteoufhefs. 

He being difmifs’d, others were fubftituted in his place, and the Law 
was fram’d and pafs’d. Jufiina thus arm’d with the Royal Autho¬ 
rity, began to think of putting it in Execution. And firfl Ambrofe 
is fent k for to Court, to try if any thing by fair means could be done * Ambr. out. 
upon him, the Emperor encompaffed with 1 his great Officers, treating daiiT%. ad 
with himinthcConfiflory about the delivery of the Church accor- xxxit.pa*v 
ding to the Imperial Edift. The People hearing that he was gone to 
the Palace, flock’d after him in fuch vafl numbers, as ftruck a terror 
into the whole Court, and when the Commanders and Officers were 
difpatch’d with a Party to fupprefs and flop them, they ail offered 
themfelves to Martyrdom. So that they were forc’d to intreat the # 
good Bifiiop to ufe his intercfl with the People, to quiet their mind?, 
and affure them, that the Church fhould not be invaded. With 
which affurancc the multitude difpers’d, and that done, his Enemies 
at Court fail’d not to lay the envy of the Tumult at his door. 
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III. THE number of Arians daily increafcdat Milan, flocking 
thither from all parts, to fhelter themfelvcs under the warm wing 
of the Emprels ; and a Bifiiop they had now got plac’d over them, 
l ibid. p.126. Auxentins a Scythian*, who had fled out of the lull, and finding 
the memory of Auxentins, S. Ambrofe his Predeccflor, ftill lo odious 
and di da ft el’u l to the People, had chang’d his name into Mercurm r. 

A hold man he was, and to give fbmc reputation to his Cau/e, chal¬ 
leng’d Ambrofe to a Deputation before the Emperor, having lecret- 
ly defign’d four or five Gentiles as Judges, who he knew would be 
ready to pronounce any thing on his fide, and that the final Decifion 
fhould he given by the Emperor. This S. Ambrofe re jetted as anun- 
fit way, and an unecclefiaftkal method of proceeding, whereupon 
Auxentins began to triumph, and defil’d the Emperor, that he might 
be compcll’d to difputc with him in the Confiftory, in complyancc 
wherewith a day was let, and Dalmatia s the 'Tribune lent to him with 
a command to appear. “ The holy Bifiiop thought it fafeft to return 
71b.np.yxm an anlwcr >’ in writing to the Emperor, wherein he humbly rc- 
M 21, “ monftrated, that this propos’d method of deputing was contrary 

“ to the Laws enatted by bis Majefties Pathcr of blefled memory, 

« which commanded that all matters of Faith and Ecclefiafiick order 
“ fhould be determined by none but competent Judges, and who were 
“ of the fame Profelfion, that is, that Bifhops only fliould have the 
« cognizance of Epifcopal Caufes; that this had always been the 
“ Law and Prattice of the Church, which his Father would never 
“ violate, nay had exprefiy declared, ’twas none of his bufinefs to 
“ judge between Bifhops, and this after many years Profeflion, and 
« being baptiz’d into tile Church: Needs therefore muff his Maje- 
“ fty be unfit to alfume to himfelf to decide the niccft Articles of 
“ Faith, who was himfelf unbaptiz’d, and a Catechumen in the Faith, 
“ and no doubt he himfelf would he of that mind, when age and ex- 
“ pcrience had reduc’d him to a more mature judgment of things: 
“ That he knew not who his Advcrfary was, nor whence he came, 
“ hut that ’twas a fign he diftrufted the goodnefs of his Caufepvhen 
“ lie was afham’d to produce filenames of thofl* Pcrfons, whom he 
u had chofen for his Judges ; that if the matter niuft he put to fuch 
“ an Iflfue, let them come to Church, and upon hearing, let the Pco- 
“ pie indifferently judge for themfelves, if they fhall like Auxentins 
il better, much good may it do them, let them take him ; but the 
“ People had already declar’d their fence, having earncftly pctitionil 
H his Father, that they might have him for their Bifiiop, and that 
“Emperor had promis’d him all fecurity, if he would but accept it; 
“ that he could not fo far debate his Office , as to fubmit the Caule 
“to a Lay-judgment, nor be fo unfaithful as to refer it to the Ar- 
u bitriment, perhaps of Jews or Gentiles , that he abhorr’d the Coun- 
u cel of Ariminum , and kept clote to that of Nice , from which nev 
i “ tlicrtorture nor death fhould make him flinch; if Difputesmult 
u be about matters of Faith, let them be in the Church, and manage! 
“ by Bifhops, the Courte that had been ever held in the beft times, 
il in the Reigns of Conftantine and Conftantius : If AuxentiM in this 
“ cafe appeard to a Synod (though ’twas not fit that fo many Bi- 
“ fhops mould be troubled for the lake of one man, who if he were 
“ an Angel from Heaven, ought not to be preferr’d before the I eace 
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“ of the Church) lie was ready to attend fuch an Aflcmbly ; let the 
“hue Law he revelled, and then let them try it; that lie was mod 
“ willin ' to have obeyed his fummons to the Conliftory, but that 
“boththe Bil hops iliac were with him, and the People cryed out, 

« that queftions of Faith ought not to he treated of blit in the 
“Church, and that to do otlierwife, were to betray the Church of 
“Clirill : He helbuglit him therefore to accept his excufe in not 
“appearing at the Con/iftory. in which place he hacl never learnt to 
“ Hind for any thing but his Majefties Rights, nor could he difpute 
« within the Palace, the fecrets whereof fie neither did, nor defil ’d 
“ to underll 111J. All which he fuhfcrih’d thus, /Ambrofe Bi(hop 
Inve f»\fnicd this Libel to the mo ft happy ami gracious Emperor, Valen¬ 
tin i.in the AugulL 

IV. THIS free and impartial dealing let tliem fee at Court, 
that fair means would never gain the point they aim’d at, and 
therefore they now refolv’d to proceed by force and cruelty, Aux- 
tntius * moving that a Party ofSouldcrs might be tent to give him ‘ ° r * ahx« 
PofTeffion of the Church ; accordingly Tribunes a were lent to demand '"rJinZit. 
the Church, and together with it the Plate and Vcflels belonging to & p- >2j. 
it, whereat the Congregation were infinitely amaz’d and frighted. 

But the holy Bi (hop calmly anRvered the Officers, that had the Em* 

’ peror lent to demand his Houle or Land, his Money or his Goods, or 
any thing within his Power, lie would freely have refign’d it to 
him, I) it the Church of God might not he robb’d or fpoil’d, nor 
could he deliver that which was committed to him to keep, not to 
betray ; that herein lie conliiltcd his Majefties trueft Welfare and In- 
tereft, the things demanded being neither fit for him to deliver, nor 
for the Emperor to receive 5 that for the People, they fhould be quiet 
in their minds, his Life in this cafe was not dear unto him, and that 
lie was fecurc in the care of the Divine Providence. ’Twas not a 
little obfervablc, that one of the Lejfons read b that day in the Con- 
gregation was the Story of Ahab , demanding Naboths Vineyard, and 
the poor nianv refolute anfwer, God forbid it we , that 1 fhould give 
thee t'rJn'j.ri/air" of MV Fathers. The pious Prelate was mightily 
animated with the paflfage, and turn’d it thus upon the Officers, God 
forbid , th tt I fh mi l p trt with Chrifts Inheritance ; if he. would not that 
of bis lath "s , (lull l betray that of Chrifi ? The. Inheritance left ns by our 
lather', Dioiiyfius the Mirtyr , who dyed for the Faith in banif/jwent, 

Kitftorgius the Confeffor, Myrocles, and all the reft of the holy Bifhops 
of thi\ Church: I have given an anfver as becomes a B/fbop, let the Een- 
feror do is becom's an Emperor , Vie. fooner lofe my Life than the Faith. 

And then lie proceeded to improve the tecond L'cfTon, which hapned 
to he no Icfs appofite than the former, being the Story of our Lord’s 
whipping the buyers and fellers out of the Temple. The fpirits of 
the People during this tragical and melancholy teene of things, were 
kept up and refrefil’d with Divirte Hymns and Pfalms c , at the end c Paulitttllbi 
of each whereof there was a folemn doxology, to the honour of the fupr. p. 3 .jug; 
holy Trinity, the People anfwcring their part by turns: This way of c c °fFJ- f , 
Antiphonal or Refponfory finging was generally prattis’d in the Raftern 
Church, and had been lately introduc’d by S. Ambrofe into the Church 
of Milan , being not till then known in the Weft, though hence (bon 
propagated into all parts. The People were infinitely pleas’d and 
E e c 2 delighted 
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delighted with it, and S. id ipytfline ., who liv d at this time at MiUn } 
*r,iLc.6. coll ^^ cs I | le was fb ravilh’d and tranfported with the Pfalmotjy of 
that Church, that it melted down his Soul into divine afters, 
and the holy Paffion quickly vented it fell into Rivers of Tears. The 
Arians t \vho with the Spider knew how to fuck Poyfonoutof every 
• Amb'.uhi j : j owe * fti d c , that this was but a trick of Ambrofe to cheat the 
' People' and to tie them fader to his Party: Whereto he replycd, 
That if he did cheat them, ’twas to their own advantage, the People 
by this means greedily learning, and daily confeffing the Belief of 
the facred Trinity, and becoming Matters in the knowledg of that, 
wherein they would otherwife have fcarce been DiPciples. 

V. P O R foine dayes together the City was full of confufion, 
Ui vv -V.VA'/j; p art ics running up and down from place to place, the Courtiers f 
an j g rca t men coming with Meflagcs to demand the Church, and 
returning back with anfwers to Court, nor did they now content 
themfelves with requiring the V or tun Church that Rood without 
the Walls, they would have the great Cathedral, newly built with¬ 
in the City. The Provod began calmly to perfwade the Catholicks to 
quit however the Portian Church, but the People would not liearof it, 
lo he went back to give an Account to the Emperor, S. Ambrofc in 
the mean while entertaining the People with an Oration againft Ahx- 
entires, wherein he gives tliem an account of what had pafs’d, and 
the attempts of Auxentitis and his Party. The next day, being Sun- 
day, after Sermon the Catechumens being difinifs’d, he was gone to 
tlie Bapti fiery to baptize the Competentes that flood Candidates for 
that Ordinance ; when he was told, that Officers were Pent from 
Court to the Portion Church, that they had hung up Curtains, and 
that a great many of the People was flocking thither: He nothing 
mov’d, went on with the Divine Service, but before he had done, 
lie was acquainted, that the People having met with Caff ulus an A- 
run Presbyter in the Street, had in a great rage laid hands upon 
him, and ’twas to be fear’d what might be the cfFeft ofan intemperate , 
Zeal. Hereat the good man was truly troubled, and with Prayers 
and Tears befought God, that no mans Blood might be fpilt in this 
quarrel, but that rather his own might be filed, not only for his 
Triends, but Enemies; and immediately he difpatcht away fome 
Presbyters and Deacons, who recovered the man Pafe out of the 
hands of the People. The report of this Accident made a great noife 
at Court, and the louder we may be Pure by being handed by inve¬ 
terate Enemies. And now Warrants arc Pent out for apprehending, 
and arraigning feveral Perfons, which fell fird upon the Pociety ot 
Merchants and Tradefmen, and at this holy time (for ’twas now the 
great Paffion-week ) which was wont to be honoured with the releale 
of Prifoners, nothing was heard but the ratling of Chains, and the 
requiring vad Surm of Money in a little time ; which many pro* 
fefs’d they were ready to pay, and as much more if they pleas d, 
fo they might but be differed to enjoy the Faith. By this time the 
PriPons were full of Tradefmen, and the Magiflrates and menot 
Quality feverely threatned, if the Church was not prcfently deli¬ 
vered up: The Perfection grew hot, and had the Church doors been 
Pet open, things had run into the utmoft extremity of cruelty and 
confufion. The Commanders and Officers in the mean time treated 
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with S. Amhrofe about this Aflair, urging him with the Imperial Au¬ 
thority, that tlie Emperor in whole Power all things were, did but 
demand his Right : He replyed, “ Did the Emperor demand any 
“tilingof mine, my Land or my Money, I would not oppofe him, 
“butthofe tilings that immediately belong to God are not fubjettto 
“ the Authority orf the Emperor: If it be my Patrimony you Peek, 
“take it; if my Per Ion, I am here ready for you. Have you a mind 
“ to hurry me to Prifon, or to death ? ’Twill be a kindnefs to me. 
“ I will not I allure you engarrifon my lelf within crowds of Peo- 
“ pie, nor fly to the Altar to lave my Life, but rather willingly of- 
“ fer it up for the Altars Pike. So heartily did the good man defire 
to prevent the fliedding of Blood, and thole quarrels and combufti- 
ons, that were likely not only to mine Milan, but perhaps Italy 
it Pelf, which he was freely content to have redeem’d with the 
lofs of his own Life. And eipying fome Officers of the Goths among 
the red, lie ask’d them, whether the Roman Empire had taken them 
in, to be the Incendiaries of the publick Peace ? Ifthefe parts were 
ruined, whither would they go to find entertainment ? Then they 
requir’d of him to reduce and quiet the Multitude. He told them, 
’twas in his Power not to fet them on work, ’twas in God’s only to 
calm and pacific them, but if they lookt upon him as the fpring of 
the motion, they ought to proceed againft him, either by death or 
banifhment. 

VI. WITH this anfwer they departed, leaving him in the Church, 
where he continued all day, and at night went home, that lie might 
be ready, if they came to apprehend him. Early the next morning 
before break of day, as he was going out of doors, he found the 
Church guarded by Souldiers, who yet had plainly told the Empe¬ 
ror, that he might go abroad, if he pleas’d, they were ready to at¬ 
tend him, if he went to Church witlwhe Catholicks ; if not, they 
were rePolved to go to that place, wherefoever Ambrof kept his 
Congregation. ’Twas a dangerous time, and the Arlans wifely kept 
themfelves within doors, having no great Party among the Citizens, 
but few of the Co irt, and Pome Goths ; the main body of them fol¬ 
lowing the motion of the Emprefs. While the I.elTons were read¬ 
ing, he was told, that the People were aflembled at the /VmChurcIi, 
and that the Congregation was fuller than ever it had been in the 
mod peaceable times^ and that a Reader \Vas call’d for. The Soul- 
fliers that were Pet to guard the Church, underdanding the Bilfiop 
had ordered them to be excluded all Communion, came into the 
Church, whereat when the People, efpecially the weaker Pex were 
affrighted, they bad them not be afraid, they were come thither to 
pray, not to fight. The People however call’d upon him to go to 
the other Church, where the Congregation did earnedly expe<§ and 
defire his Company. Then taking for his Argument the LefTons 
that had been read out of Job, he diPcourPed to them very appofite- 
ly to the prelent circumdances of things, with what admirable cou¬ 
rage and patience they had diPcharg’d themPelves, how vigoroufly 
he had horn up againd all the temptations of Satan and his Agents, 
and the feveral attempts which the abufers of the Royal Authority 
had nude upon him. Next he proceeded to explain a paffagercad 
that morning out of the P films, 0 Goi th : Heathen are come into 
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i hhiInheritance , which he applycd id the cafe in hand, especially 
to the Goths, and (ome other bnbarous Peoples feizing upon the 
Church. He hop’d that in this time by the interceffion of the Soul- 
diers and Officers, and by the Explications of the People, the edge 
of the Hmperors zeal might be takepoff, when ’twas told him, that 
a Notary was come with Orders from the Emperor, with whom he 
went alkie to receive his mefTage, which thus began. What came 
into your mind ( ftidhe ) thus to aft contrary to Command ? What 
was commanded (replred the. Bijbop) or what has been thus ralhly 
acted, I know not. Why (ft/d the Notary) did you fend your Prei- 
byters into the Church ? I defire to know whether you intend to 
iilurp the Empire, that I may knowhow to prepare to deal with 
you. Ambrofe anfwered, that he had done nothing in prejudice of 
the Church, that when he heard the Souldiers had feiz’d it, he had 
only entertained the news of it with a figh, many had urged him 
to go thither, but he told them, I cannot deliver up the Church, 
and I may not light for it ; but that as foon as lie underftood that 
the Curtains which had been put up in the Church for the Emperor’s 
apartment were taken down (which in truth the Boycs in wanronnels 
laid torn in pieces) he had lent thither his Presbyters, but refus’d to 
go himfelf, (though the People prefs’d him to it) laying, l hope in 
Chrift, the Emperor himfelf will lie on our fide : That if this was 
Tyranny, he had Arms indeed, but only in Chrift’s name, powerto 
oiler his Body to the Sword ; and if he thought him a Tyrant, why 
did he delay to ftrike ? That ’twas even proverbial, that Emperor; 
mre wve di (irons of tic Prie(lhood y than Priefts of Empire‘ y and Ch rift 
himfelf ran away, when they would have made him King ; that he 
had his Tyranny ’lis true, but fiich as lay in weaknefs, according 
to that of the Apoftle, when 1 am weak, then am 1 (Irong ; that Max- 
in;us himfelf would not accufe him of Tyranny towards Valentiman , 
while he confef’d with fome regret, ’twas by the power of his Ein- 
balfige he had been kept from invading Italy ; adding, that Bifhops 
had never play’d the Tyrants, but had often fuffered very hard things 
fn m them. The day was fpent in mourning and fadnefs, and the 
Bilhop forc’d to lodge in the Church all night, the Souldiers guard¬ 
ing it fo clofe, that none was fuffiered to go out, fo they pafs’d the 
time in linging P/alms. The next day, being Paffion clay, the Pro¬ 
phecy of Jonah was read in courfe, feveral parcels wliereof he ex¬ 
pounded and applycd, and was upon that, that if the Prophet had 
fo much pity on the fliort-liv’d Gourd, how much more Ihould God 
have of fo great a City, and that therefore lie had remov’d the 
Judgment from it; when word was brought him, that the Guards 
were commanded ofFthe Church, and the feveral Summs that had 
been exafted of the Tradefmen ordered to be reftored. The whole 
City hereupon put on a new face, and every corner was full of glad- 
nefs and joyful Acclamations, the Souldiers running up and down 
with the good News, and going up to the Altar, did by their kilfcs 
fignilic the publick peace. S. Ambrofe , though fliaring in the com¬ 
mon joy, had reafon to fear, that as to himfelf the florin was not 
yet quire blown over. He knew he was traduc’d at Court asaTy- 
rant, and when the great Officers preft the Emperor to comply with 
the Petition of the Souldiers, and to go to Church, he had anfwered 

with 




with fbme paffion, I believe if Ambrofe fbould command it ,* yon would 
aeltvcr me up to be a Prifoner. Words that prefag’d no kind intenti¬ 
on towards him, but that ’twas evident, who ’twas that blew up the 
Coals. Nay Calligonus the Eunuch chief Gentleman of the Bed-cham¬ 
ber, than whom none better underftood the Intreagues at Court, 
told Ambrofe to his face, dare you prefume , while I live y to affront, the 
Emperor? l'le take off your Head . Whereto the holy man replyed, 

(iod Almighty, if he pleafey fufftryou to make good your threatnings. Vie 
Inffer ;ts becomes a Bifhop , do you what becomes an Eunuch : But from fich 
God dfend his Church , upon me let them turn all their rage and fpleen y 
nnd mnch their thirfl with my blood. And the Divine Vengeance is 
fingularly remarkable in this cafe. For this impotent Eunuch c af- IfiunTe 
terwards for attempting to ravifh a Woman, was convift, and loft i 5 . f 7 . '

VII. THE People during thefe confulions attended the publick 
Office's with great vigor and fprightlinefs of Devotion, flocking after 
S Ambrofe where-ever he went. He had newly flnifh’d the Dedica- h 
tionof a Church h , and the People call’d upon him to do the like L xxxv?p. 
to the Bafil/ca Rowana. He told them he was ready to do it, could 222. Strm. 
lie find any remains of Martyrs, which lie might repofeand bury un- 
dcr the Altar,which was the Cuftom > of dedicating Churches in thole 9 , 7 . /„// 
dayes. Nor wanted he an opportunity, it being revealed to him in a is?- * c/v/t. 
Vifion at night, in what place he might find them. Forthwith tak- 8 * 

ing to him the Officers of the Church, and the Perfons that waited Paulin, vit, 
there for impofition of hands, he commanded them to dig before the 
rails that encompaft the Tombs of S. Felix and S. Nabor the Martyrs; lu „ t xix. y. 
nor had they dug far, when apparent figns fhew’d themfelves, and at y/f. 
lafhhey difeovered the bodies of two proper Perfons, their bones in - 
tire and both Corps all frefh befprinkled with blood, the head only cxxvi .Tom, 
of one fevered from the body. Thefe proved to be the bodies of S. 

Protafius, and Gervafm , the one beaten with Cudgels, and then 
beheaded, the other whiptto death with Plumbau , or fcourges with 
leaden Bullets at the end of them ; they fuffered Martyrdome (as 
may be / conjeftur’d’) under the Reign of the Antonini , and ever fince 
lay obfeure as undifeovered, though the more aged Perfbns upon this 
occafion call’d to mind that they had heard the names of thefe Mar¬ 
tyrs, and had read their Infcriptions. For two whole dayes the Peo¬ 
ple crowded to behold the relicks of thofe venerable Martyrs, after 
which in the evening they remov’d them firft into the Church ofS. 

Faith, where they watched all night, the next day they tranflated 
them into the Ambrofian Church, and God was pleas d to honour the 
Solemnity with very fignal Miracles. For one Severn a Butcher,who 
had been blind for many years, and by reafon thereof had been forc’d 
to give over his Trade, and was maintain d at the charge of feveral 
charitable Perfbns, a man known to the whole City, hearing the 
buftle made in theProceffion,enquired what it was,and being told,com¬ 
manded himfelf to be led thither, and pray’d he might but touch the 
Bier with his Handkerchief, which being done, he no fooner apply- 
editto his Eyes, but immediately he recovered his fight. Several 
that were poffefs’d with evil Spirits, upon their touching the Mnr- 
tyrs Bodies, found themfelves rid of their Tyrannical Inmates, and 
return’d home well. Towels and Handkercheifs were brought and 
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laid upon the Bodies,and many who did but touch the Cloaths where¬ 
in the Martyrs were wrapt, were prefently cured of their Infirmities 
and Diftempers. The truth of which Miracles are abundantly jufti. 
fied by S. Ambrof, Af^uJh/je y and Wtulinm , who were all then upon 
the place, and indeed were notorioufly evident to the whole City, 
and twice the Subjcft of S. Ambro/As Sermons. And I make no doubt 
but God fuffered thefe Miracles to be wrought at this time on pur- 
pole to confront the Aria.n impieties, and to give the highefl: and 
molt uncontroulable atteftation to the truth of the Catholick Caule, 
fo mightily at this time oppos'd, traduc’d, and perfected. Indeed 
the Art am were Itrangely netled at it, and knowing no better way 
to evade the force of the Evidence, denyed that they were Mar¬ 
tyrs and when that would not do, boldly denyed matter of Fad, 
that ever any fuch miraculous effefts had been wrought, when as 
the Pcrfons upon whom they had been wrought were at hand, and 
in the common view of all. A greater piece of infidelity (as S Jm- 
hrofe obferves) than that of the very Devils that were call out, who 
believed and trembled ; the Devil confcffing, what the \Ariam did 
Paulin ibid. c | cn y t N a y they gave out k , that Ambroft had hired Perlons for Mo* 
ney to feign themielves poffefs’d, and to fay that the evil Spirits were 
tormented by the Martyrs. But Heaven foon confuted this malici¬ 
ous infinuation. For on a fudden one in the Crowd was feized with 
an evil Spirit, and cryed out, that they were really tormented in the 
fame way that he was, and that this ihould be the Portion of thole 
that dilowned the Martyrs, and difclaim’d the Catholick Doftrine. 
The Arians confounded with this Teftimony, had no other way but 
to endeavour to IHfle it, to which end they got the man into their 
hands, privately murdered him, and threw him intb a Fifh-pond. 
But to return. 

VIII. THE Corps being brought into the Ambrojian Church,and 
the fame of the Miracles noys’d abroad, S. Ambroft went into the 
1 fxt- Stm • pulpit, and preach’d 1 to them upon that occafion, taking for his 
Argument the former part of the XIX. Pfalm then read; The Huvm 
* f declare the Glory of God , &c. which he manag’d fuitable to that So¬ 

lemnity. The Sermon ended, he would have proceeded to the in¬ 
terment of the Bodies, but the People unanimoufiy befbught him, it 
might be deferr’d till the next Lord’s day; at length it was agreed 
*SiM.xaib. it Ihould be done the next day, when S. Ambrof prcacht " again, 
and purfued his former Subjc£F, particularly reflc&ing upon the idle 
cavils of the Arian Party, and their prodigious obftinacy and incre¬ 
dulity, in reje&ing fuch evident and immediate Tcftimonies trom 
Heaven again!* them. So the holy Martyrs were depofited in Tri¬ 
umph, and laid up in expc&ation of a glorious Refurre&ion. Ann 
though Baronins to juftifie thofe lleliques of thele Martyrs, wlncli 
■y/M.387. t j lc church of Rome ft lews at this day, fays n more than once, that 
viV' 54 ' S. Ambrofe referv’d part of them both for himfelf, and for the life and 
•Sot. id Mart. orwarncn t of other Churches. Yet lure I am, S. Ambroje , who ben: 
Aom.ioc. at. p ays t h e contrary, that they buried them intire, and place 

every ioynt in its right order, condivimns integrity ad ordinem trw / 11 
% Umm , as himfelf exprefles it. The Arians however endeavouring to 
make head, were fo overpowred 011 all hands with Wronger evidence, 
and a better caule, that they thought it bell: for t(ie prclcnt to ^ 


things fleep, and fo the perfecution ceas’d. Howbeit Ambrofe want¬ 
ed not Enemies at Court, that fought not only to murder his Repu¬ 
tation, but to take away his Life. Among the reft a defperate Afta- 
finatc 0 preft into his Bed-chamber with a drawn Sword, and as he 
was lifting up his hand to give the Stroak, his Arm grew ftiflf and 
Ihrunk up. Amaz’d whereat the man confefs’d, that he had been 
fet on and Lent by the Emprcfs Ju/tina, and upon his penitent Con- 
felfion had the ufe of his Arm reftor’d to him. Nor did they ceafe 
here, but rais’d up Hell it felf, and fet it on work againft him. One 
inltance whereof which the fame Author reports, may fuffice. After 
Jit (Urns death, bwocentius a Conjurer at his examination and torture 
before the Judges for the charge of Sorcery, anfwered not dire&ly to 
the interrogatories, but cryed out, that he was extreamly tormented 
b yS.Ambrofe his Guardian Angel, for that in the time of Juft in a to 
beget an ill opinion of the Bilhop in the minds of the People, he had 
got up to the top of the Church, and there offered Sacrifice at mid¬ 
night: Notwithftanding which and all the tricks of his black art, the 
People had ftill a greater reverence and devotion for him .• That he had 
lent Damons to kill him, who confefs’d, that they could not come near 
him, no nor near the door of his Houfe, which was guarded round 
with fire, that fcorch’d at a diftance, whenever they attempted to ap¬ 
proach the place.

I. V ~X~ ~TH E N a man's ways plea ft- the Lord , hr ma!:> th his Enemies 
V/\/ to be at peace with him , yea, and fbinetimes to fly to 
* ^ him for advice and fafety : Which eminently hapnedin 
this cafe. News daily came to Milan of Maximus his preparations 
to invade Italy. They were infinitely fiirpriz’d and troubled at 
Court, and being in no capacity of defending themlelves, threw 
themtelves upon S. Ambrofe , whom they bdought to (land in the 
gap, and as he had fiicccsfully manag’d a former Embaffy, fo be 
would now venture a tecond time, and oppote hinlclf againft: the 
Arms of the profperous Ufiirpcr. '1 he good man burying theme* 
t Ambr. Fjifl. mory both of publick and private injuries, p readily undercook the 
xxni.adt'a- journey, and arriving at Triers , where Maximus refided, t he next 
clay went to Court. Me was met by a french Eunuch, chief den- 
3 tleiuan of the Red chamber, of whom he demanded, that he might 
have audience. The Eunuch ask’d whether he had any credential 
Letters, the Bifliop replyed he had. Whereupon the other acquaint¬ 
ed him, that he could not be admitted but in Confiflny, or the place 
of publick audience. He anfwered, that was not the way, wherein 
1 ’ Billiops 
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Jlifhops were wont to be treated, and that he had Affairs of impor¬ 
tance that were to be privately communicated to his Prince. Then 
he went in to acquaint his Mafter, but brought back no other an- 
fwer, to which the Biflion rejoyn’d, that this way of treatment was 
unfuitable to the Charader that he bore, however he was refolv’d 
not to be wanting to the bufinefs he had undertaken, and was glad 
he had an opportunity of making his particular Concerns ftoop to 
the inrereff both of his living, and his deceafed Prince. Maximus 
being ftt in Council, Ambrofe was introduc’d, at whofe coming in 
the Prince fofe up to give him the kifs, according to the ufualSalu¬ 
tation of Billiops and great men in thofe times. But Ambrofe flood 
(till among the Councellors, who perf waded him to go up nearer to 
the Throne, telling him the Emperor call’d him. What Difcourte 
nafs’d between them, was in this enfuing Dialogue. “ AMBROSE. 

“ 1 wonder you fhould offer the kifs to one whom you do not own* 

“for if you did, you would not give me Audience in this place! 

“ MAXI MVS. Bifliop, you feem to be much in paflion. AMBR. I

* himfelf, and to that end tent an Army of barbarous People againft

“put to death. AMUR. ’Twaste reported with us, that lie was 
“commanded to be /lain. MAX. Indeed had he not laid hands upon 
“ him fclf, I had given order that he fhould be carried to Cdilonnw y 
“and there burnt alive. AMUR. It was not then without ground, 

“that the report went abroad, that you had kill’d him. And who 
“could hope to efcapc, when fo great a Commander, fo flout a 
“Souldicr, fo ufcful an Officer was put to death? 

H. WIT H this freedom and impartiality did the holy man treat 
the Tyrant, a man would have thought to the immediate peril of his 
head. But for that tiitie they parted fair, Af.txiwvs promifing to en¬ 
ter with him into a treaty of Peace. But finding afterwards that he 
refus’d Communion with him, and all the Bifhops of his Party (who 
were generally of the Itb.tsi.w Seft) he grew angry, and in a paffion 
commanded him forthwith to depart the Court. He wanted not 
friends that advis’d hint to look about him, there would he fnares 
and ambuflics laid for him, and that the Ufurper was too much gall’d 
wit.h his freedom and plainnefs, not to feck revenge. Before lie de¬ 
parted, he interceded in the behalf of one Hyynm an aged Bifhop, 
who was then ordered to lie banifh’d, that at leaft he might he fur- 
nilh’d with Provifions fit for a Perfon of his Age and Quality, and 
not be thru ft out without a Garment to cover him, or a Bed to lye 
on; but was repuls’d in his Addrefs, and himlelfthmfl out of doors. 

So lie return’d to gave the Emperor an account of his Embafly, 

and wit hall advifed him to he cautious how he treated with M.iximns y 
a concealed Enemy, who pretended Peace, but intended War. And 
|n(f (o he found it. Tor not fatisfied with Ambrofe his Legation, he 
difparclfd /),*w.w •’, a prime favorite at Court upon the fame , , 
tr nnd, whom Miximns entertained with all the obliging CarefTes^ iff fcs. 
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and demon Ilrations of Honor and Kcfpcft, and as a further inltance 
of his kindnefs and fricndlhip towards V«L„tmuw, lent back with 
the Embaflador a confiderablc part ol his Army to affift the Emperor 
againft the barbarous People that were then tailing in upon Pan- 
„o,m. Coming to the Alps, the Soldiers on a hidden as they had 
been commanded, lecur d all the narrow and difficult paflages, 
which was no looner done, but Maximus followed after with his 
whole Army, and finding no oppofition, marched directly into ltd], 
taking up his Quarters at Aqnileia. The news of this unexpe&ed 
(iirprize carried terror along with it into every place. Valent,man and 
his Mother fearing to fall into the Enemies hand, immediately took 
Ship, and fled to Theffalonica, whence they lent to the Emperor Ike- 
Mas, to reprefent the fad Circumftanccs of their Affairs, and to pray 
his fpeedy afliftance before all was loft. Maximus in the mean while 
went on with all the rage and fiercenels that could attend a conquer¬ 
ing Enemy, filling all thofe parts with fpoils and (laughter And 
though we read not particularly that Milan buffered any thing in the 
common Calamity, yet was not S .Ambrofe le(s afltatted with the 
Miferies of his Brethren, multitudes whereof were undone, others 
taken Captive, for whole Relief and Redemption he fet all the Springs 
of Charity on work, and when all other methods of Contribution 
, wereexhaufted, he broke in pieces the rich Communion Plate ‘ be¬ 
longing to his Church, which he caufed to be diftributed tor the Ran- 
fom of Captives. The Arians indeed afterwards laid this to his charge 
(Was the fame Plate he had denied to them) but lie dcfpiled their 
malice, and defended himfeif from the Piety and feafonablenefsofthe 
A£b All this while Theodojins, though earneftly lolicited , and 
though he had on purpofc removed to 7 hefalonica, yet moved d but 
flowly in the expedition, till falling in Love with Gall a, Jutrns 
youneeft Daughter, aPrinccfsof incomparable Beauty, he could ob¬ 
tain her upon no other Terms, thanan immediate Protectionotthe 
War againft the Ufurper. And now the expedition went on apace, 
and Maximus- (iilpe&ing that 7 heodofuis would make his Voyage by 
Sea (as indeed he had put Jufiina and her Children on board to be 
(Lin'd for Rome) had made all his Preparations to encounter him 
there, when as he paffed with his Army by Land through Pawom, 
and the Straits of the Apennine Hills, and fo came by fuiyrize upon 
Aquileia, where a Van-guard of the Army entring the City, ieize 
upon Maximus , pull him off the Throne, diveft him of his imperial 
Robes, and bring him bound to Theodoftus , by whole command, alter 
Tome fevere reproaches, but cfpecially at the inftancc and clamour 
of the Soldiers, he loft his head. By which means the Fortunes ot 
the Empire were happily rcfettled, Valentinian reftored to his Domi¬ 
nions, and Peace to Italy. , 

III. WHILE Theodofms ftaid at Milan' , news was brouglit 
him of a great violence and injury that had been offered to a 
Synagogue in the Eaflern parts. For it feems Lome Chriftian Monks 
celebrating the Feftival of the Macchabecs, had in their Procefliona 
they went about Tinging Pfaims, been affronted by Tome 
Tome of the Followers of the old Heretick Valentinus, upon \vluc 
Lome Chriftians fet on fire the Church belonging to thole Heretics, 
together with a neighboring Synagogue of t!ie Jews. ^ 
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Orient is prefently Lent a Relation of it to the Emperor, and the re¬ 
port loft nothing by going. Tbeodofm was highly exafperated with 
the Fact, and forthwith gave order, that the Monks fhould be pro¬ 
ceeded againft, and that the Synagogue (hould be re-built at the 
charges of the Bifhop of that place. Ambrofe was then at AqAleh 
where hearing of the Cafe, he difpatch’d a Letter f to the Emperor’ nr 
beleeching him to recall his Ed id, and to admit his Mediation tel- ^ 
ling him, if he were not worthy to be heard in this Petition to the 
Emperor, there was no reafon why he (hould be heard whenever he 
petitioned Heaven for the Emperor: he offered to take the Crime 
upon himfeif, and if the Emperor pleafed, to undergo the punifhmcnt. 

Twas poflible, he Paid, the Count of the Eafl might make the Cafe* 
worfe than indeed it was ; however, that Would be an intolerable 
fcandal to Chriftianity, that Jewifh or Gentile Temples (hould be 
erefted out of the Revenues of the Church, and that the Patrimony 
of Chrift fhould be thrown away upon Pagans and Infidels • the 
Jews might then juftly put up this Infcription in the Front of their 
Synagogue, TEMPLUM IMPIETATIS FACTUM DH 
MANUBIIS CHRISTIANORUM; 7 he Temple of Impiety 
built of the fpoils of Chriftians. But for the prefent he prevailed no¬ 
thing, till (hortly after returning home, and preaching before the 
Emperor *, he difeours’d upon the wholfomnefs of Sacerdotal Reproof 8 m/«. he. 
and Admonition, an Argument which he profecuted with great life Z*' A ’" r ‘ ^ 
and vigor, and to the infinite fatisfa&ion of the Auditory. In his 
Sermon he brought in our Lord thus fpeaking to the Emperor. / , - , 4- 
rais'd thee from a very mean condition to the Empire, I delivt red thine 
Enemies Army into thine hands, with all his Furniture and Preparation 
and brought his Perjon within thy Power ; I have plac'd thy Son upon the 
Throne , and caufed thee to triumph without any labor or difficulty, and 
ioft thou now caufe mine Enemies to triumph over me? He ended his 
Sermon, and as he was coming down the Stairs, Bifhop {fid the. 

Emperor) have you preach’d this againft me to day ? No, Sir, replied 
the Bifhop, I have not preach’d againft, but for you. I confefs'(r, v - 
[mred the Emperor) I decreed hard things againft the Bifhop, when 
I commanded that he fhould repair the Synagogue. The Courtiers 
that were prefent told him, that the Monks however ought to be 
punifhed. Which Ambrof overhearing replied, my bufinefs at this 
time is with the Emperor, I (hall deal with \ ou at another rate. So 
he obtain’d that the EdidE (hould be revers’d, nor would he go up to 
the Altar, till the Emperor had folemnly engag’d his Faith that it 
(hould be done, which he accordingly did, and tnen the Bifhop went 
up, and adminiftred the holy Sacrament, and the remaining Offices 
of Devotion. 

IV. TWO years and longer Theodofius continued in the Weft, 
fettling Affairs, diverting himfeif from place to place, and enjpying 
the Triumphs of his late Victory. During which time a (acf acc£ 
oent b happened at 7 heffalonica, that created him no final! difturbance ,, f 2 
and inquietude, and which commenc’d from a (mall Original. Bu- 
tbericus (who was Commander of the Horfe in Illyricuni) had a ^ «8- 
Coach-man, that burning with an unlawful and unnatural paflion uVJbif.^X 
towards his Mafter’s Butler, had (olicited him to lewd Embraces, for k-W?. W 
"’hich being accus’d, he waScaft into Pri (bn. It happened not long ?', 2 2 V 

after,- />. 315. &-i- 
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'itrcr that there was to bc _ a famous Horfe-Race in the publick Him. 

and this Coach-man being peculiarly expert at thofc kind of 
Sports, the l’cople earneftly requefted he might be let at liberty m 
O der o it. But their Petition was reiefted. 1 he People impatient 
of denial grew prelently into a Tumult, alTaulted Ihahencs s houfe, 
and kill’d Trim, knocking otherson the head, and dragging them up 
and down the Streets. The news l.ereo being tranlmitted to k- 
he fell into a grievous pa (lion, and commanded that the Law 
of retaliation Ihould be turn’d upon the City, and the Sword let 
loolc upon them. S. Amtrofe immediately ftept in, and vehemently 
interceded with the Emperor, and lo plyed the bulmels, that the Em- 
peior promis’d to pardon the Riot that had been committed. But 
the Bilhop being gone, the great Officers at Court deeply refent.ng 
the violence and indignity that had been offered to men in public! 
Authority, and confidering what encouragement. impumflit Villany 
might hereafter give to popular fury, preft the Emperor to revenge, 
and obtain’d a Warrant for Execution, which was lent accordingly. 
And that the thing might be done more e!lc£h.ally, the People were 
invited to the Cim„ under pretence ot publick fports, where the 
Souldiets without any warning broke nv upon them, and making no 
difference (lew all that came next to hand; thence they proceeded in¬ 
to t |, e Citv which they fill'd with blood and cruelty. Nor did Stran¬ 
gers fare any better than the reft, all Laws of Nature and Nations be- 
W at this time trodden under foot. A Merchant had his two Sons 
lik'd and hal’d towards Execution, the Father followed, andpaffi- 
onatcly begg'd their lives, praying that iumfelf might dye m their 
ftcad, and offering the Souldiets his whole Efface into the Bargain. 
The molt barbarous nature could not but relent a little at luch are- 
queft. the Souldicrs told him, their number mult be made up, they 
could not difinifs both his Sons, one they were content to fpare and 
bid him make his choice. And now nature was divided and began 
to concert with it felf. The good man equally lov d both, he hghd 
and wept, argued and difputed, but could come to no resolution with¬ 
in him felf, not knowing vdiich to part with. And in this conflitt 
of thoughts and paffions he continued, till they were both flam be¬ 
fore his eyes. In fliort, the flaughter continued three whole hours, 
and (even tlioufand were put to death, without any Trial or Enquiry 
todiftinguifli between the guilty and the innocent. 

V. SO barbarous a maflacre was infinitely diitaltful to all good 
men, and to none more than S. Ambrofe , who was at that time by* 
nodically n (Tumbled with fcveral Biffiops upon theoccafion oflome 
trench Prelates newly arriv’d in thofe parts. They all bewail dtl 
lion kinds and inhumanity of the aaion, highly condemn d Tkodo- 
fi : , s “ and committed the profecution of the cafe to S. Jmbroje , wno 
“ prcfently wrote' to the Emperor, laying before him the aggrav- 
• “ tions of the Faft, and the violation of the promife he had made 

“ to him, exhorting him by a publick and a fincere Repentance to 
“ reconcile liimldfto God and the Church; a courfe indifpenfably 
“ ncceffary, before he could admit him to the holy Euchariff, 01 tn 
■‘communion of any of the divine Offices: That this was not the 
" refult of any ftubborn obftinate humour, it being no mo ret nan 
“ what had beenreprefentedtohimin adream, wherein heftadieen 
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“ his Miieffy coming into the Church, at whole approach he had 
“ been immediately forbidden from above to confecrate and difpence 
“ the holy Communion ; that nothing but a hearty repentance could 
“ re (fore him, which, if he gave any credit to him, he would im- 
“ mediately let upon, if not, he would not take it amifs, that he 
“prefer’d his duty to God before the refpeft that he owed to the 
“ Emperor. Theodofius having read the Letter, began to be troubled 
and to be uneafie in his own mind: He was a good man, and though 
naturally apt to receive quick impreflions of anger, was as fooR 
redued to a juft fence of tilings. He came back to Milan, and as 
lie was wont, went to Church, but the Bifhop met him at the 
Church-porch, and forbid him any further entrance. Perhaps Sir 9 
(faid lie) you do not rightly apprehend the horriblenefs of the Majfacre 
Utdy committed, for though the form of your fury be blown over, yet 
rufon bis not yet recovered its fight , to difeern dearly thegreatnefs of the 
mifchitf The Imperial Ittftre , 'tis like , blinds your eyes that you cannot 
fee your Offence , and your power imfofes upon your reafon. But you fhould 
lomll withal to keep an eye to the frail and corruptible condition of hu¬ 
mane Nature, and to refled upon that original duft , out of which we were 
thti.de, and unto which we miifi all return. Let not the fplendor of 
pur purple Robes hinder you from being acquainted with the infirmities of 
tint body which they cover. lou are , Sir, of the fame make with thofe 
Upcts which you govern, who are not your Subjects only , but in feme 
[nee your fellow-frvants. For there is one Lord and Emperor of the 
World, the great Creator of all things. And with what eyes then will 
you kbold, the Temple of this common Lord? With what feet will you tread 
Ins Sanctuary ? How will you fir etch forth thofe hands in prayer , that are 
fill reeking with the blood of the innocent ? How will you prefume with 
M lmicis t0 receive the mo ft facred Body of our Lord .? How will yon 
lift up his precious Blood to thofe Lips, which lately uttered fo favage a 
kcree for the unju/t (bedding fo much blood ? Depart therefore, andfeek 
vt by afecond Offence to aggravate your former fault, but quietly take the 
rd upon you, which our great Lord has from above allotted for you. Tis 
but. 7 is Medicinal, and immediately conducive to your health. The 
great Prince was amaz’d at fb home and fevere an entertainment; 
fomething he offered by way of extenuation, that even David had 
been guilty both of Murder and Adultery. The holy man replyed, 

Hon whom you followed in the fin , follow alfo in his repentance. 

VI. THE Emperor now fufficiently fenfible of his cafe, return’d 
back to the PaJlace, andteftified his grief by all the exprelTions of 
tears and forrow. Eight months he remained in this penitential 
Jtate, all which time he wore nothing but mourning Garments. The 
Solemnity of Chriftmafs was now near at hand, at the remembrance 
whereof the Emperor then fitting in the Palace burft out into tears. 

Controuler of the Palace, a bold man, and familiar with the" 
emperor, obferving it, askt him what was the caufe of his grief 
whereat he fell into a more violent paffion. “ Rufin (faid he) thou 
doft but make fport and mock me, thou little knoweft the trou¬ 
bles I feel: I weep and bewail my hard fate; fervrants and beg- 
u S ars may freely go into the Houfe of God, and pour out their 
prayers to Heaven, while the Church doors, and confequently the 
bates of Heaven are fhut up againft me: For I remember what our

S:i/i! ch.rvit 'j unto lhr. duff, quick* n that m - according to thy word, and A ■■</» 
with all the expreflions of a holy grief, tearing his hair, bearing his 
forehead, and with tears running dow n his cheeks, begg’d pardon k-fiiifittr 
of God and good men. And when the time of offering came, he 
went up with tears to the Communion-Table, and having made his 
Offering, flood Hill within the Kails, as the Cuffom was for the Em¬ 
perors to doin the Unfit rn Church. Ai/ibmfi either not knowing it, 
or taking no notice of it, ask’t him what he wanted; he anfwered, 
lie waited to receive the holy Sacrament ; the Bilhop lent the chief 
Deacon to him to let him know, that the places within the Hailes 
were referved only for the Clergy, that therefore lie fhould go and 
(land wit hi he reft without, for though the purple made men Em¬ 
perors - , it did not make them PricHs. A rebuke which the good 
Kinpcror took with an even and compofed mind, commanding them 
to acquaint the Bilhop, that lie had not taken that place out of any 
pride or arrogance, but bccaufe it was the Cuftom to do lo at Con- 
jlxntnntd*', however that he thank’t him for his Corrcttion. And it 
made Inch deep impreffion, that at his return to (doufl.wti»of»L he al¬ 
ways went and Hood without the Hailes ; and when Afilnrins the 
Bilhop askt him why he did fo, be anfwered with a ligh, that he 
bad at length been taught the difference between a Prince and a Bi- 
Diop, and had with much difficulty found a teacher of truth, and 
that Ambrofi- was the only Perlbn he had met with that truly dc- 
ierv’d the name of a Bifhop. Thus ended the conteft between 77a- 
pf(ius and S. Ambroffi wherein how far sjmbrojc overllrained the 
firing, I Hull not now difpute, remembring I here IhHain the Pcrlbn 
notof a Divine, but an Hiftorian. 

VII. WE mention’d a Synod that affiHed S. Ambrofi in the Con¬ 
demnation 0 ['T/ji-odofiw : It was at that time affcmbled at AHi» upon 
thisoccafion. c fovini.w , a iecrot Dilciplc of Htlvidws had liv’d Ionic 
years in S. Ambrofi his MoiuHcry at Mi/m, covering ill dcligns under 
avail of Piety. At kill he threw off his Monaffick habit, putting on 
the moft gaudy and Iplcndid Attire, and indulging himlclfin all the 
modes and falhions, the plea lures anil delicacies of a Secular Life. 

And becaule all was nothing uiilcls he let up for the Head of a Sebl, 
lie vented fitch Do&riiics as tlielc; that Marriage was a Hate Ceteris 
paribus , of equal merit and perfection with Ca-lebacy ; that they who 
had been duly regenerate by Baptilin, could not be undermin’d and 
fuhverted by the Devil ; that the abftaining from Ionic lores of meats 
was no whit better than an indifferent ulage of them, provided they 
Were tiled with thankfgiving ; and that all who were careful to live 
according to their bnprifmal Obligation, fhould have an equal reward 
in Heaven. And methinks had he taught no worle than this, he had 
not delerv’d lo loud and ievere an out cry to he made againH him. But 
it foems (as ’tis the fate of Seducers to wax worle and worle) lie af¬ 
terwards maintain’d. that the Mother of our Lord after the birth ot 
Clirill ceas’d to he a Virgin, and had other Children, and what is yet 
worle than that, that Chriil did not take true llelh upon him. Being

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fbi't’d toquit Milan, lie fled to Rome, where lie fiiccesl'ully propa. 
gated his Opinions, and wrote fevcral IBooks in vindication of them, 
j'opc Sirtcins prcfently conven’d the Presbytery of that City, and con¬ 
demned him and his followers, an account whereof he lent by three 
' Ext. cr.r.c. r. p rcs byters in a Letter» direfted to the Church of Milan, where up. 
lo2 *’ on the arrival of fome Prelates out of France, a Synod ol the neigh¬ 
bouring JJilhops was met about this matter. They read Sinews s E- 
piltle, and then proceeded to a Synodical Ccnfure, condemning the 
"■ r\t. iui.l. men and their dogmata, and then wiit an an fiver m to Sn ictus, where- 
«>:. i<- 24. in they commend his care and follicitude in his Palloral fiat ion, his 
diligent watching over the flock againft the attempts of Wolves, af¬ 
ter which they defeend to a particular confutation of Jovimat? s Opi¬ 
nions. What became of Jovinian afterwards, and how fharply lie 
was taken up and treated fay S. Jerom, but efpecially by the Empc- 
n ril. liu-i'i. jor Honor ms (who ordered 11 him to be apprehended, whiptwith 
<• v ‘ ' 1>L v< Plumbat.e, or Rods with leaden Bullets, and to be banifht into Jkn t 
L 5v an Ifland belonging to Dalmatia, with fevcrc penalties againft his 
Difeiples and followers) lies not within my compafs to enquire. 

VIII. TWO years after, viz, Ann. CCCXCII. Flhoafms being 
return’d into the Faflern parts, Vakntinian went into It. met to pre¬ 
pare for an expedition againft the barbarous People, that were ready 
» /.n(in. nif. to fall in upon thofe parts of the Empire. Count Arbogafes ", Ccnc- 
/. 4 : i>. 7-»4 ral of the forces there, a Frank by Nation, a man bold and rich, 
o'CtvSv- had by Bribes and other Arts of infinuation miglitily endeared him- 
M . fell' to the Souldicrs, and upon all occafions took too much upon him, 

even in his convcrfc with the Emperor himfelf. Princes are very 
tender of their Liberty, and the Royalties of their Crowns. Vdui- 
tinian liked not a Controuler fo near him, and had oft attempted, 
but in vain to fhakehim off. At length lie gave him a Warrant to 
difeharge him of his command. But Arbogafes bluntly told him, 
7 twas not he that had given him that Command, nor was it he that 
could take it away from him, and with that tore the Paper in pieces, 
threw it upon the ground, and went out; and within few dayesthc 
Emperor was found ffranglcd in the Palace, on Saturday) A/17 the 
i e>h. being then Whitfon-eve. While he lay at Vien in France, lie 
t .voir, dt greatly defircdto be baptiz’d r before lie engaged vvitli the Enemy, 
:f. an[ j to t j iat end had fent forS. Ambrofe to come to him, whole am- 
r< 6 ' val he pafTionately expefted, thinking every day a year. IncJM- 
fliop had put himfelf upon his Journey, and was got on tilts lidctne 
Alps , when he met with the fad news of the Emperor’s death, where¬ 
at amaz’d, he returned back with a heavy heart. The report here¬ 
of being carried to Theodofius, he wrote to S. Ambrofi to take care tor 
11 an honourable funeral, who in his anfwer «i gives Inman account 

The Body then being 
convcvcd to Milan, was laid up in a Magnificent Monument, at tne

T feffion, being no better than a Rhetorician, and a School- 
matter; but withal a man of parts and fiibtlety, and who by Richo- 
Ws recommendation had infinuated himfelf fo far into the favour 
Arbogafes, that he took him into his moft intimate Councils, and 
finding himfelf in a ftrait what to do upon the murder of Vakntinian 
he advanc’d him to the Empire. A man he was of no fettled Prin¬ 
ciples in Religion, Philoftorgius * fays lie was a downright Pagan, < L ,u c 2 
and they who fpeak moft favourably, fay u he did but Hypocriti- P • 527. ’ 
cally profefs Chriftianity : So that the Gentiles w began to conceive 
n°pcs of flickering themfelves under his favour and Patronage, and f: R U %JZi. 
!° P' lcc ^ him with their flattering auguries and divinations, that ho 
inclined to them, and as an earneft of his kindneft, granted (what 
they could never hitherto obtain) that the Altar of Victory * fhould •pmmM.p .6 
fie reftor’d, and the Charges of the Solemnities defrai’d out of the 
PUblick Exchequer. By this time he was advanc’d into Italy, and

prelV't greater concernment lor the good of the Uimc ,« t , ie 
the aliairs of the Empire; for the cafe ol his I conic. 1 ^ • 
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Taxes that were unpaid, for the fecurity of his Enemies, he pafs’d 
an Aft of pardon and indemnity, and for the common fettlement di¬ 
vided the Empire between his two Sons, committing them to the 
care pf Count Stilicbo , whom he made their Guardian. He dyed Ja¬ 
nuary the XVII. Ann. CCCXCV. to the ineftimable lofsof the whole 
Roman Empire, and efpecially of the Catholick Church, to which he 
was ever a true nurfing Father. His Corps was afterwards carried to 
Conflantinoplcy but the Solemnities of his Funeral were kept at Mi¬ 
lan on the fortieth day after his death, where S. Awbrofc made 
a large Funeral Oration % a juft Panegyrick in his commendation. In¬ 
deed he was an excellent Prince, devout and pious, mild and gentle, 
humble and affable, companionate and merciful; he was wife, juft, 
and valiant, and (as a bleffing from Heaven upon all his other ver- 
tues) in all his undertakings profperous and fuccesful. I know Zo- 
fmus a Pagan Hiftorian (who never (peaks well of any Chriftian 
Emperor) charges him d with luxury and delicacy, effeminacy and 
love of pleafiires, and that in the Profecution of them he exhaufted 
the Revenues of the Empire. But Aurelius Victor c (nor is he the 
only Gcntile.-wiitev f that does fo) gives him a better and a nobler Cha- 
ra&er, and compares him both in the features of iiis body, the dif- 
pofitionof his mind, and the courfe of his adieus with Trajan, one 
of the beft Princes in the whole Gwf/'/c-facceffion of the Roman Em¬ 
perors. He fays of him, he was of a mild and merciful difpofition, 
and one who reckoned himfelf to differ from others only in the 
Imperial Garb ; kind and courteous to all, but cfyecially good men, 
one that lov’d men of the meaneil, and admired them that were of 
great parts and learning, fo long as they kept within the rules of 
decency andvertue ; his bounty was unlimited, he Treated Citi¬ 
zens with great refped, with whom he had only a private acquain¬ 
tance, and heap’d upon them Gifts, Honours and Offices, efpecially 
where by any difficult Services they had approv’d their fidelity to¬ 
wards him. Nay, he was free from thofe Vices, which did feme- 
what blemifh Trajans Perfon and Government; drunkennefs and am¬ 
bition he perfe&ly hated, he found Wars rather than began any, and 
by a Law forbad Minftrels and other Servants of lewdnefs and wan- 
tonnefs to attend at Feafts and Entertainments, fo great a Patron of 
modeftyand chaffnefs, that he prohibited the Marriages of Coufin- 
germans. Learned he was to a good degree, fugacious and prudent, 
defirousto know the a&ions or great men in all ages, whofe ambi¬ 
tious, cruel, and injurious attempts he expos’d with great refent- 
ment; apt to be angry, but withal like a true generous nature, foori 
appeas’d; he was, what fcldom happens, bettered by his advance¬ 
ment to the Empire, and it never more appeared than after a Victo¬ 
ry over his enemies, whom he treated with all imaginable kindnefs, 
and would out of Jus own Exchequer many times repair thofe dam- 
mages and Ioffes which his Subje&s had fuftained by the cruelty and 
rapacioufiiefs of Ufurpers. In his private Life, he was infinitely 
kind to all his Kindred and Relations; neat, but not coftly in his 
Entertainments, pleafant in his Difcourfes according to Perfons and 
Things, but never tranfgreffing the Laws of gravity ; moderate in 
his Recreations, and temperate in his Diet. How vaftly different 
this Chara&er is from that of ZjJimns, every one fees, and my Au- 
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. tiior that" makes it was much more capable of know ing the truth of 

things, living under this very Emperor. . . 

Ill HON()RIDS, to whole lharc the Weftern Empire fell, to gra¬ 
tae the People in the entrance upon his Government, entertained 
# b them at Milan with fports, and fighting with wild Beads; which 
being a time of Licence, Lome Souldiers prompted by Imfebius the 
Governour, and with the leave of Count Stilicho -went to the Church 
to fetch one Crrfconittt* Malefaftor, who had fled thither for fhel- 
ter? The Bifhop, and Clergy that were prelent.endeavoured to de¬ 
fend the Priviledges of the Church, and to guard the man But the 
Party commanded by Arian Officers, were too ftrong lor them, broke 
in upon them, and took away the man by force, carrying him in a 
kind of triumph to the Amphitheater. Ambrofe in the mean time 
threw himfelf before the Altar, and with tears bewailed the vio¬ 
lence that had been offered to the Church of God. And mark the 
iflue. No looner had they brought Crefionius to the Amphitheater, 
and that the Leopards were let loofe upon him but immediately thev 
ran to the place where the Perfons who had violated the Church 
fat, leapt upon them, and very grievoufly rent and tore them. At 
the fight whereof Stilicho was toucht with a quick remorle for 
what Tad been done, and by a long Penance fatisfied the Bilim 
withal reftoring the man back, whom they had forcibly taken, .who 
being yet guilty of great enormities, was banifhd, and loon after 
ft p 9 pardoned. A Servant h alfo of Connt Stilicho% * Damontac, who had 
? been lately cur’d, and remained Bill in the Ambrofjan Church, being 
charg’d with forging Letters, his Mafter refilled co punifh him ; 
But tlie Bifhop commanding him to be brought before hun, ex¬ 
amin’d him, and found him guilty, and thereupon told him, twas 
neceflary he fliould be delivered, over to Satan for the definition of the 
fl,(b , that hereafter he might not prefume to do fo any more. Im¬ 
mediately while the words were yet in his mouth, an evil (pint ieiz d 
upon him, and began to tear and torment himy which ftruckno 
little terror and amazement into all that beheld it. The fame of 
thefe and other his great aftions (lew all abroad, and among others 
came to the cars of PritigilQ^ccn of the Marcomannt , who lentil e- 
fents with a Letter, defiring from him mftruftions in the Chriftian 
Faith He fent her back an Epiftle drawn up in form of a Cateebifm, 
advifincr her to perfwade her Husband to preferve peace and friend- 
(hip with the Roman Empire. She did fo, and they both reiolvd to 
nut themlclves under the proteaion of the Emperor, and upon that 
errand fhc came to Milan , but ’twas too late to (peak with the holy 

IV FOR being now worn out with cares and labours, he began

nued his uliial ftudies, and expounded the XLIII. Pfalm, j" 
dilated to Paulinas, who was his amamenfts, aid who looking up, 
on a fudden law a ciohe of fire in form of a fhield cover ing his fed 
and by degrees creeping in at his mouth, after which his lacebcum 
white as Tnow, though foon alter it returned to itsufual Compk. - 
ion. Paulinas was fore frighted with the Vifion, his pen fcl oi! 
his hand, and he could write no further, till he had recovered himlcu. 
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’Tvvas the laft time the good Bifhop either wrote or diftated any 
tiling, nor did lie hnifh Ins Expofition upon that Pfalm, which ac¬ 
cordingly is extant imperfeft at this day. Count Stilicho was infinite¬ 
ly troubled at the news of his ficknefs, and Paid openly, the day that 
that great mandiet dxfirnZtion hangs over Italy : And therefore fendim? 
for as many of the Nobility and Magnates of the City, as he knew 
had an intcrcft in the Bi(hops kindnefs, he partly thre^tned, partly 
pcrfwaded thc.ino go to him,and by all meansprcvail with him to bee 
his Life of God. I hey went, and with tears befought him to ii£ 
tcrcedc with Heaven for his own Life, reprefenting the unconceiv¬ 
able lois the Church of God would receive by the death offo excel- 
lent a Prelate, to whom he gave no other anfwer * than this, I have k „ ,. . L 
not Jo MavJmvfe/f among them that 1 fbould be a/hamed to live, nor 
ml afraid to die y btcanje I have fogood a Mafler.

CCCXCVII) lie lav for fe r ' ,m ' uc * L *?1 
vcral hours wit h his hands expanded in form of a Crofs, his lips mo^ 
vmgall the while, though it could not be underhood what he Li id 
Honoratus Bifhop of VercelL was there at that time, and being gone 
mtoan upper Chamber to take a little reft, heard a voice crying three 
rimes to him, ari/e, and make haft, for In is going to depart. He came 
down, and gave him the holy Eucharift, which lie had no (boner 
taken, but heexpird. His body was early the next morning carri¬ 
ed tot he great Cathedral, and there remain’d on Eafler-cve : On the 
Lords clay after the publick Solemnities, it was remov’d to the Am- 
hrofun Church, and there interr’d, his Funeral being attended by 
Perfons of alUancks and Qualities, of all Ages and Conditions, not 
onlv Chnftians but Jews and Gentiles , many driving to touch his 
body with Napkins or Handkercheifs, believing they fliould be a- 
ble with them to fence off the aflaults of evil Spirits. He was fuc~ 
ceeded by Simplician, who had fometimes been his Tutor, and whom 
he teemed to defign for his fiicceffor before he died. For when he 
lay lick C afl 'ts, Polemics, Veneriw, and Ee/ix, four of his Deacons 
watc 1 d with him, and being at tile other end of the room at a great 
durance from him, were talking together who fliould fiicceed him, \ 
but whifpcr d (6 low, that they could learce hear one another, and 
when the name of Simplician was mention’d, he cried out fas if he 
had been among them) three times together, HAs ancient bathes 
Jway M thC hcaring wIlcrcof ’ thc Y were amazed ’and ran 

V. BEH OLD in this good Bifhop an admirable exemplar of true 
my and Vertue. In his more private Life he was a publick Exam¬ 
ple. His Devotions 1 were conftant and fervent, the day for the mod > 
part, and fometimes the night he (pent in reading, prayer and (aft- f* 8 - 
^g. His appetites were fubdued by a conftant courfe of Mortifica¬ 
tion, and conduced by very drift meaftircs of abftinence and fobri- 
ety, never dining but upon Saturdays, and Lordsdays, and the I’efti- 
vais of Martyrs. He had a mind cxquifitely tender and compafTi- 
onate, he rejoyc'd with them that did rejoyce, and did weep mil, them tint 
E* ,, Hls Charity was as large as the necelTitics of humane nature, 
he lovd, rehevd, affifted all, but efpccially them of the Hvifboldof 
His E H:ate real and perfonal he intirely bellow’d upon the 
Poor, and for the maintenance of the Church, ftyling "'the poor IPs "'ominaub 
Hhh towards '"*-**•»*< 
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Stewards and Treafurers, in whole hands he depofited his Revenues. 
’Twas his care and pra&ice to do good againft evil, of all the affronts 
and injuries that he met with, he reveng’d none, nor requited them 
othervvife than by Offices of kindnels. Temptations to Riches or 
Honour weigh’d nothing with him, whole mind dwelt above the 
World, and who had given fo pregnant an inftance of his contempt 
of them, in a free renouncing lo conliderable a (hare of both. Though 
he was a Perfon of great Birch and Fortunes, and had juftly acquir’d 
a mighty veneration from Perfons of all conditions and interefts,yet 
never any took lower and more humble meafures of himlelf. He 
readily profeffes» upon all occafions his unfitnefs for his Office, that 
he was unworthy to be a Bilhop, and. lefs than the leaft of all of that 
*7? ‘it '//*■• place and order, and that it was by the grace of God that he was whit 
he :v./ S . Thus he mov’d in his private Orbe. In his Epifcopal Rati¬ 
on he was a common light to all the Bifhops of that age. His Pro¬ 
vince he govern’d with lingular fidelity and care. He adminiftred 
• A*g. erffl. the holy Fucharift every day, preach’d 0 commonly every Lords 
jay, befides the frequent returns of particular and extraordinary oc- 
Vi^uiu.ib. caiions, and Ipent no finall part of his time in inftru£ting p and pre- 
y. 8? J ' ’ paring the Catechumens for Baptiftn, wherein he took more pains a- 
lone, than any five of his Succeffors could dilcharge. He was the 
moll undaunted Champion for the Catholick Faith, which the IVe- 
flern Church had in thole times, and the moft ftrenuous Afferter of 
Ecclcfiallick Difcipline, the Rites whereof he maintain’d againft all 
opiiofition, without refpe£t of Perlons, or fear of any dangers that 
mi^ht attend it. Offenders he reprov’d with a mighty freedom and 
impartiality, not fparing thehighell, nor declining the moll fierce 
i • n< and violent. He had indeed a natural greatnels and gallantry of 
vrctfpneidf' mind, that made him (peak freely and boldly upon all occafions, nor 
was ^ le by any confidcratious of fear or favour to be moved one hairs 
bmgtiS™ breadth, where the caule of God, and Religion lay at Hake. And 
hiiJioUvw y et none more indulgent to thole that were truly penitent, and wil- 
rbft.aff' ling to obferve the Rules and Cuflomsofthe Church, infomuchthat 
cexxxi. coi. lie was blam’d for it. When any came to him to Confefs r their Of* 
8 r ]?‘ liUn t fences, he wept for them, and with them, and by his own fet their 

dt. * Tears afloat. Their Faults he was infinitely careful to conceal, ne¬ 
ver dilcovcring them to any but God, with whom he interceded for 
their Pardon. He had a very tender fence of the lufferingsof the 
Church, whole neceffitics he was always moll forward to fupply. 
When told of the death of any Bilhop, he was wont to weep moll 
bitterly,and when his Servants endeavoured to comfort him, he told 
them,he did not grieve that Rich a one was dead,but that the good man 
had got the Hart of him, and that it would be lo hard to find a Wor¬ 
thy Perfon to liicceed him. It was no inconfiderable Portion ofhis 
time and pains, that was (wallowed up in hearing and determining 
civil caufes, and the differences that arofc among neighbours, wliere- 
f ctnftf ubt with he was fo crowded, that S. Augttfline f at his firft coming to 
Milan found it a hard matter to get an opportunity of difeourfing 
with him. His Gates were always open, and no man forbidden to 
have accefs to him, nor was there any need of an Ufher to intro¬ 
duce them. Though none more abftemious in his own Perlon, yet 
did he keepHofpitality, wherewith he entertain’d not the poor only,

but Perfons of the greateft Rank and Quality, who took it for an 
honour to have been his Guells, infomuch that Count Arbogafles glo¬ 
ried f in it that he had been familiarly entertain’d at his Table, and f p f ,lin ‘ r °‘ 
Vincent ins Prefed of GW propos'd u it as a Pattern to S. Martin , that "s'sn-ir. 
Ambrofe fcrupled not to Feaft Confnls and Governors at his Houle. 

And within, thole bounds he kept himlelf, never admitting publick p ' 28 °’ 
treatments abroad ; there being three w things he always refolv’d w in 
againft, never to make a Match for any ones Marriage, never toper- 
fwade a man to be a Souldier, and never to go, though invited, to a 
Feaft. Saturday, we oblerv’d before, was one of his dining dayes, 
whereat Monica x S. Angnflirt's, Mother at her coming to Milan was * flsA. rp. 
greatly offended, having oblerv’d that day to be kept as a fblemn co ), ssV^' 
Fall at Rome, and in other places, and wondered why it fliould be 
there a Feftival. A plain Evidence that the Roman Church did not 
in thole dayes give Laws to the Rites and Cuftoms of other places, 
no not to thole that were next door to it. The See of Rome had 
not as yet trampled upon the necks of foreign Churches, which pre- 
lerv’d their Liberties and Ufagcs intire and independant, without do¬ 
ing obeyfance to the Supremacy of S. Peter* s Chair. Accordingly 
S. Ambrofe in his relolution ©f the cafe, wifely advis’d Angst (line and 
Lis Mother to follow his Example, when they were at Rome , to faff 
on Saturday as they did at Rome y and when at Milan, to Feaft, as 
they did there ; and to whatloever Church they came, to oblerve 
theCuftom of that place, that fo they might neither give, nor take 
Offence. 

VI. H I S learning was rather polite, than deep. Some infight he 
had got into the Platonick Philolophy in his younger years, being not 
inconfiderably acquainted, both with the Language and Learning of 
Greece. When he was made Bilhop, lie was little vers’d in Theolo- 
gick Speculations, in the purfuit whereof he advanc’d with fo quick 
a pace, that he leem’dto he infpir’d from above, became a Preacher 
toothers, while he was hut a Scholar himlelf, docerevos c.epi, quod ip' 
fenondidici , as himfelf y con r dTes ; he taught and learnt at the rnedfi:.ioc: 
fame time, informing himfelf, while he inftrudted others. Though ciui0i 
lie traded much in the Writings of lome of the Greet Fathers, and 
thole too the moft bold and venturous, yet he carefully avoided all 
unorthodox and fulpedted dogmata, he let pals the Weeds and gather¬ 
ed only the Flowers, (eparating the precious from the vile, and 
handling Divine Matters with a moft Religious tendernels of mind, 
and with afirtcere refpedt to the known and eftahlifli’d Doclrinc of the 
Church. His ftyle is various according to the different Stibjc&s that 
he manages, but in general ’tis concife and linart, much like that of 
Seneca , but fomewhat more loft and mild. His Dilcourfes are made 
up of round fentences, argute Payings, quick tranfitions, and heufii- 
ally concludes his argument with lorne linart dole at the end of in.- 
The truth is, his ftyle is rather pretty than elegant, the fhortnels and 
hrisknels ofhis Periods isplealant, and leaves a picquancy and quick 
relifli in the Readers mind, and lometlfing ftill to be underftood, ei¬ 
ther not at all exprels’d,or but oblcurely intimated. His works (moft 
whereof he wrote all with his own hand* , unlefs where fieknels * r ; i 


Interpos’d and took him off) are either Tracis (Books purpofely writ- />• 8.

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ttries Among his Tracts there are tome, which arc chang’d to be 
little better than Tranflations out of Greek. Thus S. Jtrom long 
fince obferv’d of his Books de fpiritu fancto, that he borrow d molt 
of them out of a Book of Didymm upon that argument, and in Ins 
transferring ofthem made them worfe ; that he frequently tranlcribes 
the Umk bathers, and Specially Origen. It mult be granted, that 
he makes no little ule of the Greek bathers Writings ; nor is it any 
wonder, that he who came late to the Study of 1 heolop, fhoukl 
make Ibme more than ordinary ule of the helps that had been before 
him, and that lie who was peculiarly skillM m the G reA Tongue 
lliould convey the Trealures of the Eufi into the World, 

without always mentioning the particular port, from whence he 
brought them. No man (as Erafmus well ob erves in tins cafe) 
blames Cicero for being fo converfant in the Books of Plato . and de¬ 
riving thence a good part of his Philofophy into his own Writings; 
’tis Plato's notions in Tally 1 s drels. And yet this is no difhoneft Pla- 
giarilm, hut a warrantable imitation. It mu ft likewile be reman- 
bred that "ftrom (eems to have had a particular pique at b. Ambrof 
of whom' he fcldom (peaks very favourably < Jtrom was a man ol 
nations, one that had no mean Opinion of himfclf, and who leldora 
gives an over-advantageous Charafter, where he thinks himlel over- 
top’d. Though elfewhere he makes honourable mention ol him, 
living that when lie was made Bifhop of Milan, all Italy was loon 
reduc’d back to the Catholick Faith. His Sermons, Homilies, or Ora- 
lions are generally fhort, and delivered in a popular way no great 
number whereof, confidering the frequency ol his preaching, have 
been tranlmittcd to us. Of his Epiftles there are (fill extant eight 
Books, monuments of great prudence and piety, containing cithei 
Hilforical Occurrences of thole times, or Explications ol iorne par¬ 
ticular Texts of Scripture, that by Letter had been propounded to 
him. Laftly, his Commentaries upon the Scripture run much upon 
the Allegorical Brain, and in thefe it is, that lie is chiefly oblige! 
to Or/oen. His Commentaries upon Lake were the early bruit of lm 
Epifcopal Studies: He wrote alfo upon S. Paul s EpiBles, but thole 
extant at this day, are falfly entitled to his name. ,. , 

VII WE have (ecu the man, and the Monuments he left behind 
him. ' And what wonder now if a man thus accompli h’d, a Period 
fo venerable for Ills learning and piety were renowned through the 
World. Indeed the common Suffrage of all antiquity has a lignd 
him the firft place among the four great Doftors of the Utmc Cliuic: . 
Nay even in his Life time he was not only honour d by the more civil 
and polite part of the World, but his name was rtverened even a- 
mong barbarous Nations : Whereof an mrtancc or two (hall 
M When Count Mognftes ‘ had fubdued the franks (his own Countrj- 

d/r.i. 6 , men) and upon the conclufion of a Peace was entertain d by the Pr 

CCS of that Country, he was ask’d among other things, whether be 
was acquainted with Ambrofi. He told them he was, t 'dt hc iad a 
particular intcreft in the man, and had been frequently treated at 
his Table. No wonder then (replyed the Princes) you cany a* 1 
lore you, when you are favour’d and befriended by a man, uho 
to the Sun, ft and, and it Bands Bill. Nor had the Weftern »World 
only this good Opinion of him, his Fame fpread into the remo 
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gionsof the Eaft. Befideshis Correfpondence with S. Baft/, two of 
the wifeBandmoB honourable men in Perfia b having heard the re- b Id ’ ib ‘ * 
port of him, undertook a journey on purpole to Milan, as the Queen 
of Sheba once did to Solomon, to fee him, and put hard queBions to 
him. They came, and by an Interpreter difputed with him from 
morning till night, till they admir’d and were fully fatisfied in his 
incomparable Wildom. And that it might appear that they came 
this chargeable, difficult, and tedious Journey upon no other errand; 
the very next morning they took their leave of the Emperor, and 
juft palling by Rome, only to falute the illuBrious Anicius Probus Pre¬ 
fect of Italy, they return’d dire&ly into their own Country.

an obfeure Village,not far diftant from E/euthero - c ' 32 ‘ p ' 689 
polls g City frequently mention’d by Eufebius b and b ub. otcJw- 
S. Jerom c , and from them may probably be con- 
jeftured to have been fituatenear the Weftern bor- m!'/' ** 
der of the Tribe of Judah : By fome fuppos’d to 
have been the fame with Hbron ,but herein greatly 
miftaken, mine Authors no lefs plainly, than commonly diftinguifh- 
ing thofe Cities. But much farther are they wide of truth, who 
place it in Phvnicia , and intitle that Country to the honour of his 
nativity. His Parents (if we may believe one d who pretends to have a yi u 
been his Scholar, and the Companion of his Life) were Jew, Per- ygjofe.hi- 
fonsof a mean fortune, his Father an Husbandman, his Mother tra- f ftfefe 
ded in the making of Linnen-Cloath ; two Children they had. Epi- fife. T. 
phmins, and a Daughter call’d Callitropes. My Author adds, that at &‘f.ip. sun 
ten years of age he lofl his Father, when their Family was reduc’d to m 
great extremity ; that not long after he was adopted by Tryphon a 
rich Jcwiflj Lawyer, who gave him all the advantages of Education 
according to tfie Jcwifb mode, defigning to Marry him to his only 
Daughter, but fhe dying foon after, and her Father following, Epi- 
ftmnius remained foie Heir of that great Eftate, who taking his Si¬ 
fter home to him (his Mother being by this time dead) they liv’d 
together in great plenty, and with mutual fatisfaflion ; that: going 
one day to the place of his Nativity, where part of the Eftate which 
Triphon had left him lay, he met by the way one Lucian , a devout 
charitable Monk, and being fiirpriz’d with an a£b of unufinl Chari¬ 
ty, which hefivv him do to a poor man, he fell into his acquaintance, 
and was by him converted to Chriftianity, inftru&ed in the Chrifti- 
an Doctrine, and at length baptiz’d, when having fold his Eftate, 
and fettled it upon the poor, at fixteen years of Age he betook him¬ 
felf to a Monaftick Life. All which he relates at large, with infinite 
other particulars of his Life. But I dare not treat my Reader at his 
coft, being an Author of fomething more than fnfpe&ed Credit, and 
therefore plainly difearded by Baronins c himfelf, who is not always * sdAnn.^ii 
over- fhie of doubtful and fuppofititious Writings; though a late learn- '2* 7 t ; 0ri 
ed Writer f more than once quotes him without any fcruple, and /.

fclvcs to pick up fuch palTagcs of his Life, as arc fecur’d to us hy better 
and more unqueftionable Authority. 

II. MIS probable enough that he was born of J; Parents.tlic 
place of his Nativity, and his skill in the Language and CMilloms of 
the TV: vs, above the ordinary rate of learned men in thole times, gi v . 
ing Hi lira'»e to the Conjecture. His Education (whatever the condi¬ 
tion of his Parents was) feems to have been ingenuous and liberal, 
polilh’d by Study both at home, and in foreign part s. In his youth 
he travelled into /Egypt, where \ye may fuppolc lnm ordinarily ve¬ 
nding at Alexandria^ the Athens ol thole paits ot the \\ oiltl, floildd 
to, and frequented by men of learning from all Quarters. Me was 
but young at his arrival there,and his want of experience, and perhaps 
therawnefs of his years,and the unfixtnels ol his Principles made him 
liable to become a Prey, to the flight of men , and the cun mug craft imp, 
whtreby they lye in wait to deceive, Infonuich, that he was in danger 
turtf. of being drawn over to the very work of Setts, that of the U m(f,cs\ 
■xwi. (rh. the common fewer of all ancient Hercfics, into which, the hlthof 
Looji )/. -18. a u t j lc j r i cvv j c fl. Principles and Practices did vent it felf. The Temp¬ 
tation was adapted to his age, the Women of that Sect (who at the 
time of their initiation were wont to put off all fhameand modefty) 
endeavouring by the moft fubtle infinuations, and by all the Arts of 
wantoinicls to bring him over to their Party. By their means he had 
the opportunity (which his curiofity made him willing to take hold 
of) of reading the fencelefs Books of their Religion, and of being 
acquainted with all the fccrct Rites, and abominable M) ftcrics of that 
Scti, which they freely difclos’d to him. This could not but ftartle 
him, and awaken in him all the powers of Reafon and natural Con¬ 
fidence ; and indeed he was fufficicntly apprchciifive of his danger, 
and therefore earneftly implor’d the Divine alTiflancc, and (as he 
thankfully owns the mercy) God who flood by J(fph, and deliver¬ 
ed him from the importunities of his wanton Mifhcls, kept his foot 
from being taken in the fiiare of the fowler. The Women were 
vex’d that he had thus efcap’d their hands, and therefore turn’d 
their follicitaiions into fcorn and derilton, let him goe (laid they to 
one another) we coaid not five the young man, hat we have left hm 
to periflj in the hinds of oar Prince ) Meaning one of thole Soveraign 
Powers (CCCLXV. they had in all) which prefided over the Aas 
of their lewd and beaftly Myftcrics, and (probably) they particu- 
■ ii i\p. h- larly intended Sac/a * , the Prince of Whoredom, whom they placd 
in their fccond Heaven. And indeed they look’d upon it as a Rc- 
proach to them to prove unfucccsful in their attempts. For it was 
their Cuffom, for the more handfom Women to proftitute themlelves 
for the gaining Profelytes (which they call'd faving of them) and 
having done lb, were wont prophancly to infult and triumph over 
thole of their number, whom nature had lefs befriended, in fuch Lan¬ 
guage as this, I ant a chofen lAffel, able, to five, thofe whom I have Je- 
duc'd, which yon for your part coaid not do. Into fo deep a degene¬ 
racy is humane nature capable of falling, as not only to be vile to 
the utmofl: degree of wickcdncls, but when they have been lo, to 
glory in their fhame, and after all, gild it over with the pretence 
and colour of Ileligon.

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III. hi II H A A r 1 0 & having thus broke Ioofe from the Snare 
of the Devil, thought himfelf oblig’d in gratitude to God, and for 
the good ol the World to difeover this damnable and a ecu r fed crew 
There were no lefs than fourlcore of them in the place where he then 
liv’d, who flickered thcmfelvcs under the common profellion of Chri- 
ftians, whole names he prefenteJ to the Bilhops and Governors of 
the Church, and hy that means routed them and their pernicious 
Scd quite out of the City. After this lie betook himfelf k toan ac- - m 
curate obfervat 1011 and imitation of the Lives of thofe pious and de- A*- 
vout Afcetics, for which Afvpt was then fo famous through the Chri- 
Rian World, to whole kritt and Philolbphick manners he conform’d fix.) W 
hinifek. And in this courfc he continued lomc years, till the twen¬ 
tieth year of his age, at what time he return’d back into his own 
Conn trey ,a nd put himfelf under the Dilciplinc of Hilar ion, the father 
and founder ot Monachifm in thole parts. This Hilar/on was born 1 at 1,/; rnn - it 
'lab at hi a Village within live miles of Gaza in the South of Pale (line mill rlf- 
and had been fbmetimes Pupil to S. Antony, the great ylfyptian Her- 
pit, by whole inflitution and example he let up the Moiia kick Life 5^.’io.^’ 
in his own Countrey, planting himfelf in the Deferrs towards the 
Sea feven miles from Maiama, the port belonging to {iaza. In the 
reign of Julian he was forc’d to quit his ow n Countrey, and fled in¬ 
to /Egypt, thence lie fee Sayl for Sicily, where he liv’d ibme time, 
and maintain’d himfelf by cutting wood in the Mountains, which he 
carried on his back, and fold in the Neighbouring City { thence he 
went into Dalmatia, and returning in the latter part of his Life fixt 
his abode in Cyprus, where he dved. Epiph.wius out of gratitude to 
his Maker, wrote his Life in a lliort Encomia kick Letter? as S. TV- 
row did afterwards more at large, wherein he gives a full account 
of his piety and his miracles. Under him Monadiilin began to thrive 
apace, and the lolitudes ot Judea were loon replcnifil’d with devout 
Inhabitants, among whom two were more remarkable, Hfychias and 
Epiphanias ; Hefychins refilled in the fame place with Illarion, and was 
his molt intimate Companion ; Epiphan/us fettled himfelf nc.ir the 
place of his Nativity, where he eretted a Monakery, over which 
he prefided with great care and piety many years, nor indeed did lie 
ever wholly lay alide the Superintendencv and Adminillration of 

it. 

D 7 . IT was now about the Reign of lAlens (for till then, Sozo- 
mn m exprefly fays he remain’d at his Charge in Pal f ine) when 
he was promoted to the See of S.xiimis in Cyprus. How, or upon p,t * 9 ' 
what occafion he came to be chofen to that place, is uncertain : Un- 
lefs we take the account that’s given us by the foremenrioned Wri- n /7( Fphb 
ter "of his Life, who tells us, that having heard that Htlarion had v- 
taken up his refidcncc in Cyprus , he went thitherto falute him and 5 ** 1 . 1 -, 
receive his bleffing. Htlarion kindly entertained him, and after two 
dayeskay, advis’d him to go to Salami's, where he Ihould find a fet¬ 
tled Habitation. It hapned, that the See of Sal.vnis was then va¬ 
cant, and the Bilhops of the Ifland met together about a new Elettt- 
on , by whom the particular determination ofthePerlon was referr’d 
to Pappus, an aged ConfcHbr, and who had been fifty years Bifhop 
0 'Cytria, who going out into the Ear am, laid hold upon li/Minias 
and that (as he affirm’d) by Divine Revelation, and taking him

along with him into the Church, ordain'd him (lift Deacon, then 
Presbyter, and laft of all, hilltop of that place It this account lie 
true (as there’s nothing in it but what’s piobuble cnouj h) then his 
Ordination to that See mull: happen Ibme time between /////.

c. i 6 . mcnt 0 p t hat Church concurrent with the Popedoms of Dam.ijm 
pilliuui. and Smcins, the former of whom entred upon the See of Rom , Ann. 
4 '\i 38 c. CCCLXVI. Salamis , called afterwards ConfDntia, was an ancient 
City, fituate upon one of the Eafhrn Promontories of the IJland, built 
by 7 nicer Son of 'telamon King of Salamis (thence it had its name) 
one of the A A wan Hlands. ’Twas famous of old lor a I emple dedi¬ 
cated to 7 ttpiier, as Paphus was for one to Vrnm, renowned lor being 
the Birth place of Afclepiades the Poet, and Sole?/, the great At hymn 
Law-giver. That which fill \ rais’d it to a reputation in the Clmlli- 
an World, was the preaching and Martyrdom ol S. ^rnaLts, a Cy¬ 
priot by birth, who preach’d the Chriftian faith, and leal d it with 
his Blood in this place. Upon which account; it became t he leat ol 
the Primate, or Metropolitan of the Ifland, and what honours were 
in after-times conferr’d upon it, w e have noted ellewhcre. lint alas, 
the ruins of its ancient gvcatnds are fcarcc viliblc in a poor con tern p- 
tiblc Village at this day, about two Miles dillant from l'ama V ,Jh, 
the now Capital City of the Countrey. Epiphanms being thus ad- 
q s l!)t vantagioufiy planted s, the Fame of the man loon Ipread it jell 
;. 68?. throughout the World. For Salamis being a Port--town, and by that 
means a place of great Commerce and Traffic!*, he quickly grew 
into the notice and veneration of Strangers from all parts, as oil the 
other fide his diligence in his OfTtcc, and the Piety and Charity oi 
his Convcrfation, and the skill and fidelity wherewith he manng d 
even Civil and Secular Adairs, rendered him no lefs dear andac- 
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ceptable to his own People at borne. 

V. IN DR ED fb great was his Reputation and Renown abroad, 
that AddrelTcs w r crc made to him from all parts as the common Ai- 
biter of controverted queftions in Religion, and one 
able to explain the fence of the Catholick Faith. Ann. CCCIAXiu. 
or the beginning of the following year came Letters j to him hom 
Mat hints and Tarfimts in the name of thcmfelvcs and the other 1 ics- 
byters at Sue dr a a City in lamphylia, intreating him to lend tlicman 
accurate account of the Catholick Doarine concerning the Welled 
Trinity, andefpecially the Divinity of the Holy GholL For it leems 
the Macedonian Herefic (which Sozmnen f tells us, diffuse! it le 
through Bithynia, Hellefbont ,and the neighbouring Prov inccs)had iam¬ 
bled hither, and infe&ed many in this Countrey, fo that neglecting 
the ftalc Controverfies about the Son of God (as men are natuially' 
fond of novel errors) they greedily caught up the new-fiartcdla- 
phemies againft the holy Spirit, whofb Deity and Divine Dominion 
they denyed, and whom they degraded into the Clafs and Mining 
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of a Servant and Meffengcr. And though by the Letters which A- 
thwifiis and Ionic others had heretofore wr itten to them about this 
matter, levcral had been reclaim’d from the le pernicious Sentiments, 
yet the Tares were not wholly rooted up, the minds of many conti¬ 
nuing Rill leaven’d witli this Impiety. They belought him there¬ 
fore to give them a full account what was the Orthodox belief in 
this cafe, they having none near at hand able accurately to dileuls 
thole liibtlc and perplex’d queftions, that had been let on footamongft 

them. This Requcft was accompanied likewile with a Letter ‘ from 
h/l.ri, Governor of that City, upon the fame errand, and to the ' ^vt.ubifipr. 
very lame efteft. In anfwer to both he wrote Am-nso/* (as ’tis 
call’d) a large Rr/Jnmfh’i, wherein he particular!)'opens the Dotlrine 
of the Catholick Church in the Articles relating to the levcral Per- 
lons in the Trinity, which lie explains and confirms from Seiipture, 
and vindicates from the molt fpecious Cavils and Pretences which 
the Hereticksiilually made againft it, together with an account of 
the Refurrcftion, and the conlequcnt Articles that depend upon it. 

This Tra£t he ftyl’d the yin cor at 11 , bccaule Ai/chorWke it lerv’d to " fit. 
fix and confirm tollable minds in the knowledge of the Truth, and 
to keep them from being t of s’d to and fro, and carried about with ivr- 
ri wind of Doctrine. In this Book he had among other tilings acci- 
dentally inlerted a Catalogue of the names and numbers of levcral 
Hcrelics, which had infclled the Church in all ages. The notice 
whereof being got abroad, awakened the curiofityof many, and par¬ 
ticularly ol Acacias and Panins, two Ar chi man dr its, or Prefers of 
Mona lie lies in the parts about Pbalccdon, and Ber.ea in Cxhfyria, who 
wrote w to him the next year by Manillas , who being newly inftm- w/ . v , ;>/7 
fted in the Faith, was defirous to be more fully Principled and Con- .viuPmurf 
firm’d by Epiphanim\ by him they excule their not waiting Perlonal- 
ly upon him, which they intended, had not weaknels and infirmity 
conftrain’d them to keep at home, alluring him, they look’d upon 
him as a fcond S. John, one whom God had extraordinarily rais’d 
up to he anew Apoftle and Preacher to the Church. But the main 
bnlinels of the l etter was to beg of him to give them an account of 
the Opinions and Pra&ifesof the Levcra l Heretics that had difturb’d 
the Church ; a task which could not but be infinitely acceptable to 
them and all good men. Hereupon he compos’d his larger Work 
<ifriin/t Hercfies, wherein befides the Hiftorical part, lie makes a par¬ 
ticular Confutation of every Herefic, amounting in all to the number 
of LXXX. which he draws down through the feveral ages of the 
World to his own time, that is, till the eleventh * year o if Valors and , rU.aAa 
Valent ini an, Ann. CCCLXXIV. From this date Baronins >' conceives he n.tn( i>. 7. 
began this work a year before he received the Letter from the Monks y 
of Syria, the Inlcription whereof makes it not written till the fol- 375 ‘ M °’ 
lowing year. But either there’s an error in the date of that Inferip- , 

tion (which being none of Epiphanitis his own might eafily happen) 
or clfe by that date of the XI. of Valais, Epiphanitts intended, not 
that he then began, but only brought down his account to that time. 

It being otherwife certain botli from the Preface, and the beginning 
of the Work it felf, that he fet upon it at the requeft of thofe Syri- 
tn Archimandrites. And whereas in their Letter they tell him, they 
bad heard he had drawn out and afcertain’d the names of the feveral 

Herefics, 
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Hcrefies, tint plainly refers to the paflage in his Avoir at *, where (as 
1 47-v- M , c before ) he lets down their names and numbers, and that 

in the very lame method,where'll he treats of them afterwards.To this 
work he gavo the Title of Panarinm, the Store-bon ft, deligning it lie 
• pr.tf.tr.p. 2. tells us 1 , to be a v.iCotnov tcifg/;yt''d Pbyfick-cfn (I , or Apothecaries 
c* nio0( rcplenilh’d with Antidotes adapted to thole feveral Poyfbns, 

and venemous Wounds, w hich error had made upon the minds ol 
men. But the largenefs of the Work, and the liibtlety of the Con- 
troverfies debated in it, rendered it lels ufeful to unlearned and undi- 
feerning Headers, for whole lakes he afterwards contracted it into an 
sbucxfu/xofis, or lip/tom , that it might become more familiar and 
accommodate to ordinary ufe. Nor was it enough, that he was thus 
imployed at home,the neceffities of the Church call’d for his afliftance 
abroad. Ami. CCCLXXXIl. Gratian and 7 beodojhs fummon’tl a Coun¬ 
cil to meet at Rome to compote the controveifie that hadraisdlo 
much dull in the /•:.*//, about the See of Antioch, polfels’d by P .«• 
linus, and challeng’d by Flavian, whole caule waseljious’d and affer- 
ted by a Synod at this time fitting at CoufhntinopE. Refides the I 1 G 
bnitrn. n?i- jp rn p, j f hops, there arriv’d at /(« lbme out ot the /•...// b , cljvecially 
p ^7 f 1 '*’ Paul inns of Antioch, and our Epipbanins. He lodg'd in the Houle of 
the Lady Put la, Rclitl of toxntitts, a Gentleman of Rome, who en¬ 


tertain’d'him with all poffible kindncls,' happy that Ihc had eotliich 
a Guefl under her Roof. The Afts of this Sy nod are loll, but by the 
event it appears, that the Caule was adjudged for Paulinas. And 
now having done his errand, and leen Rome, and conversd with all 
the. great Perlons there, the next Spring he return’d back to C;- 
pn,s. 

VI. HE had now for many years peaceably governd the Cypmn 
Churches ; when by means of John (who Ann. CCCLXXXVI. liic- 
cecded Cyril in the See of Jmtfilem) he was unhappily involv’d in 
Troubles and Controverfies, that devour’d the latter part of his life. 
Toy the undemanding of which we arc to know, that he Hill retain’d 
a Relation to the Monaftery, call’d Old Ad, which he had heretofore 
erected and conflitutcd near lib:otheropolis in PA flint-, for the better 
adminillration whereof he was tored lomctimes to repair thither,and 
by that means maintain a nearer and more frequent intercourle with 
the Billiop of Jm/fAcm. John was a man proud and palTionate, and 
.. . befidcs of wavering and inconflant Principles : He had herded'with 

idpmmrh. the Arian and Macedonian Party during the late Per (editions in the 
p- »* 3 > Reign of V&lvns, and though lie had delated them upon his promoti¬ 
on to that Sec, yet lie dill retain’d lome kindncls for the old Opini¬ 
ons, especially was a lecret friend to the Do&rines of Origen, where¬ 
to Epipbanins was a profels d Antagonift. 1 his begat mutual jealoulics, 
which at laft burfl out into an open flame. It hapned that 
■ id.H>p.i66. nius preaching d in the Cathedral at Jvrufaltm , dire&ed his nifcourle 
againft the Orient an dogmata. The Bilhop thought himfelf touch d 
with tlie Sermon, and together with his Clergy fbmerimes bv figns 
of anger, fometimes by expreffions of fcorn and derifion fhcwd that 
he fat uncafie, and pitied the doting old man, till not able to hold 
longer, he lent up his Arch-deacon to him, commanding him to ceale 
preaching about thofe matters. And when after Sermon, as they 
were going from the place of the Rtfurnclton to that ol the DvyA 
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People of all forts flock’d after Epipbanins in fiich Crowds, and with 
fiich expreffions of reverence and devotion,that there was no pnffing 
forwards, the others envy began to boyl, and he could not forbear 
telling him to his face, that he purpofely contriv’d and caus’d theft* 
flops. And when at another time the Congregation was born in 
hand that they Ihould again hear Epipbanins , John himfelf flept into 
the Pulpit, and thundred out nothing but fharpinvc&ives againll the 
Herefie of the Anibropomurpbitcs, who affirm, that God has humane 
parts and ilia pc. turning himfelf all the while towards Epipbanins, to 
infinuate a fiifpition into the Peoples minds, that he was guilty of 
that impious and abfurd Opinion. Sermon being ended, the good 
old Billiop flood up, and told the Congregation, that what his Bro¬ 
ther had fpoken againll the Antbropomnrpbitv- Herefie was very well, 
and that he himfelf heartily condemn’d it; but that withal it was 
but juft, that as they condemn’d this Herefie, they fhould condemn 
likewife the perverfe Doctrines of Origen. A motion which the 
Congregation entertain’d with laughter and acclamations to the equal 
fliamc and vexation of their Bifhop. 

VH. HITHERTO they had flood on fome tolerable Terms, 
when John laid hold on an opportunity of openly venting his fpleen! 
and that upon this occafion. Epipbanins?, Mona fiery 1 ‘ was dcflitutc of r r y F.pn. 
aPrieft, who might conftantly officiate the Divine Services amongfl fi- lf >n \ 
them, a task which S. Jcrom and 1‘lncvntius , hot!i Presby ters, who 
liv’d near at band in the Mona fiery at Betbh'bm, out of modelly re¬ 
fus'd to undertake. Complaint hereof being made to Epipbanins by 
the Brethren of the Mona fiery, a fit man was fought for, and Pauli- 
nianus S. Jcromh younger Brother was the Perfon pitcht on for this 
purpofe : But lie out of humility did not only decline it, but refus’d to 
come near any Billiop left lie fhould lay hands upon him. At length 
going along with others to wait upon Epipbanins , then in thole parts, 
about fome bulinefs of the Monaftery, the Bilhop commanded the 
Deacons that were prcPent to apprehend him, and lo overpowred him 
with the weight of his Authority and Perfwafion, that lie unwil¬ 
lingly fiibmittcd to be ordain’d Deacon ; which Epipbanins prcfently 
perform’d in the Parilh-church next to the Monaftery, as after lbme 
convenient time, though with the fame difficulty, he advanc’d him 
to the order of Presbyter, deftgning him as Domcftick Chaplain to 
that Monaftery. The Report hereof was foon carried to John of 
JerufAvm, who was not a little glad of the opportunity. He now 
fill’d every corner with loud Declamations againll Epipbanins, that he 
had violated the Canons of the Church, by taking upon him to Or¬ 
dain out of his own Diocefs, that the Perfon ordain’d e was little bet- f tihr.ad?m- 
ter than a Boy, and if any of his Clergy own’d his Ordination, they 
ihould lofe their place in the Church ; that Epipbanins had traduc’d fh.fxfT’ 
him for an Heretick f ; , and in hispublick Devotions had pray’d for 8 >A'Ann;l 
him in thefe words, Grant, Lord, to John, that he may kA'cvc aright ; f ‘ ,57 ‘ 
that therefore he was refblv’d to make him know himfelf, and to ac¬ 
quaint all parts of the Chriftian World with his unwarrantable 11 n- 
canonical Proceedings, and that if men would not do him right, he 
jummon’d him to a Tryal before the Divine Tribunal. To all this 
bluffer Epipbanins return’d him a gentle Letter, wherein he mildly 
reproves him for his palTionate and unchriltian carriage in this mat¬ 
ter, 
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ter, and lays before him the true (late of what had pals’d ; ajffuring 
him, lie might rather have expeXed thanks for what he had done, 
than that it lliould be made the foundation of a Quarrel; that he 
had done nothing herein, but what in like calcs had been cuftomary 
in his Countrey, whereCacholick Bilhops ordain’d Presbyters with, 
in his Province, yea, that he had deiircd fome (particularly Philo 
and lbioprobus) that becaule his Diocels was wide and large, there¬ 
fore in thole Churches of it that lay next to theirs, they would Or¬ 
dain Presbyters, as occafion requir’d, and provide for the necelfities 
of the Church ; that he of all others had lead: reafon to complain, 
the Ordination being done notin his, but in the Diocels of Eleuth • 
mpolis , and that if any found rhemlelves agrieved, it muft be, asS. 
Jtrom oblervcs, the Bilhop of C.e[ma } who was Metropolitan of the 
whole Province. Tor the age of the Perlon ordained, S.Jcrom adds, 
that lie was not much under thirty, and that Job# himlelf was not 
much above, when he was made Bilhop, and had ordained others at 
that very age, whereat P anlinianes was made Presbyter. Blit the 
*Z, f . prr. truth was, as Epiphanies tells h him, it was not fo much the bufinefs 
nut. of Pauli manes that had mov'd his Choler, the root of the matter lay 
deeper, ’twas that he had rubb’d him lometimes with his Affetfion to 
Origin and his Opinions; whom he had charged as the Parent of Ari- \ 

atlifm , and other dangerous errors; twas the touching this tender 
firing had offended his ears, and put him into luch an angry ferment: ; 
for the Charge of traducing him in his Devotions, ’twas a great mi- 
lfake, he might be confident lie was not guilty of lo much rudenefs, 
but bore a greater Reverence towards him ana his Office, than lo to 
vilifie him before the People, that he had done but what was ufual j 

in the conclufion of the publick Prayers, to pray for him as lie did ! 
for all other Bilhops, that God would keep him, and grant him to 
Preach the word of Truth : That therefore he paffionately befought 
him elpecially to renounce all Communion with Origensy or any other 
Heretical Opinions, to which end he lays before him eight levcral 
Principles afferted by Origtn y which he defires him as a Sptcimen to 
confider, and to come off roundly in thole points, and to defert all 
thole that pertinacioufly adhered to them. 

VIII. BUT John has not yet done with his Charge, he further 
' r.f K hi ifi. acctifes ’ liim of injury and violence, and that he had in a manner 
ib. in (m. robb’d oncofthc Churches in his Diocels. The truth of which calc 
was thus. Epiphanies in his way to Bethel came to a Village called 
Anablatha , where cfpyinga Church, he turned in to offer up liis Pray¬ 
ers. Entring into the Church, he beheld a Curtain hanging over the 
door, whereon was painted the Image of Cliriff, or Ionic Saint. De¬ 
tailing liich Innovations in the Church, exprefiy contrary to the Au¬ 
thority of the holy Scriptures (as himfelf tells us) he tore the Cur¬ 
tain, and advifeu the Churchwardens to make ule ol it rather as a 
Shroud to bury the dead. They told him that fince he had torn that, 
’twas but rcafonable lie lliould give them another, that was not ob¬ 
noxious. This lie immediately promis’d, and after fome time lent 
the belt he could get, defiring the Bilhop to convey it to the Pres¬ 
byters of that place, and that he would henceforward take care, that 
luch painted Curtains being againfi our Religion, lliould not be hung 
up in the Church of Chrift, it being much more liis duty to be 

watchful 
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watchful and follicitous,to remove an occafion of fcruple that was uil- 
worthy of the Church of Chrift, and the People committed to his 
Charge. A palfage fo clearly expreffive of the DoXrine and PraXice of 
the Church in the point of Images n that age,'that the Champions of 
the Church of Rome are at infinite lols about it. Some of them lay 
that the good Bilhop treated the PiXure with that refentment, be- 
caufe he fuppoted it to have been the Image of fome infamous Per- 
fon, ufurpine the place of a Saint 5 others that this Epiftle isfpuri- 
ous, and fallfy Fathered upon Epiphanies ; others that this latter part 
of it only is Suppofititious, added by a later hand; and this way 
goe Baronies, BelUrmin y and the molt, without any Authority, or 
juft pretence of reafon. And therefore Baronies after all the pains 
he had taken to make it teem an impofture, dares not yet be very 
confident of his own Conjefture. Wherefore others difeerning thele 
Shifts and Artifices to be weak and delperate, allow the Story, but 
withal decry Epiphanies as a downright IconocUft, an enemy to Image 
Worlhip, and therefore to be little regarded in this cafe. And if 
they put it upon that IlTue, we are content. Nor indeed is this the 
only Teftimony Epiphanies has given in this matter .- The Fathers 
* of the tecond Nicene Council, the great Patrons of Image-worlhip, k synod, n;~ 
have recorded another to our hand. Take heed ("lays Epiphanies) to c<en ‘ n - Aa - 
jour [elves y and hold fafi the Traditions which you, have received, tern- 
i»g neither to the right handy nor to the left; and keep this contineally 
in tnindy never to introdece Images into Churches y nor into the Church • 
wds of the Saints \ bet have God always in your minds and memories. 

After which *tis added, that the fame Father publilh’d other Did 
courtes m confutation of Images, which they that are curious and 
inquifitive might eafily meet with. And though *tis true, the good 
Fathers of the Synod queftion the validity of that Teftimony, yet 
upon what weak and frivolous pretences they do it, any man may at 
firft light diteern, that will but be at the pains to look into the wile 
Proceedings of that Council. But I return. 

IX. The Spirit of the man was too far exulcerated, to be heal’d 
with any Lenitives, or calm Replyes which Epiphanies could return j 
His Choler ftill boil’d againfi: him, and the Monks of Pale (line that 
iided with him, elpecially S. Jerom, who took part with Epiphaniesy 
and fo gall’d the other with iiistart Reflexions, that he fufpended 
1 him the Execution of his Miniftry,and Communion with his Church, 1 nitr.adpani. 
and endeavoured m to drive him out of the Countrey, though his £ J 7 * 
attempt that way took no effeX. Good men were much troubled opt, p*.iwJ 
atthefe unhappy Diflentions, and heartily wilht a Compofiire. A- 
Jiong the reft Count Archelaus n interpofed, and prevail’d with the ?. 

Parties concern’d to meet in order to it. Time and place were appoint- * ’ ,8o; 
ed, and a great number of Monks and others repaired thither to tee 
what would be the iflue of this Conference, when after all, John the 
Bilhop did not appear, but tent a trifling excule, chat a certain Ma¬ 
tron, whom he could not leave, was lick, which hindred his com¬ 
ing at that time. The Count fent him word, that they would ftay 
1 day or two longer, if he would then come. But all in vain, the 
Woman was ftill fick, and the lame Excule muft ferve the turn. By 
this’twas evident to all impartial Oblervers, that he diftrufted his 
Caufe,and durft not abide a Tryal, fo that refufing to give Epiphanies 
K k k any 
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any anfwcr, cither by word or Letter, the good okl L.fhopwroiu 
to the Monks, not to Communicate with him, till he had given la- 
tislnftion in thote points of Herefic, whereof lie flood inipcackr 
lint li. far was he from that, that he let him elf to make a wider 
breach, and what he had formerly threatned, that the W 01 Id fl ould 
ring of ablings, he now put in Execution, writing let¬ 

ters into all parts, and among the reft, probab y, to I Inv, 0 \ 
WAWW.«, who either at his invitation or of Ins own accord lent 
lfi,l„re " his Presbyter with Letters into Pah/lim, if poffible, t0 Um¬ 
pire and Compote the difference, but Ifidon w as unde, hand too 
good a friend to Origeuijm, to do any thing that might pre,ud,ce the 
Caufe ofthe Bifhop of *7 ernfalc?n, to whom and Ins ait) he\\iote 
beforehand, that they fhouldftand their ground, and not be right- 
ed with any terrors or threatnings, that he would come dnettly to 
7and at his arrival, make the attempts of their Advcrlarics 
fly before him, as Smoke is difperfed in the Air, or as Wax melts 
at the prefence of the fire. And when lie did come, he took no care 
to purnie the ends of his Legation : Thrice indeed he gave meeting 
to the other Party, and entertain’d them with the Commands of Ins 
Maher, and a parcel of finooth words tending to Peace, but conceal d 
the betters which Theophihs had Pent to them. And whcnS 


delivered to TbwpbilJ, wherein after he bad complemented Imn with 
ibmc flattering infinuatiors, that as a manol God, adoind with Aro- 
floliek grace, lie did even in the m.dft of all Ins Aflairs at home fa. 
ftain tlie care of all the Churches, and efnccially the Church of> 
rnfalem (though as S. Jerom notes, this had been a httei Audi els to 
the Bifhop of L.e/area) he proceeded to make an odious rcprcfcnta- 
tion of his Adverfaries *, and bccaule lie had been charge! with Or/- 
... , deni an Errors % eight wliercof Ppifhan-'us had objected to him, lie 

,«i- l |ioi|gl]t himfcl y oblig’d to offer Ibmcwliat in his own Vindication; 
but pairing by all the greater points, lie touch d only upon three ot 
the Ids material, and that too in fo loofeand care els a manner, as it 
there were no doubts concerning them, or that they dtd notdelervc 
a more dole and accurate difeutfion. However his Letter having as 
good a Friend as Ifidore tor its Interpreter, we may be lure would be 
made to fpeak fair for him at Alexandria. 

X. THREE years r Epipban'ns had waited for latistaction, anil 
• MJ-p-itv bad patiently born the injuries which John had thrown upon him, 
hoping that at lafthc would clear his Reputation, and do right to 
Truth But he found the man incurable, and that the only u e he 
made of his filence, was to fill the World with clamours agamft ■ 
He rcfolv’d therefore to be no longer wanting to himlclf, but di patclit 
awav Letters f to all the moft confiderable Churches, to the Bifnops 
of Pale (line, to Alexandria, and etpecially to Pope Sinews *tRm> 
where Johns Complaints had made the loudeft node. But betaufe t 
Corn rover fie was not clearly underflood there Panm*cbu« a karn a 
Gentleman of Rome, who upon the death of his W lie 1 f"" 1 * 1 
taken theMonaftick Rule upon him, wrote to S. Jerow, defiling trom 
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him a full account of this matter; which he accordingly gave him

XII. Anti here the Controvcrfie might have flept and dyed, had 
not 7 bcophih/s thought good to awaken it, to minifter to his private 
malice and revenge* l our Brothers there were from the winds ot 
their Stature call’d Long/, who prefided over the A'gyPtun Monalle- 
ries, Diofcurns , Aw/non/us, Enfib/ns and hutbym/ns , all of them re- 
nown’d for their learning and pious Lives, in great favour with rk- 
ophilm, , who receiv’d them with all unaginable kindnefs and lefpea 
Diofcurns , though unwilling, he confecrated Biftiop of Hmmpolu 
and two others of them he in a manner fore d to live with him at A- 
lextndri.t and made them Stewards of the Revenues of his Chinch. 
But they weary of the cares of a Secular Life, as too great an in- 
trenchment upon their Pious and Philofophick genius, and much more 
weary of Ibcopbitns's griping and covetous prattfles, who put them 
upon ill courfes to advance his Projeas, refolved to return back to 
their beloved Solitudes. The Bilhop did what he could to diffwade 
them from it, but when he perceived their Resolution unalterable, 
and much more the Reafon that made them defert him, he began to 
ftorm, and threaten he would be even with them, which they little 
regarding went back to the Monafteries. At the fame time he fell 
•fcr.tf.Ma. out with jfidon, « who had not long fince alfo been lus Favourite, 

/>• 77 J * partly becaufe he refus’d to be Witnefs to a Will pretending that 

rbcolhilush Sifter was left Heirefs to a certain Hftate partly becaule 

being Trealurer for the poor, he had denyed Ibeoph/lus a Sum ot 
Money towards his magnificent Buildings, telling him twas much 
better to cloath the Backs, and refrefh the Bowels of the poor, which 
are the true Temples of God, than to lay it out upon Roofs and 
Walls. Theophilns vex’d to be thus defeated and reproach d, let hum 
. lelf to mine him, PnlUdius x adds, that in a lolemn Confiftory he ar* 
raign’d him of no lefs than Sodomy upon a forg’d Writing, and when 
baffled in that, fuborn’d a young man to (wear the Charge, whole 
Mother difeovered the Plot, and produc’d the Money that had been 
given her Son. However putting the beft face he could upon it, 
lie excommunicated and ejetted Ifidore, who not knowing how iar 
it might be fafe for him to ftay longer there, fled to Mount Attrt*, 
where he had been brought up in his younger years, whonW/*- 
ophilus followed with Letters to the Bilhops of thole parts com¬ 
manding them to caft him and his Partizans out of thole iolitary 
Recedes : The Monks hearing what was done, and pitying the har 
cafe o i Ifidore, refolv’d that a Committee of their number, and^/j- 
monim in the Head of them fhould go to Alexandria, to t^t^ 
the Bilhop about this matter. Tbeoph/lus at firft promifed to relt 
Jfidore to Communion, and being oft urg’d with his Pj on } lfe > 110 p • 
courage any more fucli Addreffes threw one of the Monks into U 

Ion : Nay, we are told, that he threw the Tippet that he had abou 

him over Ammoniums neck with his own hands, and beating him abo 
the Face, till he was all bloody, with a ftern angry Voice, Hwtrt, 
laid he, Anathematize Origen, though not the leaft occahon tor any 
fuch Difcourfe was offered at that time. But Ammontns and Ins t on 
pany voluntarily went to their Fellow in Prifon, and retuled to ^ 
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out thence, till Tbeopbilas himfelf came and fhould fetch them out. 

Afterwards they yielded to go to him, who having askt their pardon 
for what had been done, quietly difmift and lent them home. 

XIII. BUT how Imooth loever he might appear without, his Paf- 
fion boil’d up within. He had not forgot his former quarrel to D/of 
enrus and his Brethren, and though in his late rude treatment of Am ~ 
monws he had given him a taft of his kindnels, yet he refolv’d now to 
pay them home all together ; which yet he could not effett, but by 
creating a difference between them and the other Monks; who held 
them in a mighty efteem and veneration. And no way could he think 
of fo proper for tliis, as again to let on foot among them the late buri¬ 
ed controvcrfie. He knew Ammonias and his Brethren were ftiff Af¬ 
ters of the Incorporeal Opinion, which the maintained of were 
wont to make good among other ways by the reafons and authority of 
Origcn. This he fpread abroad by Letters in the Monafteries, advifing 
them to beware of Diofcnras and his Brethren, who following the 
Do&rine of Origen, (ought to introduce an impious opinion, that God 
was Incorporeal, and had not according to the Teftimony of Scripture 
cither Eyes, Ears, Hands or Feet. The defign quickly took, and the 
far greater part of the Monks being fi.mple and illiterate, were for the 
groii; and abfur’d part of the queftion: But what they wanted in learn¬ 
ing, they made up in Zeal, bandying the cafe not with accurate Dif- 
putings, but with noife and clamour. The DifTentions ran high, 
and grew irreconcilable, and names of reproach were fixt upon each 
Party, the Aflertors of Corporeity fcornfully ftyling the others Origen - 
ills as they on thecontrary branded them with the Title of Anthropo - 
morpbites. And that he might yet caft a further mift before mens eyes,he 
conven’d a Synod >' at Alexandria,where in frequent Sefflons the Caule T a? . 
of Driven was ventilated,and many dangerous propofit ions gathered out siv. 

of his Writings were produc’d, which his friends not daring to de- *"£ a *'* 
fend, cryed out, that the places had been corrupted, and the things 
fraudulently inlerted by Hereticks, a thing not to be wondred at, 
when they had not fcrupled to offer violence to the Gofpel it lelf; that 
therefore the body of his Works was not to be thrown away becaufe 
of lome adulterated paflages, which a wife Reader would eafily di- 
ftinguifh, and might reject what was corrupt, but retain what was 
Catliolick truth. But this plea was over-rul’d, it being reply’d, that 
there were Books enough, which the Church receiv’d, that the read¬ 
ing thofe Books was not to be allow’d, which would do more mifehief 
to the limple and unwary, than they could do good to the Wife and 
Learned, and therefore good and bad were to be rejetted, and the 
Tares and Wheat to be thrown out together. The ifTue was, that no 
man fhould read, or keep by him the Books of Origen . And though 
this was nothing to the cafe of Diofcuru* and his Brethren, whom Tbe- 
ophilus knew to be far enough from patronizing any of Origen s obnox¬ 
ious opinions, they only ufinghis authority to refell a pernicious and 
fencelefs Impiety, yet it ferv’dhis turntoraife a duft, and to clap a 
bad name upon them, and then expole them to the cenlure and hatred 
of the People, who perhaps would never enquire how they came to 
have that name put upon them. 


XIV. AND 
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XIV. AN I) this 'tis like the Synod had been told, had the Monks 
been there : lint it leems they were never liimmon’d *, ‘JhmphU^ 
wifely forcleeing, that had they been call’d, his adtions rnuft | lavc 
been rifled into, and his fraud and ill arts would have been brought to 
light. And therefore he never proceeded againft the body of the 
Monies, but only againft Ami'wus and his brothers, againft whom 
he procur’d a Synodal Sentence. Nay, if wc may credit what EalU- 
thus further relates, he procur’d live pe.Tbns, men of no authority or 
account amongft the Monks, and therefore more likely to be pliable 
to his deligns, 1 one of whom he confccrated Bilhop (though but of a 
little Village, there being no City to fet him over) a fecond Pref- 
byter, the three others Deacons. To tilde Confidents of liis he deli¬ 
vered Libels of accufation againft the Brethren, which himfe If had fra¬ 
med, and which they liiblcrib’d, and afterwards delivered to him in 
the face of the Church. He, as if he had known nothing of the mat¬ 
ter, took the Libels at their hands, which he immediately prefented 
to the A«» it (Id Prxfet, or Vice-Boy of Egypt, intreating his War¬ 
rant and alTtftance, that thole infamous perfons might be expel I’d the 
Country. His requeft was loon granted, and being now armed with 
the (iivil Power and attended by a company that would do his work, 
whom to that end he had well warm’d with Wine, away he gees at 
night for Mount Nuria ; and fir ft he leizeth upon Diofurnt , whom 
fie depos'd, and committed to his /Ethiopian Slaves, taking into his 
own poftelfion his F.pilcopal Sec, though of as great antiquity as any 
in thole parts ; it having been the place 3 where Jffipb and the blefted 
Virgin refted with our Infant-Saviour, when they fled into E?rpt. 
Next he eoestothe Monaftcries, the plunder whereof he permitted to 
the Souldiers, but not finding the perfons he lought for, he firft let 
fire to their Cells, and burnt their Books, and among them their Bi¬ 
bles, and tlie very portions of the F.ucharift, and as thole who were 
eye witneffes affirm’d, a little youth into the Bargain, and then re¬ 
turn'd back in Triumph. The truth is, the three Brothers upon the 
firft news of his approach had hid thcmfelves in a Well, the mouth 
whereof being covered over with a mat prov’tl a lafe flicker to them. 
The danger being over,and they well knowing thofe parts would afford 
them no proredion left the Country, and with Diofcurus (who had 
made his efcapc) fled into Pair (tine , firft to 7 erafil?n , and then to 
Scytbopolis (anciently call’d Rcihfan, fituatc in the half Tribe of Ma¬ 
nages on this fide Jordan) where, as being heft furnifh’d with Palm- 
trees, the leaves whereof the Monks made great ule of in their ordina¬ 
ry mechanical operations, they feared thcmfelves. Hither repair’d to 
them great numbers of their old company, about LXXX. lay lome ; 
CXXVI. nay CCC. lay others.But 7 be op bHits his malice ftopt not here, 
he wrote to the Bilhops in Palefiine in a ftrain lordly enough, that 
they ought not without his advice to have received thefe Fugitives, but 
in that their ignorance might cxculethcm, and he would pals it by, 
bur that for the time to come they fhou Id notin any way of Con¬ 
vert either Civil or Sacred, entertain them. However here they 
continued, till hearing that Ibeopbilus defign’d MelTengers to Confati- 
timple , to complain againft them at Court, they conceiv’d it heft to 
he beforehand ; fo Diofcurus and levcral others repaired thither, where 
Chnfoftom, then Arch-bifhop of the Imperial See, receiv’d them with 

all 
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a {| due kindnels and refped. By the whole carriage of this affair and 
what follows in relation to Chryfofhw , it evidently appears that 7 b,:o- 
tfj'lus indulg’d paffion and prejudice beyond what became a good man. 

I know an attempt has lately been made to vindicate and relieve his 

memory, and to that end the whole ftory of his Tranfadions with 

thefe Egyptian Monks, has been call’d in queftion, and reprelented as 

apiece of Forgery, contriv’d by the Qrigenian Monks to impofe upon 

the World. But this is a liberty which I confefs I dare not take. The 

ftory is not only related by Socrates and Sozowen, men of credit enough 

in other matters, and who had no particular intereft to lerve in this, 

who liv’d, if not in, very near that time, and were acquainted with 

lome of the perfons concerned in it, but it is very minutely related 

by EallaJi/ts, (or who-ever was the Author of that Dialogue) who 

with Cbn'f(htw was concern’d in lome part of the ftory, and 

was very familiarly acquainted both with the Perlons them- 

Iplvcs, a;’/.I the whole management of the bufinefs. I do not deny but 

thole that favoured the Qrigenian way might let out Thcaphiltts ill 

his wovft light, and might'put a keener edge upon fomeof his A&i- 

ons, than perhaps they deferv’d. But to lay that the whole Story 

is feign'd, becaule Sozowen lays his Friend, whom he could truft, 

had one particular paflage in it from the Monks thcmfelves (for what • 3. 

Snzonien fays c of that, refers only to the Caules of 7 heopbilus his dil- c. 12. ?. 772. 

plea line againft Jfibre) is too hard, and would open too wide a gap. 

For luppofe he had had the whole Relation from them: Is no man to be 
believ'd in his own Ciufe ? Or can any man he fo fit to tell the particu¬ 
lar Cirnimftances of his Cale, as he that fitters them ? And indeed if 
the credit of a Story fo particularly related,to well attefted, muft be de- 
llroy’d nicer I v for a few furmiles, which a witty man may ftart in any 
matters of Faff,! Icarce know what parts ofChurch-ftory can be lecure. 

XV. THUS far we have deduc’d the general Story, we Iball 
now bring it home particularly to Epipbanins. Tbeopbilus having Sy¬ 
nodic;* lly condemn’d Origenifm , wrote an Encyclical Epiftlc to the 
Churches abroad, to give them an account of what he had done: 

And becaule Epipbanins by realonof his age, and his lingular piety 
and learning, was a Pcrlon of greateft Authority at that time, he 
was dcfirous *1 to gain him to his Party. Not that heretofore he 'Sw.i.s. 
had quarrel I’d with him for being an Jntbropomorpbite , and to gain c ( 0 l °J' L j} ‘ 
his Friendlhip, did now diftemble himlelf to be of that Opinion (as f . 14. p. 
Socratfs and Soznmen reprefent it) for though John of Jerufalem did 
once infinuate liich a fufpicion, (and Raffirms c it leems took it up, and 
gave countenance to it) yet Epipbanins A id immediately dilown and p. a4e . 
proteft againft it: But he knew well it would be of mighty advan¬ 
tage to his Caufe, to have fo near a Neighbour, and lo confiderable 
a Pcrlon on his fide. To him therefore betides the general Epiftle, 
he wrote f more particularly, to let him know that with the Sword ;,{f“ 
of the Gofpel he had cut in pieces thofe Qrigenian Serpents, that had f . 3 ‘ 09 . * 
crept out of their holes, and had clecr’d Mount Nitria of that pefti- 
lent Contagion ; that now ’twas his part, who had been ah old Soul- 
dier in thefe Conflids, to fupport and relieve thofe that were fight¬ 
ing, and in order thereunto to fummon together all the Bilhops oi his 
Ifland, and to lend their Synodical Letters to Confiantinople and elle- 
wherc, that both Origen and his Herefie might by name be condemn’d 
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by common content; that he fliould alfo give notice hereof to the 
Bilhops of lfauria, Pampbylia, and the neighbouring Piovinces, that 
they alfo might do the like. And that the bufinels might meet with 
no delay, he advis’d him to (end a fpecial Meflenger, one of his Cler¬ 
gy with the betters to Conftantinople (as he himfelf had lent the 
Heads of the Nitnm Monafterics, with other very confiderable Per- 
lons on the lame errand) who might be able to give a latisfa&ory 
account of what had pals’d .Epiphanius likea good-natur d man was ea- 
fily drawn into the engagement, efpecially being atted by a great Zeal 
againft Orient Cm. Forthwith he lends Theopbilu* s Epiftle with a 
tE rt. jp. Hi- Letter s of his own to his old Friend S.Jer°m* telling him in Tri- 
tr. ib.p- 31 >• umpli, that Amalcch was now utterly deftroy d, and the Iroplieesof 
the Crofs erefted upon Mount Repbidim, and that as IJrael overcame 
by Mofes lifting up his hand, fo by the endeavours of Tbeopbiks a 
Banner had been let up againft Origen upon the Altar at Alexandria, 

‘ sr.r. & sox. That done, he convocatea h all the Bilhops of Cyprus, and maSyno- 
loc.aut. ^j ca i way condemn’d and prohibited the reading of Origens works. 

An account of all which he lent in a Letter to Cbryfoftom to C onftan- 
tinople, defiring, that both he himfelf would abftain from reading 
Ori[en r s Writings, and that calling a Synod of his Bilhops, he would 
pals the fame Decree, as they had done in Cyprus. But C hryjoflom 
feeing further into the bufinels than he did, refus d to meddle in it, 
being nothing mov’d either with his importunity, or the MelTagehe 
had receiv’d from Alexandria . . ^ _ . t ~ . , 

XVI. E PIPHANIVS finding this Affair neglefted above.re- 
folv’d himfelf, though at that age, to go to Conftantinople, and foil- 
cit the Caule in his own Pcrfon, no doubt prompted herein and 
fpurr’d on by 7 heophilus his inftigation. So taking with him a Copy 
of the Synodal Sentence he went Aboard, and letting Say!, he ar¬ 
riv’d at a place call’d Hebdomon , feven miles from Conftantinople. Here 
he landed, andentring into a Church, which the late Emperor lot- 
odoftns had eretted there, and dedicated to the honour of S. John the 
Baptifl, he celebrated the Divine Offices; and this being one ot the 
Churches that at the Emprcftes Charge flood out againft the Bilhop, 
they complain’d they wanted one to bear part in the publick lolemn 
x At Ann. 402 . Service, lo he ordain’d a Deacon for them. Nor need lUroms 1 
f> ‘ 47 ’ wonder at this, and fiippofe the Hiftorian miftaken in it, it being no 
more than what Epiphanius had done heretofore in another man s 
Diocefsin Pale(lme, nor is it likely the Hiftorian fhould be miftaken 
in a thing of that nature done not full forty years before he wrote; 
but to put the Cafe part all Difpute, we find Chryjoftom objefting it 
to Epiphanius afterwards. This done, he fet forwards for the City. 
Cbryfofiom hearing of his approach, went out attended with the whole 
body of his Clergy to receive him with all due honour and reip e yb 
and kindly invited him to take up his refidence with him in the tpn- 
copal Pallace. But he plainly fhewed he came with a pre-conccived 
prejudice, for refilling the civility of the Invitation, he took up ni 
Lodgings in a private Houfe, where gathering together what Bilhops 
were then in Town, he fhewed them what Decrees had been made 
againft Origens works, both in Cyprus and at Alexandria , but wit - 
out exhibiting any material Charge againft them. Some of the - 
fhopsoutof reverence to the man complyed with his perlwafion^^^*^ 
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fiibfcrib’d the Decrees, but the greateft number refus’d, and among 
tlicin Tbeotimus the Scythian Bilhop according to the plain manner of 
his Countrcy bluntly told him, for my part, Epiphanius, I Jball not 
take upon me to dijbononr a Perfon dead Jo long finer, and who dyed with 
ft fair a Reputation for learning and piety, nor (ball l prefume to condemn 
what our Anceftors never re jetted, efpecially ftnee I know of no ill Dottrine 
in OrigenV works. And with that he pluck’d out one of Origen* s 
Books, which he read before the Company, and fhewed to contain 
Bxpofitions agreeable to the fence of the Church. Adding, that 
this was an abfurd and dangerous Courfc, and that they that con¬ 
demn’d thefe Expofitions, were not aware that they condemn’d the 
Subjects upon which thole Books were written. 

XVII. B Y all that had been done Cbryfofiom was not yet difeourag’d 
from treating Epiphanius with that refpecl that was due to his age 
and place. He ftill urg’d 1 him to come and refide in his Houfe, and « socr.ib.cA4, 
that they might not only eat, but pray and ferve God together. To * 3 2 °- 
which he return’d this anlvvcr, That lie would neither eat nor pray ib,c ' l W'W 
with him, till he had banilh’d Diofcurus and his Party out of the 
City, and had fubferibed the Decree againft: OrigerPs Writings ; 
whereto the other replycd, that it were apiece of unreafonable ralh- 
nefs and folly to do any thing in this matter, before it had come 
under a publick Debate and Examination. S. Cbryfofiom* s Enemies 
were not to be told what ule to make of this Difference, for finding 
Epiphanius forward enough, they pufli’d him on to all rafli and unacP 
vifed attempts, and this among the reft. There was to be the next 
day a great Affembly in the Church dedicated to the Apoflles ; hi¬ 
ther they agreed Epiphanius fliould go, and (landing up, fhould be¬ 
fore the whole Congregation firft: condemn Or/gen's Writings, next 
Excommunicate Diofcurus and his Company, and laftly redetft upon 
Chryfoftom as Tiding with them : By which means they did not doubt 
but they fliould expofc him to the Cenfiire, if not hatred of the Peo¬ 
ple. This Defign was difeovered to Cbryfofiom , who the next morn¬ 
ing juft as Epiphanius was going into the Church, lent him this MeT 
fage by Serapion his Deacon,that he hadftrangely violated the Canon9 
of the Church, firft in that he had taken upon him to Ordain in 
his Diocefs, then that by his own Authority without any leave from 
him he had celebrated the Divine Service in his Churches, laftly 
that being once and again invited, he had refus’d to come at him, 
and ftill indulg’d himfelf in this Liberty ; that he had bed therefore 
take heed, left raifing a Tumult and Sedition among the People, the 
danger fhould finally return upon his own head. The timorous old 
man was ftartled at the Meftagc, and immediately retir’d, and not 
long after left the City. 

XVIII. NOR had he much better fuccefs at Court. It hapned 
k that the young Prince, Arcadius his Son, lay at this time dangeroufly k So ^ m 
fck; the Emprefs Eudoxia was infinitely concern’d for him, and Lent p.77?« 

for Epiphanius (the fame of whofe Piety and Miracles had fill’d all 
places) to defire him to intercede with Heaven for the Princes Life. 

He told her the Child would recover, if file would but turn off and 
dilcard Diofcurus and his Heretical Company. The Emprefs reply¬ 
cd, it’ God pleafe to takeaway my Son from me, his Will be done, 
the Lord gave, and'tis be that takes away again : And for your felf, were 
L11 you 
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vou able to raife the dead, your own Arch deacon liircly had not dy. 
ed- Meaning Critohn, one of his Domellick Attendants, whom lie 
had made his Arch-deacon, and who was lately dead. She perceiv’d 
what it was that ft lick with him, and therefore advis d Ammonias 
and his Brothers to go and wait upon Epipbamns. I hey did fo,and 
when he enquired who they were, Ammomus -told him, they were 
the LomL that came out of fiyypt, and dcfired to know, Whether he 
had read any Books, or convers'd with any Di cip es of theirs ? He 
anfwered no ; upon what account then, rcplyed Ammonias , have 
vou judg'd them to be Hercticks, whofe Opinion you arc a Stranger 
to and whom you have never ConviCted. Epipbamns anlwered,he 
had heard lb of them. But we, faid Ammon'rn, take a quite contra¬ 
ry Courle ; we have oft met with your Scholars, and have read your 
Books, that elpecially call’d the Ancorate ; and when many have be- 
fpattered and call’d you Heretick, we, as became us towards fo venera¬ 
ble a l ather have ftood up for you, and taken your part, and defend¬ 
ed your Caufe againft all Oppofition. Wherefore neither ought you 
by mecr bearfay to have condemn’d the abfent, and charge them with 
things whereof you had no juft Arguments to Convince them, nor 
thus to requite tliofe, who had fpoken fo well of you. The good 
man was a little afhamM with the Rebuke, and afterwards treated 
them with more calmnefs, and then difmift them. Soon after he pre- 
pa i’d for his return, being either weary of the errand he had under- 
taken, or warn’d by God of his approaching difTolution. 

XIX. THE report went, that at parting Chryfoftom and he took 
leave of each other, with this odd Farewell, I hope, laid he to Cbnfo- I 
(lorn that you (ballnot dye a Bijhop ; whereto the other rcplyed, I hope \ 
yon null never come fafe into your own Country. This if fo, fliews that as 
wife and good men may fallout, and be tranfported by impotent and 
unrealonable Paflions, fo God fometimes takes men at their Word, 
whips them with their own Rods, and luffers them to reap the Fruits 
of thole rafh and ill-advifed Willies, which a calm and compoled 
Reafbn would have prevented ; as in this Cafe it came to pals, Chry 
foftom dying in Exile, and the other never coming home alive. As 
lie was going to take Ship, he turr’d to the Bifhops that waitcdup- 
on him to the fhore, 1 leave you (laid he) the City, the Court, and tht 
Scene. I am voinc, for I baften away, and that apace. The Ship was 
quickly under Sayl, and carried him out of fight, a fit Monitor ot 
that fudden departure that now attended him, for he dyed on bnip- 
• yit. npipb. board during the Voyage. Polybius 1 that pretends to have been his 
ap. Sur. n. Companion in this very Voyage, gives us a particular account or ms 
ixm. &c. laft hours> and t h 0U gh I cannot recommend this with the lame ami- 
ranee, I have done the reft, yet it containing nothing but what s pro¬ 
bable enough, I Ifaall briefly fet it down. Being fat down in his a- 
nartment, he held, as his Cuftom was, the New Teftament in n 
hand, and with flghs and tears opened the Book, and then foldedi it 
up, and wept again ; then he arofe and prayed, and after lat dov , 
and turning to his two Attendants, ljaac and Polybius began m 
tears to Difcourfe to them to this effeft. “ That if they lov d mm, 
u they Ihould keep his Commandments, and then the lovei 
“fliould abide in them; they knew through how many Afflictions 
u he had pafs’d in his time, which yet he did not think burden o > 
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but was always chcarful in any thing wherein God was concern’d 
. who had never forfaken him, but delivered him out of all dangers' 

‘ as all things work together for good to them that love God* * That 
“the Devil had oft afTaulted and let upon him, efpecially by hisA- 
“ gents in all places, the Simonians in Pbtemcia, the Cnojticks in /F- 
. tl J c yakntinians and other Hcreticks in Cyprus ; that they 
“Ihould do well to hearken to his laft Councils : Be not covetous 
“ and y° u ^ball have enough; hate no man, and God will love vou’ 
“fpeaknot againft a Brother, and the. afteftion of the Devil fhali 
“not rule in you ; deteft all Herefies, as wild Beafts full of deadly 
“ Poyfon, whereof I have given you an account in my Pan avion * 

“turn away from worldly plcafiire, that’s always ready to charm 
“both Body and Soul, you’lfind ’tis the way by which Satan makes 
, hls . approach, nay, and that many times when no external temp¬ 
tation is prefent, yet the minds of the unwary entertain thcmfelves 
“with impure Contemplations; but when the mind is kept chaft 
‘ and fober, and has God always within view and profpeft, we flrdl 
“ be eafily able to rout the Enemy.

none of them Ihould he caft away. After having given fbme private 
directions to Polybius and lfiac, he lent for the Seamen, and had them 
not be troubled at-the Storm, but fly to God, and he would help 
them. At night the Storm began to nrife, which continued two 
dayes and nights, the next day he prayed, embraced his two I)ifci- 
ples, faying, God preferve you, my Sons, for Epipbamns fhali fee 
you no more in this World, and with that expir’d, and immediately 

cmj Te u mpc i ?***• Being arrivcl at sdtwi< > thc news of his death 
hll d the whole City a nd Counrrey with an univcrfal Lamentation 
and flocking to thc Shore, they took his Body out of the .Ship and’ 
honourably accompanied it to the Cluirch, where it was embalm’d 
P^P> rr and at lcn S th interr’d.

World The greateft part of his time was fjoent: under the exaft 
Laws and Difcipline of the Monallick State, a quite different courle of 
life from what Monachifm is in thele latter Ages. And when removed 
to theEpilcopal Station, he maintained the fame ftricinels,abitinence, 

. and devotion, infomuch that his example and encouragement drew. 

u L p mi! Afcetks from all parts, and Cyprm was full of Monaftcries, which the 
MU- Lady Paula vifited with great Piety, and liberally relicv d when (lie 
pars’d that way into the Holy Land. But among all Ins vertues non* 
more eminent than his charity. He kept in effeft, an open bode, 

. c , . „ and took care of all that needed, and as the place ° where he hv d, 
c.%‘ f ni- beftdes ordinary poor prefented him with frequent objefts nmidby 
Shiprack and Ioffes at Sea, fo his Doors and ins Purle were Ihut to 
none. He had long fince expended Ins own Lftate upon charitable 
ufes and he now as freely difperft the Revenues of Ins Church, 
W hiih indeed had a confulcrable flock. For Perfons from all parts 
fent invaft fummsof Money to him as to a common Trealurer, and 
at their death bequeathed great Legacies and Endowments, being 
confident that he would difpofbof them according to their pious in¬ 
tentions and defigns. And fo he did with a very liberal hand till his 
flock failing, Heaven became his immediate Pay matter His Steward 
one day finding his bank run low, told him of it mth Comoro, 
ment, challenging him with an over-profufe Liberality Which 
notwithftanding, lie remitted nothing of his accuftomed Chanty. 
And when all was gone, a Stranger came fuddenly into the Stewards 
Lodging, and delivered into his hand a large bag of Gold, none Know¬ 
ing who he was, or whence he came. This free and beneficent tem¬ 
per made his Charity fometimes liable to be abusd, the bad eftett 
of a good Caufe. The flory being known of two beggars that 
agreed to put a trick upon him, the one feigning himfel 1 dead, tnc 
• other flanding by paflionately bewail’d the lofs of his Fellow, and 
begg’dof Epipbanius, who pafs’d that way, a Chanty to provide ne« 
ccfliirics for his Funeral. Epipbanius gave it, and went on, and 
when the beggar jogg’d his Fellow to rile and make merry with what 
they had got, the man was dead in good earneft. To lcflon ment 
beware how they mock God, and (port with life and death.

fimrtnels, but for the moft part his difcourlcs are weak and flat. «<• 5T- 
Bn his created: fault was his too much Credulity, generally taking 
his Accounts of things upon truft, Miring himletl to be impos d 
unon by tliofe Narratives which the feveral parties had pubhlht of 
the Proceedings either of their own, or their Ad verfaries fide, With- 
out due fearch and Examination, which run him upon infinite mi- 
ftakes, inconfiftences, and confufions, as is notonoufiy evident (to 
name no other) in his Relations concerning the Arums, and the ie- 
veral under-branches of that Stock. His Style is mean and infipid, 
and approaches not the borders of Eloquence, it being the Chara- 
aer which his good Friend S. Jerom long fince gave of his Writings, 
that learned men read them for the matter and fubftance, and the 
fimplc only for the fake of the ftyle. The chiefeft of his Books now 
extant is his Panarion, or work againfi Herefies , wherein befides the 
main defign, he has preferv’d many confiderable fragments of anci¬ 
ent Ecclefiaftick Authors, no where elfe to be found, and no Email 
part of the Hiftory of the Church lies in that Book The whole 
defign is divided into two Periods, that before, and that fince the 
coming of Chrift. The work it felf digefted into three Books. The 
firft contains three Tomes (as he calls them) or Sections ; the hrft 
comprehending XX. Herefies, the lecond XIII. and the third as many. 

The lecond Book comprifes two Tomes, in the firft XVIII. m the ie- 
cond V. Herefies arc treated of. The third Book confifts likewifeof 
two Tomes; the firft has VII. Herefies, and the lecond IV. In all 
LXXX. concluding with the Maffalians , who ftart up in the time of 
Con (I an tins. In compiling this excellent and ufeful work he had no 
final! afiiflance from fome of the Ancients, who in this kind had gone 
before him, J/tftin Martyr, Irenes, Hippolytus , and lome others, 
whole difcou'rfesand relations he improved and enlarged, and intirely 
added the account of thole Herefies that arofe in his own time, the 
moft active and bufie age of the Churcho

II. HAVING part through the ufclefs and unaQive ftage of in- * 

fancy, together with the exercifcs of his rcafon there were difeo- 
vered in him great appearances eofvery pregnant parts, which his e pjU.id.ubi 
tender Mother took care fhould be cultivated with all due improve- far. 
ments of Education. Accordingly as years made him capable, he 
was committed to Matters in all Arts and Faculties. Nature it feems 
had more particularly form’d him to the Study of Oratory, and to 
that end he put himfelf under the conduct of Libanius !l ,the celebrated »- sn-r. so* 
Profeffor of eloquence at Antioch , as lie ftudied Philofophy under ^.citf 
Andragathius . Libanius quickly found he had a mighty twins for 
that faculty, and feem’d born to be an Orator, and therefore parti¬ 
cularly delighted in him, and held him in that etteem, that when 
upon his death-bed 1 his Friends askt him who fhould fucceedhim « soym. m. 
in his School, John ((aid he) had not the Chrifli.ins (lollen him from us. 

After this, we are told k , he went to Athens (which indeed was the k „ 
fafhionable mode and courfc of ftudy in thofe rimes) what vatt pro- vZchrylZf. 
ficiencies he made there, how far he out-ftript the mofl accomplifht ?■ «^ 1 -r A -f. 
Scholars of that place, what milchicfs envy and malice conjured up %'LZutT 
againtt him, how he came oft'in triumph, to the convi^bion, and slZdjlnSf 
converfion, not of others only, but of his fierce ft Enemies, to the 
Chriftian Faith. But this being fupported by no Authority ancien- 
ter than that of George Patriarch of Alexandriaj I can give my Rea¬ 
der no encouragement t o rely upon it. In the School of Libanius he 
continued a clofe Student for fomc time, till being fully prepar’d 
M m m and 
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and furnifht out, lie cntred upon the pra£lick part of Oratory, and 
1 chryf. difs- f or feme little time ferv’d the Forum 1 , and pleaded Caules.

cafion. But a Earned man 0 not improbably conjeftures the John 
42 . f. n6 . mentioned by Libanins to have been another Perfon, an Advocate 
° famof w h 0 then lived at Con/lantinopk, and that he made that Panegyrick 
7$> T ’ l 6 ‘ to 7 heodofius at what time he aflumed his Sons into a Partnerlhipof 
the Empire. However that be, he foon grew vveary of this courfe 
of life, as not agreeing with the ftrittnels and leverity of his tem¬ 
per, he retired therefore to read the holy Scriptures, and gave him- 
(elf to the Study of Theology, not a little encouraged herein by 
the Example of £ua*rins, his Towns man and School fellow, who 
had fometime fince'betaken hitnlelf to this way of Life. The Ma¬ 
ilers, to whole precepts and inflruftions he fubmitted himfelf were 
Cartlrins and Diodorus, Prefers of the famous Monafterics in the Sub¬ 
urbs of Antioch. This Diodorus was afterwards made Bifhop of '/y. 
fns, a man of fence and learning, he wrote leveral Commentaries 


above moll of the Ancient Fathers) of explaining Scripture in the 
literal and Hidorical way. Nor was he content himfelf to enjoy 
the benefit of fitch admirable Tutors, but by his influence and per- 
fwafion prevailed with fome of his fellow Students in Libmuh j 
School to come over to them, cfpecially Maximus, afterwards Bifhop 
P of Sclcncia in lfauria, and Theodoras p , a man exquifitely learned and 

f- 757- eloquent, but who after a flri£t profeflion of the Jjcetic way, re¬ 

turned back to the Secular Life, and defigned to marry. Which Cbry - 
f>(lom no fooner heard of, but he purlued him with two fet Dif- 
courfes ( J , wherein he plyed him with fuch powerful Reafons and 
iru^n'r. pathctical rnfinuations, that he foon broke the me a fu res he had ta- 
ii.e.rr.

now pall through the whole circle of the Sciences, and were deli¬ 
berating what courfe of life were bed to fleer, both of them incli¬ 
ning to the Monaflick courfe. Bafil, who had little to flake him 
down to the World, quickly conquered all difficulties. But Chryfe/hm 
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h ul .in Eflace, and external Affairs had taken fome hold of him mkT 
he could not cafily, and on a fudden break loofe. And in this’ per- 
plcxd and wav ct nig condition he continued till Bafil. by his daily 
arguments and iulliatations had baffled all Objedlions and Hxt his 
Kelolutions, and now/twa* concluded, that they fhould quit their 
pi dent (rations, and immediately retire to fpend their lives together 
in fome lohtary place. rut this Refblution was not fo clofely car¬ 
ried, but ■- h f It on/s Mother u finelt it out. The good Woman 
unwi ling to be depriv’d of the company and afljflance of fuch a Son

“ llr.tll appear, that I have fotranfaXed all Allans as that \o.im 
“the mean time may enjoy the mofl ealie and iindilliub d uuiiicot 
“ life, though tliere w'ere nothing elle, let this prevail wim jouto 
“ Hay with me. Eor although you may pretend there are a iliou- 
“land love your Company, yet there can he none that can lomikli 
“ miniller to your cafe and freedom, nor can there be any, tow liom 
“your Credit and Reputation can be equally dear, as it is tome. 

IV T HIS and much more to the fame purpofe the indulgent 
. r ,, Mother * lay’d before him, with all which he failed not immediate y 

/•. ' 5 . sc. t0 acquaint his Friend, who was fo far from yielding that he fhould 

acquiefce in thole Counfels, that he prefl him Jo much the inoieto 
adhere to his former llcfolutions. They fpent fome time in t ide 
debates, the one importuning, the other Impending his C-onM.t, 
when on a fiidden a rumour was fpread abroad, that they w ere both 

. to be made Bifhops. Chryfoflom was ftrangely furprizcd at the re¬ 

port, and equally divided between fear and admiration ; a raid he 
was led the rumour fhouldbe fb dir true, as that the facrcd luntti- 
on lliould he forc’d upon him; but wondered withal, how Inch a 
delicti fhouldbe taken up by any, cfpceially confidenng Ins owinu - 
wort binds and unfitnefs for it. (I might add, confidenng alio he 
incompetency of his years for fo grave and foicnin an Oibtc . o 
according to the commonly-rcceiv’d account ol his age he coule 
at this time be much more than twenty one years old.) Hcwab tn- 
tertaining himfelf with thefe reflexions, w lien in comes haft , 
fuppofing him ignorant of what was talk’d abroad, took him P llu 
lyafide and told him the whole matter, defiling, that as alwau 
hitherto, fo now they might deer the fame Courje, protclling e 
was rnofi ready to follow his ConduX, either in declining, ( 'i ‘ 
cepting the propofal. Chryfoftam refolv’d not to engage m 1 ut 
ty Office, but being unwilling that his rciulal fhonld dept 
Cluircli of the others excellent adidancc, for once conceal d ins 
tent ions from him, putting him off with a general anlwu,^^ 
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there was time enough toconfiilt, and no need to come to a pro- 
(enc conclufion in this matter, hut withal giving him fome ground 
to believe, that if the bufinefs fhould goon, he would go the fame 
way with him. The day for their Confocration being come, lhf/l 
fuppofing his Colleague would be there, or, as fome would perfwade 
him, that he had been before him, was taken hold of, and the ho¬ 
ly hands laid upon him. The Solemnity being over, and Ch,('.-Hem 
never appearing, his fird bufinefs was to find him out, which hav¬ 
ing done, with a look divided betwixt grief and anger, he fat down 
bv’hitn, but was not prcfcntly able to vent his mind. Chnjbjh w per¬ 
ceiv’d his pa(Tion too hard for him, bur fmiled upon him, amliak- 
ing him by the hand, offered to kifs it, thanking God, that he had 
foliicccfsfully accomplifh’d his defires. R.tfil ar length malfering 
the difcompofiire of his thoughts, full into a long harangue, where¬ 
in he expollulated with him for his unlaithfulnefs and unkindnefs, 
and that though he had had no regard to the Laws of Ericndihip, 
yet he fhould have had fome tendernds for his own Reputation, 
which by this means he had expofed to the ccnfiircsof every Com¬ 
pany, that he could go no wdicre, but it was cad as a reproach upon 
him, and that now' in a lime of mod need he had drawn back his 
hand, and cut oil’the aids of their mutual adi(lance. Chnfdhu. nc- 
plycd, he had done nothing but what was jtidifiable, he had deceiv’d 
him’tis true, but for his own advantage, and much more for the 
jrood of the Church, and in fiieh cafes he fhew'cd from fcveral in- 
ihinces, ’twas not unlawful by little Aits to over reach another. 

After fome contcd in thefe light Skirmifhes, they next enter into 
the merits of the Caufe, and dilcourfe at large concerning the na¬ 
ture and neceffity, the burden and difficulty, the danger and the re¬ 
ward of the Pa litoral and Epilcopal Oflicc,' the qualification and de¬ 
meanour of the Perfons, and the great charity of the undertaking. 

All which afterwards in the time of his rccefs he drew' up into thole 
fix excellent Books de S*cerA«tio, extant at this day. 

V. PI E was now at liberty, and away he goes to the neighbour¬ 
ing Mountains x , which were full of Monadcries, wdicre he fell in- * v,-:!. /;.

hardfliip. Pour years lie continued in his Company, when he be¬ 
took himfelf to a more folitary part, where lie dwelt alone, and 
ilnitting himfelf up in his Cell, allow’d himfelf little or no red, not 
going to Bed, nor fo much as lying upon the ground day or night 
lor two years together, perpetually intent upon his Devotions, and 
the dudy of the holy Scriptures : Till finding all irregular appetites 
wholly fubdued, and through his continual Banding, watching, and 
abdinence, infirmities growing fad upon him, and no body near at 
hand to give him any adidance, lie came back to Antioch. Where 
he was ordain’d v Reader of that Church by 2 feno (who return’d 
that way from 7 ernfalcni) Mdetim Bifliop of Antioch being at that 
time probably from home, or elfc deputing to that fervice ; 
this Palladia * exprefiy fays, ’twas done before C hr y(bflow's retire- /»-i*. 

ment into the Wildernefs, and that for three years before that he 
had remained in Meletinsh Family, who being taken wdth t he quick- 
nefs of his parts, and the honedy of his temper, had perfeXly in- 

druXed 
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■ Hrlifted him in the Faith, and firfl: baptiz’d, and then ordain’d him, 
About the beginning of the year CCCLXXXI. if not the year be¬ 
fore, Mlctius, lome time betore his going to the Synod at Confhnl 
made him Praam, after whole death (for he dyed that 
year) the Church of Antiorh was again miferably diftrafted by the 
prerenlions of P.tuhru and Fl&vianm to that See. Chrxfphm thought 
it his prudence to fide with neither, but purified his Studies with 
unwearied diligence, compoling at this time leveral uleful and excel¬ 
lent dilcourlcs, his Books .rjainfi the ’Jeers, that aga/n/t the l kntiks t 
and the live ag.unft the. Jhowc.w Hereticks, belidcs thole d- Sacirdo. 
tin (which he had begun, if not perfefted, during his retirement in 
the Mountains) and a vindication of providence in three Books, 
written to his dear friend, St.vjrius, a Monk, who laboured under 
a deep-rooted Melancholy, and conteflcd with the fierce «nndfre- 
quent afliiults and conflicts of the Devil ; and fome others. lj ve 
• ptUad. lor. » years he lerved in the Diaconate, when having given a fufficient 

riut. Teltimony of his great abilities, and excellent life, Fl.wawns (f or 

finely Socrates miftakes, when he fays it was Euagrin s) promoted 
him, though not without great relaftancy on his part, to the order 
, Fri Trn of Presbyter. And the fil'd: Sermon b he preacht was on that occafi- 

53. on, the Bilhop himlelf being prefent, where in a very elegantdif. 

courle he declaims againft the unfitnels of the Choice, and wonders 
that in lb great and eminent a City the burden of Ifich a work Ihould 
be devolv’d upon fuch young feeble Shoulders, begging however 
that they would own what was done, and aflift him by their pray¬ 
ers to Heaven, that he might be able to go through with it, and 
to. acquit himlelf of the trull, that God had committed to his 
Charge, at the great day of accounts. And indeed the People were 
fo charm’d with his eloquent Sermons, that the Bifliop for the mod 
part committed that Province to him, who manag’d it with equal 
modcfly and diligence, and to the no lels content and fiitisfa&ion of 
his Auditors. 

VI. A i\ A r . CCCLXXXVII, as fome will have it, but more truly 
the following year (for he entred upon the Kmpirc January the 
XVI//a CCCLXXIX. ) the Emperor ‘Jheodnfius prepar’d to celebrate 
his Dcccnn.ilia , as a!fo the Qnincf’iennalia of his Son Arctdii/s. But 
his Coffers were low, Ifiificiently drain’d by his late Wars, not to 
mention the expedition lie had now in hand. To Ifipply theleChar- 
•stym. 1. 7. ges new wayes muff be thought of, and an extraordinary Tax f is 
Tnl'i / 74 °‘ a B rccc ^ ro levied. The Warrant for which, coming to Antioch , 
c.To.'p.' a34. was executed with great rigour and leverity, thole that refilled 
M»pM. u. payment, being Ibme of them thrown into Prilbn, others put to the 
zoffi.iiiV. 4 ' torture, and fome hang’d up. The Allefsmcnt it fclf gave no linall 
Rom. 1. 4. dilcontcnt, hut more the manner of its Execution, and the People 
of Antioch being naturally of a turbulent and unquiet temper, things 
&" tended apace to an open tumult. The night before it broke out. a 
out. xu. Spectrum (they lay) in the fhape of a Woman, of an immenle big- 
x n 4 i 0rjr ’ nefs, and a terrible alpeft was feen flying up and down with alwift 
p. 405,407. motion through the ftreets of the City, lalhing the air with a whip 
xx/ that made a dreadful noile. The next day the People gathering to- 
' r ‘ 52 * gether, theBoyes began the rout, then the youth, and laflol all the 
body of the People came in, who inflam’d and encourag’d one ano¬ 
ther 
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ther to that height, that calling off all reverence to Law and Go¬ 
vernment, they pull’d down the brazen Statues of the Emperor, and 
his Lady PltccilLt dead lome time before, together with thole of his 
father and Mother, and the two young Princes, Arcadius and Ho~ 
norms , and tying Ropes to their feet, dragg’d them lome broken, lome 
whole, in contempt up and down the Streets, and treated them with 
that infolent rudcncls,and thole bitter Sarcalins and Reflections,that are 
incident to all popular commotions, but more peculiar to th c genius 
and temper of that City. News hereof was lbon carried to Court, 
whereat Jheodofius ftorm’d, and vow’d revenge, that he would take 
away their Charter, abrogate their Priviledges, and bellow the Me¬ 
tropolitan honour upon Laodicea their neighbour rival-City, that he 
would lire their Town, and reduce it to a petty Village, and by 
exemplary punilhment upon the Citizens make them for ever trem¬ 
ble to think of the like attempts. And that they might lee he was 
in good earnelt, he appointed Elltbichus Mailer of the Horle, and 
Cajarins Controuler of the Pallace to go Commiflioners to inquire 
into-the Faft, and to proceed according to Law and Jullice, and to 
take lullicient Forces along with them, to put their Orders into 
execution. 

VII. S A I) A in the mean time was the face of things at Antioch . «> rid. chryf. 
The Riot being over, and their rage cooling, they began to confi- Homii.n.ai 
derwhat they had done, and apprehending the Conlequences of Ma- 
jelly fo delperately provok’d, nothing but flight and fear, amaze- vi.p.’sa.xii. 
ment and conllernation fill’d every corner. Thofc that conveniently J’JJJ 
could, fled the City, thofe that were taken, were hurried to Pri- ininit.xvu, 
fon, the greatell part kept their Houles and durft not Hirr abroad, 
and only by whifpers dar’d to enquire of one another who was o^xxr. 
caught, or who had been punilh’d that day ? The Forum that a lit- p. 527. 
tie before was lo throng’d and crowded, was now naked and empty, 
one or two perhaps leen run creeping or skulking over it, and that 
with a dejefted ora frightful look. Thole that ftaid lived Can’s 
life, full of fear and trembling, hourly expefting when an Army 
Ihould arrive to lay wall the City, confifcate their Ellates, and take 
away their Lives. The Images of death, and the moll barbarous 
cruelty were perpetually before their eyes, flight, imprilbnment, 
violence, beating, were familiar objefts, andworfe was yet behind, 
and what was worle than meer dying, the dreadful apprehenfion 
and expectation of it. In this lad and doleful juncture of Affairs, 

Chryfojtom behaved himlelf with a truly generous and Chriftian Re- 
folution. A week being now paft, and mens minds lomewhat more 
compos’d and fettled, hefummoned his Auditory into the Old Church, 
and it being now the Lent-iwibn preach’d to them every day, per- 
Avading them to a more than ordinary Repentance, and endeavour¬ 
ing to fupport their minds under that black and dilmal Storm that 
hung over their heads. And now it was that he preach’d thole XXL 
famous Homilies , ftyled as t« ’A^&tavTaJ, ©r, concerning the Statues , 
to the People of Antioch, all which, two or three excepted, were pe¬ 
culiarly preacht upon this occafion. The truth is, the unhappy 
Circumflances they were under had this good effeft e , that it liar- *vid.Htm.

TfT his exci.fe, ’twas an unwelcome Errand, hiinfclf greatly in years, and 
under many Infirmities, ’twas a long way, and a Winters journey, 
the holy t ime of Etfhr drawing on that would require Ins Prcfcncc, 
and his only Siller at this time lying at the point of death. But the 
r,1,, ; ;7 - xx> pul,lick Welfare conquer’d all private Confutations, and without 
delay he put himlelf upon his Journey, and was now got hull way 
when he met the fudges that were coining from the hmperor. l rom 
them he underftood how highly the matter was relented at Court, 
and what fcvcrc tilings they had in Charge againlt the City lie 
news whereof almoft broke the good man’s heart, and melted him 
into tears, and it added no little accent to his formw that all this 
was like to befal it, while lie wasabfent from them. His griefwhet¬ 
ted his devotions, and he Ipent whole nights in prayer, that God 
would fparc the City, (often the Emperor’s fpint and let him Ice 
Uihr.L.y t f lc Jiappy fucccfs of his undertaking.

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mon danger. Which he there prefles as a notable difparagement to 
their cattle, and a plain evidence of the-excellent fpirit of Chrifti- 
anity, that when tilings were thus, even the Solitary Monks left 
their Cells, and flockt into the City, fitting themfelves with one 
common fliouldcr to oppofc that inundation of mifery that was flow¬ 
ing in upon it. They boldly addrefs’d 1 themfelves to the fudges 
and Magiftrates, befeeching them to ufe their Authority with leni¬ 
ty and moderation, and when told, that they were bound up by 
tlicir places, and that ’twas a thing of dangerous Confcqucncc to 
pafs over Pcrfons guilty of high Treafon, the Monks urg’d, that 
they would make ufe however of what power they had, that when 
any Pcrfons were convi£fcd of the Fa6f, they would intercede with 
the CommifTioners not to pafs Sentence of Condemnation upon them 
but to refer the final IfTue to the Emperor's own determination’ 
yromifing themfelves to undertake an EmbalTy to Court, and to deal 
effectually with the Emperor about this matter. The Magiftratcs 
told them, t was too long a Journey for them to undertake, and that 
it fhould fuffice, if they committed their Petitions to Writings, which 
they promis’d to convey to Court, which was afterwards done ac¬ 
cordingly. And when the Imperial CominifTioncrs were arriv’d 
they came undauntedly to them, and begg’d pardon for the guilty’ 
and offered themfelves to become a ranfoin for them, protefting, 
they would not leave them, till they had either pafs’d an A£toi' 
indemnity to the City, or fhould fend them together with the Ma- 
Jefaltors to the Emperor. His Majcft y ( [aid they) is a pious and a 
gracious Prince, whom wc will undertake to pacific; nor* will we 
fuffer the Sword of Juftice to be dyed in any man’s blood ; and if 
this be not granted us, we are here ready to fuffer and dye with them. 
Hainous we confefs, and not to be ju (lifted are the things that have 
been committed, but the ereatnefs of the Crimes does not exceed 
the mercy and ClemencyoFthc Emperor. This was the interceflion 
of them all: More particularly Macedonia n , a man of no learning 
but of incomparable ftriftnefs and (anility of Life, catching one of 
the Commiflioncrs by the Cloak, as they rode through the City 
commanded them to alight. They feeing him to be a little old mail 
in coarfc tattered Garments, at firfl demis’d him. But being ac¬ 
quainted by foinc of their train with tile fame and vertucs of the 
man, they demounted, and embracing his knees, ask’d his pardon, 
and to know his mind, friends, rcplycd he, Communicate this Mcf- 
faye to the Emperor. “You are, Sir, not only an Emperor, but a 
‘ man, look not therefore mecrly on the height of your Majefty, but 
1 regard the nature you arcof, and remember that being a man, you 
‘govern men like vour Pelf. The humane nature is made in the 
‘‘ Image and likenefsof God, don’t you give command cruelly to 
‘ deftroy this Image; left you provoke the Artift, by defacing of his 
Image; which you may reafonably think you flia'll do, when you 
confider to what height of paflion you your felf arc tranfported 
only for the fake of a brazen Statue. And what a vaft difference 
there is between a fencelcfs Image, and one that’s endued with 
Motion, Life, and Rcafon, is obvious I fiippofeat fitft fight.

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City with joy and triumph, and greatly quieted mens fears, as ap¬ 
pears by the Sermons, which S. Chryfoftom immediately preach’d 
upon it. 

X. BUT we muft leave Antioch for a while, that we may follow 
after and overtake Flavians, whom we left p upon his Journey to p mm.xx. 
Conft anti nop le. Arriving at Court, he came into the prsfence, but P- 22 $. 
kept himfelf at adiftance, and ftood with a deje&ed look, and tears 
in his eyes, as if afhamed to be feen, or taken notice of. Whom 
Tbeodofiu* efpying in this mournful pofture, came towards him, and 
without any tranfports of paflion began calmly to expoftulate with 
him about the ingratitude of the City of Antioch , upon which 
throughout the whole courfe of his Reign he had heap’d fb many 
Graces and Benefits, at the mention of each of which he added, 
and muft I he thus requited for all my kindnefs ? What evil have I done 
them, that they fhould take fiich a revenge ? What hainous matter 
have they to charge upon me, that they fhould difgracc not only me, 
but thedcceafcd ? Could not their fpleen and paflion be fatisfied with 
the living ? Or did they think it nothing, unlefs they did reproach 
and affront the dead ? Admit I had done as much injury, as they fup- 
pofe, yet they ought to have (par’d the deceafed, who had done 
them none, nor can they pretend to charge her with it. DidI not 
ever highly value and efteem that City above any other, yea beyond 
my own native Countrey, and was it not my conftant wifli, and 
that to whom upon all occafions I had oblig’d my (elf by the moft 
fblcmn engagements, that I would make a perfbnal vifit to it. The 
good Bifliop ftood by, and wept plentifully, and when the Emperor 
nad done, fummon’d his reafon, and began in this manner. “ We 
“ acknowledg. Sir, with all readinefs your Majefties great favour to- 
u wards our City, and’tis this that puts us into mourning, that at

son, who had fb immenfe an affe&ion forus. Though you fliouId 
“demolifh, or burn our Houles, or kill our Perfons, or do any other 
“a£tsof feverity, you would not take a fufficient revenge upon us. 

“ We our (elves have before-hand adjudg’d our (elves to what’s 
<( worfe than a thoufand deaths. For what can be more bitter, 1 than 
<£ that when we have unjuftly provoked fb kind a Benefaftor, the 
u World fhould ring of it, and reproach us with our monftrous in- 
K gratitude ? Had the Barbarians befieg’d our City, pull’d down our 
‘ Walls, or fir’d our Houfcs, and carried our Citizens into Captivity; 

“thishad been a far lefs evil: Becaufe fo long as you live, and con* 

‘‘tinue fuch a generous kindnefs towards us, there would be hope 
“ that thefe miferies would have an end, and that we might again 
<( repair and enlarge our broken Fortunes. But having now forfeited 
“ your favour, and violated your gracious proteftion, which was 
“a defence to us beyond all our Walls and Bulwarks, whitherfhall 
J we now fly for fhelter ? So benign a Lord, fb indulgent a Father 
‘ being difoblig’d, whence can we look for help? The things they 
‘ have done are intollerable, but they have heavily punifh’d them- 
({ c felves, having brought themfelves to that pafs, that they are a- 
( | fhim’d to look any man in the face, or fb much as to lift up their 
1 eyes to behold the Sun : They have loft their Liberty, and are be-

“ come more defpicablc than the vileft Slaves: And reflecting upon 
“ the evil Circumllanccs into which they have brought themfelves, 

“ they are ready to fink under a fence of that difhonour which the 
“concurrent ludgment of the whole World mult needs call: upon 
“ them. Hut yet, Sir, ifyou pleafe, this wound may be heal’d, and 
“ thele evils are yet capable of a Remedy. Then he proceeds to 
fhew, “ that great Oftenccs have oft given occafion to the excrcife 
11 of a noble and a generous Charity ; that the broken Statues might 
“ be repaired, but to pardon fo great Crimes in this cafe, was the 
“way to eretT a better, more noble, and durable reprefentation of 
“ him (elf in the minds of men, and to let up as many feveral Images 
“ of his great Companion and goodncls, as there were, or ever 
“ fliould be Pcrlons in the World : He urg’d him with the Example 
“ of the great Conflantine, who when Ibme about him perftvaded 
“ hint to be reveng’d onthofe that had abus’d his Statue, laying they 
“ had milerably battered his Face, felt with his hand about his Face, 

“ and finding, laid, I do,?t at all find my (elf bruis'd or broken, but 
“ th.tf Head and Face arc both found and whole. All anfwer that ren- 
“ di ed him famous to all Poflerity beyond the Trophies of his great- 
“ nefs, and all the Monuments of his Victories. He put him in mind 
“ of his own EdiCts, lent into all parts for the pardoning and idea- 
“ fing of Prifbners in the Pafchal Solemnities, wherein lie hadtefti- 
“ ficcl fo heroic a Charity, that for tlioFe already executed, he wifh’d 
“ he were able to bring them back to life again : That the honour 
“ of his Religion was greatly concern’d in the humanity of his Refo- 
Iution, feeing the eyes of Jew and Gait He were upon him, and 
“ would thence take the mcafures of it : That there was no fear o- 
“ thers fliould by this Clemency be encourag’d to Rebellion, this bc- 
“ ing an aft of Grace, not of weaknefs and want of Power, with 
“ which lie was fufficicntly furnifli’d to call any to Account : That 
“ tliis was the way to oblige all mankind to him, and to entitle him 
“ to greater Bleflings from Heaven; and that it would bean honour 
“ to him in future ages, that when he would do it at no other in- 
“ ilancc, yet he would do it for God’s fake, at the Petition of a poor 
“ aged Bifhop, who came with this Authority to tell him from his 
“ great Mailer, If ye forgive men their TrefpaJJes, your lieavenh la¬ 
ther willalfo forgive you. ' And then concluded thus, “ Remember that 
“ day, when \vc fhall all give an account of our aClions, and that by 
“this mild and merciful Sentence you may cafily make way to the 
“ pardon of your Tranfgreflions. Others may prelent you with Gold 
“ and Silver, I am come to your prefence with Divine Laws and 
“ Precepts, which I offer in Read of all other Gifts ; befecching you 
“ to imitate your great Sovcraign, who though daily affronted by us, 
“ ceafes not to do us good. Do not difappoint our hopes, nor fliame 
“ our expcClations; for I freely declare before vour Majefty and the 
“World, that if you pleale to remit your difpleafiire, and be recon¬ 
cil’d tons, and reftorethc City to its former place in your grace 
“and favour, I’lc go back with checrfulnefs and rejoycing; il not, 
“ I am refolv’d never to fee or own it more, hut to fix my abode fomc- 
“ where elfe. For may it never be my Portion to have that place lor 
“ my Countrey, with which fo merciful a Prince, the mildefl and bell 
“of men, refufes to be reconcil’d.

XI. THE Bifliop ended his Dilcourfc, and ’twashardto fay who 
was moR tranlported, he that fpake, or he that heard it, plough for 
the prefent the Emperor made a fhift to Rifle and conceal his paftion. 

Sozowen *1 adds, that befides his eloquent Oration Flavian made ufe 11 L • 7- 23. 
of another Artifice, which was to perfwade the Pages who were r ’ 7 ' M * 
wont to fing to the Emperor, while he was at dinner, to fing to him 
thofe mourning Hymns and Litanies , that had been compos’d and 
lung at Antioch, with which he was fo affefted, that he wept over 
the Cup which he then held in his hand. He told r the Bifhop, “ what *• a. 
“great matter {[aid he) is it, that we fliould pardon thofe that have P* 2 33* 
“affronted us, that we that are men fliould forgive thofe that arc jo, 

“ efjiecially when ’tis confidered, that the great Lord of the World 
“came down upon earth, and for our Likes became a Servant, and 
“ though Crucified by thofe to whom he had done the highefl fa. 

“ yours, yet prayed for the pardon of his very Crucifiers, Father, , 

“ forgive them , for they bww -not what they do. What wonder then,* 
if we forgive our Fellow-fervants ? Flavian having thus far happily 
difpatch’d his errand, was willing to have refled a while, and to have 
kept his Ea(hr with the Emperor. But the good Prince ordered him 
immediately to liaflen his return. I know, /aidhe, the minds of the 
Citizens muft needs be uncafic; and hang between hopes and fears 
and that the trouble and danger is not yet quite over, go and carry 
tliem the comfortable tidings. When they fhall lee their Pilot 
dicy’l forger the prefent florin and tempefl, and the memory of all 
pad Calamities. The Bifhop infifled, that f as the grcatefl Evidence f rili 
and Declaration of his perfeftjy reconcil’d favour, his MajeRy would t'llfr 
pleale to lend the Prince, his Son, along with him. Pray to God " ' 4 
(replyed the Emperor) that the prelent rubbs may be thrown out 
of the way, the Wars wherein I am engag’d, happily accomplilh’d 
and that done, I aflure you I will come my felf. Nor did his care* 
end here, but when the Bifhop had taken his leave, and had croft 
the Sea in order to his return, not knowing what delays he might 
make, or what interruptions he might meet with, he lent Meficngers 
after him to expedite his departure. And indeed fo defirous was 
Flavian that the City fliould be reviv’d with the joyful news, that 
not being able to Travel himfelf faft enough, he lent the Emperor’s 
welcome Letters by the Poll, that fo all Clouds of fears and fadnefs 
might be immediately dilpcll’d and flattered. However himfelf 
made fuch difpatch, that he got home before Eafler, and made his 
entry into Antioch in Triumph, tlie Forum being Crown’d with 
Garlands, replenifhed with Lights, the Doors and Shop windows 
let off with Flowers and green Branches, and all other expreffions 
of the moft Feftival Solemnity. And to confummate all, they went 
to Church, and Chryfofom welcom’d his return in a gratulatory 
Oration for the profpcroxis fiiccefs of his undertaking.

’'VnO lbo y ner was he cured upon his Charge, but lie difeover- 
cd the mighty Zeal • and impartiality of 11s temper. He found the 
ftate of tluf Cluirch within his Province through the too much fa¬ 
cility of his PrcdccelTor lapft into a ftrange degenciacy, which he 
refblv’d to reduce to the ftrittnefs of ancient Dilcipline. And firft 
he began toinfpett the manners of the Clergy *, and all other‘He. 
cleftalck Per Ions, A corrupt Cuftom had crept in amongft them 
to keep in their Houfes Maids or Matrons, whom the Writers of the 
Churcli ufually ftyle vumiqv^m fnbmtmAutd or ,Iff named W omen, not 
under pretence ofWriagc.pr to grarifie any unlawful appetite but out 
of (piritual Afteaion, or greater Edification or to conduit: tlw 
ccllarv Affairs of tile Family. This lie utterly difiik d, and inveigh 0 
againft as an oidiiiary means of temptation, or however that which 
furnifh’d out matter for an intolerable lcandal, and accoidingiy 
two Difcourfes made onpurpofe decries and p eads agamft t no 
giving it over till lie had quite reform d it. Next he let upon t 
covetoufiiels, and the ill arts by which they wc 'von ' 

Purfes. He lallit their nice and intemperate Palates, then hgh g 
their own mean Provifions, and haunting great mens Tables, 
full Bellies would make way for wanton Inclinations, and i o f< j 
brine them under the ufpicion of Pick thanks and Paulites, l ie 
Erdsofhis Church he* took under a ftrif}. Exami~ ^ ; 
treucht all unnccclfory Charges, enquired diligently r to tl eh.- 
ces of his Family, and finding a moft profufc way of }'\ ^ Sl J r . 
in in the'time of his Prcdeccllor, he cut it Iboit, o e P* j icn a 
plufiige for the maintenance of the infirm and ncc< y. , f or 

confiderable ftock was yet remaining, he built Ionic Hofi it. ^ 
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the reception of the infirm and lick ; over thefe he made two of his 
own Presbyters Ovcrfcers. appointing Phyficiam, Cooks, and other 
Officers to attend them, but withal taking care that they fhould be 
unmarried pcrfbns, left the diftrattions or necefficies of a Family 
fhould tempt them to ncglctt orabufe their truft. Trom thefe he 
proceeded to take account of the Widows, which the Church main- 
tain’d, whole Convcrfations he enquir’d into, and thofeof them 
whom he found additted to the modes and plcafurcs of the age, he 
admonifil’d either to fubdue their Inclinations by Falling and Prayer 
and to abftain from the Baths, and all nice and modifh Garbs, orelfe 
prefcntly to marry, left by their loofe way of living, Religion fhould 
be expos’d to Ccnfiirc and Contempt. The Fairy he prefs’d to a 
more exemplary devotion, that the men whole imployments w ould 
not fuffer them to attend the Church in the day time, would come 
at night, and there exercife themfelves in Prayer and Pafting. Ho 
very welcome news to thofeof the Clergy, who had for fome time 
indulg’d themfelves in eafe, and left off'thole night-offices of devo¬ 
tion. In this way he proceeded without fear or favour, thofewho 
co nnlyed and took up, were encourag’d and commended] thofewho 
continued obftinate, he fufpended, and fuffered not to exercife their 
Offices in the Church, laying, ’twas unrealizable they fhould enjoy 
the honour and the priviledge, who would not live the lives of true 
Priefts and Minifters. 

III. III! I in a fick ftate of Affairs-he that will reform all at once, 
is more like to exafperate the humours, than to calm or purge them. 
Where there is a plethory of peccant humours, Nature muft be reliev¬ 
ed by eafie and gentle methods, and the Cure not be attempted by 
one evacuation. Chryf"(toms Zeal tranlported him to too quick and 
violent Remedies, confidering the condition wherein he found things 
at his firft coming to the Epifcopal Throne. The Clergy thus fiid- 
denly alarm’d and powerfully enrag’d, combin’d againft him, and all 
their corrupt interefts flowed into one common Channel. They 
openly traduc’d and mifreprefented him to the People, and where 
there was but any umbrage of fufpition, they improv’d it into a 
formal charge and calumny. But he defpis’d their malice, nor did 
the People give any great heed to it, being infinitely delighted with 
the honefty of his defigns, and his excellent Preaching. His Life 
was unblameablc, his Zeal impartial, his Dottrine found, his Ser¬ 
mons eloquent. So that the People flock’d after him in great num¬ 
bers, yea, the Diflentcrs themfelves that were of another perfwafi- 
on, would attend upon his Preaching, and that not without fuccefs, 
many of them being brought over to the Catholick Faith ; amongft 
'Jieh wc are told this memorable inftance. A certain man y of the 
Mtct’donian Sett heard him Preach concerning the holy Trinity, and 
was fo fully convinc’d by him of the truth of that Dottrine, as not 
only himfelf to renounce his Errors, and embrace the Catholick Be¬ 
lief, but to urge his Wife likewife to do the fame She was a great 
Bi20t in her way, and being encourag’d by her Female Companions, 
plainly refufed to comply with his pcrfwafions ; till at laft he threat- 
nedlie would leave her, if file would not go with him to Church, 
and receive the holy Communion with him. In this ftrait file ad- 
v isd with a Maid that waited on her, what was to be done, and be- 
Ooo tween 
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tsvccnTtMom 'tivas aarccd to pur a trick upon liiin. She went along 
with him, anti at the time of the Communion, when Hie receiv’d 
the Sacramental Bread, (looping down her head, as it with an in¬ 
tent to betake her fklf to Piayer, 11 le kept the Bread lie had taken 
of the Bilhop, and lecretly took another piece, which her Maul, who 
Hood by, had brought from home : Which (lie lad no looner pm 
into her mouth, but it immediately became hard as a done. Hie 
Woman was Itramyely liirprizAI and confounded at the accident, 
and her Coidciencl-being now throughly awakned, (lie goes pro 
•dntly to the Billion, confeffes her wickcdncls, and (hews 11m the 
Stone, bearing the impreflion of her teeth, and being both of an 
odd lubllancc, and an unulual colours and having with abundance 
of tears bcee’d pardon for her fault, (he ever after per ever d with 
her Husband in the Catholick Communion. As an evidence of all 
which my Author (who liv’d and wrote there but a lew years after) 
tells us this verv Hone was prclervM among the Ilarmts in the 
Archives of the Church of Co a flintituple. But to return. It was 

not all the malice and artifice of the Clergy who were Rung and 
vext with his zealous Proceedings, could lellen thrvJoJtom*n\\<m 
and reputation with the People, who lik’d him never the Ids for 
it Indeed lb long as his Reproofs and CorroSions went no further 
than the Clergy, it made no great noite ; but he Ray’d not here, 
but let fly at the wealthy and the honourable, whole pride and lux- 
urv, whole tyranny and oppreffion he reprov’d with the fame free¬ 
dom and impartiality, that he did thole of the meaneft Tradcfmcn. 
this touch’d to the quick, and Toon conjur’d up a turbulent (pint 
againlt him, that haunted him to his dying day. Among others lie

who hadgain’dlb ablolute analccndant uponthcEmpcror that.though 
rhiiJu .... a n Eunuch, he was made Outfit, and had the honourable Title ol 
r-528. Patricitts or Father to the Emperor conferred upon him. Apiece 
of Honour next to that of the Empire. But not being able to bear 
the weight of fo much power and greatnefs with an even and corn- 
noted mind, he let himfelf loofc to cruelty and oppreffion, and a- 
bus’d his Court-intcreft to extravagant defigns. He bore hard upon 
Per foils of all ranks and qualities, and when to avoid thccttctlsot 
his Tyranny, they fled (as was ufual) to take Sanftuarv in the 
Church, priviledg’d to this purpofe bv the Laws ol all Clinltian 
Emperors lie without any temple violated the immunities ol that 
holy place, and by force drew them thence. Which that be might 
do with force fiiadow of Authority, he procur’d Arc.ulius to paisa 
Taw, taking away the benefit of the Churches Afylnm, and giving 
leave to Officers to take Pcrlons thcncc, who had fled timber lor 
I he her. Chnbfhm diflik’dthe man, and oppos’d his Proceedings, 
though the others Inrcreft was too big for him. But lee how lig- 
nally the Divine Juftice return’d upon him. For not long alter be¬ 
ing undermin’d at Court, and charg’d with affronts offered to 
Emprefs whom he had infolently threatned to expel the Court, anti 
especially being petition’d againfl by fome great ones, whole pow¬ 
erful demands the Emperor knew not well how to decline, ic 
fimt for, and flripM of all his Honours anti Offices, and not tlar nR 
to trull the mercy of his Enemies, was forced to fly loi piottv ^ 
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to that Church, which he had lb lately difpoyl’d of its immunities. 

And now his hated Villanies rais’d a common out-cry, and both the 
difpleafure of the Prince, and the odium of the People confpired his 
ruin, and tile Officers had not failed according to the tenor of his 
own law to have fetch’d him by violence out of the Church had 
not C hryfijhm interpoted and hindred it, who finding him proftratc 
at the foot of the Altar, and the multitude ready to'crowd into the 
Church flept up into the Pulpit and in a very elegant Oration a re . . Lxt . Tom 
prelented the vanity of all worldly honour and greatnefs putting r- 549- 
the Wretch in mind how oft he had dealt plainly with him in the 
time of his profperity, when flattery and outward fplcndor made 
him deal to all wife and fober CounteIs, and flight the evils then 
foretold him, and which he now felt to his coll 5 he might now tee 
the ingrateful returns he met with from his moll paflionate admi¬ 
rers; the multitude that had larely thronged to behold the magnifi¬ 
cence of his Train, that had cryed him up with filch loud Acclama¬ 
tions, and whole applaufe he had courted with fuch vail Exigences 
were now come out with drawn Swords againfl him ; the C/rcmand 
the Theaters, whole (ports he had lo oft honoured with his pretence 
and maintained at his Charge, and for whole hike lie had fo ofc 
been angry with Cbryfoflom , were now become his violent Perfe- 
cutors: While the Church, whole Priviledges he had openly inva¬ 
ded, llretcht out her Arms, and kindly received him into her Bofbm 
and tent Agents all about, to endeavour his reteue out of thole ini- 
ferable Circumftances, into which he had plung’d himtelf: That if 
he had affronted and wronged the Church, and by Law deftroyed 
its immunities, dear-b light experience had fuflfcicntly rebuk'd his 
folly, and taught him what he had done, and himfelf by his praaife 
was the firft that had abolifiled his own Law. Not that in faying 
all this he infulted over the man, but warned them to be cautious by 
his Example, who was become the great inllance of humane cala¬ 
mity, and change of Fortune.- That he was defirousto allay the 
harpnefs of that fury, wherewith they were fet againfl: him and 
however it might teem a thanklels Office to prote£t and plead for a 
Perlon,. that had lo lewdly trampled upon the rights of the Church 
yet twas our duty to pardon injuries, and to be kind to the twtbank- 
f <il and to the ivl, that therefore they Ihould all joyn in a Petition 
for mercy, and the Emperor having diffidently teflified hisreadi- 
ne |s to companion, they in imitation of his Example Ihould layaflde 
all Offences, and pradice their own Prayers to forgive, as they would 
k [orotven. The Difcourfe had its due effects upon the Auditory 
the People becoming more calm and gentle, nor would the Bifhop 
confent to deliver him up to the Emperor’s Officers, till provifion 
was made for the Living of his life. By which ’tis evident with how 
httle pretence to truth he is reported * by a fcornful and petulant in- * &Snt 
vective to have triumph’d over a man in mifery, when as the far loc - cit - 
Rreatdl part of the Difcourfe breaths nothing but a noble and truly 
Lhriftian tendernefs and compaflion. The ifllie was that EntropiL 
was bamlh’d into Cyprus c , from whence not long after he was brought 
mck, and afrefh Indiftment commenc’d againll him, efpeciallvTor

Euphemia the Martyr, where having given tbc.r “^compfo with the 
cuntv thev began to treat, and Gamas feeming to comply witntne 
Empelor went over with him to Confantinople, where Ending his 
S tofocceed profperoufty enough, he proceeded to more mfc 
km demands. He was by his Religion, as all the Chr.ftian G o h, 
were an Jrt.m, and being inftigated by his own Ambition, and 
prompted by the Churchmen of his party, required of theEmperor, 
that one of the City Churches might be given to him, and the men 
of his Communion, it being unfit, he (aid, that £o a ma n as the 
General Ihould be forced to go out of Town to his Devotions. The 
Emperor a man of a Toft and cowardly temper, proroiled he would 
advlle upon it, and do what lie could to granfic 

noon font for Chryfoltom, and acquainted him with the Generals re- 

micft telling him withal, that he was an over-powerful Perfon and 
a mail of dangerous defigns, and therefore defired that by granting 
his requeft, lie would fweeten and allay Ins fury. The Biinop

The Emperor 

and the next day font for both of them to Cou , >/ / ^ as 

attended with all the Biftiopsi that were theninTo«n. 
they were come into the prefence, Gamut began cl f g./ Re . 
mile; but this, thcBilhop told him, an Emperor that pro 1 , 
ligion, could not grant, nor might take upon himthusi o in 
die in the things of God. The General anfwe.ed, tv as but t 
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ihould be allowed a Church for his Devotions. For that, laid the 
liilliop, all the Church-doors are open for you, and no man hinders 
you from praying where you pleale. But I, replyed Gain,**, am of 
another way, and defire but one Church for me and my Party to 
nflemble in : A requeft which I may reafonably make, who have 
fought fo many Battels, and undergone fo many dangers for the fafe- 
ty of tbc Roman Empire. True, Paid Chryffiom , but you have had 
Rewards far beyond your Services. You are General of the Army, 
and have the priviledge to be eloathed with Confular Ornaments. You 
ihould do well to remember what you once was, and what you are 
now, your former poverty, and your prelent plenty, how you were 
clad, when you fir ft pais’d the River Ifter, and what you have now 
upon your back. Remember how inconfidcrable are your Services, 
compar’d with the largenefs of your Rewards, and be not ingrateful 
to thofe that have thus honoured and advanc’d you. He put him 
in mind of his Oaths f and Engagements, the fealty he had Iworri to f ibi 
the Empire, and the obedience he had promifed to thofe Laws, which M 
he now fo infolently attempted to trample under foot. And to ftrike 
the matter dead at once, he pluck’d out a Law of Theodofin, pro¬ 
hibiting Hereticks to hold their Aflemblics within the City. And 
then turning to the Emperor, perfwaded him to ratify and execute 
this Law againft all other Hereticks, advifing rather to laydown 
the Empire, than impioufly to betray the Church of God* 

V. BLIT Gainas though baffled, was not fatisfied. For feeing 
himfelf defeated of his ends, he was no longer able to matter his re¬ 
venge, but broke out into open Rebellion. And firtt he intended to 
feize the fhops of the Bankers, but they upon intimation, had with¬ 
drawn and hid their Money. Then he fent fome of his Goths by 
night to fet fire to the Pallace, but they frighted with the Apparition 
of an Army of tall Souldiers, fled back, and he wfcnt himfelf the next 
night along with them, and found it fo. With that he left the Ci¬ 
ty, and endeavoured privately to convey away great numbers of Arms, 
which being feiz’d and fearch’d at the Gates, brought the whole 
Confpiracy to light. Hereupon a Proclamation is ifluea out, denoun¬ 
cing Gainas a Tray tor, and commanding the Goths whom he had left 
behind him in the City, to be put to death. Seven thoufand of them 
fled for Sanfruary into the great Church that flood next the Pallace, 
where the Emperor commanded them to be killed, not thinking it 
realonablc that any place fhould proteft fuch notorious Rebels from 
the ftroke of Juflice. But none durft attempt either to attaque them 
there, or to pluck them thence, not knowing to what outragious ef- 
fefts lo hopclcfs and forlorn a condition might drive defperate Perfbns. 
Whereupon Perlons were imploy’d to untile that part of the Church 
that was over the Communion Table, whence they threw down up¬ 
on them pieces of Wood fet on fire, till they had deftroy’d them, to 
the no little Prophanation of that holy place in the judgment of all 
Fober and pious Chriftians, as the Heathen Hiftorian 8 himfelf ani- 
madverts upon this occafion. The news wherbof coming to Gainas, P‘ 7 9 *- 
he fled into Thrace , where gathering his Army together, he commit¬ 
ted miferable devaluations where-ever he came, which ftruck fuch a 
terror into all Pcrfons, that the whole Countrey fled before him, no 
man daring to make Head againft him. And in this general Con-

5 rant. fde well underffood thefiercenefs and brutifhnefs of the man’s 

temper, and how highly hehimlelf had but a few days fince exafpe- 
ratcd and provok’d him. But in fo good a Caufe he feard no dan¬ 
ger, and without any dem'urr, betook himfelf to his Journey. The 
Barbarian hearing or'his Arrival, . went forth a great way to meet 
him, and received him with great demon ft rat ions of reverence, tak¬ 
ing him by the right hand according to the mode of his Countrey, 
and putting it upon his eyes, and caufing his Sons to fall down and 
embrace his knees. We are told, that in this- Embafly Chryfifiom 
concluded a Peace between him and Arcaclius, but the more and- 
cut Hiftorians are filent in that point. ’Tis certain that not longaf- 
ter he fell upon part of the Roman Forces, which gave him Battel, 
routed his whole Army, and cut off the created part of them, Gab 
i j77. i>. 798. n.rs himfelf being flain ; Zofimus and otliers fay 1 , ’twas in an en- 
1- ><• gagement with Huldes Prince of th e Hunns, who profecuted him 
c '*‘both as an ill Neighbour to himfelf, and as an Enemy to the Romm, 
whole Head he faked and fent in Triumph to Confianti noble . 

VI. ABOUT this time came Ammonias and the red of the Eyp. 
k soy. i, 6 . Ft an Monks k to Confiantinople. They had been harafsd Qut of their 
314* own Countrey by Tbeopbilus of Alexandria, and had for fbme time 

Syov. 1. 8. f^tled themfeIves at Scythopolis in Pale/line, where hearing that The' 

774- 0 ^ us ft in i ntcn ded to proceed againd them, they removed to Con¬ 
fiantinople , to prefent their Complaints before the Empero*-and the 
Bifhop, and to be ready to anfwer to any Charge that might be ex- 
1 p.ithd. e. 7. hibited againd them. Being come to Town, they waited 1 imme- 
f- diately upon the Bifhop, and kneeling before him, begg’d the in- 

terpofal of his Authority, that he would dand by a company of 
innocent Perfons, unjudly oppreffed by thofe, who defigned nothing 
but their ruin. The Bifhop beholding a company of grave venera¬ 
ble Perfons, to the number of fifty, thus before him, rofe up, and 
with tears in hi* eyes asked them, what hard fate had driven them 
thither. They requeding him to take his Chair, told him, that 
they had been wounded by the fury and malice of Tbeopbilus , and 
defired his help to cure them, unlefs he alfo fliouId refufeto medi¬ 
ate on their behalf: Which if he fhould, as other Bifhops haddonc, 

1 either out of fear or favour to Tbeopbilus , they had no other way 
left them, but to addrefs to the Emperor, where they mud be forc’d 
to publifh his vile and unwarrantable doings to the fcandal of the 
Church : If therefore he had any regard to the Churches Reputa¬ 
tion, he fliould perfwadc him to differ them to return, and dwell 
quietly in their own Countrey, they having neither offended him, 
nor violated the Laws of their Religion. Chryfifiom willingly un¬ 
dertook in due time to intercede for them, and in the mean time 
affigned them lodgings adjoyning to the Church called Anaflafu 
where partly by their own hand-labour, partly by the Charity of 
others, and efpccially Olympi.ts^ they were fup’plyed with all ncccf- 
fary Provifions and Accommodations. But though Chryfifiom treat¬ 
ed them with great humanity, and permitted them to come to the 
publick prayers, yet would he not communicate with them, till 
their Caufe had been heard and tryed. Nor did they want favour

a nd aflifhncc at Court m ; for having made known their cafe to the 
Emprefs, fhe entertained them with fingular refpeft, and efpying 
them as flic pafs’d through the Street, commanded the Chariot to 
ifop, and looking out bow’d to them, and defired their bleffing, and 
did* they would pray for the Emperor, for her felfand Childreri, 
and for the happinefs of the Empire, alluring them fhe would take 
care, that a Synod fhould be fhortly called, and that Ihcophilus fhould 
be fummoned to it. 

VII. By this time Mcffengers were arrived from Alexandria , whom 
Tbeophilu-s had lent to manage his Caufe, and to make an intereft for 
him with the Governors that were to be fent into M«ypt. Chryfifiom 
lent for them to come to him, enquiring of them whether they 
knew the Monks that were then in Town: They replyed, they did, 
and confeffed they had had hard meafure,but pray’d that whatever kind- 
ncfselfe lie might fhew them, he would not out of refpeef to Tbe¬ 
opbilus admit them to Communion. Hereupon he wrote in their be¬ 
half to Tbeopbilus, that he would rccal the men, and receive them 
into favour. This Tbeopbilus refufed, and fent back Meffengers fur~ 
niflied with Libels of accufation againft them, and who might infinu- 
ate at Court ill fufpitions of them. The Monks perceived nowall 
hopes of reconciliation defperatc, and therefore taking fbme Perfons 
of Quality along with them, they went to the Bifhop, and having 
with an Anathema renounced the Qrigenian Hercfie, delivered into 
his hands a Libel, containing an account of \Tbeopbilus his Tyranni¬ 
cal proceedings, with other Articles of impeachment which they 
gave in again It him. Chryfiofiom both by himfelf and other Bifhops 
diffwaded them from this way,advifing them to fupprefs their Charge, 
and wrote a fecond time to Tbeopbilus , to let him know what the 
Monks had done, defiring him to write back what he thought belt 
to be done in this matter, for that he could not prevail with the 
Monks to lay down their charge, or keep them from exhibiting their 
complaints at Court. The man was nettled to the quick, and though 
he made a fliift to ftifle the height of his refentment, could not for- 
bear to give a taft of it in this tart Letter, which he fent back to 
Chryfifiom. I fuppofe you are not ignorant o f the Canons of tbe Nicene 
Council, which provide, that no B/fijop fiall judge Caufes out of bis own Jit- 
rifditfion. If you know not this, then learn it, and ceafe to receive Libels 
sgainfi me. For if J mttfi be judg'd, it's much fitter it fimld be done by 
lifijops in /Egypt, than by them, who are LXXV. days "Journey difiant 
from us. Chryfifiom receiv’d the Letter, and laid it by, and perfwaded 
both Parties to agree, who yet, as it commonly happens in fuch ca¬ 
fes, went both of them away diffatisfied and difeontented. All which 
paflages relating to thefc Origcnifi- Monks, were tranfa&ed Ann. 
CCCC. and the following year, what further enfued upon it, fhali 
be related in its due time and place.

I. W T HIL E Chryfofcm was thus taken up, an Accident hap- 
\/\/ ned, that engaged him in a Journey as far as Eplnjus, 

* ▼ the occafion whereof muft be fetcht from the foregoing 
Uut.c. 13 . year. Ann. CCCXCIX. about the time of Gain,is his infurre&ion at 
2 Conftantinople , fevcral Afi.tn Bifhops n came to Town, where they 
met with Theotimns of Scythia , Ammon of Thrace, and Arabians of 
Galatia , in all to the number of XXII. They frequently convened 
about fevcral important Affairs of the Church, when Eufbins Bi- 
fhopof I'alentinople ftart up, and delivered a Libel of accufation fiuper- 
feribed to Chryfoftom and the Synod, againft Antoninus Bifhop 0 ? E- 
phe/usy the Charge confifting of feven Articles. I. That he had 
melted down the Church-plate, and put out the Money in his Son’s 
name. II. That he had taken away a piece of Marble from the door 
of the Baptiflcrium , and had plac’d it in his own Bath. III. That 
he had made ufe of Tome Columns, that had lyen fevcral years for 
the ule of the Church, and had fet them up in his own Dining¬ 
room. IV. That a Youth whom he kept had kill’d a man, and yet 
he retained him in his Service, as if he had been blamelcfs and in¬ 
nocent. V. That he had fold the Farms which Baftlim the Em- 
peror Julian's Mother had bellow’d upon that Church, and kept the 
Money to himfelf. VI. Thar after lie had put awav his Wife, he 
lived wiih her again, and had Children by her. VII. That it had 
been his Rule and Cuftom, to fell the Ordination of Bifhops at a fet 
rare, as men fell their Lands. And that both lie that ordained, and 
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they who had been thus ordained, were prefent; and that he was 
ready to make proof of all the Articles he had given in. Chryfoftom 
unwilling the matter fhould be blown abroad, told Eufebimr, that 
Inch hot and liafty Charges very often wanted fuffkient proof, and 
therefore he intreated him to defift, and what real grievances there 
were, they would take care to remove them. But the man was not 
fo to be taken off, he ftormed the more againft the Bifhop of Ephe¬ 
fus, and refolved to purfue his Charge Whereupon Chryfoftombz- 
’fought Paul Bifhop of Heraclia, who feemed to take Antoninus his 
part, to endeavour to make them Friends. And fo riling up, the 
AfTembly went to Church, it being the time of the publick devoti¬ 
ons. Chryfoftom having blefs’d the People, fat down with the other 
Bifhops, when F-uftbius coming in, delivered him another Libel of 
the fame charge before the whole Congregation, conjuring him by 
all that was dear and facred, and by the life and lafety of the Prince, 
that he would proceed in it, which he urged with that extreme ve- 
hemency, that the People thought he had been importuning the Bi¬ 
fhop to intercede with the Emperor for his Life. Chryfoftom to pre¬ 
vent any further difturbance, took the Libel, and the Leffons being 
read, he was not willing in fuch a hurry and difturbance of thoughts 
to approach the holy Myfteries, and therefore defired Panftphius Bi¬ 
fhop of Piftdia to finifh the remainder of the Service, while he and 
the reft of the Bifhops went our. 

II. THE People were now difinift, and Chryfoftom and the reft* 
taking their places in the Baptiftery , called for Eufebius , and renewed 
to him his former motion, adding, that if he did know things where¬ 
of lie might accufe him (for as they would not reject him, if he 
defired it, fo neither would they force him to it, if he had not a 
mind to it ) he fhould confider what was moft fit to be done before 
the Accufation was read ; for after it was once publifh’d, and fpread 
abroad, and entered upon the Regifter, he could not then recede or 
be difeharg’d. But he perfifting in his Refolution, the Libel was read 
in every Article. Which done, the fenior Bifhops moved the Prefident, 
that though all the Articles were bad enough, yet that for the gain¬ 
ing of time, they might infift only upon the moft Capital, the Charge 
ofSimony, and if that was made good, there would be little reafon 
to difpute the other. This was agreed to, fo the Tryal began, and 
Chryfoftom ask’d Antoninus , what he could fay for himfelf ? He ftout- 
ly denyed the Charge, and the Bifhops that were challeng’d fo to 
have procured their Confecration, being likewile interrogated, de¬ 
nyed the Fa&. Eight hours were fpent in canvafing the cafe pro and 
con, when at laft the Witneffes were call’d for, who were pretended 
to have been prefent when the Money was paid. But the moft ma¬ 
terial Evidences were not there. Chryfoftom therefore finding it would 
be a difficult matter to determine it at this diftance, refolved upon a 
Journey thither, that he might with more advantage examine things 
upon the place. Antoninus was ftartled at this, he knew Chryfoftom 
to be a man of refolution, and of a moft equal and unbiaft temper, 
and had no other way to prevent it, but by addreffing himfelf to a 
great man at Court, whofe Eftate in Afia he managed for him, be¬ 
falling him to procure Chryfo (tom's Journey to be ftop’d, engaging 
that the Witneffes fhould be brought to Town. Immediately came

Bilhops, 
with whom lie entered into confultation about the ftatc of thole 
Churches. To this Synod came Enfehius of Valentino vie y the late 
fierce acculer of Antoninus , humbly petitioning, that lie might be 
reftored to Communion. Many of the Synod were againfl: it, plead¬ 
ing, that he had been thrown out for calumny and detraction. But 
he prels'd his fuit, and told them, that for as much as tile Caufe had 
been under debate for almofl: two years, and that the delay of the 
WitnefTcs had been the only reafon that had hindered it from coming 
to a final iffiie, he befouglit them now to examine the Wirnefles, who 
were ready to appear. And although Antoninus , who had taken the 
Bribes was dead, yet the Perlons that had given them, and been or¬ 
dained upon it, were dill alive. The Synod agreed to take the bu- 
finefs under confideration, and the He filters were produc’d, and the 
whole Proceedings read before them Then the Witneflcs were 
brought in, and the Perlons charg’d with Simony cited, who at firft 
denyed it, till the WitnelTes (who were not only Lay-men and Wo¬ 
men, but Presbyters, their own Friends and Confidents; depofing as 
to time and place, and the Sums paid, and the very fpecies of the 
Money, their confidences would fuller them to Hand out no longer; 
they confelsd they had given luch Summs, but pleaded, that they 
took it to he the Cuftom lo to do, and that they mull do it to be 
free from the proceedings of the Courts ; that if it might be grant¬ 
ed, they dclir’d to be continued in the Service of the Church ; if 
not, that they might at lealthave their Money return’d them, lome 
of them having parted with the Money and Furniture that belong’d 
to their Wives and Family. As to their being difeharged in Court 
ehryfifhm undertook it, promifing the Synod he would intercede 
with the Emperor, whereupon the Council ordered that Antoninus 
bis Heirs Ihould make Hellitution: And as for thcmfelves, the/ 

Ihould have liberty to Communicate within the Chancel, but Ihould 
be, and be look’d upon only as Perlons that had once been Bifliops. 

They being depos’d, others who were men of parts and integrity 
were planted in their rooms, who yet about four vears after, when 
Chryfifloms Affairs went down the wind, were ejeCted, and the for¬ 
mer brought in again. In the See of Ephefus they plac’d Heracli- 
des , by birth a Cypriot, who had been heretofore a Monk at Mount 
Nuria in Ae^ypt, and Chryfifiom\ Archdeacon at Conft anti nop le ever 
fince he came thither, a man of approved learning, and a moll: ftri£l: 
life, but who upon the turn of Affairs was ejected, and imprifoned, 
and a fervile Eunuch belonging to Vidor the Tribune , a man of bad 
Principles, and worfe Morals, being of a moll: debauch’d diffolute 
Life, thruff: into his room. He depos’d 0 likewife Gerontius Bilhop 
of Nicomedia , who had flrangely bewitch’d the aff’eftions of that 
P p p 2 People. 
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People This Gerontim had fome time been Deacon under S.Jm. 

where (ludying or pretending to ftudy the Art Ma- 
aick, upona frivolous llory he told of his encounter with an 
%- 0 t Spectrum, lie was confin'd by S. Ambrofr, till he had given fa- 
tisfadfion. He flighting the Bifliop, left Mchn, and went to £.»»/?«, 
thvM", and being a man of parts, witty, eloquent, and admirably 
skill’d in Phylick quickly wrought lnmfelf to far m with feme at 
Court, that lie was prefer.’d Wlhop of Nnomiu. S. Ambrofe wrote 
to Nett vim liilhop of ConfhwUnople about the man, but he could do 
nothing in it, the People not enduring any other ; nor could any 
thing be elfotfed in it, till Chnfoftm, being in thelc parts depos d him, 
and ordained P*»fabim, who had been Tutor to the hmprels, a 
meek and pious man, Bilhop of that place. But the People were hot. 
riblv dilcontentcd at it,even to rage and madne(s,thcy did nothing but 
recount his prailes, and the benefits they had received by him and 
ivs men are wont to do in fome dreadful Calamity, ran up and down 
the fticets both there and at C on (l anti nop le, finding Hymns, and Sup¬ 
plications,that they might have him for their Bdhop. I lie Synod being 
dilfolvcd C bryfoflow left thefe parts, having depos d in alUixlifliops, 
which the malice of his Enemies afterwards improved to fixteen; 
and though Sozmvn fays there were thirteen, yet tis much more 
reafonablc to believe Palltdius^ who was prefent at the whole tranl- 
action from firft to laft, and appeals to the publick Records for the 

U t. °C HR TS0S7 OM at his return to Conftantinople, was re¬ 
ceiv'd with great demonftrations of rejoycing by the People, which 
P^r.Ldf./n he acknowledg’d the next day in an Oration p to them, whereini he 
a vnd.Tom U. commends their conftancy andperfeverance, and the quick eyetney 
P-ns- j l3( { upon the attempts or Hereticks during his ablence. And 

indeed the A^ans about this time, and for fome years before, were 
orown to a ftrange height of infolence. They kept their Conven- 
, ~ , r , 6 tides q out of Town, but were wont upon Saturdays and Sundays,

p ‘ 1 7 ’ the publick Portico's , Tinging as they went along Hymns compofed 

in defenceof their own Principles, one part refponding to the other; 
and not content to do this, they added feveral Claufcs, petulantly 
reflecting upon thole that maintain’d the Dottrine of the holy Tnm- 
tv • thus they did the greateft part of the night, and early the next 
morning they march’d through the heart of the City, Tinging their 
Antipbonal Hymns, and fo went out to their own Meetingdiouje. an- 
foftam was very Tenfiblc of the affront given to the Catholick Faith 
and the Effablifh’d Religion, and fcard withal, left the mind 5 of 
weak and undifeerning People might by theft Tpecious Artihces be 
drawn over to them. Hereiblved therefore to countermine them in 
their own way, and to that end compoTed certain Hymns containing 
the Catholick Doftrine, which he delivered to his People to befung 
the Tame night. And that the buflneTs might be managd with the 
greater Pomp and Solemnity, Croflbs of Silver were made at the Em- 
preffes Charge, and lighted Torches born before them,.and Bnfot 
Emprcfles own Eunuch as Pr^ntor walked before the Company, 
good dcflgn, but it had abadeffea:. For the Arms finding them- 




felves thus out-done both in number and fplendor, fell upon the Ca- 
tholicks in their Procelfion, in which conflict fome were flain on both 
Tides, and Brifo himfelf darigerouffy wounded in the Forehead. To 
prevent which diforders, Arcadius Torbad the Arians to affemblc in 
this manner, and left the Cathollcks in the foie poffeffion of this way 
of Antipbonal Proceffion, a cuftom which continued many years af¬ 
ter. The Arians had been reffrained herein fome years before, as ap¬ 
pears by a Law «■ of Area-bus , made Ann. CCCXCVI. to feize upon tg rt .ub. \ 6 . 
all places of Religious AfTemblies held by all forts of Hereticks, and c. W. Tit. 5. ’ 
to adjudge them to the Exchequer, that none of their Clergy fhould L 
inhabit within the City, nor any of themfelves affemble either by 
night or day to make their publick Letanies or Supplications; and 
this under the penalty of an hundred pounds of Gold to be infli£ted 
upon the City-provoft , if he permitted it. But this Law being 
general, the Arians it Teems reckoned not themfelves fo particularly 
concern’d in it, but that they Toon after revived their Cuftom, till it 
was now put down by a particular Prohibition. 

V. NOR did Chryfojim? s pious care herein ftop here. He found the 
Nation of the Goths c miferably overcome with Arianifm , which he r tm. /. 5 . 
endeavoured to cure by this method. He ordained fome of that f ‘ * 0, 
Country Readers, Deacons and Presbyters , and affign’d them a TJcclxxiU 
Church within the City, by whole induftry he reclaim’d many to co1 ■ *5‘7- 
the Catholick Church. And that his defign might fuccced better 
he himfelf went often and preacht there, making ufeof an Interpre¬ 
ter to convey his Dilcourfe to the People, and prevailed with the 
moft eloquent Preachers about the Town to do the like. And under- 
flanding that the Scythian Nomafx that dwelt beyond Ifler weregreat- 
lydifpos’d to entertain the Gofpel, but were deftitute of any to 
preach it to them, he procured Perfons to undertake that work, and 
wrote to the Bi(hops that bordered upon thole parts to affift in it, 
and furnifh out fit Perfons, who might carry on the Conversion of 
thofe Countries, ft griev’d him not a little, when he was told that 
even in Phvnici .'/, a Countrey that lay within the heart of the Em¬ 
pire, Pa^an Idolatry was ftill the Paramount Religion. For the Re¬ 
formation whereof he engaged a Company of zealous Monks, whom 
he fent into thofe parts, and that they might not go without the 
Royal Authority, he procured an Edi& from the Emperor, impow- 
ring them to pull down and deftroy all the Pagan Temples. And be- 
caufe ’twas a matter of Charge as well as Difficulty, he did not 
think fit to burden the Exchequer with it, but perfwaded feveral 
rich and pious Matrons to furnifh out the Expences at their own 
Charge. But though for the prefent things fucceeded well, yet not 
long after the Gentiles made Head againft them, defended their Tem¬ 
ples, and flew many of the Monks, and wounded more. The exaCt 
time of his fitting on foot this excellent defign I cannot precifely fix ; 
though whether it was done Ann. CCCC. or immediately upon his 
advancement to the See of Conftantinople y is not very material to en¬ 
quire,

I. r XITHERTO the good man had gone on without i«J 
1-1 confiderable oppofition. But now the ftorm beg,in tog^- 
1 » tlicr, which at laft poured down upon him. It tops* 
that two Syrian Bilhops refided for fome time at 
tiochus Billiop of Ptolernaism Phiemca, and " ^ 
Port-town in not far from Laodtcea , both ot . 

CCS and his profound cxpofition of Scripture. He \vas \ ftan . 
C hryfoflom (whom he courted even to flattery) himielf to all the 
ty and accuracy of h,s Sermons, rc “^ n ’," d n m ' ‘ ror himfelf, and 
Grandees about Court and City, and to the Emi nl taliins 
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taking the opportunity of Chryfofton? s abfcnce, when he was at E~ 
p!.cfus, endeavoured much more to ftrengthen and fecure his Inte- 
reft, though Chryfoftom had admitted him to that degree of Ericnd- 
jliip, as to intruft him with the care and infpe&ion of his Church 
during his abfence, which the other was wife enough to improve 
to his own advantage. Serapio Deacon of the Church at Conftanti- 
voide, watched all his motions, and failed not to advertize Chryfoftom 
of every paffage, but being a man proud and paffionate, and bear¬ 
ing himfelf high upon the Bifhop’s favour, he helpt to bring his 
Enemies faftcr upon him, as it hapned in this very Cafe.- I'or not 
long after Chnpfhnf s return 11 Sever tan accidently paffing by, Sera- u f ox c / t b "& r ' 
pio ih ftill, and refufed to give him the refpe& ufually paid to Bi- 
fliops, intending it asapublick affront to him. Severian relented it ub. 6 .p.&h 
accordingly,and without further deliberation took upon him to depofe 3 M- 
him from his Dcaconfhip, and expel him out of the Cnurch, and 
in his pafBon, laid, if Scrapio dye a Chriftian , then Chrift never be¬ 
came man. Of this Serapio immediately complained to Chryfoftom , 
who thereupon convened a meeting of his Bifliops and Clergy ; 
where the cafe was brought under examination. As to the irreve¬ 
rence, Serapio excus’d himfelf, protefting he did not fee Severian , and 
produc’d WitnefTcs to atteft it. Whereupon he was acquitted by the 
AfTembly, who alfo interceded with Severian for a reconciliation, and 
Chryfittom that lie might fliew how ready he was to give any rcafon- 
able fatisfaftioti, fufpended Serapio from his Office for the fpaceofa 
Week. As for the words fpoken by Severian , which Serapio proved 
before the AfTembly, fome of his Friends pleaded for him, that his 
Enemies mangled his words, and fuppreffing the former part, charg’d 
him with afTerting, that Chrift was never made man ; but Chryfoftom 
aniwered, that taldng the whole together, ’twas bad enough, for 
though Serapio BioulcC or fhould not dye a Chriftian, vet it followed 
not thence, that Chrift was not made man. After all, the meeting 
came to no cQnclufion, Severian was obftinate, and would comply 
witli nothing, unlcfs Scrapio were not only put from his Office, but 
excluded all Communion. Whereupon Chryfoftom role up in fome 
heat, and bad the Bifliops judge the Caufe, for that for his part he 
would meddle no further in it. But with him they all rofe up, and 
went away, and fo the Confiftory broke up, with fome rcfle&ion 
upon Severian, for his unrcafonablc obftinacy and perverfenefs. Soon 
after Chryfoftom advis’d him to he gone home, fending him thisMef- 
fage, that it was not fit that lie fhould fo notorioufly negleft his 
Charge, and that the Church committed to him Biould for fo long 
a time be deftitutc of the care and prefence of its Bifhop ; that there¬ 
fore he Biould immediately return thither, and improve the Talents 
and Abilities God had given him in his own Sphere and Station. 

Witli which fmart admonition lie left Conftantinople * The Emprefs 
Kudoxia was angry at what was done, and fent for Severian, who 
was retired to Chalccdon , to come back, but Chryfoftom refilled any 
converfe witli him, till the Emprefs being refolved to make Peace, 
took up tile young Prince Ihcodoftvt, Chryfoft flw’s God-fon, and car¬ 
rying him in her Arms into the Church, Bay’d him down the Bi- 
fliojrs feet, and for his Hike hefbught him to be Friends with Seve- 
rian , which at laft flic obtained. Chrvfftom hereupon made an Ora- 
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. tioti w to the People to difpofe their minds towards Severian, and the 
next Sever tan himfelf made another x in commendation of Peace 

f. V?. and particularly that Reconciliation that was now made between 
0 £ ' r g‘ Lat,,b ‘ them. 

F ' 4 * II. B U T whatever Severian might do to ferve a prelent Intereft 

’tis plain his Friendfhip was but pretended. For foon after been' 

7 Piiud.c.6. tred y into a Combination with Antiochits, and Ifaac , a turbulent and 
h8 ‘ ill natur’d Archimandrite againft Chryfofiom. With them joyned Au¬ 

dits Bifhop of Ber.ea, on no other provocation, than that coming to 
Conftantinople , and wanting a convenient Lodging, he was angry that 
Chryfofiom had flighted him, and not given him entertainment, and 
he could not forbear to exprefs his relentment to fome of Chryffom 
own Clergy, telling them in Language proper enough to the occafi. 
on, I will fcafon his pot for him. Thefe four laid their heads together 
how to manage their defigns againft him. And firft they lent Spies 
to Antioch, to hunt after the mifearriages of his younger days, but 
finding nothing thereupon the ftriXeft ferutiny they could make, 
they bethought themfelves of 7 heophilm at Alexandria , who they 
knew bore no good will to Chryfofiom , and who had a head fitted to 
contrive and carry on fiich defigns. To him they write about it,who 
received the melfagc with both hands, as an opportunity he had long 
wifhed for of venting his fpleen againft him, encreas’d of late by 
the favour Chryfofiom had fhew’d to the Monks whom he had driven 
out of Mgypt, and whom it was reported Chryfofiom had not only 
been otherwife very kind to, but that he had admitted them to Com. 
munion. And as if there had been a confpiracy of Accidents as well 
as Perfons, his affairs at this time feemed to lye fair for fuchapur- 
pofe. For having Synodically condemned the Origenian Herefie (as 
they then called it) and procured Epiphanius to do the like in a Coun¬ 
cil in Cyprus, he had engaged that good old man to carry the Decrees 
to C onjl anti nop le, and to follicit Chryfijlom to enter into th^s quarrel, 
and to profecute the Egyptian Monks (whom they unjuftly charged 
with Crigenifm ) but with what fuccefs, has been related in its pro¬ 
per place. Chryfofiom had in vain mediated with Theophiltts on their 
behalf, whereupon they had impeached him, and he recriminated up¬ 
on them, and had lent his Legates to Constantinople to manage his 
Caufe againft them. The Origenian Monks growing weary of delays, 
petitioned the Emprefs, that the Libels which the adverfc Party; had 
preferred againft them to the Provoft of the City might be examined, 
that Theophiltts might be fummon’d, and undergoe his Tryal, and that 
his Meffengers might either prove their Charge, or fuffer the Penal¬ 
ties in that cafe provided againft falfe Accufers. This requeft was 
thought reafbnable, and in purfuance of it Elaphit u a great Officer at 
Court was difpatched with Orders to Alexandria to bring up Theopbi - 
Itts. The Judges in the mean time proceeded in the Caufe of his 
Legates, who had accufed the Monks, and the Legates being found 
guilty of Calumny and Subornation, and feeing themfelves expofed 
to the prefent lafn of the Laws, threw the whole blame upon The - 
ophiltts as the foie Author and Contriver of it, and were thereupon 
caft into Prifon, where fome of them dyed, others after his arrival 
yvere by his intereft banifhed into Precomjfw. 
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III. WHILE thefe things were tranfaXing, Chryfofiom began to 
lofe ground at Court, efpecially with the Emprefs Eudoxia *, who * viL ■/.<{,», 
in a manner intirely fwayed Arcadins. Daughter fhewasto Bauto, M99* 
who was a Frank by birth, and General under Gratian in the Weft, 

and Confil together with Arcadins, Ann. CCCLXXXV. fhe inherited 
the fpirit of her Countrey, having (as Hiftorians particularly note) 
a great deal of (ZuyQafiw in her temper ; haughty, fierce, cru¬ 

el, and revengeful, a Woman of a quite different make from the 
foft and eafie temper of her Husband ; the fad effeXs whereof fell 
heavy upon our good Bifhop. By fome »fhe is fa id to have taken . Nicc?l)> />l?> 
Offence at his over-free reproving her unjuft difpoffeffing the Widow c. 14. p. 381. 
Callitrope of her Vineyard, which yet he left not off, till fhe had 
reffored it. By others b , that relenting a Plot- which he fuppofed fhe b Socr ,,. 6 , 
had laid with Epiphanitis againft him, he foon after made a very c. 1$. p.321. 
fharp InveXivc againft Women, and, if it be true what fome adcf, ^ 
drop’d fome tart refleXions upon Jezabel, and the Priefts whom fhe 
fed at her 'Fable. There were thofe at Church that took Notes, 
which they carried to the Emprefs, who prefently applyed them to 
her felf, and complained to the Emperor of the publick affront of¬ 
fered to her. Befides, the main of the difeourfe being general, moft 
of the great Ladies about the Town reckoned themfelves concerned 
in it. They had a pique againft him before for the levere and im¬ 
partial reproofs, which he was wont upon all occafions to fcatter a- 
mongft them. For ’ewas his cuftom c both publickly, and in hispri- c 
vate vifits from Houle to Houfe, finartly to chide the more aged Wi - p ’ 66, 
clows and Matrons for their light airy drefles, as an unfeemly and 
meretricious Garb, and a vain attempt to make themfelves feem young 
again. Nor were Severian and his Party backwards to blow up the 
Coals, knowing how powerfully thefe Ladies would draw on their 
Husbands. An eafie way was by this means made for the reception 
of Theophiltts, vvhonowftood fair to appear more like a Judge than 
a Criminal. He was at this time upon his Journey, and though the 
Emperor’s command at firft (which ’tis probable he might afterwards 
alter) was, that he fhould come alone d , yet did he all the way both *cirrf. nt/ifl* 
by fpeeches and mefTages follicit as many Bifliops as He could’to go r. 4* 
with him to Conflantinople, defigning from the very firft to pack a p ' 77 ‘ 
Synod, and depofe Chryfofiom. Arriving at the City, (whitheraf¬ 
ter many delays he came Ann. CCCCIII.) he went e on fhoar, the * Ext. ibid. 
greateft part of his retinue being made up of Mariners, who were ^ 

come with the Corn-fleet from Alexandria , who came to meet him, sof. dif * * 
and welcomed his arrival with joyful fhouts and acclamations. Land¬ 
ing, he went nor, as the Cuftom was, into the Church to pay his 
Devotions to God, nor to wait upon the Bifhop, and though Chrpfo - 
flow had prepared Lodgings for him and his Company in theBifhops 
Pallacc, and did more than once and again invite him thither, as he 
had done thofe that arrived before him, yet he refuted it, and paf- 
fing by the very Church-door, went into the Suburbs, and had his 
apartment in one of the Emperor’s Houfcs called Placidiana, prepar’d 
it teems on purpofe for him. 

IV. HERE he remained three weeks f , in all which time he f Pil! ,j p6 

Vouchiafed not fb much as once to honour Chryfofiom -with any aX of & * 

common Civility, much lefs ChriftianCommunion. His whole time ^ 

Qj] q ha 
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he (bent in forming his defign, and making Parties, which lie did 
by accommodating himfelf to mensdiftere.it humours and intcrefe.. 
Some he brib’d by liberal Prefents, others that were more inclined 
to Epicnfm, lie treated at a plentiful Table others lie courted by 

flatteries and commendations, others he tempted with hopes ot higher 

Preferments. And without taking any notice of ChrrMom (as. the 
See had been attually void) he Lent for lus Arch-deacon and by 
him endeavoured to bring over the Clergy to him. So that the C ity 
Churches began to be empty, and the Clergy were hiought daily to 
him, and perfwaded to accufc their Bifliop, and exlubit Libels agarnll 
him. Two more eljiecially he met with, fit iiiftrumcnts lor Ins 
purpofe, who had been turned out by Cbryfipm for the moft cnor- 
Lu P s Offences, the one for Murder, the other for Adultery ; t ide 
he inftrufted how to bring in their Charge, promifing them (and 
he was as good as his word) that he would in due time reltoie them 
to their Station in the Miniftry. All this while UsryMom was at a 
hand what to do, he treated him with mild and obliging Meflagcs, 
and deftred to know what he meant by tliefe turbulent comics, but 
in vain: On the other hand he was mightily imnortun dby Ibeopl,,. 
Us his Accufers, to proceed judicially againft him, the Emperor 
liimfcll- lending for him, and commanding him to go to rirnpU,,, 
and thereto examine the Caufis, and hear the moll heavy Crimes 
that were charg’d upon him. But he remcmb;ed the Canons, which 
7 hophilus's Letters had alfo put him in mind of,that btcleliaftical mat- 
ters were to bo judg’d within their own Provinces, and were not to 
be drawn before a Forreign Judicature, and was theiefore unwilling 

t0 W Q THFOPHILVS had now ripened his defign, and having 
got a competent number of Bifliops about him, XLV. in all(though 
others fay butXXXVI.)whereof XXIX.camc out of /Aevpr.the left from

The principal Perlon that manag’d the Charge agan 
ChrMom was fohn, who had fometimes been lus Deacon, bcfidcs 
whom there came in as Witnefles Arfunis Arch-Presbyter, ■ j 
ElpUUi,, Acacim, Presbyters, _ tuAcmor ..and 0^,^/^ThcSnod 
being opened, the Charge aga.nft Cbryf/iom was exhibitcd and v. d. 
confining of no lels than XXIX Articles as they are (Iimmdup by 
Phntius whereby the Reader will fee what an equal mixture of ma- 
flee and' foflythercw'as in this Accufation. I. That he had ebsgraed 
and ejeaedthe foremcntioncd John for no ot, ' er T r 5 ^°£’ his Com- 
caufe he had beaten his own Servant hulalms. IF. That by Ins - 
mand one "John a Monk had been beaten, and hurried away,^ 
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treated like a mad man, being loaded with Irons. III. That he had fold 
a great part of the rich Furniture and Ornaments belonging to the 
Church. IV. That he had made Money of fome pieces of Marble, 
which his Predeceffor Nettarim had provided to beautifie the Church 
of S. Anajlafu. V. That he (poke contemptibly of the Clergy, cal¬ 
ling them vile, corrupt, trifling Perfons, and good for nothing but 
theinlelves. VI. That he had called S. Epipbanim a doting man, and 
a little Fiend. Vtt. That he had devifed milchief againft Sever ian , 
and had fet up the Decani , or Sextons againft him. VIII. That he 
had written a whole Book ftufted with nothing but Falfhoods and 
Calumnies againft the Clergy. IX. That calling a Convention of 
his whole Clergy, he had Indi&ed three of his Deacons, Acacim , 

Ed'aphi/tSy and 'John, and had charged them with ftealing the Pall 
that he uled to wear about his fhoulders, infinuating as if they had 
taken it to fome unlawful ule. X. That he had Ordain’d one Anto- 
nius Bifliop, who yet ftood convittof violating the Tombs and Mo¬ 
numents of the dead. XI. That in a mutiny of theSouldiers he had 
difeovered and betrayed Count John. XII. That he was not wont to 
make his prayers either as he went to, nor at his entrance into the 
Church. XIII. That he Ordained Deacons and Presbyters in other 
places, and not within the Chancel. XIV. That he made four leve- 
ral Bifhops at one Ordination. XV. That he entertained Women, 
and convers’d with them alone, all others being fhut out of the 
.Room. XVI. That by the hand of Tbeodulm he had fold the Patri¬ 
mony, which Theda had left to the Church. XVII. That the Re¬ 
venues of the Church were difjxis’d of, and no man knew which 
way they went. XVIII. That he had Ordained Serapion Presbyter, 
though at that time under a Charge and Accufation. XIX. That he 
had taken Perfons whom all the reft of the World admitted to Com¬ 
munion, and at his arbitrary pleafiire had thrown them intoPrifon, 
and when they dyed there, had negletted them, and not taken fo 
much care as that their Bodies fliould be interr’d. XX. That he had 
calumniated the moft holy Bifliop Acacim , without fo much as admit¬ 
ting him to converfe,or giving a reafon for it. XXI. That lie committed 
Vorphyrim a Presbyter to Fjotropins to be banifli d. XXII. That he 
had likewife delivered up Verenius a Presbyter with all imaginable 
contempt and difgrace. XXIII. That the Bath is prepar’d for him 
alone, and after he has done, Serapion caufes the Bath to be fhut up, 
fo that noneelfe may go in. XXIV. That he has Ordained feveral 
without Witnefles or Teftimonials. XXV. That he ufes to eat and 
dine alone, and after the fafhion of the Cyclops leads a luxurious and 
intemperate Life. XXVI. That he himfelf is both Accufer, Wit- 
nefsand Jhdge, as is evident in what they fay he didin the Cafe of 
Martyriut the Arch-deacon, and of Prokerefim Bifliop of Lycia. 

XXVII. That he ftruck Mamnon with his Fift in the Church of the 
Apoftles , lb that blood gufti’d out of his mouth, and yet went on to 
Confecrate the holy Eucharift. XXVIII. That he was wont to be 
drefs’d and undrefs’d upon the Bifhop’s Throne, and there ufed to 
eat the little Cake (this was to prevent fpitting after the reception 
of the Sacrament.)

rM had gathered about him all the Bi/hops ‘of his Party that were about 
*;■' the Town, XL. in all, who were aflembled in the great d.ntng room 
of his Pallace, to whom he thus addrefs d htmfelt. Brethren, be 
“ earneft in prayer, and fince you love our Lord Jefns, let none of 
u you for my fake defert his Charge : l or, as twas mS. Pauls cafe, 
“ / am ready to be offered, and the time of my departure is at hand. Ma- 
“ ny hardfliips I fee I muft undergo, and then quit this troublefome 
“ life For I know the lubtlety ot Satan , who cannot endure to be 
“ daily tormented with my Preaching. Hereby you will find mercy 
“your felvcsat the hands of God, only be mindful of me in your 
“ Prayers. The whole Company was troubled at his dilcourle, lomc 
burft into tears, others who were not able to confine their palfion 
within tears and filence, humbly kils’d him, and went out togivea 
freer vent to their forrow. The Affembly was muchdifturbd, till 
calling them to their places, “Brethren, faid he, fit down, andccafe 
“ to weep, left you add more Affliftion to my Grief: For tom to 
“ live is Chrifl , and to dye is gain (this he Paid upon occafion of them- 
“ mour then fbread abroad, that for his obftmacy and inflexibility 
“ he was to lofe his Head) if your memories ferve you, call to 
“ mind how I always told you, that this life is a way wherein both 
“ joyes and forrow march away with a quick pace.The Scene of things 
“ before our eyes is like a Fair, where we buy, and fell andfome- 
“ times recreate and divert our felves. Are we better than the Pa¬ 
triarchs?

“ ther, however, as I requefted, delert not your Churches. An 
“ for the Doftrine of Cltriff, it began not with me, nor fhall “ ,e 
“ with me. Did not Mofcs die ? And did not luccecd him . 

« Did not Sxmutl die? And was not David anointed in Ins llead 
“ Jeremy departed this Life, and did lie not leave 

“him? W/!/was taken up into Heaven, and did not the p f°P}™' 

“ Spirit -ell on Elitb .<? Eml was beheaded and left 
“ Titus, Apollo , and many more behind him ? Enlyfins . 

m anfwcred, But if we keep our Churches, we /hall be compe - 
led to communicate and lubliribe ; to which he replied, commu- 
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hicate you may, that you make not a Schifm in the Church, but fub- 
feribe not the Decrees; for I am not confcious to my felf of having 
done any thing, for which I delerve to be depos’d, or turn’d out. 

VH. IN the midft of thefe difeourfes word was brought, there 
were Mdlengers at the door from Theophilns and the Synod, they 
were Dio fonts, and Panins, two young men, lately made Bifhopsiri 
Libya, who being brought in, and upon enquiry known to be Bilhops, 

Onyfofom intreated them to fit down, and declare what errand they 
came upon. They told him, they had only a brief Citation, whicli 
they defiled might be read. It was dire&ed to Chryfoflom without 
lb much as giving him the Title of Bilhop, and being delivered to 
fbeophilus'* s Clerk, was read in this form. The holy Synod affembled 
at the Oak to John. We have received Libels of Accujation Aga'tnfl 
you y charging yon with innumerable Crimes. Make ha(l therefore to come 
hither, and bring along with yon Sarapion and Tigrius, Presbyters, for 
whom there will be occafion. This Summons being read, the whole 
Company were offended at it, but told the Bilhops that brought it, 
they would return an anfwer to Theophiltts by Meflengers of their 
own, to whom they accordingly wrote to this effett. “ Prefume 
“not to intrench upon and difturb the Churches affairs, nor to con- 
“ found Order ; rend not the Church, for which Chrift came down 
“ from Heaven. But if you will be fo rafh and hafty, as to lay afidc 
“ the Canons of the Nicene Council, and take upon you to hear 
“ Caufes without your own Jurildi&ion, come hither to us into this 
“ well-regulated City, and provdke us not as Cain did Abel to go 
“ into the Field, that we may in the firft place hear what you have 
“ to fay for your felf. For wc have Libels againft you, containing 
'‘no Iels than LXX. Articles, and thole charged with the moft open 
“and lea ndalous Offences. And for number, we that are here a £ 

“ lembled by the grace of God for the peace, not the dcftru&ion of 
“ the Church, are more than you. For your Synod confifts but of 
“ XXXVI. Bilhops, moft whereof come out of one Province, where- 
“as we are forty, met out of fevera l Provinces, and leven of that 
“ number Metropolitans. And ’tis agreeable both to Reafon and Cu- 
“ Horn, that in matters of this nature the lelfer number fhould be 
“ concluded by the Major, and by the more eminent part. We have alio 
“ your own Letter, wherein you admonilli our Colleague John not 
“ to meddle with Judging a Bilhop out of his own Province. Where- 
“ fore fubmit your felves to the Canons of the Church, and rather 
“intercede with your Accufers, to let fall the Charge they have 
“brought againft you, or at leaft take them off from troubling Chry- 
“ fojtom with their Complaints. This anfwer being drawn up, Chry ^ 
foflom told them, that they might fend what Meffage they thought 
good , but for his own part he was relblv’d to return a particular 
anhver to Theophilns, which was in fubftance this k ,“ That he did k chryf.Rp.*d 
“not decline being brought to Tryal, but only refus’d to be Judg’d lnnoc ‘P' 6 i dt 
“ by a profeft and declared Enemy. For he who before ever he had 
“ received any Libels, had from the very firft given luch plain evi¬ 
dent inftances of partiality and diffatisfa&ion, abftain’d from the 
“ Prayers and Communion of the Church, fuborn’d Accufers, drawn 
“ over the Clergy to him, and made the Church delolate, how was 
*' he ever like to prove a fair and equal Judge, and lit to alcend a

“ Tribunalno ways agreeable to him. For ’us not reafonable,that 
“ a man that lives in Aigypt Ihould Judg thole that dwvll in TW 
“ and this man too himfelf lying under an Accufation and withal 
a an open Adverfary to thole whom he is Judg : that lor his own 
« part he openly declared, that as he was innocent lo he was moll 
“ ready to affert his innocency, andtoanlwer the Allegations brought 
■ “ againft him before an hundred, or a thoufand Bilhops 5 that* he 
“ Rood not upon the place, where he Ihould be Tryed, though he 
‘•thought it moll fit to be within the City : they were the lerfons 
“ of the Tudges he excepted againft, particularly againft IkophiUs 
“himfelf who had laid both at Alexandria and in Lm that he 
“ was going to Court to depofe Chryfoftom, which he demonftrated 
“ at his arrival by refufing all manner of Familiarity or Communion 
“ with him. And he who Ihcw’d himfelf an Enemy before the Trial, 

‘ ‘ what would he be at, and after it ? He excepted hkewile againft 
“ Acacias, who had threatned, that he would (earn his pot for him: 

“ That for Sever.ian and Antiochus, ’twas needlels to lay any thing, 

“ their mildemeanours being expos’d upon the publick Theaters, and 
“no doubt Divine Vengeance would quickly overtake them. If 
“ therefore, [aid he , you be really defirous that I Ihould appear dil- 
“charge thefe four from being Judges ; if they be only Accufers, 

“ let them be brought in, that I may know in what Circumftances 
“lam like to be, and whether I am to appear before them as Ad- 
“ verfaries, or as Judges, and thenlammoft willing to appear not 
“ before them only, but before a General Council. And take no- 
“ticc, that thougn you Ihould fend me a thouland Summons, lam 

“ refolved to return no other anfwcr. 

VIII. WITH thefe anfwers they dilpatched away Demetrius Bi¬ 
fhop of Pifmus, Eleufius of Apamta, and Lupinns of Apiaria, with 
whom they ioyned two Presbyters, Germams and Sever us. As they 
were going out, in came a Notary with an Edi& from the Emperor, 
granting power according to their requeft to force thePerfons concern¬ 
ed to appear, which he prefs’d them'to. No fooner was he dilpatched, 
but two Presbyters o {Chryfoftom s own Clergy, Eugenius, who tor nis 
zeal in this affair was made Bifhop of Hcradia, and 1/aac the Monk, \yho 
from the beginning had confederated with Severian and Ant mints, 
came, and addreffmg themfclves to Chryfoftom . The Synod (fad 

th y) commands, that you come over to them, to anlwer to the 

Crimes obje&ed to you. In anfwer whereunto he lent lome others 
of his Bilhops to expoftulate with them to this purpofe, with what 
realon or order they could pretend to judge him, who would not 
difmifs his Enemies from amongft them, and who took upon them to 
cite him by thofe of his own Clergy. But fo far were his anlwers 
from being fatisfaftory, that the Bifhops who carried them were 
treated with an uncommon favagenefs and inhumanity, one beaten, 
another pull’d and torn, a third had thofe very Irons clap d upon ms 
Neck, which they had prepared forC hryfoftom ,to have loaded him wun 
as he was to be Tent on Shipboard, and tranfmitted to lome obtains 
corner of the World. Which the good Bifhop hearing of, kept dole 
where he was. But it’s time we now return back to the Synod. 

IX. CHRT ' 
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IX. CHRYSOSTOM not appearing after four feveral Slid- 
mons (for fo often Sozomen and Photins fay he was cited) they 
proceeded to the examination of the Articles alledged againft: him, 
though of the whole XXIX. exhibited by John the Deacon, they 

infilled - only upon four ; the two fu ll, the Kt/i. and the XXVIIr//. * p/<«. ibid. 
After which //««,« (whom P horns llylcs a Blliop, but probably was »'• s«. «• 
no other but Ifuac the Monk whom we lately mention d, tho ugh he 
as well as his fellow-presbyter Eugenios might lor his good Services 
be afterwards made a Bifhop) gave in another Charge againft Chry. 

Uom, containing XVII. Articles, many of them the lame with thole 
that had been exhibited before, thofe that were any thing different, 
were as follows. I. That F.piphaniits fince departed had refilled to 
hold Communion with him upon the account of his favouring the 
(}yin n iin Monks, Ammonias, F.nthymius , Eujebius , and the reft. II. 

That he affirmed, that in the Church there was a Table full of Fu¬ 
ries. III. That he was wont to vaunt himfelf in the Church in fuch 
terms as thefe, (j&vo m , l am defperattly in love, I rave, and am 

twifported; and that he ought to have explained his meaning, what 
parks he meant, and what thole other words imported, being fuch 
as the Church was not acquainted vvith. IV. 1 hat he gave liberty, 
and encouraged men to fin, by venting fuch Do&rines as thefe "; If 
dm finneft n^ain, repent again ; and as oft ns thou [nine ft, come to me, f2J ; 

W /mil heal thee. V. That he had taught this blafphemous Doftrinc MS o. 
in the Church, that Chrift when he prayed was not heard, for that 
lie did not pray right. VI. That he ftirr’d up the People to Sedition, 
and to Mutiny againft the Synod. VII. That lie entertained Untiles, 
who had dene innumerable mifehiefs to Chriftians, and kept them 
in .the Church, and there prote&ed them. VIII. That he went in¬ 
to other mens Provinces, and there ordained Bifhops. IX. That he 
had ordained without convening, nay againft the Opinion of his 
Clergy. X. That he had taken other mens Servants before they 
were emancipated, while they lav under Acculations, and had made 
them Bifhops. XI. That he had oft mifus’d lfaacius himfelf, who 
nreferr’d this Charge. But of this laft Charge, they difeufs’d no more 
than the firft and the fourth Articles ; from whence they went back 
to the third Article of the former Charge, which concerned thefalc 
of the Church-Jewels and Ornaments, and for the proof of this they 
produc’d Arfacias, Atticus, and Elpiditis , who alfo togcthei with A- 
mus depofed to the fourth Article. And to add yet the more weight, 

Gcrontius, Fan ft inns, and Eu^ nomontu s , three of the Afian Bilhops 
flood up and delivered in their Libels, complaining, that Chryfiftom 
lnd unjuftly depofed them from their Bifiiopricks. 

X. IN thefe Proceedings they fpent twelve Synodical Sefhons, 
when the managers demanded Judgment againft the Pcrlon ac- 
cufed. Whereupon Paul Bilhop of Heraclea (who by his place was 
Chief Prefident of the Synod, the Bilhops of Con ft anti nople being 
obliged to receive their Ordination from the hands of the Metro¬ 
politan of Her acted ) commanded every one to deliver his Opinion, 
which they did, beginning with Gymnafws, and ending worn The- 
ophilns, all of them concluding, that he ought to be depofed from 
his See. Which done, they wrote an account of it to the Clergy 

of Con [l ant inop le, and fent alio the Emperor this following relation * ; ° paiiad.p.j+ 

Forasmuch 
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Forjsmitcb as John has been accnfid of certain Crimes, of which bang 
confcious to hiwjelfy be would not appear , the Laws in that cafe d^pof 
him, which is the Sentence now p<*/s’d »pon him. The Libels contained 
a!fo a Charge of Sedition, wherefore your piety will pleafe to give Or¬ 
der, that whether he ftbmit or no, he be expelled, and made to undergoe 
the Penalty of high 'Ireafon ; it not being a matter that lay within our 
Cognizance. By this high Treafon, meaning the affront they pre¬ 
tended he had offered the Emprefs, whom they reported he had ftyled 
Jezabel. A Warrant was hereupon procured for Execution of the 
P Phot, ib.coi. Sentence, which was fent t to, and read in the Synod.. In the XII Uh, 
6o ’ and laft Seffion, they proceeded againft Tome otheis of his Party, 

H I.l.ib.col.$ 6 . PaUadius Bilhop of Helenopolis 1, but efpecially agai nft Hcraclidis 
Bilhopof Ephtfus, Macarius Bilhop of the Magnates appearing againft 
him, and John the Monk exhibiting a Libel, wherein lie charged 
him with being an Origenift, and that he had been guilty of theft 
at C afire a in. Pale (line, having ffollen the Cloaths of Acjudinus the 
Deacon, and had been taken in the ad, and that notwithffanding 
all this, Chryfollow had ordained him Bilhop of Ephtfus. But it 
leems he found Friends in the Synod, who flood by him, and would 
not fufter the Sentence of Depofition to pafs againft him. 

XI. Amongft all the Tranffi&ions of this Synod, the Reader will 
wonder perhaps that he hears nothing of that which was the firft 
and main fpring of the Motion, and about which Theophilus had made 
fo many clamorous outcryes, viz. the Condemnation of Qrigoi s 

* i 8 works'. But Theophilus had caught the Fifh he aimed at, and the 
c. 17.^.780. Bait was now laid afide. And he was willing to be at peace with 

the Egyptian Monks, could they but be brought to any fhewoffor- 
row and fubmiffion, that might feem to juftify his fierce Zeal againft 
them. To this purpofe Agents were fet on work, who represented 
to them how ready Theophilus was to pardon what was paft, ifthev 
would but fue for it, and that the Synod did intercede for them. Al¬ 
lured with thefe fmooth Pretences, and defirous after all to fit down 
in quiet, they yielded to fay, what they were wont to do when 
they received the greateff injuries. Forgive us. Upon which eafie 
terms Theopjsilus readily received them into favour, and readmitted 
them to Communion. Which perhaps had not been fo tamely alfeut* 
ed to, had the two Brothers, fDiofcorus and Ammonias, the prime 
fticklers of the Party been alive. For Diofcorus dyed a little before 
*piiud. M7. the Synod, having earneftly prayed f God, either that hemightfee 

р. 159. the peace of the Church, or be himfelf tranflated into a better 

World. He was buried in tile Church of S. Modus at Conjlantiuople 

* socr. 1. a. fnot in that of the Oak at Chalcedon , as fome 1 relate) where his 

с. 17. p. 325. memory was lb venerable, that feveral who before-time were wont 

to fvvear by the Martyr, took their Oaths henceforward upon the 
Prayers 0 $ Diofcorus. Ammonias fell fick about the time that things 
were preparing for the Synod, and accordingly caus’d himlclt to 
be carried over to Rufinas' s Village at Chalcedon , where his Diteale 
» piiud. ib. growing upon*!tim, he dyed (oon after, foretelling u upon Ins 
/. 157. deathbed, that there would be a mighty Schifin and Pcrlecutionin 
the Church, after which the Authors of it Would come to a very 
ill end, and then a bluffed Peace and Union fliould > fiuccecd. As 
it accordingly came to pafs. He was buried in the 
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Church of the Jpoflles, and his Tomb was famous for the curing 
Fevers as my Author w who lived at that time reports. A man 
he was at the news of whofe death Theophilus x himfelf could not 
hut weep, and openly fay of him, That none of the Monks of that 
time was comparable to him, though he had created him no little 
rouble Thus ended the long and fierce Contention between The- 
Libs and the Monks about the Origenian Controverfie, ftartedat 
firft upon unwarrantable defigns, and carried on by worfe Princi¬ 
ples and Praaices. And indeed that Theophilus herein was atted 
more by finifter ends, than Zeal againft the thing it felf, is evi- 
dent in that after all the noife he had made about it, he famili¬ 
arly ftudied * Orion's works. And being challenged by one for fo 
doing he replyecl, OrigenV Books are like a Meadow bejet with all 
forts of Herbs and Mowers ; where . I find anything that's good and whol- 
fom, I take it to my own ufe : Where 1 meet with that that s prickly 
Mil ufelejs , l pafs it by.

A Canon 
of the Council of Antioch urged againft him with us exception to 
it. The true ft ate of that matter. ElpidiusV/twr pleading for Chry- 
foftom before the Emperor.- The Emperor overperfaaded by Chrylo- 
.ftom’r Enemies. Allinterpofals in his behalf vain. The violence uftd 
toward, Chryfoftom’* Clergy and their People affemhkd in Conftau- 
tiusV Bap After turn. The ahufes and injuries offered to thofe that fled to 
aflembk in the Fields and Woods Theophilus’* Mejfage and Repreftn- 
lation of the Cafe at Rome. Chryfoftom* Letter to Pope Innocent, 
and other Weftern Bifljops. Innocent’* Letter to Theophilus, that 
the whole Cafe might he fairly.hear din an impartial Synod. 

I, /- ■ ! E news of what had pafs’d in the Synod foon flew abroad 

I among the People, who were infinitely troubled at it, and 
-l gathering together guarded »the Church night and day, 
left he Ihould be taken thence, crying out, chat 
beheardbeforeagreater, and a more equal and indifferent Affembly. 
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' jjut h e fearing a popular Infurre&ion, did on the third day about 

noon, unknown to the People, deliver up himlelf to the Comman¬ 
der that came with a Party ofSouldiers to receive him, who in the 
evening carried him through the City, put him on jhip-board, and 
failed itway that night to Hkron a Port in the mouth of the Euxin 
Sea where he landed, and was carried to fome Farms that were at 
Prtnetum in Bithynia. Where we leave him for a while, and re- 
turn bick to fee what pafs’d after his departure at Con/tantinople, 
No fooner was it known that he was gone, but the whole City was 
in an uproar, many blam’d the Emperor, more the Synod, but the 
whole load was cart upon Theophilus^: thofe who till then had been 
his Enemies, were now mov’d with Companion towards him, and 
many who but juft before had wifh’d him depofed, cried out now 
’twas malice and injuftice. In this general tumult the Monks who 
were C hryMom's faft Friends, bore not the leaft fhare, they fhut up 
the Churches, and fuffered not the People to frequent publick Pray. 

, lr h„ ers, till it grew up to that height of Confufion that if * fay 

cal true, the People and Souidiers fell upon the Monks, great numbers 
of whom they killed in the Church, andnurfued thofcrtliat efcap’d, 
{paring none whom they found in black (which v^as the common 
habit of the Monks; infomucli that many who web then in mourn¬ 
ing, or upon fome other occafions wore black at that time, were 
without the leaft diftinftion put to death. Severian hoping to qui¬ 
et mens minds by juftifying what had been done, went up and 
preach’d, and in his Sermon told thb People, that though Cbryfojtom 
liad been condemned for nothing elfe, yet his pride and infoleoce 
were enough to deferve the punifhment that had been put upon 
him. For though all other fins may be pardoned, yet the Scripture 
plainly teftifies, that God refifleth the proud. But this madeitworfe, 
and blew up the People into a greater rage, fo that there was lit¬ 
tle hope to allay the Tumult. It added not a little to the general 
Confternation, that at night happened a terrible Earthquake, which 
was look’d upon as a figniheation ofthe difpleafure of Heaven agatnft 
the late Tranfaftions. All which extremely affrighted them at 
Court, and the next morning they immediately difpatch’d away the 
Emperor’s Secretary to bring him back ; and the Emprefs Eudoxia^ 
knowing how much fhc had promoted the defigns againft him, and 
feeing tne ftream ofthe People run violently that way, had upon her 
knees begg’d of the Emperor to recal him, and withal, fent away 
. chy r SlWt Brifin her Eunuch with Letters »to him, defiring hirn not to think 
pnti rid. ab. ' that fhe was any ways confcious to, or had the leaft ‘^nd in tIlc 
i-ui. r. 4 - troubles that had come upon him, wherein fhc nrotefted jhe was 
SoVifc.ti t. innocent. They were corrupt and wicked men, jhe faid % that had 
framed this whole Scene and Contrivance of his fufferings; ailing 
God to witnefs that her tears and probations were fincere ana real, 
and that flic honoured him asBifhop, and particularly as the ler- 
Ton that had with his own hands regenerated and baptized her Chil¬ 
dren. After this, other Meflengers were fent to haften his return, 
infomuch, that the Bofphorns was crowded with them. Nor were 
the People backward to bear a part in this triumph, they covered 
the mouth of the Propontis with their Boats^ and when they met 
him, carried lighted Torches before him. CHRX- 
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II. CHRYSOSTOM in his return landed at a Village called Ma- 
mn* belonging to the Emprefs, lying near the Ampins on the mouth 
of the PontM about four miles diftant from the City. Here he took 
up his Quarters, protefting he would not go into the City* till he 
could vindicate his innocency before a greater Synod, than that 
wherein he had been condemned. But the People were impatient 
of delays, and began to murmur openly, and throw the fault upoii 
the Court, which therefore ufed all its Artifices to bring him homej 
to which he had no fooner yielded, but the Emprefs fent c to Com- e S(m§ lM 
plement him, that now her Prayers were heard, and the Reforma- fnpr.f/^ 
tion accomplifhed which fhe had fo paflionately begg’d for ; that fhe 
looked upon it as a greater Glory than the Crown fhe wore, that 
fhe had recovered ner Bifhop , that fhe had reftored the Head to. 
the Body, the Pilot to the Ship, the Paftortohis Flock, and the 
Bridegroom to his nuptial Bed ; that thofe that had invaded and de¬ 
filed it, were afhamed ; and that now fhe had done this, file cared 
not much whether fhe lived or dyed. He was met on the way by 
crowds of People, who funs Hymns prepared on purpofe for this So¬ 
lemnity, others carried lighten Torches in their hands, and in this 
joyful and fplendid Equipage they brought him to his Cathedral, 
where they importun’d him to aicend the Epifcopal Throne, and 
give them his feleffing. He told them he was difabled, being under 
a Cenfiire, that the Judges that had condemned him muft reverfe 
their Sentence, and reftore him to his See. This denial did but the 
more fharpen the Peoples unfatisfied defires, who preft him to it 
with greater vehemency, till finding that nothing elfe would 
quiet them, went up, and in die accuftomed form pro-* 
nounced the Peace to the People. And feeing them ftill defirous of 
fomething more, he made an extempore Oration d to them, wherein 4 ExtMifyh 
taking for his Theme the Story of Pharo King of ALgypf s forcible M*** 
taking away Sarah, Abraham's Wife, intending her for nis own Bed,, invit.cbrjfijh 
he fhews that Theophilus the ALgyPtian had offered the fame violence 
to his Church and Spoufe, which with force and armed followers 
he had feized upon. A Gafe which he draws out into a very ele¬ 
gant Comparifon. And taking occafion, as he had good reafon, to 
commend the kindnefs and forwardnefs both of Prince and People, 
he fo inflamed the affe&ions of his Auditors, that burfting out in¬ 
to fhoutsand acclamations in honour of the Emperor and his Lady 
Eudoxia , they forced him fomewhat abruptly to break ofFhisSer-' 
mon. A very eloquent difeourfe, which though Baronins bewails as 
loft, yet is it ftill extant, being together with his former preferved 
by George Patriarch of Alexandria , in the account he has given pf 
Chryfojtom's Life, being the moft confiderable and valuable piece of 
that Life. 


III. THEOPHILVS we may imagine was fbrely vexed at thefe 
Proceedings. A great mind he had to charge Cbryfojtom publickly 
with a&ing contrary to the Canons, in exercifing his Epifajpal Of¬ 
fice, after he had been depos’d. But he was afraid to difoblige the! 
Emperor and the great ones at Court, who he fkw were forced to 
humour the People. Therefore he refolved to begin with Heraolidei 
Bifhop of Ephefis , whofe Accufers he cited, and formed a Procefs 1 
againft him. His Friends pleaded, that it was not confonant to the J 

Rrr a Laws) 
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- Laws eichcr oTciiurch or State, to fit upon and condemn a man 

that was abfent, and unable to (peak lor or defend himtclf. But. 
Tbropbihts and his Party refolved to proceed, as the others did to op. 
pole” his Proceedings, and the Conceit griwfo high between the 
Lm», that (idea with Tbeophilus, and the People of ConlUntmo. 
r, hat it came to blows, and fome were wounded, and others 
/lain in the quarrel. Affrighted with this riot, fo™ and the reft 
of the Bilhops of that gang lied out of Town, and Tbcophslus him- 
lelf not knowing to what this might grow, and undemanding that 
a Council was luddenlytobe called to rccanvals and ddculs matters, 

took {hipping at midnight, and let Sayl for home. And it was time 
for him to be gone, for the People enraged at his wicked and mail. 

. mm. a. clous attempts, fearch’d' for him, with a relolution to have thrown 
’ „ him into the Sea. Cbryfoftom in the mean time earncftly urg d the 

,iif M Emperor, that a Council might be fummoned to clear his innocency, 
and to re-examine the unrighteous Sentence they had pals d upon 
him. The lame he told the Syrian Bilhops that flay d behind deli- 
ring them to deliver up the Libels of Accufation, and the AOs of 
the Synod, oratleaftto fpecifie the Crimes he had been charged 
with, and to nominate his Acculers. But they refuted to meddle, 
The Emperor hereupon Lent to Tbeophilus, commanding him and Ins 
Bilhops to come again, and render an account of what they had 
done and that they Ihould not think it enough that one Party had 
condemned the other, when the other was abfent, and when they 
had fo plainly aGed againll all Laws and Canons. But he had no 
mind to it, and accordingly excus’d himfclf upon pretence lie was 
afraid of a Tumult in his ablence, as indeed the People even before 
the Emperor’s Letters came, had entertained him with a tlioufand 
"Sarcalms and Reproaches. However there affembled at Un/hntm- 
tie LX. odd Bilhops, who took the Proceedings of the former Sy¬ 
nod under a review, revers'd the AGs of it, and rntire y reftortd 
Cbryfoftom to his See, who about the lame time preferr’d lus Presby- 
ter Serapion to the Bilhoprick pf Hernclea. 

IV. BUT this calm feafon laded not long, the Clouds returning tf- 
. s ,„. I . 6 . ter Ra.n. He had not been long at home, when a Silver Statue. of 
c. 18 p . the Emprefs Eudoxia was to be lolemnly ereded. It was nut upon 

so>,j. 8 c.10. co j um ^ 0 f Porphyry ,and that fet upon a high Bafts , and plac d not far 
, ' 7 > ' from the Church of S. Soph, a, in the Street juft before it. It was 
dedicated, as was ufual in fuch cafes, with many wild and ludicrous 
tites, which were fo much the more at this time, the Provoft onto 
City being a Semipnptn and a Mumchee, who encouraged the People 
to {homings, and dancings, and all manner of exorbitant extravagan- 
ces. Indeed it was the ufual place where the Peop c met to perform 
their loofe fports andpaftimes, to the great difturbance anddiltra- 
Gionof the Congregation in their Divine Affemblies. This Chryh- 
Horn could not bear, but upon alioccafions reproved it fmartlymhis 
Sermons, blaming both them that did it, andthofc who patronized 
and encouraged it? And when he underftood that the Emprefs thought 
her lelf deeply concerned in thefe refleGions, and intended to have 
him call’d again to an account, inftead of purfuing the foftcr an 
gentler methods of perfwafion and infinuation, he _gave way l ~ 
old bluntnefc and impartiality, and taking occafion from the btovj 
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%bn the Baptift, and his treatment by Herod and Herodias (read’tis 
fike as the LeflTon for that day) he began his Sermon h in this man- k 
n er (Though Photius much queftions tile genuine fs of it, as now ex " tumcn ont. 
tant. ) Noiv again Herodias raves and is vex V, again fbe dances, again ^ 

(he feeh to have John Baptift’s Head in a Charger. Again Jezabel goes ceixx i v. 
up and down, trying how (be may ravi/b avay Naboth's Vineyard , and col . 15^* 
drive holy Elias into the Wildernefs. And then he proceeds to lay 
down the Charader of an ill Woman, affirming that .no Beaft in the 
World, no not the Lyon or the Dragon, is comparable to % bad Wo¬ 
man, which he illuftrates from the Ads of feveral ill Women that 
are upon Record in Scripture. And then that he might not quite 
difeourage that part of his Auditory, he turns the Tables, and dif- 
courfesofthc nature, qualities, and adions of good Women, whole 
examples he propounds and recommends to them. His Adverfaries 
now thought themfelves furnifhed with advantage enough againft 
him, and all the Rooms in the Pallace are made to ring ot the Ser¬ 
mon, and though the latter part might feem to compound for the 
(brmer, yet the firft part only was talk’d of, and loft nothing in the 
aggravation. Eudoxia ftormed to be thus traduced, and, as file 
thought, be-libel led in publick Sermons, and therefore began to 
give a more open vent to her refentment, which Chryfoftonfs Ene¬ 
mies we re not backward to improve. And firft they write * to The - 'raiui. „bi 
opbtlus, defiring him, either to come himfclf and Head the Party, or 
at lead to find them diredions how to proceed in it. The wary 
man was not willing to venture his Pcrfon, but lent three Bilhops, 

Paulas, Puernen , and a third whom he had newly made, furnifhed 
with inftrudions, and certain Canons, which having been hereto¬ 
fore nAde againft Athanapus , would now equally conclude againft 

^VL^TOWARDS the expiring of the year CCCCIII. feveral 
Bilhops k out of Syria, Cappadocia, Pontus, and Phrygia were convened 
at Conftantinople, the chief whereof were Leontius of Ancyra, and la l 
Ammonias of Laodicea in Piftdia. They remembred Tbeophilus had 
run himfelf into an inconvenience by rejeding all manner of Commu¬ 
nion with Cbryfoftom, before he had been Judicially tryed. Where¬ 
fore at their firft coming to Town they fcrupled not to communicate 
with him, till they found how things ftood at Court, where his fil¬ 
tered went more vifibly down the Wind every day. For Cbriftmas* 

Ly now approaching, the Emperor (eafily managed by Eudoxia , and 
others about him) came not as he was wont to Church, but lent 
Cbryfoftom word, that he could not communicate with him, till he 
had cleared himfelf of the Crimes that had been objeded to him. 

Cbryfoftom defired nothing more, and publickly challeng’d his Accufers 
to make good their Charge. But they had not the hardinefs to ven¬ 
ture upon it. And therefore Leontius and Ammonias privately ac¬ 
quainted Acacias and Antiochus , that the beft way was to let go the 
old Charge, and to infift only upon this, that being Synodically de- 
pofed, he had of his own head without fufficient Authority repof- 
tefs’d himfelf of his See. Cbryfoftom replied, that at his return he 
had been reinftated by the Votes of LXV. Bifhops. But they were 
a greater number, anfwered Leontius, that condemned them in the 
Synod. By which he muft neccffarily mean all thofe who confented 
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to that Synodal Decree, though not prefent at it, there being other- 
wife no more than XXXVL or (if we fhould take Phorns his account) 
XLV. Bifhops prefent in that Synod. Then they betook themfelves 
to the Canons 1 which Theophilus had fent them, efpecially the IV^. 
Canon of the Council of Antioch, holden Ann -CAr. CCCXLI. where¬ 
by it is provided, that if any Bijhop or Presbyter be depofed 
fo>M7rs right or wrong, this they added to the Canon) and (Is all of bin.- 
(elf without the Authority of a Synod return to his Church, or as the Ca- 
non it felf has it, (hall prefume to celebrate the,Divine Offices fuch, 
one (hall he left deftitute of all hopes of being reftored, and Iballliavem 
place of excu/e or defence afforded to him ; and that all who after that 
knowingly Communicate with him , (hall been ft out of the Church. And by 
the XIIfA. Canon of that Council it is provided, that whoever in this 
cafe (hall follicit the Emperor, when he ought to appeal to a greater Synoi^ 
than that by which he was depos'd ’, and refer his cafe to Judgment 

and Determination , jhall be incapable of Abfolntion y nor pall he be admit* 
ted to his defence, or have any hopes of beings reftoredto his See, Againft 
thefe Canons Chryfoftom excepted as being contrived by the ArUnt s 
and framed onpurpofeby men who defigned to run down Athanafm ) 
and to overthrow the Catholick Faith. And indeed it muftbecon- 
fefs’d, that though the Major part of Bifhops in that Council were 
Catholicks, and the Council it felf be received into the Code of the 
univerfal Church, yet was there an adive Party in that Synod who 
were either profefs’d Arians y or fuch as favoured that Caufe, and 
who got fome Canons fo framed, as might beft ferve their turn, 
promote their Defigns, and warrant their Proceedings againft Atbam- 
(ins. But Bill this muft be acknowledged to have been only an an- 
Twer ad hominem y which he might the freelier make ufe of, the Ca¬ 
nons of Antioch not being as yet admitted into the EcclefialtickC^, 
though they were foon after. The truth is, he was not really with¬ 
in the Charge of the Antiochian Canons, having according to them 
been Canonically examined, acquitted, and re-admitted, and hadac- 
cordingly before truly told them, that he had been reftored, by a far 
greater Synod, than that whereby he had been depofed and ba- 

VI!.’ LEONTIVS and the reft found they fhould dolittlegood 
by difputing the Cafe, and therefore went to perfwade the Emperor 
to call ten oT the Bifhop’s of Chryfoftem's Party, and to prevail with 
them to give their Suffrage for the Authority of the Canons of An- 
tioch y fome affirming them to have been made by Catholicks, others 
by Arians. But Elpidius the aged Bifhopof Laodicea in Syria, and 
I ranquilinns went to Court, and begg’d. of the Emperor that with¬ 
out a fufficient Caufe mven y Chryfoflom might not be ejected out ot jus 
See. For neither before had he been rightly depos’d, but forcibly 
carried away by the Imperial Officer; nor aid he come back ot his 
own head, but by his Majefties exprefs Command, brought to him by 
the Secretary. And for the Canons which they now produce, we 
have fhewn them to have been the Artifice of Hereticks. Thfrad- 
vcrle Party rais’d a mighty nolle, as if they intended to carry the 
Caufe by Clamour and Confufion, till a little filence being made, 
Elpidius mildly addrefs’d himfelf to the Emperor, Sir y (laid he) f c 
lyill no.longer vex and.tire your pat knee y but will-put it upon this s}}^ 
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Dt Antioclius, Acacius, and the reft of our Brethren * fubferibe thefe 
Canons which they pretend to be made by Catholicks , and let them declare 
that thej are of the fame Faith with thofe that made them y and the Con - 
troverfi* will be at an end. The Emperor apprehending the honefty 
of the propofal, fmil’d upon Antiochus , and told him, that nothing 
could be more fit and reafonable. This ftruck them dumb, but not 
knowing how otherwife to come of, they at length though with evi¬ 
dent re’.u&ancy promifed they would fubferibe, which as they never » 
meant, fo they never performed. 

VIII. IT was now nine or ten months " 1 fince Chryfoftom's return, *Pdiud. 
and the holy time of Lent was come, when Antiochus went privately to b 8o * 
the Emperor, and told him that Cbryfoftom 'had been utterly baffled, 
and had loft the day, and therefore intreated him that Eafter be¬ 
ing at hand, he would give order for his expulfion; Arcadius was 
cahly impos’d upon, and thought that in matters of this nature he 
might fecurely rely on a Bifhops word, and being wearied with im¬ 
portunities, fent Chryfoftom order to quit his Church. The good Bi- 
fhop returned this plain anfwer, I have receiv'd this Church from God 
my Saviour , and am intrafted with the care of this Peoples Souls, and I 
cannot deftrt this Charge, But if you be refolved upon it , the Civil Pow¬ 
er is yours , throw me out by force , that I may at lea ft plead your Authori¬ 
ty for the non-performance of my Office, t This fbmewhat mitigated the 
rigour that would have been otherwife ufed, and Officers were fent 
from Court, who peacibly turn’d him out of the Church, and con¬ 
fined him to his own Houfe, intending thereby to try what fuCcefs 
their attempts were like to have againft him. . If they found the Peo¬ 
ple would not bear it, ’twas but bringing him back; from his own 
Houfe to the Church ; iftheytookit quietly, they might then pro¬ 
ceed to further Severities. But this notwithftanding he Bill fre¬ 
quented the Church, and the Divine Aflemblies, though he ftirr’d 
not much abroad at the time. And thus things continued till 
the Paffion-week , when on the very day of our Lord’s Crucifixi¬ 
on he received frefh Orders to leave the Church, whereto he 
returned fuch an anfwer as he thought moft convenient. The Em¬ 
peror out of reverence to the Solemnity of the facred time, and fear 
of putting the City into an uproar, call’d for Acacius and Antiochus , 
and ask’d them what was beft to be done ? Advifing them to beware 
left they took wrong meafures. They replyed. Sir, trouble not your 
filf y let the depofng of Chryfoftom lye at our dqor y we are ready to anfwer 
it with the peril of our Heads. Notice hereof immediately got abroad, 
whereupon forty Bifhops, who kept Lent with Chryfoftom , went to 
the Emperor and the Emprefs, who were at that time in the Marty¬ 
rs witn tears befeeching them to fpare the Church of Chrift, that 
it might not be depriv’d ofitsBifhop, efpecially at this time of Ea¬ 
fter , when the Catechumens , who had been inftru&ed and prepared itl 
order to it, were to receive their Baptifm. But their addrels was re- 
jefted, which fo mov’d Paul Bifhop of Croatia y that turning to the 
Emprefs, Endoxia , faid he, fear God y and have compaffion upon your own 
Children , and do mt by {bedding blood prophane Chrift's holy Ftftival. 

Which faid, the Bifhops with weeping eyes, and fad hearts return’d 
back again. 


IX. WHILE 
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IX WHILE thefetilings were ill agitation, LhrMoms Pres- . 

.,<• a. 8,. bvter's with Lome of the Bilhops of his Party " had affembled the Pco- 
pic in CoapKtiul's Baptiftery, where they watched, and (pent their 
lime, fome in reading the holy Scriptures, others in preparing the 
Catechumens againft the approaching Solemnity. This Jnimlm and 
his Party beheld with an evil eye and foliated their I atrons at 
Court that this Affembly might be difpers d but the MavijUrOff,- 
dornm who was the chief Officer of the Pallace, retufed to meddle, 
lie told them ’twas night, and the Congregation numerous, and that 
care muft be had that nothing fiiould be done rallily. I hey reply- 
ed the Churches were empty, and that if the Emperor lliould go 
thither, and find nobody there, he would plainly perceive that the 
Peoples love to Cbry/o/om had drawn them thence, and would re- 
proach them with envy and ill will, who had fuggefted to him, that 
there were none that willingly adhered to him. lo gratify their 
importunity, having firft protelfed againft the ill events of the at¬ 
tempt, he ordered Lucius, a C,entile as was reported, Captain of 
the Band of the Scnt.mi, to go quietly to the Church, and fee if he 
could bring back the People to allemblc there. He went, and came 
back with this account, that no good was to be done m it, Inch were 
the numbers, fuch the zeal and fervency of the 1 topic. Notlatisli- 
ed herewith, they prevailed with him to try once more, and either 
bv fair means reduce the People to the Church or by force to binder 
them from celebrating the Solemnity. And that he might not want 
fit guides and direftors, they lent him fome of their Clergy togo 
, o alongWith him, who accompanied him to the place of meeting”, 
Z'wi whefeinto they no fboner entered, but all Corners were full of horror 
aiul confufion, the Clergy were fazed, beaten, wounded, imprifcii- 
* 3 °’ cd and treated with all manner of indignities, the Catechumens dll- 

pers’d, the Women who bad ftripp’d themfelves in order to their 
Baptifm, fled away naked, and many of them wounded, and the very 

Water in the Baptiftery dyed with the Blood that: was 11 ed here. 
Thence breaking into the Chancel, they prophanely handled the fa- 
cred Myfteries, the very Souldiersfj?iiling the confecrated Wine upon 
their Cloaths, The Villanies committed were mexpreffib e, and the 
Confufion infinite, People running up and down all parts of the City, 
and filling every place they came to with fighs, and groans, a " d /* rs ’ 
and tragical ftorics. And Edifts were every where pubhfiied one 
upon the back of another, fevcrcly threatmng all that relufcd o 
renounce Communion with Cbnfoftom. As oon as twas day th 
greateft part of the City fled, and betook themfelves to Trees or 
Woods, or Fields, or any places that might but afford a to erable 

fiielter, where they might keep the Feftival. It happened that tic 

Emperor went ou/thafday to divert himfelf in a Meadow adjoymng 
to the City, where lie cfpyeda Field covered all over with white. 
Thcfe were the Catechumens who had been baptiz d the nig it ore, 
and had then (as the Cuftom was m the Primitive Church) their 
white Garments upon them, and were mnumbet near three thouland, 
the dangerous pofture of Affairs, and the fears .. 

having, probably, encreas’d the number of baptifmal Candida es »t 
that time. The Emperor was ftrangely furprizd at thc figl t, a 
ask’d his Guards who they were; wlto the more to exafperaw n«n 
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againft then?, told him, they were a Conventicle of Hereticlcs. A 
Party of Souldiers were immediately drawn out, and ordered to go 
and difperfe the Aflembly. Which they did, apprehending fome 
few of the Clergy, but more of the People, whom they put under 
Cuftody. Several Women of noble Quality were laid hold on, from 
fome of which they took their Vails, from others their Pendants, 
plucking away part of the Ear for haft; others to fecure themfelves 
from an immodeft rudenefs and violence, changed Cloaths with their 
waiting Women, and in that difguifo made their efcapes. Vaft num¬ 
bers were foized, fo that the Prifbns were turned into Churches, 
where Hymns were fung, and the holy Eucharift adminiftred, while 
Churches were turn’d into Prifons, where nothing was foen or 
heard but Whips and Scourges, Oaths and Execrations to force the 
People to renounce and difbwn their Bifhop. 

X. IN this forlorn and hopelefs condition of Affairs at home, 

Chrrfojtom bethought himfelf of calling in fome afliftance from abroad, 
which, if it had no other fuccefs, would at leaft let the World under¬ 
hand the true ftate of his cafe, in order whereunto he had fome while 
fince refolved upon a difpatch to Rome, to make known his cafe to 
Pope Innocent , and the Weltern Bifhops,. But craft and malice are up 
and at work betimes, and careful by all Arts to fupport its Interefts, 
while truth and innocency is fecure in the goodnefs of its Caufo. Tbe- 
cfhilus knowing of what importance it would be to him to prepoflefs 
the World witli firft impreftions, had font his Reader p with Letters p PaiUd. c. 
to Rome , to let them know he had depofod Chryfoftom. At the read- ?• 
ing whereof Innocent was not a little ftartled, and began to fafpeft 
Theopbihts of foul play, both becaufo none had written but he, and 
becaufo he gave but a blind account, neither informing him why, 
nor with wnat affiftants he had done it. And Eufebius Deacon of 
Constantinople, who refided at that time at Rome as Agent for that 
Church, came to him, and begg’d of him to fufpend his belief of 
things but a little while, and Tie fiiould foe the whole Scene unra- 
veiled and laid open to his view. Accordingly three days after ar¬ 
riv’d four Bilhops from Constantinople , Panfopbius of Piftdia , Pappus 
of Syria , Demetrius of Galatia fecunda , and Eugenius of Phrygia, with 
two Deacons, Paulus and Cyriacus to attend them, who brought three 
Letters, one from Chryfojtom , another fubferibed by the forty Bilhops 
of his Communion, the third from the Clergy of Constantinople. In 
that 4 from Chryfojtom he gives him a fhort account of the whole 4 Ext Tm , > 
matter, and efpecially of the late Cruelties afted in the Paffion-week ; p.677. & ap. 
intreating him to lend his helping hand towards the fuppreffing fb 
powerful and delperate a Fa&ion, and that he would by his Letters 
declare thofc Proceedings unjoft and invalid : Engaging for himfelf, 
that if his Adverfaries had a mind ftill to go on, and would deliver 
in Copies of their Afts, and produce his Accufors, he was moft rea¬ 
dy to joyn Ilfoe with them before any unprejudic’d and unbiafled Ju¬ 
dicature, and would juftifie his innocency againft all thofo Crimes 
that had been obje&ed to him. The fome Letters mutatis mutandis 
were written alfo to Vewrites Bifhop of Milan, and to Chromatins of 
dpileia t 
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XI. INNOC ENT not yet throughly apprehending the true 
' vM. f- 3 - (late of things, gave equal Letters ' of Communion both to tU. 
«'• 2a - (hm and Theophtlus , though withal expreOing his diflikc of the Syno- 
dal Determination, and affirming that a.more: indifferent and unex¬ 
ceptionable Synod ought to be held both of Latter* and Wrfitrn Bi- 
(hops, wherein neither Friends nor Foes Ihould have any place, as 
from whom no fair and right judgment of things was ordinarily to 
be expeacd. Within a few days after came Peter Presbyter of A- 
lexandria, and Martyrius Deacon of Conftantinoplc with other Letters 
from Tbcopbilus, and the Ads of the Synod that had condemned 
and depofed Chryfoftom. Upon the reading whereof \ Innocent percei¬ 
ved upon what flight and weak Accufations they had proceeded and 
that Chryjoftom was not pretent, nor had been charged face to face, 
and was now much more confirmed in his opinion of 1 heophilus s folly, 
in pafling fo ralh and unadvifed a Sentence againft an ablent Perfon, 
which he acquainted him with in this following Reply Brother The- 
ophilus, we hold Communion both with your felf , and our Brother Chryfo- 
(Vom as we gave you to nnderpnd in our former Letters , and do fill 
‘continue in the fame Opinion and Reflation, now again plainly decUrm 
to you (and fowe [hall as oft as you fend) that unlefs a more juft and md 
determination be made about thefe things that have been fo childtlhly and 
ridiculoufty managed , we cannot with any reafon or jufttce withdraw our 
[elves from ChryfoftomV Communion. If therefore you dare abidebj 
the Judgment you have made , make your appearance before a Synod to be 
affembled according to the Laws of Chrift , and there unfold your Accufa- 
twns , and profecute the charge according to the Canons of the Nicene 
Council (for no other'rule does the Church of Rome allow of) and thm 
you will gain unqueftionable ftrength and fecurity to your caufe.

I. A T Conftantinople we left cltryfoflom’s Affairs in a very C !^P , °' 

f\ rable pofture, his Friends and Followers difperfed.nifed, 

A kill’d, or imprifon’d: hlmfelf fufpendeft and confind, and 
not fafe within his own walls, his life being every day in danger. A 
man ‘' pretending himfelf diftrafted was calteri. wtthNi Dagger about < s«. U cl 
him,upon fufpicion of murdering Chryfoftom-, the people fuppoing 
him hired todotllcFaft, carried him to theProvoft of the City, 
which Chnfoftom hearing, prefently difpatcht away fome of Insi Bi¬ 
ll,on S , who procured his Reltafe before he was put to the Rack. This 
nSccecding, one that was Servant' to Elpidi* a Plltt 

CbrMom's mortal Enemies, was hir’d for Fifty P^es of Gold to dif 
patch him, which he undertook, and having furntlht himfelf with 
Le Swords, ran in all hafte to theEpifcopal Palacewherehewas 
ftopt by one that knew him, and askt the reafon of his hafte to 
whom the Villain return’d no other anftver but a mortal wound. And 
wl'cTan out-cry was made,and the AlMinate purfued, lie wounded 
feven one after another, four whereof died out right, and the^other 
three recovered with great difficulty. A f e ^ 
broucln to the Palace, where the pcop e clamor d for jultice bcjft 
aS the man, and thofe that had fet him on, whom to appeale for 
t^e prefent, the Provoft made a (hew of bringing him to a formal 
Trial but when the Hubub was over, fet him at liberty. By thefe 
iiiftaiiccs the people law what danger theif good Biffiop Was expos d 
to, to prevent which they kept watch by turns, and guarded htshoufe 
flight and day. And thus flood things till about a week after Whttfun- 
• J S f I * r, « c 1 
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c. Tide ", when Actcitu, Sevens, and the reft of the Party finding all 
10. p. 88. attempts unfuccersful, refolved to puih hard for his Banilhment, and 
to drive it to an iflue. Their Addrefs they introduc’t with the moft 
foft and flattering inflnuations, that his Majefty being immediately 
conftituted by Heaven, was fubjed and accountable to none, but had 
all under him, and might make his Will the Law and Meafure of his 
Aftions ; that they hoped he would not be more mild than Priefts, 
nor more holy than Bifhops; they had often publickly told him, that 
they would take Chry/ojtom's Depofition upon their own heads, and 
therefore begg’d of him, that he would not (pare one Man to the ruine 
of them all. Partly wearied, partly perfwaded by their importunity, 
he fign’d the Warrant, which he Lent by Patricia his Secretary, and 
’twas in this form: Acacius, Antiochus, Severianus,Cyrinus,W their 
Party,have taken your condemnation upon themfelves: ajfoon therefore at you 
have di(pos'd, and commended your Affairs to God , depart the Church. Chry. 
foflom having now receiv’d a plain pofitive Order, relolved to comply, 
and leavinghis Houle, Come, laid he to the Bilhops, and the reft that 
were with him , let us go to pray, and join Forces with the Guardian 
Angel of this Church. But as they were going, a Courtier that was 
his Friend, privately lent him this Meuage^ that Lucia, a Man fierce 
and bold, was ready with his Soldiers at Conftantius his Baptifteiy, to 
wait for him,who ifhe either oppos’d or made delays,was to apprehend 
and carry him away by force, which might endanger the putting the 
City into a Tumult; that therefore with all Truft and Privacy he 
Ihould withdraw, left the People attempting to refeue him, they and 
the Soldiers Ihould fall together by the ears. In compliance with 
which prudent and fafe advice, he took his leave of the bilhops, and 
kift as many of them as Tears and Paifion would give him leave, and 
leaving the reft within the Chancel, he told them he muft retire a lit- 
tie. Thence he went to the Baptijtery, where calling for Olympias and 
the other Deaconeffes, he difeourft to them in this manner: Come hi¬ 
ther Daughters, and hearken to what I fay. The things that concern me, 
have, 1 perceive, an end. I have finifbed my courfe, and perhaps w /ball 
fee my face no more. This is that which I earnejtly beg of you , that none 
of you would lay afidtyour accuftomed care and diligence towards the Church. 
If any one that is unwilling, fhall be ordain'd to this place , andjb,all bechofen 
by common confent,and not mbitioujly feek it, fubmittohim, as if it were 
tny felf For the Church cannot be without aB/fbop,fo jhaH you obtain 
mercy from God\ Be mindful of me in your Prayers . Overcome with 
grief, they threw themfelves at his feet, whom he commanded one of 
his Presbyters to remove, left it Ihould raife a difturbance among the 
People. And with that he went to wards the £4/part of the Church. 
And to blind the People, who he knew would never confent to part 
with him, he had given order that his Horfe, which he was wont to 
Ride on, Ihould ftand ready for him at the Weft-foot of the Church, 
that it might draw the Peoples expedation thither, while he in the 
. mean time went out at another door, and with a Mind ered above the 
, r fears of danger , ‘ entertain’d himfelf ( as he tells us w ) with fuch 
1 8*7. thoughts as thefe. Will the Emprefs hanifb me, let her banifb me, the 
earth is the Lords, and the fulnefs thereof. If flje command that I be 
cut in pieces, let me be faw'n a funder, the Prophet Elay was ferv dJo be* 
fore me. Will (he throw me into the Sea, 1 remember ’twas the fare of 
J Jonas. 
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Jonas; Or into a fiery Furnace,! (hall have the three children for m) Fellow - 
fofferers. If /he will caff me to wild Beafts , I think how Daniel went the fame 
way to the Lyons. If (he command that 1 fljonld be (ton'd, let it be fo , I have 
Stephen the Protomartyr on my fide. Will Jhe have my head, let her take 
it, John the Baptift loft his. Has (he a mind to my Eft ate/let her have 
it, Naked came I out of my Mothers Womb, and naked mall I return 
thither. This was done about the xx th of June Ann. Cccciv. 

IT. THE People in the mean time grew impatient, a great part 
whereof were gone into the Church to leek for him,to prevent whole 
Purfuit and Refeue, the adverle Party commanded the Church-doors * * Styzpm. ltd 
to be Ihut up upon them. They that were without, ran up and down ? id ' g 
the ftreet in a frantic manner, lome making towards the Sea in chafe ' f ‘ l 
of hisConduders, others not knowing whither thefe things might 
tend, fled out of the City to fecure themfelves. They within the 
Churcli were as defirous to be out, and the main Crowd prefling to¬ 
wards the door, hindred all means of opening it; till yielding a little, 
with much ado, they broke it open. In this great hurry and confufion 
a Fire * on a fudden broke out in the Church, it began under the Pul- » ll&nn 
pit,and flaming up, reacht the Roof, and thence fpread it felf all over Ud • t‘ 9ii 
that ftately Fabric, leaving no part of it unconfutn’d, but the Vejtry on¬ 
ly , where the Communion Plate and Holy Veflfels were laid up. Nor 
ftay’d it here,the conaueringand triumphant flames rolling themfelves 
through the Airjeiz’a upon the Scnate-houfe,a noble anamagnificent 
piece of Architedure, which ftood at a good diftance -on the South - 
fide of the Church ; and which was molt wonderful, the Fire feized 
not the hither part that was next the Church, but the moft remote 
which ftood neareft to the Imperial Palace. The flames from both 
Buildings met together in themidft like the Arch of a Bridge, the 
People pafling lafe underneath, and indeed ’twas remarkable 
that in this whole dreadful Conflagration, neither Man nor Beaft 
was known to lofe its life. Together with this Strudure perilhi’d ma¬ 
ny noble and exquifite pieces of Antiquity *, efpecially the Statues of * zofim.i.$i 
the Nine Muffs, anciently ereded to them at He/icon, and by Con - M 01 * 
ft an tin brought hither. Only the Images of Jupiter and Minerva , 
which ftood upon wooden Peaeftals before the door of a Chappel be¬ 
longing to the Senate efcap’t, though the melted Lead ran down upon 
them, and the Stones fell thick upon them, and when the Rubbilh was 
clear’d, were afterwards found, contrary to all mens expedation,whole 
and lound.This my Author according to his humour and principles,re¬ 
ports as a Miracle, and fays ’twas lookt upon by all the more dilcerning 
perfons as a good omen of the future happinefs and prolperity of the Ch 
ty, which thefe Deities would take into their immediate care and pro- 
te&ion. The Fire began in the evening,and rag’d all night, and fomd 
part of the next morning , though the main of the Church was de- 
ftroyed in three hours fpace. Various were mens difeourfes about 
this difmal Fire: Chryfofloms Adverfaries, without any fcruple,charg’d 
it upon his Party, as theeffed of an inlatiable Revenge; they,on tne 
other hand, protefted againft lo villainous an Infinuation, and threw it 
upon the others, who, they Laid, had a defign to have burnt them and 
the Church together: while a third fort more calmly confidering the 
unaccountable rife,the ftrange progrels and manner of the Conflagra¬ 
tion, conceiv’d it fent from Heaven, to punilh the Enormities of that 

time, 
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time and the uniult baniOiment of fo ufeful and excellent a Pallor, 
and lb intirely beloved by his People: Whatever the caule was,{.rear 
Troubles and Confufion enliiedupon it, infinite numbers ot Perlons 
being apprehended and imprifon’d , and very leverely dealt with But 
the matter not being like to be fuddenly found out, Arctdtm by an 
« C.V0M.16. Edia a direaedto Studm Provoft of the City, commanded allBi- 
Tit.ii.j.v- j] lops an d Clergymen that were Strangers to be releas d, and to be 
fhipt away, and lent to their own Countries, and that if after the Pub- 
licationof this Law they (liould ftay (till, the Houles where they re¬ 
main’d, as alfo thole Houfes where any Citizens kept private Conven¬ 
ticles. ftould be confircated. The year following Opt„tm luccceded 
in that office, who refolving to bring the matter to a more ltna and 
public examination, and being lumfelf a Gentile, was glad of this op. 
portunity, to reek his fpleen upon the Chrijhjms ; and as the wcakeft 
arc Pure to Ibffer molt, he prelt with great Cruelty upon ChnfoJtm\ 
Followers, whom he treated with all imaginable fieieenels and fc* 

Ver in y ’ THE See of Conftantinople being thus made vacant, their 
next work was to clap one immediatly into the Chair that they might 
prevent all hopes of Cbryfoftomh return, and this they did within a 
week after his departure, the man that was molt likely to be pliable 
to their purpofe, and whom they accordingly pitcht upon was Arp 
b so’*, it. t. citu b , Brother to Nettaritts, who had been St. Chryfojlom s Predeceflor, 

11^.328.5*3. an( j UJX)n t i ia t account they hoped would be not unacceptable to the 
v'ffiVlT People. His Brother in his life time had procur’d him the Bilhopnc 
of ‘l arfuu which he refus’d, either out of real humility and contempt 
of the World, or as referving him for a better place. And when 
Mffjris* rcproach’t him with his obftinate denial, he ratified it with 
an Oath, That he would neveirmeddle with a Bifhopric as long as he 
liv’d • though now he thought fit to difpenfe with his Oath. He was 
very old, being Fourfcore years of age, in his own nature of a quiet 
difpofition, and an una&ive temper, which made him liable to be abu- 
fed by fiibtle and defigning men ; who put him upon pernicious coun¬ 
ts and juftified the moft cruel and infamous afttons with his autho¬ 
rity! A lad fight this was to Chryfoftom' s Friends and Followers, who 
could not endure to behold,npt fo much a Corrival, as an Ufurper in 
his Throne, whom therefore they feparated from, and rejefted al com¬ 
munion with him, keeping their Religious Aflemblies m feveral Out- 
parts of the City ; and from their confhnt adherence t0 John their 
Bifiiop, were by an appropriate title ftil’d Joannites. It vex’d old/r- 
facius to be thus flighted, and to find 16 confiderable a part of the 1 eo- 
pic turn their backs upon him, of which he complain’d to the Empe¬ 
ror who prefently publilht the following Edi£ts. And firfl: to begin at 
« c.to.ibTiu home,hehad in the beginning of the year commanded c all the Pahtm- 
4 * Officers to abftain from thole difordcrly and tumultuous Conventicles, 
(as he calls them) under pain offorfeiting their Places,and confilcation 
of Eftate. But what effe& foeverthis wrought at Court.m the Citvtlie 
7 oanmtcs fl ill continued their private Meetings, to prevent which he 
- m. 1. 5. publifht a Law d , commanding all Mafters to reflra.n their Servants 

from going tot hofe Conventicles, every Matter, befides thcPurnlii- 

ment of the Servant, being for each Ncglett to pay three Pounds 
Cold: and that if the Bankers, or any other of the City-Compa- 
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nies fhould be tardy herein, they fhould for their Members fo offend¬ 
ing,be fined in a Penalty of Fifty Pounds of Gold. This was dated 
September the xi th ; and that the Countries might fare no. better than # 
the City, hedire&ed the following Editt c to Eutychian the Pr.etorian c ' f * 
Prafett, to be by him tranfinitted to the Governors of Provinces, to p. 2 6. 
fupprefs thefe unlawful Conventicles: Whofotver does not communicate 
H'/vi Theophilus, Arfacius, and Porphyrius , ( who was then newly 
invefted in the See of Antioch ) let him be depojedfrom bis Bifljopric ; 
and withal let him forfeit whatever Eftate be has either in money or land . 

Which being particularly reffrain’d t6 Bifhops, was foon after follow’d 
with another of a more general extent: Whoever /hall conceal a Bifljop 
or a Clergy-man , or Jo much as entertain in his hottfe any one that communi¬ 
cates with Chryloftom, let his houfe be forfeited , and expofed to Sale. Nor 
wanted thefe Laws a quick and fharp execution, a Tribune being Pent 
with a Party of Soldiers to break up their Meetings, who fell upon 
them with Clubs and Stones, Gripping fome, and imprifoning others, 
which ftruck fucli a terror into them, that they durft fcarce ftir out of 
their Houfes, and many not daring to truft themfelvcs there, betook 
themfelves to a voluntary banifhment. And to make their cafe yet 
more calamitous, Optatus the Governor, under pretence of fearching. 
after thofe that were guilty of the late Fire, exercis’d all manner of 
feverity upon them. Upon this Pretence Eutropins the Reader was 
apprehended, and brought to Trial, where to extort a Confefliort 
from him, he was cruelly beaten with Thongs and Clubs,the flefli rak’t 
off his Tides and cheeks, with tormenting Irons, and burning Torches 
put to feveral parts of his Body, and after all he was lent toPrifon, 
where foon after lie died. Nor much better ufage did Pigrim meet 
with. He was originally a Barbarian , and a Slave,but upon his liberty ^ 
which for his faithful and diligent fervice had been beftowed upon 
him, was in time advanc’d to be one of the Presbyters of the Church 
of Conftantinople . An humble and good man, and admirably courte¬ 
ous and charitable to the Poor, to Strangers, whom thefe mercilefs 
Wretches took, ftript naked, whipt with Scourges, and tying his 
Hands and Feet, put him upon the Rack, and diftended him, till all his 
parts were out of joint. 

IV. NOR did the weaker Sex go without their fhare in the com¬ 
mon mifery : Witnefs the Sufferings and exemplary Carriages of Ni- 
carete , Pentadia , Salvina, and Procula upon this account. But none more 
memorable than Olympias , who being a Perfon peculiarly dear to Chry¬ 
fojlom , who infinitely delighted in the Piety of her Convention, and 
wrote no lefs than feventeen Letters to her in the time of his Banifh¬ 


ment, fome more particular account muff be given of her. She 
was born f of illuftrious Parents , and being a Perfon of exquifite f Pj/Mc.rj; 
beauty, and bringing a vaft Fortune along with her. was married to ^T^c'9. 
Nebridius who had been fometimes Governor,who died within lefs than p. ids. c. 24 ! 
two years after, or rather for fome pretended mal-adminiftration, was «teipb. 
taken off by the Emperor. So accomplifht a Lady, and then too in the ^ c ' 24 ' 
Prime of her Age, could not, we may be fure, want folicitation to a 
Second Marriage; nay,the Emperor Tbeodoftus defign’d her for a match 
for his own Kinfman Elpidius. The Gentleman follow’d the Suit with 
an unwearied importunity, but in vain ; fhe plainly told him , If the 
Emperor had had a mind I fhould have had an Husband, he would not 

have 


have taken him away from me. But knowing me unfit for a married 
life, and uncapable of pleafing a Husband, he at once freed him from 
the Prifon of the Body, and me from the Yoke of Marriage , and put 
upon me the gentle and eafieyoke of Celibacy Thetmperor was 
netled with ffich a ftinging Anfwer.and commanded the Provoft: of the 
Citv to take her whole Eftate into his cuftody, till lhe Ihould come to 
be Thirty years of age. The Provoft treated her unkindly enough, 
not giving her liberty fo much as to go to Church, or to convcrfe with 
any Bifhop, FJpidius urging him to this ft verity, in hopes that by this 
means he might bring her to his Bow. But fhe was fo much the more 

chearful and thankful to God for all her Sufferings, and fent the Em¬ 
peror this MefTage: Ton, have done, Sir, like a Prince, nay, have carried 
your Self towards fuck a poor Wretch as I am, with a care worthyofa Bl. 
(hop having commanded that heavy charge to be taken care of , the burden 
whereof lay upon my Shoulders. though you wil do a much greater and 
nobler Service, if you pleafe to give Order that it be diftnbuted to the Poor , 
and to the neceffities of the Church . For I have been long time weary of 
the applaufe of fuch diftributions, and have been afraid left while converfrnt 
in thefe affairs below , Ifhould in the mean time neglett the better and more 
durable riches of the Soul, fheodoftus could not but admire her vertue, 
and the gallantry of her Mind,and after his return from his expedition 
againft Maximus, commanded her whole Eftate to be reftor dto her. 
And to prevent all fuch unwelcome addrelTes for the future, he pro¬ 
cur’d Neltarius , then Bifhop, to make her Deaconefs of the Church of 
Confhntinople, where fhe intirely fpent her Time as well as her Eftate 
in Arts of Piety and Charity, fcldom departing from the Church day 
or night. Money or Lands fhe difpos’d of with a liberal hand, asoc- 
cafion offered ; relieved the Poor, made provision for Strangers at¬ 
tended upon, and miniftred to the Bifhops, and thofe that were within 
the Holy Order. Nay Theofhilus himfelf, as much as he afterwards ha¬ 
ted and perfecuted her for her entertaining the Egyptian ; Monks, did 
once court her at the higheft rate, with the moft flattering mfinuati- 
ons while he felt the ftream of her beauty flowing towards him. 
And’indeed fo great a reputation had her wifdom and vertue given her 
that Nett or ins difpatcht few Ecclefiaftick matters without her counfel 
and advice. But fhe had a more particular honour and refpert tor 
Chryfollow, upon whom fhe perfonally waited for the moft part, iuper- 
inteiiding the affairs of his Family, even to the care of his Cloaths, 
and the provifion of his Diet, that it might be fuch as was agreeable 
to bis weak and languifhing ftomach. Being thus generally known 
for to zealous an admirer of the Bifhop, and for her almoft conftant re- 
fldence about the Church, fhe was charged with having a hand in the 
late Fire which the Provoft taking for granted, askt her why fhe had 
done it ? She replied, This has not been the courfe and manner ot my 
life ; no, I have expended the great Eftate God gave me in repairing 
the Church. The Provoft told her , He knew very well what had 
been the manner of her life: If fo, faid fhe, take then the Accu ers 
place, and let another fit Judge upon us. Finding nothing to prove 
the Charge, he fell to another method, reprefentmg to them wliat 
mndnefs it was to refufe communion with their Bifhop, when they 
might fo cafily take up, and free themfelves from all the troubles that 
were come upon them. And when fome yielded to his promites, 
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Olympias anfwer’d , “ It is not juft, that I who have there been pub- 
u ij c ki y traduc’d and flandered, and judicially convided of not one of 
« things whereof l have been accus’d, fhould yet be forc’d to 
a ma j< e m y defence for things not laid to my Charge. Grant me 
« therefore this liberty , that I may have Council and Advocates to 
« plead my Caufe againft the former Charge. For if I fhould be 
“ competed contrary to Law and Right, to communicate with thofe 
“ with whom I ought not, I will never content to do what no pious 
« and good Chriftian can warrantably do. The Provoft faw no good 
was tone done upon her, fo for that time he difmift her, ordering her 
to get her Advocates ready. But fending for her not long after, he 
fined her in a greatSum of Gold,thinking that argument would prevail. 

But her Mind was got too much above the World, to be fway’d with 
fuch confiderations, whereupon they proceeded to a Sentence of Ba- 
nifhment, which fhe readily fubmitted to, leaving Conftantinople , and 
fixing her abode at Cyzicum, a City upon the Hehfront, whence fhe was 
afterwards banifh’d to Nicomedia in Bithynia, and from thence fupplied 
Chryfo(lom with Money and other Neceflaries in the time of his Exile. 

Here flhe liv’d many years,where after all her fuftermgs and well-fpent 

Life, fhe refign’d her pious Soul to God. - . 

V ABOUT this time, if not a little before, Chryjoftom s Enemies 
gain’d another confiderable Stickler to their Party. By the death of 
Flavian, the Sec of Antioch became void this year Ann. Cccciv. The 
Perfon univerfally defir’d for Succeffor, was Conftantins «, Presbyter of ■ *%“*''* 
that Church who had been firft Secretary, and then Reader and Dea¬ 
con • a Man of quick and acute parts,but withall thoughtful and confi- 
derate, of a moftftrift and fevere life, of a mild, gentle, and quiet 
temper There was alfo at this time Presbyter of the fame Church 
one Porphyry who had a long time covered himfelf with the vail of ‘ 
Hypocrifie, but finding now an opportunity fit for his turn, he threw it ’ 
off. He was in his private Life a Man of moft debauch’d Manners, fo 
given to Wantonnefs,that he was commonly charg’d with Sodomy,and 
For the moft part kept company with Juglers, and ]efters, and Coach- 
racers and fuch lewd Society, for which his Name was more than 
once upon Record in the Civil Judicatories. He endeavor’d by all 
fubtle and crafty Methods to infinuate himfelf into Bifhops, and Ma- 
giftrates • nay, after he had got what he aim’d at, is laid to have 
melted down the Church-Plate, and given it to the Magiftrates , to 
ftand his Friends upon all occafions. The See being now vacant, he 
fets up for himfelf, and his firft bufinefs was to undermine Conftantius. 

In order whereunto he fent Difpatches to Court,and to all the Bifhops 
that were in power, and fo folicited his Caufe, that he procured an 
Met for Conflantiui sBanifhment to Oafs, a defolate part of Egypt, 

Which the good Manhearing of, made anEfcape,and got to Cyprus . 
ttext he imprifon’d Cyriacus and Diophanm, Presbyters, and the reft of 
the Clergy, whom he knew true to Conftantius . Then taking the op¬ 
portunity of the Olympiad’ Games, celebrated every fourth year, and 
ikying till in a manner the whole City was gone out to the Daphne to 
behold thofe famous Sports, he, with Acacius, Severianfind Antlochus, 

(whom he had privately convey’d thither, and kept there ) and fome 
few of the Clergy whom he had gain’d to his Party, went into the 
Church, and fhut the doors clofe upon them, where they Ordain d

Nifibii a City in M f.potamto, letting forth the milciablt eftattof t 
Monaflerics in that Countrcy, and bringing with them the Afbs^iid 
Records of Optatns his public Proceedings againft the honourable Wo¬ 
men at Con(l.iutimflc, which were Dcaconcffes of that Church,whom 
he cither lorc’d to communicate with Arfoetus, or fined Two hundred 
Pounds of Gold to be paid into the Exchequer. , . , ,. 

Yu AWAKENED with lo many levcral Meflagcs, which all 
brought (ad and uncomfortable tydings, Innocent began to (firm the 
bufinels, and thought no courlc lo eftetbual as to engage the Empcroi t 
lionoritts in it, who accordingly writ k to Arcadtm about this matter, 
wherein deducing the thing lrom the firft occafion of it, the ollencc ^ 
given by the Kmprcffcs Statue, he recounts the great Milchicfs and <» 
Milcricswhich had enfued in the progrels of this unhappy Affair the „ 
mention whereof he unwillingly made, advifing and mtreatmg him, 
that tlicle Irregularities mightlic amended, andby a finecreReforma¬ 
tion of what was ami(s,thc Divine Dilpleafure appeas’d and pacified, 
that he could no longer keep filcncc herein, without giving the world 
too juft grounds of filpefling, that he was of the Party, or at lcaft 
approv’d thole Proceedings; that this was a Matter that did not lo 
properly lie within their cognizance, but belong’d to a Council ol Bi¬ 
lbo is to examine and decide, and in order thereunto both Parties had 
lent their I.egats to Rome, and to the Bilhops of the Weft, and defir d 
to (land to their determination ; and that till this had been made, no¬ 
thing ought to have been done in it, much lcfs rallily to have run lo 
high, as to proceed to Confilcation and Baniflimcnt, cfpecially when 
the Perlbns appeal’d to for Umpiring the Controverfie had afforded 
ChrMom the Peace of the Church; and concluded, that t ill judg¬ 
ment was given in the Calb , neither fide ftiould be excluded their 
Communion. As for Innocent himfelf he wrote two Letters, die one 
toChryfiJlom,t\tc other to his Clergy and People at ConJlantmaplc.Vxtx.' • 
to chryjoftom was in this manner: f 

To our dear Brother JOHN, INNOCENT fcndctli greeting. 

A 1.thornh nn innocent Pcrfon may cxfeB nil Pro/jierityand Snccefs, and, 
to fed- Mercy and Companion from God,yet We thought it be¬ 
came. Vs to mite theft Letters ns Pcrfvajives to Patience,-which We have 
font by Cyriacus the 1deacon; lefi othermfe the Malice of Enemies jhould 
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be wore powerful to opprefs, th.m a good Confcience to animate and confirm 
your hope. For yon who are the Paftor and T eacher of fo great a Charge / 
arc not to be taught , that in all Ages the left of Men are very often tried , 
whether they will keep up the ftrength and vigor of their Patience , or tame- 
ly fink under the Evils and Hardfhips that befall them. And Confcience cer¬ 
tainly is the fir mi ft Pillar to fupport our Minds under all the Miferies and 
Opprefftons that are ttnjuftly laid upon us,which ttnlefs we fib due by an invin¬ 
cible Patience , we gyve to others too juft fnfpicion of a bad Laufe, That man 
ought to bear with any thing , that can in the fir ft place rtpofehis trnft in 
God, and in the next fecurely acqukfce in the fat isfaft ion of his own Con- 
fciencc. A (food man may be exercis'd and train'd up to Patience , but he 
cannot be overcome , having the holy Scriptures at hand as Fortrefjes to de¬ 
fend and preferve him. For the Divine Leffons which we expound to the 
People, abound with Examples to this purpofe , and fet before us almoft all the 
Saints that ever were as Jubjeft to manifold Affliflions , and approv'd as 
*twere in a School of Trial,before they arriv'd at the Crown and Recompence 
of their Patience. Let therefore, dear Brother, the Confcience of your hi- 
nocency, which under all Calamities is never defiituteof the Confolations that 
naturally flow from Fertue,comfort and flay your Mind ; for fo long as our 
great Lord and Mafier has his Ey e upon us, a pure and unftotted Confcience 
fill land ns in the Haven of Tranquility and Peace. 

Err .turn In tIlc Lettcr m direfted to the Clergy and People of Conftantinopk, 

. uui. U he lets them know with what infinite trouble he had read the fad ac¬ 
count of their Sufferings, reprefented in their Letters by Germanus and 
Caffixnus ; that a little patience would be the beft and only Cure ; that 
God would ihortly put a period to thefe Calamities: and that the very 
bearing of them would in the mean time be ufeful and advantageous; 
that he heartily fympathiz’d with them in their Sufferings,and would 
have adminiftred proper Confolations to them , but that their own 
Letters had prevented it; that in the proceedings againft C brvfofiom, 
there had been a violation of all Right and Law, of all Juftice and 
Equity, and fueh as had not been a&ed in the days of their Forefa¬ 
thers ; that for the Canons fo much talkt of, they fhould keep only to 
thofo of the Synod of /Vice, which was the duty of the Catholic 
Church to obferve and own; and if any others were produc’d dtfa- 
greeing with thefe, and were found to have been contriv’d and com¬ 
pos’d by Heretics, they fhould be reje&ed by all Catholic Bifhops, it 
having been the conftant attempt of Heretics to undermine and fub- 
ve. t t lie great Nicvne Council: that as a remedy to all thefe Evils he 
had long fmee thought it necefTary that a Synod fhould be conven’d, 
the only way to allay thefe boiftrous Storms and Tempeffs, an ctreci 
which through God’s bleffing they might expefr, and ’twas now un¬ 
der their confideration, bv what means a general Council might be belt 
allembled, that might bring things to this happy iflue. They mould 
therefore endure awhile, and fortifie thernfelves within the bul works 
of patience, and hope that by the Divine AfTiftance all things would 
be reftor’d, and let in joint again. What further help Innocent afforded 
thefe afflitted Wretches,fhall be related in its proper place, in the mean 
while we return to Chryfoftom.

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went was refolved to meet him, and give him a mod: welcome and 
kind reception, and that he had prepared and excited the Monafte- 
ties to do the like. But Cbryfoftom knew the man too well to give 
any credit to the report, and found things no otherwife than he ex- 
pe&ecJ at his coming to C<efirea. Where Phantrius was fo far from 
waiting upon him, or flicwing him the lead refpeft, that he fet all 
his Engines on work to haflen his departure thence; Tile disfavour 
Cbryfiftom was under at Court, and the difpleafure of a powerful Fa- 
ftion, which all they were liable to that fliewed him any kindnefs, 
and the envy he conceived at the unufual honours that were done 
him under his very nofe, made him refolve to rid the City of his 
Company. Indeed Cbryfiftom having recovered fome meafures of 
his health, had ofhimfelfdetermined to go onwards with his Jour- 
ney, when a fudden accident put a flop to it. Tor news was brought 
that the Jfnnri were fallen into thefe parts with a great Army, and 
had already burnt a confiderable Town, and wafted all places as they 
came. This created no fmall alarm at Cfirea, every one fuppofing 
they would forthwith befiege that place. Whereupon the Tribune. 
with what Forces he could on the fudden get together, went out 
to meet them, leaving the City under filch apprehenfions of dan¬ 
gers, that the very aged men were forced to watch and defend the 
Walls. This for the prefent ftop’d his Journey, and now Pbaretrius 
thought he had a fit opportunity to vent his fpleen, and having en¬ 
gaged the Monks to his Party, made ufe of them as inftruments to 
eifeft it, which he managed thus. In the midft of this general Con- 
fufion a Troop of Monks came early in the morning to Cbryfoftom\ 
door, threatning to fire the Houfe, and proceed totheutmoft ex¬ 
tremities, unlcfs he immediately left the Town. The weaknefs of 
his Condition, and the almoft inevitable danger of the Jjaurian Ar¬ 
my, might, one would think have pleaded for him with any that 
had but the leaft fence of the neceflities of humane nature ; but rage 
and paffion is deaf to all the importunities either of Reafon or Reli¬ 
gion. Nothing would fatisfie, but he muft be gone, and when the 
Magiftrates came to interpofe, they threatned to cudgel them, and 
bravingly put them in mind, that this was not the firft time they 
had done fo. The Magiftrates were ftartled, and befought Chryfo - 
jtom rather to throw himfelf into the arms of the Ifaurians , than to 
cxpbfe them to the mercy of thefe fierce wild Beafts. By this time 
the Govcrnour of the City had notice of the Riot, who came pre- 
fcntly to the place to aflift in his refeue, but they regarded neither 
his Commands nor Intreaties any more than they had done thole of 
the inferior Magiftracy, fo that not knowing what to do in the cafe, 
he fent to Pharetriu *, to defirc him to take off' the Monks, and that 
by reafon of Cbryfoftom s ficknefs, and the imminent peril of theWar, 
a few days further refpit might be granted him. But neither this 
way did he prevail, the Monks coming again the next day with 
more ficrcencfs and violence, and though the Presbyters and the reft 
of the Clergy had a good mind to help him, and at his firft coming 
had declared their readinefs to Communicate with him, and to have 
nothing to do with his Adverfaries, yet durft they not now appear, 
but like men afhamed hid their heads, when Cbryfoftom lent to lpeajc

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Ill N O importunities prevailing, though danger prefented it (elf 
with an open face, and the very remains of his Feaver were not yet 
worn off, about noon he went into his Horfe-htter, and departed the 
Town the People generally flocking after him with cries and lamen¬ 
tations, and curling him that had been the Author of fuch tragical 
Proceedings. AncTwhen fome cried out, whither is it you carry 
him into the very Jaws of ruin? Another replyed, go I befeech you, 
fall among the //www, 16 you leave but us ; for into what place fo- 
ever vou lhall fall, you may expea to be fafe, if once you get but 
out of our hands. Among the reft of the Company was Sdencia a 
pious and noble Lady, Wife to Ruffinns, and a great honourer of Chy 
Yofiom , who oblerving the danger he was in, requefted him to flay 
a while and divert himfelf at a Countrey-houfe Ihe had five miles out 
of Town, lending Lome of her Servants along with him. PW/. 
us heard of it, and Lent her threatning Meftagcs about it, which Die 
generoufly flighted, and gave order to her Steward tofeethatno 
care and diligence Ihouldbe wanting, and that if the Monks lliould 
come thitherTand makeanydifturbance,hefliouldfummon the Inhabi¬ 
tants of the neighbouring Villages,and repel them by force. Soon after 
Ihe intreated him that for his greater ftcurity againft the attemptsol 
the Bilhop and the Monks,he would remove into a Caftlc or tiers hard 
by that was fortified againft any aflault. But this he declined,chu- 
fingto remain where he was, till Sclatcia wearied out with PW- 
t rim\ s threatnings and inccffant follicitations, was unwillingly con¬ 
tained to part with her Gueft, which yet fhe conceal d from him, 
making ufc of this Stratagem.

The good man was we 
may imagine, at his wits-end, retire back into the City he durltnot, 
to go forwards feemed to run into the mouth of deftruttion. Butas 
the leaft of the two evils he chofe the latter. So in the midlt ot a 
very dark, difmal, and tempeftuous night he Let out, without any 
confiderable Guides or Guards, for upon the firft alarm molt of the 
Company had fled to fave themfelves. To help what might be in 
this cafe, he commanded Torches to be lighted, but thefe Euethius 
would have put oufagain, faying, they were the ready way togive 
direction to the Barbarians where to find them and fall u P° n t J e ““ 
Thus theypafs’d along in a dark night, and a moft rugged and itony 
way, till Chryfoftom\ Mule (tumbling, and throwing him and tnc 
Litter to the ground, had like there to have put a period to all ms 
Borrows. But being lifted up, and fupported by Euethius, he gropo 
his way, and crept rather than walk’d along the remainder ot tn 
night: In the morning they put themfelves into the P ol ™ r j 2 
could, and proceeded in their Journey. And certainly he had lun 
under the burden of fo many dangers and hardfhips, had he not b 
born up by the Confidence of his innocency and the g ood . ncI . s . ot n ‘ f 
Caufe, and that kind reception he generally met with innispa 
tr , viu fage, Per (ons 7 of all ages, (exes, and qualities coming out to m* 
p .%ux! ' him, and certifying their deep rclentment of his cafe by the moft to 
p-76B. ter and paflionate lamentations. At his entrance upon tne ^ 
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of Cappadocia a , and (6 in Tanrocilicia , he was met by great Compa- exxv. 
nies of Bifhops, Monks, and holy Virgins, who renewing upon his p. 871. 
hard (ate, and the Churches infelicity to be depriv’d of (6 excellent 
a Prelate, burft into tears, andcryed out to one another, ’tivere better 
the Sun fbuuld not fisine in the. Firmament , than that John [Chryfo- 
ftom ~\ {bouldbe filmed. And though it could not but afFe£t him, to 
fee his Friends thus infinitely concerned for him, yet was it at the 
fame time a (ecret alleviation and fatisfa&ion to his mind. 

IV. ABOVE two months b he had now been on his Journey, and * F y,n 
had grappled with inexpreflible hardfhips and troubles, whenatlaft ccxxxiv. 
he arrived at Cucnfus , the feat of his exile. Where whatever difad- H4 ‘ 

vantages might naturally attend the place, or how difmal foeverhe 
might have painted it in his imagination, he found it a better and 
more delightful Scene c > tlian he had any reafon to expeft, God’s * r.t>i(l xr. 
Providence difpofing things for his beft conveoiency. The People MV*m. 
were exceeding kind and obliging to him, and readily attended all £ l 7 -* 17 ' 
his occafions, (6 that he found no want of thofe many Servants lxxxiv. 
which he had formerly had to' wait upon him, nay ’twas a thing P* 8 s o> 
they contended for, which fliould be moft officious to him; they 
guarded his Perfon againft all attempts of danger, and every man 
was proud to be imployed in that Service. The barrennefs of the 
Soy! did not hinder, but that he was plentifully furnifh’d with all 
rieceffary Provifions, and happy they that could entertain him. Di- 
ofcorus j a Perfon of Quality, underftanding that lie was upon his 
Journey, (ent his man on purpofe as far as Ctfarea to meet him, and 
defire that he would think of no other Lodgings than at IiisHoufe. 

And tlie fame invitation he had from feveral others; but lie accep¬ 
ted of that from Diofcorm , who left the place where lie then dwelt, 
and came thither on purpofe to wait upon him, and that he might 
provide againft the feverities of that Climate, he built an Houfe on 
purpofe for him, fo contrived and ordered as might beft (ecure him 
from the inconveniences of the approaching Winter, and crowded 
his Civilities fo thick upon him, that Chyfoftom was forc’d fome- 
times to chide, and almoft fall out with him. Nor was Diofcorus 
the only kind Perfon, (everal other great men writ to their Stewards 
and Tenants, commanding them to furnifh him with any thing that 
he ftood in need of. The Bifhop <* of the place was not the laft in 
his Addreffes, he fupplyed whatever might feem defective, if any p cxv 
thing could be wanting after fuch large and bountiful Provifions, and b 8 7«. 
indeed treated Chryfofiom with that incomparable Charity and endear- CCXXXVIL 
ment, that if he would have admitted it, he would have quitted his f ' 9A7 ' 

See, and refigned it up to him. The Climate which he had fo much 
dreaded, agreed well with him, the clearnefs and purity of the Air ' 
and its temperature at thatfeafon adding not a little to his recovery’ 
his health returned apace, and within two days after his arrival he 
had perfeftly worn off all the trouble and wearinefs of his Journey. 

The danger of the Ifauri i whom both he and his Friends were fo 
afraid of, was for that time over.- For befides that the Town was 
well Garrifon’d, the Ifauri were retired upon the approach of Win¬ 
ter, not likely to return at fooneft till the next Summer. Thefo 
l(jm were a hardy People that inhabited the Countrey next Mount 
Uum 7 between lycaonia and Cilicia.

Nor did he confine his care and charge to 
anv one place. He had heretofore fet on foot a defign of driving 
Paeanifin out of Phxnicia, and by his endeavours a confiderable Pro¬ 
pels had been made in it: But now to his no little grief he under- 
ftood that it went down the wind, and that the Gentiles had made 
Infurreafon, and fallen foul upon the Perfons implby’dln it. This 
r 2f \ nptrrc f e t him again on work *, fome he lent thither, to others he « vii. Efift . 
earneftly wrote about it, that either in their Perfons, or by their Let- & 

tets thev would excite and encourage fit Perfons to undertake it, and L v.,.eof.8.c. 
fupport the Spirits of the Monks, who had met with fuch ill fuccefs 
in that employment. And that the work might not ftand ftill for 8 $ 3<C cxxr. 
want of Money to carry it on, he took order that Charges fhould be t . 9 „. 
allow’d both for the building of Churches, and defraying the Expen. 
ces of thofe who laboured in fo good a work, and at every turn prefi d 
others to be liberal upon this occafion. Nor did he forget his defign h 
of converting * the Goths to Chriftiamty, haying formerly ordain d 
Vnilas, that Countryman, Bifhop, and fent him thither, who had 
attempted the thing with mighty fuccefs. After whole death he 
now underftood that Modulus his Deacon was come to Conflantt- 
nople with Letters from the King of the Goths, requeuing that ano¬ 
ther Bifliop might be Lent amongft them. Afraid he was that the 
Schifmatical Bifhops at Conftantinople would lay hold upon this OCCa- 
fion, and not only take upon them to Confecratea Perfon, but fuch 
a one as fhould be wholly unfit for that Affair He wrote therefore 
in all haft to Olympias, that fhe would ufe all her Intereft to hui- 
der, or at leaft delay it for the prefent, and if poflible, fend Mod* 
arils privately to him, with whom he would eafilyadmft ttat mat¬ 
ter. What leifure hours he could fparefrom more pubiick bufmefs 
he imploy’d in writing Books *, efpecially that, whick was the laft , Weipbtt ,u { . 
Traft he wrote, and which he dedicated to Olympias, upon this Sub- 7-f- 4*7- 
je£l, that no man is hurt but by him felf intending it with refpeetboth 
to her and himfelf, as an uncontroulable Argument to fubmiffion 
and patience, and for that purpofe wifh’d her to perufe it every day. 

Nor was it a fmall Portion of his time that was fwallowed up in wri¬ 
ting Letters, the greateft part of his Epiftles now extant being writ¬ 
ten from this place, and fometime after his remove. But above all 
others he thought it neceffary for him to write k to the Bifhops and 
Clergy, that for his fake were in Pnfon at Chalcedon, whom he com¬ 
mends for their undaunted behaviour under Sufferings, befeeching 
them ftill to maintain a greatnefs and prefence of mmd fuitable to 
the miferies they endur’d, and in the midft of all to concern them- 
felves for the good of the Church, affuringthem that though their 
care and ftudy herein might want fuccefs, it fhould not want its re¬ 
ward at the hands of God. To the fame efted he wrote a more ge* 
neral Epiftle 1 to all the Bifhops, Presbyters and Deacons that were 
imprifoned upon this account, that their Sufferings had made them * 5 * 
renowned and eminent through the whole World, which fhould not 
be in vain, that if their Suffering were fo great, what would be their 
Reward ? That they fhould rejoyceandbe glad, and quit themfelves 
like men, and remember how many their exemplary courage and con- 
(fancy had armed with patience, how many that were wavering it 
Rad confirm’d, and reviv'd their drooping Spirits, the importance ot 
U u u 2 lt: 
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it reaching beyond thofe who had the happinefs to behold it 5 and 
that they fhould fuftain them by a continual reflexion upon that A- 
poftolick Truth, that the fujferings of this prefect time are not worthy 
to he compar'd with the Glory which (ball bt revealed in us, 

VI. BUT howpleafant foever an entertainment Cucuftts might af¬ 
ford this good man at his firft arrival, it was not long before it ap¬ 
pear’d in its own Colours, and things put on another face. The Win- 
vi. ter grew upon him m , and prov’d more piercing and fharp than or- 
f. 755. vid. dinary, and though he made the belt Provifion, that warm Cloaths, 
• M 43 - g 00c j pj reS) and a clofe Room could make againft it, yet could not 
all this fecure him from the extremity of the cold, which brought 
upon him Rhewms, Coughs, and the old Infirmities of his Stomach, 
Vomitings, Head-ach, a naufeating of Meats, and all thefe attend¬ 
ed with want of Reft, not getting any fleep for fome nights toge¬ 
ther. Thefe Diftempersbrought him very low, and made him oft 
keep his Bed, and live within a conftant profpeft of death, and look 
upon his Condition for at leaft two months as far worfe than that of 
a dying Perfon. But the Spring coming on, and the return of the 
Sun clearing and warming the Air with its gentle and benign Beams, 
his ficknefs abated, and by degrees he retriv’d his health, but was 
ftill forc’d to obferve a moft ftrid regularity in his Diet, and to 
deal only in Rich forts, and in fach proportions, as his Stomach was 
beft able to digeft. But alas the Spring that reftored his health, 
brought along with it another mifchief, not much inferior to a mor¬ 
tal ficknefs. The Ifauri finding the time of the year fit for a march, 
«• np.ixviu. made a general inroad 0 into that Countrey ; all ways and paflfages 
lxix . lxx . wcre fin’d w ith thefe mercilefs free-booters, and all Fifh that came to 
cxxxv?Net,Men,Women,and Children were either kill’d,or made Slaves,you 
882. cxl . could fcarce go any w^y, but you might behold miferable fpeftacles 
F- 883. 0 fdefolation, Cities lick’d, Houfes demolifh’d, Fields loaded with 
heaps of flaughtered Carcafes, and Rivers more than dyed with 
Blood. At Cuc/tfus they expected to be befieg’d every day, a party 
of three hundred came fuddenly upon them in a very ftormy night, 
and pafs’d through the City, and had they not been accidentally di¬ 
verted, had feiz’d Chryfoflom , who knew nothing of the danger till 
the next morning. Thefe continual frights ana alarms made both 
him and many more oft leave the Town, and betake themfelves to 
Rocks and Woods, or any place that might afford a prefent Shelter. 
And though he was fometimes carried into the Caftle, where he 
feemed more fecure from danger, yet the tragical Stories that were 
daily told, and the dreadful expectations of a violent ftorm or fiege, 
took away the comfort of that lecurity, which conftrained them to¬ 
wards the following Winter to remove him to a place of greater 
fafety.

I. IXTEEN Months atid fome odd Days Arfacius 0 had now fat in ‘ 
^ his Ufurp’d See of Conftantinople , when he departed this Life * 
^ November the xi th Ann. CCCCV. The See remain’d vacant s 
(in their fence,for they look’d upon Chryfoflom as depos’d) four 2 
Months, all which time ftrong Competitions were fet on foot, and In- 
terefts made for feveral perfons, which at length centred in Atticus , a 
Presbyter of that Church. He was born at Sebaflea in Armenia , and 
in his younger years had been educated among the Monks of the Ma¬ 
cedonian-^ , Followers of Euflathius , and very numerous in that 
Countrey, whom he afterwards deferted, and went over to the Catho¬ 
lics. A Man rather fubtle than learned, and fitter to lay a crafty Plot, 
thantodifpute for and defend the Faith. His Sermons were mean 
and faplefs, and though he ftudied hard, and continually read the an¬ 
cient Orators, yet he never attain’d any degrees of Eloquence. In his 
Converfation he was fmooth and plaufible , and knew how to adapt 
himfelf to the perfons that he had to deal with, and to be either mild 
or ftern, as occafion call’d for it, and in his higheft Rant could on a hid¬ 
den put on the contrary humor. He was a profefs’d enemy to Chryfo - 
fiom, and had been one of his prime Accufers in the Synod at the Oak, 
yea, irclm the Man that had contriv’d and laid p 

the whole Plot and Defign againft him. Which, perhaps, was one of P 
the beft qualifications that recommended him to this place : which he 
Was no fooner poffeffed of, but he endeavor’d to reduce the Joannites 
to a compliance with him. But finding that not only the Bifnops, but 
the People generally flood at adiftance from him, he fled to the ufual 
refuge in fuch cafes, the fecular Arm,and knowing if the Bifhops were 
once brought in, the People would follow of courfc, he firft procur’d 
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the following Edi 6t : If *ny Bifbop do not communicate, with Theophilus, 
Porphyry, tni Atticus ,Uthimbt JepoSd fiom h» S<e, d t p,,u‘dof 4 

hi, E/late. And to ftrike a terror into all forts of perfons, and that the 
Laity might not think themfelves exempted another Edift was pub- 
lilh’d, commanding that Perfons of Place, and Uignity, Ihould forfeit 
their Honours and Offices, Commanders and Soldiers be ealhier d, 
Tradefmen and common People fined in confiderable Sums, and ba- 
riilh’d To prevent the feverity of thefe Laws, fome that were Rich 
complied to Le their Eftates, others that were Poor, or that faw not 
farintotheftateof things, were by large promifes drawn into com- 
munion with him. But tlie far greateft part flood off and preferirdthe 
soodnefs of theirCaufe before Riches or Honour, Kindred, or Coun- 
trev and chofe rather to flie to the Mountains, or to hide themlelves in 
the i-emoteft Monafteries.or to betake themfelves into Foreign Parts ; 
and thole that did flay, were forc’d toaffemble in the Fields, andtoof- 
fer up their Devotions under the open Canopy ot Heaven. 

II NOR was it thus only at Constantinople put almolt m all other 
place's of the Eafi, where feveral Bilhops a were bamlh’d into the moll 
barbarous Countries, and kept in common Jayls; Cjrucus Bilhon of 
FmeCt was carried Fourfcore Miles from his own Countrey, and kept 
Prisoner in aCattleat Palmyrain Perjia Eulyfm Bilhop of M, in 
Ar4i«, was Lent three days journey to Mt/ph^, a Caftleof the >ii/, 
adjoining to the Saracen,. Pallaim, to Syene, a Town near the Elm- 
myes, or Ethiopians. Demetrius farther into that part of Oafi, that lies 
next to the Mazices. Senpion, after he had undergone feveral Accuta- 
tlons withoutany manner of proof,and by the command ot bis Judges 
had been fhamefully abus’d and beaten, even to the dalhmgouthis 
teeth, was commanded into his own Countrey. Hilary, a perfon vene- 
rable for his Age and Piety, one who for Eighteen years together had 
not eaten one bit of Bread, feeding only upon Roots and Herbs; gfer 
he had been feverely fcourg’d by the Clergy, was bamfhd into the 
moft difconfolate Parts of Pontus. Antonin, was fore d to conceathiro- 
(elf among the Rocks in Polefin. Timotheus Biftlop of Maronca, ini 
’John Bilhop of Lydia, fled into Macedonia, Rodon a Bilhop in Alia to 
Mitjlene, Gregory a Lydian Bithop into Phrygia : Brijfo, PalladiafStro¬ 
ther, voluntarily quitted his Church, and retiring to a Farm of his 
Own cultivated it with his own hands. Elpidius, the great Bilhop ot 
Laodicea in Syria, kept himfelf, together with \Pappuf, three years to¬ 
gether in a Garret, where they gave themlelves intirely to Prayer. 
Heracliies Bilhop of Ephefus was imprifon’d at Nicomedia, ^ where he 
contiriu’d many years, and perhaps died there. Stephen a Monitor no 
other caufe but bringing Letters from Rome, was kept Ten Months 
Prifoner at Conftantinople, where he was unmercifully handled, and at- 
ter all refilling communion, had the flefh rak’d off his breaft and tides, 
which my Author affures Us he faw with his own eyes; and when witn 
much difficulty cur’d, he was Ten Months after bemfh’d to Pelujtum. 
A Provincial Soldier that belong’d to the SchoU Palatines, for being but 
fufpe&ed to favour Chryfoftom , was Tubbed to various torments, and 
after the moft bloody and barbarous raking off his flefh, was fent Pn- 
foner to Petra. I pafs by many others mention’d by my Author, and 
only add what he relates from the Deacon that attended them, thr 
cruel and fpiteful ufiige that the Bifhops met with from the Officers 
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inted t0 convey them to the feveral places of theirExi!c,who treat- 
pd them with that Rigor and Inhumanity,that made them weary of li- 
!L and to chafe Death rather than Life The Money they carried 
dong with them to defray the Charges of their Journey , they took 
from them, and fhar’d it among themfelves; they fet them upon the 
moft ftarv’d and leanjades that could be gotten,and then forc’d them to 
0 tNV o days journey in one day, brought them into their Inns late at 
nizht and hurried them thence early the next morning , ft) that they 
had fcarce time to eat, and that little they did, their ftomach was not 
able to retain. Their Ears they grated with filthy and obfeene dif- 
courfes and when they came near any Church, fuffered them not to go 
into it but dravethem either into Inns and Bawdy-houfes, or into the 
Synagogues of 7 'em or Samaritans , as they more particularly did at 
Tarf/ts The Bifhops of the oppofite Fa&ion were all the way fo far 
from ffiewing them the Ieaft Humanity, thatthey hir’d the Guards to 
hurry them away, and partly by Bribes, partly by Threatnings, Ipurr’d 
them on to more Ruggednefs and Severity; and when the Laity 
would have entertain’d them, they would not permit it. By this means 
Men were frighted from all offices of kindnefs , though there wanted 
not fome, who durft own their C%ufe in that evil time, especially the 
Bilhops of the fecondCappadocia, who wept with them and for them,and 
refeeted their Cafe with a generous Sympathy, in which number 
they who deferv’d moft honourable mention, were Theodore Bifhop of 
Tuna Serapion of O/lracina , who had been Bifhop XLV, and Bofto- 
rius of Colon*, who had been Bifhop XLVIII years. 

HI WHILE thefe things were afred in the Eafl, the Bifhops were 
HOI idle in the W ft. Pope Innocent made a Breviate of the feveral 
Meffages and Difpatches that had come, which he fent r to Honorius, * Pa iud.c. 
who thereupon commanded a Synod ihould be called, and the refult of b * 3 . 
it fent to him. The Bifhops of Italy met accordingly, and agreed up¬ 
on an Addrefs to the Emperor, that he would write to his Brother Ar- 
cadius, that a Council might be conven’d at TbeJfalonica ;where both the 
Eastern and Weflern Bifhops might conveniently meet, and conftitutea 
Synod that might nicely determine the Cafe, not fo much by the num¬ 
ber of perfons, as the quality of the Sentence that fhould be paflfed. 

The Emperor confented, and defiring the Synod to fend by Meffengers 
of their own, wrote the following Letter to Arcadius. 

This is the third time that I have written to your Clemency, requefl¬ 
int that the Proceedings which by a malicious Combination have been carried 
on again} John Bifbop of Conftantinople, might be rettifted: which it 
feems is not yet done. Wherefore being greatly folicitous about the peace of 
the Church, whereby our Empire is preferv'd quiet and peaceable, I have 
once more written by thefe Bifhops and Presbyters, that you would pleafe to 
order the Bifhops of the Eaft to meet at Theffalomca. In order w,hereunto 
our Weftern Bifhops have made choice of perfons of tmbiajt Truth and In - 
tegrity, five Bifhops , two Presbyters,and one Deacon of the Roman Church , 
to come upon this Errand, whom I defire you to receive with all Honour and 
Refbett ; that if they be fatisfied that John was duly and juftly depos'd, I 
alfo upon their information may withdraw from Communion with him: or 
if they can convince the Eaftern Bifhops, that they have been knowingly 
guilty of evil Brattices in this matter , they may prevail with you to defert 
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their Communion. What opinion the Weftern Bi/hops have concerning 
John, is evident from all the Epiftles that have been Jent me , whereof / 
have annext two^of the fame importance with the ref,one from the Bijlm 
of Rome, the other from him of Aquileia. But above all things Ibefeecb 
yon to take care, that TheophilllS of Alexandria, who is reported to be the 
chief Author of all thefe mifchiefs, may whether he will or no be forc'd to 
appear, that fo the Council meeting with no Obflruction, may eftablifb f, tc h 
a Peace, as tliay become the tranquility of our Reign . 

r ji. c. 47.30. This Letter f , together with others from Innocent, Chromatic of 
Aquileia, Fenerius of Milan, and the reft, were delivered to ALmilim 
Bifhop of Beneventum, Cythegius, and Gaudentius Bifhops, and to V*. 
lentinian and Boniface Presbyters , with whom went Cyriacus, Dem e . 
trius, Palladius, and Eulyfius , all Eaftern Bifhops. They received like- 
wife a Memorial from the Synod, which was to this effed; That Chrj- 
foftom fhouldnot be admitted to fit in Council, till he was reftofd to 
‘Communion, and the poffeflion of his See, that fo all pretence of Ca¬ 
lumny being remov’d, he might of his own accord come in,and take 
his place. Thus furnifh’d with authority and inftrudions, they let 
forwards at the Public Charge in their Journey to Conflantinople , but 
the Malice of their Energies was too quick for them; for as they pall 
by Athens, they were detain’d by the Tribune that commanded in thole 
Parts, who lent a Cenomon with them, but would not fuffer them to 
goto 7 hejfalonica, where they intended to deliver their Letter to %- 
fits Bifhop of the place. He divided their Company, and put them 
aboard two fmall Veffels.and after a very tempeftuous Paffage,where¬ 
in they ate nothing for three days,on the third day about Noon they 
came before Conflantinople, at a place near Vittor's Countrey-houfe. 
Here they were ftopt by the Officers of the Cuftom-houfe, who forc’d 
them back, and fent them Priloners to Athyra, a Caftle on the Coaftof 
Thrace , where they were kept afunder, the Italians in an Apartment 
by themfelves, and Cyriacus and his Company leparated from one ano¬ 
ther, and that with lb much ftri&nefs, that they were not permitted 
to have a Servant to attend them. Next, their Letters were demanded, 
which they refus’d to part with, laying, How can we that are Embaf- 
ladors, deliver the Emperors, and the Bifhops Letters, to any other but 
the Emperor ? Patricius the Secretary, and feveral others, were fent 
upon this Errand, but to no purpole, till at length came Valerian ,aftur- 
dy Cappadocian ,a Military Commander,who rudely preffing upon them, 
broke the Thumb of Mariams, one of the Bifhops then prelent,in the 
$cuffle,and took away the Letters by force from them. The next day 
came Meffengers from Court,or at leaft from Atticus^ho brought them 
three thoufand pieces of Mony,perfuading them to communicate with 
Atticus, and not to mention the proceedings about Chryfoflom. But 
they reje&ed the Motion, and finding by their barbarous treatment, 
that they were like to do little good, defir’d, that fince they could do 
nothing in order to Peace, they might at leaft be fiiffered lafely to re¬ 
turn home. While they continued here , Chryfoflom wrote no left 
, dvii, than three feveral Letters e to them,with all due thankfuInels,acknow- 
civiii, ciix. ’ ledging their pious Care, and generous Charity, in undertaking fo te- 
vid. 9 *p.* cix. C *' 0US anc * dangerous a Voyage upon this account, a kindnefs for which 
™ ' F ' ' not he only, but all the Eaftern Bifhops were obliged to them. And to 

the 
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the very fame purpofe, and the fame manner of Epiftles", he wrote - r>. ci*v, 
to the Bifhops that came along with them, that is. to Cyriacus and his t,xvi ’ clxv "’ 
Collegues. At length, when no Arts could prevail upon them , and Kc&a it 
they ftill perfmed in their defires to be gone, Valerian was lent to them, 891. 
who clapt them aboard a rotten Ship, with twenty Soldiers drawn out 
of feveral Regiments, and as the report went, agreed with the Mafter 
of the Ship to caft the Bifhops away in the Voyage. Having fail’d a 
great way, they were upon the very brink of ruine,when they arriv’d 
at Lampfacns, where they chang’d their Ship,and on the twentieth day 
after their fetting out, reacht Hydruns, a City in Calabria, whence they 
got to Rome, and four Months after their firft letting out, ended their 
fruitlels and unfortunate Embaffy, not being able fo much as to give an 
account, where, or in what condition Chryfoflom was. As for Cyriacus 
Bifhop of Ernefa, Demetrius , Palladius, and Eulyfius , the Companions 
both of their Voyage and their Sufferings, and whom they left behind 
them in Prifon at Athyra, they were loon after lent into Banifhment 
Cyriacus to Palmyra in Perfta, and the reft to other places, as we have 
before related. 

IV. THE dangers to which Chryfoflom was continually expos’d at 
Cacufus, ( where he had now lojourn’d a full year ) made him fuffi- 
ciently weary of that place. The following Winter he fpent in fluff¬ 
ing up and down from place to place, as they could adminifter to his 
Ihelter and fafety.the Woods and the Rocks,next to God’s Providence 
being his beft fecurity. And here I cannot but mention the Relation 
of a Modern Traveller w , who deferibing his Journey through thole 
Parts, tells us, They came to Char Batten a famous Town vn*Armenia, f.t! 

about two Miles from which, in the midft of a Plain, arifes a vaft 
Rock, upon the North-fide whereof you afeend about nine or ten fteps 
into a Chamber , with a Bed , a Table , and a Cupboard in it, all 
hewenoutof the Rock. Upon the Weft-fide, you afeend other five 
or fix fteps that lead to a little Gallery about five or fix foot long , and 
three broad, cut alio out of the Rock, though of extraordinary hard- 
nefs. The Tradition of the Chriftians of that place affirms, that S. 

Chryfoflom made this Rock his retiring place , where they fhewyoii 
the print of a Man’s Body. Upon which account the Caravans of 
Chriftian Merchants pay their Devotions at this Rock, the Bifhop of 
the place, attended by fome Priefts, who have every one a Taper in his 
hand, going and laying Prayers. But I return : The holy Man having 
fluffed for himfelf as well as he could in the Parts about Cucnfus , he 
was remov’d to Arabiffus x , a City alfo of the Lejfer Armenians a p’lace - npifl. Lxvii. 
of greater lafety againftthe Ifaurian Inroads. But though he chang’d p ' 821 ' Cxxxi ; 
the Stage, the Scene continued much-what the lame. The barbarous c. !o 
People ftill forrag’d the Countrey,and came up hither,who forc’d him 
to quit the Town, and retire for San&uary into the Caftle, which yet 
prov’d more fad and difinal than a Prifon. Without were fightings, with¬ 
in were fears ; without nothing but Danger threatned them at the 
Gates, and the dreadful Profpeft of a wafted, burnt, and dcfolated 
Country was round about them;within Famin began to rage,caus’d by 
the ftraitnefs of the place, and the multitudes of People that had fled 
thither. And yet his own cafe ftill much worfe : for befides his fhare 
in the common Calamity, he labour’d under a long and dangerous Pick- 
nefs, which the late hard Winter, and his being forc’d to feek pro- 
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teaion from Woods and Caverns, had brought upon him ; and all this 
aseravated with the want of his Friends, whom the infefted Roads, 
t-Vip ^anaers of the Paflage would not fiiffer to come at him. In 
thefe^Parts'he^orKinued all tfie Summer,and the greateft part,I guels, 
f not the whole, of the following Winter, taking all opportumt.esol 
rcachinz about he neighbouring Countrey , and rcduc.ng the rude 
and untaught People both to Civility and Religion. Towards the com 
c"jfion of !iis ftay here, he wrote a Letter > to Pope Impeext , which 
being very elegant, ( could it be rendred agreeable to its native I.an- 
guage ) and one of t he laft that ever he wrote, we ihall here inlert.

that by the admirable ftri&nefs of his life, had fobdued the Flclh to 
the Spirit, and had brought the appetites of Sence in fubje&ion to 
the Laws of Reafon. He was naturally inclin’d to Choler, which as 
it was greatly increas’d by an over-rigorous abftinence, lb it infus’d a 
more than ordinary brisknels and a£hvity into his temper, and made 
him fearlefly attempt, and relblutely go on with any undertaking, 
wherein Ills Duty o t the intereft of Religion was concern’d. His 
Zeal for God always tranlported him beyond all confiderations ofcon- 
Veniency or danger, he was himfelf true to the rules of piety, and 
he endeavoured to make others fo. The truth and honour of the. 
Chriftian Religion he ftrenuoufly defended again# the attempts of 
Gentiles on the one hand, and Hereticks on the other. He wrote a- 
gainft them, and where Arguments would not do, implor’d the help 
of the civil Authority to aflift in it. He was ftartled to find that in 
that broad daylight of Chriftianity, Phoenicia, a neighbouring Coun- 
trey, was ftill overfpread viith the darknefs of Paganifm and Idola¬ 
try ; For the Converfion whereof he form’d a focictv of zealous Per- 
fons, whom he prevail’d with to undertake it, anti procur’d Imperi¬ 
al Edi&s to back them, and by his own, and the Charity of othera 
furnifh’d out a Stock to carry it on, and when the work not only 
flood ftill, but went backwards, he ceas’d not even in the time pf 
his^xile to reinforce it, and make provifiori for the Charges of it.

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HeTrequently filenc’d theBlafphemies, and fupprefs’d the infolences 
of the ArUnsy Anomtans, Marc ionites, and other home-enemies to the

II. T H E Affairs of his JEpifcopal Cure he follow’d with all ima- 
ginable foliicitude and fidelity, he conftantly attended publick Pray, 
ers, preach’d frequently, and fome parts ol the year, efpecially m 
- tnd. phot. Lent , every day. And when at any time detain’d by ficknels", was 
coi. clxxu. wont to account this forc’d fiience,and abtence from his People,worfe 
_ than the Difcafe it felf. And no fooner was he reftor’d to any mea- 
mti.de dZ fores of ftrength, but he return’d to the Pulpit with a kind ofTri- 
loc.N.r.Tom. umphand rejoycing, declaring he look’d upon this opportunity of 
5 ‘ p ‘converfing with his beloved Auditory as the fweeteft accent of his 
health, and was as much affe&ed and delighted with it, as men are 
wont to be, that after a tedious abfence, and a long Journey are 
come home fife. The irregularities of bis Clergy, grown more 
loofi through the incircumfpe&ion of a mild and eafie Predeceflor, 
he corre&ed Iharply, and though it created him no little envy and 
oppofition, he went thorow with it, fufpending and difeharging 
thole, whom perfwafion and admonition would not reclaim. His 
Reproofs were fevere and impartial, he neither fear’d or fpard the 
greateft, nor defpis’d and overlook’d the meaneft. His generous 
mind was too big to be aw’d from the difeharge of his duty, in this 
no Intereft could oblige him, from this no terrors or threatnings 
could affright him, wnere-ever he elpied a real and material fault, ne 
let fly at]t, and if private admonition would do no good, they were 
fore to hear of it in publick, and that many times with tart reflexi¬ 
ons, the chief occafions that engag’d the Emprels, and the great 
Minifters at Court in fo fierce and violent a Perfecution ofhim.

187. ‘ ‘ cally filute them by contrary names, the Drunkard he would call a 
Water-drinker , the Covetous, Poor; and theThief gentle and merciful, 
Vertue, where-ever it was. was fore to have its juft Commendation 
and Encouragement from nim, he ever valued a fbber Youth before 
an aged but intemperate Perfbo, and an old Man defirous of inftru- 
ftion, before a conceited and illiterate Youth, a poor Ideot before 
an unlearned Worldling, and a vertuous Layman before an idle and 
lazie Monk. The World he demis’d, and reje&ed all its allurements 
and charms, the temptation to riches bad no hold upon him, he de¬ 
clin’d all Preferments, and when that great Dignity was caft upon 
f lL c him, touched f not one penny of the large Revenues of that Church, 
f. 1 66. ' nor took any more of it to his ownufe, than what barely ferved for 
a very fpare and thrifty Diet. And though he flood as fair as any 
man to be the darling both of Court, City, and Countrey, and a 
little courtlinefs and complyance in his temper might have rendred 
h im perhaps one of the greateft Favourites of his age, yet would he 
not take one ftep out or his way to gain the bigheft honours or in* 
terefts, no not to fecure his Bifhoprick, nor to five his Life. 

III. His Charity kept pace with, if not rather exceeded his other 
Vertues. His own Eftate, which was very confiderable, he parted 
with in his younger days to the ufes of the Poor, and the exigences

Secondly , 
his ftomach was extremely weak, and fo infirm and out of order, that 
the very fmell and fight of fome meats was ofFenfive to him, and oft- 
times he could not bear the Difhes provided for him, but was forc’d 
to ftay till others could be made ready. Which proceeded not 
from the vicious niceneft of his palate, but the incurable infirmity of 
his ftomach. Thirdly , when engag’d hard at his ftudies, or wrapt up 
in Divine Contemplation, or taken up with Ecclefiaftic Affairs, he 
would many times lapfethe ufual times of dining, and eat nothing till 
the evening: which were the true caules, why he chofe to eat alone. 
The truth is, his whole Life was in effe£t a continued Fall, he having 
from his younger years fo accuftomed himfelf to the utmoft leverities 
of Abftinence and Mortification, that he had irreparably wafted his 
ftomach, and rendred it almoft irreconcileable to any ordinary food, 
and fo far weakned nature,that no Arts of Phyfic were able to retrieve 
his health, having thereby laid the foundation of thofe frequent infir¬ 
mities and diftempers, that haunted him to his dying day. 

IV. MATURE had enrich’d him with very exquifite Abilities and 
Endowments , a clear Apprehenfion, prompt Wit, acute Reafoning, 
pregnant Invention, and all thele attended with a nimble and ready 
utterance, and an apt way of exprefting his Conceptions. Notions 
flow’d quick into his imagination,and found words ready to cloathand 
dreft them up in their proper fhapes; as will be very evident to any 
that fhall perufe his Extempore-Orations ,where there could be no place 
for Premeditation. His Juvenile Education under the beft Mafters of 
that Age, had laid in a fufficient ftock of Learning and Philofbphy, 
though he had not occafion to make much ufe of it. For after he had 
a very little time ferv’d the Forum, he went early over to the ftudy of 
Theology, to which he applied himfelf under the conduft of Miletius 
Biftiop of Antioch, Enfebius and Diodorus , who govern’d the Monafte- 
ries in thofe Parts, and were both Bifhops afterwards. He fet himfelf 
with all poffible ferioufneft and induftry to read and underftand the 
Iioly Scriptures, which he afterwards fb largely and accurately explai¬ 
ned, and above all peculiarly ftudied S. Paul's Epiftles , which he 
feldom laid out of his hand : and indeed there feems to have been a 
more peculiar conformity of genius and temper between that great 
Apoftle, and this excellent Prelate. Having thus ranfack’d the Sacred 
Treafuries, and carried away a noble Furniture of Divine Learning, he 
gave up himfelf almoft intirely to preaching and inftru&ing others. 
A Province he manag’d , with that clearneft and perfpicuity , that 
force and evidence, that freedom and fmartneft , and yet with that 
temper and fweetnefs,that in the whole Train of ancient Fathers none 
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went beyond him, and few came near him. The Scriptures hi ex¬ 
pounded very naturally, and in the obvious and literal fenfe; a happy 
Talent almoft peculiar to him, the main humor of thofe Ages being to 
wire-draw Scripture into Allegories, and to make witty AHufiofts* 
and pick out myttical and far-fetch’d Expofitions,which were never in¬ 
tended, and when found out, ferv’d to little or no ufeor purpofe. in 
all his Expofitory Homilies he takes the plain fenfe that naturally of¬ 
fers it felt, which he opens, and illuftraces with feme fhoit and pithy 
Remarks, and then ( which is his Application ) concludes with a ft 
iSneev, fbme general Exhortation, notalways adapted to his preceding 
difcourfe,but profecuted upon fbme moral argument of great advantage 
to his Auditory. And indeed fb happy a Talent had hfe in expounding 
Scripture, that an ancient Writer ® aflfures us, That his judgment here- • 
in was accounted the common ftandard of theChureh, irtlomuch that 
although all the reft of the Fathers unanimoufty concUfr’d in the fex- s 5 w/. 
pofitionof any one place, yet if his fenfe differ'd frfltn it, bis fcXpofi- m 
tioo was immediately chofen, aiid preferr’d bdfbre, yea, a|kinft all the 
reft. And this he tells us had been, and ftill Was the Vuftorft &nd pra¬ 
ctice of the Church in his time. He reprovesVIceWith great impar¬ 
tiality, and with fevere Cenfiires, and yet conveys his Reproofs With 
that iweetrtefs and tendernefi, thofe foft atrd! elegant iOttnuatlOiftj that 
they made their way without any difficulty into the MiMs of his Hea¬ 
rers, and the moft obftinate Offenders could not but love attdkifs the 
hand that chaftis’d them, his difcourfes at bnce adminiftrirtg bOth pro¬ 
fit and delight. Though Mafter of a great deal of fecular Learning* 
he makes no oftentation of it; but though it be not ordinarily difcfct^ 
liable, yet it gave his difcourfes a better relifll , like generous Wine 
mixt with water, ( as Erafmut wittily reprefertts it) where though 
the tafte and colour of the water cannot be diftingtkifht,yet it make* 
the Wine drihk more pleafaflt and delightful. It adds ftOt ft little td 
the reputation of his Learning, that he wed Rich ft RftcS Of excellent 
Men, who were his Scholars, Meii famous both for the COritettiplfttive 
and pra&ical Philofbphy of Chriftianity:fitt»h were PaHadius feiliidp of 
HeBenofle , Iftdore the Peluftote, Nilus, Mark fc, and TkeddMt BiftiOp of 
Cym, and many more, whd accounted it their honour, as it was theft 
intereft, to have been brought Up urtder Rich ft Tutor. 

V. T H E vein of Oratory, which he learnt in the School of Libit- 
riHr'he brought with him into the Church; where he employed k to 
the ufe of the prefent, and the admiration of ftll future Ages. Hi* 
ftyle is clear, chafte, eafie, ftnd elegant; his conceptions flOW in the 
moft apt, familiar, artd intelligible exprcfflons, though whenever his 
Argument requir’d it, or his Leifurfc permitted It, he cotild tldaih hift 
Mind with a more accurate Eloquence* witflefs his elaborate coriipdfa 
tions while he was at Antioch, where he enjoy’d eafe, afld ittOre ealrti 

and retired thoughts, than he did afterwards- If to him it waS, thftt 

the Epiftle « of Liban/us was written, hdW highly did the great Mali “ ft- W- 
admire but one of his Orations, and that toO One of his Very firft At- £ : ix Z 
tempts, reading it before fome Mafter-OMtOtS Who entertain’d k With 
Shouts,and Leaping, arid Acclamations, and all other demonftrfttidnS 
of Aftonilhment and Admiration. Afld Ifidote of Pelttftum irjfets frorh 
it, that according to PlutatthS sRule y Who makes Fadlkyand Ferfpicui- 
ty the Standards of true Attic E\oqii<iti(x f Chrjfoftont fliuft needs carry 
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the Crown from all the reft, who in the purity of Attic words, and 
in the clearnefs and perfpicuity of his expreffions excels all others. 
Suidas o fays, That no Man in any Age was Mafter of fuch a copiouf- 
ln , voc * nefs and plenty of words, which ran from him with a fluency beyond 

phihtborat. the Caiarafh of Nik. And one of his Succeffors p in the See of Con- 
, Bif. G rigor, (lantinople infinitely commends the fweetnels of his Eloquence , the 
’■chpf.iom. pro f oun dnefs of his Notions, the height, clearnefs, and mexprelfible 
" lufcioufnefs of his Difcourfes, the power and perfwafivenefs of his 
29 . Rhetoric, the ftrange impetus and nervous efficacy that attends his 
Reafonings, in comparifon whereof the moft celebrated Orators of 
Greece were but Children to him: His admirable explanation of Scri¬ 
pture, moral Difcourfes and Exhortations, Explications of the Rites 
of the venerable Sacraments, Panegyricks in celebration of the me¬ 
mory of holy Fathers and Martyrs: to give a particular account of 
each of which, he tells us, were as vain an Attempt,as to try to crowd 
the Atlantick Ocean into a Cup, or to meafure the Nile by a Pint-pot, 
or to unlade and exhauft Euphrates . ’Twas this admirable Faculty en¬ 
dear’d him tothofe,and has fince rendred him venerable to all fucceed- 
ing times, and firft fix’d the Title of Chryfoftom, or the golden-mouth'd 
Father upon him; though it does not appear, that that Title was 
given to him till an Age or two after his death. His Books and Dif- 
courfes, whether penned by him, or taken from his mouth by Notaries, 

, M J( . areas numerous as they are excellent. Nicephorus tells s us , he had 
p.350. ’ * read abovea theufand of them, having been train’d up in them from 
his Childhood, and that what Learning he had, he ow’d it intirely to 
them. Among them tSW*r gives the firft place for Learning, Sub- 
limenefs and Elegancy to his fix Books de Sacerdotio,ntfX thefe to his 
Expofition of the Pfilms, and his Commentaries upon the four Evan- 
gelifts. The reft, he tells us, art fans number,and that to recount them 
is not the work of a man, but of an Omnifcient Being. Indeed there 
are ftill extant more of his Writings, than any two of the Greek Fa¬ 
thers put together. And yet time has robbed us of many others, for 
• cM div he intirely r explain’d the holy Scriptures, many of which Comment**- 
L ln.prj ; p. * ries are wanting at this day. And among other of his Writings that 
421. su/J. h a y e mifcarriea, no doubt are many of his Epiftles,the greateft part of. 

lK,ttU thofe that remain (they are in all to the number of about CCLV) 

being written in the time of his Exile, during the three laft years of 
his Life. One famous Epiftle of his there is, but as yet fhamefully 
fupprefs’d,we may be fure out of no good defign. I mean his Epiftle to 
C a far i us the Monk ( cited by fome of the Ancients ) againft the He- 
reiie of Apo/linaris , wherein is a moft exprefs and irrefragable teftimo- 
ny againft the Do&rine of Tranfubftantiation. A very old Verfion of 
this Epiftle (for the Greek , ’tis much doubted v/hether it beany 
where extant) was firft produced in thefe latter Ages by Peter Mar - 


thing flept, till within thefe few years, when Mounfier Bigotius , a 
learned Gentleman of Paris , met with the old Copy (being the fame 
whence Peter Martyr had taken his ) in a Library belonging to a Con¬ 
vent at Florence ; tranfcrib’d, and printed it together with a Preface, 
intending to publifh it at the end of Palladius his Life of Chryfoftom. 
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But the Zealots of that Church were aware of it, and dreading the 
confequence of fo home an Authority againft one of their moft belo¬ 
ved and important Articles, arrefted both the Preface and Epiftle, and 
clapt them under hatches , juft when ready to come abroad. So na¬ 
tural is it for every one that doth evil, to hate the light., and not to come to 
the light , lefi his deeds (honld be reproved . Againft fo difhoneft and 
fraudulent a piece of Artifice, a learned French Proteftant has exhibi¬ 
ted a juft Complaint to the world, in a late Expoftulatory Preface to a 
piece of Anaftafius Sinaita. But enough of that. The fame of foil- 1 2 ‘ 
Juftrious a perfon has brought upon him the common Fate , to have 
many fpurious Pieces, confiderably more than any of the Fathers ofthe 
Greek Church, fathered upon him, among which I efpecially reckon 
the opns imperfect am upon S. Matthew : an ancient Piece I grant, and 
done by a learned hand, but plainly infe&ed with a tang of Ariamfm , 
and fome other Herefies ; fo far from being Chryfoftoms , that ’tis pro¬ 
bably thought to have been done by fome Writer of the Latin Church. 

Nor have any footfteps of the Greek ever yet been heard of,fo ftrange- 
ly was Pojfevin f out, when he affirms, that it has been often publifht 
in Greek and Latin. The cafe of his Liturgy I conceive to be much the f , 
fame with that of S. Bafil, ’twas compos’d by him for the ufo of the 
Church of Conflantinople , and contra&ed into fomewhat a narrower 
compaft than that of S. Bafil, but has undergone the fame lot, to be 
enlarg’d and interpolated according to the humor of the Ages and Per- 
fons, whole hands it has pafs’d through, and thence have proceeded 
the various Readings, and very different Copies of it ftill extant. How¬ 
ever it is highly honour’d by the Eajlern Chriftians,and is the Liturgy 
ordinarily us’d by the Greek Church at this day.

I. h E News of S. Chryfoftom's Death was carried to Rome , 

| to the unf^eakable grief of Pope Innocent, and all good 
Men that heard of it. And now Innocent gave over all 
hopes of doing any good by fair means, and refolv’d to proceed to 
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Cenfures, and to feparate both the Emperor and his Lady from all 
« ext. a?. Chriftian Communion, which he did by a Letter 1 to Arcadia, (re- 
Giyc. Annai. corded the middle, and later Writers of the Church ) wherein he 
tells him, “ That the Voice of his Brother Johns Blood cried to God 
viatb. i. 13. t< a cr a i n ft him, as once that of righteous Abel did againft his murdered 
r ^; n “ Brother Cain, and fhould be certainly required; that he had not only 
crttc. Rom. « done this, but in a time of Peace had rais’d a Perlecution againft 
7.11.9. {’•557* « t he Church and Minifters of God,and had, without any legal Pro- 
« ce f s depos’d the great Dottor of the World, and in him had perm¬ 
it cute d Chrift himfelf. Which he complain’d of not for his fake, 

« w ho was happy, but in compalfionto them who were engag’d in it, 

“ and thole who fuffered in fo great lots, not only the Church of Con- 
« (hntinople , but all the Churches in the world being hereby depriv’d 
“of fo divine and eloquent a Perfon, and that by the mfinuations of a 
“ Woman, who Ihould fhortly receive a deferved vengeance, a fecond 
“ Dalilab, who had ruin’d his ftrength, and made this-weighty addi- 
“ tion to all his other guilts. For all which caufes he leparated him 
“ and her from all communion of the holy and undefiled Myfteries, 

« and all Bilhops and Clergymen that fhould prefume to adminifter 
“ the Sacrament to them ; that he abrogated Jr facin'* s Authority, 

“ though dead and gone, whole name he forbad to be entred into the 
“ holy Diptychs, together with all the Bilhops that had communicated 
« w i t hhim. And for Theophil^belides his Depofition, he added his 
“ Excommunication,and utter Alienation from the Chriftian Religion. 

« Ext. tjus //- Hononus the Emperor wrote u like wife to Arcadius , to let him know, 
tir * in i :,re he wondred what wicked and diabolical power had prevail’d with him 
Grxc.Rem. ib. ^ refign up ] lim p e jf t0 a Woman, and to aft fuch things, which no 
Religious Chriftian Emperor had ever done before him. Then he puts 
him in mind of what had been done, concluding, That he Ihould not 
ftudy by words, but actions , and the real Reformation of what was 
amifs to give fatisfaftion to God and men, being affur’d that the pray¬ 
ers of the Priefts were the beft direction and fecurity to the Empire. 
Arcadia awakened with thefe home-admonitions, his Confidence 
u brought him to Repentance, which he teftified in a Letter * in anfiver 
forTci**tt. to that of Pope Innocent ( handed to us by the fame Authority, for in¬ 
deed the more ancient Writers make no mention of them) wherein 
he pleads. That he was not confcious to what had been done, but the 
guilt muft lie at the door of thole wretched Bilhops, who under pre¬ 
tence of Ecclefiaftical Canons had done it, and taken the blame upon 
their own heads, whofe unjuft fuggeftions heconfelfes he had alfented 
to. That for Acacius, Severian, Phtophilus, and the reft, they fhould 
be brought to account; and for the Emprefs,he had already fufficient- 
ly chaftis’d her, the grief whereof had brought her into a dangerous 
ficknefs, which Ihe now lay under: he defir’d him therefore not to 
proceed further in the Sentence, God himfelf never punilhing twice 
, vll GlJ . m for one fault. It’s added y to make the Story complete, that upon the 
i>. p. 26 -j. Receipt of this Letter, Innocent accepted Arcadia his ingenuous Con- 
felfion,and fent him a Sentence of Abfolution. 

II. BUT whether Arcadia's Repentance were fincere or not, it was 
not long before the Divine Juftice overtook thole who had been the 
chief Authors and A&ors in this fatal Tragedy. And firft the Emprels 
Eudoxia, who, like the Mafter-wheel, had put all the fprings in moti¬ 
on,

but befides the Authority of the forementioned Letters, which fpeak c chrott -P‘ * 3 * 
her alive when they were written, Zjnaras, Cedrentts , and the Greek 
Writers, generally tell us, Ihe died not till near three Months after 
Cbryfoftom's deceafe. Nor is it contemptible what Baronins obferves 
to this purpole,that had fbe died lo long before Chryfaftom , Palladia 
would not have fail’d to have mention’d it, where he fpeaks of the re¬ 
markable Punifhments infli&ed upon Cbryfoftoms Perfecutors. But 
whatever becomes of the time of Eudoxia's death (the manner where¬ 
of, if as above related, leems to carry lome more immediate fignatures 
of a Divine Vengeance along with it) ’tis certain , that not many 
Months after Chryfofom's deceafe,died Arcadins himfelf, cut off in the • 
prime and ftrength of his Age, being then but XXXI years old. Ar- 
ficittSy the immediate Intruder,was taken away within fourteen Months. 

Cyrinus, Bilhop of Chalcedon, upon no greater an Accident then Maru- 
tbas his treading on his Foot,fell mortally fick, his Foot gangren’d,and 
was forc’d to be cut off, and after that, the other, which not flopping 
the fpreading Malignity of the Diftemper, he died under the molt 
acute Mifery and Torment. Antiochus and Severian came to ill and un¬ 
timely Ends. Others d were feiz’d with lingring Feavers, or intole- d PaBai.c. 17. 
rable Calentures, or pains in their Bowels. Some died of the Dropfie, p ’ 157 ‘ 
or the Gout arrefted and tortur’d thofe very Fingers, that had fubferi- 
bed his Condemnation. Some were taken with tumors or inflamma- 
tionsinthe Bowels, and a ftinkingputrefa&ion breaking out of their 
Bodies, bread Worms and Vermin; others with a difficulty of breath¬ 
ing, and a diftenfion of all their parts, while others haunted at Night 
with dreadful imaginations, ran out and howled, fancying themfelves 
Dogs; or ran out with drawn Swords in their hands, as if going to 
encounter an Enemy. One of them falling from his Horfe, broke his 
right Leg,and died immediately. Another having-loft his Speech, 
kept his Bed in a languifhing condition eight Months together , not 
able all the time to lift his hand to his Mouth. Another had his 
Tongue (well’d within his Mouth through the violence of a Feaver, 
which not being able to difeharge the office of Nature, he call’d for a 
Table-Book, and writ a Confeffion with his own hand. So remarkable 
many times fo public and exemplary are the Scenes of Divine Juftice, 
that every one that runs may read it. So that a man (hall fay. Verily there 
is a God that judges in the earth. 

III. Nor did Theophilus of Alexandria furvive Chryfoflom above five 
years, dying of a kind of Lethargic diftemper, or, as others fay,of the 
Stone, Ann. CCCCXII. And if what Damafcen then e out of a Book 
of Iftiore the Deacon reports, be true, though he lay at the point of fff ' 
death, yet could he not expire, till he had caus’d Chryfoflon? s Picture to 
be brought, and had done reverence to it. After his deceafe, Chryfo- 
ftom's Caufe reviv’d, and gain’d ground apace. It had indeed been fet 
on foot foon after his death : For Porphyry , Bifhop of Antioch , one of

The Emperor told him, He Law no 
great inconvenience, if for peace and auietnefs fake a dead Mans name 
was put into the Catalogue ; fo he did it accordingly. An account 
whereof he fent in a Letter to Cyr//,who had lately fucceeded his Uncle 
Theophilus in the See of Alexandria. , wherein he laid before him a re¬ 
lation of what had part in this matter,and the reafon that had indue d 
him to it, having inferted his Name not as one that died a Bilhop, but 
as one that fometimes had been fo, and whofe Name challeng’d a com¬ 


memoration in order to Peace and Unity, alluring him, he had done 
nothing herein contrary to the Ecclefiaftic Canons.and defiring him for 
Uniformity to take order that it fhould be fo done through all the 
k nxt. npift. Churches in Egypt. He wrote k likewife at the fame time to Petered 
ap. Nictph. ib. Aldejitts, Deacons of Alexandria, who had been lately refident at Con¬ 
i' 493 - : fUntinople , and knew what had paft,and were able to give a fatisfa&o- 

ry account of it,whofe prudent management of things he lik’d fo well 
beyond thofe who had been fent in their room, that he requefted to 
haften their return thither. But Cyril , by means of his education un¬ 
der Theophilus , had drunk in too deep a prejudice againft Cbryfoflom, to 
be eafily reconcil’d to this affair, and befides thought the credit of.his 
Uncle highly concern’d in it.

<( be pretended, he was certainly inform’d, that he had inferted Chryfo- 
“ /Ws Name not in the Lay, but Epifcopal part of the Diptycbs ; and 
t£ had violated the honor and authority of the Nicene Council, accord- 
<J ing to which the other had been depos’d, and was fallen from his.E- 
u pilcopal place and ftation,and could notbereftor’d without a mighty 
u injury to allBifliopsin the world, who muft needs reckon themfelves 
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“affronted by it, and it became a wife and good man to prevent fuch 
“hlconveniencies; that he had gain’d littleor nothing by it,the great- 
«eft and beft part of the Church were his already, and herein he on y 
« oblig’d to his prejudice a perverfe inconfiderable Party, who would 
“never take the juft meafuresof themfelves: now whom was it moft 
«reafcnable to gratifie in this matter, the beft and greateft.or the worll 
-and fmalleft number ? If therefore he would preferve peace, and do 
-right, he muft undo what he had done, and ftrike the Name out of 

-the Epifcopal Roll; and however this might difpleafe a few, ye be-

' martA in Cappadocia, who took up the Coffin, which they carried to the 

mouth of the Propontis , where the Emperor’s Gaily was ready to re¬ 
ceive it, attended with fuch vaft numbers of Boats and Veflels,that the 
Sea feem’d once more to be cover’d with them. No {boner was the 
Corps brought aboard, but a terrible ftorm arole, that difpersd the 
Fleer,and drave the Gaily juft over againft theWidowsVineyard,which 
had been the firft occafionof Cbryfoftom 's falling under the disfavorof 
the Emprefs Eudoxia.Hert(&ysth£fiory )it ftopt^ndtheTempeft ceaft, 
and the Fleet again getting together, purfued their Voyage,till they 
arriv’d at the City.TheBody they firft landed at S. Thomas his Church, 
then remov’d it to that of S. Irene, whence attended with an infinite 
throng, and all poflible demonftratioos of Pomp and Honour, it was in 
the Emperor’s own Chariot carried to the place of its Repofe, the 
Church of the Apoftles. Here the good Emperor, accompanied by his 
Virgin Sifters, Pcrfons of admirable ftriftnefs anddevotion,cametothe 
Corps, and covering the Coffin with his Imperial Cloak, put his Eyes 
and Forehead to it, and heavily bewail’d the wrong that his Parents 
had done the Holy Man. The Divine Offices being compleated, they 
proceeded to his Internment at the Foot of the Communion-Table,the 
Bifhops then prefent helping him into the Grave with their own hands. 
This Ceremony was perform’d Jan. Xxvii. Ann. Ccccxxxviii, and has 
been ever fince kept facred to his Memory.Thus after all the envy and 
malice of Men againft him ,'God brought forth his righteoufmfs as the light, 
and his judgment a* noon-day ; and fhew’d that however opprelsd for 
a while, the memory of the juft fltaH he hlejfed,and his name he had in ever • 
lifting tememhtante.

HAT Arnobius was by birth an African, there 
can be no caufe to doubt, efpecially when, 
as they faid of S. Peter, his fpeech agreeth 
thereto. He was educated in all the Gentile 
Learning of that Age, wherein he became fo 
great a Matter, that in the Reign of Diocletian 
he open’d a School of Rhetoric a at Sicca, an * Men*, it

It being tong fince agreed 
on all hands, that thofe Commentaries are the Work of a Junior Arno¬ 
bius , Who dedicated them to Leontius Bilhopof Arles, and Rnfiicus of 
Narbon, both contemporary with S. Augufiine in his latter times: Not 
to fay that there are paffages in them tnat concern the Phot ini an, and 
the Pelagian Controverfies, ftarted long fince Arnobius’s time. What 
became of Arnobius after his converfton, and whether he took upon 
him the Ecclefiaftic Orders, or when he died, we have no account. 

If S. Jerom intended right order of time, when he plac’d him in the 
front of his continuation of the Eufebian Chrontcon, he was alive Ann. 

Chr . CCCXXVII. two years after the Council of Nice : But whi¬ 
ther then, or how much longer, is to me unknown.

UCIUS COELIHS LACTANTIUS 
was in all probability born at Firmium, a 
Town in the Country of Picenum in Italy, 
fituate near the Adriatic Sea, and thence 
borrow’d the name of Firmianns. His 
Patents feem to have been Gentiles, and to 
have train’d him up in that Religion j 
but how or upon what occafion he was 
brought over to Chriftianity, no intima¬ 
tions are left upon Record. His Educa¬ 
tion was liberal,and it met with a pregnant and capacious Mind. In his 
younger years he was fent over into Afnc,znd put under thetutorg 
of Arnobius, the famous Profeflbr of Rhetoric al Sicca , where he p . 
hisStudies, that in a Ihort time he overtook and outwent his Mafter, 
and tho as vet but a very Youth, gave an early Specimen of his mature 
Parts and Learning in a Treatife ,.which he called nposd 

perhaps in imitation of that of Plato, or the other of X p , 
DeipnofophiJIs, written by Athena,ss. By this time his fame was lpread 
all abroad, and he was called up to a more eminent Station, F 
in the Eye of the World.

and Prophets. The fifth Book treats of Jfftice, wherein he giVes ail 
account why he let upon this whole Work, theri fhbws that Juftice 
and Righteoufnefs how much foever boafted of by Philofbphers, was 
polfcfs’d only by Chriftians, that it was an unrealizable Cruelty in 
the Pagans to perlecute thefe juft and righteous Perfbns, however 
God for wife and good ends thought fit to fiiffer it. In the fixth he 
difcourfes concerning true fVorJbtp , both inward, as it refpe&s the 
temper and difpofition of the Mind, and outward , as it relates to,the 
carriage of the Life; and re&ifies the miftakes of the Philofbphers 
and great Men among the Heathens about the feveral Vertue$ of a 
good Life. The feventli and laft part is De vita kata , or the happi- 
nefs of the Life to come ; wherein he fhews, that the true Suminum 
bonum, or reward of Virtue, confifts in a ftate of future Immortality; 
that the Souls of Men are thus immortal, notwithftanding what fome 
of the Philofbphers have faid to the contrary, and what it is that 
capacitates a Man for this Eternal State: Then he difcourfes concer¬ 
ning the end of the World, and the Signs that fhall precede it, concer¬ 
ning the Day of Judgment, and the Reign of a thoufand Years, and 
the confequent ftate that fhall enfue upon it. And having thus dif- 
patch’d his main Argument, he fhuts up the whole with a pathetical 
Exhortation to call off our Minds from things prefent and fenfible, and 
heartily to entertain and comply with this excellent Religion, as the 
only way to attain to this happy and immortal Life. This is the fum 
of his feveral Diftertations, which being finifh’d, he is generally laid 
to have dedicated them to Conftantine the Great, and both towards the 
beginning and the conclufion of the Book, there are particular and 
formal Addrefles and Dedications to him. But the cafe is fomewhat 
ipore than fufpicious. In the firft Addrefs he is faid to have begun 
this. Work under Conftantine, whereas Lactantius himfelf affures us; 
lie fet upon it not long after the beginning of the Diocletian Perfec¬ 
tion, the cruelty and univerfality whereof he more than once and 
again complains of, but the Perfection of Licinim (under which 
they fuppofe he wrote it) was only topical; confin’d to fome places 
jn the Eaft , and never reach’d the Weftern Parts: He farther tells us, 
he engag’d in it, when he taught Oratory at Nicomedia, and when 
Hjtrocles , who was then one of the Judges there, wrote againft Chri- 
ffianity ; now Hier,odes was foon after remov’d to the Government of 
Egypt to carry on the Perfecution there. So that it’s plain, thefe Ad- 
drefles mu ft be of a later Date, and inferted by fome other hand, and 
accordingly (which puts the cafe paft all dilpute) are wanting not 
only in fome of the firft Editions, but.in moft; if not all, of the beft 
and moft ancient Copies of thefe Inftitutions: This Work he after¬ 
wards abridg’d into an Epitome for the more eafe and advantage of 
Common Readers, fome part whereof, viz. of the three laft Books, 
is ftill extant, tho perhaps as much as was in S. Jerom's time, when it 
was *x«<paA©-, as he tells us, defective in the firft part of it. 

VI. NEAR ten years the Perfecution had now continued, with 
aN imaginable ficrcenefs and violence, when Conftantine the Great,, 
lqme years fince advanc’d to the Empire, having embrac’d the Chri- 
ftian Faith, began to put a ftop to it.

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N t o account is given either of the time, place, or manner of his Death, 
unlefs we will rely upon the authority of FI. Dexter’s u Chronicon , * chron ' 
which tells us, that he died very poor at Nice, whither the Commen¬ 
tator upon that Chronicon fuppofes he had been call’d by Confiantine to 
be prefent at the great Council there. 

VII. HE was a Man of a ferious temper, and a fevere Life, zea¬ 
lous for the honour of his Religion, and unwearied in vindicating it 
againft all oppofers. ’ He fet himfelf ftrenuoufly againft Jews and Gen¬ 
tiles, and upon occafion againft thofe within that did corrupt the Faith, 
and deiign’d w to write at large againft all Sects and Herefies. His /. de in 

Parts were prompt and quick, his Judgment fagacious ; whatever ^.^.767. 
Argument he takes in hand, he manages with that ftrength and 
clearness, that he always with eafe carries the day. His Learning in 
foreign and external Studies (wherein he was chiefly converlant) was 
exquifite, perhaps not equall’d by any of the Latins of that Age he 
liv’d in, which render’d him capable fo fuccefsfully to beat the Gen¬ 
tiles at their own Weapons, and made S. Jerom lay* of him, that * Epi/i.adPuu-, 
with much greater dexterity he deftroy’d their Caufe, than he con- /»•*. 104* 
firm’d and built up his own. If there be feme obfeure, or uncatholic 
Dogmata in his Writings, what Garden is there wherein there are 
no Weeds ? especially when cultivated^ one newly crept out of the 
Woods and Thickets, and bred up in the Foreft and the Wildernels. 

Befides, many things are clear to us, which to them were in the dark, 
not yet fufficiently beaten out; many Queftions intricate and dilpu- 
table, as wherein the Church had then made no precife and dogmati¬ 
cal determination. Some Errors are the fault of the Age, rather than , 
the Perfon, and many things are to be pardon’d to humane Weaknefs, 
and want of fufficient Light. His Chiliajlic notions were common to 
him with feverai of the greateft note for Learning and Piety in the 
Church, as we have Ihewn elfewhere. * As for his other unwary Ex- * Life of 
preffions, and unorthodox Affertions, I lhall not infift upon particu- s N ff x % 
lars, moft of them have been confidered and difcuft to latisfaarion by p.\^6. 
another hand. z His Style is admirable, Eloquence was his Matter- -a. s. ne- 
piece *, by the concurrent judgment of all, from S* Jeromto this day, ™ r *. f ” b * be 
he has been accounted the moft eloquent Man of his Age, or of any church &c.

than defervedly bellow’d upon him ; nay, fome have adventur’d to 
affirm, that in fome cafes he has out-done the great Roman Orator. 

However, this I think may be fafely laid, that for the fublimenefs of 
his Matter, the frequent pithinefs of his Sentences, the Iweetnels and 
pleafantnefs of his Periods, the clearnels and evennels of his Style, 

(whole greateft fault it may be is, that’tis too fmooth and fine) he 
has fince the Ciceronian Age had few equal, and perhaps none fupe- 
riour to him.

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III. SCARCE was Paul warm in his Seat, when his Adver- 
faries began to heave him out. The Arians had been pretty well kept 
under during Alexander's Life, whole Age and Authority they re¬ 
vered , and tne late fatal Vengeance that had overtaken Anus had call 
no little damp upon them. But the Scene being now chang’d, and a 
younger Man ftept into the Chair, and elpecially being vex’d at the 
dilappofotment of their defigns for Macedonia they relume their cou- 

* sozMhifupr. rage, and prefer Articles againft him: Sometimes he is charg’d b with 
M 99 - having unduly procur’d that See to himfelf, without the confent of 

Eufebius of Nicomedia, and Theodore Bilhop of Heraclea, to whom, as 
the ilext Bilhops of note and eminency, it was pretended his Ordina¬ 
tion did belong. But this not being ltrong enough, they down-right 
accule him of Immorality, of having led a debauch’d and licentious 
courfe of Life. Thefe, and lome other Calumnies, are fpread abroad, 
and being drels’d up and aggravated by the Chieftains of their Party, 
are buzz’d into Conftantim's ears, who either wearied with their im¬ 
portunities, or over-creduloully giving heed to their falle luggeftions, 
yields, as juft before he had done in the cafe of At han a ft us, and lo by 
nis order (for to him Athanajius exprelly aferibes his firft Exile) he is 
banifh’d into Pont us, which we may conceive was done about the 
latter end of Ann . CCCXXXVI. or the beginning of the following 
year. Here he continued ’till the Death of that great Prince, whole 
h \h. three Sons and SuccelTors, h at their very firft entrance upon their Go- 
f ‘ 3U vernment, publilh’d Letters and Edifts for the recalling the banilh’d 
Bilhops, and among them our prefent Bilhop return’d, and repoifefs’d 
himfelf of his See of Conjlanttnople. 

IV. B U T he was not luffer’d to enjoy any long eafe or quiet: 
For Eufebius Bilhop of Nicomedia, a Man of a proud and alpiring tem¬ 
per, had caft an eye upon the See of Conflantinople. He had heretofore 

4 procur’d himfelf to be tranllated from Berytus to Ni comedia, as a place 

of greater honour and importance, it having for many years been the 
feat and relidence of the Emperours. But feeing the Imperial Court 
fix’d at Conjlanttnople, and finding Confiantius (to whole fhare the 
Eajlern part of the Empire was fallen) a Prince inclinable enough to 
be fway’d by his Councils, he revives the Acculations againft Paul, 
with which he found it no hard matter to poffefs the mind of that cre¬ 
dulous Prince, who no lboner came to the Government, but had de¬ 
clar’d himfelf in favour of the Arians. Hereupon a Synod of their 
' socr. 1.2. c.y. own Party is conven’d,* by whom Paul is condemn’d and depos’d. 
p 84. Whether he was formally banilh’d, is not laid: Probable it is, that 
finding Conflantinople not lafe for his ftay there, he conceiv’d it his pru¬ 
dence and intereft to retire,and lo voluntarily travell’d into the Weftern 
k Jd ib ' e i6 Parts; the firft place we find him at is Thejfalonica, k which, if not his 
j>. 93.C.17. own, was the birth-place of his Anceftors, thence pretending to go 
*♦ 9 $. to Corinth (perhaps to avoid feme attempts of his Enemies) he took 
1 ibil c. 15. Ship, and fail’d into Italy, and went to Rome, 1 whither about the fame 
f*? 1 * time came Athanafius , Afdepot Bilhop of Gaza , Marcellus of Ancyra, 
and Lucius of Hadrianople. They were courteoufly entertain’d by 
Pope Julius, who being fatlsfied in the goodnels of their Caufe, and 
the injuftice of their Sufferings, did what in him lay to reftore them 
to their feveral Sees, gave them Letters of Communion to that end, 
and wrote in their behalf to the Bilhops of the Eajl . After this, it 

feems, 
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feems, he went to the Court of the Emperour Conflans, (for there we 
find ® him and Athanajius) who wrote fharply in their behalf to his ra socr. /. 2 . 
Brother Confiantius , threading, that unlefs he Ipeedily reftor’d them * h Iod ‘ 
to their Churches, he would himfelf come and do it* whether he 
would or no, which, if atanytime, was done now, tho Socrates mil- 
places it lome years after, about the time of the Sardican Council 

V. B U T leave we him for a while, and return to Conflantinople, 
where the fame Synod that depos’d him, promoted Eufebius to that 
See, who being thus advantageoufly feated, manag’d the Affairs of 
the Artan Party to their great iatisfatfion. He continued in this emi¬ 
nent Station ’till the Council of Antioch , call’d under pretence of de¬ 
dicating the great Church there, foon after which, he departed this 
Life'about the year CCCXLII. Eufebius thus dead, and the place 
become vacant, the People call home n their Bilhop, who return’d mSoer -ii.c .is; 
and took his place. But the Arians did not think fit to flip this oppor- f l 9 * 1 
tunity , and therefore refolv’d now Ipeedily to fet up for Macedonius 
whom in S. Paul's Church they ordain’d Bilhop of Conflantinople .’ 

The people,; who had a mighty kindnefs for their old Bilhop were 
enrag’d at 'what was done, and both Parties being exafperated the 
thing broke out into open Tumult and Sedition, which was follow’d 
with Violence, Blood, and Slaughter. Conflantius at this time lav at 
Antioch, being engag’d in a War with Perpa, where hearing of what 
had happen’d, he order’d Hermogenes Mailer of theHorfe, then goin<* 
for Thrace , to pafs through Conjlanttnople , and to ejeft Paul out of the 
poffeflion of his Church. The Commander coming into the City 
and attempting to execute his Orders, found hotter lervice on’t than 
he expeded: For the people rofe up in Arms to defend their Bilhop 
and when Hermogenes fent a Party of Soldiers to force Obedience it 
did but blow them up into a greater rage; fo that forgetting all mea¬ 
sures of Duty and Allegiance, they ran to Hermogenes his Houfe fet 
it on fire, and dragging him out by the heels, and drawing him 
through the Streets, put him to death. The news of this barbarous 
and unjuftifiable action was foon carried to the Emperour, ° who was ° ril 
lb horribly offended at it, that tho then taken up with the affairs of ft in Ba $ h 
his Perftan War, tho it was the depth of Winter, and the weather i28 . h l2J ' 
extreamly foul and tempeftuous, yet by Poft-horfes laid for that pur- 
pofe, he came with incredible fpeed to Conflantinople , where having 
examin’d the matter, he banilh’d Paul; and tho at the intereellion oT 
the Senate he put none to death, yet he punilh’d the City, by taking; 
away one moiety of that daily allowance of Corn (the whole was 
fourfeore thoufand Bulhels) which his Father Conftantine had bellow’d 
upon it. Nor did Macedonius himfelf efeape without a brand of the 
Emperour’s Difpleafure, who was offended at him, bothbecaufe he 
had prefum’d to be made Bilhop without his leave, and becaufe he 
had^ been part-caufe of the late Tumults and Murders that had hap¬ 
pen d, and therefore fufpended the execution of his place, and con- 
fin d him only to officiate in the Church wherein he had receiv’d his 
Ordination.

Therefore to 
make (ure the work, they difpatch meflfengers after him, who com¬ 
ing to the place , fout him up in a dole and dark dungeon, witliout 
permitting any one to come near him , or the leaft bit of food to be 
given him. After fix days they came into the room, expe&ing to 
have found him ftarv’d to death, but obferving him yet to draw his 
breath, they lfranglcd him with his own Cloaths, and then to 
colour the murder, gave it out that he died pf a difeafe , though the 
whole Vicenage knew the contrary, and PhiUgrius who was Vicar ins 
or Governour of that Province, and Servant enough to the Art an 
fa&ion, told it with lome wonder and amazement to feverai, and 
among the reft to Sarapion an Egyptian Bjfhop, from whole mouth 
Athanafius reports it. But fee now remarkably the Divine Juftice 
overtook Philip, the prime agent, that plotted, contriv’d, and ex¬ 
ecuted this whole fcheme of villany. Scarce had twelve months gone 
over his head, when he was dilgracefully turn’d out of all his honours 
and offices, and made a fcom and reproach to all his enemies. Which 
made fo deep an impreffion upon his mind, that as if he inherited 
Cains curfe he went up and down like a Vagabond and a Wanderer, 
ran from place to place, but was ftill purfued by his guilty conlcience, 
and expc&ed that every one that found him, fhould flay him, till no 
longer able to hold up his head, he ended his miferable Life, far both 
from his Friends and Country. 

VIII. BUT how barbaroufly fbever God fuflfered our Bifhop to 
be fent out of the World, how obfeurely fbever his body was thrown 
into the Earth, yet God not long after raifed up his name with honour. 

For the Emperour Thtodofiut in the great Council at Constantinople , 

Ann. CCCLXXXI. underftanding the hard fate of this good man, 
gave order r before the aflembly was difpers’d for the tranflating his ' rh.rauiiap ; 
Remains to the Imperial City. Ndfaritu accompanied with as many rhot - Cod - 
Bilhopsas were left, went out as far as beyond Chalcedon to meet the 
Corps,which with flnging Pfalras,aud other folemn Rites,thcy brought c. 9 . p. 266. 
through the ftreets of the City into the Church of S. Irene, whereof 
he himfelf had fbmetimes had the Cure. The night was fpent in 
Hymns and Pfalms, and next morning, the whole City with all the 
Prelates and Clergy, and the Emperour aflembled, and with all 
honourable folemnity laid him in his Tomb. This Church was after¬ 
wards enlarg’d and beautified, and from him took the name of S. Paul, 

‘which ignorance and the multitude miftaking, begot die tradition 'Nictpb. 1.1 7 . 
in after-times, that S. Paul the Apoftle was Buried there. And Ba~ e - ! 4 - P- 246- 
romw tells us, u that fome Ages after, the Head of this Martyr was ^ mt ad. Mar- 
taken up, and lent by the Greeks for an ineftimable Prefent to *- rr - Kom - 3 un - 
the Queen of France , as the Head of that great Apoftle. But fhe yl1, 
not knowing what to fay to it, lent to Rome to coniult the Apoftolic 
Chair, and by the anfwer of Pope Clement the IV. was fhew’d the 
miftake, and convinc’d that the Head of the Apoftle wasonly prelerv’d 
at Rome, the place of his Martyrdom and Interment. But whatever be¬ 
came of our MartyrsBones, they were the only remains he left behind 
him,having confign’dgnothing that we know of to writing to preferve 
his memory; his peculiar talent lay in Preaching, and by that he 
infinitely endear’d himfelf to the people. And indeed his frequent 
banifhments, and conftant fufierings gave him little leifure, and

better to mine his intereft and reputation abroad, they wrote * to 
the new Emperours, the Three Sons of Conftantine, whom they endea- t- 5 «- «• 
vour’d to poflefs with all the prejudices and villainous infinuations; 
which either heretofore they had, or of late they could invent. But 
efpecially they wrote to Pope Julius , whom they hop d to make of 
their party, at leaR to aifent to and ratifie the Aft that had paR 
againR Athanafm in the Synod at 7 )re This was no fooner underflood 
at Alexandria, but Athanafm conven’d a Synod of his own Bilhops, 
who wrote a CiWar Epiflle in his behalf, wherein by a plain ac¬ 
count of things they vindicate him at large from thole grofs and 
icandalous afpertions which had been caR upon him; This Letter he 
fent by his Presbyters to Rome , where they fo confounded J Macarius, rm,. m . 
Martyrises, and Hefychius, the Legats of £*/eW and the Eaftern 
Bilhops, that they were forc’d to requefl Julius, that a general Synod 
being nad, the caufe on both Tides might be fully and impartially 
heard, and they have leave to maintain and make good their charge. 

Notice hereof Julius prefently Pent * to Athanafm , leaving it 
to his choice, to appoint time and place for the meeting of the 

Council.^ matters were thus depending, Eufebius and his 
party refolve upon a Synod at Antioch , wherein among other things 
they depofe Athanafius , and ordain one Gregory a Cappadocian m his 
room who prepares with great force and violence to make his way 
unto that See. Upon the firft rumour of this, Athanafius prudently 
retires, 1 and accoXg to the invitation Julius hadfenthim goes to 
Rome, where he was welcome to Pope Julius, whom the interim 
had fent Elpidius and Philoxenus with Letters into the Ea(t, to cite 
the Eufehians to appear, telling them withall, that unlefi they furceas d 
their innovations, fome other courfe Ihould be taken. The Council 
fitting at Antioch , and having no mind after all to come to a tair and 
equal Trial, delai’d the bufinefs beyond the appointed time* and 
tfien difmifl Julius his Legats with lharp Letters ‘ to him, letting him £ 

know, thatthohehadthegreaterSee, they were not otherwifeinferi- 
our to him, that they took it ill, that he had communicated with^Mn- 
nafius, an accus’d and condemn’d Perton, whole caufe to elpoufe, 
was to affront their Synod, and in efleft to null their fentence, which 
they looked upon to be highly unjuR, and contrary to the rule of the 
Church; that in Ihort, if he would reieft thole whom they had 
depos’d and receive them whom they had lubflituted in their places, 
were ready to. hold Peace and Communion with him; 
if not, they renounc’d him and his Communion. Upon the receipt 
of this Letter, Pope Julius call’d a Synod at Rome wWethe Epiffle 
being read , Athsmafus 's Caufe was heard, and he acquitted, and 
raRor’d to Communion, and Julius def.r’d in the name rf the 
Svnod to write back to the Eajlern Bifliops, which he accordingly 
did complaining' of thebitternefs and tartnefs of their Letters, and «r« crj.ts.ii- 
Xt comrary to the Canons of the Church they had not invited him t- «• 
ra their Syno^d, whereas EcclefiaRic Rule and CuRorn had made the 
Bilhops o? Rome to be concern’d in all important determinations, that 
they had flily and fecretly corrupted the Faith; that for the Afts done 
heretofore at the Synod of Tyre (about which they raisdfomuch 
noife and clamour) they had been obtain’d by furpnze and fraud. 
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and for the memorials of what were done in the Province of Manet is, 
they had been drawn up only by one party ; and as for the Murder 
of Arfenius , it had been openly prov’d to be a pure cheat and 
*Jtoiii.p. 575. fiftion. But the Letter it felf is extant at large in Athanafius , d whi¬ 
ther the capable reader may have recourfe for his fotisfa&ion. 

III. GREGORY the Cappadocian, had by this time ftorm’d 
the See of Alexandria , and taken pofleflion , and if poffible to put 
, y st i --3. a good colour upon a bad caufe, had lent * away Carpones a Presbyter 
to Rome , to manage and make the beft of his caufe, but Julius 
refus’d to lee him, much more to give him Audience. Several years 
Athanafius continued in thefe fVejiern parts , though no fair means 
were omitted for his reftitution. Ann. CCCXLVII. a Convention 
of Bilhops was held at Milan , whither Pope Julius lent his Legats, 
where the confeflion and requefts of the Eaftern Prelates were re¬ 
jected, and Urafcius and Valens two Anan Bifhops, and the common 
tools and inftruments of that faction, were upon their public re- 
* e« m P Axh cantation, admitted to Communion. The like penitential Libel i they 
ubifupr.p.602. foon after preferred to Pope Julius , wherein they acknowledge the 
soz. 1. 3. in things they had fallly laid againft Athanafius , and that though Julius 
c ‘ 2> p ‘ 536, had often warn’d them to make good the charge, yet they had not 
done it, that they now lolemnly profefs’d ’twas all Icene and fi&ion, 
and of no force, in evidence whereof they were moft ready to em¬ 
brace Jeha^f ^^s Communion, efpecially fince Julius had given 
them affurance that their former misdemeanours Ihould be pardoned ; 
protefting, that they would henceforth have nothing to do with the 
Eaftern Bilhops in tnele matters, that they did molt lolemnly ana¬ 
thematize Arias as an Heritic , and all his followers, who denied the 
Divinity and Eternity of the Son of God, that they did now renew 
and would always flick to the Libel they had lately given in to the 
Synod at Milan , which by this writing under their own hands they 
did ratify, and that they aid once more, and for ever condemn the 
Arian Herefie, and all its authors and partakers. This Declaration 
they fubferib’d, but according to the guife of the men, who were 
wont to change with every wind, afterwards retraced it, and went 
again over to the Arsons. 

IV. SOON after the AlTembly at Milan, by the great inflance 
and importunity which Pope Julius us’d with the Emperour Conftans , 
and he with his Brother Conftantim, a more general Synod was holden 
at Sardica, where the Eaftern Bilhops refus’d to joyn with them of 
the Weft , unlefs Athanafius and his fellow-lufferers were firft expeJPd 
their company: Which not being yielded to, the Synod was kept in 
l^parate meetings; the Orientalifts in their AlTembly confirm’d what 
had been heretofore done againft Athanafius and his partners, depofe 
s vii. Epift. B leveral of the moft eminent Bilhops of the other fide, and among 
orient. tp.Hi- them efpecially Julius Bilhop of Rome , ut principem & ducem malorum 
(as they ftile him) as the Captain and Ring-leader of the whole mif 
chief, as he that had firft let open the dore to Communion with 
wicked and condemned Perlons, and had chalkt out the way for 
others to trample upon the Laws of Religion and the Church, and 
had boldly prefum’d to defend Athanafius, a perfbn whole neither 
witnefTes nor acculers he had heard.

Were his Writings Extant, they would enable us to judge more cri¬ 
tically and certainly in this matter. All that we can now guefs is, that 
from his ordinary correfponding with the Arians , he lean’d towards 
that fide ; and, perhaps was 01 the moderate or HmeioiijUn Party. 

He was a mall Ays St. Jtrom^ Elegmis & rhetorici ifigenii t of neat 
and eloquent parts, and wrote many Books and Dligourfes; and 
thofe in a popular and familiar ftrain : in his expounding Scripture, 
he kept moft commonly to the Literal fence, as the trueft and moft 
immediate way to underftand its meaning. He imploy’d his Pen 
againft Jews and Gentiles , Novatians , and liich like; and in writing 
brief Notes and Stri&urts upon the Gofpels. Vaft numbers of Ho¬ 
milies have been heretofore pubiifht under hit Name } which ’tis 
plain were the works of Eucherius of Lions , and feveral others. 

Nothing genuine of his>has yet been brought to light} though it 
may perhaps deferve the Readers enquiry, whether thofe XIII 
Books or Homilies confidently publilbt by Sirmond i under the name 
of Evfebius C*f*rienfis f be not rather the work of this Evfetiw who 
was his Scholar; and who it may be, compos’d the two firft, which 
arc againft SabelUus , to clear himfelf from the charge of that He- 
*efy. Certain it is, that they favour Hot the vein and way of 
Writing ufed by the Ctfarean Enfehius. Nor has Sirmond any ar¬ 
gument or authority to lupport his confidence, more than that he 
found it fo inferib’d in the antient Copy. And who knows not how 
eafy it was for Tranfcribers, when they met with a work intitled 
to *Eufebitts , to clap Parnphilus to it , as fuppofing it to belong to 
Eufehius of Ca/area , as the perfbn beft known among the Writers 
of the Latin Church. But in this I leave every one to his own con¬ 
jecture.

fions; fo that though naturally extreamly inclin’d to choller, he fo in- 
tirely fubdued it, that he was never after foento be angry iri all his life. 
When he efpicd his man under lome terror and conftetnation for ha¬ 
ving fpilt the dinner he was bringing to him, after he had faff¬ 
ed ieveral days together (as he olten did) he pleafontly told 
him, don’t be troubled, let us go to the meat, fince the meat will 
not come to us, and fo went and fat down, and took his repaft of 
the fragments that were left upon the broken fhivers of the Pot. 
Befides the conftant returns of private Devotion, he preacht fre¬ 
quently and with infinite fotisfa&ion to the People. Scholars he 
had in great numbers, that diligently attended upon his Le&ures, 
who became famous in thofe parts of the World; fuch as Abbas , 
Zjnobius, Habraam, Maras, Symeones , Baulonas, and Aranad, though 
the two laft turn’d afide to the Errors of Apollinaris, He attained no 
higher degree than that of Deacon in the Church of Ed?Jfa ; not 
that lie might not, but that he would not. He was elected to a 
Bifhoprick (probably the See of Edeffa) and the Order was bring¬ 
ing to him, and perfbns font to conduft him to his Ordination. 
Which he no fooner got notice of, but in a frantic runner, and 
With his garments hangingdoofo, and dragging after him, he ran in¬ 
to the forum ; where he fell to his vi&uals, and by uncouth and 
fantaftic geftures put on the habit of a Mad man. Which when 
they who were font to apprehend him, found, they difmift him as a 
man diftratted; by which means he gain’d an opportunity to es¬ 
cape, and conceal’d himfolf, till another perfon was ordaimd to the 
place. 

IV. A B O U T the year CCCLXX,he took a journey, and that as him- 
w Epb. cm. folf tells us, w by a divine admonition, to Cxfarta in Cappadocia j 
rom"i p B fu wfiere he ^ aw and with admiration heard the greatS. Baftl preach- 
* 3 ‘ p ’ ing to the People of that place; and remarkt the order and com- 
linefs, the ardor and piety of their devotions: and wha’s more, we 
• Nj/f.ubi fnpr. are told, * that he beheld a bright /hiding Dove fitting upon Ba- 
f- 1°37- pi s r i«h t Shoulder, prompting hurt with words of heavenly wifdom, 
which he immediately /cattered among the people. Bafil had it 
made known to him, who tins great man was; and calling him 
to him, askt him by an interpreter, whether he was not Ephraim, 
upon whofe confeflion, he foluted him with the moft endear’d embra¬ 
ces , entred into mutual Conferences and Difoourfos; the venera¬ 
ble Bifhop imparting to him at his requeft, the moft excellent Rules 
for the Government of the Divine Life. Loaded with file fotis- 
fa&ion of a well fpent journey, Ephraim returns to Edejfa; where 
he improv’d the fmali remainder of his life, to the moft public and 
t sozm. ib.p. ufeful purpofos. Not long before his death, a fovere famine y raged 
t>27 ‘ in the City, and the helplels died in great multitudes unregarded. 

He waited fome time to foe what care would be taken in the com¬ 
mon calamity; but finding little or none, he left his Cell, and flaarp- 
Iy reprov’d the rich and the wealthy, for fuffering their poor Neigh¬ 
bours to ftarve ; while they hoarded up their ftoresto the ruine of 
their own fouls, which he /hewed them were of infinitely more value 
than all their riches, or whatever elfe concern’d the body, how 
much foever they flighted and negle&ed them. The men were a* 
/ham’d, and turn’d it off by telling him, they did not ftand fo much 
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uDon their money, but the world was fo bad, fo fullofj 
filf intereft, that they knew not where to find a man in whofe hands 
[hev miftht fafely truft this affair. He askt them what they thought 
of him £ they all confeffed they lookt upon him as a good man a 
ly honeft a y nd faithful perfon ; rohythen fold 
So receiving their Charity, he causd three hundred beds to be 
brough mo the public Cloifters of the City; and thofe whom 
want and langu.lhment had made weak^nd impotent to be pUcd 
whom he provided both of Food and Phyfic. He took 
care alio of Strangers, and thofe whom neceflity had driven out of

V. A M AN he was of as Religious a temper, and as ftricla life, as 
that or perhaps any age has produc’d ; he had all the vertues that 
can render a man great and excellent, and this that crown’d all the 

• /bp. 1028. reft, that he would not know it, nor car’d to hear of it; being de- 
vu. f . 1033. firous, as Nyffene tells * us, « «aa’ ?t) xp»w, not to feem, but 

^ ' s to be really good. He lov’d God above all things, convers’d 'with 

him by divine Meditations,and the conftant returns of duty. The fcrip- 
tures he read continually, confidered and thought upon therri^ and 
while he was mufing, the fire kindled, and his Soul was inflamed with 
love and mounted up nearer unto Heaven. He refin’d his faculties 
from all grofs andfenfual paffions ; and did asabfolutely govern his 
appetites, as the Mafter does the Horfe he rides on. He failed, and 
prayed, and wept a great part of his time ; and his frequent re* 
r ibid.p. 1038. fle&ions upon the public or private ftate of things feldom left him 
*" dry eyes. When lie had done preaching, f he went to Prayer, and 

then fell to difcourfing afrefh, and then would burft into tears, and 
after that to prayer again ; and this was 6 hoy* tS a 6 yv, the very 
life and fpirit of his Sermons. He had lo kept under his body by abfti* 
nence and ftrift feverities, that he feem’d infenfible of pleafiire; he 
indulg’d himfelf no more fleep than what was juft neceftary to keep 
tyiip. 1030, him alive, and that too taken upon the bare ground. No man with 
Viow greater generofity defpis’d e the World, with all the riches, ho¬ 
nours, pomps, and plcafures of it. He fpoke it with fome kind 
of triumph when he lay a dying; Ephraim has had neither Purfe, Staff 
nor Scrip ; Gold or Silver , or any thing tlfe have 1 not poffeffed. 1 hear¬ 
kened to our Lord in the G of pel , who / aid ,, ye fljall pojjefs nothing upon 
earth ; which fupprefs'd all greedy and inordinate defires after thefe things. 
He thought moft modeftly of himfelf, and that every thing was too 
high and good for him; he lookt upon commendations, as fb ma¬ 
ny abufes put upon him, and when at any time he could not avoid 
them, would call: his eyes down to the ground, and vent himfelf 
in filent tears. His Bowels were a&ed with a very quick compafc 
lion, and he had a common concernment for the Poor, and when 
his voluntary relinquifhing of the World had left him nothing to 
give himfelf, he thought himfelf oblig’d the more ftrongly to move 
others to acts of mercy and charity, which he never did but with 
great fuccefs ; for who was able to refill the force of his Argu¬ 
ments, and that mighty , that hearty and moft affe&ionate 
fpirit and temper, with which he was wont to let it home upon them. 

VI. HE liv’d in an age of ftrife and bu Isle, wherein the feveral 
contending Parties in Religion fought to undermine each other, and 
every one to eftablilh their particular fentiments and opinions, as 
the Dofrrines of the Church. But he always kept on the Catho- 

*riiib.p. 1031. lie fide, h and lleer’d the middle way between Sabellianifm on the 
one hand, and Arianifm on the other. His great zeal for truth, made 
him readily encounter with any error, which he refuted with 
no little warmth and brisknels, both by difeourfe and writing. 
He thought he could not do better fervice to the Church, than to 

recover 
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recover men back to truth, to flop iheinfeQion that ffrtads like a 
Cancer 1 and to ftiame and put to filertce the boldnefs and fnbtlety of 
thole that lie in rvait to deceive t Whereof one paflkge mull not be 
forgotten ; 1 his Countrey-man Apclltnaris had fill’d thofe parts with ‘ 11 m h 
the venom of his Poyfonous Principles, and for his own as well as 
other mens conveniency, had drawn up the ftate of his notions, 
and the ftrength of his arguments into rwo Books y which he had 
left With a woman ; a prime intimado and zealous confident of his 
party. Ephraim hearing of it, goes to the woman, and pretending 
himfelf defirous of further confirmation in thofe Principles, begs 
of her to lend him the Books a while, which might be of great adU 
vantage to enable him to refute the contrary errors* The woman 
aflenta, and he takes the Books along with him ; and having 
brought them home, glues all the Leaves fall to one another; add 
fb carries them back, without any vifible fign of what had been 
done to them. Not long after he put fbme of the Catholic Party 
upon the challenging ApoUinaris to a Difpute; the day is fet, and 
AfolUnaris appears, and defires of die Company, that by reafbn of 
his great age he might not bepreft to dilpute verbally, bat might 
be differed to argue or anfwer out or his Book. So t aking 
one of the Books from his Companion, he began to open it, but £ 
would not ftir; he tried in the middle, but’cwasa$£m there asrbe* 
fore. Then lie took the other Book, but found both alike, not one 
Leaf parting from another; which did fo amaze and confound the 
man, that like one forfaken of his reafbn, rofe be tfpandnut out of 
the Meeting, and was fb unable to fuftain the ftiame and ignominy* 
that it brought a Difeafe upon him, that had like to have coft his 
life. 

VII. BUT though Religion and Piety was his greateft glory, he 
wanted not the inferior Ornaments of Parts and Learning. He had 
ravell’d into the fecrets of Gent tie learning, k and well underftood k rtiLbzM, 
what Treafures they were matters of; the Chaff and Rubbifh he ? 

left behind, and retain’d only fo much ashecoufd makeufeful to Re- ' * 
ligion, and the Service of die Sanctuary, He had the advantage of 
a ftrange natural Eloquence, wherewith he pour’d forth his concep¬ 
tions with fo much perfpicuity, politenefs, lententioufhels and plen¬ 
ty, that he eafily captivated and charmed his Auditors where-ever 
he came. And his Difcourfes had this peculiar excellency, that 
contrary to the fate of all other verfions, being tranflated out of the 
Syriac (for he always fpoke and wrote in his mother tongue) into 1 
Greek , they loft nothing of their native grace and elegancy; but 
what was admired in its own proper garb, war fade tefe a d mir able 
when cloaithed in a foreign Drefs. S. Jerom 1 confirms this obfer- 1 Defaipt. c. 
vation by that one Book of his, De Spiritu fanCto , which he had 11 5* 
read; where he tells us, even under a Tranflation he met with the 
acumen of a fublime and excellent wit. None knew better hefw to 
accommodate himfelf to what he was about; in his Homilies “* and ra rkot \ 
popular'Difcourfes, he us’d aneafyand unaffe&ed ftile, but which 
yet made its way with fuch powerful perfwafives, infimiated it felf 
with fb much fweetnefs, and came recommended with fa patlleticaf

Vur Thefe contrary proceedings quickly filled the City witn tu 
mult and confufion '^fa&ions grew high on both Tides, from words 
they fell to blows, and thence to blood and flatter, and ncothmg 
was feen but Swords and inftruments of fury;, and the hoty place 
filled with dead or mangled Bodies. Vuventtm the Provoft endea- 
vonred what in him lay to put a ftop to the torrent, but finding the 
ftream fwell’d too high, and that he was neither able to fweeten nor 
controul the exafperated humour, he was forced to retire out of the 
City for his own fecurity. But Damafus hearty , at length pr 
vailed, the other being beaten out of fight a«f that 
ble a lofs, that only in the Church of Stfimus , ther Qnc 
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one day no lefs then CXXXVII perfons; to the infinite feandal of 
Religion, and the refentment of all fober and good men. 

HI. THIS is the account, bad enough at beft, that’s agreed ort 
all hands : But Marcellinus and Fauftinus two Presbyters, who liv’d 
at that time, in the preface of their Petition to the Emperor Theo- 
dofuts reprefent a much more tragical face of things, with a heavy 
charge upon the memory of Pope Damafus. They tell us, that Da- 
mxfurs hearing of Urficinus his Ordination, hired a mighty crew of 
Charioteers, Sword-players, and the infamous rabble, and marcht 
with them to the Julian Church, which they broke open and mur¬ 
dered all they met with for three days together; and having by bribes 
made Vivtnt 'm the Provoft, and Julian Prefect of the Granary of his 
fide, procur’d Urficinus with Jmantius and Lupus his two Deacons 
to be baniflit,beating or killing thofe of the people that refufed to come 
over to him. And underftanding that the people had fecur’d fevenPrel- 
by ters,and had plac’t them in Liberius his Church,he came thither with 
his armed multitude; and OBober the xxvi th befet the Church, broke 
open the Doors, and put fire to the place, where they were fecur d,that 
there might be no paflage to efcape, while others until’d the roof 
and threw down the tiles upon the people within, and then rufhing 
in kill’d men and women to the number of CLX, wounding many 
more, of whom feveral died afterwards; while Damafus loft not one 
of his party : that the people earneftly petition’d God and the Em- 
perour (while Damafus rais’d afrefo, and as they call it, a fifth perle- 
fecution againft them) that the caufe might be heard in a convention 
of Bifhops, and things fairly tried; whofe Petitions being prefented 
to Vale mini an, he the year following releas’d them that had been ba* 
nifht* To Urficinus and his Deacons return’d OBober the xvi th, and 
were joyfully wellcom’dby their people: That Damafus having made 
thofe at Court his Friends, kept the Emperour from being acquain¬ 
ted with the true ftate of things, who accordingly commands that 
Urficinus fhould create no farther trouble ; and he now finding that no; 
good was to be done, for peace hike furrendred bimfeft to the mercy of 
his Enemies, and by orderfrom the Emperor on the xvnrA of December 
went again and into banifhment, after whofe departure his people de- 
ftitute of all their Minifters kept their ftations in the Xamitmes ot 
the Martyrs; and being aflembled on a time in S. Agnes Church, were 
again let upon by Damafus, who flew many of them. After which 
he invited the Neighbour Bifhops of Italy (as the cuftom was) to fo- 
lemnize his Birth-day,whom he endeavour’d to perfwade tp joy n with 
him in the condemnation of Urficinus , but receiv’d no other anlvver, 
then that they came to celebrate his nativity not to condemn amer- 
ibn unheard ,, and before they knew what he had to lay for him- 
(elf 

iV THIS is the linn of that account, which thole two Presby- 
te rs give of this matter. They were ’tis true of the Luciferian ie. 
paration, that is, thofe that reje&ed all communion with any that had 
communicated with the Arians ;which perhaps might make them write 
a little more tartly. But whether this be fufficient to deftroy their 
evidence, and enervate the force of their teftimony in matters of fatt 
within their knowledge, is left to the Reader to judge - if fo, twilj 
befome abatement to S.Jerom’s teftimony (upon which Baronin lay* 
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fo much ftrefs, though he fays nothing very material to the purpofe) 
his dear friendfhipand kindnefs to Pope Damafus bringing him with¬ 
in the fufpition of partiality. To me it foems foarce credible that per- 
fons of their character in fo fotemn an addrefs to the Emperor ftiould 
ufher it in with nothing but pure lies and falfehoods; and thofo too 
grofs and palbable, the things done being ftill frefh in memory, and 
Damafus himfelf yet alive. And methinks what pains foever Baro¬ 
nin takes to put a glofs upon the Story, it looks a little odd, the 
• invit.Damaf : account which their own Pontifical Book « gives of this affair, that 
con^cii.T. 1 1. Datoafuswas conftituted Bifhop, becaufe he had the greater and the 
C0 ’ 59 ’ Wronger party. But let the Reader weigh the whole matter in an 
impartial ballance, and then incline to which fide he pleafo. Cer¬ 
tain it is, that what ever irregularities might happen in Damafusjffis 
eleftion ; or what ill things he or his party might be guilty of, he 
fofficiently recovered his credit, and for his prudence piety and zeal 
againft Arianifm purchas’d a great and juft reverence throughout the 
whole Chriftian World. 

V. BEING at length fetled and confirm’d, he began to aft in his * 
public Ration. About the year CCCLXlX, he conven’d a Synod, 
whereat met ninety Bifhops out of Italy and feme parts of France j 
who confidering how much the Art an Artifices ftill prevail’d, and how 
many were miflead by falfe apprehenfions and mifreprefentations of 
things, condemn’d the tranfaftions of the Council of Ariminum, and 
particularly Auxentius Bifhop of Milan, the great ftickler for Ariamfm 
in thole parts, confirm’d and reinforc’t jhe Nicane faith , an ac¬ 
count of all which Pope Damafus and the reft gave in a Synodical E- * 

"Ext.ap.rbcoi piffle " to the Bifhops of lllyricum , wherein they recommend the Ca- 
i. 2 x. 22 .p.io 2 . t h 0 ii c Doftrinc, and what they had done in it to them, and to defire 
them by an anfwer to fignify their confent and concurrence with 
them. Sad in the mean time was the cafe of the Catholics in the 
Eafiern Church, where by the favour and palBonate concernment of 
the Emperor Vtlens, the Arians bore all the fway, and almoft in 
every place carried all before them. Of which S. Bafil makes a la¬ 
mentable reprefentation in his Epiftles, who wrote likewifo, and 
font Legats to Damafus and the Wefiern Bifhops to implore their aid 
and help in this common caufo. And to Ipeed more effeftually, he 
engag’d the great Athanafius (whofo authority was then enough to 
give reputation to any requeft) to write to Damafus in their behalf. 
But whatever anfwer Damafus returned (for his Letters are not now 
extant) ’tis plain he was very cold and indifferent in this affair ; as 
appears from the many complaints and fometimes tart refleftions 
which Bafil makes upon this occafion, as elfewhere we have related 
more at large. 

VI. BUT the Catholic intereft in the Eafl did not only fuffer from 
the malice and cruelty of the Arians , but from their inteftine quar¬ 
rels and divifions among themfelves; as appear’d efpecially in the 
Church of Antioch , where be fides Eudoxius the Arian Bifhop, and 
Vitalis the Lay-Ringleader of the Apollinarian party there were Me- 
Ictius and Paulinus both Catholic Prelates in that Church, fome ta¬ 
king part with the one, and fome with the other; and the 
Church by this means rent afunder into a miferable fehifm. Da~ 
mafus efpous’d the caufo of Paulinus , who had been confecrated by 
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MtrC^taaWeftera Bifhop: and when S. ^^ dien reli- 
din/ at Antioch knew not well whom to )oyn with, he lent to Rome 
to confult with Pope Damafus, who advifed him to hold communion 
with Paulinus ■May after the death of Meletisss, and that another was 
chofen in his room/he ftill perfiftted in abetting and patronizing Pa»- 

linus thereby giving no little life to the pernicious divifions of that

diately conftituted by S. Peter himfelf. But the mifehief is, whatever 
Crefconius pleafantty dreamt of, Damafus and his Council paft no fuch 
Canon, and therefore the laft Publishers of the Councils wifely refer 
it to the Roman Synod held many years after under Pope Gclafius 
An. CCCCLXIV. But to proceed with the Confiantinopolitan Coun¬ 
cil ; in the fifth Canon the Synod agrees to receive all thofe at An¬ 
tioch, that confefs’d the Deity of all the three Perfons of the Trinity, 
according to the t Av\i*Zv, the Tome or Volume of the Wefitrn 
Bifhops. What this Tome was, is not agreed on ; the Greek Scholiafls, 
Zonarasfitc, widely and without any pretence of reafon refer it to a 
d 381 . p. definition of the Sardican Council. Baronins d will have it to be the 
429 ’ confeflion of faith lent by Damafus to Paulinus Bilhop of Antioch , 
•/wHot.aisoz . which we mentioned before : Valefiw e to be an expofition of the 
* U3 ‘ f*ith drawn up by Damafus in a Synod at Roms, An. CCCLXXVII, 

■ or the year after, font to Antioch and confirm’d in a convention of 

JfnK'a/rl Ei ft ern Bifhops there. But a Learned f man of our own not improt 
cowc.cp. ’ * bablv conje&ures, that it’s meant of the Synodal Epiftle which Damafus 
and his Council at Rome fent Ann. CCCLXXXII. to the remainder 
of that of Confiant inop le, and that this fifth Canon, as alfb the two 
lowing were not made in the General Synod, but in that part 
5 . u- of it that re-affembled the year following. Certain it is, from 
the anfwer * of thofe Eafiern Bifhops, that a Tome, or Definition 
of faith, efpecially concerning the Doftrine of the Holy Trinity, 
had been lately drawn up in a Synod at Antioch , and another 
in the late Oecumenical Council at Confiantinople , which being 
fent to Rome , probably produc’t that Ztwah^v, or Conriliary Leu 
ter, from Damafus and his Synod about that matter, and which the 
Fathers ftilethe Wefiern Tome, or Volume, in that Canon. In the 
fame Letter he defir’d the Eafiern Bifhops to come to a general Coun¬ 
cil at Rome (about which it feems he had been dealing with the 
Emperor) efpecially to adjuft and decide the cafe of the See of An- 
ttoch, ftill as much divided as ever, between Paulinus, and Flavian 
Meletim his Succeffor, whote election had been ratified by the Conflatu 
tinopolitan Synod the year before. To this Epiftle the Fathers (many 
of whom met again at Confiantinople the next year) return’d an an¬ 
fwer ; as for the journey to Rome, they excus’d themfelves; as for 
the faith, they agreed with him; and for other proceedings, they 
gave him an account of what they had done both in the bufmefs of 
Antioch , and in that of other Sees. 

VIII. IT was not long that Damafus liv’d after this. He was full 
of days, near fourfeore years of age, dying, as Baronin reckons, De¬ 
cember the xi th , An. CCCLXXXIV. after he had ficren Bifhop of 
Rome feventeen years, and near three months. As for the miracles 
reported to have been done by him, they that can believe the Aftsof 
Damafm, may find them there.The works of Magnificence attributed to 
him by the Writers of the Roman Church, are two Churches one 
near Pompefs Theater, the Other in the Vta Ardeatina, where he was 
buried in the Catacumb* near the bodies of S. Peter and Paul the 
floar whereof he had beautified with a Pavement of variegated 
Marble. He diligently fought out the graves of many Martyrs, vvhofe 
f ‘ hither 
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Tombs he adorn’d with fiiitable Epitaphs, enobled the Church of 
S. Laurent ins, and enrich’d it with many exquifit and coftly gifts, and 
hither his body was tranflated from the place of its firft interment. 

In his life time he held an intimate correfpondence with S. Jerom ; 
whom he oft confulted about the fence of obfeure and difficult pla¬ 
ces of Scripture ; S. Jeroms great skill in Hebrew enabling him to re¬ 
turn very fatisfa&ory refblutions. What his parts and learning were, 

>)ve can make no certain guefs, little of his being extant. His Tra&s 
deVirginitate , both in Prote and Verfe (mentioned byS.

loft. The Liber Pontificals, or fhort account of the Bifhops of Rome , ** E “~ 

fo often afcrib’d to him, is notbrioufly known and granted to be the foc ' p ’ 141# 
work of Anafiafius the Roman Library-keeper, who flourifht teveral 
ages after, the ftile. as well as the matter favouring of the rudenefs 
and barbarifm of thofe later times; tho it muft be fomething elder 
than Anafiafius, if what Labbee 1 fays be true, that he fa w a Copy 1 Defcrip.rm . 
of it written in the time of Charles the great, wherein thofe lives 
were afcrib’d to Damafus, and this before Anafiafius was born, to be 
lure before capable of writing Books, but withal he ftrongly con¬ 
cludes ’twas none of Damafus his work. S. Jerom , who knew him 
beft, fays k he had an elegant wit, efpecially for Poetry (which per- k d* feript. a 
haps he ow’d in fbme meafure to the Genius of his Country, heretofore 10 3 * 
famous for fome excellent Poets ) and compos’d very many fhort 
Poems, viz. Epitaphs, Infcriptions, &c. Some whereof are extant at 
this day.

Appointed one of the Commissioners for ad¬ 
mitting Perfons to communion by the Counsel at Conftantino- 
ple. His vigorous oppofmg the Arians aud other Heretics , efpecially 
the Maflalians.

[HE Originals of this Holy man are alto¬ 
gether obfcure, no Writer having given 
any intimation either where he was born, 
or how defended. If I might guels, I 
fhould conjc&uxe from one of S. Bafils 
Letters to him, that he was born in Cap* 
padocia , and am farther confirm’d in it 
by S. Jerom, 1 who fpeaking of that no¬ 
ble Triumvirate, Bafil, Gregory and Am- 
philochiusy ftiles them all Cappadocians. In 
his younger years, he was brought up in all excellent and uleful 
Learning, and became an accomplifht Scholar. After which he gave 
up himfelf to the feverities of a monaftic Life, and was Companion 
to S. Bafil and Gregory Nazianzen in their Pontic Solitudes. And 
- vu.Bifii.E- this it fcems Bafil and he had agreed m upon long before ; but the in- 
fifi. cccxcii. firmities of his aged Father then kept Amphilcchtus at home, and that 
398?399* ; ^ c *°fe» ^ at h e cou ld notfpare fo much time, as to wait upon the Bi- 
fhop of Cafarea , whole excellent company and converfation Bafil ear' 
neftly recommended to him. Freed from Domeftic cares he betook 
himfelf to the deterts, and the pleafures as well as the hardfhip of 
a contemplative life. The place, if I conje&ure aright, where he 
relided, was called Ozizalis , a place deftitute of Grain, but abound¬ 
ing in Fruits, Herbs, and efpecially Cole worts, a parcel whereof Na¬ 
zianzen 
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Hanzen in two witty Epiftles»beg’d of him, when he was to treat n xir. 
S. Bafil one night at Supper. Simeon the Metaphraft , or whoever * M7 * 
’twas wrote that trifling account of him, reports, ° that he liv’d forty 0 Gep. s. Jm- 
years in a Cell under-ground, without any other fuftenance then 
hard Bread and Water; and that the Bilhopric of Iconium, the Me¬ 
tropolis of Lycaonia , being vacant, an Angel appear’d to him, and 
three nights together bad him go into the City; and at laft having 
pray’d together, the Angel took him by the right hand, and led him 
into the Church, which was full of Lights, and innumerable Perlons 
in Ihining Garments, who conduced him up to the Altar, and de¬ 
livered the Book of the Gofpel into his hand; and having told him, 
that the divine grace made him Bifhop of that place, and having pray’d 
for,andbleft him, immediately difappear’d. After whofe departurecame 
ieveral Bifhops into the Church, with an intention to have proceeded 
to his Confecration; but he told them, they might fpare their pains, 
for the Angels had already done that office for him. Whereat as we 
may fuppole, they were greatly aftonifht, and having given him 
the peace, went their way. This is ; the fum of the idle Story of his 
Ordination, for I would not abufe the Readers patience to fet it down 
at large. However it may terve to give us a tail how fruitful the 
Greek as* well as the Latin Church, is of Legends and fabulous re- 

^°IL*’T IS hard to fix the particular time of his promotion to the 
See of Iconium, more then what the Greek Menton tells us p, that it was p T>r $ & 
in the reign of Valentinian and Valens , and perhaps not long after 
S. BafiPs advancement to the See of Cafarea. He loon gave his dedr 
Friend S. Bafil an account of what had pafs’d, and how unwillingly 
he had fuflered this burden to be laid upon him. Bafil wrote q back « Ep.cccxciif 
to him to congratulate his happy ele&ion to that place * and to 4 °°* 
perfwade and prefs him to go on in a vigorous and fuecesful dif- 
cliarge of it. The fame of the man encreafed every day, and his 
learning and zeal for the Catholic faith advanc’d him to the firft 
rank o? Worthies in all thofe parts ; infbmueh that in the great 
Synod at Conftantinople , An. CCCLXXXI, when perfons were to be ap¬ 
pointed as Judges of Catholic Communion who were fit to betaken 
m he and Optimus of the Piftdian Antioch , had the whole Aftan Dio- 
cefs committed to them. And when about two years after, the Em¬ 
peror call’d another Synod for compofing the diftra&ions of the 
Church; he went boldly to the Emperour, and deflred the fuppref- 
fionof the Arian Conventicles, then grown to a great height of in- 
folence; and upon the negled of his Petition, convinc’d the Em- 1 

peror how great his offence was to God, by putting a notorious flight 
upon his Son, the young prince Ar cadi us before his face. An account 
of which paflage we have related in another place. About the fame 
time he appeared briskly againft the Maffalian Heretics. . Thefe 
were a fort of primitive Enthuflafts r , who plac’t all Religion in pray- mi Ep. 
ing, neglefting not only the duties of common life, but all other 
parts of devotion, affirming that they were to do nothing ejie but 
pray And when fill’d with Enthufiaftic heats, and diabolical rap- <•. 11.^242. 
tures, they were wont to cry out, ’twas the impulfe and prefence of 4 ’ “7.. 
the holy Ghoft. And as moff herefies tend to, or end in leriluahty, coi.16.Dmfc> 
fo they fell into the trade of promifeuous mixtures in their irreligious deh^j.p.^ 4.

He held an inward friendlhip with thole two great men Naztanatn 
and Belli the latter of whom had fo high a value for him, that ( as 
he oft intimates in his Epiftlos) he was never well but when he was 
either convening with him, or writing to him.. To him he had re- 
courfe upon all occafions, to him he communicated all Ins affairs and 
■ Edit. tranfaftions, fo that he tells * him his daily Letters to him might ferve 
cccjccr. p. c ; 0 y ,1 imutetfk m I 3 l«, for the Calendar of his life. T o him he dedicated 
405. his Book De Spiritu Sanlto, and at his requeft wrote to nun nn three 

Canonical Epifltles, containing LXXXV Canons about Ecclefiaftical 
difeipline, in anfwer to fevcral cafes, which Amphilochtus had put to 
*rtuesf.s. him. He frequently commends i his vaft mduftry in the puriiiit 
c. 1^291.e- of knowledge, his unwearied inqunes after truth, the clearneis 
L* of his apprehenfions, the firmnefs and folidity of his judgment, 
P his admirable humility in fo oft condefcending to learn of others 
who was fo incomparably able to teach himfelf. Books he wrote 
’ many in vindication of the Catholic Faith, though the Ancients 

have not fo much as confign’d the names of them to us. 8 . Jerom 
* Dcfeript, c» * only mentions his Book De Spiritu Santto , which he lays Am- 
133* philochius himfelf read to him. Several Traas were fome years fince 
publifht under his name, but moft of them fpurious, at leaft uncer¬ 
tain, and we are the more at a loft in this matter, becaufe we have 
none of his Books unqueftionably genuine left us as Standards to 
judge of theft.

of his Education. He was brought up in all the polite and falhio- 
nable modes of Learning, but fpecially applied himfelf to that of 
Rhetoric, wherein he became more than ordinarily eminent, and fb 
great a power had it gain’d over him, that Naz.hnz.en was forc’d to 
l fcf xliii ’ write b to him, to perluade him to lay that foiid courfe afide, to get 
** °' " above that dSb^ fiiSbfjify (as he call it) that unworthy kind of Glory, 
with which he was vainly tickled, and to apply himfelf dole to Di¬ 
vine Studies, and to the fervice of the Church, feverely chiding him 
far taking more pride to be accounted an Orator than a Chriftian. 
Having broke loofe from the ftudy of Oratory and Eloquence, he be¬ 
took himfelf to Solitude, and the Menaftic Difcipline, and had now 
leifure to put Nazianzerrs Counfel into pra&ice, and accordingly ap- 
» plied himlelf ftrifUy to the ftudy of Theology, and the holy Scri¬ 
ptures , and to enquire into the Controverfies of the Age, in the 
knowledge whereof he became as eminent, as he had been before in 
the courle of more fmooth and plealant Studies. 

II. HE was preferr’d to the .See of Nyjfa , a City fituate in the 
Borders of Cappadocia , and by fome reckon’d to the lelfer Armenia. 
Itiaut'hp <oo Stephanas c reckons up no lefs than ten Cities of this name, the eighth 
um. p.500. w jj erco y jj e p] aces U pon Mount Caucafus, but whether he means this 
of ours, is to me uncertain. The exa£t time of his promotion to this 
Bifhoprk cannot be recovered : that he was Bilhop when Baftl created 
Nazianztn Bifhop of Sajtma, is plain from the Oration with which 
that eloquent Man the day after his Conlecration entertain’d him when 
he came to vifit him. But however it was, he prov’d in that Ration 
a ftout Champion of the Nicene Faith, and fb vigoroufly oppos’d the 
cdxfv drtan Party, that loon after he was banifh’d d ‘by command of the 
Njjf. 'vtt. Mi- Emperour Valens, the execution whereof was committed to the Vica- 
erh. p. 1S8, rias of thofe Parts, who calling a Synod of Galatian Bifhops of that 
192, fide in the depth of Winter, depos’d and condemn’d him to Banilh- 

ment at the liiggeftion only of one mean and inconfiderable fellow; 
and afterwards removing to Nyjfa, fummon’d thither a Convention of 
the Bifhops of Pont us and Galatia, and there thruft in an unworthy Suc- 
ccdn’ii ce ^ or * n hi s room- By his Brothers Letter c to Abyrtius in his behalf, as 
ccc viu-f-35 r- we |j as j^ s own complaints, it appears, that he met with very hard 

ufage, was tofs’d and hurried up and down, heavily fin’d, and expos’d 
to the rage and petulancy of the people, all which fell the heavier 
upon him, as being both unus’d to trouble, and naturally unapt to 
bear it. In this condition he remain’d for feven or eight years toge- 
Nd ~' t ^ ler » oomforted by his Friends, and efpecially by the Letters f of Gre - 
xxxv.^ 1 ^ gory. of Nazianzum ; all which time he went about doing good, coun¬ 
termining the Stratagems of the Enemy, and ftrengthening others in 
the Faith. In the Council held at Antioch about nine Months after the 
death of Bafil, which happen’d Ann. CCCLXXVIII. he was among 
other's delegated to vifit tne Eajlern Churches, miferajbly Jiarafs’d by 
Etu'toeli t ^ ie * ate drian Perfecution, and upon that Errand not long after went 
fib. ’uieroL into Arabia , 8 the expences of his Journey being furnifh’d out at the 
r.2. p.iote. public Charge, by the immediate allowance of the moft religious 
Emperour (as himfelf tells us,) that is, I fuppofe the Emperour Theo- 
s dofius, who about that time had been aflumea into a Partnerfhip in the 

nb. X i6?fl.ii. Empire, and whom we find foon after publifhing a Law , b bearing 
/. 25.' ' date Feb . 27. ^/sw.CCCLXXX. to require of Bifhops to take heed that 

they 
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thev betray’d not the Faith either through ignorance dr carelefnefs; 
feveral fuch unskilful or unfaithful Guides having.’tis; like,to> ferve bad 
ends,been promoted in the time of his Predecelfor. Having difoatch d 
the Affairs of the Arabian Churches, he refolv’d for Jentfalem, having 
engag’d to confer with the Bifhops of thofe Parts, and to a (hit in 
thUr Reformation. Coming thither he was moll kindly entertain d 
by three pious Ladies, Eujfathia, Anbrofta, and perfons of 

confiderable note and account there. He was not a little delighted 

to 1 contemplate thofe venerable places, where the Son of God had ' 
convers’d upon Earth, but much more » behold thofe pious Souls, *. 
that were the Spiritual Monuments of his Birth, Luc, Death, and Re- 1C93< 
furreaion. But thefe, alas! were thin fow’d there, the place he 
found for the moft part over-run with Vice, Schifm, and Fattion, 
fome that fhun’d his Communion, and fet up Altars m oppofitionto 
him. This foon gave him enough of that place, and with an heavy 
heart he return’d to the Metropolis, (I fuppofe he meafts Antioch , the 
Metropolis of the Eajl, where he met * with Olymptus the Monk, then 
going to vifit the Holy places at Jernfalem) whence he wrote back to 
the three Ladies at Jerufalem, to let them know his fence of things, 
and to caution them not to be feduc’d by thofe that fought to make ! 
prey of them. Upon occafion of this Journey he was afterwards 
consulted i by a Friend, whether (what it feems was the opinion of 
fome monaftic DHciplinarians of that time) itwasanyeffentialpart 
of Religion to make Pilgrimages to Jetufalem. In anfwer whereunto 
he freely declares himfelf in the Negative, that our LordIliad not by 
any Precept bound this Duty upon us, nor made it any of the necel- 
farv qualifications to Eternal Salvation, that fuch Journeys could not 
be accomplifh’d without manifeft mconvemencies both to the Body 
and the Soul, that the grace of God and his favour were not confin d 
to Golgotha or Mount Olivet, or our Lord now corporally prefent in 
thofe places; that they had more reafon toeapeft his Spirit xnCappa. 

docia, where God was mote frequently and fincerely worftip d, than 

Klerufalem, Where all forts of Vices and Immoralities did fo much 
abound; that if he himfelf had been there, it was not fo much to; 
gratifie himfelf, as to comply with theneceffmesof the church, he 
being fufficiently fatisfied in the truth of our Lord s Life and Death 
before ever he faw Bethlehenl or Calvary and this was the only advan¬ 
tage he had reap’d, to find that Piety flounlh’d much more at home; 
th?t ’ris not the change of places makes us nearer to Heaven, but 
whiter weare,Go S dwillcometous, if theSOulbebutafitHabi- 
mton for God to dwell in; butif it be defil’dwith Luft and Sin thd 
thou fhould’ft dwell at Golgotha, m upon the Mount of Olavet, thoq 
Would’ft be as far from his Prefence and Company, as if thou hadft 
never once heard of him. A Difcourfe that fo mortally wounds the 
Do&rine and Pfaflice of the Church of Rom m point of Pilgri¬ 
mages, that after all their vain attempts to evade the blow, they are 
forc’d to run away, and give up theCaufe. But my bufmefs now is 
not to infill upon that, Being return d home, he Went to vifit his 
dear Sifter Macrina, whom by reafon of hisTroubks hehadnotleen 
Of many years. His vifit was moft opportune, fot he foimd her in a 
dying condition, he pray’d with her, blefs d her, and aflifted her iff 
her laft hours, and 6w her decemly brought to her Grave: All which 
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he relates at large in the account he has given of her Life. And upon 
this occafion he penn’d his excellent Book De Anima & Refur reel tone, 
(wherein if fbme later hand have interfperft fome few Origtman Dog- 
mxu, ’tis no more than what they have done to Tome few other of his 
Tra&s) to give his Thoughts vent upon thofe noble Arguments. 

III. IT was not long after his Arabian progrefs, when he was 
fummon’d to the great Council at Constantinople, whither he brought 
along with him the Twelve, (or as others divide them, XIII.) Books 
which in vindication of his Brother Bapl he had written againft Euno- 
mius, who had pretended to anfwer what Baftl had written againlf his 
Sea and Principles, but durft never publilh his Book while that great 
Man lived. After his Death he futfer’d them to creep abroad, againft 
which Nyjfen took up the Controverfie, and at once defended the 
Truth, and the Memory of his Brother. Thefe Books he read to Na- 
d Hiaon. dc Hanzen, and Jerom, ® who at that time refided at Confiantinople under 
script. e. 133. that good Man’s tutorage. He made no inconfiderable Figure in the 
Synod, his advice being chiefly relied upon in the moft important 
cafes, and therefore when it was thought neceflary to make an expla¬ 
natory Confeflion of Faith, efpecially in the Article of the Holy 
k Nicepb.Li2. Ghoft, the drawing it up was committed n to his care, and this is the 
c. 13. p.24V' Confiantinopolitan , or as among us ’tis call’d the Nicene Creed. And 
when Mtlctius the aged Bifhop of Antioch died, during the fitting of 
•soc.ux.26. the Council, he entertain’d ° that grave Aflembly with an Oration at 
p. *44. id. 1. 5. his Funeral, and was appointed one of the two Commifiioners for ad- 
f.s.p.26*. m i tt i n g perfons to Catholic Communion within the whole Pontic 
TExt mt? Diocels. Some few years after he preach’d the Funeral Oration p of 
f.956. * * the Emprefs Place ilia, as he had done a little before for her Daughter

f- years after that was prefent in the Synod at Confianttnople , at the adju- 

fting the Controverfie between Agapius and Bagadius, as appears by 
the A&s of that Council. No notices are to be met with concerning 
his Death, more than that the memory of it is celebrated in the We- 
ftern Martyrologies March the ix tb , in the Greek on January the x tk . A 
Man equally venerable for the clearnefs and elegancy of his Style, the 
* cod. vi, vii. quicknefs of his Parts, and the piety of his Life. Photius 1 has pafs’d 
t°i. 9. {Bis cenfure upon his Books in defence of Bajil againft Eunomiue , that 
his phrafe above that of any other Rhetorician, is perfpicuous, ele¬ 
gant, and very pleafant, and that however he did not equal Theodoras 
of Antioch ( who had labour’d in the fame Work, and upon the fame 
occafion) in the length of his Difcourfes, yet he far outwent him in 
the beauty and fweetnefs of his Eloquence, and in the plenty and co- 
pioufnefs of his Arguments, beating down his Adverfary by main 
force, and overturning the very Foundations of his impious Principles. 
The Hexamtron , or Difcourfe upon the Hiftory of the Creation, which 
Baftl left imperfect, he fill’d up with an accuracy that became the Bro-
